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ARBUTHNOT,  Marriot, — we  believe  was  the  ne- 
phew of  the  celebrated  Dr.  Arbuthnot,  the  friend  of 
Swift,  of  Garth,  and  of  Pope,  and  one  of  the  mod  eminent 
wits  of  the  age  in  which  he  lived.  This  gentleman  was  born 
about  the  year  171 1,  and,  after  a  fervice  of  many  years 
continuance  in  the  royal  navy,  was,  towards  the  end  of  the 
Scottifli  rebellion  in  1746,  appointed  commander  of  the 
Jamaica  floop.  At  the  conclufion  of  that  year  we  find  this 
veflel  employed  asacruifer  intheChanpel,and  is  mentioned 
as  the  captor  of  two  fmall  French  privateers  belonging  to 
Boulogne,  one  called  the  Furet,  the  other  the  Fly.  On  the 
22d  of  June,  1747,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Surprize  frigate,  but  did  not  long  continue  in  that  ftation, 
having  been,  before  the  enfuing  winter,  removed  into 
the  Tryton.  In  this  fhip  he  was  employed  in  cruif- 
ing  in  the  Channel,  where  he  had  the  good  fortune  to 
capture,  in  the  month  of  January,  1747,  a  flout  privateer 
belonging  to  Baypnne,  which  had  done  confiderable  mif- 
chief  to  the  Britifh  trade,  and  even  in  the  preceding  part 
of  the  cruife  on  which  flie  was  taken,  had  rriade  three 
prizes* 

No  fubfequent  mention  is  made  of  this  gentleman  till 

the  year  1757,  when  he  commanded  the  Garland  of  twenty 

guns,  a  veflel  employed  as  a  crui/er.    In  1759  he  was 
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captain  of  the  Portland,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the  fqua- 
dron  employed  in  Quiberon  Bay,  and  off  the  coaft  of 
France,  under  commodore  Duff,  in  watching  the  motions 
of  the  Breft  fleet,  a  fervice  which  was  concluded  by .  its 
total*  defeat,  in  the  month  of  November,  at"  the  very  inftant 
when  the  French  admiral  was  preparing  to  dart/  as  on 
a  Certain  prey,  uporf  Mr.  Duff  arid-his  Tittle  aVtnarhent, 
Mr.  Arbuthnot  is  not  otherwife  mentioned  during  the 
war,  except  as  having  continued* captain  of  the  Portland, 
we  believe  till  towards  its  conclufion,  about  which  time 
he  commanded  the  Orford  of  fixty-fix  guns,  on  the  Weft- 
India  flat  ion.  We  do  not  find  him  holding  any  fubr 
fequent  command  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  was  captain 
of  the  Terrible,  a  third  rate  of  feventy-four  guns,  in  which 
he  continued  three  years,  that  being  one  of  the  guard-lhips 
ftationed  at  Portfmouth..  "JA.1775,  in  confequence  of  the 
difpute  and  war  which  then  took  place  between  Great 
Britain  and  America,  he  was  appointed  a  commiflioner 
of  the*  navy,  refident  at' Halifax  in  Nova'  Scotia,  which 
was  the  drily  po?t  where  fhips  of  war  could  be  refitted} 
aiid  whbrc  the  bfeff  provifiori,  exifting'  cireomftancfeS" 
would  admit  of,  was  made  to  carry  fuch  ftrvfcef 
into  execution,  Mr.  Arbirthnot  reta&ied  that  office" 
only  till  the  year  1 778,  when  he  returned'  to  Europe, 
Having  been,  on  the  23d  of  January,  advanced  to  be 
fpar- admiral  of  the  white.  He  arrived  at  PdrffmoutH- 
about  the  middle  of  the  month  of  September,  and  in  thfe 
beginning  of  the  following  fpring  was  appointed  to  com- 
mand in  chief  on  the  North*  American  ftafion;  he  accord- 
ingly hoifted  his  flag* on  board  the  Europe,  arid  failed  on 
the  ift  of  May.  rfearing  on  the  erifuing  day,  by  a  veflel 
he'  fpoke' with  in  the  Channel,  that  the  ifland  of  Jerfey  was 
attacked  by  a  French  armament,  confiding  of  five  ftiips  of 
-ftrar,  bbfides  bomb-ketches  and  other  fmalt  veflels,  which' 
were  reported  to  have  landed  a  body  of  men,  Htf  bent  his 
totirfe  thither  for  its  relief;  but  finding,  previous  to  his 
Having  reached  the  ifland,  that  the  enemy  had  been  repulfed, 
pnrfued  his  original  inftru&ionfc,  a*nd  proceeded  fbr  New 
York,  wtyere  he  farrived  without,  having  met.  with  any 
bCfcurferic'e'Jii  anV degree  remarkable  while  on  hispaflage.

The 
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The  arrival  .of  the  couftt  <l\Eftaing  on  the  American 
:fiati#n  with  a  French  fleet,  confiding  of  upwards  of 
twenty  (hips  of  the  line,  from  the  Wed  Indies,  con- 
fined Mr.  Arbuthnot,  through  neceffity,  to  the  pojt 
qf  New  York:  but  the  enemy,  after  the  /allure  of 
their  well-known  attempt  op  Savannah,  the  capital  of 
Georgia, having  quitted  thofe  feas,  Mr.  Arbuthnot  prepared 
to  efcort  fir.H.  Clinton  and  .his  troops  on  an, expedition, 
which  had  long  been  projefted,  againft  South  Carolina* 
He  failed  on  the  26th  of  December,  and  on  this  occafion 
removed  his  flag  into  the  Roebuck,  of  forty-four  guns, 
veflels  of  a  light  draught  of  water  being  adapted  to 
that  particular  fervice.  Some  of  the  {hips  of  the  line 
then  on  that  flat  ion,  which  confided  of  the  Ruflel  and 
Robuft,  of  feventy-four  guns;  the  Europe,  Raifonable 
and  Defiance,  of  fixty-four  guns  each,  accompanied  the 
.admiral  to  his  place  of  destination  ;  but  on  his  preparing 
to  pafs  into  the  harbour  of  Ch^r  left  own,  in  the  month  of 
March,  the  heavier  fhips  returned  to  New  York,  under 
tthe  order?  of  captain  Drake*  in  the  Ruflel,  leaving. with 
the  admiral,  pnly  the  Renown,  of  fifty  guns;  the.Romulus, 
of  forty-four ;  the  Blonde,  Perfeus,  Camilla,  and  Raleigjfi 
frigates,  which,  with  fome  other  veflels  of  the  fame  de- 
scription, daily  expe&ed,  were  deemed  a  force  quite  ade- 
quate tpthe  wants  of  that  particular  fervice* 

The  .admiral  having  made  the  neceflary  preparations  by 
lightening  his  two-decked  fhips,  patted  the  bar  on  the 
20th  of  March  ;  and  the  enemy's  (hips  of  war,  amounting 
to  ten  in  number,  which  had  till  then  made  a  (hew  of  refo- 
lutely  defending  the  paflage  up  the  harbour,  immediately 
abandoned  that  plan  of  defence  and  retired  to  the  town, 
off  which,  five  of  them  were  funk*  with  chevaux-de-frize 
on  their  decks,  for  the  purpofe  of  blocking  up  the  channel. 
On  the  9th  of  April,  the  admiral,  who  had  been  in  ti)e 
interim  joined  by  the  Richmond  and  Virginia  frigates, 
together  with  the  Sandwich  armed  (hip,  drew  with  his 
fquadron  nearer  to  the  town  for  the  purpofe  of  (height- 
ening and  doling  in  with  the  enemy.     He  was  obliged  to

ever, fuftained  J>y  all  the  (hips  was,  comparatively  fpeak- 
ing,  inconfiderable,  amounting  to  no  more  than  twenty- 
fevfcn  perfons  killed,  and  wounded.  Preparations  were 
immediately  made  by  Mr.  Arbuthnot  to  attack  a  poft 
poflefled  by  the  enemy  at  Mount  Pleafrnt,  as  alfo  the  fort 
on  Sullivan's  Ifland  itfelf,  without  delaying  or  interfering 
with  the  regular  operations  carrying  on  by  the  army.  A 
brigade  of  five  hundred  feamen  was  accordingly  formed 
ana  put  under  the  command  of  the  captains  Hudfon, 
Orde,  and  Gambier,  who  took  pofleflion  of  the  former  on 
the  29th  without  oppofition,  the  garfifon  flying  on  their 
^approach  into  Charleftown,  which  the  greater  part  of  them 
were  fortunate  enough  to  reach.  This  was  only  the 
.  forerunner  of  the  furrender  of  Fort  Sullivan  on  the  5th  of 
May,  which  capitulated  on  the  firft  fummons,  as  Charlef- 
town itfelf  did,  on  the  10th  of  the  fame  month*. 

Intelligence  having  been  received  from  England  that  a 
French  Iquadronr,  under  the  chevalier  de  Ternay,  might 
be  daily  expected  from  Europe,  the  vice-admiral  made 
the  utmoft  hade,  confident  with  the  neceflary  arrange* 
ments,  to  return  to  New  York  and  concentre  his 
force:  A  reinforcement  of  fix  fhtps  of  the  line  t  was 
fent  out  to  him  under  rear-admiral  Graves;  but  they 
unfortunately  did  not  arrive  in  time  to  prevent  the  arrival 
of  the  French  admiral  in  port.  The  fubfequent  opera- 
tions of  the  year  J  were  confined  to  the  capture  of  priva- 
teers, and  watching  the  enemy,  who  kept  clofe  in  port  at 
Rhode  Ifland,  where  they  were  protected  by  batteries,

The  Providence,  thirty -two  guns,  eighteen  and  twelve  pounders ; 

the  Bofton  of  the  fame  force;  the  Ranger  twenty,  fix  pounders; 

.  JL'Avanturc  twenty-fix,  nine  and  fix  pounders,  French;  A  Polacre, 

mounting  fixteen  fix  pounders.    Some  empty  brigs  lying  at  the  wharfs, 

with  other  fmallveflels,  were  alfo  taken,  as  were  tour  armed  gallics. 

He  received  the  thanks  of  the  houfes  of  lords  and  commons  for 

his  exemplary  conducl  on  this  occafion.

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and  by  that  means  were  enabled  to  bid  defiance,'  not  oft!  J 
to  any  attempt  tbatcotild  be  made  by  Mr.  Arbuthnot,  but 
alfo  by  fir  George  Rodney,  who  arrived  from*  the  Weft 
Indies  with  a  fquadron,  and  took  upon  him  the  American 
cornmand  during  the  hurricane  months. 

Early  in  the  enfurng  fpring  the  enemy,  encouraged  by 
•  the  reduced  flare  of  the  fquadron  under  Mr.  Arbuthnof, 
one  of  whofe  (hips,  the  Culloden,  of  feventy-four  gunsJ, 
was  totally  loft;  the  Bedford*  of  the  fame  force,  difrnatted; 
and  two  other  (hips,  one  of  fixty-four  (the  America)  driven 
to  fea;  the  other  of  fifty  guns  (the  Adamanf),  abfent, 
are  faid  to  have  absolutely  had  in  contemplation  an  attack 
on  Mr.  Arbutnnot,  who  then  lay  in  Gardiner's  Bay,  Long 
Ifland.  This  attempt,  however,- they  refolved  to  abandon  on 
more  mature  refleftion,  and  better  information  concerning 
the  pofition  of  theBritiflt  fhips.    Foiled  in  their  firft  point, 
the  enemy  next  directed  their  attention  to  the  fmall  naval 
force  which  had  been  difpatched  from  New  York,  to  co- 
operate with  general  Arnold  on  the  Virginia  ftation.     In 
this  they  were  alfo  difappointed ;  but  on  their  return  were 
fortunate  eneugh  to  capture  the  Romulus,  of  forty-four 
guns,  whofe  captain  had  not  been  apprifed  that  an  enemy 
was  off  the  coaft.     The  chef  d'efcadre  was  not  yet  dis- 
heartened, and  encouraged  by  information  that  the  Be&- 
t  ford,  not  yet  having  taken  in  her  lower  marts,  was  not  fit 
for  fea,  refolved  to  make  a  fecond  and  more  confequential 
attempt  with  his  whole  farce.     Having  taken  on  board 
two  thoufand  French  troops,  their  fquadron  put  to  fea,  with 
a  ftrong  eafterly  gale,  on  the  evening  of  the  8th  of  March. 
Mr.  Arbuthnot,  who  had  accurate  intelligence  of  the 
enemy's  motions,  prepared  to  purffie  on  the  following 
day,  and  on  the   10th  was  fortunate  enough   to  clear 
the  coaft  of  Long   Ifland    with  hfe  whole   fquadron, 
having,  by  great  exertions,  put  the  Bedford  In  a  ftate 
fit  for  fervice.     On  the  16th  the  enemy  was  discovered 
fteering  for  the  Capes  of  Virginia;  and,  after  a  few  pre- 
vious and  unjnterefting  manoeuvres,  were  brought  to  a 
diftant  action  about  two  o'clock.     The  enemy  began  to 
fall  into  diforder  after  an  hour's  conteft ;  but  a  thick  haze 
which  had  prevailed  previous  to,  and  during  the  action 
itfelf,  together  with  the  di  fabled  frtuation  of  fome  of  the 
firitifh  fhips  which  led  into  action,  made  it  impoffible 
to  purfue  the  partial  advantage,  and  rendered  the  conteft 
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indecifive.  Mr.  Arbuthnot  put  into  Lynn-haven  Bay, 
where  he  had  it  in  his  power  to  cover  and  protect  the 
Operations  of  the  army  in  Virginia  ;  and  the  chevalier  de 
Ternay,  defeated  in  all  his  proje&s,  returned  fuccefslefs  to 
Rhode  Ifland. 

Very  little  folid  advantage,  however,  was  derived  from 
this  event;  and  no  other  consequential  occurrence  appear? 
to  have  taken  place  during  the  time  Mr.  Arbuthnot  re- 
tained the  command.  The  moft  remarkable  was  the 
capture  of  two  or  three  American  frigates,  and  fome  pri- 
vateers of  force,  by  different  cmifers  under  his  orders.* 
Mr.  Arbuthnot  having  (hifted  his  flag  from  the  Royal  Oak, 
ob  board  which  (hip  he  had  continued  during  the  preced- 
ing naval  campaign,  to  the  Roebuck,  failed  from  New 
York  early  in  July,  and  arrived  at  Spithead,  after  a,  very 
profperous  paifage,  on  the  ift  of  Auguft.  He  immedi- 
ately ftruck  his  flag  and  repaired  to  London,  prhere  he  was 
very  gracioufly  received  by  his  majefty,  but  never  accepted 
of  any  fubfequent  command.  On  the  24th  of  September, 
1787,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red;  as 
he  alfo  was,  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  admiral 
of  the  blue.  This  lad  promotion  he  furvived  but  a  fliort 
time,  dying  at  his  houfe  in  Great  Suffolk-ftreet,  Charing- 
crofs,  on  the  31ft  of  January,  1794*  having  reached  the 
advanced  age  of  eighty-three  years.  The  bulk  of  his 
fortune  he  bequeathed  to  his  daughter-in-law,  the  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Jofeph  Rumney,  vicar  of  Berwick-upon- 
Tweed,  widow  of  his  laft  furviving  fon,  deceafed  lome 
years  before. 

ASKEW,  Robert,— in  the  year  1745,  commanded  the 
Serpent  floop,  a  Veffel  ftationed  off  the  coaft  of  Scotland  for 
the  purpofe  of  preventing  any  fupplies  being  carried  thi- 
ther for  the  ufe  of  the  rebel  party.  In  this  almoft  undif- 
tinguifliable  ftation  he  was  affiduous  enough  to  acquire 
confiderable  credit,  by  his  alertnefs  in  fending  parties  on 
fliore  to  difturb  ffuch  of  the  enemy's  quarters  as  were 
within  his  reach.  He  was  promoted,  on  the  21ft  of 
Auguft,  1747*  to  be  captain  of  the  Port  Mahon  frigate; 
and  in  the  enfuing  year  was  tried  by  a  court-martial  at 
Louifburg,  fc?r  detaining  the  trade  under  his  convoy  longer 
than  was  neceflary  at  Salt  Tortoga.  He  was  alfo  charged 
with  having  brought  away  a  confiderable  quantity  of  ialt 
in  the  frigate's  hold,,  a  part  of  which  he  afterwards  fold. 

He 
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He  was  found  guilty,  and  fined  twelve  month's  pay.    He 
died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1756. 

BAIRD,  Patrick, — a  gentleman  of  Scottifh  extraction, 
was  one  of  the  lieutenants  of  the  Gloucefter  at  the  time 
that  (hip  proceeded  on  the  celebrated  voyage  round  the 
world  under  the  orders  of  commodore  Anfon.  He  was 
afterwards  advanced  to  be  commander  of  the  Fly  {loop,  in 
which  veffel  he  maintained  a  very  gallant  encounter  with  a 
French  privateer  of  far  fuperior  force,  in  which  c?pt.  Baird 
was  feverely  wounded.  Almoft  immediately  after  his  reco- 
very he  was,  on  May  27,  1747,  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Rainbow,  a  new  (hip  of  forty  guns.  In  1749  we 
find  him  appointed  to  the  Shoreham,,  of  twenty  guns,  and 
in  the  enfuing  year  to  the  Surprize ;  in  both  which  uncon~ 
fequential  Rations  no  farther  notice  is  taken  of  him. 
We  know  him  to  have  continued  in  the  (hip  lad-mentioned 
till  the  year  1752,  but  in  other  refpe£b  he  is  unnoticed  tiU 
the  year  1 756,  when  he  commanded  the  Portland,  of  £fty 
guns,  one  of  the  (hips  employed  under  Mr.  Edgecumbe, 
and  afterwards  tinder  Mr.  Byng,  on  the  Mediterranean 
ftation.  Hebehaved  with  the  greateft  gallantry  during 
the  action,  was  one  of  the  witnefles  afterwards  examined 
on  the  trial  of  his  unfortunate  commander-in-chief*, 
and  bore  teftimony  which  we  think  in  no  fmail  degree 
favourable  to  him,  having  declared  in  exprefs  terns,  that 
when  the  French  fleet  bore  away,  that  of  the  Englifh  was  in 
no  condition  to  purfue  them,  or  even  to  renew  the  aftion 
on  the  enfuing  day.  Immediately  after  the  conclufioaof 
the  trial  he  was  promoted  to  the  Defiance,  of  fixty  guns, 
one  of  the  fleet  fen  tin  theenfuingfummer,on  the  unfuccefs- 
ful  expedition  again  ft  Louifburg,  under  the  command  of 
Mr.  Holburne ;  as  he  moreover  was,  in  1758,  on  that  more 
fortunate  one  conducted  by  Mr.  Bofcawen  againft  the 
lame  place.  In  1759  he  ferved  in  the  Channel  fleet 
under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and  bore  a  very  diftinguiflied 
fliare  in  the  defeat  of  the  French  fleet  under  the  marquis 
de  Conflans.  Being  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies 
he  died  at  fea,  on  hisreturn  from  thence  for  the  recovery

BARRINGTON,  Honourable  Samuel.— This  gentle- 
man, who  is  now  living,  is  the  5th  fon  of  John,  firft  lord . 
vifcbunt  Barrington,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  Anne 
his  wife,  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  fir  William  Danes** 
Having  betaken  himfelf  at  a  very  early  agp  to  the  fea, 
we  find  him,  in  the  early  part  of  the, year  1747,  com- 
mander of  the  Weazle  (loop ;  from  which  he  was,  on 
the  29th  of  May  enfuing,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
fiellona  frigate.  He  had  not  long  obtained  this  command 
before  he  fignalized  himfelf  very  remarkably  in  the  attack 
and  capture  of  an  outward-bound  French  Eaft  India  (hip, 
called  the  Due  de  Chartres  f.  Before  the  conclusion  of 
the  year  he  was  promoted  to  the  Romney,  of  fifty 
guns.  Excepting  which  circumftance,  we  do  not  find 
any  particular  mention  made  of  him  till  1750,  when? 
he  commanded  the  Scahorfe,  a  (hip  of  twenty  guns,  at  that

eftates  to  the  faid  John,  the  firft  vifcount,  his  firft  coufin,  in  failure  of 
iflue  in  his  elder  brother,  fir  Thomas.

"  At  nine  in  the  morning  his  majefty's  (hip  Bellona,  commanded 
by  the  honourable  captain  Barrington,  gave  chace  to  a  fail  {landing  to 
the  eaftward,  and  at  one  di (covered  her  to  be  an  enemy.

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time  employed  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  and  was  par- 
ticularly occupied  in  negotiating*  the  ranfom  of  a  number 
of  Britifh  fubjefts,  who  had  been  captured  and  made  flaves 
of  by  the  difierent  piratical  ftates  of  Baibary .  He  was  next 
appointed  to  tjie  Crown,  a  5th  rate  of  forty-four  guns,  and 
ordered  to  tWcoaft  of  Guinea :  on  his  return  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Norwich,  a  4th rate;  in  which  he  proceeded 
to  America  in  1754,  under  the  orders  of  commodore 
Keppel,  and  appears  to  have  been  concerned  in  no  farther 
very  material  occupation  till  after  the  commencement  of 
the  war  with  France,  when  we  find  him,  in  1757,  ap- 
pointed to  the  Achilles,  of  lixty  guns;  in  which  (hip  he 
immediately  afterwards  ferved  on  the  unfuccefsful  expe- 
dition again  ft  Rochfort. 

He  was  employed  during  the  remainder  of  the  war 
principally  as  a  cr infer;  and,  in  1758,  was  one  of  the 
commanders  in  the  fmall  fquadron  under  the  orders  of 
captain  Pratten,  at  the  time  the  Raifonable  was  captured 
by  captain  Dennis t.  In  the  month  of  April  1759,  he  fell 
in  with,  about  fixty  leagues  to  the  weftward  of  Cape 
Finifterre,  and  captured,  after  a  very  clofc  engagement  of 
two  hour's  continuance,  the  Count  de  St.  Florentine,  a 
French  (hip,  carrying  fixty  guns  and  four  hundred  and 
three  men.  The  Achilles  was  fo  dextroufly  managed  a* 
to  have  only  two  men  killed  and  twenty-three  wounded, 
■while    the    deftruftion,  occafioned   among   the    enemy

"  Captain  Barrington,  in  the  Seahorfe  man  of  war,  who  failed  from 
hence  on  the  7th  inltanr,  in  the  morning,  for  Tetuan  Bay,  in  order  to 
bring  over  the  Britifh  flaves,  is  returned  hither  this  morning,  and  hat 
brought  with  him  Mr.  Latton  and  twenty-feven  captives."

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amounted  to  five  times  that  number,  bcfidcs  the  lofs  of  all 
her  mails.  In  the  year  1760  he  failed  for  Louifburg,  and 
returned  at  the  clofe  of  the  year  without  having  met  with 
any  occurrence  worthy  our  relation.  In  1761  he  was 
engaged,  under  commodore  Keppel,  on  the  expedition 
undertaken  againft  Belleifle,  where,  having  been  very 
afiively  employed*,  he  was  difpatched  to  England  with 
the  intelligence  of  the  landing  having  been  at  lad  efie&ed 
on  the  22d  of  April,  though  not  without  the  greateft  dif- 
ficulty. Captain  Barrington  remained  in  the  Achilles 
nearly  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  having,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1762,  been  one  of  the  commanders  in 
the  fmall  fquadron  to  which,  in  confequence  of  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  the  French  armament,  in  1759,  the  firitiih  nav^i 
force  in  the  Channel  was  reduced. 

No  material  incident  occurred  after  this  time  to  Mr. 
Barrington  during  the  continuance  of  hoftilities;  nor  do  we 
find  farther  mention  made  of  him,  except  that  jud  before 
the  peace  he  commanded  the  Hero  of  feventy-four  guns, 
under  vice-admiral  fir  C.  Hardy.  In  1768,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Venus,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  at  that  tirqe 
efteemed  the  fined  veflel  of  her  iclafs  in  the  Britifh  navy. 
His  royal  highnefs  the  late  duke  of  Cumberland  entered 
at  the  fame  time  as  a  volunteer,  or  midfhip-man,  witji 
him,  preparatory  to  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  a  fUg- 
officer,  as  will  be  feen  hereafter.     Captain  Barrington 

2uitted  this  command  for  a  ftiort  time,  in  the  month  of 
)£tober,  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  his  royal  highnefs 
the  rank  of  pod  captain,  but  immediately  refumed  it; 
and  the  duke  having  been  not  long  afterwards  advanced 
to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  Mr.  Barrington  ac- 
companied him,  as  his  captain,  to  Lifbon.  In  1771 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Albion,  of  feventy«four  guns, 
one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  be  equipped  at  Chatham, 
on  account  of  the*difpute  with  Spain  relative  to  Falk- 
land Ifland.  That  being  accommodated,  we  do  not 
believe  him"  to  have  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  com- 
mand till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  commiflioned  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  a  third jrate  of  feventy-four  guns;  ia

which 
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wMch  (hip  he  was  employed  in  cruifing  to  diftrefs  the 
Americanr  commerce*  a  Service  he  had  no  inconsi- 
derable fuccefs  in.  On  the  23d  of  January,  1778,  he 
was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white,  and 
ordered  to  die  Weft-  Indies,  being  invefted  with  the  chief 
command  off  that  ftation,  as  fbcceflbr  to  Mr.  Young. 
The  rupture  with  France  took  place,  as  may  be  well 
remembered,  in  the  courfe  of  the  fummer,  and  commo- 
dore Hotham  was  accordingly  difpatchcd  from  North 
America  with  a  ftnali  fquadron,  confiding  of  two  (hips  of 
fitty-four  guns,  three  of  fifty,  and  a  bomb-ketch,  having 
under  their  conVoV  fifty-nine  tranfports  with  troops  on 
board,  to  reinforce  Mr.  Harrington,  who  nil  then  had  under 
his  orders  only  his  own  (hip,  and  the  Boyne,  of  fixty- 
pigltt  guh?,  with  tw«  or  three  (mall  frigates  and  floops. 

A  junftion  was  happily  formed  at  Barbadoes  on  the 
10th  of  November,  and  an  attack  was  immediately  re- 
vived to  be  made  on  the  French  ifland  of  St.  Lucia*,

n  half  the  troops  were  landed  the  fame  morning,  under 
of  the  commodore,  afliftcd  by  the  captains  Griffith, 
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which  not  only  ended  in  its  complete  redu&on,  but  alfo 
in  the  repulfe  of  the  French  admiral  d'Eftaing,  who,  with 

a  very 

*'  Almofi  a]]  tbe  tranfports  had  fortunately  got  within  the  line  be* 
fore  half  paft  eleven  in  the  morning  of  the  15th,  when  the  count 
thought  proper  to  bear  down  and  attack  us  with  ten  fail  of  tbe  line* 
happily  without  doing  us  any  material  injury;  and  at  four  in  the  after- 
noon he  made  a  fecond  attack  upon  us  with  twelve  fail  of  the  line, 
with  no  other  fuccefs,  however,  than  killing  two  men  and  wounding 
feven,  on  board  the  Prince  of  Wales;  and  alio  wounding  one  on  board 
the  Ariadne,  who  is  Gnce  dead.  But  I  have  rcafon  to  believe  the

"  On  tbe  next  day,  the  1 6th,  tbe  count  mewed  a  difpoGtion  to  attack  us 
a  third  time ;  but  on  the  appearance  of  a  frigate  (landing  for  his  fleet  with 
feveral  fignals  flying,  he  plied  to  windward*,  and  in  the  evening  anchored 
off  Gros  I  Act  about  two  leagues  from  us,  where  he  (till  continues  with 
ten  frigates  befides  his  twelve  fail  of  the  line  ;  and,  not  with  (landing 
this  fuperionty  of  force,  he  has  been  accompanied,  from  his  firft  ap- 

r ranee,  by  feveral  American  privateers,  one  of  them  commanded 
the  outlaw  Cunningham,  who  laft  winter  infefied  the  coaft  of 
Portugal. 

"  That  night  and  the  following  day  the  enemy  landed  a  large  body  of 
floops  and  febooners  which  had  anchored  in  du  Choc  Bay,  and  on  tbe 
18th  made  a  fpirited  attack,  both  by  fea  and  land,  on  the  poft  at  the 
carenage,  but  met  with  a  very  fevere  check,  having  been  repul fed  with 
great  carnage,  by  a  fmall  detachment  of  our  troops  under  brigadier* 
.general  Meadows. 

"  Tncy  Dave  attempted  nothing  of  confequence  ffnee ;  and  what 
may  be  their  future  plan  of  operations  I  cannot  conjecture;  but  their 
continuance  at  anchor  has  afforded  us  an  opportunity  not  only  of  get- 
ting in  all  the  cruizers,  except  the  Ceres;  and  all  the  tranfports 
except  one  (with  only  the  baggage  of  the  officers  of  three  companies 
on  board)  which  has  fallen  mtd  the  enemy's  hands,  but  alfo  of 
Hrengthening  ourfelves  by  warping  the  (hips  of  war  farther  into  the 
bay  and  making  the  line  more  compact,  removing  the  Venus  sftern 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  flank  that  paffage,  and  creeling  batteries  at 
each  point  of  the  bay ;  that  to  the  northward  under  the  direction  of 
the  captains  Camming  and  Robcrtfon,  and  that  to  the  fouthward  under 
captain  Fcrgufon. 

"  This  being  the  fituation  of  tbe  fquadron,  and  the  army  being  in 
pofTeflion  of  all  the  ftrong  holds  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  bay,  fuch 
'  a  fpirit  of  cheerful nefs,  unanimity,  and  resolution  actuates  the  whole* 
of  our  little  force,  both  by  land  and  fea,  notwithstanding  the  amazing 
fatigue  they  have  undergone,  that  we  are  under  no  apprehenfions  from 
any  attempts  the  enemy  may  meditate ;  and  from  the  accounts  which 
have  been-tranfmirtcd  to  me  from  captain  Linzee,  of  the  Pearl,  who 
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a  very  fuperior  force,  in  vain  repeatedly  attempted  to 
difpoffefs  the  fuccefsful  aflailants.  Mr.  Byron  arrived  on 
the  6th  of  January,  with  nine  {hips  of  the  line,  and  taking 
upon  him  the  chief  command,  Mr.  Barrington  removed 
•his  flag  into  the  Ifis,  but  returned  immediately  back  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  for  reafons  which  will  be  beft  and  moft 
honourably  explained  by  the  extrad  infcrted  beneath,  from 
Mr.  Byron's  official  letter*.  The  greater  part  of  the  fum- 
tner  pad  on  without  any  material  occurrence  taking  place; 
but  in  the  month  of  July,  the  French  admiral  having  been 
reinforced  from  Europe,  fo  that  his  fleet  amounted  to  nearly 
thirty  fail  of  the  line,  be  put  to  fea  for  thepurpofe  of  making 
a  fudden  attack  on  fome  of  the  i Hands  in  pofleflion  of  the 
Englifh,  which  he  hoped  to  poifefs  himfelf  of  by  a  coup- 
de-main  ;  Mr.  Byron  purfuing  with  a  force  nearly  one- 
third  inferior,  a  partial  adion  took  place  off  Grenada  on 
the  6th  of  the  fame  month.  Mr.  Barrington,  who  had 
been,  on  the  19th  of  March  preceding,  advanced  to  be 


arrived  atBarbadoes  the  13th  inftant,  that  vice  admiral  Byron,  was  to 
fail  from  Rhode  Ifland  for  Barbadoes  the  19th  of  lad  mouth,  with 
fixtecn  fail  of  the  line  and  feveral  frigates/  there  is  every  reafon  to 
tope  he  will  foon  be  here;  in  which  cafe  affairs  in  this  country  muft 
Jake  a  very  decifive  turn  in  favour  of  his  majefty's  arms. 

«'  Should  any  unforefeen  accident,  however,  prevent  the  vice* 
admiral's  arrival,  their  lordfljips  will  nevertbelefs  be  pleafed  to  aflure 
his  majefty,  that  every  thine  which  can  poflibly  be  done  by  fo  fmall  a 
body  of  troops  and  fo  few  mips,  againft  a  force  fo  very  fuperior,  will 
beeffecled. 

"  I  cannot  conclude  my  letter  without  acquainting  you  that,  in  all 
probability,  our  operations  here  have  hitherto  faved  the  iHands  of  St. 
Vincent  and  Granada,  which  we  underftand,  from  fome  officers  who 
are  prifoncrs,  were  the  object  of  count  d'Eftaing**  expedition,  when 
a  floop  that  had  efcaped  from  this  ifland  falling  in  with  him,  and 
giving  him  notice  of  our  being  here,  directed  his  attention  towards 
us." 

•  "  As  1  found  it  neceflary  to  take  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  all  the 
(hips  of  the  line  with  me,  to  meet  M.  D'Eftaing  upon  his  coming  out 
of  Fort  Royal  harbour,  rear-admiral  Barrington  (who  had  drifted  his 
flag  10  ihe  Ifis)  exprefled  a  defire  to  return  to  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
and  a&  with  me  rather  than  remain  at  the  Col-de-Sac :  I  granted  his 
xequcft,  and  muft  acknowledge  myfelf  very  unhappy  at  being  fo  cir- 
cumftanced,  as  to  be  under  an  indifpenfible  neceffity  of  interfering  with 
command  intruded  to  an  officer,  who  has  done  bis  duty  with  lingular 
advantage  10  his  country  and  much  honour  to  himfelf." 

vice- 
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▼ice-admiral  of  the  blue,  commanded  the  van  divifion  and 
corhmenced  the  a£tion  in  a  moil  fpirited  manner,  fupported 
by  the  Boyne  and  Sultan*.  The  fuperior  force,  how* 
ever,  of  the  enemy  enabled  them  to  withftand  the  attack ; 
and  their  fituarion,  in  haying  the  weather-gage,  to  avoid  a 
tlofe  aftion,  which,  throughout  the  whole  encounter,  they 
always  moft  cautioufly  fhunned.  The  fleets  feparated 
after  an  indecilive  conteft,  injurious  only  to  Britain  on 
account  of  the  brave  men  who  loft  their  lives  without 
producing  any  advantage  to  their  country •  On  board 
the  Prince  of  Wales  alone  feventy-two  men  were  killed 
and  wounded ;  among  the  latter  was  Mr.  Barrington  him* 
felf,  though  only  in  a  flight  degree.  He  returned  to 
England  loon  afterwards,  and  in  the  enfuing  fummer 
aded,  for  a*  ihort  time,  as  fecond  in  command  of  the 
Channel  or  home  fleet,  under  Mr^  afterwards  fir  Francis 
Geary;  but  emitted  that  fiation  when  Mr.  Geary  re- 
signed his.  On  the  16th  of  September  enfuing,  He 
was  .advanced,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  white.  In.  the 
month  of  April,  1782,  he  again  accepted  of  a  command 
in  the  Channel  fleet.  He  Hoifted  his  flag  on  board  tfe 
Britannia,  a  fir  ft  rate,  and  was  immediately  fent  out  with 
M  fquadron  for  the  purpofe  of  intercepting:  a  French  cort- 
voy  bound  to  the  fcaft  indies,  which,*  atcwdiiiK  to  accu- 
rate Information  received  by  the  admiralty  board,  was  then 
ready  to  fail  from  Brefh 

He  was  fortunate  enough  to  fall  in  with  the  obje£t  of  his 
purfuit  on  the  20th ;  and,  after  a  chace  of  fome  hours,  one 
fhip  of  feventy-fonr  guns,  the  PegaflTe,  was  captured  by  the 
Foudroyant ;  a*  Was  the  A&ionnaire,  pierced  for  fixty-four, 
but  at  that  time  arme-en-flute,  by  the  Queen ;  and,  by  other 
,/tips  of  the  fquadron,  ten  or  eleven  of  the  tranfports  and 
floreibipsjout  of  eighteen,  which  were  in  company  when  the 
convoy  was  firft  difcovered.  In  the  enfuing  autumn  hecom- 
mataded  the  van  or  fecond  divifion  of  the  main  fleet  fent  under 
lord  Howe,  \o  relieve  the  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar ;  and  was, 
confequently,  concerned  in  the  indecifive  (kirmiih  which 
took  place  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain; 
in  which,  fhort  and  diftant  as  the  a&ion  was,  the  Britannia 
had  twenty  men  killed  and  wounded.     Peace  taking  place>

almoft  immediately  after  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  England* 
Mr.  Barrington  confequentlv  quitted  his  command-9. 

On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  admiral  of  the  blue;  and,  in  1790,  on  the 
profpeft  of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  again  took  upon  hinv 
the  itation  of  fecond  in  command  in  the  main  or  Channel 
fleet  under  Lord  Howe.  He  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag 
on  board  the  Royal  George :  but  the  difpute  was  accom- 
modated without  the  neceflity  of  fending  the  fleet  to  fea« 
Subfequent  to  that  time  he  never  has  held  any  naval  com- 
mand; but,  on  the  12th  of  April,  1794,  was  advanced  to 
be  admiral  of  the  white,  in  which  rank,  the  highcft  in  the 
fervice,  that  of  admiral  of  the  fleet  excepted,  he  confe- 
quentlv now  continues  t. 

BARTON,  Matthew. — Our  account  of  this  gentlemaa 
is  principally  taken  from  one  already  published,  we  be- 
lieve under  the  infoe&ion  of  a  relative.  It  is  there  dated 
that  he  went  to  fea  in  1730,  in  the  Fox,  with  captain. 
Arnold,  to  South  Carolina ;  returned  in  Auguft  1732,  and 
was  paid  off.  I  n  the  month  of  November  following  he  was 
appointed  a  midshipman  on  board  the  Falmouth,  captain 
Byng,  with  whom  he  went  to  Lifbonand  the  Mediterranean* 
He  returned  to  England  in  May  1735,  and  beingturned  over 
to  the  Cornwall,  captain  Vanbrugh,  was  paid  off  in  March 
1736.  In  the  month  of  May  following  he  was  a  mid- 
fhipman on  board  the  Edinburgh  guard-fliip,  captain  J. 
Davis ;  and  in  Odober,  was  a  midfhipman  on  board  the 
Eltham,  lord  Auguftus  Fitzroy,  with  whom  he  went  to 
Newfoundland,  and  from  thence  to  the  Mediterranean.  In 
March  17399  he  was  a  midfhipman  on  board  the  Somcrfet> 
admiral  Haddock  ;  in  September  he  came  home  in  the  St. 
Jofeph  Prize,  being  put  into  that  (hip  off  Cadiz,  as  fecond 
officer  under  Mr.  Sradfliaw  Thompfon.  In  1739-40  he 
was  made  lieutenant  of  the  Lenox,  when  that  (hip,  with

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the  Kent  and  Orford,took  the  Prineefla,  in  which  prize  Mr. 
Barton  cametoEngtand :  in  OS.  1740,  he  was  removed  into 
the  Princefs  Caroline  and  Went  to  Jamaica,  where  admiral  , 
Vernon  hoifted  his  flag  on  hoard  the  Caroline,  and  removed 
all  the  officers  ihto  the  Burford.  He  wai  lieutenant  of  the 
Burford  at  the  fiege  of  Carthagena ;  came  home  and  was 
paid  off  in  the  Bnrford,  but  immediately  appointed  lieutenant

Toulon  with  admiral  Mathews:  in  September  1744,  was 
appointed  fir  ft  lieutenant  of  the  Marlborough:  in  March 
1745,  was  removed  into  the  Neptun$,  admiral  Rowley's 
(hip;  and,  in  May  1745,  was,  by  the  admiral,  appointed 
eommandcr  of  the  Duke  firefhip.  On  the  7th  of  February, 
1746-7,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Antelope,  by 
admiral  Medley.  In  April  following  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Poftillion  rebeck:  in  April  1748,  the  Poftillion  was 
ordered  to  be  left  at  Port  Mahon,  and  he  came  home  with 
admiral  Byng  in  the  Boyne  ;  was  paid  off  in  O&ober  1748, 
having  been  only  one  day  unemployed  during  that  war. 
In  January  1755,  he  was  made  captain  of  the  Litchfield, 
and  failed  with  admiral  Bofcawen  to  Louifburg  and  Halifax. 
In  June  1756,  he  took  the  Arc  en  Ciel,  a  French  (hip  of 
tvar  of  fifty  guns,  off  Louifburg:  came  home  in  December 
I756,and  was  fent  out  fenior  captain  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea, 
from  whence  he  *  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  the  Leeward 
I  (lands;  in  Augufl  1758,  he  brought  home  under  convoy 
one  hundred  fail  of  (hips.    In  November  1 758,  he  was  ap« 

Eointed  one  of  admiral  Keppel's  fquadron  againft  Goree; 
ut  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  being  unfortunately  caft 
away  on  the  coaft  of  Barbary,  remained  on  the  ft  rand  a  fort- 
night without  any  thing  to  fubfift  upon  but  a  few  drowned 
fteep  that  were  driven  afhore :  himfelf,  and  that  part  of  his 
crew  which efcaped  from  the  wreck,  were  quite  naked*.

•  See  the  following  letter  tranfautted  by  him  to  the  admiralty : 

••  I  am  forry  to  inform  you,  that,  on  the  ttjth  of  November,  hit 
fciajefty't  {bin  Litchfield,  of  fifty  guns  and  three  hundred  and  fifty 
men,  was  caft  away  here.  We  have  loft  the  firft  lieutenant,  captain  of 
aurinei,  and  hit  beutenant,  with  fevenl  oficert  tad  teamen,  amount*. 
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After  remaining  eighteen  months  in  flavery  at  Morocco 
lie  was  ranfomed  by  government*;  upon  his  coming. 
home  was  tried  by  a  court-martial  for  the  lofs  of  the  flfipt,

iog  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  fifty.  There  are  of  ur,  oir 
{bore,  two  of  my  lieutenants,  and  other  officers  and  feamen  amounting 
to  two  hundred  and  twenty.  It  blew  To  hard  when  we  came  on, 
fcore  that  the  fliip  foon  went  to  pieces,  and  we  could  not  fave  either 
provifions  or  any  other  nccefTaries.  For  thefe  two  days  paft  we  have 
been  on  fiiore,  and  have  fubGQcd  on  drowned  fheep  and  hogs,  and 
Water  and  flour  hardened  on  the  fire.  t  A  great  number  of  men  are 
lamed  by  the  bruifes  received  againft  the  rocks  by  the  violence  of  the 
lurf.  The  poor  fuffercrs  were  extremely  ill  u fed  by  the  natives  when 
they  got  a  more." 

*  He  arrived  in  England  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1760,  the  Marl- 
borough ftorefhip  being  purpofely  fent  home  from  Gibraltar,  with 
himfelf  and  his  crew  as  foon  as  ranfomed. 

t  The  following  is  extracted  from  the  very  interefting  account, 
poblifbcd  by  lieutenant  Sutherland,  of  the  lofs  of  this  unfortunate 
fliip. 

•■  The  Litchfield  left  Ireland  on  November  1 1,  1758,  in  company 
with  (everal  other  men  of  war  and  tranfports,  under  the  command  of 
commodore  Kennel,  intended  for  the  reduction  of  Goree.  The 
voyage  was  prosperous  till  the  s8tht  when,  at  eight  in  the  even- 
ing, lieutenant  Sutherland  took  charge  of  the  watch,  and  the 
weather  turned  out  very  fqually,  with  rain.  At  nine  it  was  exceed- 
ing dark,  with  much  lightening,  the  wind  varying  from  S.  W.  to 
W.  N.  W.  At  half  paft  nine  we  had  an  extreme  hard  fquall. 
Captain  Barton  came  upon  deck,  and  flayed  till  ten;  then  left  orders 
to  keep  ilght  of  the  commodore,  and  to  make  what  fail  the  weather 
pould  permit.  At  eleven  we  faw  .the  commodore  bearing  S.  but 
the  fquaJIs  coming  fo  heavy  were  obliged  to  hand  the  main- top- fail, 
and  at  twelve  o'clock  were  under  our  courfes, 

11  November  99,  at  one  in  the  morning,"  fays  Mr.  Sutherland,  "  I 
left  the  deck  in  charge  of  the  firft  lieutenant,  the  light,  which  we  took 
to  be  the  commodore's,  right  ahead  bearing  S.  wind  W.  S.  W.  blow- 
ing very  hard.  At  fix  in  the  morning  I  was  awaked  by  a  great  (hock 
and  a  confufed  notfe  of  the  men  on  deck.  I  ran  up,  thinking  fome 
ihip  had  run  foul  of  us,  for  by  my  own  reckoning,  and  that  of 
every  other  perfon  in  the  fliip,  we  were  at  lead  thirty-five  leagues 
diQance  from  land;  but  before  I  could  reach  the  quarter-deck,  the  fliip 

5ave  a  great  firoke  upon  the  ground,  and  the  fea  broke  all  over  her. 
ufl  after  this  I  could  perceive  the  land  rocky,  rugged,  and  uneven 
about  two  cabled  length  from  us.  The  (hip  lying  with  her  broad  fide 
to  windward  the  mads  foon  went  overboard,  carrying  fome  men  with 
them.  It  is  impoffible  for  any  one  but  a  fuffercr  to  feel  our  diftrefs 
at  this  time;  the  mafts,  yards  and  fails  hanging  alongfide  in  a  con- 
futed heap;  the  (hip  beating  violently  upon  the  rocKSj  the  waves 
curling  up  to  an  in  incredible  height,  then  darning  down  with  fuch 
B-  t  fores; 
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and  honourably  acquitted.  In  O&ober  1760,  he  was 
commiflioned  lor  the  Temeraire,  and  appointed  one  of

force  as  if  they  would  immediately  have  fplit  the  (hip  to  pieces,  which 
we  indeed  every  moment  expected.  Wnen  we  had  a  little  recovered 
from  our  firft  confufion,  we  faw  it  neceflary  to  get  every  thing  we  could 
Over  to  the  larboard  fide  to  prevent  the  fliip  from  heeling  off  and 
expofing  the  deck  to  the  Tea.  Some  of  the  people  were  very  earneft 
to  get  the  boats  out  contrary  to  advice;  and,  after  much  in  treaty, 
notwithftanding  a  mod  terrible  fea,  one  of  the  boats  was  launched, 
and  eight  of  the  bed  men  jumped  into  ft;  but  it  had  hardly  got  to 
the  fli'p'i  Item  when  it  was  whirled  to  the  bottom,  and  every  one  in 
it  periflied :  the  reft  of  the  boats  wereJ  foon  wafbed  to  pieces  upon 
the  deck.  We  then  made  a  raft  with  the  davit  capfton  bars,  and  fome 
boards,  and  waited  with  refignation  for  Divine  Providence  to  affift  us. 
The  (hip  was  foon  filled  with  water  fo  that  we  had  no  time  to  get  any  pro- 
vifion  up,  the  quarter  deck  and  poop  were  now  the  only  places  we  could 
{land  on  with  any  fecurity,  the  waves  being  moflly  fpent  by  the  time 
they  reached  us,  owing  to  the  forepart  of  the  fliip  breaking  them. 
At  four  in  the  afternoon,  perceiving  the  fea  to  be  much  abated,  one 
of  our  people  attempted  to  fwim,  and  got  fafe  on  ihore.  There  were 
numbers  of  Moors  upon  the  rock  ready  to  take  hold  of  any  one,  and 
beckoned  much  for  us  to  come  a(hore,  which  at  firft  we  took  for  kind- 
fiefs,  but  they  foon  undeceived  us,  for  they  bad  not  the  humanity  to 
affift  any  body  that  was  entirely  naked,  but  would  fly  to  thofe  who  had 
any  thing  about  them  and  ft  rip  them  before  they  were  quite  out  of  the 
water,  wrangling  among  them  (elves  about  the  plunder;  in  the  mean 
time  the  poor  wretches  were  left  to  crawl  up  the  rocks  if  they  were 
able,  if  not  they  periflied  unregarded.  The  fecond  lieutenant  and 
nwfelf,  with  about  fixty-five  others,  got  aihore  before  dark,  but  were 
left  expo  fed  to  the  weather  upon  the  cold  fand;  and,  to  keep  us  from 
liarving,  were  obliged  to  go  down  to  the  (hore,  and  bring  up  pieces  of 
the  wreck  to  make  a  fire ;  and  if  we  happened  to  pick  up  a  (hirt  or  a 
handkerchief,  and  did  not  give  up  to  the  Moors  at  the  firft  demand, 
the  next  thing  was  a  dagger  offered  to  our  breads.  They  allowed  us 
a  piece  of  an  old  fail,  which  they  did  not  think  worth  carrying  off,  of 
which  we  made  two  tents  and  ciowded  ourfelves  into  them,  every  one 
fitting  between  another's  legs  to  preferve  warmth  and  make  room. 
In  this  uneafy  fituation,  continually  bewailing  ourfelves  and  our  poor 
(hip-mates  upon  the  wreck,  we  parted  a  moft  tedious  night  without  fo 
much  as  a  drop  of  water  to  refrelh  us,  except  what  we  catched  through 
our  fail  cloth  covering.  • 

11  Nov.  30,  at  fix  in  the  morning,  we  went  down,  with  a  number 
of  our  men,  upon  the  rocks,  to  aflift  our  fhip-mates  in  coming  aihore, 
and  found  the  fliip  bad  been  greatly  (nattered  in  the  night.  It  being 
now  low  water,  many  attempted  to  fwim  afhore;  fomc  got  fafe,  others 
perifhed.  The  people  on  board,  got  the  raft  into  the  water,  and  about 
.fifteen  men  upon  it ;  but  they  were  no  fooner  put  off  from  the  wreck 
than  it  was  quite  overturned ;  moft  of  the  men  recovered  it  again,  but 
**  were 
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admiral  Ktppel's  fquadron  to  Belleiflc  with  a  diftinguifti- 
ing  pendant.     He  was  chofen  by  the  admiral  to  command 

the 

were  hardly  on  before  it  was  overturned  again :  there  were  only  three 
or  four  that  got  bold  of  it  again  ;  the  red  pe  rimed.  During  that  time 
a  good  fwimsner  brought  a  rope  afhore,  with  much  difficulty,  which  I 
had  the  good  fortune  to  catch  hold  of  juft  as  he  was  quite  fpent  and 
had  thoughts  of  quitting  iu  Some  people  coming  to  my  afliftance, 
we  pulled  a  larger  rope  afborc  with  that,  and  made  it  faft  round  a  rock* 
We  found  this  gave  great  fpirits  to  the  poor  fouls  upon  the  wreck,  for 
it  being  hauled  tight  from  the  upper  part  of  the  flern  made  an  eafy 
defcent  to  any  who  had  art  enough  to  walk  or  Aide  upon  a  rope,  with 
a  fmaller  rope  fixed  above  to  hold  by.  This  was  a  means  of  faving  a 
number  of  Jives,  though  many  were  warned  off  by  the  impetuous  (urf 
and  periihed.  The  flood  coming  on,  raifed  the  furf,  and  prevented  any 
more  coming  at  this  time,  and  the  ropes  could  be  of  no  farther  ufe. 
We  then  retired  from  the  rocks;  and  hunger  prevailing,  we  went  , 
about  broiling  fome  of  the  drowned  turkeys,  &c.  which,  with  fome 
flour  mixed,  and  baked  amongfl  the  coals,  made  our  firft  meal  upon 
this  barbarous  coaft.  We  found  a  well  of  frefh  water  about  half  a 
mile  off,  which  very  much  refrefbed  us.  But  we  had  hardly  finiflied 
this  coarfe  repair,  when  the  Moors  { who  were  now  grown  numerous) 
drove  us  every  one  down  to  the  rocks  to  bring  up  empty  iron-bound 
caflcs,  pieces  of  the  wreck  which  had  mod  iron  about  them,  and  other 
things.  About  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  we  had  another  meal 
upon  the  drowned  poultry;  and  finding  this  was  the  bed  we  were 
likely  to  have,  fome  were  ordered  to  favc  all  they  could  find,  others 
to  raife  a  larger  tent,  and  the  reft  were  fent  down  to  the  rocks  to  look 
out  for  people  coming  afhore.  The  fuif  greatly  encreafing  with  the 
flood,  and  breaking  upon  the  fore-part  of  the  thin,  (he  was  di- 
vided into  three  parts;  the  fore-part  was  turned  keel  up,  the  middle* 
part  was  foon  dafhed  into  a  thouiand  pieces;  the  fore-part  of  the  poop 
fell  likewife  at  this  time,  and  about  thirty  men  went  u'ith  it,  eight  of 
whom  got  afhore  with  our  help,  but  fo  bmifed  that  we  defp aired  of 
tbeir  recovery.  Nothing  but  the  after-part  of  the  poop  now  remained 
above  water,  with  a  very  final  1  part  of  the  other  decks,  on  which  our 
captain  and  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  more  remained,  expecting 
every  wave  to  be  their  laft.  Every  (hock  threw  fome  off,  few  or 
none  of  whom  came  on  (bore  alive.  During  this  diflrefs  the  Moors 
laughed  very  loud,  and  fcemed  much  diverted  when  a  wave  larger 
than  common  threatened  the  deflruction  of  the  poor  totteiing  fouls 
upon  the  wreck.  Between  four  and  five  o'clock  the  fea  was  much 
decreafed  with  the  ebb:  the  rope  being  (Till  fee u re  they  began  to 
venture  upon  it;  fome  tumbled  off  and  nerifhed,  others  sot  afhore. 
About  five  we  beckoned  as  much  as  pofliblr  for  the  captain  to  come 
upon  the  rope,  as  this  feemed  to  be  as  good  an  opportunity  as  any  we 
had  feen ;  and  many  came  fafe  with  our  aft  (ranee.  Some  told  us  that 
the  captain  was  determined  to  flay  (ill  aU  the  men  had  quitted  the 
wreck.  However  we  full  continued  to  beckon  for  him,  and  juft  be- 
B  3  fore 
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the  flat-bottomed  boats  at  the  landing,  and  the  feamen 
toho  were  employed  on  fhore.    When  the  enemy  capitu- 
lated, 

fore  it  was  dark  we  faw  him  come  upon  the  rope :  he  was  elofe  followed 
by  a  good  able  fcaman,  who  did  all  he  could  to  keep  up  his  fpirit*  and 
iffift  him  in  warping.  As  he  could  not  fwim,  and  had  been  fo  many 
hours  without  refrclnment,  with  the  f»uf  hurling  him  violently  along. 
he  was  no  longer  able  to  refill  the  violence  of  the  waves,  but  had  Ion 
his  hold  of  the  great  rope,  and  ffluft  unavoidably  have  perifhed  had 
hot  a  wave  thrown  htm  within  reach  of  our  ropes,  which  he  had, 
barely,  fenfe  left  to  catch  hold  of.  We  pulled  him  up,  and  aftcf 
fretting  a  little  while  upon  the  rocks,  coming  to  himfelf,  he  walked  up 
to  the  tent,  defiring  us.flill  to  continue  to  aifif!  the  reft  of  the  people 
4n  coming  a  fhore.  The  villains  of  Moors  would  have  ftripped  hihv 
though  he  had  nothing  on  but  a  plain  waiftcoat  and  breeches,  if  we 
had  not  plucked  up  a  little  fpirit  and  oppofed  them ;  upon  which  they 
thought  proper  to  dcfilt.  The  people  continued  to  come  afhore,  tho' 
many  perifhed  in  the  attempt.  But  the  Moors  growing  tired  with 
waiting  for  fo  little  plunder  would  not  let  us  flay  upon  the  rocks,  but 
drove  us  all  up.  I  then,  with  the  captain's  approbation,  went  and 
made  bumble  fupplication,  by  figns,  to  the  balhaw,  who  was  in  his 
tent  with  many  other  Moors,  dividing  the  valuable  plunder.  He 
undcrftood  me  at  laft,  and  gave  us  leave  to  go  down,  fending  fome 
Moors  with  us.  We  carried  firebrands  down  to  let  the  poor  fouls 
upon  the  wreck  fee  we  were  ftill  there  ready  to  affift  them.  About 
nine  at  night,  finding  no  more  men  would  venture  upon  the  rope,  as 
the  furf  was  again  greatly  increafed,  we  retired  to  the  tent,  leaving,  by 
the  lafl  man's  account,  between  thirty  and  forty  fouls  ftill  upon  the 
wreck.  We  now  thought  of  flowing  every  body  in  the  tent,  to  began 
by  fixing  the  captain  in  the  middle,  then  made  every  one  lie  down 
upon  their  fide,  as  we  could  not  afford  them  a  breadth  ;  but  after  all 
there  were  many  took  eafier  lodgings  in  empty  cafks. 

"  December  I.  Moderate  andtair  weather.  In  the  morning  the 
wreck  was  all  in  pieces  upon  the  rocks,  and  the  fhore  quite  covered 
with  lumber.  The  people  upon  the  wreck  all  perifhed  about  one  in 
the  morning.  At  one  in  the  afternoon  we  called  a  mufter,  and  found 
our  number  to  be  two  hundred  and  twenty,  fo  that  there  were  one 
hundred  and  thirty  drowned. 

"  Dec.  2.  Moderate  and  fair  weather.  We  fubfifted  entirely  on 
the  drowned  flock,  with  a  little  fait  pork  to  relifh  it,  and  the  flour 
made  into  cakes,  all  which  we  iflued  regularly  and  fparingly,  not 
knowing  whether  we  fhould  have  any  thing  from  the  Moors  or  not, 
»s  they  ftill  continued  to  be  very  troublefomc,  wanting  to  rob  us  oF 
the  canvafs  which  covered  our  tent.  At  two  in  the  afternoon  a  black 
fervant  arrived,  fentby  on,e  Mr.  Butler,  a  Dane,  Faelor  to  the  Danifh 
African  company  at  SafTy  (a  town  about  thirty  miles  off),  to  enquire 
into  our  condition  and  give  us  afli fiance.  The  captain  wrote  him  a 
letter,  the  man  having  brought  pens,  ink  and  paper;  finding  there 
was  one  who  offered  us  help,  it  greatly  refirefhed  our  heavy  hearts. 

"  Dec. 
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lated,  he  was  publicly  thanked  for  his  fervices,  by  general 
Hodgfcn,  and  fent  home  with  the  account  of  the  fucceft 

of 


u  Dec.  3.  Moderate  weather,  fometimes  rainv.  In  the  afternoon 
we  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Butler,  with  fome  oread  and  a  few  othef 
ncceflariea. 

41  Dec.  4.  Moderate  weather.  The  people  were  employed  in 
picking  up  pieces  of  fail,  and  what  elfe  the  Moors  would  permit 
them.  We  put  the  people  into  mcfTcs,  and  ferved  the  neceflaries  we 
received  the  day  before.  They  had  bread  and  the  fleih  of  the  drowned 
flock.  In  the  afternoon  we  received  another  letter  from  Mr..  Butler; 
at  the  fame  time  we  had  a  letter  from  Mr.  Audrews,  an  Xrifb  gentle* 
man,  a  merchant  at  SafFy.  The  Moors  were  not  fo  troublefomc  now 
as  before,  mod  of  them  going  off  with  what  they  had  got. 

"  Dec-  5.  Squally  weather,  with  rain.  The  drowned  flock  was 
all  expended ;  the  people  employed  at  low  water  in  gathering  mufcles. 
At  ten  iu  the  morning  Mr.  Andrews  arrived  and  brought  a  French 
furgeon  with  him,  with  fome  medicines  and  plaifters,  which  many  of 
the  bruifed  men  flood  in  very  great  need  of. 

"  Dec.  6.  Squally  rainy  weather.  We  ferved  one  of  this  country 
blanket*  to  every  two  men,  and  pampoofes  (a  fort  of  flippers)  to  thole 
who  were  mod  in  need  of  them.  Thefe  fupplies  were  brought  by 
Mr.  Andrews.  The  people  were  forced  to  live  upon  mufcles  and 
bread,  thefe  villainous  Moors  having  deceived  us  and  not  returned, 
though  they  prom i fed  to  fupply  us  with  cattle. 

"  Dec.  7.  Dirty  fqually  weather,  with  rain.  The  people  em* 
ployed  ingathering  mufcles  and  limpits.  The  Moors  began  to  be  a\ 
little  civil  for  fear  the  emperor  (hould  punifh  them  for  their  cruel 
ufige  of  us.  In  the  afternoon  a  mcflenger  arrived  from  the  emperor, 
at  Sal  lee,  with  orders  in  general  to  the  people  to  fupply  us  with  pro* 
viuons.  Accordingly  they  brought  us  fome  poor,  bullocks,  and  lean 
Jheep,  which  Mr.  Andrews  purchafed  for  us ;  hat  at  this  time  we  had 
no  pots  to  make  broth  in,  and  the  cattle  were  Icarcc  fit  for  any  thing 
elfe. 

"  Dec.  8  and  9.     Squally  weather,  with  ra:n. 

"  Dec.  10.  In  the  morning  we  got  every  thing  ready  to  march  to 
Morrocco,  the  emperor  having  fent  orders  for  that  purpofc,  and 
camels  to  carry  the  lame  and  the  necefTaries.  At  nine  ve  fet  out 
with  about  thirty  CJinels,  having  got  a! I  our  liquor  with  us  divided 
into  hog  the  ads,  for  the  conveniency  of  carriage  on  the  camels.  At 
noon  we  joined  the  crews  of  one  of  the  tranfports,  and  a  bomb-tender, 
that  were  wrecked  about  three  lragurs  to  the  northward  of  ui;  then 
every  body  was  mounted  upon  camels,  except  the  captain,  who  was 
furniflied  with  a  horfe.  We  never  (topped  till  feven  in  the  evening, 
when  they  procured  us  two  tents  only,  which  would  not  contain  one- 
third  of  the  men,  fo  that  rood  of  them  lay  expofed  to  the  dew4  which 
was  heavy  and  very  cold.  We  found  our  whole  number  to  be  three 
hundred  and  eighty-eight,  including  officers,  men  and  boys,  three 
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of  the  expedition*     He  afterwards  convoyed  between  two 
and  three  thoufand  troops  to  Barbadoes,  and  was  at  the 

taking 

women,  and  a  child,  which  one  of  the  women  brought  afbore  in  her 
teeth. 

"  Dec.  11.  We  continued  our  journey  attended  by  a  number  of 
Moon  on  horfcback.  At  fix  in  the  evening  we  came  to  our  rcfting- 
place  for  the  night,  and  were  furnimed  with  tents  fufficient  to  cover 
all  the  men. 

44  Dec.  12.  At  five  in  the  morning  we  fet  out  as  before,  and  at 
two  in  the  afternoon  faw  the  emperor's  cavalcade  at  a  diftancc.  At 
.three,  a  relation  of  the  emperor's,  named  Muli  Adrifs,  came  to  us,  and 
fold  the  captain  it  was  the  emperor's  orders,  he  fhould  that  inftant 
write  a  letter  to  our  governor  ar  Gibraltar,  to  fend  to  his  Britannic 
snajefty,  to  know  whether  he  would  fettle  a  peace  with  him  or  not. 
Capiat n  Barton  fat  down  directly  upon  the  grafs  and  wrote  a  letter, 
which  being  given  to  Muli  Adrifs,  he  went  and  joined  the  emperor 
again.  At  fix  in  the  evening  we  came  to  our  rcfting-place  for  the 
night,  and  were  well  furnifhed  with  tents,  but  very  little  provifion. 

*•  Dec.  13.  We  were  defired  to  continue  here  till  the  men  were 
refrefhed,  which  they  were  much  in  need  of.  They  brought  Os  more 
provifion  than  before.  This  morning  lieutenant  Harrifon,  command- 
ing officer  of  the  foldiers  belonging  to  lord  Forbes's  regiment,  died 
fuddenly  in  the  tent.  In  the  evening,  while  we  were  burying  him,  the 
inhuman  Moors  difturbed  us  by  throwing  ftones  and  mocking  us. 

"  Dec.  14  and  15.  We  found  the  Moors  had  opened  lieutenant 
Harrifon'*  grave  and  ft  ripped  the  body. 

"  Dec.  16.  We  continued  our  journey :  at  fonr  in  the  afternoon 
came  to  our  reding- place,  pitched  the  tents,  and  fcrved  the  people 
with  provifions.  Here  fomc  of  the  country  Moors  ufed  our  people 
ill :  as  they  were  taking  fome  water  from  a  brook  the  Mpors  would 
always  fpit  in  the  veffel  before  they  would  let  them  take  any  away. 
Upon  this  fome  of  us  went  down  to  enquire  into  it,  but  were  immedi- 
ately fa  luted  with  a  (bower  of  ft  one*.  We  run  in  upon  them,  beat 
fome  of  them  pretty  foundly,  put  them  to  flight,  and  brought  away 
one  who  thought  to  defend  himielf  with  a  long  knife.  This  fellow  was 
fevercly  punifhed  by  the  alcaide,  who  had  the  charge  of  conducting  us. 

"  Dec.  17  and  18.  We  proceeded  on  our  journey;  at  -three  in 
the  afternoon  came  to  the  city  of  Morocco  without  having  feen  one 
dwelling- houfr  in  the  whole  journey.  Here  we  were  infulted  by  the 
rabble,  and  at  five  were  carried  before  the  emperor,  ftirrounded  by 
five  or  fix  hundred  of  his  guards.  He  was  on  horfeback  before  his 
palace-gate,  that  being  the  place  where  he  diftributcs  juftice  to  his 
people.  He  told  captain  Barton,  by  an  interpreter,  that  he  was  nei- 
ther at  peace  or  war  with  England,  and  that  he  would  detain  us  till 
an  ambaflador  came  from  England  to  fettle  a  firm  peace.  The  cap- 
tain then  defired  that  we  might  not  be  ufed  as  flaves.  He  anfwertd 
haftily,  we  fhould  be  taken  care  of.  Then  we  were  dire&lv  thru  ft 
out  of  his  prefence,  conveyed  to  two  old  ruined  houfes,  and  (hut  up 
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taking  of  Martinique.  la  March  1762,  he  went  to 
Jamaica  with  fir  James  Douglas,  and  from  thence  to  the

amidft  dirt  and  innumerable  vermin  of  all  forts.  Mr.  Butler  (being 
hereupon  bufinefs)  came  and  aflifted  us  with  viduals  and  drink,  and 
procured  liberty  for  the  captain  to  go  home  with  him  to  his  lodgings  t 
be  Jikewife  fent  fome  blankets  for  the  officers,  with  which  we  made  a 
ibift  to  pafs  the  night  tolerably  comfprtable,  as  we  were  very  much 
tired  and  fatigued. 

"  Dec.  at.  At  nine  this  morning  the  emperor  fent  for  the  cap- 
tain and  every  officer  to  appear  before  him.  We  immediately  re- 
paired to  his  palace,  where  we  remained  waiting,  in  an  outer  yard,  two 
hours:  in  the  mean  time  he  diverted  himfelf  with  feeing  a  clumfy 
Butch  boat  rowed  about  a  pond  by  four  of  our  petty  officers.  About 
noon  we  were  called  before  him,  and  placed  in  a  line  about  thirty 
yards  from  him.  He  was  fitting  in  a  chair  by  the  fide  of  the  pond, 
with  only  two  of  his  chief  alcaides  by  him.  After  viewing  us  fome 
time  he  ordered  the  captain  to  come  forward,  and,  after  a  flung  him  a 
good  many  queflions  concerning  our  navy,  and  where  our  fquadroa 
was  going.  We  were  alfo  called  forward  by  two  and  three  at  a  time, 
as  we  ftood  according  to  our  rank ;  then  a  flung  moil  of  us  fome  very 
infignificant  quefbons,  and  taking  fome  to  be  Portuguefe  becaufe  they 
had  black  hair,  and  others  to  be  Swedes  becaufe  they  bad  white  hair : 
he  judged  none  of  us  to  be  Englith,  except  the  captain,  the  fecond 
lieutenant,  and  myfelf,  and  the  enfign  of  the  foldicrs.  But  afTuring 
him  we  were  all  Englifh,  he  cried  fionno,  and  gave  a  nod  for  our 
departure  ;  to  which  we  returned  a  very  low  bow,  and  were  very  glad 
to  get  to  our  old  ruined  houfe  again.  Our  number  at  this  time 
was  thirty,  from  higheft  to  loweft. 

"  Dec.  85.  Being  Chriftmafs-day,  read  prayers  to  the  people  as 
ufual  in  the  church  of  England.  The  captain  received  a  prefent  of 
fome  tea  and  loaves  of  fugar  from  one  of  the  queens,  whofe  grand* 
father  had  been  an  Englifh  renagado. 

"  Dec.  26.  This  afternoon  we  heard  the  difagreeable  news  that 
the  emperor  would  oblige  all  the  Englifh  here  to  work,  the  fame  at 
the  other  chrtflian  flaves,  except  the  officers  that  were  before  biiu  00 
the  sift  inflant. 

"  Dec.  87.  At  feven  this  morning  an  alcaide  came  and  ordered 
the  people  all  out  to  work,  except  thole  who  were  fick ;  and,  by  inter* 
ceffion,  eight  were  allowed  to  ftay  every  day  as  cooks  for  tne  reft, 
which  they  took  by  turns  throughout  the  whole  number.  At  four 
in  the  afternoon  the  people  returned,  fome  having  been  employed  in 
carrying  wood,  fome  in  turning  up  the  ground  with  hoes,  and  others 
in  picking  weeds  in  the  emperor's  gardens.  Their  victuals  were  got 
ready  by  the  time  they  came  home. 

.  "  Dec.  &8.  All  the  people  went  to  work  as  foon  as  they  could 
fee ;  and  at  four  in  the  afternoon  the  people  returned.  Two  of  the 
foldiers  had  one  hundred  baftinadoes  each  for  behaving  in  a  difrefpe&» 
ful  manner  while  the  emperor  was  looking  at  their  work. 

••  Dec. 
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Havannth  with  fir  Georgt  Pocock.  He  afEfted  commodort 
fcrppel  and  captain  Herrcy  oo  the  day  the  troops  were 
landed,  and  fubfequent  to  that,  had  the  command  of  the 
feamen  employed  on  fliore,  for  the  fir  ft  five  >vceks#  till  he 
wai  fo  reduced  by  fatigue  and  a  fever  that  he  was  obliged 
to  give  up  the  command.  After  the  furrender  of  the 
city  he  found  his  health  fo  much  impaired  that  he  was 
obliged  to  make  an  exchange  with  captain  Lindfcy,  of  the 
Devonshire,  which  Ihip  was  ordered  to  England,  where 
captain  Barton  arrived,  and  was  paid  off  in  the  month  of 
May  I763,*peace  being  then  concluded.  On  the  28th  of 
April,  1777,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the* 
blue ;  as  he  was  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on 
the  29th  of  January  1778.  On  the  9th  of  March,  1779, 
be  was  moreover  promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue  * 
of  the  white  on  the  26th  of  September,  1780:  admiral  of 
the  blue  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787  ;  and  of  the 
white  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793. 

As  the  author  of  the  (hort  biographical  /ketch  of  his  life 
already  mentioned  dbferves,  his  "  confiitution  having  been 
very  much  broken  by  the  fever  with- which  he  was  attacked 
at  the  Havannah,  and  the  length  of  his  fcrvices,  he  found 

"  Dec.  90.  Captain  Barton  received  a  kind  menage  from  the 
emperor  with  hit  leave  to  ride  out,  or  fake  a  walk  in  his  gardens  with 
bis  officers. 

"  From  this  time  the  men  continued  in  the  fame  ftate  of  flavery 
till  April,  when  their  ranfora  having  been  fettled,  they  fet  out  for 
Salle,  attended  by  a  bafhaw  and  two  foldiers  on  horfeback.  They  had 
a  fkirroifli  the  fourth  day  of  their  March  with  fome  of  the  country 
Moors.  It  began  by  fome  of  our  men  in  the  rear  flopping  to  buy 
some  milk  at  a  village,  for  which  the  Moors  wanted  to  make  them  pay 
■ft  exorbitant  price  after  they  bad  drank  it,  which  the  men  would  not 
comply  with.  Upon  this  the  Moors  began  to  beat  them,  which  the 
■ten  returned;  and  more  coming  to  affift,  they  maintained  a  fmart 
battle  till  they  grew  too  numerous;  in  the  mean  time  fome  rode  off  to 
call  the  guard,  who  in  flan  fly  came  up  with  their  drau'n  fcymitarsand 
dealt  round  them  pretty  bri/kly.  In  the  interim  we  were  not  idlej 
and  bad  the  pleafure  to  fee  the  blood  trickling  down  a  good  many  of 
their  faces.  The  guards  feized  the  chief  man  of  the  village,  and  car* 
lied  him  with  us  to  the  bafhaw,  who  was  our  conductor,  who,  having 
heard  the  caufe,  di ("miffed  him  without  farther  puniftiment,  in  confe- 
deration of  his  having  been  well  drubbed  by  us. 

"  On  the  av.d  of  April  we  got  to  Sallee  and  pitched  our  tents  in 
aft  old  cattle,  whence  we  foon  afterwards  embarked  on  board  the 
Gibraltar,  wfeicb  landed  us  at  Gibraltar  on  the  87th  of  June." 
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himfelf  unable,  in  the  laft  and  the  prefent  wir,  to  take  upon 
himfelf  any  adive  command."  The  writer  concludes* 
"  After  having  given  focircumflantial  a  detail  of  his  merf- 
ioriouscondu&in  his  profefllon,  it  would  be  doing  an  aft 
of  injuftice  to  his  memory  vere  we  not  to  mention  his  worth 
in  the  relative  duties  of  fife.  As  a  hufband,  he  was  faith* 
ful  and  affe&ionate ;  as  a  matter,  kind  and  forbearing;  at 
a  friend*  unflraken  and  difinterefted;  and  his  pious  reugna- 
tion  to  the  will  of  God  during  his  laft  illnefs,  proves  him 
to  have  been  a  fincere  chriftiam"  He  died  on  the  30th  of 
December,  I79<,at  Hampftead,  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age* 
BRETT,  William.  —  Our  knowledge  of  this'gentle- 
ttkan  commences  with  his  appointment,  on  the  ieth  of 
July,  1747>  to  be  captain  of  the  Tartar  pink.  No  far- 
ther notice  is  taken  of  him  till  the  month  of  January 
1753,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Yarmouth,  of  feventy 

Sns,  one  of  the  fliips  ordered  to  be  equipped  at  Chatham 
r  a  guardfhip.  We  have  no  account  of  anycommiffioa 
held  by  him  after  this ;  nor,  indeed,  is  any  mention  made 
of  him,  except  that  he  died  in  England  on  the  19th  of 
January,  1769. 

BRISTOL,  Auguftus-John  Hervey,  Earl  of, — was  the 
fecond  fon  of  John,  lord  Hervey,  and  Mary,  daughter  of 
brigadier-general  Nicholas  Le  Pell ;  at  the  time  of  her 
marriage  one  of  the  maids  of  honour  to  her  royal  highnefs 
Caroline,  then  princefs  of  Wales.  He  was,  confequently, 
grandfon  to  John,  firft  earl  of  Briftol.  He  was  born  on 
the  19th  of  May,  1724;  and  having  betaken  himfelf  to  k 
naval  life,  we  find  him,  in  the  month  of  September  1746, 
promoted  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  *  to  be  commander 
t>f  the  Porcupine  floop.  He  was  employed,  while  retain- 
ing this  command,  as  a  cruifer,  and  before  the  clofe  of  the 
5ea/  had  the  Angular  good  fortune  to  capture  a  fmali 
rrench  privateer  belonging  to  Cherburg,  called  the  Bac- 
quer  Court,  carrying  twelve  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  and 
a  proportionate  crew :  but  the  circumftance  which  ren- 
dered this  little  fuccefs  more  confequential  was,  that  it  had 
captured  a  greater  number  of  Englifli  veflels  than  any 
three  cruifers  belonging  to  the  enemy,  and  had,  in  defi- 
ance of  purfuit,  infelied  the  Britifh  coaft  between  Portland 

#  In  1744  be  was  lieutenant  of  the  Cornwall,  at  that  time  the  flag 
ftip  of  vice-admiral  Davcrs  on  the  Jamaica  flation. 
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and  the  Start  for  a  period  of  two  years,  no  EnglMh  veflll 
ever  being  able  to  come  up  with  her* 

He  was  from  this  veffel  promoted,  on  the  1 5th  of  Ja- 
nuary, 17479  to  be  captain  of  the  Princefla,  a  third  rate  of 
feventy  guns,  taken  from  the  Spaniards  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war :  but  no  other  mention  is  made  of  him 
till  towards  its  conclufion :  when,  in  1748,  he  commanded 
the  Phoenix,  of  twenty-four  guns,  on  the  Mediterra- 
nean ftation,  where  he  was  charged  with  the  office  of 
conveying  the  information  of  the  ceflation  of  arms  to  the 
different  neutral  ports,  and  calling  in  all  the  out  cruifer*. 
At  the' end  of  the  year  1751,  he  was  re-appointed  to  the 
fame  {hip.  He  was  very  ioon  afterwards  fent  again  to  the 
Mediterranean,  where  he  continued  till  the  year  1756,  as 
will  be  prefently  feen;  and,  in  1751,  was  occupied  in 
fettling  a  difpute  with  the  alcaide  of  Tetuan*,  in  which 
bufinefs  he  appears  to  have  behaved  with  the  mod  be- 
coming fpirit.  Being  one  of  the  officers  under  the  orders 
of  commodore  Edgecumbe,  who  at  that  time  was  com>» 
jnander-in -chief  of  the  Mediterranean  fquadron,  he,  in 
month  of  April  1756,  tranfmitted  to  England,  from  Villa 
Franca,  the  firft  correct  intelligence  of  the  failing  of  the 
French'  fleet  from  Toulon,  on  the  expedition  againft 
Minorca. 

On  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Byng  he  very  patriotically  and 
fpiritedly  offered  to  convert  his  fhip  into  a  firefliip,  with- 
out preventing  her  farther  fervice  as  a  frigate  till  the 
fignal  fhould  be  made  to  prime.  This  propofal  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  admiral  with  great  pleafure,  he  having, 

•  "  Gibraltar,  Dec.  29th. —t  We  have  lately  been  alarmed  and 
threatened  by  the  alcaide  of  Tetuan  with  a  war  with  that  ftate,  by 
which  we  mud  have  differed  greatly,  at  it  is  the  principal  fupply  for 
provifiom  to  this  garrifon;  but  captain  Hervey  immediately  went  over, 
and  though  the  conful  writes  that lie  was,  the  morning  before  the  captain 
arrived  there,  threatened  with  irons  if  he  did  not  leave  Tetuan  in 
forty-eight  hours,  yet,  fince  captain  Hervey's  letters  to  the  alcaide,  and 
conferences  with  the  chiefs,  things  are  on  a  very  different  footing* 
Having  returned  three  or  four  tiroes  to  that  place,  he  has  fo  con- 
vinced them  of  his  resolution  to  obtain  a  fatisfaftory  anfwer  to  his  de- 
mand, that  the  alcaide  has  thought  proper  to  give  all  poffible  appear- 
ances of  a  future  tranquility;  fince  which,  that  commander  ccafed 
blocking  up  their  ports,  feveral  veffcls  are  already  gone  over,  and 
others  preparing  to  continue  our  trade." 
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Jtrange  to  relate,  been  fent  out  without  any  veflel  of  that 
defcrtption  attached  to  his  fquad;on.  Subsequent  events, 
however,  did  not  render  it  neccflary  to  ufe  the  Phoenix 
in  the  way  propofed :  and  after  the  conclusion  captain 
Harvey  was  promoted,  by  the  admiral,  to  the  Defiance, 
as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Andrews,  who  had  fallen  in  the 
encounter.  He  was  afterwards  ordered  home  as  an  evi- 
dence on  the  fubfequent  trial ;  and,  after  its  coctclufion, 
being  promoted  to  the  Hampton  Court,  of  feventy-four 
gans,  was  fent  back  to  his  former 'ftation,  where,  in  thp 
month  of  July,  he  diftinguiOied  himfelf  by  the  deftrudion 
of  a  large  French  frigate,  which  he  drove  on  more  at  the 
ifland  of  Majorca.  The  circumftances  attending  thisf 
exploit  were  luch  as  tended  more  to  encreafe  its  brilliancy 
than  the  immediate  confequence  refulting  from  it. 

The  enemy's  (hip,  on  being  chaced,  took  refuge  under 
the  ifland ;  and  having  landed  a  part  of  her  officers  and 
people,  they  took  poft,  hoifted  French  colours,  and  pre- 
pared a  battery  with  fome  of  the  (hip's  guns.  The  Hamp- 
ton Court  ran  in,  as  clofe  as  the  fhallownefs  of  the  water 
would  permit.  The  French  captain  was  fummoned  to 
furrender ;  he  refufed ;  but  after  having  difcharged  a  few 
guns,  fet  his  (hip  on  fire,  making,  together  with  his 
people,  for  the  (hore.  The  guns  of  the  frigate,  which  were 
loaded  with  grape-fhot,  going  off  as  the  fire  reached  them, 
and  annoying  the  Hampton  Court  considerably,  captain 
Harvey  put  an  end  to  the  affair  by  difcharging  his  broad- 
fide  into  the  flaming  enemy,  which  in  an  inftant  fent  her 
to  the  bottom.  He  immediately  afterwards  captured  a 
large  French  (hip  laden  with  timber  and  (lores  intended 
for  the  refitment  of  two  (hips  of  the  line  which  then  lay 
unfit  for  fea  at  Mahon ;  and  on  his  progrefs  up  the  gulph 
of  Lyons  re-captured  two  Englilh  (hips,  which  he  carried 
with  him  into  Nice. 

We  find  him  ftill  continuing  on  the  fame  ftation  in 
the  month  of  February  1758,  being  under  the  command 
of  admiral  Ofborne  at  the  time  he  fell  in  with  the  mar- 
quis du  Quefne's  little  fquadron.  The  Hampton  Court 
was  one  of  the  (hips  difpatched  in  purfuit  of  the  Fou* 
droyant,  but,  as  we  have  already  related  in  our  account 
of  captain  Gardiner,  was  not  fortunate  enough  to  get 
up  till  the  furrender  of  the  enemy  was  rendered  certain, 
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by  the  bramy  and  good  conduft  displayed  fey  the  effcett 
ami  crew  of  the  Monmouth.  Captain  Harvey  almoft 
immediately  afterwards  removed  into  the  Monmouth,  and 
in  the  month  of  July  burnt  a  French  (hip  of  war,  cilled 
the  Rofe,  off  the  ifland  of  Malta,  an  exploit  of  which  the 
Maltcfe  hiib  (aid  to  have  heavily  complained,  as  an  infult 
to  their  neutrality.  He  continued  in  the  fame  (hip  a 
considerable  time ;  and  in  the  year  enfuing  having  returned 
to  England,    was  employed  in  the  Channel,    princi*- 

Elly  in  watching  the  motions  of  the  French  armament  at 
eft.  He  diftingui&ed  himfelf  extremely,  particularly  m 
the  month  of  July,  not  oriy  by  his  afliduity  and  diligence, 
but  by  his  intrepidity  itlfo,  of  which  the  following  very  ho- 
nourable mention  isgiven.-«-On  the  14th,  having  the  Pallas 
frigate,  commanded  by  captain  Clements,  in  company,  he 
discovered  four  (hips  attempting  to  get  into  Breft  between 
Ae  fliore  and  the  rocks,  in  the  paflage  de  Tour. 
Captain  Hervey,  immediately  on  difcovering  them,  got 
under  weigh,  and,  accompanied  by  the  frigate,  worked  up 
to  the  enemy's  {hips,  which  anchoring  under  forae  bat- 
teries cannonaded  and  threw  (hells  at  the  aflailants  a* 
they  went  in.  Thefe  were  not  in  the  lead  intimidated  by 
fo  Spirited  a  refinance;  the  boats,  fetting  all  oppofition  at 
defiance,  boarded*,  cut  the  cables,  and  brought  off  all  the 
the  four  fliips,  which  had  hoifted  Swedifli  colours,  and 
were  laden  with  cannon  and  warlike  (lores  for  the  ufe  of 
the  enemy's  fleet. 

The  Monmouth  and  Pallas,  by  a  conftant  and  well*' 
direded  fire,  drove  the  people  in  the  forts  and  batteries 
from  their  pods,  and  the  prizes  were  carried  off  by  the 
frigate,  having  received  very  little  damage.  The  Mon« 
•  mouth  maintained  her  ftation  till  they  were  all  in  (afety, 
and  then  followed  herfelf,  haying  fuftained  no  injury,  or, 
at  moft,  what  was  very  trivial ;  being  unoppofed  by  any 
part  of  the  enemy's  naval  force,  though  they  had  at  that 
very  time  no  lefs  than  four  flags  flying  in  full  view  of  the 
whole  tranfadion,  and  twenty  fail  of  the  line  completely 
ready  for  fea.  He  had  no  farther  particular  opportunity 
of  diftinguifhing  himfelf  during  the  remainder  of  the  year:, 
llOr  was  he  concerned  in  the  memorable  encounter  with 
Conflans;  but  very  early  in  the  enfuing  fpring  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Dragon,  of  feventy-four  guns,  in  which 
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he  was  employed,  teriag  the  (Vunmer  and  tyring,  neaiiy  as 
in  the  former  years*.  In  the  aufcuma  he  mi  ordered  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  with  commodore  Baitan,  to  jorrT  tear- 
adfoiral,  afterwards  lord  Rodney,  who  commanded  in  chief 
the  expedition  Tent  again*  the  French  ifland  of  Martinice,. 
On  the  commencement  of  the  attack  he  was  ordered 
againft  a  battery  at  Grand  Ance,  which  he  Soon  filenced; 
and  having  landetj  his  marines,  with  a  party  of  feamen, 
took  pofleffion  of  it  without  Jofs.  He  afterwards  com- 
manded the  left  divifion  of  boats  which  landed  the  troops; 
and,  on  the  complete  conqucft  of  the  ifland,  was  fern  wMr 
a  detachment  againit  St.  Lucia,  which  farrendered  to  him* 
without  oppofition.  The  power  of  France  being  now 
annihilated  in  that  part  of  the  world,  a  new  field  for 
enterprize  opened  itfclf  in  the  attack  of  the  city  of  the 

•  He  wa«  oqe  of  the  fquadron  employed,  under  Mr.  Keppel,  at ' 
the  fiege  of  BHJeiflc;  but  js  no  other  wife  particularly  mentioned  than 
ss  having  firft  made  the  following  little  unfuccefsful  attempt. 

Captain  Hcrvey,  in  the  Dragon,  and  three  oilier  fhips,  auempted  a 
defcent  on  the  ifland  of  Grouais,  in  Quiberon  Bay ',  but  finding  the 
ifland  befter  fortified  with  cannon,  and  fupplied  with  troops,  than  he 
had  reafon  to  cxp?6r,  he  thought  proper  to  defift  after  a  Trtiitlefc  at- 
tempt to  land  in  the  night  in  order  to  takfe  the  place  by  furprke. 
Before  he  quitted  his  defign  he  fummoned  the  governor  to  furrcoder, 
and,  to  add  weight  to  his  menaces  in  cafe  of  jefufal,  he  brought  up  a 
convoy  of  empty  victuallers,  to  appear  like  tranfports  with  troopa  on 
board.  But  the  governor,  though  he  was  deceived,  made  anfwer,  that 
he  was  refolved  to  defend  the  ifland  to  the  lad  extremity.  Upon  drift 
anfwer,  fay  the  French,  captain  Hervey  ordered  up  eighteen  trank 
ports,  efcortcd  by  fome  frigates,  who  entered  the  road  next  morning  : 
hot  the  neceflary  difpofitions  bein^g  made  for  a  good  defence,  theiood 
countenance  our  people  kept,  overawed  the  Englifli,  and  their  Beet 
fwm  retired  without  making  any  attack.  The  five  men  of  war,  how* 
ewif,  remained  fome  days  before  the  fort  and  fired  a  "few  broadfides, 
which  ^were  anfwered  by  the  artillery  from  the  fort.  Soon  after,  a 
very  haid  gale  of  wind  obliged  the  fhips  to  get  off  as  fad  as  poffible. 

Secondly.  On  the  8th  of  July  be  chafed  a  very  rich  French  yeffel 
into  a  river  near  Port  Louis,  in  the  bay  defended  by  a  battery.  He 
noclofe  to  this  battery  with  his  own  (hip,  drove  the  men  from  their 
guns,  and  knocked  down  the  guard-houic.  He  hixnfelf  landed  the 
tame  night  with  bis  boat*,  and,  _juft  at  day-light,  furprized  twenty-it: 
of  the  guard,  threw  the  guns  into  the  fea,  burnt  the  guard -houle, 
brought  off  the  ammunition,  and  fent  his  boats  up  to  bring  away  tiie 
Tenet,  but  fhe  bad  run  into  a  dry  (bore,  fo  that  they  could  only  deftroy 
and  burnAer;  however  he  brought  off  four  fmaJl  barks  and  thirty 
pnfoaers. 

2  HavannahA 
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Savannah,  the  capital  of  all  the  Spanifh  fettlements  in 
the  Weft  India  i (lands:  thither  captain  Hervey  was  or- 
dered, with  fir  George  Pocock,  who  had  failed  from 
England  with  a  fmall  force,  and  was  to  be  joined  by  fir 
James  Douglafs,  with  nearly  all  the  ihips  of  the  line  which 
were  in  that  quarter. 

The  firft  fcrvice  on  which  he  was  employed  was  the 
attack  of  the  caftle  which  defended  tip  river  Coximar : 
this  he  efFe&ed  without  difficulty,  and  thereby  opened  an 
unmolefted  paflage  for  the  earl  of  Albemarle  and  the  army 
to  the  ground  which  it  was  ordered  to  occupy  during  the  me- 
ditated fiege.  He  was  afterwards  fent,  together  with  the 
captains  Gooftry  and  Burnet,  in  the  Cambridge  and  , 
Marlborough,  to  attack  the  Moro  Caftle  from  the  fea- 
ward,  and  thereby  create  a  diverfion  in  favour  of  the  land* 
batteries.  This  fervice  was  performed  with  much  cool- 
nefs  and  intrepidity,  but  not  without  confiderable,  lofs, 
the  Dragon  alone,  though  lefs  damaged  than  the  Cam- 
bridge, having  had  .fifty- three  men  killed  and  wounded. 
She  had  the  misfortune  almoft  to  touch  the  ground  on  the 
falling  of  the  tide,  but  got  off  without  damage,  after  ha- 
ving ftaved  her  water  caflcs. 

Captain  Hervey  \fks  fent  home  by  the  admiral  with  the 
news  of  the  furrender,  and  was  alio  very  highly  recom- 
mended on  account  of  his  gallantry  and  general  good  con- 
duit during  the  expedition.  On  his  paflage  to  England,  he 
captured  a  large  French  frigate,  laden  with  military  ftores 
for  Newfoundland,  which  ifland  the  enemy  had  a  ihort 
time  before  made  a  defcent  upon.  But  peace  taking 
place  almoft  immediately  after  his  arrival  in  England,  he 
refigned  his  command,  and  accepted  of  that  of  the  Centu- 
rion, of  fifty  guns,  under  his  royal  highnefs  the  duke  of 
York,  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  At  the  general  ele&ion  in 
1 76 1,  he  was  returned  one  of  the  reprefentatives  for  St. 
Edmondfbury,  but  vacated  his  feat  in  the  month  of  April 
1763,  on  being  appointed  Colonel  of  the  Plymouth  divi- 
fion  of  marines.  In  the  month  of  November  following 
he  was  nominated  one  of  the  grooms  of  his  majefty's 
bed-chamber,  and  was  foon  after  returned  to  parliament  as 
member  for  the  borough  of  Saltafli.  In  1 767  he  rendered 
himfelf  very  popular  in  the  navy,  by  a  motion  made  by 
him,  in  parliament,  for  an  augmentation  of  one  (hilling 
per  day  in  the  pay  of  lieutenants.  This  highly  com- 
mendable 
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mcndable  augmentation  and  meafure  he  promoted  dnd 
purfued,  with  unabated  perfeverance,  till  fuccefs  at  laftv 
crowned  his  very  laudable  endeavours,  endeavours  certainly 
meriting  the  higheft  praife,  as  their  objeft  was1  the  relief 
of  a  brave  and  opp retted  body  of  officers,  many  of  whom, 
on  account  of  the  very -foamy  pittance  allowed  them,  fufr 
fered  every  extremity  of  want,  and  diftrefs. 

At  the  general  election  in  1768,  he  w^  again  returned 
for  the  fame  place  he  before  reprefenteo^  St.  Edmundf- 
bury,  and  on  tl)t  26th  of  January,  177 1,  was  appointed 
one  of  the  commiffioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord 
high  admiral.  This  ftation,  together  with  the  office  of 
groom  of  the  bed-chamber,  and  his  command  in*  the 
marines,  he  retained,  till,bythedfcath  of  George- William, 
the  fecond  earl  of  Br  idol,  he  fucceeded  to  the  peerage, 
on  the  1 8th  of  March,  1775*.  He  immediately  refigned 
all  his  appointments,  and  was,  on  the  31ft  of  the  fame 
month,  promoted  to  be  ^ear-admiral  of  the  blue:  on  the 
a8th  of  April,  1777,  he  was  farther  advanced  to  be  rear 
of  the  white ;  as  he  moreover  was,  on  the  23d  of  January, 

1778,  to  be  rear  of  the  red;  and  on  the  19th  of  March, 

1779,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  did  not  long 
furvive  this  his  lad  advancement,  dying  at  his  houfe,  in 
St.  James's-fquare,  on  the  23d  of  December,  I779>  in 
the  fifty-fixth  year  of  his  age. 

From  the  time  of  his  exaltation  to  the  peerage  he  was 
very  afliduous,  and  conftant  in  his  attendance  at  the  houfe 
of  lords,  more  particularly  when  any  queitiop  relative  to 
the  navy  was  to  be  agitated.  He  is  faid  to  have  been 
extremely  ambitious  of  holding  the  office  of  firft  commif- 
fioner  of  the  admiralty,  and  in  no  fmall  degree  difappointed 
at  not  being  able  to  obtain  it.  He  became,  whether  or  no  in 
confequence  of  that  difappointment  we  cannot  pretend  to 
fay,  one  of  the  mod  violent  partisans  of  oppofition,  and 
enemies  of  the  earl  of  Sandwich,  who  at  that  time  held 
the  office,  purfuing  him  with  an  acrimony  that  rendered 
highly    fuipicious   the  motives   of   the  attack  t.     The

curatory,  will  be  long  remembered,  as  one  of  the  beft  di- 
gefted  pieces  of  political  naval  hiftory  extant.  How  far 
;t  may  in  fome  few  refpe&s  be  exaggerated,  thofe  who  were 
then  immediately  connected  with  the  naval  ad  mi nift  ration 
q{  England  can  only  anfwer. 

On  tjieif-thof  Auguft,  1744,  being  thdn.fcarcely  twenty 
years  old,  and  a'lieutenant  only  in  the  navy,  he  was  pri- 
vately married  to  Mifs  Ghudleigh,  at  that  time  one  of  the 
maids  of  honour  to  her  royal  highnefs  the  princefs  of 
.Wales.  They  afterwards  lived  together  privately  in 
Loudon  for  a  fhort  time,  till  his  lordfhip  was  ordered  on 
fervice  to  the  Mediterrarlean ;  when  he  returned,  after  an 
abfence  of  nearly  a  year  and  an  half,  their  intercourfe  was 
again  renewed ;  but  a  mifunderftanding  prefently  fucceed- 
ingi  a  mutual  indifference  arofe,  which  ended  in  a  fepara- 
tion,  and,  finally,  an  ecclefiaftical  divorce.  The  lady,  under 
the  idea  of  this  fentence  having  totally,  and  in  a  legal 
Jenfe,  annulled  the  marriage,  efpoufed  his  grace  the  duke  of 
Kingfton.  The  event  is  too  recent  to  be  forgotten,  or  to 
require  any  farther  account.  His  lpfdfWp,  however,  en- 
tered into  no  other  matrimonial  con t raft ;  arid  the  child, 
which  was  the  iflueof  thq  marriage,  having  diedwhen  an 
infant,  the  title  defcended,  on  his  lordfhip  s  deceafe,  to 
Jus  brother,  the  right  reverend  Frederic,  lord  bifhop  of 
Derry,  in  the  kingdom  df  Ireland. 
,  CAMPBELL,  John, — was  a,petty  officer*,  we  believe 
a  matter's  mate,  on  board  the  Centurion,  when  that  fhip, 
proceeded  on  the  voyage   round  the  world   under   the

mifs  his  lordfhip  from  his  councils,  he  went  ti>  perfon  to  every  man 
of  rank  and  influence,  whom  he  thought  he  Could  prevail  on  to  fign 
it,  a  compliance  which  fome  of  them  weTe  afterwards  fincerelv  forty 
for,  and  openly  "lamented  their  having  been  duped  into  too  hafty  a 
compliance. 

*  He  is  faid  to  have  been,  when  a  boy,  hound  apprentice  to  the 
matter. of  a'Scotch  coaller/and,  before'he  "had  ferved  hrs  time  out  the 
veflfer  was  boarded  by  a  king's  officer  then  on  the  imprefs  fervice,  who, 
aruraat,  took  out  every  perton,  except"  the  "matter  and  Tils  apprentice.

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£oram*nd  of  Mr.  Anfea.  Hence  arofe  that  intimacy  and 
friendship  between  Mr.  Keppel  and  himfelf,  which  con- 
tinued uninterruptedly  through  their  whole  lives.  Not  . 
Jong  after  his  return  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  and  from  thence  to  be  commander  of  a  Hoop 
of  war;  from  which  Ration  he  was  advanced,  on  the  23d 
of  November,  1747*  to  be  captain  of  the  Bellona,  as  fuc- 
.Geflbr  to  captain  Earrington.  He  continued  in  the  fame 
fliip  during  the  war,  and,  in  the  month  of  February,  J747- 
8,  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  large  French  priva- 
teer* carrying  twenty-two  guns  and  one  hundred  and  fixty 
•men,  called  the  Grand  Biche.  In  the*  month  of  July 
1749*  he  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  court-martial, 
held  on  board  the  Invincible,  for  the  trial  of  the  piratical 
mutineers  on  board  the  .Chefterfield  ;  and  was  about  the 
-lame  time  made  captain  of  the  Mermaid  frigate.  No 
mention  Js  ?gain  made  of  him  till  the  end  of  the  year 
J 755,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Prinoe/a  fecond  rate, 
of  ninety  guns.,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain,  afterwards  fir  Ch. 
Saunders.  In  1757,  and  a  part  of  the  eafuing  year,  he 
^commanded  the  Effcx,  a  third  rate,  on  the  home 
ftation  ;  but  does  not  appear  to  -have  been  concerned 
in  any  of  the  material  ,events  of  naval  war  which  took 
place  previous  to  the  year  1759;  at  which  time  he 
ferved  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  as  his  captain,  on  boald 
•the  Royal  George.  He  confequently  bore  a  very  confpi- 
cuous  part  in  the  total  defeat  of  the  marquis  de  Conflans 
in  the  month  of  November,  and  was  difpatched  to  Eng- 
land, by  the  admiral,  to  bear  home  triumphantly  the  intel- 
ligence of  that  glorious  fuccefs,  which  his  own  «ioft  fpi-. 
rieed  exertions  added  to  thofe  of  others,  had  fo  gallantly 
acquired**. 

In 

10  have  a  wife  and  family,  his  diftred  in  coofequencewas  fo  great  that 
.he  wept  like  a  child.  The  man's  fituation  aifecled  young  Campbell 
to  fact  a  degree,  that  be  entreated  the  officer  to  take  him  in  (lead  of 
the  mate;  and  the  officer  was  fo  pleafed  with  the  toy's  behaviour, 
that  he  replied,  "  Aye  ny4aa\  that  J  %M\  I  um(d  much  father  have,  a 
ky  of  fpiril  than  a  blabbering  man-;  come  abag."

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In  the  enfuing  year  he  was  appointed  to  the  Dorfefr- 
(hire,  of  feventy  guns,  but  not  employed  on  any  very 
remarkable  fervtce  *  cither  during  that  feafon,  or,  indeed, 
the  continuance  of  the  war,  towards  the  latter  end  of  which 
he  ferved  in  the  fame  (hip  on  the  Mediterranean  Ration* 
Some  time  after  the  ceflafion  of  hoftilities,  that  is  to  fay, 
in  1763,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Mary  yacht,  and  about 
the  year  1770,  removed  from  thence  into  the  Royal  Char- 
lotte, a  command  he  continued  to  hold,  uninterruptedly, 
till  the  time  of  his  advancement,  on  the  23d  of  January, 
1778,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and  foon  afterwards 
of  the  white.  He  almoft  immediately  afterwards  accepted 
the  ftation  of  firlt  captain  on  board  the  Vi&ory,  the  flag 
(hip  of  Mr.  Keppel,  to  whom  he  was  mod  Itrongly  at- 
tached, and  had  been,  as  we  have  already  obferved,  from 
the  earlieft  period  of  his  fervice,  in  the  royal  navy.  Th« 
events  and  party  difputes  which  took  place  fubfequent  to 
the  aftion  of  the  27th  of  Julyt,  can  fed  his  temporary 

Lord  Anfon,  as  they  were  going  ia  his  coach  to  carry  the  news  to 
the  king,  faid,  "  Captain  Campbell,  the  king  will  knigbt  you,  if  you 
think  proper.'1  "  Troth,  my  lord," -fa id  (he  captain,  who  retained 
his  Scotch  dialed  as  long  as  he  lived,  "  I  ken  nae  ufe  that  will  be 
to  me.1'  •«  But  your  lady  may  like  it,"  replied  his  lordQiip.  "  Weell 
then/'  rejoined  the  captain  wittily,  "  his  majefly  may  knight  her  if 
lie  pleafes."

"  Captain  Campbell  was  never  out  of  employment  in  the  time  of 
war,  except  for  a  iliort  time  after  the  affair  of  admiral  Keppel  and 
fir  Hugh  Pal  lifer,  to  the  former  of  whom,  though  then  a  rear-admiral, 
he  aded  as  fir  ft  captain  in  the  engagement  of  the  27th  of  Iuly,  1778,  and, 
perhaps,  in  fact,  dire&cd  every  operation.  A  moft  intimate  friendflu'p 
'  had  always  fubfifted  between  Mr.  Keppel  and  Mr.  Campbell,  from  the 
time  they  failed  together  under  lord  Anfon,  and  therefore  it  is  not 
furprizing  that  the  latter  rook  fo  decided  a  part  as  he  did  in  the  fcqucl 
•  to  the  bufinefs  of  that  day.  He  was  undoubtedly  a  very  great  naval 
character,  being  a  man  of  undaunted  courage,  almoft  unrivalled  as  a 
feaman,  and  among  feamen,  perhaps,  wholly  fo,  as  an  aftronomer  and 
navigator.  His  integrity  was  unimpeachable  ;  and,  therefore,  if  he 
overftepped  hisufual  moderation  in  admiral  Keppel's  bufinefs,  it  moft 
be  attributed  to  his  conviction  of  the  juftice  of  the  caufe,  and  the 
warmth  of  his  fricndlbip  for  an  old  and  early  roipmate." 

retirement 
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retirement  from  the  fervice,  a  feclufion  which  continued 
till  the  complete  change  of  administration  in  the  month  of 
March  1782.  In  the  interim,  however,  he  partook,  ac- 
cording to  his  feniority,  of  the  different  promotions 
made  in  the  lift  of  flag-officers,  haying  been,  on  the 
19th  of  March,  1779,  promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the 
blue,  as  healfo  was  of  the  white,  on  the  26th  of  September, 
1780.  In  the  month  of  April,  1782,  he  was  appointed 
governor  of  the  ifland  of  Newfoundland,  and  commander- 
in-chief  on  that  ft  at  ion :  having  accordingly  hoifted  his 
flag  on  board  the  Portland,  of  fifty  guns,  he  Jailed  on  the 
17th  of  June,  and  patted  through  the  ufual  period  of 
abfence  there  in  the  fame  uninterrupted  tranquillity  which 
fcarcely  fails  to  attend  that  particular  command,  even  in 
time  of  war. 

He  returned  thither  after  the  peace  in  the  three  enfuing 
years,  having,  however,  removed  into  the  Salifbury,  a 
fhip  of  the  fame  force  with  the  Romney.  On  the  24th 
/of  September,  1787,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of 
the  red;  but  never,  after  the  government  of  Newfound- 
land, accepted  of  any  appointment  whatever.  He  died  at 
his  houfe  in  Charles-ftreet,  Berkley- fquare,  on  the  16th  of 
December,  1790*. 

CLARKE,  Edward, — was,  on  the  nth  of  September, 
1747,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Milford  frigate. 
He  did  not  long  continue  in  this  veflel,  but  was  promoted 
to  the  Strafford,  of  fifty  guns;  in  which  fhip  we  find  him, 
in  the  month  of  January  enfuing,  one  of  the  captains 
under  the  orders  of  commodore  Digby  Dent,  at  Jamaica. 
Mr,  Knowles  arriving  on  that  ftation  on  the  28th,  took 
upon  himfelf  the  chief  command;  and  very  fpon  after- 
wards, having  conceived  fome  attachment  to  Mr.  Clarke, 
appointed    him    to   the    Canterbury,    of    fixty-guns, 

•  The  fame  anonymous  hand  who  has  recorded  the  anecdote  and 
remarks  already  given,  adds  the  following  concifc  charaQer  and  comic 
remark  concerning  bim. 

"  He  prefervea  his  original  fimplicity  of  manners  till  his  death, 
not witbftandine  he  lived  among,  and  mixed  with  the  firft  people  in  the 
kingdom;  but  he  had  withal  a  dry  farcaftic  mode  of  expreffion  as  well 
as  manner,  which  approached  fo  near  to  that  in  which  Mr.  Macklin 
played  the  character  of. fir  Arcby  M'Sarcafm,  that  1  have  often  thought 
tfct  excellent  actor  mail  have  feen  and  copied  him,"

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utrhich,  while  on  the  American  ftation,  had  been  hid  own 
(hip.  He  ferved  there  during  the  continuance  of  the 
war,  and  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the  Spanifh 
Fquadron,  under  vice-admiral  Reggio,  on  the  iftof  Octo- 
ber following. 

The  conduct  of  captain  Clarke  on  this  occafion  was 
very  highly  approved  of  by  the  admiral,  who  reports  him, 
together  with  captain  Brodie,  of  the  Strafford,  to  have  at- 
tacked admiral  fteggio  himfelf,  in  the  Africa",  with 
ftich  fpirit  as  to  have  completely  di  fabled  that  Chip,  which 
in  two  days  after  the  aft  ion,  being  totally  difmafttd, 
was  fet  on  fire  by  the  Spaniards  themfelves,  to  prevent 
her  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Englifli.  The 
court's-martial,  and  private  difputes  which  grew  out  of  thit 
event  may  be  ftill  remembered.  Violent  altercations, 
produced  by  difference  of  opinion,  took  place  while  the 
court  itfelf  was  fitting,  and,  as  wt  believe,  almoft  within 
its  hearing.  Private  bickerings  fwelled  into  the  moft 
furious  animofities;  and  the  lives  of  half  the  difputants 
were,,  at  one  time,  fcarcely  deemed  a  fufficient  atonement 
to  the  remaining  moiety  for  the  folly  and  improp rietyj  of 
having  thought  differently  from  each  other. 

A  very  ferious  difpute  took  place  between  the  captain* 
•  Innes  and  Clarke,  and  was  at  laft  fatally  terminated,  as 
we  have  already  (hewn*,  by  the  fa,ll  of  the  former,  in  a 
duel,  on  the  12th  of  March,  1750.  This  event  was  pro- 
du&ive  of  a  verdift  of  wilful  murder,  found  by  the  coro- 
ner's jury,  againft  captain  Clarke,  and  was  afterwards 
followed  by  a  fimilar  decifion  on  the  trial,  which  took  place 
at  the  Old  Bailey  at  the  end  of  April.  A  variety  of  cir- 
curnftances,  however,  were  fo  efredually  urged  in  his 
favour,  as  to  induce  his  majefty  to  grant  him  his  royal 
pardon  on  the  25th  of  May  following :  he  was  in  confe* 
quence  immediately  enlarged,  rear-admiral  Knowles  be-, 
coming  his  fecurity  that  he  ihould  plead  it  according  to  the 
ufual  form.  In  1757  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the 
Prince,  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety  guns,  as  captain  to  admiral 
Ofborne,  then  cm  the  Mediterranean  ftafion :  fubfe- 
quent,  however,  to  this,  we  do  not  believe  him  to 
have  held  any  command,  In  1778  he  was  put  on  the 
fupersnnuxted  lift  with  the  rank  and  half-pay  of  a  ream

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admiral ;  but  did  not  long  furvive  this  advancement,  dying 
ehher  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  year,  or  that  immedi- 
ately iucceeding. 

CUST,  William, — was,  in  the  year  1745,  lieutenant 
of  the  Royal  George :  from  thence,  in  the  month  of  Ja- 
nuary 1746,  he  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  the 
Otter  floop  of  war.  He  continued  in  this  veffel  till  the 
month  of  July  1747,  and  is  then  mentioned  as  the  captor 
of  a  privateer  belonging  to  St.  Maloe's,  called  the  vigi- 
lante, carrying  eighteen  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  which 
he  carried  into  Plymouth.  On  the  18th  of  the  fame 
month  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Bofton  fri- 
gate, and  foon  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
where  he  folicited  rear-admiral  Knowles  for  his  permif- 
fion  to  accompany  him  on  his  expedition  againft  Port 
Louis  in  the  month  of  March.  He  accordingly  embarked 
on  board  the  Elizabeth,  of  fijety-four  guns,  with  captain 
Taylor,  and  unfortunately  fell  in  the  aflault  of  the  fortref* 
juft  mentioned  on  the  13th  of  March,  1747-8. 

DARBY,  George.— -We  have  no  particulars  relative  to 
this  gentleman  previous  to  his  promotion,  on  the  12th  of 
September,  1747,  to  be  captain  of  the  Warwick.  In  this 
Ihip  he  did  not  long  continue,  as  wo  find  him,  in  the 
month  of  December  enfuing,  captain  of  the  Aldborough, 
a  twenty-gun  fliip,on  the  N .  American  itation ;  from  whence 
he,  in  the  month  of  January,  accompanied  commodore 
Knowles  to  Jamaica.  His  fubfequent  commands  were 
for  many  years  fo  little  confpicuous  or  noticed,  that  we 
have  no  account -of  him  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  com- 
manded the  Norwich,  of  fifty  guns,  on  the  Weft  India 
ftation.  In  1761  he  was  captain  of  the  Devonfhire,  of 
fixty-fix  guns,  one  of  the  North  American  fquadron, 
and  having  joined  rear-admiral  Rodney  previous  to 
his  attack  on  the  ifland  of  Marti nico,  was  difpatched  to 
England,  with  the  important  news  of  the  capture  of  the 
citadel  of  Fort  Royal  and  its  dependencies.  We  have  no 
account  of  his  ever  holding  any  other  command  as  a  private 
captain.  On  the  23d  of  January,  1778,  he  was  advanced  to 
be  rear-admiral  or  the  white,  as  he  was  mqreovcr,  on  the 
ioth  of  March,  1779,  to  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the 
blue,  and  ferved,  during  the  enfuing  fummer,  as  fecond  in 
command  of  the  main  or  Channel  fleet,  under  the  orders 
rf  admiral  fir  Charles  Hardy.     Very  few  interefting  oc- 
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currences  took  place  during  that  period,  or  in  the  enfutng 
Cirnmer,  when  he  ferved  on  the  fame  ftation,  as  third  in 
command  under  admiral  Geary  and  Mr.  Barrington.  When 
thofe  gentlemen  (truck  their  flags  at  the  end  of  the  month  of 
Auguft,  the  command  devolved  on  Mr.  Darby,  to  whom 
it  was  afterwards  continued  till  the  change  of  miniftry 
took  place,  in  the  month  of  March  1782.  On  the  6th  of 
September,  1780,  immediately  after  he  fucceeded  to  the 
above  important 'ftation,  he  was  named  one  of  the  com- 
miilioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral ; 
and,  on  the  26th  of  the  fame  month,  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  white.  At  the  general  elec- 
tion which  took  place  at  the  fame  time,  he  was  chofea 
reprefentative  for  the  borough  of  Plymouth. 

No  occurrence,  beyond  that  of  occafionally  cruifing  in 
the  Channel,  took  place  during  the  remainder  of  the  year; 
but  great  preparations  having  been  made  in  the  winter  to 
equip  a  formidable  fleet  and  convoy  for  the  relief  of  Gi- 
braltar, it  failed  from  Portfmouth,  under  the  orders  of 
Mr.  Darby,  on  the  13th  of  March.  Its  force  was  equal 
to  the  magnitude  of  the 'object  it  was  fent  to  execute, 
amounting  to  two  (hips  of  one  hundred  guns  each,  feven 
of  ninety,  one  of  eighty,  eleven  of  feventy-four,  feven  of 
fixty-four,  and  one  of  fixty,  eight  large  frigates,  and  a 
proportionate  number  of  (mailer  veflels,  with  a  nume- 
rous fleet  of  tranfports  and  ftorefhips.  He  arrived 
off  Gibraltar  on  the  13th  of  April  without  the  fmalleft  in- 
terruption on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  notwithftanding  they 
had  at  that  very  time  a  fleet  ready  for  fea  in  Cadiz  confi- 
derably  fuperior  in  force,  amounting  to  thirty-three  (hips 
of  the  line.  All  the  (lores  and  reinforcements  were  put 
on  (hore  by  the  20th,  and  the  fleet  failed  on  that  day  for 
England,  having  fuftained  no  farther  damage  during  the 
whole  of  fo  dangerous  an  expedition,  than  the  lofs  of  a 
tnizen-maft  in  the  Nonfuch,  and  a  few  men  wounded  in 
fome  of  the  frigates  by  the  defultory  attacks  of  the  Spanifh 
gun  boats. 

Mr.  Darby*  with  the  greater  part  of  his  fleet,  arrived  in 
the  Channel  on  the  19th  of  May,  having  left  a  detach- 
jnent  under  Mr.  Digby,  confiding  of  ten  fail  of  the  line 
and  two  frigates,  to  cruife  for  a  (hort  time  to  the  Weft. 
V$rd.  Nothing  very  material  happened  during  the  re- 
mainder 
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tnainder  of  the  year,  except  that  a  junQion  having  taken 
place  between  the  French  and  Spanifli  fleets  from  Breft 
and  Cadiz,  a  circumftance  which  rendered  them  far  fupe- 
rior  to  the  Englifli,  Mr.  Darby,  who  had  received  intel- 
ligence of  their  being  off  Scilly  f  repaired  to  Torbay,  where 
he  made  every  prudent  difpofition  to  give  the  enemy  a 
warm  reception,  provided  they  had  thought  proper  to  pro- 
ceed up  the  Channel  and  attack  him.  They  had,  how- 
ever, no  fuch  intention ;  but  after  having  enjoyed  a 
ufelefs  parade  for  a  few  days,  returned  back  to  their  own 
ports,  and  the  remainder, of  the  year  pafled  on  quietly 
without  any  encounter  whatever. 

On  the  much-lamented  death  of  the  late  lord  Hawke, 
fir  George,  afterwards  lord  Rodney,  fucceeded  him  in  the 
honorary  appointment  of  vice-admiral  of  Great  Britain, 
and  Mr.  Darby  was  nominated  fucceflbr  to  the  latter  in 
the  office  of  rear-admiral :  about  the  fame  time  he  was 
alfo  ele&ed  one  of  the  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity-houfe. 
Mr.  Darby  never  went  to  fea  after  this  time,  having,  as 
we  have  already  Rated,  rcfigned  his  command,  when  the 

treat  political  convulfion  took  place,  in  the  month  of 
larch  1782.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was 
advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red  fquadron,  which 
was  the  higheft  rank  he  lived  to  attain,  dying  on  the  26th 
of  November,  1790.  He  married,  in  1768,  the  daughter 
of  fir,  William  St.  Quintin,  of  Scampfton,  in  the  county  of 
York,  bart.  by  whom  he  had  two  fons.  He  married 
feeondly,  in  1776,  Mrs.  Bridges,  relift  of  Thomas 
Bridges,  efq.  He  furvived  this  lady  only  fourteen  days; 
and  her  deceafe  is  faid  in  fome  degree  to  have  accelerated 
his  own. 

EVERITT,  Michael, — is  not  noticed  till  his  appoint- 
ment, on  the  13th  of  December,  1747,  to  be  captain  of 
the  Amazon  frigate.  No  other  mention  is  made  of  him 
till  the  year  1755;  he  then  commanded  the  Buckingham, 
of  fixty-eight  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  put  into  commitfion 
at  Chatham,  in  confequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture 
with  France.  This  (hip  appears  to  have  been  employed 
on  the  home  ftation  d;ringthe  remainder  of  the  year.  In 
the  month  of  April  1756,  he  proceeded  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean in  the  ftation  of  captain  to  rear-admiral  Weft, 
Who  had  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Buckingham,  as 
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fecond  in  command  of  the  fquadrom  under  Mr.  Byng. ' 
The  event  of  that  expedition  we  have  already  had  too 
much  occafion  to  enlarge  upon:  it  is  needlefs  to  fey 
farther  than,  that  neither  captain  Everitt,  nor  his  princi- 
pal, who  were  fortunately  admitted  to  have  behaved  with 
great  gallantry,  were  unhappy  enough  to  be  involved  in 
that  torrent  of  popular  persecution  which,  perhaps,  the 
fafety  of  fome  individuals,  connected  with  the  then  reign- 
ing adminiftration,  rendered  neceflary  for  them  to  raife. 
He  quitted  the  Buckingham  on  her  return  to  England  at 
the  conclufion  of  the  year,  and  was  fopn  afterwards  ap- 
pointed to  the  Union,  of  ninety  guns.  We  are  unac- 
rinted  with  any  fubfequent  commiflion  held  by  him  till 
year  1761 ,  when  he  was  captain  of  the  Stirling  Caftle, 
on  the  Weft  India  ftation.  He  quitted  that  fhip,  however, 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  not  having  commanded 
her  when  prefent,  in  1762,  at  the  fiege  of  the  Havannab  ; 
nor  do  we  find  him  again  employed  till  the  year  1767* 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Bellona,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  one  of  the  guardfhips  Rationed  at  Portfmouth.  We 
believe  he  held  this  poft  during  the  ufualry  limited  period 
of  three  years,  but  after  its  expiration  have  no  reafon  to 
believe  him  to  have  again  entered  into  adive  fervice.  He 
died  on  the  13th  of  September,  1776. 

GAMBIER,  James, — was,  in  1743,  appointed  lieute- 
nant of  the  Buckingham,  of  feventy  guns,  by  admiral 
Mathews,  that  fhip  being  one  of  the  fleet  then  under  his 
command  on  the  Mediterranean  flat  ion.  On  the  5th  of 
December,  1747,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Flamborough  frigate.  We  do  not  meet  with  any  farther 
information  relative  to  this  gentleman  till  the  year  I755§ 
when  he  commanded  the  Severn,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the 
(hips  on  the  Jamaica  (ration,  from  whence  he  returned  in 
the  montl\  of  June  1756.  He  was  not  long  afterwards, 
promoted  to  the  Namure,  a  fecond  rate,  but  was  fu  per- 
fected very  foon  after  he  had  taken  pofleflion  of  his  com- 
mand, being  one  of  the  captains  ordered,  in  the  month 
of  September,  to  embark  for  the  Mediterranean,  on  board 
the  Ambufcade  frigate,  to  fupply  the  place  ofthofe 
officers  who  were  to  return  to  England  as  evidences  on  the 
approaching  trial  of  admiral  Bypg,    During  the  enfuing 
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year*  no  mention  is  made  of  him  in  the  fervice;  but  in 
1758  we  find  him  captain  of  the  Burford,  a  feventy-gua 
fliip,  one  of  thofe  ordered,  in  the  month  of  February,  to 
Louiflkirg  with  Mr.  Bofcawen.     After  the  fuccefsful  con- 
dufion  of  that  expedition  he  returned  to  England,  and  was 
at  the  clofe  of  the  fame  year  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies  with 
commodore  Hughes ;  he  was  confequently  prefent  at  the 
attacks,  which  took  place  in  fueceftion  immediately  after  the 
f^uadron's  arrival  in  the  Weft  Indies,offthc  iflandsof  Marti- 
nico  and  Guadaloupe.    After  the  reduction  of  the  latter 
ifland  he  returned  to  England,  and  joined  the  home  or  Chan- 
nel fleet,  then  commanded  by  fir  Ed.  Hawke,  under  whofe 
orders  he  continued  to  ferve,-  not  only  at  the  memorable 
epoch  of  Mr.  Conflans'  defeat,  but  for^  confiderable  time 
afterwards  when  that  admiral  was  employed  in  watchingthe 
Mattered  remainder  which  had  efcaped  up  the  river  Villaine. 
Capt.  Gambier  continued  in  the  Burford  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  war,  but  is  not  othejwife  particularly  menti- 
oned.    At  the  end  of  the  year  1 767  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Yarmouth,  of  64  guns,, one  of  the  guardfliips  ftationed  at 
Chatham.   He  fcarcely,  However,  retained  this  ftation dur- 
ing the  ufually  allotted  time,  but,  in  1770,  was  appointed 
commodore  on  theNorth  American  ftation,  whither, having 
hoifted  his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Salisbury,  of  fifty 
guns,  he  failed  from  Plymouth,  on  the  5th  of  Auguft, 
accompanied  by  two  frigates.     Nothing  material  hap- 
pened while  he  continued  to  hold  this  command.     In  the 
month  of  July  1773,  he  was  made  comptroller  of  the  vi&u- 
alling  accounts,  but  held  this  office  only  one  month,  being 
promoted,  in  Auguft,  to  be  commiflioner  of  the  navy, 
reftdent  at  Portfmouth.     Here  he  continued  till  his  pro- 
motion, on  the  23d  of  January,  1778,  to  be  rear-admiral 
of  the  blue.     He  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered  to 
New  York  as  fecond  in  command,  or  rather  as  port-ad-' 
miral  there,  under  lord    Howe.      He   continued  there 
during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  being  left  by  his  lord  (hip 
to  regulate  the  bufinefs  of  the  port,  during  his  abfence, 
when  he  failed,  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  to  feek  the  fleet 

*  In  1757  was  decided  an  aftion  brought  againft  him  by  admiral 
Knowlci,  for  criminal  converfaiion  with  bis  lady.  The  fa&  being 
faMy  proved,  the  jury  found  a  v«rdi&  for  the  admual  of  1000  \.  da* 
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of  the  cotmt  D'Eftaing,  oiF  Rhode  Ifland.  He  retained 
the  fame  Ration  till  the  enfuing  year,  and  after  the  depar- 
ture of  Mr*  Byron  for  the  Weft  Indies,  remained  at  New 
York  as  commander-in-chief.  We  do  not  know  him  to 
have  held  any  other  command  during  the  remainder  of 
the  war,  but  find  him,  in  17839  appointed  commander- 
in-chief  on  the  Jamaica  ftation,  whither  he  proceeded 
in  the  month  of  November,  having  his  flag  on  board 
the  Europa,  of  fifty  guns.  He  did  not  continue  there 
fo  long  as  is  generally  the  cafe  in  fuch  appointments;  and, 
after  he  returned  to  England,  accepted  of  no  fubfequent 
command.  On  March  16, 1779,  he  was  advanced,  when 
abfent,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red ;  as  he  was  after  his 
return,  on  September  26,  1780,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the 
Hue.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  farther 
advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red,  and  died,  at  Bath, 
"without  having  experienced  any  other  promotion,  on 
the  8th  of  January,  1789.  He  was  at  the  time  of  his. 
death  in  his  66th  year*  About  a  year  before  his  deceafe 
be  married  a  fecond  wife,  of  the  name  of  Newcombe. 
By  his  firft  he  left  four  children,  two  fons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. The  eldeft  of  the  former,  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy, 
died  at  Tefton,  in  Kent,  on  the  8th  of  O&ober  following. 
It  is  obferved  in  one  of  the  periodical  publications  of  the 
time  (the  Gent.  Mag.)  that  he  was  a  man  of  polifhed 
manners,  generous,  but  ex  pen  five,  otherwife  he  might 
have  died  rich,  as  he  had  more  than  once  commands  in 
which  he  might  have  made  a  fortune.  His  fitter  is  mar- 
ried to  the  prefent  firC.Middleton,bart.of  whom  hereafter* 
GWYN,  Richard, — was,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1747,  commander  of  the  Falcon  (loop,  which  veffel  was 
attached  to  the  .fleet  under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Anfon„ 
which  attacked  and  totally  defeated  the  French  fquadron 
commanded  by  monf.  de  la  Jonquiere.  Captain  Gvvyn 
was  ordered  by  the  admiral  to  purfue  the  convoy  during 
the  a&ion,  and  to  make  proper  fignals  for  the  guidance  of 
fuch  fhips  as  might  be  afterwards  difpatched  to  follow  the 
fugitives.  He  was  fo  fuccefsful  as  to  capture  the  Dart-t 
mouth,averyvaluableEaft  India  ihip  taken  from  the  EnglUh 
fome  time  before,  and  when  retaken  fully  laden  with  ftores 
for  the  French  Eaft  India  fettlements.  He  rejoined  the 
vice-admiral  with  his  prize  on  the  enfuing  day  ;  and,  as  a 
very  proper  reward  for  his  diligence  and  activity,  was 
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promoted,  on  the  27th  of  the  fame  month,  to  be  captain 
iff  the  Ambufcade,  a  frigate  carrying  forty  guns. 

We  hear  nothing  of  him  during  the  enfuing  peace,  but 
on  the  profpefl  of  a  rupture  with  France,  in  1756,  he 
was  again  appointed  to  the  Ambufcade;  and,  aitcr  the 
commencement  of  hoftilities,  was,  for  a  (hort  time,- era- 
ployed  as  a  cwifer.  In  this  fervice  he  had  the  good  for- 
tune, about  the  latter  end  of  Auguft,  in  company  with 
captain  Duff,  of  the  Rochefter,  to  capture  five  large  Dutch 
Aips,  part  of  a  numerous  convoy  laden  with, contraband 
naval  and  military  (tares  for  the  French  ports..  Imme- 
diately on  his  arrival  in  port  he  was  ordered  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, with  the  feveral  captains  who  were  fent  thither 
from  England  to  take  the  command  of  thofe  (hips  whofe 
former  commanders  were  ordered  home,  as  evidences  on. 
the  approaching  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  We  know  nothing 
further  concerning  him  till  the  year  1759,  when  he  was  . 
appointed  to  the  Rainbow,  of  forty-four  guns ;  in  which 
ihip  we  find  him,  not  long  afterwards,  employed  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftavion.  We  believe  him  to  have  conti- 
nued in  the  Rainbow  nearly  till1  the  conclufion  of  the 
war ;  before  which  period,  however^  he  returned  to  Eng- 
land* We  have  not  been  able  to  colleft  any  other  parti- 
culars concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  in*  England  ©a 
the  10th  of  December,  1766. 

HAMILTON,  James. — The  name  of  this  gentleman 
is  omitted  in  nearly  all  the  lifts  of  naval  officers,  moll  pro- 
bably in  consequence  of  the  very  (hort  time  he  lived  to 
retain  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  navy.  He  was  appointed 
captain  of  the  Dartmouth,  a  fifty  gun  (hip,  on  the  i8tii 
of  July,  1747;  and  being  quickly  afterwards  ordered  out 
on  a  cruize,  fell  in  with,  not  far  from  Cape  St.  Vincent's, 
a  very  large  Spanifh  (hip  of  .war,  called  the  Gloriofo, 
carrying  feventy-four  guns.  This  (hip  had  been  before 
unfuccefsfblly  engaged  by  the  Warwick  and  Lark*;  fe- 
condly,  bv  the  Oxford,  of  fifty  guns  alone t ;  and,  jtift  be- 
fore the  Dartmouth  came  up,  by  the  King  Georges  Prince 
Frederic,  Duke,  and  Princefs  Amelia,  better  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Royal  Family  Privateers,  commanded  by 
Mr.  Walker.      The  aftion  took  place  on  the  8th   of

very  fpirited  but  (hort  adion  the  Dartmouth  unfortunately 
blew  up  and  all  on  board  perifhed,  feventeen  excepted, 
among  whom  was  Mr.  Obrien,  one  of  her  lieutenants*.

*  The  following  circumftantial  account  of  this  melancholy  tranf- 
*6Kon  it  given  in  commodore  Walker's  voyage.  We  have  rafertcd 
it,  not  only#under  the  belief  of  its  being  the  noil  authentic  extant, 
&ut  on  account  of  the  anecdote  which  accompanies  it,  and  which 
has  been  given  to  the  public  in  a  variety  of  untrue  forms,  both  as  to 
the  circumftance,  refult,  and  the  perfon  mentioned. 

"  The  unfortunate  {hip  which  was  blown  up  was  the  Dartmouth 
man  of  war,  captain  James  Hamilton,  who  being  the  night  before  fc« 
veral  leagues  to  the  wefiward,  and  hearing  the  report  of  the  guns  in 
the  late  engagement,  made. the  beft  of  his  way  to  the  point  from  which 
he  heard  the  firing.  In  plying  up  to  windward  he  fell  in  with  our  chace 
iirft,  and  engaged  her  before  our  (hips  came  up,  fo  that  being  the 

'fceadmoft  of  the  fleet,  it  was  imagined  by  us  to  be  the  Prince  Frederick* 
He  engaged  the  enemy  in  a  running  fight,  very  warmly,  for  about  an 
hour  and  half  with  his  bow  chare,  which  the  Spaniards*  briDdy  re- 
turned  from  his  flern,  and  bad  come  almoft  to  a  ciofe  engagement, 
when  the  Prince  Frederic  had  brought  her  bow-chacc  to  bear, 
and  had  alfo  begun  to  engage.  In  the  beginning  of  this  adioa 
the  Dartmouth  blew   up:    lucky  it  was  for  many  -of  her  people 

.  that  the  Prince  Frederick.was  Co  near  as  (be  immediately  got  out  tier 
boats  to  their  afliftance,  as  the  Duke  did  like  wife,  being  alfo  near 
enough  to  lend  her  aid.  They  took  up  feventeen  of  them  alive, 
among  whom  there  was  no  one  of  any  rank,  except  Mr.  Obncn,  who 
was  a  yonng  gentleman  of  Ireland,  and  then  an  afling  lieutenant.' 
He  was  taken  up,  having  recovered  his  fenfes,  floating  on  the  carriage  of 
a  gun,  on  which  he  had  been  blown  out  of  the  (hip  into  the  water. 
He  was  a  young  gen  lie  nun  of  great  eafe  in  behaviour,  and  of  a  happy 
readinefs  of  wit,  which  talents  he  has  fince  improved  to  gaining 
the  efteem,  as  he  before  engaged  the  favour  of  mankind.  His  firft 
falute  to  Mr.  Dottin  was,  "  Sir,  you  tnuft  excofe  the  unfitness  of  nr 
drefs  to  come  aboard  a  ft  range- (hip,  but  really  I  left  in  y  own  in  fnco 
a  hurry  that  I  had  no  time  to  ftay  for  a  change."  This  eafy  turn  of 
thought  amidft  the  melancholy  fcene,  lightened  the  confiderauoo  of 
the  prefent  diftrefs,  and  made  true  the  refleSion,  that  good  humour 
is  half  way  to  philofophy.  Of  all  the  perfons  faved, 'Mr.  Obrien 
was  the  only  one  who  couklgtve  any  account  of  the  affair,  which  was 
this,  "  Being  fent  on  a  menage  from  captain* Hamilton,  to  the  officer 
who  commanded  below,  as  he  was  down  between,  decks  he  was  met 
by  the  gunner  who  attended  the  magazine,  daring  wild,  and  trembling* 
He  afked  Mr.  Obrien  where  the  captain  was.  m  J«  Where  (hould  he 
be  hut  upon  deck,"  fays  Mr.  Obnen*  "  Oy.firl  the  magazine!9* 
At  which  word  the  cxpfofion  happened,  and  he  knew- aa more  till.be 
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HILL,  Cbriftopheiy-Mtffts,  on  the  5th  df  December, 
1747 ,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Bridge  water*  No 
other  mention  is  made  of  him  till  the  year -1751,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Lyme,  of  twenty  guns.  He  after- 
wards commanded  the  Dover,  a  fifth  rate,  but  in  what 
particular  year  we  have  not  been  able  to  afcertain.  In 
1757  he  married  a  lady  of  the  name  of  E aft.  His  fubfe- 
queht  commands  were  extremely  undiftinguiihable,  for  we 
have  ho  account  of  his  having  held  any  cotflmiflidn  bfter 
the  Dover.  He  was,  however,  a  man  much  efteernodfor 
.probity  and  propriety  of  conduit,  infomuch  that  he  wtis, 
in  his  proper  turn  of  feniority,  promoted,  on  the  23d  of 
January,  1778,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue.  •  This  ad- 
vancement he  unhappily  did  not  long  Alrvive,  being'killed 
by  a  fall  from  his  horfe,  when  on  his  road  from  London 
toiCrqydon,  on  the  4th  of  July  following. 

HOLMES,  William,— was,  on  the  5th  of  April,  1747, 
promoted,  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  to  be  captain  of  the  Mid- 
way's Prize,  a  forty-gun  fhip,  taken  from  the  enemy  not 
long  before.  He  was  unfortunately  killed,  at  the  liege  of 
Pondicherry,  in  the  month  of  September,  1748. 

HUTCHENSON,  Thomas  Howard,— was,  on  the 
23d  of  November,  1747,  promoted,  from  being  com- 
mander of  a  (loop  of  war,  to  be  captain  of  the  Rofe,  a 
twenty-£im  (hip.  In  1751  he  was  commifljoned  to  the 
Torrington,  a  fifth  rate  of  forty  guns ;  but  is  not  other- 
wife  noticed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1756,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  command  of  the  Newcaftlc,  a  fiftyrgun 
(hip.  In  1758  *  he  was  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  but 
died  on  his  paifage  thither  at  the  ifland  of  St.  Helena.

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KING,  Matthew*— We  find  this  gentleman,  previous 
to  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain  in  the 
navy,  to  have  been  employed,  in  the  earlier  part  of  the 
year  1747,  as  a  regulating  officer.  On  the  23d  of  Ofto- 
ber,  in  the  year  juft  mentioned,  he  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Syren  frigate ;  and  being  afterwards  ordered 
to  the  jLaft  Indies,  died  there  in  that  (hip  on  the  7th  of 
June,  T749. 

LATHAM,  Thomas,— was,  on  the  14th  of  March, 
1747,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Dartmouth,  a  fifty-gun 
{hip.  In  this  command  he  remained  but  a  (hort  time,  and 
into  what  (hip  he  removed,  or  what  other  command  he 
held  during  the  war,  we  are  unacquainted,  as  we  alfo 
are  of  any  particulars  concerning  him  previous  to  his 
appointment  to  the  Dartmouth.  In  the  month  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1753,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Eagle,  of  fixty 
guns,  then  commiflioned  as  a  guardfhip  at  Plymouth.  In 
thisftation  he  alfo  did  not  long  continue,  being,  in  1754, 
removed  into  the  Tyger  of  the  fame  force,  one  of  the  fmall 
fquadron  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  under  Mr.  Watfon. 
There  is  a  circumftance  which  deferves  particular 
attention  relative  to  his  management  on  board  the 
Tyger,  by  which  means  that  fliip  was  rendered  extremely 
healthy  on  their  paflage,  while  the  greater  part  of  thofe 
which  accompanied  her  experienced  a  itate  the  very  re- 
verfe  *.

44  In  this  paflage  of  four  months  we  have  not  had  one  day's  calm, 
nor  one  gale  of  wind ;  nor  has  the  heat  been  fo  extreme  as  to  force  me 
to  lay  by  a  thick  cloth  coat ;  on  the  contrary,  I  have  very  feldom 
worn  any  thing  as  a  waiftcoat  hut  one  of  the  lame  cloth  my  coat  is  of. 
When  I  left  Plymouth  1  bad  two  men  in  confumptions,  who  are 
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After  his  arrival tin  India,  where  he  continued  till  the 
month  of  May  1759,  he  was  concerned,  and  eminently 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  all  the  principal  naval  operations 
which  took  place  in  that  quarter,  particularly  the  expe- 
dition againft  Geriah,  the  attacks  of  Calcutta,  and 
Chandernagore,  under  vice-admiral  Watfon,who  fent  him 
on  fliore  at  the  latter  place  to  receive  the  fubmiflion  of 
the  enemy,  and  take  pofleflion  of  the  fort.  Afterwards, 
under  Mr.  Pocock,  he  behaved  with  the  moft  diftinguifhed 
courage  in  the  feveral  aftions  with  the  French  fquadron, 
commanded  by  M.  D'Ache.  The  admiral,  who  be- 
ftowed  on  him  the  higheft  encomiums,  lent  him  to 
feurope,  in  I759>  palfenger  on  board  the  Admiral 
Watlon  Eaft  India  mip,  as  the  bearer  of  his  public 
difpatches.  He  accordingly  arrived  in  England  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  after  that  time  we  do  not  know  him 
to  have  held  any  command.     He  retired  into  Shropfhire, 

cared;  but  a  fhip's  company  cannot  be  more  healthy  than  we  are* 
I  have  had  about  three  fevers  in  the  fhip  fincc  I  left  England, 
which  were  occafioned  by  drinking  great  quantities  of  f pints  at  Ply- 
mouth, but  Dr.  James's  Powder  foon  removed  thefe ;  and  I  fane/ 
few  towns  in  any  part  of  the  world,  that  have  four  hundred  and  ninety 
men  in  them,  efcape  four  months  without  ficknefs. 

"  The  changing  our  climate  has  not  fo  much  as  atfecled  the  boyi 
who  were  never  at  fea  before,  though  we  met  with  itld  weather  in 
our  paffage  to  the  line,  and  have  had  it  extremely  Apld  in  coming 
near  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  more  fo  than  I  have  af  any  time,  for 
years,  pail  found  it  in  England. 

"  I  muft  tell  you  (who  have  afked  me  frequently  about  the  fca- 
fcorvy)  that  I  found  in  this  (hip  a  man  who  had  been  juft  prcfled  and 
came  from  a  long  voyage.  He^was  lame,  and  by  long  fitting  ftJJI,  he 
cootra&ed  the  fcurvy  to  a  great  degree;  and  it  got  fo  high  up  hit 
thighs  in  a  few  days,  that  our  dodor  told  me  be  reared  he  could  not 
bold  out  a  week ;  on  which  I  dc fired  he  would  treat  him  agreeable  to 
tbe  opinion  of  Dr.  Anthony  Addington,  who  wrote  an  Fffay  on  the 
Sea  Scurvy,  in  1 753,  which  I  had  then  by  me,  and  gave  the  doctor  to  look 
over.  He  approved  of  it.  and  treated  him  accordingly.  We  were 
three  months  at  fea  after  that,  and  I  brought  the  man  in  here  furpriz- 
tngly  mended,  though  not  quite  well.  I  have  on  this  paffage  got  moft 
ofmy  people  to  drink  and  bathe  in  fait  water,  and  have  four  tubs  for 
that  porpofe.  I  fet  them  the  example  myfelf  every  day ;  and  when  I 
look  into  the  fiate  of  the  Cumberland  ( who  is  in  company  with  me) 
I  nrati  think  it  a  good  practice,  for  the  nas  put  two  hundred  and  odd 
men  on  (bore,  moftJy  with  the  fcurvy  $  whilft  1  have  put  only  nine 
•r  ten,  who  are  very  (lightly  touched.'*  M 
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which  we  believe  to  have  been  his  native  ,fpot,  and  died,. 
at  his  feat  nearShrewftmry,  on  the  i  ith  df  January,  1762* 
He  married  Mifs  Mafkelyne,  daughter  of  Edmund  Maf- 
kelyne, of  Weftminfter,  efq.  and  fifter  to  the  lady  of 
Robert,  firft  lord  Clive. 

MACKENZIE,  George,~was,  on  the  24th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1747,  promoted  from  the  rank  of  commander  of  a 
(loop  of  war,  to  be  captain  of  tKe  Inverness  frigate.  No 
other  mention  *  is,  far  as  we  can  find,  made  of  him  till 
the  year  1752,  when  he  commanded  the  Fowey,  0/  24 

f juris;  nor  have  we  any  fubfequerrt  account  of  him,  till 
bme  time  after  the  re-commencement  of  the  war  with 
Fraticc.  At  length,  about  the  year  1757,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Sunderland,  of  fixty  guns;  and  in  1760  was  cap- 
tain of  the  Renown,  of  thirty-two  guns,  on  the  Weft 
India  ftation;  from  this  veflel  he  was,  in  1 761,  removed 
into  the  Glafgow,  of  twenty-four  guns,  employed  in  the 
fame  quarter.  He  was  not  long  afterwards  promoted,  by 
thecdmmander-in-chief  there,  to  the  Defiance,  of  fixty  ^ 
guns,  one  of  the  (hips  employed  in  the  enfuing  year,  under  " 
fir  George  Pocock,  in  the  memorable  and  fortunate  ex- 

E  edition  againft  the  Havannah  ;  in  the  courie  of  which  he 
ad  the  good  fortune  to  diftinguifh  himfelf  by  the  capture 
of  two  Spaniih  frigates,  the  Venganza,  of  twenty-  fix  guns* 
and  the  Marte,  of  eighteen,  which  he  attacked  and  brought 
off  ont  of  Port  Mai iel  harbour.  We  do  not  meet  with  him 
inanycommamlimmediatelyaftertheconclufionofthewar, 
nor  do  we  know  him  to  have  held  any>  till  the  year  1766,, 
when  he  was  captain  of  the  Cornwall,  a  third  rate,  fta- 
tionedas  a  guardthipat  Plymouth;  and  afterwards,  in  the 
year  1768,  when  he  commanded  the  Arrogant,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  a  veflel  in  the  fame  line  of  fervice,.  ftationed 
alfo  at  the  fame  place.

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continuance  there,  having  his  broad  pendant  on  board  \ 
the  Dunkirk,  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  any  ' 
occurrence  fufficiently  memorable  to  require  our  notice*. 
In  the  month  of  May  1777,  he  was  promoted  to  be  rear- 
admiral  of  the  blue,'  as  he  afterwards  was,  in  the  month 
of  January  1778,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white*     On 
the  19th  of  March,  1779*  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-ad- 
miral of  the  blue;  as  he  moreover  was  to  the  fame  rank 
in  the  white  fquadron,  on  the  26th  of  September,  1780.

MARSHALL,  Samuel,— after  having  been  for  many 

Jear  commander  of  a  floop  of  war,  was,  on  the  17th  of 
uly,  1747,  promoted  to  the  command  of  the  Namure,  of 
feventy-four  guns*  a  fiiip  not  long  afterwards  fent  to  the 
Eaft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Bofcawen,  who 
hoifted  his  flag  on  boaid  her.  The  leading  operations 
which  took  place  during  this  expedition  have,  confequently, 
been  already  detailed,  with  the  melancholy  fate  of  the 
(hip  itfelf,  as  well  as  the  greater  part  of  her  crew  t- 

After  his  return  from  this  unfortunate  expedition  he 
was,  early  in  1*753,  appointed  to  the  Tyger,  of  furty  guns, 
one  of  the  veflels  put  into  commiffion  as  a-guard-fhip  at 
Portfmouth.  About  the  month  of  Auguft  in  the  enfuing  ' 
year  he  removed  .into  the  Nottingham,  a  (hip  of  the  fame 
rate;  and  we  do  not  find  him  otherwife  noticed  till  the 
year  1757,  when  he  flill  commanded  the  fame  veflfel,  and 
was  engaged,  under  Mr.  Holbourn,  •  in  the  unfuccefisful 
expedition  againft  Louilburg.

fourguns,  foundered  in  nine  fathom  water.  She  went  out  of  Fort 
St.  David  road,  afterhaving  taken  in  much  water,  the  13th  of  April, 
1749.  At  feven  P.  M.  captain  Marshall  was  faved ;  her  third  lieute- 
nant, NJr.  Gikhrift,  captain  of  marines,  furgeon,  purfer,  chaplain, 
boatfwain,  and  about  forty  other  people,  and  feventy  fick  aihore  in 
the  hofpital ;  the  fir  ft,  fecond,  and  fourth  lieutenants,  matter,  gunner, 
and  two  lieutenants  of  marines,  in  all  five  hundred  and  twenty,  were

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ing  been  ordered  for  Halifax  fome  confiderable  time  pre- 
vious to  the  enterprize,  was  found  there  by  the  admiral,  on 
his  amval  from  New  York,  in  the  month  of  July.  In 
the  enfuing  year  he  was  again  employed  on  the  feme  fer- 
vice  under  the  more  fortunate  aufpices  of  Mr.  Bofcawen ; 
but  the  only  material  fubfequent  relation  we  find  given  of 
him  is  in  1762,  when  he  commanded  the  Devonfhire,  one 
of  the  fleet  employed  in  the  expedition  againft  the  Havan- 
nah,  under  fir  G.  Pocock,  who,  on  the  death  of  captain 
Gooftry,.  appointed  captain  Marfhall  his  fucceflbr  in  the 
Cambridge.  We  do  not  know  him  to  have  held  any 
commiflion  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war ;  nor  indeed 
have  we  any  other  particulars  concerning  him,  except 
that  he  died  at  Go/port  in  the  month  of  April  1768. 

PARKER,  Sir  reter.— This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  is  the  fon  of  rear-admiral  Chriftopher  Parker, 
of  whom  we  have  already  given  a  fliort  account,  vol.  iv. 
p.  49.  He  was  appointed  lieutenant  of  the  Ruffel,  in 
.1743,  by  admiral  Mathews,  who  was  at  that  time  com- 
mander-in-chief on  the1  Mediterranean  ftation.  In  what 
particular  veffels  he  ferved  during  the  time,  he  held  the 
rank  of  commander  we  know  not,  but  find  him,  on 
the  6th  of  May>  1747,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Margate,  which  we  fuppofe  to  have  been  a  frigate ;  and 
from  whence  we  believe  him  to  have  been  advanced,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1749,  to  the  Lancafter,  a  third 
rate*  We  have  not  any  particulars  of  his  fubfequent 
commands  till  fome  little  time  after  the  re-commence- 
ment of  the  war  with  France,  in  1756.  In  the  following 
year  he  was  captain  of  the  Woolwich,  a  fourth  rate 
of  fifty  guns,  employed  on  the  Weft  India  ftation ;  and 
after  his  return  from  thence  we  believe  him  to  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Montague.  He  was  employed  during 
the  winter  of  the.  year  1758,  and  the  following  fpring,  to 
cruife  in  the  Channel,  a  fervice  in  which  he  met  with 
fome  fuccefs,  having  captured  feveral  private  (hips  of  war, 
and  other  veffels.  His  next  command  was  that  of  .the 
Buckingham;  in  which  fliip  he  was  employed,  during 
the  greateft  part  of  the  fummer  of  1761,  under  commo- 
dore Keppel,  in  covering  the  newly  acquired  conqueft,  the 
ifland  of  Belleifle,  and  blocking  up  the  fmall  remains  of 
the  French  naval  force  in  the  different  contiguous  ports.

In  the  month  of  July  he  had  a  bride  encounter  with  a 
number  of  prames  belonging  to  the  enemy,  which  having 
been  purpofely  conftrutted  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying 
very  heavy  cannon,  were,  from  that  circumftance,  added 
to  their  lying  remarkably  low  in  the  water,  considered  by 
their  inventors  as  extremely  formidable.  The  fkirmifh* 
however,  of  which  we  are  now  talking,  as  well  as  other 
unfuccefsful  experiments  of  a  (imilar  nature,  made  of  them 
by  the  enemy,  fufficiently  proved  how  rafhly  they  had 
formed  their  hopes  of  fuccefs.  The  damage  fu Rained 
by  the  fhips  under  captain  Parker's  command,  was 
very  inconfiderable,  and  the  enemy  were  obliged,  with 
much  precipitation,  to  abandon  their  attack. 

He  continued  to  command  the  Buckingham  till  the 
year  1762,  when  that  (hip,  being  extremely  crazy  and 
out  of  repair,  was  ordered  to  be  difmantled,  and  captain 
Parker  was  appointed. to  the  Terrible,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  a  new  fliip  juft  launched.  This  (hip  was  put  out 
of  cotnmiflion  at  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  a  circum- 
ftance which  took  place  not  long  afterwards ;  and  we  da 
not  find  any  pofltive  information  of  his  having  held  any 
fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1772,  in  which  year  he 
received  the  honour  of  knighthood,  and  was,  in  1774, 
captain  of  the  Barfleur,  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety  guns. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1775,  he  was  appointed  to  a 
Command  on  the  American  ftation  with  the  rank  of  com- 
rnodore:  he  accordingly  hoifted  his  broad  pendant  on 
board  the  Briftol,  of  fifty  guns,  a  (hip  newly  launched. 
He  failed  from  Portfmouth  on  the  26th  of  December,  but 
meeting  with  extreme  bad  weather  and  other  impediments 
on  his  paflage,  did  not  arrive  at  Cape  Fear  till  the  be- 
ginning of  May.  Here  alfo  a  delay  took  place  which  pre- 
vented  the  fquadron  from  proceeding  to  Charleftown  in 
South  Carolina,  which  it  was  deftined  to  attack,  till  the 
commencement  of  the  enfuing  month. 

The  Americans  had  long  exerted  their  utmpft  ability 
and  ingenuity  to  put  this  place  in  a  formidable  ftate  of 
defence:  they  had  expended  a  confiderable  Aim  of  money 
in  the  erection  of  fortifications  for  its  fecurity ;  and  thefe* 
joined  to  the  natural  difficulties  attending  entering  the  har- 
bour with  large  (hips,  rendered  this  attempt  unfortunately 
ineffectual.    The  neceflary  fteps  previous  to  the  attack 
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fcrere  vigoroufly  and  expcditioufly  taken  immediately  on 
the  arrival*  of  the  fquadron  off  the  bar.  The  entrance  of 
the  harbour  was  founde*),  the  larger  fhips*  lightened,  and 
thofeo£  lefs  draught  of  water -drew  as  near  the  *own  as 
they  could  with  fafety.

"  On  the  s8th.  I  informed  general  Clinton,  by  figna>,  that  I  {bould 
go  on  the  attack.  At  half  an  hour  after  ten  1  made  the  fignal  to 
weigh ;  and  about  a  quarter  after  eleven  the  Briftol,  Experiment, 
Aft'vc  and  Solebay  brought  up  againft  the  fort.  -  The  Thunder  bomb,

pany,  and  they  have  been  honourably  acquitted.  Captain  Hope 
snade  his  armed  (hip  as  ufeful  as  he  could  on  this  occafion,  and  he 
merits  every  thing  that  can  be  faid  in  his  favour.  During  the  time 
of  our  being  abrea.fi  of  the  fort,  which  was  near  ten  hours,  a  brifk  fire, 
ifras  kept  up  by  the  fhipf,  with  intervals;  ana^  we  had  the  fatisfaclion, 
after  .being  engaged  two  hours,  to  oblige  the  rebels  to  ilacken  theic 
fire  very  much.  We  drove  large  parties  feveral  times  out  of  the  fort, 
which  were  replaced  by  otners  from  the  main.  About  half  an  hour 
after  three  a  confiderable  reinforcement  from  Mount  Pleafant  hung  4 
man  on  a  tree  at  the  back  of  {he  for,t  \  and  we  imagine  that  the  fame 
party  ran  away  about  an  hour  after,  for  the  fort  was  then*  totally 
jilenced  and  evacuated  for  near  an  hour  and  half:  but  tfie  rebels  find* 
ing  that  our  army  could  not  take  pofleflion,  about  fix  o'clock  a'coofi-. 
derable  body  of  people  re-entered  the  fort  and  renewed  the  firing  from 
two  or  three  £uns,  the*  reft- being,  I  fuppofe,  difmounted.  About^ 
nine  o'clock,  it  being  very  dark,  great  part  of  our  ammunition 
expended,  our  people  fatigued,  the  tide  of  ebb  almoft  done,  no  pra£ 
pea  from  the  eaftward,  and  nd  poffibility  of  our  being  of  any  farther 
fervice,  I  ordered  the  (hips  to  withdraw  to  their  former  moorings. 
Thqr  lord&ipa  will  fee  plainly  by  this  account,  that  ^f  the  troops 
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place,  which  ended  in  the  manner  already  obferved,  and, 
indeed,  as  may  well  be  remembered. 

After  this  failure  the  commodore  Tailed  with  his-fqua- 
dron  for  New  York,,  and,  on  his  arrival,  put  himfelfVas 
inftru&ed, under  the  ordersof  lord  vifc. Howe,  thecomman- 
der-in-chief.  He  was,  almoft  immediately  afterwards 
detached  with  the  Afia,  "Renown  and  Prefton,  tq  create  a 
diverfion  and  diftraft  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  when 
the  army  advanced  to  attack  the  lines  on  Long  I  (land, 
and  towards  the  clofe  of  the  year  was  fent  on  a  diftinft 
expedition  with  a  fmall  fquad'ron,  of  which  the  Chatham, 
of  fifty  gun6  was  the  commanding  fhip,  ^gainft  Rhode 
I  (land.  Here  he  had  the  happinefs  of  meeting  with  the 
mod  complete  fuccefs,  and  without  fuftaining  thefmalleft 
lofs.  He  continued  in  command  at  this  port  while  he 
remained  in  America  \  but  having,  on  the  28th  of  April 
following,  been  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue, 
was,  in  the  month  of  November,  appointed  to  command  on 
the  Jamaica  ftation,  as  fucceflbr  to  Mr.  Gayton. 

Here  he  continued  during  the  greater  part  of  the  re-  * 

tnainder  of  the  war*,  and  by  a  fkilful  distribution  of  his 
cruifers,  had  the  happinefs  of  confiderably  injuring  the 
united  enemies  of  his  country,  a  very  con  fiderable  number  of 
prizes  being  taken,  as  well  from  the  Spaniards  and  French 
as  from  the  Americans.  He  returned  to  England  with  a 
convoy  in  Auguft  1782,  having  his  flag  on  board  the  Sand- 
wich. The  fubfequent  appointments  of  this  gentleman  have 
been  confined  merely  to  that  of  port-admiral,  which  he  has 
always  filled  with  the  higheft  reputation  to  himfelf  and  ad- 

could  have  co-operated  on  this  attack,  bis  majefty  would  have  been  in 
poOeffion  of  Sullivan's  Ifland.  But  I  muft  beg  leave  here  to  be  fully 
underflood,  left  it  would  be  imagined  that  I  mean  to  throw  the  mott 
diftant  reflection  on  our  army  $  1  mould  not  difebarge  my  continence, 
were  I  not  to  acknowledge,  that  fuch  was  my  opinion  of  his  majefty's 
troops,  from  the  general  down  to  the  private  foldier,  that  after  I  had 
Been  engaged  fome  hours,  and  perceived  that  the  troops  had  not  got  a 
footing  on  the  north  end  of  Sullivan's  Ifland,.  I  was  perfectly  fatisfiod 
that  the  landing  was  impracticable,  and  that  $e  attempt  would  have 
been  the  deftruction  of  many  brave  men  without  the  leafi  probability 
of  fuccefs." 

*  On  the  sgd  of  January,  1778.  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-ad- 
miral of  the  white;  oh  the  Joth  of  March,  1779,  to  be  vice  of  the 
Jrfue  j  and  on  the  «6th  9f  September,  ij%q,  to  be  vice  of  the  white. 
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vantage  to  the  public  fervjee.  -He  has,  for  inftance^ 
held  that  of  commander-in-chief  at  PortfmoutK  ever 
fince  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  war  with  France. 
In  the  month  of  January  1785,  his  daughter  was  mar- 
tied  to  John  Ellis,  efq.  In  the  month  of  June,  178$, 
he  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  his  brother,  who  died 
at  his  houfe  in  Brianftone-ftreet,  Portman-fquare. 
Early  in  the  year  1787,  he  was  chofen  reprefentative  in 
parliament  for  the  borough  of  Maiden,  but  continued  to 
retain  that  ftation  no  longer  than  till  the  conclufion  of 
that  feflion.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was 
advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue,  as  he  was,  moreover, 
on  the  1 2th  of  April,  1795,  to  the  lame  rank  in  the  white 
fquadron.     He  is  now  the1  third  flag-officer  on  the  lift. 

RODDAM,  Robert. — This  gentleman,  who  is  alfo  no^ 
Jiving,  was,  in  the  year  1742,  appointed  one  of  the  lieute- 
riai  ts  of  the  Mqnmouth,  at  that  time  commanded  by 
Captain  Charles  Windham.  He  was  afterwards  pror- 
moted  to  be  commander  of  the  Viper  (loop,  carrying 
fourteen  guns,  with  a  crew  of  ninety  men  and  boys,  and 
(liftinguiihed  himfelf  very  highly  off  the  Spanifh  coaft,  near 
Cape  Ortugal,  having  at  one  time  taken  and  burnt  32  fail 
of  merchant  veflels,  as  well  as  brought  out  a  privateer  of 
force,  although  defended  by  batteries  on  (hore,  indepen- 
dent of  which,  the  force  of  the  enemy  afloat  was  five  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  Viper.  On  the  9th  of  July, 
1747,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Greyhound 
frigate :  after  which  time  we  have  no  information  what- 
ever concerning  him  till  1757,  \ri  which  year,  being 
then  captain  of  the  Greenwich,  a  fourth  rate,  he  was 
unfortunately  captured  in  the  Weft  Indies  by  a  French 
fquadron,  confifting  of  five  or  fix  (hips  of  the  tyne.  Being 
foon  afierwaids  exchanged,  and  moll  hqnourabiy  acquit- 
ted'of  all  blame  by  the  court-martial  held  for  the  purpofe 
of  enquiring  into  the  circumftan^es  attending  the  capture, 
he  was,  early  in  the  year  17 59,  appointed  to  the  Colchefter,' 
of  fifty  guns,  in  which  he  continued  till  1762,  employed,' 
We  beliewr,  entirety  on  the  home  or  Channel  leryice." 
The  Colchefter  being  then  ordered  to  be  dismantled,  as. 
linfit  for  fervice  without  thorough  repair,  captain  Roddan* 
does  not  appear  to  have  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  com- 
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pnand  till  1 77 1,  when,  on  occafion  of  what  was  called  the 
Falkland  Ifland  armament,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
jLenox,  of  feventy-fpur  guns,  a  command,  we  believe,  he 
retained  for  two  years.  In  1777  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Cornwall,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  put  inta  * 
commiflion  in  conlequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture 
with  France,  We  believe  him  to  have  continued  in  this 
fliip  as  long,  or  nearly  fo,  as  he  continued  a  private  captain, 
for  on  the  23d  of  Jan.  1 778,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  of  the  white,  and  foon  afterwards  hoifted  his 
flag  on  board  the  Conqucftadore,  as  commander-in-chief 
at  the  Nore.  On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  far* 
ther  promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue ;  and  to  the 
fame  rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  26th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1780. 

He  continued  to  retain  the  Nore  command  till  the  end 
pf  the  war,  and  after  that,  took  upon  him  no  other  till 
the  year  1790*,  when,  in  confequence  of  an  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain,  he  hoifted  his  flag,  at  S pithead,  on 
board  the  Royal  William,  fince  which  time  he  has  never 
held  any  aftive  employment.  On  the  ift  of  February, 
?793«  he  was  advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue  5  on  the 
12th  of  April,  1794,  to  be  admiral  of  the  white ;  and  it 
pow  the  fifth  flag- officer  on  the  lift. 

WILLET,  Saltern-William,— was,  on  the  ift  of  Oc- 
tober, 1747,  appointed  captain  of  the  Queenborough,  a 
twenty-gun  {hip,  in  which  he  continued  till  1749,  if  not  a 
later  period :  but  we  have  no  certain  account  of  him  after 
the  above  time  till  the  month  of  March,  1755,  when  he 
commanded  the  Augufta,  of  fixty  guns,  at  Plymouth.  In 
the  year  1756  he  was  appointed  to  the  Weymouth,  as,  fuc- 
feflbr  to  captain  Hanway,  who  removed  into  the  Chi» 
chefter;  and  after  continuing  in  that  fliip  fome  time, 
was,  "in  1757,  promoted  to  the  Burford,  of  feventy  guns« 
This  command  *  he  retained,  till  the  year  1760,  and 
being  conftantly  employed  on  the  Channel  fervice,  had  the 
happinefs  of  contributing,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1759,  td 
tiie  memorable  defeat  of  the  French  fleet  under  the  marquis 


•  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  ww  advanced  to  be  vice 
gAnind  of  the  red. 
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fk  Conflans.  Early  in  1 760  he  removed  into  the  Chichefter, 
alfo  a  third  rate,  of  the  fame  force  as  the  fiiirford ;  and  from 
thence  in  the  enfuingyear,  was  appointed  to  the  Warfpite, 
©f .  feventy-four  guns;  but  the  extreme  caution  of  the 
enemy,  and,  indeed,  their  inability  to  fit  otit  any  naval 
force  formidable  enough  to  face  the  Britifh  fleet,  pre- 
vented captain  Willet,  together  with  his  cotemporaries 
employed  on  the  fame  ftation  and  in  the  fame  line  of 
fervice,  fromdiftinguifhingthemfelvcs  rn  the  manner  their 
natural  fpirit  would  have  prompted,  and  their  inclinations 
led  them  to  hope  they  lhould,  Juft  before  the  copclufion 
of  the  war  he  was  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  where, 
in  refpeft  to  exploit,  he  was  equally  deficient  as  to  oppor- 
tunity, and  for  the  fame  xeafon  that  is  given  in  the  former 
inftance. 

HoftiJities  being  ended,  the  Warfyite  was  one  of  the 
Ships  ordered  to  be  put  out  of  commiflion ;  but  in  the  year 
1766  captain  Willet  was  appointed  to  the  Kainillies,  of 
/eventy-four  guns,  then  ftationed  as  a  guard-ftiip  at  Cha- 
tham, where  he  was  for  fome  time  commodore  or  com? 
inanding  officer.  This  command  he  retained  till  nearly 
the  time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  jn  the  month  of 
peceenber,  1769,

ADAMS,  William,  — was  on  the  12th  of  March, 
I748,  promoted,  by  rear-adtpiral  Griflfin,  to  be  captain  9? 
the  Harwich,  a  fifty-gun  (hip,  one  of  the  fquadron  theti 
employed  under  his  command  in  the  JSaft  Indies.  Mr. 
Boicawen  "arriving  with  a  reinforcement,  at  Fort  Stf 
David's,  in  the  month  of  July  following,  took  upon  hin^ 
the  command  of  the  whole,  and,  according  to  the  inten-? 
tion  of  his  equipment,  immediately  began  Jo  commence 
hi£  Operations  againft  the  important  French  fcttlcmcht  of 
Fondicherry.  Captajn.  Adams  was  unfortunately  killed  iq 
the  attack  of  that  place  on  the  28th  of  September  in  the 
(une  year.  This  circumftance,  together  with  the  parti- 
cular* 
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culars  relative  to  the  much-lamented  death  of  this  gentle* 
man,  have  been  already  given  in  our  account  of  Mr,  Bok 
cawen.     See  vol,  iv.  p.  322*  > 

"  BALFOUR,  Charles,  —  a  gentleman  of  Scottifh  ex-i 
tradion,  is  known  to  us  only  as  having  been  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  commander  of  a  flpop  of  war  on  the  1  ith  of 
September,  1747;  and  from  thence  to  be  captain  of  the 
Invernefs  frigate  on  the  3d  of  May,  1748 ;  we  fuppofe 
him,  indeed,  to  have  died  not  long  afterwards,  as  he  was 
not  on  the  lid  of  captains  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year 
1750. 

BAkNSLEY,  Henry,— was,  on  the  10th  of  January, 
1745-6,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander  of  a  floop 
01  war.  He  was  farther  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the 
America,  a  fhip  of  forty-four  guns,  built  for  government, 
at  Pifcataqua,  by  way  of  experiment ;  but  being  found  on 
her  arrival  jn  England  very  unfit  for  fervice,  was  put  out 
of  commiffion  and  difmantled.  We  have  no  farther 
account  of  this  unfortunate  gentleman  till  the  year  1757* 
when  he  was  employed  as  captain  of  the  Tilbury,  a  fixty* 
gun  fhip,  one  of  the  fleet  fent  on  the  fruitlefs  expedilioa 
againft  Louiiburg,  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Holburne. 

A  violent  dorm  arofe  on  the  25th  of  September,  which 
completely  difperfed  the  whole  fquadron,  materially  da* 
maged  a  confiderable  part  of  it,  and  occafioned  the  total 
lofs  of  the  Tilbury,  which  was  driven  on  fhore  near  Lou* 
ifburg.  Captain  Barnfley  with  many  of  his  officers  and 
people  were  drowned  on  this  melancholy  occaiion ;  the 
more  fortunate  remainder  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
and  were  made  prifaiers,  but  otherwife,  we  muft  in  juftice 
fay,  treated  with  the  greateft  hofpitality. 

BRODIE,  David, — a  gentleman  of  Scotch  extraction, 
was  made  commander  of  the  Terror  bomb-ketch  in  the 
month  of  May,  1743*.  We  believe  this  gentleman  to 
have  continued  in  the  Weft  Indies  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  time  which  intervened,  between  the  date  of  his 
advancement  to  the  rank  of  commander  and  his  promotion 
to  that  of  port  captain.  Early  in  the  year  1747-8  he  was 
appointed,  by  rear-admiral  Knowles,  to  command  the 
Canterbury,  by  order.  The  fquadron  failed  about  the

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fame  time  on  an  expedition  againft  Port  Louis ;  and  o* 
the  death  of  captain  Rentone,  who  was  unfortunately 
killed  in  the  rencounter,  Mr.  Brodie  was  regularly  cotn- 
jnlffioned  to  command  the  Stafford,  as  his  fucceflbr.  Either 
©n  the  foregoing  or  fome  fubftquent  occafion,  this  gentle* 
map  had  the  mi$fortune  to  lofe  his  arrn ;  in  confequence 
©f  which  he  is  faid  by  Mr.  Hardy,  in  his  lift  of  officers, 
to  have  had  a  penfron  of  300!,  per  annum,  fettled  upon 
htm ;  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  procure  certain  in- 
formation of  his  having  commanded  any  fhip  after 
to  the  Stafford.  In  the  month  of  May  J 753,  he  was 
married  to  a  fitter  of  fir  Thomas  Afhton,  then  deceafed* 
9  circamftance  which,  trivial  as  it  may  appear,  is  the  only 
occurrence  relative  to  a  very  considerable  period  of  this 

Entleman's  life,  which  we  have  been  enabled  to  collect. 
e  rs  erroneoufly  faid,  by  Mr.  Hardy,  to  have  died  in  Scot* 
land  about  the  month  of  November,  1775.  He  furvive<J 
this  time  many  years,  to  our  own  certain  knowledge,  though- 
we  have  been  unable  to  difcover  the  particular  time  when, 
lie  really  did  die-  He  was  not  advanced  when  it  came  tQ 
his  turn  in  point  of  feniority  on  the  lift  of  captains,  to  the 
yank  of  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lift ;  a  circum-? 
fiance  which  caufed  fome  debate  in  the  houfe  of  commons 
about  the  year  1788,  and,  if  we  miftake  not,  was  among  the 
principal  caufes  introdu&ive  of  the  new  regulations  which 
took  place  foon  after  that  time— that  all  captains  who 
were  by  feniority  entitled  to  the  rank  of  flag-officers,  and 
lirere  not  advanced  to  it,  fliould  be  removed  from  the  head 
of  the  roll  of  captains  to  a  lift  by  themfelves,  and  receive 
the  payor  pcnfion  often  (hilling's per  diem,as fuperannuated 
officers,  during  life. 

CLEMENTS,  Richard, — from  the  rank  of  command 
4er,  we  believe  of  the  Swallow  (loop  of  war,  was  pro- 
moted in  the  Eaft  Indies,  by  rear-admiral  Bofcawen,  on 
the  29th  of  September,  1748,  to  be  captain  of  the  Har- 
wich, as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Adams,  who  was,  as  we  have 
already  related,  unfortunately  killed  the  preceding  day  in 
the  attack  of  Pondicherry.  We  have  no  farther  account 
©f  this  gentleman  in  the  line  of  aftive  fervice,  though 
lie  appears  to'  have  been  highly  entitled  to  much  more 
confpicuous  notice  than  we  have  teen  able  to  procure  for 
him,  and  which  he  certainly  merited,  having  lpft  his  right 
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hand,  though  on  what  occafion  we  are  ignorant,  and  hav- 
ing his  hearing  Qonfiderably  impaired  by  his  long  fervice. 
He  was  appointed  third  captain  in  Greenwich-hofpital 
in  1759.  This  ftation  he  retained  till  his  death,  which 
happened  in  the  year  1775. 

DRAKE,  Francis-Willjam, — was,  on  the  29th  of 
January,  1747-8,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Foweyt 
of  twenty  guns.  From  this  frigate,  as  it  was  then  called, 
he  removed  early*  in  1749,  to  the  Mercury,  a  veflei  of 
the  fame  defcription;  and  again,  in  1751,  fhifted  his 
command  to  the  Bofton,  alfo  a  twenty-gun  fliip,  built,  as 
an  experiment,  in  America  t.  In  1755  he  was  captain 
of  the  Winchelfea,  a  (hip  of  the  fame  force  with  thofehe 
before  commanded.  After  this  time  we  have  no  infor- 
mation concerning  him  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  com- 
manded the  Falkland,  of  fifty  guns,  on  the  American 
ftation.  Oh  his  return  to  Europe  he  was  employed  in 
the  Channel  or  home  fervice,  and,  in  1759,  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Edgar,  of  fixty-four  guns.  He  retained  the 
fame  command  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  having 
latterly  been  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  ftationed 
there.  After  peace  had  taken  place  he  held  no  command 
till  1766,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Bur  ford,  of 
feventy  guns,  one  of  the  guardmips  ftationed  at  Plymouth* 
and  in  which  he  continued  during  the  three  fucceeding 

{cars,  the  period  ufually  allotted  to  fuch  commands* 
le  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commit- 
Con  after  this  time  during  his  continuance  in  the  rank  of 
a  private  captain.  On  the  23d  of  January,  1778,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue ;  and  on  the  19th 
of  March,  1779,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red  fquadroiu 
On  the  26th  of  September,  1780,  he  was  farther  advanced 
to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  held  for  fome  consi- 
derable time  during  the  war  the  command  in  the  Downs; 
and  for  one  or  two  fhort  periods,  during  the  abfence  of 

•  He  is  bid,  in  Mr.  Hardy's  naval  lift,  to  have  been  wrecked  in 
the  Fowey,  in  the  Gulf  of  Florida ;  in  con  toque  nee  of  which  misfor- 
tune be  was  afterwards  tried,  and  moft  honourably  acquitted.  We 
have  not,  however,  any  other  document  of  this  occurrence  than  th* 
information  above-Aated. 

t  Some  accounts  make  him  alfo  at  this  time  to  have  been  appointed 
forcrnor  of  Newfoundland. 
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other  admirals,  that  at  Portfmouth  alfo.  We  muft  no* 
Omit  that,  in  the  month  of  September  1780,  he  hoi  (led 
his  flag  on  board  the  Viftory,  and  commanded,  during  one 
cruife,  a  divifion  or  fquadron  in  the  Channel  fleet*  then 
tinder  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Darby ;  but  being  griev- 
oufly  affli&ed  with  the  gout,  infomuc'h  that  he  was  unable 
to  quit  Jiisfhipi  even  "to  attend  councils  of  war,  which 
were  during  the  whole  cruife  held  on  board  his  fhip, 
inftead  of  the  commander-in*chiePs,  he  compulfively 
quitted  this  aftive  ftation  on  the  return  of  the  fleet  into 
port.  We  believe  him  to  have  been  married,  on  the  23d 
of  January,  1788,  by  fpecial  licence,  at  Dunfborough- 
houfe,  Ripley,  Surry,  to  Mifs  Onflow,  only  daughter  of 
George  Onflow,  efq.  many  years  member  of  parliament 
for  the  town  of  Guilford.  This  marriage  he  does  not 
appear  to  have  long  furvived,  though  we  are  not  accu- 
rately acquainted  with  the  precife  time  of  his  death,  which 
certainly  took  place  during  the  current  or  enfuing  year* 

EVANS,  John, — entered  into  the  navy  at  the  early  age 
of  I4years,  in  17*31 ;  butwe  know  nothing  farther  concern* 
ing  him  for  a  confiderable  period,  except  that  he  was  pro- 
moted from  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  to  be  commander  of  a 
{loop  of  war,  on  the  20th  of  Auguft,  1746.  He  is  ftated, 
as  well  in- Mr.  Hardy's  as  in  other  naval  lifts,  to  have 
been  commiflioned  as  a  poll  captain  to  the  Flamborough* 
-  on  the  20th  of  April,  1748,  and  that  he  retained  that  com- 
mand three  days  only ;  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  he 
Temovcd  into  fome  other  fi.ip.  We  know  him,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  month  of  April,  to  have  been  appointed  to 
the  Squirrel,  which  may  probably  reconcile  us  to  the  fore- 
going account.  We  hear  nothing  of  him  after  this  time 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1753,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Rye.  In  the  month  of  Auguft  or  September  1755* 
he  was  promoted  to  the  Prince  Edward  of  forty  guns,  and 
in  1757,  as  well  as  during  a  part  of  the  enfuing  year,  com-  . 
jnanded  the  Prefton,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  em- 
ployed on  the  home  or  Channel  fervice,  and  in  the  Bay  of 
Bifcay.  He  was  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean, 
where,  we  believe  him  to  have  continued  during  the 
remainder  of  the  war ;  but  for  the  fame  reafons  given  in 
other  inftances^  that  is  to  fay,  the  fear  or  inability  of  the 
enemy,  which  prevented  them  from  making  any  attempt  to 
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fit  out  a  naval  armament  able  to  face  that  of  Britain* 
was  not  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with  any  opportunity 
of  diftinguiflbing  himfelf  during  that  period,  except  hav- 
ing, in  the  month  of  February,  1758,  aflifted  in  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Orphee,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  {hips  be- 
longing to  the  marquis  du  Quefne's  fmall  fquadron,  which 
endeavoured  to  pufli  forward  from  Toulon  to  reinforce 
de  la  Clue  at  Carthagena. 

We  do  not  find  him  holding  any  command  after  the 
conclufion  of  the  war,  till  the  year  1767,  when  the  wa* 
appointed  to  the  Augufta,  a  third  rate  of  fixty-four  guns* 
Rationed  as  a  guardmip  at  Chatham.  *  In  this  command 
he  continued  during  the  ufually  allotted  period  of  three 
years.     In  1774  he  was  captain  of  theRamillies,of  feventy- 
four  guns,  then  (rationed  as  a  guardftiip  at  Chatham* 
How  long  he  continued  in  this  (hip  does  not  appear,  but 
he  is  not  again  found  in  commiffion  till  the  year  17789 
when,  having  hoi  (led  his  broad  pendant,  as  a  commodore 
on  board  the  Invincible,  of  feventy-four  guns,  he  was 
fent  out  to  Newfoundland,  as  fecond  in  command  under 
vice-admiral  Montague.     He  was  detached  by  the  admi- 
ral, in  the  month  of  September,  with  a  fmall  force,  con- 
filling  of  the  Roraney,  of  fifty  guns,  with  four  or  five 
frigates  and  (loops  of  war,  having  a  party  of  artillery  and 
two  hundred  marines  on  board,  to  take  pofleflion  of  the 
iflands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  which  were  at  that 
time  occupied,  according  to  treaty,  by  the  French.     The 
governor,  not  having  even  heard  of  the  commencement  of 
hoftilities,   furrendered  at  the  firft  fummons;   and  the 
commodore,  having  fo  eafily  atchieved  a  bioodlefsconqueft, 
immediately  returned  to  Newfoundland,  it  being  unfafe 
to  continue,  at  that  feafon  of  the  year,  on  fo  dangerous  a 
coalt    On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  Mr*  Evans  was 
advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white;  as  he  moreover 
was,  on  the  26th  of  September,  1780,  to  be  vice-admiral 
of  the  blue*     The  only  commiffions  he  appears  to  have 
held,  as  a  flag  officer,  during  the  war,  was  the  command 
in  the  Downs,  having  his  flag  en  board  the  Dromedary 
during  a  part  of  the  year  1780 ;  and  that  at  Spithead  dur- 
ing part  of  the  years  1781  and  2y  having  his  flag  on  board 
the  Diligente,  of  feventy  guns,  a  prize  taken  from  the 
Spaniards  by  admiral  Rodney. 
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This  gentleman  experienced  nd  advancement  from  tntf 
rank  he  obtained,  in  1780,  till  the  24th  of  September,'. 
1787,  when  he  was  raifed  to  that  of  Vice-admiral  of 
the  white;  and  oh  the  aift  of  September,  1790,  to  the 
lame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron.  On  the  lft  of  February, 
1793,  he  was  farther  promoted  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue, 
but  did  not  long  furvive  his  laft  advancement,  dying 
at  Feltham  on  the  15th  of  July,  1794*  in,  the  feventy- 
feventh  year  of  his  age;  after  having,  a*  is  etfewherc 
remarked,  paffcd  fixty-three,  with,  the  higheft  honour, -in 
.the  fervice  of  his  country* 

HALDANE,  Robert,— was,  on  the  14th  of  February^ 
1747*8*  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Shoreham  frigate : 
but  no  other  information  relative  to  this  gentleman  has 
come  to  our  knowledge  till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1756*  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Triton,  of  twenty 
guns.  In  1757  he  commanded  the  Loweftofle,  a  (hip  of 
the  fame  force  with  the  Triton,  on  the  Newfoundland 
fiation.  How  long  he  continued  in  this  {hip  we  have 
been  unable  to  afcertain  with  precifion ;  but,  early  in 
7760,  he  commanded  the  America,  of  fixty  guns,  and  was 
ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  in  company  with  captain 
Tinker,  in  the  Medway  of  the  fame  force,  and  two  fri- 
gates* He  arrived  fafely  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year; 
and  immediately  on  his  jun&ion  with  the  Britifh  fqua- 
dron, then  employed  in  that  quarter  under  the  command 
of  Mr.  Stevens,  was  left  by  the  admiral,  he  being  com-, 
pelled  to  quit  the  coaft  for  the  purpofe  of  refitment,  to 
carry  on  the  very  important  fervice  of  blockading 
Pondicherry  by  fea.  The  force  left  under  his  orders  for 
this  purpofe  confided  of  five  (hips  of  the  line;  and  the 
following  memorable  encomium  on  hisconduft  was  publicly 

tiven  by  fir  Eyre  Coote,  who  commanded  the  army,  in' 
is  difpatches  to  government. 
"  I  fhould  likewife  do  great  injuftice  to  captain  Hal- 
dane,  if  I  oniitted  to  mention  his  attention  and  afiiduity 
for  the  public  fervice,  during  his  having  the  command  of 
the  fhips  left  on  the  coaft  by  Mr.  Stevens,  and  of  his  doing 
every  thing  that  could  be  wifhed  or  expe&ed  from  a  good 
and  gallant  officer.'* 
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.  He  unhappily  did  not  long  furtive  this  opportunity 
Vhich  he  To  well  unproved,  of  adding  to  his  pofthumous 
fame,  dying  on  the  22d  of  Auguft  following,  having,  t>(l 
the  time  of  his  death,  retained  the  command  of  the 
America. 

HOLBURNE,  William,  —  the  brother  of  admiral 
Francis  Holburne,  of  whom  we  have  already  given  forite 
account  *,  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of 
war  on  the  21  ft  of  April,  1747  ;  and  oh  the  15th  of  the 
fame  month  in  the  enfuing  year,  was  advanced  to  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Prince  Frederic.  We  have  no  farther  ac- 
count of  this  gentleman  till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1755,  when  he  was  appointed  to  command  the  Ramillies, 
a  fecond  rate,  under  his  brother,  who  hoifted  his  broad 
pendant  on  board  that  fhjp.  The  commodore  removing 
foon  afterwards  into  the  Terrible,  captain  Holburne  was 
appointed  to  the  Newcaftle,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the  fliips 
put  into  commiflion,  at  Portfmouth,  in  confequence  of 
the  rupture  then  apprehended  with  France.  Early  in  the 
year  1757  he  was  promoted  to  the  command  of  the  New- 
ark, of  eighty  guns,  on  board  which  ihip  his  brother 
hoifted  his  flag  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  expedition 
ordered  againft  Louifburg.  The  various  particulars 
which  took  place  during  this  unfortunate  expedition  hav- 
ing been  already  given  in  the  life  of  the  admiral,  it  is 
neediefs  to  enter  into  any  ufelefs  repetition  of  them.  After 
the  return  of  captain  Holburne  to  England  he  continued 
in  the  Newark,  and,  indeed,  never  afterwards  removed 
into  any  other  fhip.     He  died  on  the  ift  of  April,  1760. 

HUGHES,  Sir  Edward,— was  the  fon  of  a  private 
gentleman  of  good  family,  poffeiTed  of  a  refpeftable  pro- 
perty in  Hertford  (hire.  Of  the  town  of  Hertford,  if  we 
miftake  not,  his  father  was  many  years  an  alderman,  and 
once,  if  not  oftener,  mayor.  The  fubjeft  of  this  memoir 
was  early  in  life  intended  for  the  naval  fervice,  and 
accordingly  went  to  fea  when  very  young;  but  the 
flrft  extraordinary  mention  we  find  made  of  him  is,  that 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  as  a  reward 
for  his  fervices  under  Mr.  Vernon,  at  the  capture  of  Porto 
fiello,  his   firft  comtniflion  in  that  ftation  being  dated

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Aogoft  «5,  1740*  Our  next  account  of  him  is  in  the 
year  1747,  at  which  time  he  continued  to  hold  the  fame 
tank,  and  went  out  to  Louifburg  paflenger  in  the  War- 
wick* with  a  particular  and  fpecial  recommendation  to 
commodore  Knowles.  The  encounter  which  took  place 
between  the  fhip  in  which  he  embarked,  and  the  Gloriofo 
Spantfli  fhip  of  war,  carrying  feventy  guns,  have  been 
already  related  in  our  account  of  the  captains  Crook- 
ibanks  and  Erflrine*.  The  former  gentleman  has  been 
particularly  fevere  on  the  condu£t  of  Mr.  Hughes  relative 
to  that  affair.  He  charges*  in  the  firft  inftance,  captain 
Erfktne  with  having  fent  off  Mr.  Hughes  in  a  clandeftine 
manner,  by  the  Montague  Bilander,  with  a  complaint 
againft  Mr.  Crook  (hanks  to  the  commodore,  and  that 
Mr.  Hughes  took  that  opportunity  of  very  unwarrantably 
mifreprefenting  hisconduct.  On  the  5th  of  September  Mr, 
Hughes  wmsappointed,by  order  from  commodore  Knowles, 
lb  command  the  Lark  pro  tempore,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain 
CrookQianks,  who  was  fufoended.  Capt.  Crookfhanks  in 
his  harrative,  takes  occafion  to  make  many  complaints 
againrt  the  behaviour  of  Mr*  Hughes,  while  continuing  in 
this  (ration ;  but  we  muft  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  it  is  one 
of  the  frailties  of  human  nature  to  condemn,  and  in  terms 
perhaps  rather  too  har(h,  thofe  whom  we  fufpe&  of  think- 
mg  us  to  have  a£ked  improperly. 

The  trial  of  captain  Crookflianks  being  concluded,  and 
he  fufpended  from  all  command,  Mr.  Hughes  was  regu- 
larly appointed,  by  the  commodore,  to  the  command  of 
the  Lark,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  February  the  6th, 
1747-8.  This  was  afterwards  allowed  by  the  admiralty, 
and  Mr.  Hughes  took  rank  as  pott  captain  according  to 
that  date.  We  hear  nothing  farther  of  him  till  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1756,  when  he  was  appointed  cap- 
tain of  the  Deal  Cattle,  a  fhip  of  twenty-four  guns*  He 
is  faid  to  have  been  fent  out  to  the  Mediterranean  in  the 
month  of  September,  a  paflenger  on  board  the  Ambufcade, 
to  take  the  command  of  the  Intrepid,  as  fucceflbr  to  cap- 
tain Young,  who  was  ordered  home  to  England  as  an 
evidence  on  the  approaching  trial  of  Mr.  fiyng.  Wc 
have  not,  however,  any  certain  particulars  that  can,  in  the 
fmallefttlegree,  warrant  our  pofitively  attesting  he  did  hold 
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*  See  vol.  v.  p.  150  and  170, 
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the  command  juft  ftated.  In  1757  he  was  clptaln  of  the  . 
Somerfet,  of  (eventy-four  guns,  on  the  American  ftation, 
and  continued  w  the  fame  (hip  nearly  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war*,  employed  at  the  latter  part  of  it  on  the  . 
Mediterranean  ftation  t.  He  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  fubfequent  command  after  this  till  the  latter  end  of 
the  year  1770,  when,  on  the  orofped  of  a  rupture  with 
Spam  relative  to  the  Falkland  Iflands,he  was  again  appointed 
captain  of  the  Somerfet.  He  remained  in  this  (hip 
during  the  three  fucceeding  years,  and  at  the  condufion 
of  that  time  was  appointed  to  the  Eaft  India  ftation 
with  the  rank  of  commodore.  He  accordingly  pro- 
ceeded thither  in  the  Salifbury,  of  fifty  guns;  and,  after 
remaining  there  till  the  year  1777,  returned  to  Europe, 
being  fucceeded  in  his  command  by  fir  Edward  Vernon, 
and  having  met  with  no  occurrence,  while  abfent  there, 
lingular  enough  to  attraft  our  notice. 

On  the  23d  of  January,  17781  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank 
of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and  in  the  beginning  of  the 
eafuing  year. was  again  appointed  to  command  in  chief  in 
the  Eaft  Indies.  A  (hort  time  previous  to  this  he  was 
honoured  with  the  order  of  the  Bath.  He  hoifted  his 
flag  on  board  the  SuperJ*,  of  feventy-four  guns,  and  pro- 
ceeded fpr  Ifidia.  with  the  following  force,  exclufive  of 
the  flag  (hip;  the  Exeter  and  Burford,  of  feventy  guns ; 
the  Eagle,  Belleifle,  and  Worcefter,  of  fixty-four  guns 
each :  the  Vengeance,  of  feventy-four  guns,  accompanied 
him  part  of  the  way,  and  then  parted  company  for  the 
Weft  Indies.  On  his  paflage  to  India  he  reduced,  with- 
out difficulty,  the  French  fettiement  of  Goree,  on  the 
coaft  of  Africa;  and  on  his  arrival  in  India,  finding  the 
enemy  had  no  naval  force  in  that  quarter  capable  of  con- 
tending with  his  fquadron,  the  Belleifle,  together  with  the 
Afia  and  Rippon,  which  the  rear-admiral  found  there  under 
commodore  Vernon,  were  ordered  to  England  with  that 
gentleman  foon  afterwards. 

*  In  1758  he  Served  alfo  with  the  higheft  credit  on  the  American 
ftation,  in  the  memorable  and  fuccefsful  expedition  againft  Louifburg, 
tinder  the  aufpiccs  of  Mr.  Bofcawen ;  ai  he  afterward*  did  in  that 
undertaken  againft  Quebec,  by  general  Wolfe  and  fir  Ch.  Saunders. 

t  A  flaort  time  before  the  peace  took  place  he  was  removed,  by  fir  ^ 
C  Saunders,  from  the  Somerfet  to  the  Blenheim,  of  ninety  guns,  fir  * 
Charles  having  bis  flag  on  board  the  fliip  laft-mentioned. 
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Every  thing  remained  in  almoft  a  perfefi  (late  of  tran- 

r'llity*,  far  as  the  French  were  concerned,  till  the  end  of 
year  1781.'  All  the  fettlements.onihoretthat  had  been 
poflefled  by  the  enemy  having  been  reduced  by  the  army, 
and  th<  fquadron  meeting  with  no  opponent,  the  admiral 
wa«  obliged  to  content  himfelf  with  the  fatisfa&ion  of 
continuing  undiiturbed  matter  of  thofe  feas^.  At  laft, 
however,  France,  who  had  long  been  preparing  to  re- 
eftablifh  an  equality,  if  not  fuperiority  of  force  in,  that 

Jjuarter,  and  had  accordingly  difpatched  thither  feveral 
mall  reinforcements,  which,  on  account  of  their  appa. 
rently  contemptible  ftrength  had  pafled  unobferved,  or,  at 
Jeaft,  had  been  permitted  to  proceed  unmolefted  from 
Europe,  made  a  grand  effort,  by  fending  out  a  fquadron 
con  filling  of  five  fhips  of  the  line,  befides  feveral  others 
arme  en  flute y  under  the  orders  of  mctnfieur  de  Suffrein,  a 
man  univerfally  and  defervedly  cfteemed  one  of  the  ableft 
commanders  the  enemy  had  in  their  fervice. 

*  The  only  occurrence  worthy  notice  was  the  following  little  fuc- 
ccfsful  enterprize  undertaken  againll  Hydcr  Air's  naval  force,  which 
is  that  related  by  the  vice-admiral  himfelf,  in  a  letter  from  Bombay, 
dated  January  2,  1781. 

•  "  On  the  8th  of  December,  being  off  Mangalore,  the  principal 
fcaport  of\Hyder  Ali  on  the  Malabar  eoaft,  I  faw  two  (hips,  a  large 
{now,  three  ketches,  and  many  fmaller  veflcls,  at  an  anchor  in  the 
road  with  Hyder  Ali's  colours  flying  on  board  them.  Standing 
with  the  fquadion  clofe  into  the  road,  I  found  them  to  be  veflels  of 
force,  and  all  armed  for  war :  on  which  I  anchored  as  clofe  to  the 
enemy's  veflcls  as  poflible,  with  fafety  to  the  (hips,  and  ordered  the 
armed  boats  of  the  fquadron  to  attack  and  deftroy  them,  under  cover 
of  the  fire  of  the  company's  two  armed  fnows,  ^nd  of  the  prize-fbijp 
cut  out  of  Calicut  road,  which  were  anchored. in  (hoal  water  and  dole 
to  the  enemy's  fhips.  This  fcrvice  was  conducted  on  the  part  of  our 
boats  with  a  fpirit  and  activity  that  do  much  honour  to  the  officers 
.  and  men  employed  in  them.  In  two  hours  they  took  and  burnt 
two  (hips,  one  of  twenty-eight,  the  other  of  twenty-fix  pins;  one 
ketch*  of  twelve  guns,  was  blown  up  by  the  enemy  at  the  inftant  our 
boats  were  boarding  her;  another  ketch,  of  ten  guns,  which  cut  her 
cables  and  endeavoured  to  put  to  fea,  was  taken ;  and  the  third  ketch 
with  the  fmaller  veflcls  were  all  forced  on  more,  the  fnow  only 
efcaping  Into  the  harbour,  after  having  thrown  every  thing  overboard  • 
to  lighten  her."

X  On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admi- 
*ral  of  the  red;  and  on  the  26th  of  September,  1780,  to  be  vice  of 
the  blue. 
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The  French  chefd  efcadre  arrived  in  India  at  the  latter  end 
of  the  year  1 781 ,  and  irnmediately  prepared,  with  the  utmoft 
adivity  and  refolution,toconteft  that  naval  fuperioritywhich 
the  Britiih  fquadron  had  fo  long  and  fo  uninterruptedly  pofc 
fdfed.  Sir  Edward,  who  on  his  part  had  been  Joined  by 
the  Monarca,  of  feventy  guns;  the  Hero,  of  feventy-four; 
the  Monmouth,  of  fixty-four,  and  the  Ifis,  of  fifty,  from 
England,  was,  as  may  be  fuppofed,  not  backward  in  ad- 
vancing to  the  conteft.  The  enemy  were  far  ftiperior  in 
force,  their  fquadron  con  fitting  of  twelve  fhips  of  the  line, 
fix  frigates,  and  eight  large  (hips  arme  en  flute  \  while  the 
Britiih  armament  confided  but  of  nine  two-decked  mips, 
one  of  them  carrying  fifty  guns  only,  a  twenty  gun  ihip* 
and  a  firefhip.  The  French  chef  d 'efcadre  appeared  off 
Madras  on  the  15th  of  February,  having  in  company  five 
or  fix  prizes,  taken  from  the  Enghih  during  his  paflage 
from  the  Ides  of  Bourbon.  No  material  event  took 
place  on  that  day,  but  on  the  fucceeding,  five  of  the  Englifh 
prizes  were  re  captured  by  the  Britiih  fquadron,  together 
with  the  Laurifton,  one  of  their  large  fhips  armi  en  flute, 
having  on  board  a  great  number  of  French  officers,  toge- 
ther with  three  hundred  foldiers  belonging  to  the  French 
regiment  of  Laufanne,  and  a  lading  of  the  greateft  confe* 
quence  to  the  enemy,  confiding  of  cannon,  ammunition, 
and  military  (lores  of  different  kinds. 

On  the  17th,  at  daylight,  the  enemy's  fquadron  was 
feen  in  the  north-eaft  quarter,  at  the  diftance  of  three 
leagues.  There  was  very  little  wind,  and  even  that,  foon 
flattened  to  a  perfect  calm.  Light  airs  occafionally  fpnmg 
up  during  the  day,  but  they  were  of  very  (hort  continu- 
ance; and  calms  fucceeded  them  for  fuch  long  intervals  at 
to  prevent  the  fquadrons  from  nearing  each  other,  till  about 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  enemy,  who,  pra&ifing 
a  new  manoeuvre,  had  formed  their  fquadron  in  a  double 
line;  then  taking  advantage  of  their  weatherly  pofition, 
and  a  very  light  breeze  which  favoured  their  attempt, 
bore  down  on  the  Englifh  fquadron,  fo  that  their  headi 
mod  (hips  became  abreaft  of  theSuperbe,  on  board  which 
fir  Edward  had  his  flag.  There  was  not  fufficient  wind 
for  the  (hips  of  the  Britifh  van  to  tack  and  get  into  a&ion, 
fo  that  the  Superbe,  the  Exeter,  the  Monarca,  the  Hero, 
and  the  Ifis,  were  obliged  to  fuftain,  for  three  hours,  a 
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very  unequal  combat  againft  eight  of  the  beft  lhips  in 
the  enemy's  fquadron. 

Monfieur  SufFrein  having,  however,  fuflfered  con* 
fiderably  in  the  encounter,  took  advantage  of  a  fmart 
breeze  of  wind  which  fprung  up  from  the  fouth-eaft  about 
fix  o'clock;  and  in  about  half  an  hour  afterwards,  it  be|ng 
then  nearLy  dark,  hauled  his  wind  and  Rood  to  the  north- 
eaft.  Of  the  Britiih  fquadron,  the  Superbe  arid  Exeter  in 
particular,  had  received  fo  much  injury  in  the  adion,  that 
the  admiral  found  it  neceffary  to  proceed  toTrincomale  to 
refit.  He  arrived  there  on  tbe  04th ;  and  having  ufed  the 
utmoft  expedition  in  procuring  fuch  repairs  as  were  abfo* 
lutely  neceflary  for  the  purpofe  of  rendering  his  fhips  fit 
for  fcrvice,  was  enabled  to  put  to  fea  with  the  fquadron 
on  the  4th  of  March  The  admiral  proceeded  to  Madras, 
but  without  having  been  fortunate  enough  to  difcover  the 
enemy.  On  the  30th  the  Sultan,  of  74  guns,  and  the 
Magnanime  of  fixty-four,  which  had  been  difpatched  from 
JLngland,  joined  him.  Although  thefe  lhips  arrived  in  a 
very  reduced  and  fickiy  ftate,  owing  to  the  fcurvy  which 
raged  violently  among  the  crews,  the  admiral  refolved  not 
to  proceed  to  Madras,  but  to  Trincomale,  to  land  the  tick, 
thinking  that  rneafure  molt  advifeable  for  the  good  of  the 
fervice,  although  it  was  more  than  probable  he  might  fall 
in  with  the  enemy  on  his  patfage,  crippled  as  two  of  his 
lhips  were. 

Sir  Edward  was  not  di (appointed  in  his  conjefture :  on, 
die  8th,  at  noon,  the  enemy  was  difcovered  in  the  north- 
part  quarter ;  notwithftanding  which,  the  Britiih  fquadron 
held  on  its  courfe  for  its  intended  port.  The  enemy  conT 
tinued  in  fight  during  the  three  iucceeding  days  without 
any  encounter  taking  place;  but  on  the  12th,  monfieur; 
SufFrein  having  obtained  the  weather-gage,  in  confequence 
of  fir  Edward  having  bore  $way  for  Trincomale,  which 
was  then  only  fifteen  leagues  diftant,  the  enemy,  confciou* 
of  their  own  Superiority,  croudcd  fail  to  get  up  with  the  rear 
p{  the  Britifh.  Sir  Edward, who,  to  ufe  his  own  words,  did 
not,  in  the  circumstances  he  then  found  himfelf,  either  feck, 
pr  fhun  an  adion,  then  refolved  to  engage  the  enemy, 
rather  than  1  iik  even  the  appearance  of  wiThing  to  avoid 
them.  At  nine  in  the  morning  the  fignal  was  made 
4qt  die  Bmifh  fquadron  to  form  the  line ;  bu$  the  enemy, 
.<'■'•■  '  who. 
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who  were  then  about  fix  miles  diftant,fpent  upwards  of  three 
hours  in  manoeuvring;  and  at  laft,  about  fifteen  minutes 
paft  noon,  bore  away  for  the  purpofe  of  commencing  the 
afiion.  Five  of  their  van  ftretched  forward  to  attack 
that  of  the  Britifh,  while  the  remainder  of  their  force, 
confiding  of  feven  Chips,  attacked  with  their  utmoft  fury 
the  Superbe,  Monmouth,  and  Monarca,  which  formed  fix 
Edward's  center.  Monf.  SufFrein,  in  the  Hero,  together 
with  the  L'Orient,  attacked  the  Superbe  within  piflol- 
(hot.  The  French  admiral,  after  receiving  a  fevere*  fire 
for  about  nine  minutes,  which  did  that  {hip  confi- 
dently damage,  flood  on  to  attack  the  Monmouth, 
making  thereby  room  fox  the  (hips  in  his  rear  to 
come  up  and  attack  the  Superbe.  This  partial  engage* 
ment  which,  from  the  conduct  of  the  enemy,  fell  particu- 
larly heavy  on  the  flag-ftrip  and  the  Monmouth,  continued 
with  great  fury  till  near  feven  o'clock,  when  the  enemy 
drew  off  in  great  diforder :  their  flag- (hi  p,  the  Hero,  was 
fo  confiderablv  damaged  that  SufFrein  was  obliged  to  re- 
move  on  board  the  Hanibal,  another  feventv-four  belong* 
ing  to  his  fquadron.  In  (hort,  the  general  condition  of 
their  (hips  after  the  action  ceafed,  leaves  but  little  room 
to  doubt  it  would  have  ended  in  their  total  defeat,  had 
the  weight  of  the  encounter  been  more  equally  diftri- 
buted. 

The  lofs  fuftained  by  the  Superbe  was  extremely 
heavy,  amounting  to  fifty-nine  men  killed,  and  ninety-fix 
woundgd ;  among  the  former  were  two  of  the  lieutenants, 
and  the  matter.  The  enemy  continued  at  anchor  and  in 
fight  for  five  days,  during  which  time  both  parties  were 
bufily  employed  in  repairing  their  damages,  as  well  as 
could  be  done  at  fea,  neither  being  in  a  condition  to  re- 
new the  attack.  On  the  19th  the  enemy  got  under  fail, 
and  taking  advantage  of  the  Ilea  breeze,  flood  in  for  the 
center  of  the  Britifh  fquadron  with  an  apparent  intention 
of  engaging,  under  the  hope,  as  fir  Edward  himfelf  ima- 
gined, of  getting  poffeflion  of  the  Monmouth,  which  wa$ 
completely  difmaAed,  and  incapable  of  making  any  refift- 
ance.  Such,  however,  was  the  difpofition  made  by  the 
Englifh  admiral,  and  fuch  had  been  the  diligence  notwith- 
standing the  reduced  ftate  of  many  of  the  crews,  which  had 
been  ufed  to  put  the  flaps,  the  Monmouth  excepted,  ia

condition  for  defence,  that  on  a  nearer  approach,  finding 
every  thine  prepared  for  their  reception,  they  thought 
proper  to  haul  their  wind,  ftand  to  the  eaftward,  and 
finally,  fof  a  time,  to  quit  thofe  feas,  where  they  hoped 
to  have  become  victorious,  and  to  have  reigned  triumphant. 
Sir  Edward  having  repaired  his  fhips,  and  in  fome 
meafure  refrefhed  their  crews  at  Trincomale,  according 
to  his  original  intention,  failed  from  thence,  in  fearch  of 
the  enemy,  about  the  20th  of  June  ;  but  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  no  encounter  took  place.  He  was. 
joined  after  this  time  by  fir  R.  Bickerton,  who  had  been 
difpatched,  early  in  the  year  1782*  from  England  with  a 
ftrong  reinforcement,  confiding  of  the  Gibraltar,  of 
eighty  guns ;  the  Cumberland  and  Defence,  of  feventy- 
fotir;  the  Inflexible,  Africa,  and  Sceptre,  of  fixtv-four: 
befides  which  the  Briftol,  of  fifty  guns,' a  (ingle  fliip,  had 
reached  him.  Hoftilities  had  ceafed  in  Europe  early  in 
the  year  1783,  but  intelligence  of  this  event  had  not 
reached  India  in  the  month  of  June,  when,  on  the  13th, 
being  off  Cuddalore,  which  was  then  befieged  by  general 
Stuart,  the  enemy's  fquadron  appeared  in  fight  from  the 
fouthward.  A  variety  of  unconfequential,  and^  of  courfe, 
uninterefting  manoeuvres  took  place  between  this  time  and 
the  20th,  when  the  enemy,  appri fed,  as  it  is  fuppofed,of  the 
hjivock  made  by  the  fcurvyampngthe.crewsofdiffe^entfhips, 
particularly  of  thofe  which  had  arrived  under  commodore 
feickerton,  and  having  alfo  the  advantage  of  the  weather- 

fage,  bore  down  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
eginning  the  aftion  with  an  heavy  cannonade,  which 
-was  returned  with  the  greateft  fpirit  by  the  Britifn  fleet*.' 
It  continued  three  hours,  when  the  enemy  thought  proper 
to  haul  off.  Ori  the  2 2d  they  were  again  defcried  to 
windward,  oflFPondicherry,  and  the  admiral  immediately 
made  fail  towards  them ;  but  no  encounter  took  place. 
The  fcurvy  had  by  this  time  caufed  fuch  havock  in 
the  fquadron,  in  which  there  were  nearly  fifteen  hun- 
dred men  unfit  for  duty,  more  than  half  of  them  in 
the  laft  ftage  of  the  disorder,  that  the  admiral  found  it 

*  It  had  in  this  flurmifh,  for  it  could  fcarccly  be  called  an  engage* 
men],  ninety-nine  men  killed  and  four  hundred  and  thirty- one 
grounded. 
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ab  Mutely  ncceflary  to  proceed  to  Madras,  "where  he 
arrived  on  the  25th,  and  received  information  that 
peace  had  taken  place.  Hoftilities  of  courfe  mutually 
ceafed,  and  the  fleet  returned  to  England,  at  intervals,  in 
divifions.  After  his  arrival  fir  Edward  never  took  upon 
him  any  command.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787, 
he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red;  as  he 
afterwards  was,  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  ad- 
miral of  the  blue.  He  died  at  his  feat  at  Luxboroirgh,  in 
EfTex,  in  a  very  advanced  age,  pn  the  17th  of  February, 

I794-. 

It  is  almoft  needlefs,  in  cafe  of  a  perfon  fo  lately  de- 
ceafed,  to  fay  much  in  commendation  of  thofe  manifold 
private  virtues  which  all  who  knew  him  muft  admit  him 
io  have  poflfefled.  As  to  his  fervices  they  (land  on  record, 
and  from  their  nature  require  not  the  afliftance,  either  of 
panegyric  or  praife  ;  we  fhall  therefore  content  ourfelves 
with  faying,  that  after  acquiring  a  mod  princely  fortune 
in  India,  he  returned  to  his  native  country  neither  arro- 
gant on  account  of  his  wealth,  nor  prefuming  on  his 
worldly  profperity,  but  retaining,  to  the  laft  moment  of  his 
life,  a  benevolence  which  proved  him  truly  worthy  of  the 
riches  he  had  acquired,  and  which  he  appeared  ever  ready  to  * 
diftribute,  on  all  proper  occafions  (unlike  fome  perfons  who 
have  acquired  fortunes  in  the  fame  quarter,  and  have  been 
afterwards  only  diftinguifhed  for  their  meannefs  or  prodi- 
gality) as  though  he  confidered  himfelf  only  the  almoner 
Of  .other's  wealth,  and  not  the  pofTeffor  of  his  own.  It  is 
elfewhere  truly  and  concifely  laid  of  him,  that,  in  private 
life,  the  goodnefs  of  his  heart  led  him  to  ads  of  bene- 
Tolence  which,  though  not  oftentatious  in  themfelves,  will 
remain  recorded  in  the  memories  of  many. 

JEKYLL,  Edward, — the  nephew,  if  we  miftakenot, 
to  fir  Thomas  Jekyll,  mafter  of  the  rolls  during  part  of 
the  reigns  of  king  George  the  Firfl  and  Second,  ferved, 
in  17439  as  lieutenant  of  the  Eflex  under  captain  Norris. 
He  afterwards  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Lion,  a 
fourth  rate,  on  the  5th  of  March,  1747-8.  He  is  faid, 
in  the  year  1754,  to  have  accepted  the  command  of  the 
Happy  floop  of  war,  a  circutnftance  by  no  means'unlikely , 
fs  it  was  then  not  very  uncommon  for  poll  captains  to 
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accept  of  fuch  fubordinate  commands  in  time  of  peace*. 
In  the  year  1756*  about  the  time  the  declaration  of  war 
againft  France  took  place,  he  was  made  captain  of  the 
Flarr.borough,  a  twenty-gun  (hip;  and  was,  very  early  in 
1758,  promoted  to  the  command  of  the  Rippon,  a  new 
fourth  rate  of  fixty  guns,  then  juft  launched.  At  the  clofe 
of  that  year  he  was*  ordered  out  to  the  Weft  Indies  with 
the  fquadron  fent  thither,  under  commodore  Hughes,  to 
attack  the  French  poflTeffions  in  that  quarter.  That  of 
Maitinico  was  firft  undertaken,  and,  as  it  may  be  re- 
membered, failed.  Captain  Jfkyll,  however,  was  highly 
dtflinguifhed  by  the  fupport  he  afforded  captain  Leilie,  of 
the  Biiftol,  in  the  attack  of  Fort  Negro.  After  the  ene- 
my's fire  was  filenced,  the  marines  belonging  to  both  (hips 
Were  put  on  (hore  and  took  pofleflion;  but  having 
rendered  the  guns  unferviceable,  abandoned  it  foon  after- 
wards by  order  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

The  troops  were  landed  the  fame  afternoon  in  Cas  de 
Navires  bay,  about  two  m^es  from  Fort  Negro,  the 
Rippon  being  one  of  the  {hips  ordered  to  cover  the  de- 
barkation. It  was  determined  in  a  council  of  war,  held 
five  days  afterwards,  that  as  the  citadel  of  Fort  Royal  was 
held  to  be  unavailable  by  fea,  the  attack  on  that  place 
fhould  be  abandoned,  and  the  ftorm  of  war  transferred  to 
St.  Pierre,  a  town  at  that  time  of  confiderable  trade  and 
confequence,  defended  by  a  ftrong  regular  fort  or  cita- 
del. The  Rippon  was  ordered  in,  to  filence  a  battery 
erected  about  a  mile  to  the  northward  of  the  town,  and 
the  fignal  being  made  for  all  the  tranfports  to  bear  down 
under  the  commodore's  (Mr.  Moores's)  ftern,  it  was  con- 
jectured an  attack  would  have  immediately  taken  place* 
It  was,  however,  almoft  at  the  fame  inftant*refolved,  in  a 
council  haftily  held,  to  abandon  this  attempt  alfo;  but, 
owing  either  to  confufion,  roiftake,  or  feme  ftrange  for- 
getfulneGs,  the  Rippon  was  fuffered  to  proceed  according 
to  the  firft  order ;  fo  that  captain  Jekyll  naving  brought  up 
againft  the  fort,  attacked  with  the  greateft  fpirit,  and  foon 
Qlenced  it*  Two  freih  batteries  however  were  foon 
opened  againft  this  unfortunate  fhip,  one  on  a  point  of 
land  to  the  northward,  and  the  other  on  a  hill  to  the 
fouthward ;  thefe,  together  with  a  battery  at  the  north 
end  of  the  town,  a,n4  a,  mortar  battery  alfo,  began  at  once 
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ft  tremendous  fire,  which  was  inceffantly  kept  up.  Cap* 
tain  Jekyll,  however,  did  not  defpair,  but  immediately 
began  to  return  the  enemy's  falutation  from  both  fides  of  the 
Aip  at  once,  and  continued  engaged  for  fome  time  without 
either  fuccour,  or  orders  to  defift.  At  length,  after 
fuftaining  this  complicated  cannonade  for  two  hours  and 
an  half,  and  obferving  that  the  bomb-ketches  were  not 
only  called  off,  but  that  the  commodore  and  the  tranfports 
were  two  leagues  from  him,  he  naturally  concluded  that  all 
idea  of  farther  attack  was  abandoned,  and  of  courfc  gave 
orders  that  his  boats  (hould  be  manned  for  the  purpoie  of 
towing  him  off.  The  garrifon  of  the  fort,  which  bad 
been  (ileneed  by  the  Rippon,  finding  at  this  time  the 
fmall  force  they  had  to  oppofe,  and'confequently  refum- 
ing  courage  from  this  circum fiance,  returned  to  their 
guns,  and  not  only  raked  the  Rippon  fore  and  aft,  but 
funk  her  long  boat  after n. 

In  this  (late  of  diftrefe  captain  Jekyll  continued  for  an 
hour,  when  the  commodore  naving  di (patched  boats  to  his 
relief,  and  a  breeze  of  wind  fpringingup  at  the  fame  time, 
the  Rippon  foon  got  out  of  gunlhot.  The  attack  of  Gua<r 
daloupe  being  next  refolved  on,  the  fquadron  made  the 
ifland  on  the  23d  of  the  fame  month  (January),  and  the 
jiext  morning  the  fignal  was  made  by  the  commodore  for 
the  (hips  to  proceed  to  the  feveral  ftations  of  attack  which 
were  affigned  them,  and  begin  their  cannonade.  About 
ten  o'clock  captain  Jekyll  opened  his  (ire  on  a  battery  of 
iix  guns  belonging  to  the  enemy  on  the  Morne  Rouge, 
but  having  ran  in  rather  too  clofe  before  he  let  go  his 
anchor,  the  (hip  tailed, and  (luck  faft,  A  fevengun  battery 
on  the  north  fide  opened  in  fupport  of  that  on  the  Morne 
Rouge,  and  theRippon,  being  aground,  had  to  fuftain  their 
united  fire  in  the  bed  manner  (he  could.  At  two  in  the 
afternoon  the  guns  on  the  Morne  were  a&ually  (ileneed; 
but  the  enemy  finding  the  (hip  was  on  (hore,  affembled  in 
mat  numbers  on  the  brow  of  the  hill  and  kept  up  a  very 
toriflc  fire  from  the  trenches,  which  raked  the  (hip,  killing 
and  wounding  9  number  of  the  crew.  About  three 
p'dock  the  militia  of  the  ifland  having  dragged  an  eigh* 
teen-pounder  up  the  height,  began  to  fire  brifkly  from 
?t,  and  as  the  (lation  taken  by  the  enemy  was  very 
ponfitaably  higher  than  the  ihip,  this  part  of  the  attack 
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was  not  illenced  without  great  difficulty,  nor  till  after  the 
Rippon  had  endured  a  cannonade  of  two  hours  continuance. 

The  officers  and  men  behaved  in  the  midft  of  their  dif- 
ficulties with  the  mod  undaunted  fpirit.  The  colours  of 
the  enemy,  which  they  had  hoifted  in  their  trenches,  were 
Ihot  down  and  never  again  rehoifted.  Some  of  the 
officers  were  wounded ;  and  out  of  twenty-eight  mariners 
Rationed  on  the  poop,  eight  were  killed,  or  difabled.  The 
forecaftle  was  fo  enfiladed  that  the  feamen  quartered  there 
were  obliged  to  abandon  it.  Their  ftate  was  rendered 
the  more  defperate  by  the  Rippon  having  at  that  time 
ninety  men  fick  in  the  hold  ;  to  perfedr,  if  poffible, 
her  diftrefs,  a  box  of  cartridges  blew  up  on  the  poop,  and 
fet  the  (hip  on  fire.  It  is  faid,  that  by  this  time  all  the 
grape-fhot  as  well  as  the  wadding  on  board  the  Rippon 
was  expended,  but  that  the  zeal  of  the  feamen  was  fuch 
that  they  eagerly  tore  up  their  jackets,  and  fhirts  for  th* 
purpofe  of  fupplying  the  want,  and  continued  their  fire 
with  the  utmoft  impetuofity,  while  their  comrades  were 
employed  with  equal  afliduity  in  extinguifhing  the  efieds 
of  the  explofion  juft  mentioned. 

Such  was  the  diftrefled  ftate  captain  Jekyll  and  his  (hip 
were  in,  when  theBriftol,  commanded  by  capt.  Leflie,came 
in  from  fea,  that  officer  obferving  the  critical  fituation  of 
the  Rippon,  moft  gallantly  ran  in  between  her,  and  the 
feven  gun  battery,  from  which  the  (hip  had  received 
her  principal  annoyance  during  the  ad  ion.  He  imme- 
diately poured  a  broadfide  on  the  enemy,  and  the  marines 
at  the  fame  time  flanking  the  aflailants,  the  Rippon  ex- 
perienced fome  relaxation  from  attack. 

At  half  paft  five,  the  commodore  fent  an  officer  on 
board  the  Rippon  with  orders  for  that  (hip  to  tow  off^ 
but  being  aground,  thofe  of  courfe  became  void.  At 
feven  o'clock,  the  batteries  of  the  enemy  being  filenced, 
the  bomb-ketches  ftood  in,  and  attacked  the  town,  a  cir- 
cumflance  which  in  fome  degree  diverted  the  attention  of 
the  enemy  from  the  Rippon.  At  nine  o'clock,  that  (hip 
having  ran  her  larboard  guns  over  her  (larboard  fide,  and 
ftarted  thirty  tons  of  water  in  the  forehold,  fet  all  her 
boats  afloat,  hoping  they  would  be  able  to  tow  her  off. 
The  attempt,  however,  was  ineffe&ual,  the  anchors  came 
home,  and  the  (hip  remained  immoveable ;  but  about  twelve 
p'docfc  at  night,  contrary  to  the  expc&ation  of  every 
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perfon  on  board,  the  (hip  gave  a  fudden  ftart  and  floated. 
All  difficulties  then  ceafed,  and  captain  Jekyll  foon  after- 
wards confidered  himfelf  out  of  ail  danger.     He  returned 
to  Europe  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  and  retained  the 
command  of  the  fame  (hip,  in  which  he  was  afterwards 
employed  on  the  home  ftation  till  the  year  1 762*.  The  Rip- 
pon  was  then  ordered  to  be  difoiantled,  and  captain  Jekyll  \ 
does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command  till 
the  year  1 770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Egmont, of  74 
guns,  one  of  the  (hips  put  into  com  million  on  the.  appre- 
hension of  a  rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland 
I  (lands,  and  afterwards  ftationed  as  a  guard  (hip  at  Portf- 
mouth.     In  this  command  he  continued  during  the  pe- 
riod ufually  allotted  to  it,  but  never  accepted  of  any  fub- 
fequent one.     He  died  full  of  years  and  honour,  although 
he  never  lived  to  attain  an  higher  rank  than  that  of  a 
private  captain,  on  the  26th  of  June,  1776. 

KELLER,  Edward,— was,  on  the  20th  of  November, 
1744,  raifed  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  to  be  commander 
of  a  floop  of  war.  On  the  23d  of  April,  1748,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Flambo rough,  and  having 
fbon  afterwards  removed  into  the  Mermaid,  was  ordered 
vy  South  Carolina,  where  he  died  in  the  year  1750. 

KIRK,  James.  —  This  gentleman  was  appointed  a 
lieutenant  on  the  29th  of  January,  1742-3.  On  the  23d 
of  June,  1 748,  during  which  interval  we  have  no  account 
of  him,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Elizabeth. 
His  next  command,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  inveftigate, 
was  that  of  the  Lynn,  a  forty-gun  (hip,  to  which  he  waff 
appointed  early  in  1755.  He  retained  this  command  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1759,  and  in  the  preceding 
autumn  was  employed  in  convoying  the  homeward-bound 
fleet  from  Jamaica;  but  we  are  not  acquainted  with  the 
length  of  lime  he  had  been  employed  on  the  Weft  India 
ftation.  His  voyage  to  England  was  far  from  being  agree* 
able  to  him,  as  appears  by  the  following  memorandum. 
"  Admiralty-office,  Oft.  29,  1758. 

"  A  letter  from  captain    Kirk,   commander   of  his 
majefty's  (hip  Lynn,  convoy  to  the  Jamaica  fleet  con- 

*  In  the  month  of  March  1761,  being  on  a  cruife,  he  fell  in  with 
and  engaged  the  Prothee,  a  French  man  of  war  of  fixty- four  guns, 
which  however  got  away,  her  force  being  fuperior.    The  Rippon  had  ' 
tight  men  killed,  added  to  which  one  of  her  lower-deck  guns  burft. 
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lifting  of  one  hundred  and  forty-feven  fail,  was  this  day 
made  public,  complaining  of  the  difregard  paid  to  his 
fignals  by  many  of  the  merchantmen,  and  of  the  obftinat* 
and  untowardly  behaviour  of  others,  by  which  the  fleet 
ftiffered  much,  but  more  particularly  rep refenttng  the 
irregularities  committed  by  feveral  of  the  crews  on  the 
Spanifh  fettlements  where  they  were  obliged  to  put  in  for 
water,  by  which  much  offence  was  given  to  the  governor 
of  the  Havanna,  and  much  injury  done  to  the  poor  people, 
whofe  cattle  and  hogs  they  killed  and  carried  off  in  num- 
bers without  referve,  after  they  had  hofpitably  fhevm 
them  where  they  might  be  fupplicd  with  water." 

This  gentleman  was,  foon  after  his  arrival  in  England, 
promoted  to  command  the  America,  of  fixty  guns,  one 
of  the  fquadron  fent  out  under  Mr.  Bofcawen,  early  in 
the  enfuing  year,  to  the  Mediterranean.  He  diftinguifhed 
himfelf  extremely  in  the  attack  made  on  M.  de  la  Clue's 
fquadron.  On  the  day  fucceeding  the  adion  captain  Kirk 
was  ordered,  together  with  captain  Pratton  in  the  Intre- 
pid* to  deftroy  the  Ocean,  M.  de  la  Clue's  flag-fhip, 
which,  after  having  been  confiderably  damaged  in  the 
action,  ran  among  the  breakers  to  avoid  falling  into  the 
hands  of  the  Englifh.  Captain  Pratten  having  let  go  hift 
anchor  too  foon,  was  not  able  to  join  in  the  attack  ;  but 
captain  Kirk,  more  fortunate  in  his  operations,  got  in,  and 
performed  the  fervice  alone.  The  Ocean  furrendered 
immediately  on  receiving  the  fire  of  the  America,  and 
captain  Kirk,  on  fending  his  lieutenant  on  board*,  finding 
it  impoffible  to  get  the  (hip  off,  fet  her  on  fire. 

Captain  Kirk  quitted  the  command  of  the  America 
immediately  after  'his  return  to  England,  that  fhip  being 
ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  never  afterwards  accepted 
of  any  naval  command.  In  1777  he  was  appointed  one 
of  the  commiflioners  of  the  vi&ualling-office,  a  ftation 
which  he  continued  uninterruptedly  to  hold  for  ten  years, 
till  the  time  of  his  death,  an  event  which  happened 
in  the  courfe  of  the  month  of  Oftober,  1787. 


*  M.  de  la  Clue,  having  one  of  his  legs  broken,  and  the  other 
materially  wounded,  had  been  landed  about  half  an  hour;  but  the 
captain,  with  a  confide r able  number  of  officers  and  men,  were  found 
•n  board,  which  of  courfe  were  made  prisoners. 
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LLOYD,  William, — was,  from  being  commander  of 
the  Otter  floop  of  war,  on  the  12th  of  January, 
1747-8,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Invincible.  There 
was  at  this  time  a  captain  John  Lloyd  *  in  the  navy ; 
from  this  circumftance,  as  we  have  obferved,  on  former 
occafions,  no  (mall  difficulty  has  arifen  to  us  in  the  attempt 
to  difcriminate  between  them,  and  appoint  to  each  their 
proper  refpe&ive  commands.  We  can  only  fay,  that  in 
1753  a  captain  Lloyd  commanded  the  Arundel,  and  two 
years  afterwards  the  Chefterfield,  without  peremptorily 
allotting  thofe  fliips  to  either  of  thefe  gentlemen.  In  1756 
however  we  believe  this  individual  gentleman  to  have  com- 
manded the  Newcaftle,  of  flxty  guns,  which  he  quitted  in 
.the  enfuing  year..  We  have  no  account  of  any  fubfequent 
command  held  by  him  during  the  continuance  of  the  war, 
except  that  of  the  Conqueror,  a  third  rate  of  feventy-four 
guns,  employed  on  the  home  or  Channel  flat  ion.  In  the 
month  of  April  he  returned  from  Cadiz  with  a  convoy, 
and  remained  after  that  time,  we  believe,  either  in  port, 
or  employed  on  very  fhort  cruifes,  till  the  25th  of 
O&ober,  a  day  rendered  remarkable  by  two  unfortunate 
events,  the  death  of  king  George  the  Second,  and  the  lofs 
of  the  Conqueror,  which  having  ran  aground,  through  the 
mifcoadu&  of  the  pilot,  on  St.  Nicholas's  Ifland  in  Ply- 
mouth harbour,  was  there  totally  loft. 

Captain  Lloyd  was  honourably  acquitted  of  all  blame 
on  the  foregoing  account,  but  we  believe  never  afterwards 
accepted  of  any  naval  command.  On  the  23d  of  Janu- 
ary, 1773,  he  was  advanced  to  the  ra  k  of  rear-admiral 
of  the  bluet,  as  he  was  farther,  on  the  19th  of  March, 
1779,  to  that  of  rear  of  the  red.  On  the  26th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1780,  he  was  promoted  to  be  vice-admijal  of  the 
blue;  and  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  to  they  fame 
rank  in  the  red  fquadron.  On  the  id  of  February,  1793, 
he  was  made  admiral  of  the  blue ;  as  he  was  moreover  of 
the  white  on  the  16th  of  April,  1795*  This  his  laft 
.promotion,  and  which  indeed  was  to  the  higheft  rank  in 
the  "navy,  he  did  not  long  furvive,  dying,  at  his  feat  at

t  In  the  month  of  March  a  general  report  and  belief  wa*  circu- 
lated of  thii  gentleman's  death. 
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Tumham-green,  on  the  19th  of  July,  1796,  in  the  71ft 
year  of  his  age.  It  is  faid,  in  the  obituary  of  the  Gcri> 
tleman's  Magazine  for  the  month  laft-mencioned,  that  he 
died  without  iflue,  and  left  the  principal  part  of  his  pro- 
perty to  Thomas  Stepney,  efq.  one  of  the  grooms  of  the 
chamber  to  his  royal  highnefs  the  duke  of  York. 

MARSH,  Henry, — was,  on  the  12th  of  March,  1747-8, 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Chichefter.  Many  per- 
sons have  confounded  this  gentleman  with  captain  Wil- 
liam Marfh,  who  commanded  the  little  expedition  againft 
Senegal  in  1757,  and  of  whom  fome  account  has  been 
already  given*.  Many  lifts  of  naval  officers  have  this 
gentleman  inferted  as  captain  of  the  Harwich  at  that 
time :  but  it  is  not  poilible  this  Ihould  be  otherwife  than 
a  miftake,  from  the  circumftance  of  captain  Marfh  hav- 
ing been  commanding-officer  of  the  expedition  juft -men- 
tioned. Captain  Sayer,  who  was  fenior  to  captain  H. 
Marfh,  was  then  captain  of  the  Naflau,  one  of  that  fqua- 
dron,  a  circumftance  which  fixes,  beyond  a  doubt,  the 
identity  of  this  command  with  captain  William  Marfh, 
and  would  be  fufficient  to  Drove  the  miftake,  had  we  no 
other  information.  We  mall  take  this  opportunity  of 
correcting  a  flagrant  error  inadvertently  committed  in  the 
account  of  that  gentleman  t.  He  is  there  faid  to  have 
commanded  the  Naflau  at  the  time  of  that  expedition, 
when  the  fafi  is,  he  never  in  his  life  was  captain  of  that 
fhip ;  the  miftake  made  by  us  arofe  from  taking  the  ac- 
count too  fuperfic tally  from  the  general  hiftory,  in  which 
the  Naflau  is  ftated  as  the  commodore's  fhip. 

The  ftrlt  authentic  account  we  have  of  captain  H. 
Marfh,  after  his  promotion  to  the  Chichefter,  is  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1762,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  Catherine  yacht,  in  which  he  remained 
till  1765,  when  fome  accounts  ftate  him  to  have  been 
made  captain  of  the  Triumph  guard  fhip,  of  74  guns. 
Admitting  thefe  to  be  correct,  a  circumftance  we  much 
doubt,  he  certainly  quitted  that  fhip  in  the  enfuing  yeajr, 
and  was  appointed  to  the  St.  Anthonio,of  fixty  guns.  This 
fcip  had  been  taken  in  the  preceding  war  from  theSpaniards 
at  the  Havannah,  and,  at  the  time  juft  ftated,  was  put  into

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•commiffion  as  a  guardfhfp  at  Portfmouth.  He  held  this 
ftation  till  the  end  of  the  year  1768,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  captains  on  the  eftablifhment  of  Green- 
wich-hefpital.  He  did  not  long  enjoy  this  honourable 
retirement,  dying  in  the  year  177a. 

MARTllS,  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
-lieutenant  on  the  09th  of  Auguft,  1746,  and  appears  to 
liave  continued  in  the  intermediate  one,  of  commander  of 
a  floop  of  wafr  a  very  (hort  time,  not  improbably  during  a 
•few  days  only.  On  the  16th  of  Auguft,  1748,  he  was 
appointed  captain  of  the  Nonfuch ;  after  which  time  wo 
have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the  year  1751, 
when  we  find  him  appointed  to  the  Blandford,  of  twenty 
(guns.  The  next  mention  made  of  this  gentleman  is  in. 
*he  end  of  the  year  1757,  when  he  is  ftated  to  hare  been 
captain  of  the  Salisbury  on  the  Eaft  India  ftation.  His 
-name  does  not  however  occur  as  holding  this  command* 
in  any  of  the  lines  of  battle  given  by  admiral  Pocock  m 
iis  dispatches;  nor  is  his  name  even  given  as  captain  of 
*ny  other  fliip;  neverthefefs  he  is  ftated  to  have  been 
wounded  by  a  lplinter  in  the  leg,  in  the  aflion  which  took 
place  on  the  3d  and  4th  of  Auguft,  1758.  He  muft  at 
any  rate  have  returned  from  the  Eaft  Indies  foon  after  this 
Sitae,  fox  on  the  20th  of  May,  1760,  he  was  married,  in 
England,  to  the  only  daughter  of  admiral  Rowley.  We 
do  not  find  him  to  have  accepted  of  any  command  after 
-hi*  return  to  England,  nor  indeed  have  we  any  farther  par- 
ticulars concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  on  the  27th 
of  June,  1766. 

MIL/BANKE,  Mark. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  is  the  third  fon  of  Ralph  Milbanke,  of  Halnaby 
ki  the  county  of  York,-  baronet,  and  Anne  his  fecond  wife, 
daughter  to  Edward  Delaval,  of  South  Diffington,  in  the 
county  of  Northumberland,  efq.  Having  entered  into 
tfcelea  fcrvice,  he  was,  on  the  13th  of  September,  174^ 
'advanced  to  be 'commander  of  a  floop  of  war,  and  pro- 
moted from  that  ftation  by  commiffion,  bearing  date  May 
the  2tft,  1748,  appointing  him  captain  of  the  Invernetir. 
We  have  no  account  of  the  fubfequent  commands  held  by 

•  Captain  Somerfct  it  fpecially  dated  in  the  difpatches,  to  bave 
coanutoded  the  Saliftwy  in  the  firft  afiion,  and  captain  Dctt  IS  give* 
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this  gentleman,  or  the  fervices  on  which  he  was  employed, 
till  the  year  1757,  when  he  commanded  theGuernfey,  of 
fifty  guns,  on  the  Mediterranean  flat  ion.  He  continued 
in  the  fame  (hip,  and  alfo  in  the  fame  quarter,  till  the 
year  1761.  In  1759  he  was  concerned  in  the  defeat  of 
M.  de  la  Clue,  as  one  of  the  captains  under  the  orders  of 
Mr.  Bofcawen ;  but  owing  to  the  want  of  any  enemy  to  con- 
tend with,  was  not  fortunate  enough  again  to  meet  with 
any  of  thofe  diftinguifhed  opportunities  of  fignalizing 
himfclf  which  many  of  his  cotemporarie?  met  with  on 
iiations  where  the  operations  of  war  were  more  a&ive. 
We  do  noc  believe  him,  after  quitting  the  Guernfey,  tp 
have  taken  upon  him  any  command  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war ;  nor  does  he  again,  at  I  call  to  our  knowledge, 
appear  holding  a  commiflion  after  its  conclufion  till  the 
year  1777,  when,  on  the  profpeft  of  a  rupture  with  France, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Priucefs  Royal,' a  fecond  rate  of 
ninety  guns.  He  continued  in  this  map  till  the  month  of 
May,  when  Mr.  Byron  having  hoifted  his  flag  on  board 
her  as  comraander-in-chicf  of  a  ftrong  fquadron  deftioed 
for  North  America,  fome  accounts  make  captain  Mil- 
banke  to  have  proceeded  thither  as  his  captain,  and  to  have 
returned  from  thence  early  in  the  enfuing  year.  This 
■circumstance  we  doubt  however  extremely,  aiyt  believe 
him  to  have  quitted  the  Princefs  Royal  on  her  .being  ap- 
pointed to  receive  Mr.  Byron's  flag. 

On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  hi ififelif;  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  a  flag  officer,  as  rear-admiral  of  the  white ; 
from  which  he  was  again  promoted,  on  the  a6th  qf  Sep- 
tember, 1 780,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.    .He  h$ld  no 
.command  as  a  flag  officer  during  tfye  war  till  the  autumn  of 
1782,  except  having  occafionally,  during  the  ahfence. of 
.  lord  Shuldham*  for  ihort  intervals,-  filled  the  oific?  of  porV 
.  admiral  at  Plymouth ;  as  he  alfo  did  at  r\>rtfmouth,on  the 
change  of  ad  mini  ft  ration,  which  took  place  jn  the  raoath 
.of  April,  1782.    .Towards  the  end  of  the  year  juft  ftated  fee 
.  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Ocean,  of  ninety  guns,  being 
appointed  third  in  command  of  the  fleet  fent  out,  under  the 
,  orders  of  lord  Ijpwe,  to  relieve  Gibraltar,     On  thp  return 
of  that  armament  into  port  the  vice-admiral  (truck  his  flag, 
?nd  hoifted  it  on  board  the  Blenheim  on  be ingap pointed  port 
,  admiral  at  Plymouth.     Durijng.  a  part  of  the  yeacs.-(7&5 
and  6,  he  removed  it  into  the  Samp/bn,  of  fi*ty«ibur  fdac, 
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at  thcTamfc  port*  and  retained  the  eooofrartd  during  tV 
period  ufually  allotted  ^q  its.  continuance.  In  1786, 
he  was'  one  of  the  board  of  officers  convened  for  the 
purpofe  of  conCdcring  a  tery  honfenfic^l,  extravagant 
and  expenfive  plan  for  fecuring  the  dock  ^ajds  of  Port?-* 
mouth  and  .Plymouth ;  hut  to  which,  to.  his  honour  be  it 
fpoken*  he,  with  many  others,  mod  fpiritedly  reftifed  his 
aflent.  On  the  24th  of  September*  1 787,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  be  vice-admiral  ot  the  white  \  49  h*  was,  on  the 
it  ft  of  February  f  1790,  to  the  fame  rank  if)  the  red  fqua- 
dron.  In  1790  and  the  two  enfuing  fummers,  he  com- 
manded at  Newfoundland,  having  his' flag  on  board  the  Sa- 
fifbury.  On  the  id  of  .February,  1793,  he  was  mado 
admiral  of  the  blue;  and  of  the  white  on  June  I,  1795. 

PARKER,  Sir  Hyde,— was  prompted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  1.0th  of  January,  1744-5. 
He  appears  to  have  been  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war  for 
a  very  fhort  time  only )  nor  have  we  any  aecount  of  the 
veflcl  or  veffelsin  that  dafs  which  he  was  appointed  to. 
On. the  24th  of  March,  1747-8,  he'  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of.  the  .Lively  frigate*  We  find  no. farther  men- 
tion made  of  him  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  com- 
manded the  Squirrel^  of  tjventy  gunsi  He  is,  howeveft 
no  otherwife  noticed,  than  as  having  Hopped,  at  Emb- 
deny  a  confrdetaWe  quantity  of  forage  intended  for 
the  ufe  of  the  French  army.  Nothing  is  (sad  *  of  hinl 
after  this  time  till  the  month  of  April:  1759,  when 
we  find  htm  to 'have  commanded  the  Brilliant  frigate

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Vrid  Captured  a  large  French  privateer,  called  tfceDafiqtte, 
belonging  to  Bayonne,  carrying  twenty^two  guns  nine- 
founders,  with  a  crew  of  two  hundred  and  ten  men*    In 
"1760  he  wa6  promoted  to  the  Norfolk,  of  feventy-fotrr 

funs,  at  that  time  fent  out  to  the  Eaft  Indies*.  The 
Jorfotk  being  foon  after  its  arrival,  taken  by  admiral 
'Cornifli,  to  be  his  flag-fhip,  captain  Parker  removed  firft 
•into  the  Grafton,  and  from  thence,  in  1762,  into  the 
'Panther,  hi  this  laft  (hip  lie  ferved  under  admiral  Gor- 
-nifli  6ti  thc!memorable  and  foccefsfnl  expedition  agarnft 
Manilla. 

'  He  was  iletached  by  the  commander-in-chief,  on  the 
4th  "of  O&oSer,  With  captain  King  in  the  Argo,  to  fearch 
for  a  galleon,  called  the  Philippine,    from   Acapulco 
bound  to  Manilla,  Which  was  (aid  to  be  then  offCajayagam, 
-between  the  Embocadero  and  Cape  Sptritu  Santos.    Oh 
•the  30th  of  the  fame  month  he  defcried  a  large  veflel,  io 
which  he  imftiediately  gave  £hace,  in  fall  pertuafion  that 
it!  was  the  identical  (hip  he  had  been  fent  in  purfuit  of. 
^Owing  to  the  rapidity  of  a  cdunter-corrent  the  Panther 
-Mhg  driven 'ambngthe'Karanjo's,  was  in  the  utmoft  dan- 
ger of  being  toft,and  Wa^  compelled  to  come  to  an  anchor ; 
tbut  the  Argo,  having  avoided  tile  difficulty,  got  op  with  the 
•enemy  and  began  td  engage.    The  very  great  luperiority 
1tne,Spant(h  fhipspoflefTed  in  point  of  fize,  added  to  the 
^hicknefs  of  her  fides,  enabled  her  to  •  treat  the  Argo  to 
rodghty,  as  to  cdmpel  herto  defift  after  an  aQton  of  two 
.  hours.    The  current  having  in  the  interim  flackened,  capt. 
"Tarker'again  got  under  fail,  and  about  nine  the  next  morn- 
"  ing  began  to  engage  the  chace.     The  defence  was  merely 
:paflive,  for  the  enemy  confided  merely  to  the  ftrengm 
'and  thicknefis  of  'their  fides,  which  the  (hot  of  the  Panther 
were  unable  to  penetrate,  except  in  the  top- fide  or  tipper 
works.     Finding,  however,  that  refiftafice  was  vain,  the 
Spaniards  fuirendered,  after  fuftaining  a  cannonade  6f 
two  hours.    How  great,  however,  was  captain  Parker's 
furprize,  ori  finding  that  his  prize  was  not  the  Philippina 
which  he  had  been  fent  in  fearch  of,  but  the  Santiflirna 

*  In  the  mdntfc  $f  [January,  1760,  heVai  one  of  the  council  'of 
"  war,  convened  at  PondJcherry,  for  the  parpofc  of  infweribg  the  de- 
mand, made  by  governor  Ptgftt,'  that  that  town  fliOttW  be  dcKvened 
ioto  the  hahdj  of  the  Euft  India  company. 
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Trinadada,  which  had  (ailed  from  Manilla,  oathe,fftof 
Auguft,  for  Acapulco ;  but  having  met  with  a,  fe^ftegate 
of  wind  three  hundred  leagues  to  the  eaftward  of  the  &ucp 
bocadero,  was  difinafted,  and  ofxourfe  compelled  to  put 
back  for  refitment.

confifting  of  eight  hundred  and  ten  men,  confidered  them* 
fdves  from  the  (hot  of  their  aflaiknts,  or  they  couWr 
not,  at  fuch  a  period,  have  taken  thofe  measures  for  their; 
defence  fo  coolly.    The  prize  was,  though  inferior  to  the.* 
expe&ed  capture,  of  very  confide rable  value,  exceeding, 
as  it  is  faid,  fix  hundred  thoufand  pounds.    Capt.  Parker 
is  reported  to  have  returned  to  Europe  in  the  Norfolk 
after  the  fwrender  of  Manilla,  and  to  have  arrived  in 
England  wiih  that  ihip  in  the  courfe  of  tfye  year  1764. 

We  find  no  farther,  mention  made  of  this  gentleman 
till  the  year  1777,  when,  he  was  appointed  captain  of  tbo« 
Invincible,  a  third  rate  of  feventy-four  guns,  put  into 
commiflion  in   confequence  of  the  hoftile  appearance. 
which  the  condud  qf  France  then  affumed. 

On  the  23d  of  January,  177-8,  he  was  promoted  to  be. 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and  having  foon  afterwards 
hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Royal  Oak,  was  appointed; 
fecond  in  command  of  the  fquadron  fent  out  to  America 
with  admiral  Byron*  He  afterwards  drifted  his  flag  into.  - 
the  Conqueror,  and  the  misfortunes  which  attended  this 
ill-fated  armament  having  been  already  given  in  the  ac- 
count of  Mr.  Byron,  it  is  needlefs  to  enter  into  any  farther 
repetition  of  them,  than  to  fay  that  the  rear-admiral  arrived: 
at  New  York  on  the  29th  of  Auguft,  carryingin  with  him. 
the  Royal  Oak,  Conqueror,  Fame,  Sultan,  Bedford,  andi 
Grafton,  but  all  of  them  in  a  very  fhatteredand  difabled  ftate* 

The  French  fleet  having  alfo  fuftained  confiderable. 
damage  in  a  gale  of  wind,  retired  about  the  fame  time  to 
Boftoh,  for  the  puqpofe  of  repair  and  re-equipment.  -  Kb 
failed  from  thence  to  the  Weft  Indies  at  the  conclufion-of 
the  year,  and  Mr.  Byxonrwith  Mr.  Parker,  ai^d  the  force! 
under  their  orders,  followed,  M.  D'Eftaing,  the  French 
admiral,  retired  into  Port  Royal,  unwilling  to  truft  to  a 
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coftteft,  at  lead  tSHthc  arrival  of.  a:  nemforccmcnf,  which 
was  daily  ex pefled,  and  would  render  his,flo<ft  tnanifeftljr** 
fuperior  in  point  of  apparent  force,  and  ftrerigtb.  .» ' 

The  feafon  parted  on  without  encounter,  -op  the  inter* 
vtntion  of  any  material  occurrence,  till  the  beginning  of 
the  month  of  July,  when  M.  de  la  Mottc  Piquet  §  having* 
joined  D'Eftaihg  with  a  (bong  fquadron,'  the  lattfer  yen-  . 
tured  to  fea,  and  attacked  the  ifland  of  Grenada.  The 
Bfitifh  fleet  purfued,  but  that  colony  was  fo  little  capable 
of  defence  that  it  furrendered  before  Mr.^Byron  could  get 
up,  and  M.  D  Eftaing,  with .  twenty-feven  (hips  of  the 
line,  called  up  fufficijent  reiblueum  to  ftand  out  to  fea, 
with  an  apparent  intention  of  deciding  the  fate  of  .the 
Britifh  Weft  Indies  by  a  decifiye  conteft  with  Mr.' Byron, 
whofe  whple  fleet  amounted  only  to  twenty-one,  Mr, 
Parker  commanded  the  rear-divifion,  and  was  not  fortu- 
nate enongh  to  have  any  (hare  in  the  action.  Mr*  Byron 
returning  to  England  foon  afterwardp,  as  Mr.  Barriogton,. 
the  fecond  in  command,  had  a  fhort  time  before  him ; 
the  chief  command  devolved  upon  Mr.  Parker,  who 
remained  there,  during  the  winter  feafon,  with  a  force 
confuting  of  fixteen  or  feventeen  (hips  of  tlie  line. 

The  operations  of  the  winter  were  principally  confined 
to  watching  the  motions  of  the  enemy,and  difpofmg  cruifers 
fo  as  moft  efFedually  to  diftrefs  the  commerce  of  the 
enemy,  as  well  as  protect  that  of  Britain.  Mr.  Parker  was 
extremely  fortunate  in  his  arrangements,  a  conflderable 
number  of  (hips  of  large  burthen,  laden' with  provifiohs, 
ammunition,  (lores,  and  merchandize  of  different  kinds, 
were  captured,  feven  at  one  time,  on  the  22d  of  Septem- 
ber, all  armed,  feveral  of  them  mounting  thirty  guns, 
and  in  burthen  fix  hundred  tons.  The  fuccefs  of  the 
force  under  the  rear-admiral's  orders  was  not  confined 
merely  to  thexapture  of  veflels  of  this  defcription,  a  confi- 
flerable  number  of  frigates  and  (hips  of  war  were  aHir 
taken:  the  moft  conflderable  of  thefe  were  the  Alcmene, 
pf  thirty- two  guns ;  the  Compafs,  of  twenty ;  the  Fortunee, 
of  forty-two ;» the  Blanche,  of  thirty-eight;  and. the  Ellis, 
pf  twenty-eight,  together  with  the  Sphynx,  a  re-captured 
JSrjtjlh  frigate,  which  had  been  taken  by  the  enemy  a 
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fliort  time  before*.  '  Monfieur  de  Gtiichen  arrived  at. 
Martinico  in  the  month  of  February  with  a  reinforce- 
ment of  feventeenfhipsof  the  Tine,  four  frigates,  and  three, 
luggers,  and  having  confemiently  rendered  the  force  of  the 
French  fleet  fo  evidently  fuperior  to  that  of  the  Britifh, 
Mr.  Parkerwas  compelled  to  be  content  with  afiing  merely 
on  the  defenfive,  till  the  arrival  of  fir  G.  Rodney,  in  the 
month  of  March,  with  four  (hips  of  the  line,  enabled 
the  Engtifh  once  more  to  infult  the  enemy  in  their  ports, 
and  dare  them  to  the  combat.     In  the  afilon  which  took 

5 lace,  as  we  have  already  related  in  the  account  of  fir  G. 
Lodneyt,  on  April  17,  rear-admiral  Parker,  who  had 
fliifted  his  flag  into  the  Princefs  Royal,  commanded  the 
fecond  or  van  divifion,  and  it  is  almoft  needlefs  to  add, 
behaved  with  the  greatcft  gallantry  and  good  condudt. 
In  the  fkirmWhes  which  enfued  in  the  month  of  May  he 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  concerned. 

He  failed  for  England  not  long  after  this  time,  having, 
if  we  miftake  not,  fhrfted  his  flag  into  the  Med  way,  of 
fixty  guns,  and  taken  upon  him  the  charge  of  a  convoy, 

*  Wc  muft  not  omit  a  particular  account,  which  we  (hall  give  in 
the  admiral's  own  words,  of  the  following  fpiriicd  euterprize  under* 
taken  under  his  direction. 

«•  On  the  16th  of  December,  the  Prefton,  being  between  Marti- 
nico and  St.  Lucia  to  windward,  made^ne  fignal  for  a  fleet,  which  was 
no  (boner  obferved  on  board  the  Princefs  Royal,  than  a  fignal  was 
thrown  out  for  the  fljips  under  my  command  to  flip  their  cables  and. 
chace  to  windward.  The  captains  were .  then  aflembled  at  a  court- 
martial,  and  as  the  (hips  were  in  a  courfe  of  fitting,  fome  Jay  on  the 
heel,  others  had  their  fails  unbent,  and  from  all  of  them,  great  num- 
bers were  employed  on  Jhore  in  wooding  aod  watering.  Under  thefe 
circumflanccs 1  the  ajertnefs  and  difpaich  with  which  the  (hips  put  to 
fea  was  furprizine  even  to  me,  who  am  no  (hanger  to  the  activity  and 
brifknefs  of  Englifli  officers  and  feamen.  As  the  fquadron  flood 
over  for  Fort  Royal  the  enemy^s  fbips  were  discovered  to  be  a  convoy. 
Before  four  in  the  afternoon  nioe  or  fen  of  them  run  tbemfclves  on 
(here  on  the  ifland  of  Martinico,  and  w^ere  fct  on  fire  by  our  boats, 
either  immediately  or  the  next  morning.  About  the  fame  time  J 
obferved  the  Boreas  engaged  with  the  French  frigate  in  Port  Royal 
bay:  a  French  rear-admiral,  with  two  other  feventy  four  gup  (hips, 
flipped  their  cables  and  bore  down  upon  him,  which  obliged  the 
Boreas  to  fhcer  off.  This  dextrous  jnanxEiivre  faved  their  frigate  and 
fome  of  their  merchant- (hips.  The  French  admiral  hauled  bis  wio4 
in  food  time,  and  kept  plying  for  the  roa^." 

f  Vol.  w.  p.  215, 
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which  he  brought  fafely  home  in  September;  Onv 
the  26th  of  that  month  he  wa$  advanced  to  be  vice- 
admiral  of  the  blue,  as. he  had  before  been,  while  abfent  on 
the  Weft  India  ftation,  on  the  19th  of  March,  1779*  to« 
be  rear-admiral  of  the  red.  During  the  remainder  of 
the  year  Mr.  Parker  held  no  command  j  but  in  the 
month  of  March  1781,  was  ordered  into  the  North> 
Sea  with  a  fmall  lquadron,  which  the  rupture  with: 
Holland  rendered  neceflary  fhould  be  fent  thither.  Hs- . 
firft  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Vidory,  of  one  hundred 
guns*,  that  (hip  not  having  been  included  in  the  powerful 
armament  fent  juft  before  that  time,  under  vice-admiral 
Darby,  to  convoy  a  fleet  of  tranfports  and  ftoreihip* 
for  Gibraltar :  but  the  fleet  returning  to  England  before 
Mr.  Parker  had  proceeded  from  the  Downs,  the  Vi&ory 
was  ordered  back  to  Portfmouth,  and  the  Fortitude,  ofl 
feventy-four  guns,  fubftituted  as  the  admiral's  flag  (hip, 
being  better  calculated  for  the  (hallow  water  in  the 
German  Ocean,  and  the  nature  of  the  fervice  on  which  the 
fquadron  was  fent.  According  to  the  new  arrangement 
it  confided  of  the  Fortitude,  of  feventy-four  guns ;  the 
Princefs  Amelia,  of  eighty-four ;  the  Bienfaifant,  of  fixty- 
four;  the  Buffalb,  of  fixty;  the  Prefton,  of  fifty;  the 
Dolphin,  of  forty-four ;  the  Latona  and  Cleopatra  frigates, 
with  the  Alert  brig,  the  Bwfy  and  Sprightly  cutters. 
With  this  force  the  vice-admiral  convoyed  into  the  Sound 
the  outward- bound  Baltic  fleet  in  the  month  of  June,  and 
was  on  his  return  from  thence,  in  the  beginning  of  Auguft, 
when,  having  fortunately  been  joined  a  fliort  time  before- 
by  the  Berwick,  of  feventy-four  guns,  with  the  Belle 
Coule  and  Cleopatra  frigates,  he  fell  in  with  the  Dutch 
fquadron,  and  convoy  off  the  Dogger  bank  t.  An  en- 
gagement 

*  Hie  failed  for  the  Downs  on  the  eoth  of  May,  with  the  Vi&oryt 
Brincefe  Amelia,  Sultan,  Magnanimc,  Leander  and  Alert,  all  which 
ittumed  back  except  the  Princtfs  Amelia  and  Alert. 

+  The  general  particulars  of  the  aclion  are  briefly  related  by  tfca 
admiral  in  the  following  concife  terms. 

u  Fortitude  at  Sea,  Aiwuft  6th,  J781, 

••  Yefterday  morning  we  fell  in  with  the  Dutcfr  fquadron,  with  at 
large  convoy,  on  the  Dogger  Bank.  I  was  happv  to  Gad  I  had  the 
ynni  of  them,  as  the  great  number  of  their  large  frigates,  might  o/hfiv 
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gafetncnt,  wfeich  eoiiW  fbaicely  he  called  decHnre*  took 

C1  ce :  the  enemy,  indeed'*  appeal  to  hive  been  tired  oft 
cooteft*  but  were  iq  a  condition  to  make  good  their 
90H**t,  whan  it  wa*  not  to  the  power  of  the  admiral  to 
pursue  them*  Iemuft,  however,  be  admitted,  the  admiral, 
aad  all  the  different  captains  under  hisconunand^  did  every 
thing  that  could  be  expcfted  from  brave  men,  and  Britain, 
certainly  gained  every 'advantage  of  a  complete  viftory,  it 
the  claim  to  that  honour  was  not  fo  dearly  eftabHfhed  by 
the  capture  of  half  their  fleet  as  it  has  been  on  other  occa- 
sions. One  of  their  £bip*,  carrying  fixty-eight  guns, 
fenk.  immediately  after  the  n&km  ccafed ;  and  the  reft  of 
their  force  was  happy  in  returning  back  to  the  Teael  m 
a  (battered  condition,  without  having  fulfilled  that  objed* 
tpaccooiplifh  which  it  put  to  fea. 

The  force  of  the  Dutch  fquadron  was  certainly  fupe- 
9or;  and  it  was  well  known  that  feveral  Britifli  (hips  of 
the  line,  or  at  lead  of  two  decks,  were  then  lying  inadive

wife  have  endangered  ray  convoy*  Having  fepanrted  the  men  of  War 
If  era  the  merchant-flu  pa*  and  made  a  figoal  to  the  lift  to  keep  their* 
wind,  I  bote  away  with  a  aeneraJ  figoal  to  chacc.  The  enemy, 
formed  their  line,  confiding  ofeiffht  two*decked  (hips,  on  the  (brhoaul 
tack.  Ours,  including  the  Dolphin,  confiding  of  feven.  Not  a  gun 
was  fired  on  either  fide  nnitl  within  the  diftance  of  half  muftet-fhot. 
The  Fortitude  being  then  abreaft  of  the  Dutch  admiral,  the  a&ion 
began,  and  continued  wilb  an  unceafiag  fire  for  three  hours  and  forty 
minutes.  By  this  time  our  flsipa  were  unmanageable.  I  made  an 
effort  to  form  the  line  in  order  to  renew  the  action,  but  found  it 
impraSicable.  The  Bienfaifant  had  loft  his  main-top  mad,  and  the 
Buffalo  bis  fore-yard :  the  reft  of  the  (hips  were  not  lefs  (battered  in 
their  mafia,  rigging,  aqd  fails.  The  enemy  appeared  to  be  in  as  bad 
at  condition.  Both  (quadrona  lay- to  a  coufiderable  time  near  each 
other,  when  the  Dutch  with  their  convoy  bore  away  for  iho  Teael. 
We  were  not  in  a  condition  to  follow  tbem." 

The  damages  fufhined  by  the  Fortitude  were  ten  (hot  between 
wind  and  water,  and  a  great  many  above  water;  three  (hot  through 
najn-maft,  one  ditto  farc-maft,  and  one  lodged  in  it;  two  (hot 
tfcroudi  bow~fpritf  jib-boom  carried  away,  main-top»ma&  badly* 
wounded,  fpare  one  unfit  for  fcrvice ;  driver-boom  gone,  fpare  fore* 
top-fail- yard  unfit  for  fervice  j  fix  chain-plates  and  dead-eyes  gone  ; 
befl  bower  anchor  (lock,  badly  wounded ;  five  main-fhrouds  on  the 
(larboard  and  five  on  the.  larboard  gone ;  five  fore  ditto,  and  two 
bt*k«Aays,  (larboard- fide,  gone;  tbfe-top*maft  nay,  fpring  ditto, 
and.mizen-ftaygon*;  foie  and  main-top-waft  flarys,  ana  top-gel  lane 
back- ft  ay  gone  j  greater  part  of  the  runninji-rigbing  (hot  away  ^  all  the 
boats  damaged;  two  lower-deck  guns,  tnr.e  main-deck  rtiuo,  one, 
tjnartcr-dctK  ditto,  and  one  caxronade,  reudcrcd  unserviceable. 
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attheNore,  in  the  DaWrrg,  at. Harwich,  and  other  placet 
contiguous  to  the  fcene  of1  encounter,  which,  it  is-  firid," 
might  have  joined  the  admiral  previous  to  the  aSidtt4, 
thereby  enfuring  the  deftni&iow  or  capture  of  the  whole* 
Patch  force,  if  adminiftration  had  a&eti  with  propel! 
energy,  and- -given  timely  orders,  for  the  dH&reht  comv 
manners  to  have  efefled  fuoh  a  jun&ion.  -  This  circunr** 
fiance^  rviolcmly  infifted  on  by  one  party y  and  as  peremp-' 
forily  denied  by  the  other,  created  no'  ftaall  degree  of 
CQntroverfy. 

Certain  it  is,  the  admiral  considered  himfelf  negleded 
and  ill ^treated.  His  rnaje'fty,  by  way  of  encouraging 
loth  the  officers  and  men  w hor had  behaved  fo  gallantly ,  an* 
at  the  fame  time  convincing  the  people  how  well  he  was 
himfelf  fatisfied  with  a  condkft  which  had  not  been* 
crowned  with. that  brilliant  fucceis  the  fanguine  temper 
of  Britoals  rarely  fails,  to  expeft,  repaired  to  the  Nore' 
immediately  on  the  fquadron's  arrival,  to  review  it,  and, 
as  it  is  faid,  with  an  intention  of  beftowing  fome  fignal 
mark  of  his  favour  on  the;  admiral  himfelf.  This,  it  ia 
aifo  faid,  wasrefufed  to  be  accepted  with  fome  degree  of 
Hi-temper :  and  in  a  very  fhort  time  afterwards  the  dlf- 
pute,  if  it  coold  be  called  one,  was  terminated  by  the 
admiral's  ftriklng  his  flag  in  much  difguft. 

When  that  well-known  political  revolution  happened, 
and  which,  as  is  dill  in  the  memory  of  all,  took  place  in 
the  month  of  April  1782,  Mr.  Parker,  of  courfe,  returned 
to  the  fervlce,  and  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Cato,  a 
new  fliip  of  fifty-eight  guns,  having  been  appointed  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  fleet  then  employed  in  the  Eaft 
Indies.  About  this  timehe  fucceeded,  on  the  death  of  his 
brother,  the  Rev.  Sir  Harry  Parker,  D.p.  to  the  dignity  of 
a  baronet.  He  failed  on  the  j  2th  of  Oclober  following,  but 
never  did  any  tidings  arrive  relative  to  that  unfortunate  (hip 
after  it  had  palled  the  Cape  .of  Good  Hope.  Some  perfons 
have  fuppofed  it  was  wrecked  either  on  the  ifland  of 
Madagafcar  or  offthe  Maldives;  but  the  more  general  and 
beft  founded  opinion  appears  to  be,  that  it  was,  by  fome 
accident  or  other,  fet  on  Are  and  blown  up  at  fea. 

PEARCE,  Vincent,— was  one  of  the  lieutenants  of 
the  Neptune  at  the  time  of  the  a&ion  with  the  French 
fleet,- off  Totflon,  in  1744.  On  the  nth  of  September, 
17479  he  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  floqp;  and 
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fsom  ihcpce  advanced,  on  the  4th  of  November, -1748,  to 
be  captain  of  the  Bofton  frigate.     We  have  no  farther 
account  relative  to  this  gentleman  till  the  year  1757, 
when  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Lizard,  a  fri- 
gate of  thirty -fix  guns,  employed  as  a  f  ruifcr  on  the  home 
ftation.     In  the  year  enfuing,  or  early  in  1759,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  York,  of  fiity  guns,  one  of  the  fmall 
fqoadron  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  under  rear-admiral, 
Cornilh,  to  reinforce  that  already  on  the  fame  ftation  under 
vice-admiral  Pofock.     He  arrived  fafeiy,  together  with 
his  admiral,  and  formed  a  jundion  with  Mr.  Pocock  on 
the  i$th  of  Qflober,  but  unfortunately  died  in  the  month  < 
of  December  following,  before  any  new  operations  were  - 
undertaken  fuflijciently  ponfequcntial  to  require  detail. 

ROWZIER,  John,*— was  appointed  commander  of  a 
(loop  of  war  on  the  27th  of  December,  1745 ;  and,  in 
1747,  we  find  him  in  the  Swallow,  of  fourteen  guns,  one 
of  the  fquadron  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  on  the  expedi- 
tion againft  Pondicherry,  commanded  by  Mr.  Bofcawen, 
Captain  Rowzier  was.  promoted  by  that  gentleman  to  the 
Deal  £aftle  frigate,  by  commifiion,  bearing  date  Odobcr  . 
the  9th,  1748.  No  farther  particulars  are  come  to  our 
knowledge  relative  to  him,  except  that  he  died  in  England 
on  the  25th  of  J  uly ,  175?.   . 

SAUMAREZ,  Thomas,— is  faid  to  have  been  Heute*  - 
nam  of  one  of  the  {hips  engaged  in  the  expedition  againft 
JLa  Guira,  in  1743*  under  the  orders  of  commodore 
Knowles,  He  was  proipoted  to  the  rank  of  commander 
of  a  (loop  of  war  on  the  23d  of  November,  1 747 1  After 
continuing  in  \hjs  rank  for  twelve  months,  during  a 
confiderable  part  of  which  time  he  commanded  the 
Falcon  (loop  on  the  home  or  Channel  ftation,  he  was 
advanced,  on  the  27th  of  November*  1748,  to  be  captain 
of  the  Biddefprd,  a  twenty-gun  ihip.  We  do  not  find  any 
other  particulars  related  concerning  him  till  the  year  iJS2* 
when  he  i$  faid  to  have  been  appointed  captain  of  the 
Wager,  and  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies  as  fenior  officer  of  the 
few  (hips  employed,  in  tfme  of  peace,  on  that  fta- 
tion. We  have  no  farther  account  of  him  till  the 
year  1758,  wfien  he  was  appointed,  to  the  Antelope,  a 
foqrth  rate  of  fifty  guns,  Rationed  as  a  cruifer  in  the 
Briiiol  Channel,  Thus  was  he  employed  when,  in  the 
Jftonth  of  November,  a  French  {hip  of  war,  mounting

fixty-fix  guns,  called  the  Belliqueux,  was  reported  to  be 
in  the  Irifli  Channel.  Common-  report,  but  which  we 
believe  on  the  prefent  occafion  very  correct,  informs-us, 
that  captain  Saumarcz-  was  engaged  in  a  very  pleafiiraWe 
party  at  the  time  he  received  the  information  of  the  near 
approach  of  the  enemy's  (hip.  He  hailed  the  intelligence 
with  the  higheft  glee,  and  declared  he  would  capture  the 
enemy  before  the  enfutng  night.  He  quitted  the  aflemWy 
with  the  utmoft  difpatch,  and  by  exertions  alrnoft  incre- 
dible, was  alongilde  his  antagonift  on  the  enfuing  morning. 
The  refiftance,  was  trivia!  though  the  force  was  fo  confi- 
dtrably  fuperior.  The  Belliqueux  fubmitted  almoft  on 
the  appearance  of  the  Antelope,  and  was  quietly  carried 
into  port :  but  the  puftllanimity  of  the  enemy  by  no  means 
detra&s  from  the  perfonal  merit  of  captain  Saumarez, 
who  afled  with  fpirit  unexceeded,  and  in  expeftation  of 
meeting  an  enemy  which  would  have  made  a  refinance 
equal  to  his  forte.  He  was  afterwards  promoted'  to  the 
Belliqueux,  the  (hip  he  had  taken  and  fent,  in  1761,  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  did  not  long  continue,  having 
quitted  the  fhip,  not  improbably  on  account  of  ill  heahh. 
No  farther  mention  is  made  of  him,  except  that  he  died 
in  England  on  the  21ft  of  September,  176&. 

SCQTT,  Samuel, — vyas  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Polkftone  on  the  29th  of  January,  1747-8.  We  have  no 
fubfequcnt  account  of  him  till  the  year  1757,  when 
he  commanded  the  Humber,  of  forty  guns*  on  the 
Weft  India  ftation.  In  176a  he  was  captain  of  the 
Aurora,  a  frigate  of  thirty-eight  guns,  taken  from  the 
enemy.  In  this  fhip  he  did  not  continue  longer  than  the 
end  of  the  year  1761,  and  before  the  conclusion  of  the 
war  is  faid  to  have  accepted  the  command  of  the  Badger 
(loop.  He  did  not  long  continue  in  this  ftation,  and  is 
not  known  to  have  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  commiffion. 
He  died  on  the  r8th  of  Auguft,i774. 

STORR,  John,— was,  on  the  3d  of  July,  1746,  pro- 
moted to  be  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war.  He  was  ad- 
vanced from  that  ftation  to  b«  captain  of  the  Gloucefter, 
by  commiflion  beaming  date  November  the  ift,  1748, 
We  hear  nothing  farther  of  him  till  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  1755,  when  he  was  ipade  captain  of  the 
St.  George,  a  fecond  rate  6f  ninety  gun?.  He  was  one  of 
the  captains  ordered,  out  to  the  Mediterranean-  in  the 
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month- of  Septerfiber  ^756,  as  paffcngfrs  onbo*rx**be 
Amfcuf&dc  frigate,  fdrthe  purpofe  of  *&**£  upon:  thefri 
the  oUtmtind  of  thofe  {hips  atoeaty  on  tfcaft ftstion,  *rhefc 
captainslmdbccno^dii^homeK^Engfandt^gHrc^clwde 
on  the  approaching  tahri  of  Mr.  Byng*  -  The  fliip  allotted 
to  Mr.  Starr  was  theilcvenge,  and  he  continued  in  thi*  Att/b, 
as -well  rfs  on  the  fairieftatidnT  for-a  ctmfideraMe  kigth  *f 
time.     He  diftmguHhed  himfel  ft  extremely  in  thfe  moAfi 
of 'February  1758,  in  the  attack  of  the  Orphec,  a  large 
French  flup  of  war  mounting  Twtty-four  guns.     He  was 
indeed  fupported  by  the  Berwick,  captain.  Hughes,  arid 
the  Prefton,  captain  Eians ;  but  the  Revenge  having  confi- 
-derrfbly  theadv&tfage^ttarfefhips  in  point  of  failing,  the 
weight  of  the  a£Hon  lay  principally  on  her.     In  this  en- 
counter capt.  Storr-wto  wounded  in  the  leg,  we  believe  ty 
a  fptinter,  which- tore- away  its  calf.    He  returned  not 
long  afterwards  to  England,  and  was  employed,  during 
the  year  *759>  in  the  main  or  Channel  fleet  under  the 
orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.     He  fignalifed  himfelf 
extremely  in  the  attack  and  defeat  of  Contains  in, the 
month  of  November,  the  Revenge  having  been  one  of 
the  firft  fhips  which  got  into  ad  ion.     Captain  Storr  -was 
driven  to  fea  on  the  night  of  the  a&ion,  but  got  in  again 
without   having  fuftained   any  material  damage.     He 
-quitted  the  Retenge  not  long  afterwards,  and  does  nbt 
appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commiflion  till  the 
year  1762,  when  he  commanded  the  Monmouth,  of  fixty- 
foor  guns,  on  the  North  American  ftation.    He  quitted 
this  (hip  Toon  after  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  and  we  do 
not  -find  him  to  have  held  any   fubfequent  commif- 
fufa.    On  the-  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  advanced 
to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white;  as  he  was  farthdr, 
to  ihe   feme  rank  in  the  red  fquadron,   on   the  26th 
of  September,  1780.    This  was  the  Higheft  promotion 
he  lived  to  obtain,  dving  in  the  year  1783,  at  Bath,  where 
he  1iad  for  a  considerable  length  of  time  refided.     Mr. 
Hardy,  in  his  lift  of  naval  officers,  erroneoufly  dates  hkn 
to  have  died  in  1777- 

VINCENT,  Nicholas,— a  gentleman  now  living,  wfts 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  3d  of  Febru- 
ary, 17^3*4-  We  believe  him  to  have  hela  the  rank  of 
conmiahddr  »©f  a*  {loop  of  war  during  forae  very  fhort  pte- 
riod'only,  as  we  do  not  find  any  mention  made  of  him  in 
8  that 
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tfauff  ftadon.  fk  wh  advanced  to  that  -of  eaptam  nr 
the  navy  on  the  4th  at  November/  1748;  he  being 
4ii  that  day  tMAimffimed  to  the  Boftonw .  We  do  not 
find  amy  farther  ngaitSoA  made  of  hkntill  the  month: 
of  June  I755*  when  he  wa£  appointed  captain  of  the 
Dreadnought^  a  foorth  rate  .of  fwty  gunsv  then  comfrrrf- 
fionedon  account  of  the  apprehended  roptu^e  with  France. 
He  did  not  long  remain  in  this  ftripy  arid  continued  for 
fome  time  afterwards  out  of  corrrrniifion;  but  in  the  year 
1757  »was  appointed  to  the  Weymouth,,  a  (hrp  of  the 
fame  force  with  the  Dreadnought,  and  ordered  to  the 
Eaft  Indies.  ^ 

In  the  encounter  with  the  cofcnt  D'Ache,  which/  as 
we  have  already  related  in  our  account  of  fir  George 
Pocock*  took  place  on  the  29th  of  'April,  1758,  he  was 
unfortunate  enough  either  to  mifundcrftaod,  or  not  be  able 
To  promptly  to  obey  the  fignals  of  the  comrnander-in- 
thief  as  the  latter  wifhed.  He  was  brought  to  a  court- 
martial/  at  Madras,  in  the  month  .'of*  June  following,  and 

■  being  fentenccd  to  be  difmifled  from  the  command  of  the 
Weymouth,  confequently  remained  unemployed  during 
the  war. 

Maturerconfideration,  however *and  attention  to  the  hard 

'  cafe  of  this  gentleman,  reftored  him  again  to  the  fervicc. 
He  is  faid  not  even  to  have  been  allowed  half-pay  till  the 
year  1 763 ;  but  in  1766  was  appointed  to  the  Greyhound, 
c£  twenty  guns.  He  did  not  continue  in  this. (hi p. longer 
than  the  following  year,  and,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  inveftigate,  held  no  fubiequent  commiflion  tilt  thfe  year 
1770,  when  a  (hort  time  before  the  prefurfiption  of  a 
rupture  with  Spain  took  place  relative*  to  the  Falkland 

.  Jfknds,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Hero,  of  feventy-foor 
guns,  one  of. the  guardfhips  ftationed  at  Plymouth,  m 

:  which  he  continued  two  years.  Soon  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  difjpute  with  America  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Yarmouth,  of  uxty^four  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Weil 

.Indies.  .  While  on  that  ftation*  he. had. the  fortune  .to  fall 
in  with  the  largcft  (hip  of  war  belonging  to  the  American 
ftates;  it  was  called  the  Randolph,  and  mounted  thirty- 

'fix  or  thirty-eight  guns.     The  enemy  attempting  reGft- 

.  ance  a  ihort  aSion  took  place:  but  after  the  Yarmouth 
fcstd  btcd  a  few  guns,  the  chaos  unfortunately  blew  up.

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A  very  extraoidii|ary<ifG«<iift*n<e^ccurred  on  thifrocca- 
Qoni  three  or  fqur  days  after- tb&  deftru&ion  of  the  Ran- 
dolph, at  a  coniiderable  diftance .  from  the  place  wberic 
that  event  took  place,  the  crew  of  the  Yarmouth  took  up 
four  perfons  formerly  belonging  to  the  Randolph,  Who 
had  been  floating  on  the  wreck  of  the  mail. ever  iince  .the 
action. 

Captain  Vincent  having  returned  to  England  Toon  after 
this  event,  was  promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue 
on  the  19th. of  March,  1779;  and  of  the  red  on  the  26th 
of  September,  1780.  He  was  not  again  promoted,  till  the 
24th  "of  September,  1787,  when  he  was  made  vice-admi- 
ral of  the  white  ;  and  from  thence,  on  the  ift  of  Febru- 
ary, 1793,  vice  of  the  red :  admiral  of  the  blue  on  the 
iath  of  April,  1 794 ;  and  of  the  white  on  the  1  ft  of  Junfc, 
1795;  Dut  nas  not  accepted  of  any  command. Iince  he 
has  been  railed  to  the  rank  of  a  flag-officer. 

WHEELER,  Edward, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  23d  of.  January,  1741-a, 
and  continued  for  fo  fhort  a  time,  in  that  of  commander  of 
a  (loop  of  war,  that  we  have  no  account  whatever  of  hin 
in  that  ftation.  Qn  the  5th  of  July,  1748,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  be  captain  of  the  Bofton,  and  was  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  where  be  appears  to  have  been  involved  in  a 
difpute  with  the  marquis  de  Caylus  relative  tcvthe  ifland 
of  Tobago.  We  hear  nothing  farther  of  him  till  the 
year  1751,  when  we  find  him  commanding  the  Sphynx, 
that  (hip  being  ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Africa  as  one 
of  the  (mail  fquadron  fent  thither  under  the  orders  of 
confaiodore  Buckle*.  We  hear  nothing  farther  of  this 
gentleman  till  the  year  *75Ji  when,  on  the  profped  of  a 
rupture  with  the  court  of  France,  he  was  appointed  to  thp 
Ifis,  of  fifty  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued  till  the  time 
of  his  unfortunate  death,  which  happened  in  the  manner 
as  will  be  prefently  related.  He  was  afterwards  principally 
employed  on  the  cruifmg  fervice,  and,  in  1750,  was  one 
of  the  fquadron  engaged,  under  commodore  Howe,  on  the 
various  dcfultory  expeditions  undertaken  againft  the  coaft 
of  France.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  hetcaptured  a  large 
(hip,  called  the  Rhinoceros,  of  feven  hundred  tons  burthen,

and 
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and  mounting  gtS^uas,  tat  <rt§*rwifc  <*f  fmall  vakie,  ftotii 
Quebec,  with  a  very  corffiderable  number  of  paflengers^m 
-board,  which  having  taken  out,  together  widi  die  crew, 
heiuok  the  v*flfel  rather  than  weaken  -the  cfew  of  the  'Ifia, 
and  thereby  fmftrate  the  objeft  of  his  Sruife  by  fending 
her  into  port. 

In  the  year  1759  he  was  employed  under  rear-admiral 
(Rodney  on  his  liferent  ex^dltifcfts  agkiitft  Havre-dc- 
<3rtocc,  and  in  the  ceurfe  of  the  ettfuing  year  was  oitiereQ 
'to  the  Mediterranean,  on  which  ftdrion  he  was  unfortu- 
nately skilled,  on  the  ift  df  April,  1761,  in  an  engage* 
-ment  *  with  the  Orifiamote,  a  French  fliip  of  war  mount- 
-ing  forty  guns. 

wHlTWrELL,  Matthew,— was  the  fecond  fon  <*f 
William  Whitwell,  of  Oundle,  in  JStaithamptonfhrre, 
and  Ann,  .fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  Edward,  lord 
Griffin.  He  was  promoted  from  the  rank  -of  lieutenant, 
to  be  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war,  on  the  5th  of  •De- 
cember, 1747.  We  have  no  farther  account  of  this  gen- 
tleman till  the  eve  of  the  recommencement  of  the  war  with 
France,  when  he  was  appointed  to  fome  ihip,  the  name

M  I  am  extremely  forry  to  acquaint  their  lord  (hips,  that  although 
^he  Ifis  had  only  four  men  killed,  captain  Wheeler  is  unfortunately 
•one  df  tmrt  nuntber,  he,  with  two  others  (a  mid  fliip  man  aod  quar- 
*0r*maucr)  <being  killed  by  one  fcot  very  foon  after  the  beginning  of 
•ftbeadion.  The  lfis  had  nine  wounded,  two4>f  them  badly.  The 
.atfloher  killed  and  wounded  in  the  Oriflamme  are  not  yet  ascertained, 
\\xt  ire  fuppofed  to  be  between  forty  and  fifty. 

"  They  began  to  engage  at  fix  in  the  evening,  and  continued  a 
*ntinirtgf  fight  till  half  paft  ten,  the  Orfflamme  endeavouring  to  get 
)to  she  northward  of  the  Ifis  in  order  to  get  over  tt>  the  Spantfli  fhore  j 
49  prevent  which  lieutenant  Cunningham,  commanoiDg  officer,  of  tile 

lfis,  found  it  neceflaiy  to  *un  on  board  her,  which J  he  did  with  no 
'other  damage  to  either  {hip  than  the  lofs  of  one  of  bis  own  anchors; 
Tery  foon  after  which  flic  (truck.  She  had  forty  guns  mounted, 
ojwetttytfnc  of  twelve  pettnderrs,  fourteen  of  eighteen,  and  upwards  of 

three  hundred  and  feventy  tnea.*' 
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of  which  we  have  been  unable  to  difcover.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  1758  he  was  appointed  to  the  Anfon,  of  fixty 
guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued  for  the  whole  re- 
mainder of  the  war,  employed  during  the*  latter  part  of 
it,  that  is  to  fay  from  the  year  1760,  on  the  Mediter± 
ranean  flation.  After  the  peace  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Augufta,  of  fixty-four  guns,  a  fhtp  ftationed  for  the 
three  fucceeding  years^  during  which  time  he  continued 
her  commander,  as  a  guardfhip  at  the  Nore.  After  the 
expiration  of  this  term  he  is  laid,  in*  fome  accounts,  to 
have  removed  into  another  third  rate,  the  name  of  which 
we  have  been  unable  to  difcover,  and,  indeed,  totally 
doubt  the  truth  of  the  report.  In  the  year  1771  and  72 
his  name  was  omitted  in  fome  of  the  lifts  of  captains 
publifhed  in  the  court  calendar  for  that  year,  whence, 
probably,  Mr.  Hardy  took  occafion  to  fuppofe  he  died  at 
that  time,  and  has  minuted  him  accordingly  in  his  lift  of 
naval  officers.  We  do  not  believe  him,  however,  to  have 
ever  held  any  fubfequent  command.  In  1779  he  was  put 
on  the  fuperannuated  lift  with  the  rank  and  half-pay  of  a 
rear-admiral.  He  married  firft,  Mary,  daughter  of  James 
Deacon,  of  Portfmouth ;  fecondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Theophilus  Pugh,of  Suffolk  county,  in  Virginia ;  and, 
thirdly,  Margaret,  daughter  of  John*Champernowne,  of 
Devonfhire,  efq.  but  left  no  ifluc  by  either.  His  third 
wife  died  at  Teignmouth,  whither  fhe  had  gone  for  the 
recovery  of  her  health,  on  the  4th  of  September,  1784. 
The  rear-admiral  himfclf  died  at  Exeter,  on  tbe  15th  0/ 
February,  1789.

CAMPBELL,  James;— This  gentleman  was,  on  the 
4th  of  September,  1744,  made  commander  of  a  (loop  of 
war  whole  name  we  have  been  unable  to  colle&,  as  well 
as  thofe  fubfequent  appointments  he  afterwards  held 
during  the  war.    We  nnd  no  other  mention  of  him  till 
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the  26th  of  January,  1749,  when  he  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Chefterfield.  In  1760  he  commanded  the 
Nightingale,  of  twenty. four  guns,  on  the  American  ftation  ; 
but  otherwife  no  fubfequent  notice  is  taken  of  him 
till  the  year  1762,  when  he  commanded  the  Sterling 
Caftle,  of  fixty -four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  employed,  under 
fir  George  Pocock,  on  the  memorable  expedition  againft 
the  Havannah.  Captain  •  Campbell  is  mentioned  in 
the  official  difpatches  of  the  commander-in-chief,  as  hav- 
ing been  ,one  of  the  officers  employed  by  him  to  cover 
the  bomb-ketches,  when  they  threw  fhells  into  the  town, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fiege.  This  fervice  Mr. 
Campbell  appears  to  have  performed  very  much  to  the 
admiral's  fatisfa&ion.  But  in  a  fubfequent  part  of  his 
difpatch  the  following  not  very  honourable  mention  is 
made  of  him :  "  It  was  thought  three  large  (hips  would 
prove  ferviceable,  if  placed  againft  the  north-eaft  part  of 
the  Moro:  I  therefore  ordered  for  that  fervice  the  Dragon, 
Marlborough,  and  Cambridge.  Captain  Harvey  having 
readily  offered  to  command  the  attack,  and  made  very 
judicious  difpofitions  in  placing  the  three  ftiips,  the  Ster- 
ling Caftle  was  ordered  to  lead  until  the  fir  ft  fliip  was 
properly  placed,  and  then  to  make  fail  off;  but  cap- 
tain Campbell  not  having  performed  that  fervice  agreeable 
to  the  orders  he  received  from  captain  Harvey,  he  has 
complained  of  him,  and  defired  his  conduct  may  be  en- 
quired into,  which  (hall  be  done  as  foon  as  the  prefent 
affairs  will  permit." 

The  circumftance  juft  alluded  to  took  place  on  the, 
ift  of  July,  1762,  and  after  having,  on  the  16th  of  Auguft 
following,  undergone  a  regular  inveftigation  before  a 
court-martial,  Mr.  Campbell  was  fentenced  to  be  difmif- 
fed  the  fervice.  There  is  a  print  now  extant,  engraved 
by  Canot,  from  a  picture  painted  by  Serres,  purpofely  to 
fliew  the  relative  fituations  of  the  (hips:  by  this  it  appears 
the  Sterling  Caftle,  inftead  of  having  led  according  to 
order,  was,  at  the  time  the  Cambridge,  Dragon,  and 
Marlborough 'got  abreaft  of  the  Moro,  at  a  confidprable 
greater  diftance  from  the  fort  than  either  of  thofe  veflefe, 
and  nearly  abreaft  of  the.  fternmoft,  namely,  the  Marl- 
borough. From  whofe  particular  information  the  pi&ure 
alluded  to  was  painted  does  not  appear,  but  it  is  averred  to 
be  a  true  reprefemation  of  the  event.    The  time  of  Mr* 
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Campbell's  death,  as  well  as  every  other  particular  relative 
to  him,  'are  unknown  to  us. 

•CHRISTIAN,  Edward, — appears  to  have  been  ap- 
pointed a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  12th  of  Auguft, 
1743 ;  but  no  mention  is  made,  as  to  the  time  of  his  being 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander.  On  the  28th  of 
July,  1749,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Med- 
way's  rrize;  but  no  other  particulars  concerning  him 
have  come  to  our  knowledge,  except  that  he  died  on  the 
15th  of  January,  1758. 

LEIGHTONV  Edward,— was,  on  the  ift  of  Oftober, 
1 742,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  So  rapid  was  his 
advancement,  that,  after  puffing  through  the  illation  of  com* 
mander,  in  which,  however,  we  do  not  find  any  particular 
mention  made  of  him,  he  was,  on  the  9th  of  January, 
1749,  promoted  to  the  Superbe.  He  died  ere  he  could 
pofiibly  have  any  opportunity  of  acquiring  fame  to  him- 
felf,  or  affording  advantage  to  bis  country,  on  the  27th  day 
of  March,  1750. 

MANTELL,  William.— Our  information  relative  to 
this  gentleman  commences  with  his  appointment  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  12th  of  May,  1740.  He  was, 
on  the  8th  of  June,  1749,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  tho 
Syren.  No  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  till  the 
month  of  Oftober  1754,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Centurion,  of  fifty-four  guns,  under  commodore 
Keppel,  who  commanded  the  fquadron  convoying  the 
troops  intended  to  be  fent,  on  the  profpeft  of  a  rupture, 
to  Virginia.  Captain  Mantell  continued  in  the  fame 
command  till  after  the  year  1758,  as  we  find  him,  during 
the  fummer  1757,  employed  under  Mr.  Holburne,  in  the 
unfuccefsful  expedition  againft  Louifburg;  and  in  the 
enfuing,  on  the .  fame  more  fortunately  terminating 
Fervice,  under  Mr.  Bofcawen.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
colled  any  other  particulars  concerning  this  gentleman, 
fave  that,  in  1760,  he  was  captain  of  the  Deal  Caftle,  of 
twenty-four  guns, ,  on  the  home  ftation;  and,  in  1761, 
commanded  the  Montague,  of  fixty  guns.  He  died  in 
England  on  the  13th  of  December,  1765. 

PRESTON,  William.  — We  know  nothing  of  thi* 
gentleman  till  his  appointment,  on  the  ift  of  March, 
1749,  to  be  captain  of  the  Deal  Caftle.    No  other  parti- 
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culars  relative  to  this  gentleman  have  come  to  our  know- 
ledge, except  that  he  died  at  Jamaica  on  the  nth  of 
March,  1756,  being  at  that  time  captain  of  the  Wager.

BATE,  Elias,— was  the  youngeft  fon  of  the  Rey.  Ri- 
chard Bate,  a,  M.  vicar  of  Chilham,  in  the  cpunty  of 
Kent,  and  Refior  of  Wareborn,  who  died  March  the  4th, 
1736,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  of-the  Rev.  Michael  Stanhope, 
and  his  wife  Catharine  Mufgrdve.  He  was  lieutenant 
of  the  RuflTel  at  the  time  of  the  encounter  off  Toulon ; 
and  was  appointed  matter  and  commander  on  the  25th  of 
June,  1746.  He  was  farther  promoted  to  be  captain  of 
the  Mermaid  on  the  13th  of  December,  1750.  Being 
afterwards  ordered  out  on  the  South  Carolina  ftation,  he 
died  there  on  the  18th  of  July,  1752. 

COCKBURNE,  Andrew,— was  made  a  lieutenant  on 
the  9th  of  June,  1741 ;  and  was,  on  the  16th  of  January, 
1749,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  York.  In  the 
tnonth  of  June  1752,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Glory 
frigate.  No  other  notice  is  taken  of  this  gentleman, 
except  that,  during  a  confiderable  part,  if  not  the  whole  of 
the  enfuing  war,  he  a£ted  as  a  regulating  captain  on  the 
imprefs  fervice.  He  died,  we  believe,  without  having  had 
any  fubfequent  appointment,  on  the  13th  of  November, 
1768.

NO  officer  appears  to  have  .been  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
poft  captain  during  the  above  year. 


SCROPE, 
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1752. 

SCROPE,  Carr, — the  defcendant  of  a  very  ancient 
and  refpe&able  family  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  where 
they  have  long  held  large  poflTeffions.     This  gentleman, 
who  was  the  youngeft  of  three  fons,  having  entered  at  aa 
early  age  into  the  navy,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  about 
the  year  1742,  and  ferved  in  that  capacity'' on  board  the 
Neptune  at  the  time  of  the  encounter  off  Toulon  with  the 
combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain.     He  was  one  of  the 
witnefles  examined  on  the  trials  of  the  captains,  Ambrofe 
and  others,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  admirals  which  quickly 
followed.     He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander 
on  the  1  ith  of  Auguft,  1746,  and  appointed  to  the  White- 
haven armed  (hip.     This  veflTel  was  unfortunately  burnt 
in  the  month  of  September  I747»  °ff  me  coa^  °f  Ireland, 
but  the  whole  of  the  crew,  ieventeen  perfons  excepted, 
were  happily  faved  by  the  boats.     Captain  Scrope  was, 
in  confequence  of  this  accident,  tried  by  a  court-martial, 
held  on  the  15th  of  O&ober,  and  honourably  acquitted. 
We    find   no   farther   mention    made   of  him   till   his 
promotion,  on  the  14th  of  November,  1752,  to  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Aflurance.     It  is  not  improbable  he  was,  pre- 
vious to  the  above  promotion,  commander  of  a  (loop  of 
War  on  the  Jamaica  ilation,  as,  early  in  theenfuing  fpring, 
we  find  him  coming  from  that  ifland  having  his  excellency 
governor  Trelawney  and  his  lady  on  board  his  (hip,  as  pa£ 
fengers.     Misfortune  appears  to  have  almoft  conuantly  at- 
tended this  gentleman  through  life,  few  perfons  having 
experienced  a  greater  number  of  misfortunes,  or  had 
narrower  efcapes  than  himfelf.     This  (hip  in  palling 
through  the  Needles,  was  taken  up  by  a  part  of  the  bafis 
pf  the  rock  under  water  *  and  totally  loft ;  the  captain,  his 

crew, 

*  We  have  heard  a  lingular  anecdote  relative  to  the  loft  of  this 
ftip,    "  Governor  Trelawney,  as  the  (hip  was  approaching  the 
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t 
crew,  and  the  paffengers  were,  however,  fortunately  faved, 
together  with  the  fum  of  nearly  fixty  thoufands  in  fpecie 
brought  home  in  this  (hip,  -one  bag  only,  containing  nearly 
five  hundred,  being  mining,  and  that  too  was  fuppofed  to 
have  been  (lolen  out  of.the  boat. 

We  dojiot  find  any  fubfequent  mention  made  of  cap- 
tain Scrope  till  the  month  of  April  1756,  at  which  time 
he  commanded  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty-four  guns,  one  of 
the  frigates  belonging  to  Mr.  Edgeciimbe's  fquadron  on 
the  Mediterranean  ftation.  When  the  French  effe&ed 
their  landing  on  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  little  Bri- 
tifh  fquadron  failed  from  Mahon  for  Gibraltar,  to  prevent 
being  blocked  up  in  the  former  harbour,  Mr.  Sprope,  with 
the  commodore's  permiflion,  landed,  with  the  greater  part 
of  his  people,  and  fome  other  individuals,  who  turned  out 
as  volunteers  from  the  other  fhips,  fending  the  Dolphin 
out,  under  his  lieutenant,  with  juft  a  fufficient  Quantity  of 
men  on  board  to  navigate  her  to  Gibraltar.  Oapt.  Scrope 
behaved  with  the  greateft  gallantry,  and,  together  with  his 
people,  rendered  the  moll  eflTential  fervice  tpthe  ifreak,  and 
reduced  garrifon  during  the  fiege.  After  the  unfortunate, 
though  not  difficult  to  be  forefeen  termination  of  it,  cap- 
tain Scrope,  who  had  arrived  in  England  fome  time  before 
the  troops,  the  garrifon  not  having  been  made  prifoners  of 
war,  was  fent  out  to  the  Mediterranean  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  the  Defiance,  as  fucceffor  to  captain  Hervcy, 
who,  with  many  other  captains,  were  ordered  home  as 
evidences  on  the  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  He  failed  from 
England1,  on  the  3d  of  September,  with  the  captains  Ston*, 
Hughes,  Gambier,  Ogle,  and  other  paffengers,  on  board

Needle  Rock,  being  at  that  time  about  a  league  difiant  from  it,  afked 
as  a  queftion,  fuggefled  by  mere  curiofity,  what  depth  of  water  there 
was  round  it,  and  how  near  the  (hip  would  pafs  to  that  part  of  the 
rock  appealing  above  water.  The  matter  anfwerea\  they  {bouldpafa 
fo  dole  that  the  fly  of  the  enfign  might  touch  the  rock.  This  an- 
fwer,  probably  not  intended  as  a  literal  one,  was  ftri&ly  and  unfortu- 
nately verified,  for  the  fhip,  after  ihe  bun?,  heeling  with  the  fall  of 
the  dde,  the  prediction,  if  it  could  be  called  one,  wasftriQly  fulfilled. 
The  matter  was  afterwards  tried ;  and  it  being  proved  that  the  pro- 
jection of  the  rock,  occafioning  the  lofs  of  the  fhip,  was  unknown  to 
the  belt  pilot,  he  was  only  fentenced  to  be  impnfoned  three  months 
in  the  Marfhalfca." 
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with  fir  Edward  Hawke  at  the  conclusion  of  the  year  v  and 
in  1 757  he  was  captain  of  the  Coventry  frigate,  of  twenty. 
eight  guns,  a  veflel  attached  to  the  fleet,  ctmroanded  by 
the  fame  admiral,  on  the  expedition  againft  Rochfort. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  colledt  any  farther  informa- 
tion relative  to  him  till  the  year  1761,  when  we  find  him 
captain  of  the  Hampton  Court,  one  of  the  {hips  employed 
on  the  expedition  againft  Belteifle. 

In  the  month  of  May  captain  Scrope  had,  for  the  third 
time,  an  efcape  for  his  life,  if  poflible  more  critical  than 
either  of  the  two  which  he  had  before  experienced.  He 
arrived  from  fielleifle,  in  company  with  the  Edgar,  00 
the  3d  of  the  month  juft- mentioned,  having  under 
his  convoy  a  fleet  of  twenty-five  empty  transports, 
which,  on  account  of  the  injuries  they  had  fuftained 
from  the  weather,  and  other  caufes,  in  the  road  of 
fielleifle,  were  obliged  to  come  into  port  for  refitment* 
During  the  fame  afternoon,  when  coming  00  fliore  in 
his  boat,  it  was  overfet  by  a  violent  fquall  when  about  half 
a  mile  diftant  from  the  fhip.  Two  lieutenants  and  a 
Teaman,  who  were  with  him,  were  drowned ;  as  to  himfelf 
be  had  the  good  fortune  to  get  an  oar,  on  which  he  con- 
trived to  fuppdrt  himfelf,  when  wearied  with  fwimming, 
till  a  boat  from  the  fhip  with  much  difficulty,  on  account 
of  the  heavy  fwell,  reached  him,  and  took  him  up,  toge- 
ther with  a  packet  he  was  entrufted  with,  and  which, 
even  in  what  might  be  thought  his  laft  extremity,  he  had 
fufficient  pre  fence  of  mind  left,  to  keep  with  him.  His 
prefervation  was  the  more  critical  and  extraordinary,  as-, 
rt  is  faid,  nearly  two  hours  had  elapfed  before  the  boat 
reached  him,  and,  as  may  be  reafonably  concluded,  his 
flreagth,  and  fpirits  were  totally  exhaufted. 

Captain  Scrope  failed  again  for  Belhiifle  on  the  29th ;  „ 
but  the  remaining  occurrences  of  his  life  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  marked  with  any  Singularity  fufficient  ta  render 
our  notice  of  them  neceifary:  indeed,  he  did  not  long 
furvive  the  foregoing  event,  dying  in  the  courfe  of  the 
year  176-2,  but  in  what  month  is  not  precifely  known, 
being  then  captain  of  the  Hampton  Court. 

N.  B.  The  lingular  chriftian  name  of  Carr  was  given 
him  as  being  collaterally  defcended  from  the  family  of 
Carr,  earl  of  Somerfet,  in  the  reign  of  James  the  Fir  ft ; 
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a  circumftance  which,  confidering  the  very  infamous 
chara&er  of  that  perfonage,  we  cannot  think  refleds  any 
additional  fplendor. 


1753- 

DIGGES,  Dudley, — was,  on  the  13th  of  June,  174a, 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant;  but  we  do  not 
find  any  fubfequent  mention  made  of  him  previous 
to  his  promotion,  on  the  18th  of  December,  1753,  to 
be  captain  of  the  Centaur.  In  the  month  of  October^ 
1754,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Nightingale,  of  twenty* 
four  guns.  In  this  veffel  he  continued  till  the  month  of 
April  1756,  when  he  removed  into  the  Kennington,  a 
veflel  of  the  fame  force.  In  this  he  continued  during 
the  year  1757,  being  then  attached  to  the  fleet  fitted 
for  the  expedition  againft  Louifburg,  under  admiral  Hoi- 
4>urne,  as  well  as  that  more  fortunate  one,  in  the  enfuing 
year,  which  took  place  under  Mr.  Bofcawen.  In  1759 
he  was  promoted  to  the  Maidftone  frigate,  one  of  the  vef- 
fels  compofing  the  light  fquadron  under  commodore 
Duff,  which  was  employed,  as  it  may  be  well  remembered, 
in  watching  the  motion  of  the  French  fleet  in  Breft,  and 
which  it  was  one  of  the  firft  objefts  of  that  formidable 
armament  to  deftroy*  the  French  admiral  being  actually 
in  chace  of  Mr.  Duff,  when  the  appearance  of  fir  Edward 
Hawke  put  a  fudden  period  to  their  purfuit,  and  hopes. 

Sir  Edward,  indeed,  had  been  joined  by  the  Maidftone 
and  Coventry,  another  frigate  belonging  to  the  fame 
fquadron,  a  day  or  two  before  the  aftion;  and  captain 
Digges  being  one  of  the  commanders  ordered  to  run  ahead 
of  the  fquadron  on  the  look-out  for  the  enemy,  had 
the  happinefs  and  honour  of  getting  the  firft  light  of  their 
fleet  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  of  November.  The 
event  is  well  known. 

About  the  month  of  September  1761,  he  was  promoted 

to  the  Deptford,  and  immediately  ordered  to  the  Weft 

|ndies,  where  he  continued  till  the  year  1764,  after  which 
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time  as  we  have  no  information  concerning  him,  we  natu- 
rally conclude  him  to  have  held  nocommilfion  fubfequent 
to  his  return.  He  died  in  England,  as  we  have  been  in- 
formed, in  the  month  of  December  1779,  but  Mr.  Hardy 
ftates  his  death  to  have  happened  two  years  earlier. 

EDWARDS,  Richard,— was  appointed  commander  of 
a  floop  of  war  on  the  3d  of  Auguft,  1 747 ;  after  which  time* 
except  that  in  the  month  of  June  1752,  he  was  appointed 
commander  of  tbe  Falcon  floop  of  war,  we  have  no  intel- 
ligence concerning  him  till  December  27,  1753.  He  was 
then  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Affiftance,  and  in  the 
month  of  September  1754,  was  made  captain  of  the 
Gofport.  Trivial  were  the  fervices  on  which  he  had  the 
fortune  to  be  employed  for  a  con  fide rable  time  after  the 
commencement  of  the  war,  during  which,  at  lead  till  after 
theyeari758,hecontinuedintheGofport.  We  find,  indeed, 
no  particular  mention  made  of  him  till  the  end  of  the  year 
1761,  when  he  commanded  the  fielliqueux,  of  fixty-fuc 
guns,  a  prize  taken  from  the  French  by  captain  Saumarez, 
in  the  Antelope,  not  long  before,  and  at  the  time  alluded 
to,  employed  on  the  Leeward  Ifland  flation  under  fir  James 
Douglafs.  Captain  Edwards  was  inverted  with  the  above 
command  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Saumarez  himfelf  ;.but 
no  particular  mention  is  made  of  him  during  the  time  he 
held  it.  After  the  peace  he  was  occafionally  employed  on 
thofe  ftations  which  the  pacific  fituarion  of  affairs  permit- 
ted, in  particular  in  1768,  and  the  enfuing  year  he  com- 
manded the  Ramillies,  of  feventy  four  guns,  a  guardfhip 
at  Chatham.  He  quitted  this  (hip  in  1770  for  the 
Mary  yacht,  in  which  he  uninterruptedly  continued  till 
the  year  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the 
Sandwich,  of  ninety  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  attached  to  the 
Channel  fleet  under  the  orders  of  admiral  Keppel.  In  this 
ftation  he  ferved  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  off*  - 
Ufhantr  on  which  occafion  his  (hip  was  one  of  thofe  mod 
difabled ;  in  addition  to  which  we  find  he  had  twenty-two 
men  killed  and  wounded.  He  was  one  of  the  witnefles 
examined  on  the  fubfequent  court-martial,  but  depofed 
Bothingvery  intereiting. 

On  tbe  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and  was  not  long 
afterwards  appointed  governor  and  commander-in-chief 
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on  the  Newfoundland  ftation,  a  command  where  he  dis- 
played great  diligence,  in  the  diftribution  and  dtfpofition 
of  his  cruifers,  as  well  as  in  the  execution  of  every  other 
branch  of  public  fervice  committed  to  his  charge.  He 
retained  this  command*  having  his  flag  on  board  the 
Portland*,  till  the  complete  change  in  adminiftration,  in 
the  month  of  April  1782,  caufed  him  to  refign  it:  neither 
party  disfavour,  nor  difguft  had  any  (hare  m  producing 
this  meafure,  but  merely  that  mode  of  a&ing  which  almoft 
invariably  influences  and  guides  the  conduct  of  all  men, 
in  the  choice  of  thofe  to  whom  on  one  fide  they  adhere* 
and  on  the  other  of  thofe  whom  they  affect  to  patronise 
or  honour  with  their  particular  confidence.  Suffice  it  to 
fay;  every  pofTible  exertion  within  the  fcale  of  fo  fmail  a 
force  was  made  by  Mr.  Edwards;  nor  perhaps  was  it 
poflible,  recurring  to  his  very  limited  command,  for  more 
ample  protection  to  have  been  afforded  either  to  the  fettkrs, 
to  the  fifhery,  or  to  the  commerce  of  that  part  of  the  world 
in  general ;  and  while  on  one  hand  he  defended  fiiccefisfully 
that  of  his  countrymen,  he  was  no  lefs  fortunate  in  the 
annoyance  of  that  of  their  enemies. 

Mr.  Edwards,  after  his  return  to  England  in  1781,  he 
not  having  proceeded  to  his  government  in  the  enfuing 
year,  lived  in  retirement  till  1788,  when  he  was  made 
commander-in-chief  in  the  Medway  and  at  the  Nore. 
On  this  appointment  he  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Sandwich,  of  ninety  guns;  but  is  no  otherwife  noticed 
than  as  having  been,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787, 
advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  white;  on  the  ift  of 
February,  1793,  of  the  red;  and  admiral  of  the  blue  on 
the  1 2th  of  April,  1794.  He  died  at  a  very  advanced 
age  at  the  end  of  the  year  laft-menttoned. 

HOLLWELL,  or  HOLLWALL,  John,— was  pro- 
moted from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  to  that  of  commander  of 
a  floop  of  war,  on  April  4, 1 747,  but  the  name  of  the  veffel 
to  which  he  was  appointed  is  no  where  given.  It  is  mofl 
probable  that,  during  at  lead  a  confiderable  part  of  the  time 
while  he  corhmanded  a  floop  of  war,  he  was  employed  on 
the  American  ftation ;  and  while  abfent,  was  appointed,  by 
the  commander-in-chief,  to  rank  as  a  pod  captain  in  the 

*  On  the  26th  of  September,  1780,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear- 
admiral  of  the  red.

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Mermaid,  frigate,  on  the  30th  of  June,  1753.  We  are 
ftrengthened  in  this  opinion  by  finding  an  elegant  public 
entertainment,  on  the  19th  of  Odober  following,  given 
to  him  by  the  Carolina  merchants;  at  which  time  alfo  a 
very  fuperb  gold-hilted  fword  was  prefented  him,  "  in 
teftimony,"  as  their  vote  exprefled  it,  "  of  their  grateful 
fenfe  of  the  protection  and  many  fervices  he  had  rendered 
to  the  trade  of  that  province." 

The  commands  he  held  during  the  enfuing  war  are 
unknown  to  us  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  was  made 
captain  of  the  Roebuck,  and  the  year  1760,  when  he 
commanded  the  Nottingham,  of  fixty  guns,  undef  rear* 
admiral  Rodney;  and  afterwards,  in-1761,  the  Marl, 
borough,  of  feventy  guns,  as  captain  to  the  fame  admiral 
on  the  expedition  fent  againft  Martinico.  He  did  not, 
however,  continue  in  that  ihip  fo  long  as  it  re* 
inained  on  the  Weft  India  ftation,  but  when,  or  in 
what  veffel  he  returned,  is  not  mentioned.  Some  time 
after  the  conclufion  pi  the  peace  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Phcenix,  of  forty-four  guns,  and  afterwards  to  the  St. 
Anthonio,  of  fixty  guns,  a  guardfliip  at  Portfmouth.  This 
ihip  he  quitted  in  1769.  In  1770  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  a  ihip  of  the  line  ordered  to  be  equipped 
in  confequence  of  a  rupture  apprehended  with  Spain,  on  - 
the  Falkland  Ifland  bufinefs.  We  have  not  any  farther 
account  of  this  gentleman,  except,  merely,  that  he  died  iif 
in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1775. 

ROWLJEY,  Sir  Jofhua,  —  the  fon  of  fir  William 
Rowley  whom  we  have  before  noticed,  was  appointed  a 
lieutenant  on  the  2d  of  Jury,  1747.  He  continued  but  a 
very  ihort  time,  in  the  rank  of  a  commander,  and 
was  promoted,  on  the  4th  of  December,  1753,  t0  ^ 
captain- of  the  Rye,  a  twenty-gun  fhip.  In  this  veflfel  he 
does  not  appear  to  have  remained  during  any  confider- 
able  fpace,  for,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1755, 
he  commanded  the  Ambufcade,  of  forty  guns,  at  Portf- 
mouth, one  of  the  veiTels  we  believe  to  have  been  put  in 
cotnmifMon  in  confequence  of  the  daily  apprehended 
rupture  with  France.  About  the  month  of  January, 
1756,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Hampfliire,  of  fifty  guns, 
in  which  he  continued,  without  meeting  with  any  parti- 
cular occurrence,  till  the  month  of  October,  1757,  when 
jie  was  made  captain  of  the  Montague,  a  new  (hip  of  fixty 
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gims,  then  recently  launched.  Mr.  Rowley,  as  foon  u 
the  Montague  was  ready  for  fea,  was  ordered  to  the  Me- 
diterranean to  join  admiral  Ofborne,  and  in  the  month  of 
February  following  diftinguiflied  hrmfelf  in  the  attack 
made  on  the  marquis  du  Quefne's  fquadron  by  a  part  of 
the  Britifti  force,  the  particulars  of  which  encounter  have 
been  already  fubjomed  in  a  note  to  the  memoirs  of  the  adtni^ 
ial  himfelf #.  The  Montague  returned  to  England  not 
long  afterwards,  and  was  employed  during  the  fummer  in 
the  fquadron  under  the  lord  vifcount,  now  earl  Howe, 
who'  was,  during  that  period,  conftantly  engaged  in 
covering  a  variety  of  deftrltory  expeditions  made  on  the 
coaft  of  France. 

The  unhappy  affair  at  St.  Cas  is  ftill  recent  enough  to 
be  in  general  recolle&ion.  On  that  occafion  Mr.  Rowley 
commanded  one  of  the  dtvifions  of  flat  boats,  and  having, 
in  conjuh&ion  with  his  colleagues  connefted  with  him  in 
the  fame  fpecies  of  duty,  exerted  himfelf  extremely  in 
endeavouring  to  bring  off  as  many  of  the  rear  as  poffible* 
was, unfortunately,  not  only  wounded,  but  taken  prifonert* 
On  being  exchanged  he  was  reinftated  in  his  command, 
and  employed  on  the  home  fervice  for  the  enfuing  year  J, 
during  which  time,  no  confequential  occurrence  took 
place,  except  that  ever- memorable  one,  fufficient  to  fupply 
a  myriad  of  lefs  note,  the  defeat  of  the  armament  imder 
^Conflans.  At  this  he  was  prcfent,  and  was  one  of  thofe 
commanders  who,  by  being  fortunate  enough  to  get  early 
into  adion,  perfonally  and  eminently  contributed  to  that 
glorious  event. 

In  the  courfeofthe  year  176c,  no  particular  mention  is 

made  of  this  gentleman,  except  that,  during  a  part  of  it, 

-he  was  employed  on  the  Jamaica  ftation,  and  that,  towards 

its  conclufion,  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Superbe,  of

+  We  cannot  omit  the  honourable  encomium  patted  by  his  lord- 
Clip  on  the  behaviour  of  the  officers  engaged  in*  the  above-mentioned 
fervice. — "  My  own  observations,"  fays  he,  "  of  the  very  refolutt 
behaviour  of  tnofe  captains,  and  of  captain  Duff,  being  confirmed  by 
the  report  of  the  land-officers  concerned  in  that  fervice,  I  cannot 
omit  this  notice  of  it." 

t  On  the  18th  of  March,  1759,  he  married  — ,  eldeft  daughter 
*f  Bartholomew  Burton,  cfq.  deputy  governor  of  the  bank. 
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fcventy-four  guns.  In  the  month  of  March  1 76 1 ,  he  was 
ordered,  together  with  captain  S wanton,  in  the  Vanguard, 
to  convoy  the  outward-bound  Eaft  India  (hips,  and  was 
otherwife  unintereftingly  employed  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  In  the  month  of  May  1762,  he  was  again 
ordered  out  on  a  fimilar  fervice,  his  force  confiding,  inde- 
pendent of  his  own  (hip,  the  Superbe,  of  only  the.  Gof- 
port,  of  forty-four  guns;  and  \he  Dan^e,  of  thirty-eight. 
Thus  was  he'fituated  in  point  of  ftrength,  and  with  the 
additiopal  inconvenience  of  being  encumbered  with  a 
convoy,  when,  on  the  nth,  he  fell  in  with  M.  de  Ternay, 
who  was  then  bound  on  an  expedition  againft  the  BritiJh 
colony,  at  Newfoundland,  with  the  following  (hips,  the 
Robufte,  of  feventy-four ;  the  Eveille,  of  fixty-four ;  the 
Garonne,  of  forty-four ;  and  the  Licorne,  of  thirty  guns. 
Notwithftanding  this  difparity  of  force,  Mr.  Rowley  made 
the  fignal  for  his  ihips  to  draw  into  a  line,  in  the  double 
hope  of  protecting  hischarge  and  difcomfiting  the  enemy; 
but  the  French  chtf  defcadre  no  fooner  perceived  thi$ 
refolution  than  he  hawled  his  wind,  and  crowded  all  the  fait 
he  could  carry  in  the  hopes  of  making  his  efcape.  This  cir- 
curaftance  capt.  Rowley  was  not  able  to  prevent,  as  well 
in  confequence  of  that  inferior  quality  in  point  of  failing, 
which  was  at  that  time  particularly  attributable  to  Britifli 
ihips,  as  alfo  that  attention  which,  circumftanced  as  he 
was,  it  was  indifpenfibly  incumbent  on  him  to  pay  to  the 
ihips  under  his  convoy. 

Captain  Rowley  continued  in  the  Superbe  till  after  the 
conclufion  of  the  war ;  but  we  do  not  find  any  mention 
made  of  him  fubfequent  to  the  event  juft  dated,  even  as 
holding  the  command  of  a  guardfliip  during  the  long 
enfuing  peace.     In  1778*  we  find  him  captain  of  .the 

Monarch, 

*  The  following  event  is  fa  id  to  have  occurred  in  the  month  of 
March,  which,  though  the  fervice  on  which  be  was  engaged  was  noc 
very  material,  is,  neverthelefs,  too  interefling  an  biftorical  anecdote 
to  be  omitted,  as  it  ferves  to  complete  that  chain  of  impropriety  which 
has  ever  marked  the  conduct  of  the  court  of  Spain,  when  under  the 
influence  of  French  politics. 

"  As  foon  as  captain  Rowley  had  cad  anchor  in  the  road  or  harbour 
of  Cadiz,  twoSpaoiflj  men  of  war,  of  the  line,  came  inflantly  and 
lay,  one  at  the  head  and  the  other  at  the  flern  of  the  Monarch.  As 
the  Englifh  and  Spanilh  nations  were  at  peace,  captain  Rowley  could 
take  no  notice  of  this  ftangc  behaviour,  but  demanded  the  ufual  pro* 
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Monarch,  of  feventy-fourguns*,  but  he  was  not  engaged  in 
any  more  interesting  fervice  than  that  related  beneath,  if 
we  except  that,  aftef  his  return,  he  was  one  of  the  com- 
manders belonging  to  the  Channel  armament,  then  under 
the  orders  of  admiral  Keppel,  whofe  fleet  he  appears  to 
have  been  ftationed  to  lead,  in  the  encounter  of  the  27th 
of  July,  on  the  (larboard  tack,  and  to  haVe  had  eleven  men 
killed  or  wounded.     Towards  the  conclufion  of  the  year 
he  removed  into  the  Suffolk,  and  was  appointed  to  com- 
mand, with  the  rank  of  commodore,  the  reinforcement 
ordered  out  to  Mr,.  Byron  in  the  Weft  Indies,  whither  he 
was  alfo  inftru&ed  to  convoy  the  outward-bound  fleet, 
amounting  to  upwards  of  two  hundred  fail.    The  force 
immediately  under  Mr.  Rowley's  orders  confifted  of  feven 
fhips  of  the  line  and  three  frigates,  but  for  greater  fafety, 
they  were  attended  to  a  fafe  latitude,  by  lord  Shuldham, 
with  a  diftin&  fquadron  of  ten  (hips  of  the  line.     The 
commodore  t  effected  his  jun&ion  with  Mr.  Byron  in 
fafety,  and  was  prefent  with  him  at  the  encounter  with 
the  French  fleet  urtder  the  count  D'Eftaing,  off  Grenada, 
on  the  6th  of  July  following  ;  the  particulars  of  which 
have  been  already  given  at  fome  length  in  our  account  of 
Mr.  Byron  £.     He  remained  on  the  fame  ftation  during 

the 


tc£tfon  of  the  place.  He  was  told,  that  if  he  wanted  any  proviGon*, 
water,  &c.  he  (hould  have  them,  but  that  he  muft  not  offer  to  go  on 
fliore,  nor  any  of  his  people.  He  de fired  to  fee  Mr.  Hardy,  the 
Britifti  conful,  who  was  allowed  to  go  on  board  the  Monarch.  By  his 
affiftance  he  gave  the  Englifh  merchant  (hips  notice  to  cone  away 
under  his  convoy,  which  they  did,  and  be  arrived  with  them  Cafe  it 
Portfmouth.  While  he  was  at  Cadiz  harbour,  the  American  privateer, 
the  Revenge,  captain  Cunningham,  came  in  from  a  cruize,  and  was 
faluted  by  the  four  Spanifli  admirals,  whofe  flags  were  flying.  Cap* 
tain  Cunningham  hoifted  out  his  boat  under  captain  Rowley's  note, 
and  went  alhore  much  carefled." 

*  In  this  year  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  colonels  of  marines. 

+  On  the  19th  of  March  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-ad- 
miral of  the  blue;  as  he  was,  on  the  e8th  of  September,  1780,  to  be 
;rear  of  the  red.

die  greater  part  of  the  following  year,  firft  under  rear* 
admiral  Parker,  who  fucceeded  to  the  chief  command  on 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Byron  for  England,  and  afterwards 
under  fir  George  Rodney,  who  arrived  there  in  the  month 
of  March  1780. 

In  the  month  of  December  he  was  detached  with  his 
own  (hip,  the  Vengeance,  the  Magnificent,  and  the  Stir- 
ling Caftre,  in  puriuit  of  three  French  frigates  which  had 
been  feen  from  the  Morne  at  St.  Lucia.  After  a  chace 
1  of  considerable  length  they  were  all  captured,  and  were 
found  to  be  the  Fortunee,  of  forty-two ;  the  Blanche,  of 
thirty-fix ;  and  the  Ellis,  of  twenty-eight  guns.  Nothing 
material  took  place  in  the  fame  quarter  of  the  world, 
which  was  now  become  the  moil  bufy  fcene  of  war,  till 
the  encounter  with  De  Gukhen  on  the  17th  of  April. 
In  this  event  Mr.  Rowley  bore  a  very  diftinguifhed  (hare, 
his  fliip,  the  Conqueror,  having  fuftained  an  heavier  lofs 
in  killed  and  wounded  (amounting  in  number  to  forty-nine) 
jthan  any  in  the  fleet,  the-  Sandwich  and  Cornwall 
excepted.  • 

In  the  fubfequent  fkirmifh,  which  happened  on  the 
15th  of  May,  and  which  nothing  but  the  caution  and 
early  flight  of  the  French  prevented  from  becoming  a 
general  a&ion,  the  rear-admiral  was  equally  diftinguifhed, 
as  well  by  his  gallantry,  as  by  the  injury  his  (hip  fuftained, 
circumftances  which  wereparticularly  noticed  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief in  his  official  difpatches.  In  the  month 
of  July  following  Mr.  Rowley  was  detached  to  Jamaica,  in 
conjunction  with  commodore  Walfingham  and  ten  (hips  of 
the  line,  it  being  fuppofed  that  important  colony  was  then 
menaced  by  a  formidable  naval  force  pofleued  by  the 
Spaniards  at  the  Havannah.  He  arrived  there  on  the  ift 
of  Auguft,  and  remained  on  that  ftation  till  after  the  con- 
clulion  of  the  war,  but  met  not  with  any  opportunity  of 
acquiring  to  himfelf  additional  fame  or  fortune,  for  though 
after  the  departure  of  fir  Peter  Parker  for  England  with  a 

tended,  the  rear-admiral  was  ordered,  by  fignal,  to  quit  his  convoy 
and  take  his  ftation  in  the  line,  which  was  that  of  leading  the  van 
divifion.  He  was  warmly  encaged  in  the  wort  cofuiag  encounter, 
having  had  thirty-two  men  kiUca  and  wounded* 
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convoy  in  the  courfe  of  the  fummer  of  the  year  1782  *> 
and  the  return  of  Mr.  Pigot  with  the  main  fleet  to  the 
Leeward  1  (lands  in  the  enfuing  autumn,  he  became  the 
commander-in-chief,  the  flames  of  war  were  fo  much 
fmothered  by  the  approach  of  the  daily  expe&ed  peace, 
that  the  mere  embers  of  hoftilities,  though  (till  fanned  by 
fome  trivial  occafional  capture,  ferved  only  to  keep  up  the 
remembrance  of  that  conflagration  wjiich  nad  once  raged. 
In  1783  Mr.  Rowley  returned  to  England,  and  was  no 
more  engaged  in  the  public  fervice;- but,  as  a  very  ho- 
nourable teftimony  of  the  high  fenfe  entertained  of  his 
meritorious  condud  while  he  had  been  fo  engaged,  he 
was,,  on  the  10th  of  June,  1786,  created  a  baronet  of 
Great  Britain.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  wa» 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  white,  which 
was  the  higheft  he  ever  lived  to  attain,  dying  at  his  feat  of 
1  endring  Hall,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  on  the  26th  of 
February,  1790,  being  then  in  the  fifty-eighth  year  of  his 
aget. 

VERNON,  Sir  Edward, — was  one  of  the  lieutenants 
under  Mr.  Mathews  at  the  time  of  the  encounter  with  the 
French  and  Spanifh  fleets  off  Toulon.  He  was  appointed 
commander  of  a  (loop  of  war  on  the  5th  of  December, 
J747;  and,  on  the  3d  of  April,  1753,  was  promoted  to 
be  captain  of  the  Mermaid.  In  1756  he  commanded 
the  Lyme,  of  twenty  guns ;  and  in  the  month  of  May, 
being  engaged  in  a  cruife  with  the  Colchefter,  captain 
Obrien,  had  a  long  and  fpirited  action  with  two  French 
ihips  of  very  fuperior  force,  of  which  encounter  we  have 
already  given  a  particular  account  J.     After  the  fulleft

*  After  the  arrival  of  fir  George  Rodney  at  Jamaica,  in  178a,  and 
the  new  arrangement  of  the  line  of  battle  during  his  continuance 
there,  Mr.  Rowley,  who  had  his  flag  on  board  the  London,  was  {ra- 
tioned, though  merely  pro  forma,  to  command  the  van  divifion,  being 
the  officer  next  in  rank  to  the  commander-in-chief.  • 

i  Early  in  the  year  1784  the  admiral  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe 
lis  mother,  and  in  the  month  of  January  1785,  his  youngeft  fon. 
His  fecond  daughter,  Sarah,  was  married  in  the  month  o?  March 
I787,  to  W.  Martin,  efq.  of  Horfley-park,  Eflex;  and  another  daugh- 
ter, after  bis  deceafe,  efpoufed,  in  September  1790,  Peter  Godfrey, 
cfq.  of  Woodford,  in  the  fame  county;

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tnquirr  we  have  been  able  to  make,  we  cannot  meet  with 
any  other  particulars  relative  to  this  gentleman,  except 
that  he  was  afterwards  employed  in  the  Lyme  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftatioa  till  the  year  1761,  when  he  com- 
manded the  Revenge,  of  fcvcaty  guns.  After  this  timq 
we  are  again  unacquainted  with  all  particulars  concerning 
him  till  the  month  of  November,  1770,  when  he  wa$ 
appointed  to  combiand  the  Bellona,  a  guardfhip  of  feventy-p 
four  guns,  as  fuceeflbr  to  captain  Montague,  promoted  to 
be  a  nag-officer.  Soon  after  he  quitted  this  fhip  he  wa*

M  We  (the  Colcheter,  of  fifty  gum,  and  Lyme,  of  twenty  guns) 
cruifed  on  the  French  coafl  till  the  17r.l1  of  May,  when,  off  Roche- 
fort,  about  fix  in  the  morning*  we  few  two  fail]  at  fcven  di (covered 
them  to  be  French  thins  of  war.  We  save  chace  till  fix  in  the  after* 
noon,  when  the  Cokhefter  ran  up  cloie  alongfide  the  largeft,  which 
was  of  60  guns,  the  Lyme  alongfide  the  other,'  of  30  guns,  ami 
begin  eo  engage  Very  warmly  on  both  fides,  fo  clofe  that  her  wada 
fet  oor  forefail  on  fire.  We  foon  extinguilhed  it,  and  continued  the 
cngagfittcnc  ttH  half  an  bourpau"  elcven^wnen  the  enemy  began  toflackcn 
her  ire*  and  we  were  obliged  to  bear  away  10  flop  the  (not-holes  we  hat) 
received  between  wind  and  water.  We  bad  three  and  one-half  feet 
water  in  our  hold.  In  about  twenty  minutei  we  returned  to  the 
charge*  kept  %ht  of  our  adverfary  till  about  a  quarter  pad  twelve  at 
midnight  when  abe  fuddenly  difap peared.  The  lad  gun  (be  fired  we 
could  perceive  her  powder  to  be  wet  5  when  we  wore  (be  inadc 
the  fignal  of  diflreft,  and,  I  believe,  funk ;  but  we  could  not  sjfift  her 
without  hsaard.  All  our  running  rigging  war  (hot  a*»ay,  aa  well  aa 
our  main,  fore  and  miten  flays,  together  with  all  our  main  and  other 
aaxoods,  except  two  on  a  Hue :  every  matt  and  yard  in  the  (hip  waa 
wounded  or  rendered  unserviceable,  and  bad  it  not  been  fmooth  water 
it  was  impossible  for  the  mafts  to  have  flood.  Eighty-fix  fiiot  wens 
through  our  main* top- fail,  fifty-four  through  our  main-fail,  and,  in 
ftort,  every  fatf  we  bad  looked  like  a  fteve ;  numbers  of  (hot  alfo 
went  through  our  hull.  The  a&ion  laAed  five  hours  and  a  half 
without  incermiulon.  We  had  hut  one  hundred  and  forty-five  men, 
and  the  enemy  three  hundred  and  fifty.  The  Colcbefter  fought  her 
tnrigonig  till,  by  feme  accident,  (be  took  fire,  and  at  paft  twelve  bore 
away.  The  French  (hip  fired  one  broadfide  into  ber  after  and  the* 
left  her,  and  came  towards  us.  He  took  us  (or  his  confort,  and  mads; 
a  fignal,  which,  »  we  could  not  anfwer,  went  in  fearch  of  her.  We 
did  not  rejoin  the  Cokhefter,  but  they  had  put  out  the  fiie  before  we 
♦at  fight  pfber.  ^ 

*  And  afterwards  under  fir  James  Douglafs,  with  whom  he  conti- 
ancd  till  the  hegumiog  of  ibe  year  ,1776. 
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pn  the  24th  of  June,  1773,'  at  the  time  of  the  firftgnrntl 
naval  review.  In  1776  he  was  appointed  commpdore 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and,  having  hoiftcd  his  broad  pen- 
dant on  board  the  Rippon,  of  fixty  gun*,  failed  foon  after- 
tvards  as  fucceflbrto  commodore  Hughes. 

In  1778,  as  may  be  well  remembered,  the  rupture  took 
place  with  France;  notice  of  the  great  probability  that 
fuch  an  event  would  take  place,  having  been  fent  over- 
land to  India,  the  neceffary  fteps  were  taken  preparatory  to 
the  attack  of  Pondlcherry,and  a  ffight  encounter  took  place 
fcetweeh  fir  Edward 'si  htle  fquadron  andthatof  the  French, 
who  were  confiderably  fuperior  in  force.  HoftiIities,how- 
fever,  ended  for  that  time  without  any  advantage  being  gain- 
ed on  either  fide*,  it  we  except  the  capture  of  theSartine 

frigate, 

•   *  The  following  account  of  the  a&ion  alluded  to  wai  given  by  fir  > 
Edward  in 'his  difpatcbes. 

"  Rippon  off  Sadras,  Aog.  16,  1778. 
•*  Sir, 

"  I  fend  this  to  the  governor  and  council  of  Fort  St.  George,  to 
oe  forwarded  by  the  Am  opportunity,  to  defire  you  will  acquaint  the 
lords  commiflioners  of  the  admiralty,  that  I- (ailed  from  Madrafs  on 
the  dQth  pad,  with  his  majefty'a  fhips  Rippon,  Coventry,  Seahorfe, 
and  Cormorant  (loop,  the  Valentine  and  Glatton  India  (hips.  On  the 
31ft,  finding  the  Glatton  a  bad  Tailor  and  ill-equipped,  I  Ordered  her 
back  to  Madrafs,  and  rcquefted  of  the  governor  and  council  another 
fliip  to  replace  her. 

••  On  the  8th  in(hrm\  at  fix  P.  M.  I  appeared  with  the  fquadrofr 
off  Pond i cherry,  chafing  a  French  frigate  into  the  road.  At  eight 
A.M.  we  de  (cried  from  our  mift  head  fix  fail  to  the  S  W.  which 
we  flood  for,  but  there  being  fuch  light  airs  of  wind  we  could  make 
nothing  of  them  till  the  loth,  when,  at  fix  A.  M.  we  faw  five  fail 
bearing  down  upon  us  in*  regular  line  abrcaft.  We  Hood  for  them 
forming  our  line  ahead  witji  the  four  (hips,  and  at  noon  brought- to 
ready  to  receive  them.  At  three  quarters  paft  noon,  the  breeze  fltrfN 
ing  to  the  fcaward,  gave  us  the  weather-gage,  when  I  immediately  made 
the  fignal  to  bear  down  upon  the  enemy,'  who  had  formed  upon  it  he 
ftar board  tack.'  1  intended  forming  our  line  on  the  larboard  tack  tiH 
the  leading  ftip  had  Wretched  abreaft  of  their  rear,  then  to  have  tacked 
and  formed  oppofite  the  enemy's  mips,  but  having  fo  little  wind!  and 
'the  uncertainty  of  a  continuance,  I  thought  it  neceffary  to  bring* them 
to  aclion;  which  at  three  quarters  paft  two  became  general;  fend,  at 
times,  extremely  tlofe.  About  three  quarters  paft  foot*  the*  enemy 
made  fail  upon  a  wind  to  the  S.  W.  Having  received  great  damage 
to  our  malls,  fails  and  rigging,  I  hauled  to  the  N.  E,  in  hopes  of -fc- 
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frigate^  which  noticing  tftken  in  the  aftion  itfclf,  cannot  be 
fairly  brought  into  this  part  of  the  account.  On  the  arrival 
of  fir  Ex  Hughes  with  his.  fquadron,  confimodore  Vernon 
refigned  to  him  the  command,  and  returned  to  Europe 
with  a  convoy  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1781,  He  had 
during  his  abience  experienced  a  promotion  to  the  different 
ranks  of  a  flag. officer  on  the  fame  day  with  fir  Jofhua 
Rowley,  to  whom  he  was,  as  may  be  feen  by  referring  to 
the  dates,  fome  months  fcnior  on  the  lift  of  captains. 

After  this  time  fir  Edward  never  went  to  fea,  but,  ih 
1785,  rendered'himfelf  very  confpicuous  by  two  or  three 
aerial  excurfions  which  he  took)  at  a  very  great  expence  to 
himfelf*  in  company  with  fome  of  the  molt  farfiionable 
projectors  in  that  line  *.   On  the  24th  of  September,  1787, 

he 

curing  the  weather-gage,  to  bring  them  to  action  again  the  next  morn- 
ing. We  were  employed  the  whole  night  in  reeving,  fplicing,  knot- 
ting our  rigging,  getting  up  a  main-top- fail-ya.rd,  and  foretop-maftt 
the  others  being  deltroyed.  We  flood  to  the  N.  E.  with  light  airi 
of  wind  until  midnight,  and  then  tacked  to  the  S.  W.  but  at  day- light 
on  the  1  uh  could  fee  nothing  of  the  enemy. 

*•  I  have  fince  ufed  my  utmbft  endeavours  to  appear  off  Ppndi- 
cherry  again;  but  owing  to  little  winds,  and  thofe  foutherly,  with  a 
firong  northern  current,  have  been  prevented.  Their  lord  (hips  may  be 
allured  I  will  lofe  no  time  in  attaining  it,  and  if  I  can  meet  with  rhe 
enemy,  to  bring  them  to  a  decifive  battle,  wind  and  weather  permit- 
ting. The  mips  we  engaged  were,  Jthe  Brilliante,  of  fixty-fouT  guns; 
the  Pburvoyeufe,  of  thirty-fix  eightcen-pounders;  the  Sartine,  of 
thirty- two  guns;  and  two  of  their  country  fhips  armed  as  ours,  whom 
I  am  juft  now  informed,  got  into  Pondiehcrry  Road  the  evening  of  the 
a&ion  to  refit.  The  Beiborough  India  (hip,  which  the  governor  and 
council  of  Fort  St.  George  had  ordered  to  replace  rhe  Glatton,  joined 
me  the  14th.  Herewith  you  have  a  lift  of 'the  killed  and  wounded  'on 
board  the  (hips  under  my  command,  in'  the  a'dion  of  the  10th.

•  The  following  .account  of  fome  of  thefe  voyages  in  the  air,  art 
extfa&ed  from,  the  periodical  publications  of  the  tim^ .    ., 

"  Wedncfday,  March  the  23d,  178^5,  Count  Zarobeccari  and  ad- 
miral Or  Edward  Vernon  inade<an  aerial  trip  from  the  cheap- bread 
varehoufc,  Tottenham-court-road,  to  a  ploughed  field,  about  three 
miles  beyond  King'*- field,  fiear  Horfham,  in  SufTcx,  diflant  from 
London  thirty-five  miles,  which  they  failed  in  lefs  than  an  hour. 
This  (ctaxs  10  have  been  by  fax  the  mod  hazardous  voyage  that  has 
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he  was  advanced  to  die  flank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  Nor, 
*s  he  moreover  was  to  the  fame  rank  m  the  white  faua~ 
tfron,  on  the  2 ift  of  September,  1790;  and  on  the  ift  of 
February,  1793,  was  made  vice  of  the  red.  On  the  lath 
of  April!  *794>  he  experienced  his  laft  advancement,  » 
the  pnk  of  admiral  of  the  blue.  This  he  did  not  kmg 
fcrvtve,  dying  in  the  ccttffe  of  the  month  of  Julj 
following.

FOLEY,  Thomas,— was  appointed  commander  of  * 
floop  of  war  on  the  3d  of  May,  1748*    The  only  mention 

yet  been  made.  At  fnrft  fettjoa  out,  the  wind  tore  away  the  lower 
part  of  the  netting,  and  broke  the  glafs  at  the  lower  part  of  the  ma* 
chine,  through  which  the  firing  of  the  valve  paflled ;  in  confeqttence 
of  which  a  piece  of  6lk  was  nattily  applied  to  (top  the  aperture,  an 4 
•he  firing  in  the  hurry  left  in  the  infide,  by  which  they  were  deprived 
of  the  means  of  defceodingat  pleafare;  but  this  waa  pot  all,  when 
they  were  far  above  the  cloud*  three  of  the  firings,  that  attached  the 
boat  to' the  balloon,  gave  way  almoft  at  once,  by  which,  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered,  that  they  were  defirous  to  change  theti  element ;  hot  all 
means  of  defcending  (ecmed  out  of  their  power,  titt  the  count  thought 
of  cutting  the  fiiken  tubes,  which  fortunately  give  the  .neceflary  exii 
to  the  inflammable  air,  but  not  before  the  balloon  had  mounted  fo> 
high,  that  the  clouds  appeared  at  a  great  diftance  below  them,  and  the  fun» 
iYone  very  bright:  at  the  fame  time  the  qutckfilver  in  the  barometer 
fell  fuddenly  to  ao.  8.  whereat  on  earth  it  ftood  at  go.  4.  the  dtflance 
nearly  two  miles  in  perpendicular  height  to  which  the  balloon  had 
feached.  In  defcending  thev  naflcd  through  a  denfe  cloud,  whicfr 
covered  them  with  fnow,  and  felt  very  cold  j.birt  their  motion  being 
then  very  rapid,  they  moo  arrived  ufe  without  any  other  accident 
The  obfervanons  they  made  were,  that  the  balloon  kept  perpetually 
turning  round  its  vertical  axis,  (qmetime*  fo  rapidly  as  to  make  eact 
revolution  in  (bur  or  five  feconds;  that  a  peculiar  noife  was  heard 
tike  rattling  among  the  cloud*;,  that  in  their  defcent  the  air  waa 
very  cold,  and  the  balloon  much  agitated." 

41  June  «,,  *7ftj.  This  day  aTr  Edward  Vernon,  major.  Money, 
Mr.  Blake,  and  Mr.  Lockwood  took  their  departure  in  a  balloon,  front 
Tottenham-court- road,  about  one  o'clock,  and  about  four  were  fat 
down  near  Bigham-farm,  in  Eflex,  where  Mr.  Blake  jumped  out. 
The  balloon  was  no-  fooner  lightened  than  it  was  again  km  in  the 
clouds,  and,  after  having  failed  about  thirty-fix  miles  farther,  the  voy- 
agers opened  the  vahre,  and. came  down  on  »  heath  neaaColcbefler.* 
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%e  find  4rtharwife  made  of  his  name  in  the  fitpricp  is,  that 
on  the  ad  of  April,  1754,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
<af  the  Fotsgeux.  This  commiflSon  appears  to  have  been 
granted  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him  rank  as  a 
poft  captain,  as  he  very  foon  afterwards  ouitted  the  Foil* 
geux,  and  was  not,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  inveftigate, 
appointed  to  any  other  ihip.  He  died  exadly  thirteen 
months  after  attaining  the  rank  of  captain,  that  is  to  lay, 
on  the  id  of  May,  1755. 

SPEKE,  Henry, — was  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
3d  of  November,  1745;  but  when,  or  on  what  fervfce  he 
was  employed,  as  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war,  does  not 
appear,  ft  is  certain,  however,  his  continuance  in  that 
rank  was  not  more  than  twelve  month's  duration.  On 
die  20th  of  January,  1 754,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Kent,  of  ieventy  guns,  which  was  then  fitting  for 
the  flag  of  rear-admiral  Watfon,  who  had  been  juft  before 
appointed  commander-in-chief  in  the  Eaft  Indies.  During 
tne  continuance  of  cap t.  Speke  on  that  ftation,  it  is?lmou 
needlefs  to  add,  that  he  difplayedthe  greateft  a&ivity,  aa 
well  as  gallantry,  in  every  a&ion  or  enterprize  in  whicb 
he  was  engaged,  and,  as  may  he  feen  by  referring  to  the 
lifcofadmiraJWatfon,  they  were  by  no  means  few.  While 
thus  employed  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  his  fon,  who 
died  of  a  locked  jaw  in  confequence  of  his  thigh  being 
(battered  by  a  cannon  fhot ,  and  afterwards  amputated.  This 
unhappily  threw  captain  Speke  into  a  melancholy  habit, 
from  which  he  never  afterward*  perfe&iy  recovered* 

On  his  return  froth  India,  which  happened  fome 
time  in  the  year  1758,  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the 
Sandwich,  in  which  (hip  he  ferved  during  a  fhort  time 
only,  having,  about  the  month  of  Auguft,  1759$  been  com* 
Quffioned  to  the  Refolution,  df  feventy-four  guns ;  in  which 
Chip  he  ferved,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  in  the 
sunn  or  Channel  fleet,  under  the  command  ot  fir  Edward 
Hawke :  he  was,  consequently,  prefent  at  the  memorable 
defeat  of  Conflans,  where  he  pined  the  higheft  honour 
and  renown,  infomuch  that  the  gallant  admiral  is  find  te 
have  exclaimed,  in  the  higbeft  exftacy,  "  that  captain 
Speke,"  with  others  we  have  before  noticed,  "  behaved 
like  angels/'     The  Refolution  was  the  fourth  Aip 
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which  got  into  aftion,  and  very  vigoroufly  attacked  fh^T 
Formidable,  t)f  eighty  gnns,  the  flag- (hip  of  the  rear-ad- 
miral da  Verger,  which,  on  fiVEdward  Hawke!s  coming 
ttp;  immediately  furrertdered,  after  having  made  the 
bfcft  defence  of  any  fhip  irr  the  enemy's  fleet.

this  fhip*he  was,  in  the rtriontHoT  April,  teirioved  into  the 
Modefte,  of  fixty-four  gtins^ind  in  the  courfe  of  the  year 
was  drclered  »*to  Li  fton .  His '  lafter  misfortune,'  though 
not  thetiightdft'fhadow  of  bfehe  could  be  attached  to  him, 
fell  fo  'ex-treiriely  heavyoif  his  fpirits,  already  broken  by 
the  lofs'bf  *av  darling' fon,  "that  he  died  thefe^  a  mere  and 
fhily ; larfleritable  viftim  fo  melancholy  and  anguilh  of 
mmd^onttie  i7thof  November  "following  (1760).  •' 


z  BRGWNE,  William?— was  appointed  commander  of 
a'floop.  of*  war  on  the  2d  of  June,  1746 :  •  he  was  from 
therice  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain,  and  appointed 
to.  the  Centaur,  a  fixth  rate,  on  the  17th  of  June;  1755. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  oolleft  any  particulars  relative

1*#  1IVIS  AMD  CHARACTERS  Of 

Pr ince  George,  of  ninety  guns,  ferved  during  the  <nfnmg 
fummer  as  commander  of  one  of  the  divifrons  of  the  main 
fleet  under  the  orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy  *.  The  French 
and  Spanish  fleets,  as  we  have  already  noticed  in  the  life 
of  that  gentleman,  made  their  appearance  in  the  Channel, 
but  no  encounter  took  place. 

At  the  conclufion  of  the  year  he  was  nominated  fecond 
fti  command  of  the  fleet  ordeied  out,  under  fir  George 
Rodney,  to  cover  a  ftrong  convoy  fent  to  Gibraltar  for 
the  relief  of  that  garrifon.  The  feveral  occurrences  which 
took  place  while  on  their  paflage  thither  have  been  already 
•©counted  in  the  memoirs  of.  the  commander-in-chief,, 
The  fi-rft  abjed  of  the  expedition  being  fulfilled,  fir  George 
proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  a  (mall  divifion,  leaving 
Mr.  Digby  wltfe  the  command  of  thirteen  Biitiih  ibips  of 
the  line,  and  the  Spanifb  prises,  under  orders  to  return  to 
England.  The  reparation  between  the  admirals  took  place 
Februarythe  18th,  and,  on  the  23d,  Mr.  Digby  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fall  in  with  a  FrenchcOnvoy,con(itbf»ig  of  thirteen 
veflek,  bound  to  the  Mauritius,  under  ckb  prcfte&ion  of 
two  ihips  of  fixty-feur  guns,  a  frigate,  and  two  large  ftore 
ftiips  arme  en  flute.  The  enemy  i*e«  fo  extremely 
aiert,  that  though  purfuit  was  infttfntly  commenced,  and 
followed  up  with  the  greateft  alacrity,  the  greater  patf 
were  fuccefsful  enough  in  flight  to  make  their  efcape,  three 
only  of  the  convoy  being  captured,  together  with  the 
Prorhee,  of  fixy-four  guns,  the  commanding  (bip,  which 
ftpuck  to  fir  GnalonerOgte,  in  'the  Refolution,  about  one 
o'clock  the  eniuing  morning.  Mr.  Oigby  continued  t 
from  this  time,  till  the  month  of  Auguft  iy&i,  employed 
as>  commander  of  a  divifion  of  the 'main  #r  Channel  fleet, 
and,  at  the  period  juitmefttioned*  was  ordered  to  America, 
where  he  waste  take  tipoit  htm  the  4hief  command,  ivitji

t  On  the  n6th  of  September,  1780,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear* 
admiialoi'thered. 
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aofe&ed  by  admiral  Graves  for  the  purpole  6f  forcing  t* 
an  a£kion  the  French  fleet,  undef  de  Grafle,  who  at  that 
time,  with  numbers  far  fuperior,  completely  blocked  up 
the  Chefapeak,  and,  confccpiently*  the  port  of  York  Town* 
where  the  earl  Comwallis  had  taken  poft  with  the  army 
under  his  command.  The  ncocflky  which  that  nobleman 
was  under  of  furrenderiag  before  the  fleet  could  poffibljr 
carry  the  above  Jpirited  meafure  into  execution,  rendered 
totally  unneceflary  an  attempt  of  attacking  the  enemy,  which 
was  fuggefted,  and  indeed  warranted  only  by  the  exifting 
preffurc  and  (pofture  of  afiairs,  in  the  hope  of  relieving 
and  extricating  his  kxdfhip  from  his  perilous  fituation. 

The  above-mentioned  co-operation  oft  the  French  fleet 
from  the  Weft  Indies  with  the  American  army,  had  been 
undertaken  by  M.  G*affe  during  the  hurricane  months, 
for  the  double  puipofe  of  ftriking  the.  above  important  blow, 
and  fecuring  his  fleet  from  the  fatal  efiefts  of  thofe  tempefte 
which  are  fo  common  m  that  part  of  the  world.  That 
fetal  feafon  being  paft  he  returned  to  his  original  ftation* 
whither  the  Britifh  force  followed  him  immediately;  and 
Mr.  Digby  having  drifted  his  flag  from  the  Prince  George 
to  the  Lion,  of  fixtyfour  guns,  detached  every  other  (hip 
of  the  line  under  this  command,  with  fir  Samuel,  now  lord 
vifcount  Hood,  to  the  Weft  Indies,  for  the  better  protect 
tion  of  the  Britiih  pofleflions  in  that  quarter.  The 
theatre  of  naval  war  on  a  grand  fcale  now  became  tranf* 
fared  from  die  American  coaft,  and  returned  not  thither 
during  the  continuance  of  hoftilities,  fo  that,  except  an 
eocaiional  oaiual  capture,  no  event  or  occurrence  worthy 
particular  notice  appears  to  have  taken  place.  Since  his 
return  to  Europe,  *  after  the  conelufion  of  peace, 
Mr.  Digby  has  not  taken  upon  him  any  command. 
On  the  17m  of  Augyft,  1784,  he  was  married,  by  Special 
licence,  to  Mrs.  Jaunty,  eldeft  daughter  of  Andrew  Elliot, 
efq.  .heretofore  lieutenant*covernor  of  New  York,  On 
the  24th  of  September,  17*7^  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice*

.  DORRIL,  Richard,-— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  foon 
after  the  commencement  of  the  war  with  Spain  in  1739, 
and  ferved  in  that  capacity  on  board  the  Royal  Oak  at  the 
time  of  the  encounter  with  the  combined  fleets  off  Toulon. 
lie  was  advanced  to  the  command  of  the  Jamaica  (loop  of

i  GILCHRIST,  James, — was  appointed  a.  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  28th  of  Auguft,  1741,  and  is  errone- 
ouftyftjated  in  fome  lifts  we  have  feen,  to  have  been  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  year  1750. '  This  it 
certainly  a  miftake,  and  mult  have  been  occasioned  by  his 
commanding  a  poftihip^rv  tempere*,  or,  according  to  the 
term  ufed  in  the  fervice,  per  order.  He  certainly  was 
*ot  regularly  advanced  to  the  rank  jttft  mentioned  till  the 
1 8th  of  July,  1755,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Expe- 
pment.  in  this  veflel  he  was  empldyed  on  the  Mediter- 
xanean  itatiop,  and  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the 
French  fquadron,  under  Gallifoniere,  in  the  month  of 
lVfay  1750.     After  his  return  irotn  thence  t  he  was

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promoted  to  the  Southampton,  of  thirty-two  guns,  and. 
during  the  early  part  of  the  enfuing  year,  was  employed  as 
a  cruifer,  a  fervice  in  which  he  very  remarkably  diftin- 
guitbed  himfelf  in*  the  month  of  July.  He  had  the  for- 
tune to  fall  in  with  five  French  privateers  off  the  Ifle  of 
Wight,  two  of  which  were  of  equal  force  with  the  South- 
ampton herfelf.  Notwithftanding  this  wonderful  difoa- 
rity,  capt  .Giichrift  engaged  them  with  the  utmoft  refolution 
for  the /pace  of  nearly  three  hours,  during  the  laft  of  which' 
the  Southampton  lay  between  two  fires :  neverthelefs,  in 
this  very  perilous  fituation  captain  Giichrift  and  his  people? 
behaved  with  fo  much  gallantry  and  good  conduct,  that' 
ene  of  the  enemy's  ihips  was  obliged  to  drop  aftern,  and 
the  other  was  completely  filenced.  The  Southampton, 
however,  was  in  no  condition  to  reap  the  advantage  of 
her  vi&ory  andpurfue  her  routed  foes;  the  (hip  was  ex- 
tremely leaky,  having  received  eight  very  dangerous  (hot 
in  her  hull,  ten  alfo  of  her  crew  being  killed  on  the  fpot,1 
fourteen  mortally  wounded,  and  as  many  (lightly/  Capt*' 
Giichrift  was  therefore  very  relu&antlycompelled  to  put  into 
Weymouth  for  the  purpofe  of  refitting,  and  arrived  there 
with  his  (hip  reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck.  The  intrepid 
dity  difplayed'  by  this  gentleman  on  the  occafion  juft 
ftated,  was*  rendered,  if  pofliWe,  more  interefting  and 
confequential  to  the  nation,  from  the  circumftance  of  the 
Southampton  being,  at  the  time  of  encounter,  bound  to 
Plymouth  with  a  cpnfiderable  quantity  of  fpecie  on  board, 
deftined  for  the  payment  of  the  (hips  at  that  port. 
;  Captain  Grlchrift  was  ordered  fo  foon  as  his  fhip^was 
refitted,  to  join  the  fleet  then  under  the  command  of  fir 
£dward  Hawlce,  and  deftined  for  the  attack  of  Rochfort. 
Being  detached  by  the  admiral  to  reconnoitre  the  port  of 
Breft,  he  fell  in-  with  and  captured  the  Emeraude  French 
frigate,  of  which  little  fuccefs  the  following  account  is 
officially  given. 

"  Captain  Giichrift,  of  the  Southampton,  being  on  a 
cruife  off  Brett*  at  break  of  day  faw  a  fail  in  full  chace  of 
him,  he  tacked  and  flood  for  her.  At  two  in  the 
afternoon  he  was  within  mufket  (hot,  when  the  French  (hip 
j>egan  to  fire  at  him ;  but  he  did  not  return  it  till  he  wai 
within  twenty  yards,  and  the  fire  foon  became  briflc  on 
both  fides :  captain  Giichrift  having  killed,  their  firft  and 
**  fecond 
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ircond  captains,  lieutenants,  and  moft  of  their  officer^ 
fee  (truck*  The  engagement  lafted  about  thirty-five 
minutes.  She  is  a  king^  (hip  of  war,  called  the  L'Eme- 
taude,  mounts  twenty-four  nine  and  two  fix-pounders, 
having  two  hundred  and  forty-five  men  on  board, 
her  killed  and  wounded  are  fuppofed  to  be  about  fixty. 
Captain  Gilchrift  had  his  fecond  lieutenant  and  nineteen 
men  killed,  together  with  twenty-eight  wounded,  among 
the  latter  all  the  officers  but  himfelf  •." 

The  Southampton  had  received  lb  much  damage  in  the 
preceding  encounter,  that  immediately  after  captai* 
tiilehrift  had  rejoined  the  fleet  with  his  pritee  he  was  or* 
dered  to  England  to  refit,  and  was,  consequently,  no  far- 
tjier  concerned  in  the  expedition.  During  the  year  175* 
captain  Gilchrift  appears  to  have  been  folely  employed  aa 
a  crutfer,  a  fervice  in  which  he  difplayed  conftderaWe 
addrefs,  gallantry,  and  activity;  nor  were  his  exertion* 
devoid  of  fuoceis,  for,  in  the  month  of  Oftober,  he 
captured,  and  carried  into  Kinfale,  two  large  French  pri- 
vateers, one  of  thecn  called  the  Canmartia,  a  Jbip  belong- 
ing to  Dunkirk,  carrying  eighteen  fix-poundeta,  twelve 
(iimeis,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-fix  men,  commanded 
by  M.  Jean  Baptift  Cock,  who  did  not  finrender  till  after 
a  moft  defperate  defence  and  refiftance  of  three  how* 
contbuaocei  the  other  a  privateer,  of  Bayoane,  carrying 
twenty  guns  and  two  hundred  and  ten  men,  which,  though 
of  fupcrior  ftrength  to  the  former,  by  no  means  caufed 
4b  much  trouble  to  her  captor.

^  **  The  French  frigate,  of  twenty-fix  cans,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty 
fkked  men,  beini  a  prime  failor,  was  Tent  oot  to  watch  the  motion  of 
cor  fleet  bat  it  tailing  crfkn,  and  not  having  ««aal  another  of  boau 
to  tow  her,  the  Southampton  came  up  with  her,  iumns  at  firft  anade  a 
feint  of  ibeeringoff.  Captain  Gilchrift  was  at  breaUaQ,  and  coolly 
ordered  his  men  to  breaktaft  alfo.  Making  off  gave  him  time  .to  pre* 
aaie,  and  the  frenchman  croading  all  his  fails  eagerly  purfned| 
when  the  Southampton  fyinato  to  receive  him,  never  was  there  a 
more  refolote  engagement  tor  twenty  mi  nates;  the  officers  of  the 
French  were  all  killed,  two  of  them  ay  the  feme  &o*  of  a  blander- 
oofs  from  captain  Gilchrift'*  own  hand.  The  men  fought  each  other 
with  handrpfkes;  and  when  the  French  had  ilrock,  what  remained 
mate  foible  teamen,  mat  they  derided  the  mean  appearance  of  ours, 
though  their  toacjttctorV* 
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Early  in  the  eafamg  year  he  was  Ordered  on  a  cruife  in 
the  NoEth  Sea,  accompanied  by  captain  Hotham  in  the 
Mftkmpe,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  28th  of  March,  had 
the  fidrame  to  fail  in  with  the  Daaae,  a  French  frigate 
carrying  forty  guns  and  three  hundred  and  forty  men* 
Captain  Hotham  being  ahead,  got  up  and  engaged  a  con* 
fiderabfe  time,  before  the  Southampton  cpuld,  with  the 
uttnoft  exertioni,  afford  him  any  rapport.  Even  when 
his  near  approach  would  have  permitted  him  to  dofe,  the 
night  was  become  fo  dark  that  it  was  impoiEbte  to  diftin^ 
gyifli  one  flitp  from  the  other,  and  captain  Gikhrift  was 
obliged  to  continue  as  it  were  neater  til!  day-light,  through 
fear  of  firing  into  his  companion.  Soon  as  the  day  broke 
he  bore  down  and  compelled  the  enemy  to  furrender, 
though,  in  iuftice  let  us  record,  not  till  after  a  gallant, 
and,  indeed,  defperate  reftftance.  This  conqueft,  aa 
Campbell  very  properly  observes,  "  was,  however, 
clouded  by  a  misfortune  which  happened  to  the  brave 
Gilchrift :  he  received  a  wound  in  the  (honlder,  which, 
though  it  did  not  deprive  him  of  life,  rendered  hsm  inca- 
pable of  filter*  fervice."  He  was  (truck  with  a  fwivef, 
or  grape-ihot,  in  the  fiioulder.  The  Gazette  account 
aflerts  he  was  fliot  through  the  right  fhoulder  with  a  pound 
ball,  and  we  believe  this  ftatement  corre&»  This  brave 
and  unfortunate  gentleman  was  put  aChore  at  Yarmouth, 
and  was  for  a  confiderable  time  in  the  greateft  extremity, 
but  the  (kill  of  his  furgeons  at  length  proved  fufficientljr 
fiiccefsful,  to  preferve  his  life,  which  he  continued  to 
enjoy  many  years,  as  comfortably  as  the  effe&s  of  his 
wound,  and  a  ftate  of  ina&ivity,  always  irkibme  tp  a 
man  of  his  gallantry,  would  permit. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  fubfequent  to  the  a£tion  juft 
related,  he  was  prefented,  by  lord  Anfon,  to  his  majefty, 
who  received  him  with  the  moft  flattering,  the  mod  fym* 
pathetic  affedioti,  and  ordered  htm  immediately  afterwards 
a  penfiorr  of  300I.  a  year.  On  this  he  retired  to  Scotland, 
his  native  country,  where  he  died  in  the  courfe  of  the 
year  1777*  His  daughter  was  married  to  the  right  ho* 
nourable  the  earl  of  Dundonald,  and  died  at  Bromptpa, 
in  Middlefex,  in  the  29th  year  of  her  age,  on  the  15th  if 
Norember.  27849  leaving  five  children. 

/  9  GRAVES, 
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GRAVES,  Thomas, — the  defcendant  of  a  very  ritpdSt** 
able  family  fettled  in  the  county  of  Cornwall*,  is  ftill 
living:  having  entered  very  early  in  life  into  the  naval 
fervice,  he-wa6,  on  the  25th  of  June,  1743*  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  t.  He  was  not  advanced  to  the 
command  of  a  floop  of  war  till  after  ten  years tcantinu- 
ance  in  the  preceding  rank ; .  but  was  qoickfy  pro- 
moted from  the  ft^tion  of  commander  to  be  captain  of 
the  Shecrnefs,  his  commiffion  to  which  ihip  bears  date 
July  the  8th,  1755-     Early  in  the  year  1759  he  com- 


.  *  He  was  the  fecond  foil  of  admiral  Thomas  Graves,  of  Thanckcs, 
in  Cornwall,  who  was  hiinfclf  of  Yorkfhire  extraction,  and  of  whom 
we  havr  given  fome  account,  vol.  iv,  p.  43,  by  his  fecond  wife, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Gilbert  Budrell,  D.  D.  of  St.  Thomas's,  Exeter, 
and  was  born  at  Thanckes.  .  « 

t  The  following  accurate  account  of  the  early  transactions  of  hit 
naval  life  is  extracted  from  the  European  Magazine,  for  Sept.  1794. 

"  He  went  very  young  to  fea  with  commodore  Medley,  then  go» 
vernor  of  Newfoundland,  and  afterwards  With  his  own  rather  in  the 
Norfolk,  of  eighty  guns,  to  the  ficge  of  Carthagena,  under  admiral 
Vernon,  where  this  fhip  led  the  attack  on  the  forts.*  The  Norfolk 
returned  to  England  in  1741,  and  was  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean 
to  join  admiral  Mathews,  where,  in  1743,  Mr.  Graves  was  made 
lieutenant  of  the  Romney,  and  was  l'n  that  capacity  when  the  fight  off 
Hieres  took  place  in  the  beginning  of  the  following  year.  He  went 
afterwards  as  fecond  lieutenant  to  admiral  Leftock  upon  the  expedi- 
tion again  ft  Port  L'Orienf ;  and  on  the  admiral's  death,  being  removed 
into  the  Monmouth,  was  with  captain  Harrifon  in  the  May  and 
October  fights  under  admiral  Anfon  and  fir  Edward  Hawkey  in  the 
latter  of  which  aft  ions  the  Monmouth  fuflered  the  molt,' and  was  the 
mofl  engaged  of  any  "Chip  in  the  fleet. 

"  During  the  peace  of  1748,  Mr.  Graves,  having  a  natural  turn  to 
the  mechanical  part  of  philosophy,  applied  himfelf  to  the  ftudy  of 
.gunnery,  engiuecriog,  and  fortification,  and  withal  perfected  himfeff 
in  the  French  tongue.  He  went  alfo  twice  to  the  coaft  of  Africa,  as 
firft  lieutenant,  with  the  commodores  Buckle  and  Stepney;  and  upon 
his  return  the  fecond  time,  in  1754,  was  commi (Boned,  by  lord  Anfod, 
for  the  command  of  the  Hazard  floop.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war  in  the  next  year,  he,  with  others,  was  owle red  off  Brett  to  look  for 
the  French  grand  fleet,  under  Mr.  Macnamara,  rumoured  to  be  des- 
tined for  North  America ;  a,nd  having  the  good  luck  to  fall  in  with 
them  returning  into  the  port  of  Brett,  flood  twice  acrofs  their  line, 
and  afcerraincd  fo  exactly  the  force  of  every  fhip,  that  he  was  able  ts> 
t  ran  Cm  it  a  Qircumftantial  as  well  as  pofitive  account  to  lord  Anfon  at  a 
critical  moment.  His  lord  (hip  immediately  made  him  a  poft.  c&ptakt 
as  a. mark  of  his  fatisfactiou,  and  promifed  him  his  future  mendfhip/* 
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manded  the  Unicorn  frigate,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to 
capture,  on  the  141b  of  February,  the  Moras,  a  large  pri- 
vateer belonging  to  St.  Maloes,  carrying  twenty- two 
guna  and  two  hundred  and  two  men,  as  well  as  other,  lhips 
of  the  fame  defcription,  though  of  inferior  confequence* 
at  different  times*  In  1761  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Antelope,  of  fifty  guns,  a  (hip  not  long  after  the  above 
time  employed  on  the  North  American  ftation,  where 
Mr.  Graves  continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  war* 
being  inverted  with  the  office  of  governor  and  commander- 
in-chief  at  Newfoundland  *•     We  do  not  know  of  any

*  The  following  anecdote  of  him  while  in  this  command  tie  copied 
from  the  fame  publication  we  derived  our  former  account. 

41  On  hit  arrival  off  the  American  coaft  in  the  following  year,  he 
learned  that  a  French  fquadron,  under  M.  De  Tier  nay,  with  a  body 
of  land  forces,  had  taken  St.  John's  and  meditated  the  conqueft  of 
the  whole  ifland.  Upon  this  intelligence  he  puftied  through  a  frozen 
tea,  filled  with  dreadful  floating  iflindt  of  ice,  and  at  great  rifque, 
for  Placentia,  He  direAly  failed  into  the  harbour,  and,  contrary 
to  the  advice  of  the  captain  of  the  maq  of  war  there,  as  well  as  of  the 
lieutenant-governor  and  all  the  officers,  landed  and  aflumed  the  fu- 

Jtreme  command.  By  his  fpirit,  he  encouraged  the  military  of  both 
ervices  into  a  refolution  to  defend  the  place  agatnft  the  French  forces, 
ftould  they  march,  as  was  cxpe&ed,  to  its  attack.  Ha  inftantly  fet 
about  repairing  the  old  fortification  and  erecting  a  new  fort,  for* 
warding  a  detail  of  his  fituation  to  general  Amherft  and  lord  Colville 
ro  America,  praying  their  united  aid  toward  the  recovery  of  St. 
John's,  and,  if  poffible,  the  capture  of  the  enemy's  fquadroo.  The 
general  and  admiral  loft  no  time  in  fup plying  a  force  for  this  put-pole, 
lord  Colville  coming  himfelf  with  his  fquadron,  and  the  general  fend- 
ing his  brother  with  a  body  of  troops.  So  foon  as  they  arrived  off 
St.  John's  colonel  Amherft  called  a  council  to  determine  the  proper 
place  for  landing  his  foldiery,  but  adopted  the  advice  the  commodore 
gave,  although  different  from  that  of  the  other  officers,  and  fucceeded 
in  all  his  operations.  The  French  were  defeated,' and  the  town  with 
vt  whole  garrifon  taken :  M.  Dc  Tiernay,  under  favour  of  a  dark  night, 
and  the  commencement  of  a  north- weft  breeze,  flolc  out  of  the  nar- 
"bour  with  all  his  fliips  and  made  tlje  be  ft  of  his  way  for  Trance,  although 
they  were  much  fuperior  in  force  to  the  Englifh.  Mr.  Graves  ac- 
quired great  credit  for  his  judgment  and  abilities  during  thefe  tran£ 
a&ions,  and  had -many  thanks  from  colonel  Amherft  for  his  advice. 
This  re-conqueft  was  accompli fhed  with  fo  much  alertnefs  t  that 
it  jprcceued  the  peace  then  in  treaty  between  the  two  nations. 
When  Mr.  Grave*  returned  to  this  country,  he  propofed  fcveral 
m  new  regulations  With  refpeel  to  the  government,  ana  for  the  fecurity 
^f  the  ifland  in  future,'  which,  being  approved,  were  adopted  by  the 
w-  miniftry.

comtnand  held  by  him  during  the  bog  erifomg  pace, 
except  that  of  the  Temeraire,  of  feventy*four  guns, 
a  guardlhip  at  Plymouth,  to  which  he  was  appointed  in 
1769,  though  it  is  by  no  means  probable  he  continued 
unemployed  during  Co  extended  a  period*  The  only  occav 
fion  however  on  which  we  find  his  name  mentioned  is,  his 
having  been  appointed  one  of  the  colonels  of  marines,  on 
the  4th  of  April,  1775,  as  fucceflbr  to  Mr.  Pjgot,  who 
wis  at  the  fame  time  promoted  to  be  a  flag-officer.  In 
1776  he  commanded  the  Nonfoch,  of  fixty»four  guns,  a 
guardfliip  belonging  to  the  port  of  Plymouth ;  and  on  the 
cxpedation  of  a  rupture  with  France,  was  not  long  after* 
wards  promoted  to  the  Conqueror,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
one  of  the  fleet  ordered  out  to  America,  in  the  month  of 
May  1779,  under  the  orders  of  Mr..  Byron.  He  arrived 
on  the  28th  of  Auguft  at  the  Hook,  after  hiring  been  fe- 
parated  in  a  gale  of  wind,  with  rear-admiral  Parker  and 
five  other  (hips  of  the  line,  from  the  commander-in-chief, 
Thefe  (hips  arriving  together,  though  in  a  very  difabled 
ftate,  formed  a  very  formidable  and  feafonable  reinforce- 
ment to  the  Britifh  naval  force,  which,  previous  to  that 
time,  was  confiderably  inferior  to  the  French  fquadron 
under  the  count  D'Eftaing. 

Mr.  Graves,  on  quitting  the  command  of  the  Con- 
queror, returned  to  England  with  a  convoy,  having  been* 


fciui&ry.  He  had  alfo  the  fathCaftkm  upon  Mi  voyage  back  to  (ave 
the  captain  and  crew  of  the  Marlborough,  of  feventy-four  Runs,  thee 
returning  from  the  fiege  of  the  Havannah,  juft  before  the  fhip  her  fell 
foundered  at  lea.  • 

"  In  the  year  1764,  the  merchants  having  made  various  complaints  of 
the  mtlconauft  of  the  governors  of  forts  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  lord 
Egmont,  then  at  the  head  of  the  admiralty,  pitched  upon  Mr.  Grave*. 
as  a  proper  perfon  to  go  thither  with  a  fauadron,  for  the  purpofc  of 
tnfpcQing  the  adua)  (late  of  affairs.  He  performed  this  service 
with  fo  much  discernment  as  to  faiiify  the  merchants  and  the  public* 
He  reformed  feveral  abufc*,and  occasioned  the  removal  of  fome  of  the 
governor*  •."  • 

*  Soon  after  the  peace  be  married  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheisa 
efWilliam  Peer  Williams,  of  Cadhay,in  Devonfhire,  cfq.  firfi  couiin  to> 
lady  North,  afterwards  countefs  of  Guilford  ;  by  her  he  had  two  (000 
ana  two  daughters.  In  1775  he  was  cbofen  rearc&atature  in  farCa- 
aneai  for  the  borough  of  Eaft  Leoc,  in  Cornwall. 
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On  the  1 9th  of  March,  17799  promoted  to  be  rear-admiral 
of  the  blue,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  conduit  it  home  fit 
perfed  fafety .  He  was  not  inverted  with  any  command  ti  \i 
the  fucceeding  fummer,  when,  having  hoifted  his  flag  on 
board  the  London^  a  fecond  rate,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  he 
was  fent  out  to  America  with  a  reinforcement,  of  fix  (hips 
of  the  line,  to  join  the  fquadron  previously  on  that  ftatiort 
under  Mr.  Arbuthnot.  This  meafurc,  as  wo  have  already 
[hewn  in  our  account  of  tltat  gentleman,  was  rendered 
neceflary  in  confequence  of  a  ftrong  force,  belonging  to  the 
enemy,  difpatchedthither  under  the  command  of  the  former 
antagonift  of  Mr.  Graves,  the  chevalier  de  Ternay.  It  was 
originally  intended  that  the  force  under  the  orders  of  Mr* 
Graves*  Ihould  have  confided  of  eight  (hips  of  the  line,  but 
this  number  was  afterwards  reduced  to  fix ;  with  thefejie  put 
to  fea,  with  a  contrary  wind,  from  Plymouth  Sound,  an4 
having  beat  down  Channel,  had  the  good  fortune  to  make* 
a  very  fpeedy  and  profperous  paffaget. 

Notwithstanding  this  affiftance  from  good  fortune,  Mn 
*Ternay  reached  America,  and  fecured  himfelf  in  port,  be* 
fofe  Mr.  Arbuthnot  could,  after  the  jun&ion  of  Mr« 
Graves,  get  into  the  proper  ftation  to  intercept  hiiri.  Thfc 
remainder  of  the  year  parted  on  without  any  encounter,  or 
any  remarkable  occurrence:  but  early  in  the.  enfuing 
faring,  the  enemy  deriving  courage  from  the  injuries 
wftained  by  the  Britilh  fquadron  in  a  gale  of  wind,  which 
occafioned  the  total  lofs  of  the  Culloden,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  and  difmafted  the  Bedford  of  the  fame  force,. put  to 
lea  on  the  8th  of  March,  having  taken  two  thoufand  cf 
their  beft  troops  on  board  the  (hips  of  war,  for  the  purpofif 
of  co-operating  with  a  ftrong  detachment  from  thi 
American  army,  in  the  attack  of  a  Britifh  corps,  whicfc* 
under  the  command  of  brigadier-general  Arnold,  had 
nearly  overrun  the  whole  province  of  Virginia.  Tht 
Engliflhfquadron  followed  on  the  loth,  and,  as  we  havf

•  On  the  26th  of  September,  1780,  he  was  advanced  to  the  raokef 
rear  •admiral  of  the  red. 

t  During  which  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  valuable 
Flinch  Eaft  India-maa,  which,  that  it  might  not  delay  the  fquadroQ* 
ha  left  to  the caxe  of  the  Atnphitritc  fagau,  the  itufy  vclltl  of  that 
fclcrjptton  attached  to  Jbii  ftjuadron. 
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already  dated  in  our  account  of  Mr.  Arbuthnot,  came  t9 
an  action  with  the  enemy  on  the  16th  of  the  fame  month. 
This  could  fcarcciy  be  called  more  than  a  fkirmifh,  the 
French  line  having  been  broken  after  half  an  hour's 
encounter,  which  took  place  between ,  the  van  of  each 
fquadron,  and  hardly  extended  far  enough  along  the  line 
of  the  Britidi  fquadron  to  include  the  London,  or  permit 
that  Chip  to  .(hare  in  it,  fo  that  the  whole  injury  fuf- 
tained  by  her  amounted  to  no  more  than  the  lofs  of  her 
main- top- fail-yard,  and  three  of  her  crew  wounded* 
.Admiral  Arbuthnot  being  under  orders  #f  recall,  failed  for 
England  in  the  month  of  July,  leaving  the  chief  command 
on  the  American  flat  ion  with  Mr.  Graves,  who  ufed  every 
poflible  exertion,  to  put  the  Britiih  naval  force  in  that 
quarter,  in  the  bed  condition  for  fervice  circumftances 
permitted  him. 

His  prudence  became  neceflary,  for  very  foon  after- 
wards, the  French  fleet  from  thtf  Weft  Indies,  under  the 
orders  of  count  de  Grafle,  arrived  off  the  coaft  of  America, 
for  the  purpofe  of  co-operating  with  that  already  in  the 
fame  quarter  under  the  count  de  Earras,and  preventing  any 
xeinforcement  being  thrown  in  by  fea  to  the  fmall  Brjtim 
army,  then  in  Virginia,  commanded  by  earl  Cornwallis ; 
againft  whom,  all  the  troops  America,  aided  by  France, 
could  mutter,  had  marched  under  the  command  of  general 
Walhington  in  perfon.  Rear-admiral  fir  Samuel  Hood, 
with  a  fquadron  confiding  of  fourteen  (hips  of  the  line, 
arrived  off  Sandy  Hook  on  the  28th  of  Auguft,  carrying 
with  him  intelligence  that  the  fquadron  under  Barras, 
confiding  often  (hips  of  the  line,  from  Rhode  Ifland,  had 
been  feen  off  the  Capes  of  Virginia.  As  to  the  motions 
of  the  count  de  Grade,  no  certain  intelligence  had  been 
procured  concerning  them.  Mr.  Graves  had  at  this  time 
only  five  fhips  of  the  line,  and  one  of  fifty  guns,  in  a 
condition  for  fervice;  two  others,  the  Prudent  and 
Rpbufl,  being  in. a.  date  of  neceflary  refitment,  and  not 
capable  of  being  made  ready  for  fca  ifi  lefs  than  ten  days. 
With  this  force,  however,  reduced  as  it  was,  he  proceeded 
over  the  bar  on  the  31ft  of  Auguft,  having  the  day  before 
arranged,  and  delivered  to  the  fleet  the  line  of  battle.  He 
^proceeded  to  fea  immediately,  fleering  direflly  for  the 
Chefapeak,  in  hopes  of  arriving  there  before  the  French 
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admiral  from  the  Weft  Indies,  and  efle&ing,  in  fucceffion, 
the  difoomfiture  of  de  Barras,  and  de  Grafle. 

On  the  5th  of  September,  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  the  frigate  detached  by  Mr.  Graves  to. 
look  out  ahead,  difcovered  the  enemy's  fleet  lying  within 
Cape  Henry.  Between  ten  and  eleven  o'clock  it  was 
feen  by  the  whole  fleet,  and  though  its  number  could  not 
be  afcertained,  on  account  of  the  clofe  though  confufed 
manner  in  which  their  (hips  were  anchored,  as  is  cufto- 
mary  with  the  French  nation,  yet  its  force  was  not  fup 
pofed  to  conflft  of  more  than  fifteen  (hips  of  the  line :  Mr. 
Graves  formed  his  force  in  a  line  ahead,  and  advanced 
towards  the  enemy  with  all  expedition.  At  half  paft  noon 
the  enemy  began  to  get  under  weigh  and  ran  out  to 
feaward,  to  leeward  of  the  Britifti  line,  they  were  dif- 
covered about  two  o'clock  to  confift  of  twenty-four  heavy 
{hips  of  the  line,  a  circumftance  which  then  fir  ft  convinced 
the  Englifti  of  the  arrival  of  the  count  de  Grafle. 

When  the  van  of  the  Englifti  had  pafled  on  the  con- 
trary  tack  to  that  of  the  French,  fo  far,  that  the  enemy's 
headmoft  (hip  was  nearly  abreaft  of  the  London,  on  board 
which  (hip  Mr.  Graves  had  his  flag,  the  fignal  was  made 
to  wear,  a?  well  for  the  purpofe  of  bringing  the  fleet  on 
the  fame  tack  with  the  enemy,  as  of  avoiding  a'ftioal 
called  the  Middle  Ground,  which  the  headmoft  (hips  had 
very  nearly  approached.  The  fignal  for  this  purpofe  was 
made  at  ejeven  minutes  paft  two,  and  the  Englifti  fleet 
continuing  to  approach  that  of  the  enemy  as  faft  as  th* 
edunt  de  Grafle;  who  kept  occafionally  edging  away, 
would  permit  them :  about  a  quarter  paft  four  the 
a£tion  commenced  between  the  van  of  each  fleet,  and 
progreflively  extended  to  the  twelfth  (hip  in  the  Englifti 
line.  We  muft  obferve  in  this  place,  that  the  van  of 
both  fleets  were  fairly  abreaft  of  each  other,  but  the  rear 
of  the  French  fleet  was  confidently  to  leeward  of  its  van 
and  center,  and  from  the  circumftance  of  its  confifting  of 
five  (hips  more  than  that  under  Mi*.  Graves,  reached  '3 
confiderable  diftance  beyond  his  rear  divifion  to  the 
weftward.  The*  enemy  taking  every  poflible  opportu-r 
nity  of  bearing  away,  the  feven  rear  ihips  were  not 
at  all  engaged.  The  conteft  ended  with  the  fetting  fun, 
and.  (hort  as  it  was,  feveral  of  the  Engliih  (hips  received 
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lb  much  damage  that,  added  to  their  having  come  from 
the  Weft  Indies  in  a  very  indifferent  condition  fbrfervice, 
except  in  a  cafe  of  the  greateft  emergency,  the  fituation 
6f  Mr.  Graves  might  at  lead  have  been  precarious,  had 
the  enemy  vigoroufly  taken  advantage  of  their  fuperior 
numbers  and  force ;  that  of  the  Englifli  being  rendered 
JKU  more  inferior  to  them  from  the  neleflity  of  deftroying 
the  Terrible,  of  feventy-four  guns,  three  days  after  the 
aSion,  flic  having  received  fome  injury  in  the  engagement, 
and  having  been  obliged  to  keep  five  pumps  going  when 
en  her  parage  to  America. 

The  iofs  in  killed  and  wounded  was  not  confequential, 
amounting  to  three  hundred  and  thirty-fix  only,  of  both 
defcriptions.  The  French,  however,  obtained  their  end, 
though  with  every  appearance  of  defeat,  except  the  difad- 
vantage  ufually  attending  it,  they  having  decidedly  flood 
away,  and  fhunned  the  conteft.  The  fleets  continued  in 
fight  of  each  other  for  five  days  without  the  enemy  having 
Hianifefted  the  final  left  inclination,  notwithstanding  their 
foperiority,  of  renewing  the  adion.  The  count  deGrafle, 
lien  taking  advantage  of  a  favourable  change  of  wind, 
ttnfbed  for  the  Chefapeak,  and  having  anchored  his  fleet, 
m  defiance  to  any  attempt  that  could  be  made*  to  difiodge 
hhn.  The  event  of  this  adipn  caufed  fome  murmur  both 
in  the  nation  and  on  board  the  fleet  itfelf;  happily 
for  the  fervice  they  fbon  fubfided,  and  it  is  not  our 
bufinefs  or  inclination  to  enter  into  the  fmalleft  difcufiion 
of  this  fubjeft.  We  cannot  be  arrogant  enough  to  hazard 
a  decided  opinion,  or  fo  indelicate  to  the  parties  con- 
cerned, as  even  to  repeat  that  of  others  better  informed 
flian  ourfelves.  Adhering  to  fads  only,  as  is  our  proper 
province  and  duty,  we  fnall  repeat  fummarily,  that  it 
appears  the  enemy  having  a  force  of  twenty-four  (hips  of 
the  line,  were  attacked  by  Mr.  Graves  with  a  fleet  con* 
fitting  only  of  nineteen,  many  of  which  were  in  a-  very  ill 
condition  for  fervice ;  that  the  enemy  retired  from  the 
cftmbat,  and  though  the  Englifli  admiral  was  under  a 
neceflity  of  deflroying  one  of  his  fhips,  ifat  merely  tm 
account  of  the  damage  it  had  fuflained  in  the  adion,  hut 
from  her  general  ill  ftate  of  repair  and  condition,  th* 
count  dc  Graffe,  with  a  fuperiority  of  fix  fbips  of  the  line9 
I  did. 
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did,  during  *he  five  fucceeding  days,  ftudioufly  avoid  all 
farther  conteft. 

The  French  admiral,  as  an  additional  incentive  to  en* 
terprize  againft  the  weakened  BritiCh  fleet,  found,  on  his 
arrival  in  the  Chefapeak,  that  the  count  de  Barras  with  the 
Rhode  Ifland  fquadron,  confifting  of  ten  {hips  of  the  line, 
had  arrived  during  his  abfence :  but  even  this  event  did 
|iot  encourage  him  to  any  thing  beyond  the  main  and 
principal  objeft,  of  covering  and  protecting  the  operations 
of  the  American  army*  by  remaining  merely  on  the'  defen- 
five.  Mr.  Graves  returned  to  New  York  for  the  purpofe 
of  meeting  fome  reinforcements  which  were  expe&ed  from 
England  and  the  Weft  Indies,  as  well  as  concerting  with 
fir  Henry  Clinton,  the  general- in-chief,  what  meafures 
could  be  bed  purfued  for  the  purpofe  of  extricating  earl 
Cornwallis  from  his  perilous  iituation.  On  his  paflagt 
to  Sandy  Hook,  where  he  arrived  on  the  19th  .of  Sep- 
tember, he  was  joined  by  the  Prudent,  of  fixty-four  guns* 
as  he  was  at  New  York  by  the  Robuft,  of  feventy-four* 
and  on  the  24th  by  rear-admiral  Digby,  from  England, 
with  the  Prince  George,  of  ninety-eight  guns ;  the  Canada, 
of  feventy-four ;  and  the  Lion,  of  fixty-four.  He  was  more- 
over reinforced,  Ofiober  n,  by  the  Torbay,  of  feventy* 
four;  and  the  Prince  William,  of  fixty-four  guns,  from 
Jamaica.  His  force  thus  Concentered  confided  of  twenty* 
feven  (hips  of  two  decks,  two  of  them,  the  Warwick  and 
Adamant,  mounting  fifty  guns  only.  The  uttnoft  dif- 
patch  was  ufed  in  embarking  as  many  troops  as  could  be 
[pared  from  the  defence  of  New  York,  amounting  to  up- 
wards of  feven  thoufand  men ;  but  this  duty,  and  the  in- 
difpenfibly  neceflary  repairs  of  the  different  (hips,  maae  it 
the  19th  of  O&ober  before  the  fleet  was  in  a  condition  to 
put  to  fea.  Mr.  Graves  arrived  off  the  Chefapeak  on  the 
04th,  and  then  had  the  mortification  to  learn  that  earl 
Cornwallis  had  been  obliged  to  capitulate  on  the  18th,  the 
day  before  the  fleet  failed  from  New  York.  The  fleet  of 
the  enemy,  confifting  at  this  time  of  upwards  of  thirty  (hips 
of  the  line,  was  anchored  in  the  form  of  a  crefcent  at  the 
entrance  of  the  York  River,  between  the  fands,  called  the 
Horfefhoe  and  the  York  Spit,  the  Ville  de  Paris  in  the 
center.  Formidable  as  were  their  numbers,  and  judicioufly 
cboftn  as  was  their  pofition,  the  rw-adrairal  flood  in 
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clofe  to  the  back  of  the  fends  during  two  fuc^eedingf  days; 
in  hopes  of  provoking  them  to  riik  another  aft  ion,  and 

? five  him  an  opportunity  of  retaliating  on  them  for  the 
uccefs  the  French  admiral  had  co-operated  in  procuring 
to  the  united  arms  of  France  and  America  on  fhore.  The 
enemy  had  not,  however,  the  fmalleft  inclination  to  put 
any  thing  to  the  hazard ;  fo  that,  with  the  flight  gratifica- 
tion of  having  infulted  and  dared  them  to  combat  with  fit 
inferior  a  force,  Mr.  Graves  was  obliged  to  make  fail* 
on  the  29th  of  Odtober,  for  Sandy  Hook,  and  anchored 
there,  with  his  whole  fleet  in  fafety,  on  the  2d  of  the  enfu- 
5ng  month.  Rear-admiral  Digby,  who,  as  we  have  already 
dated,  had  arrived  in  America  a  fliort  time  before  with  a 
fmall  reinforcement,  wa§  appointed  to  command  in  chief 
on  that  ftation,  and  Mr.  Graves  himfelf  was  under  orders 
to  proceed,  in  the  London,  to  Jamaica,  and  join  fir  P. 
Parker*  The  critical  iituation  of  public  affairs  having 
rendered  it  extremely  improper  the  fleet,  inferior  as  it 
was  to  that  of  the  enemy,  fhould  have  its  force  fo  much 
farther  diminished,  as  it  neceflarily  would  have  been  by 
a  drift  compliance  with  the  orders  received  from  England, 
and  the  abfence  of  fo  capital  a  fljip  as  the  London,  Mr. 
Oraves  very  fpiritedly  and  patriotically  refolved  to  continue 
<en  the  ftation  till  the  final  termination  of  the  naval  cam- 
paign. This  being  clofed  by  the  unfortunate  event  of  the 
Surrender  at  York  Town,  and  the  termination  of  the  hur- 
ricane feafon  in  the  Weft  Indies,  immediately  after  which 
it  was  well  known  the  count  de  GrafTe  would  return  thither 
with  his  whole  force,  Mr.  Graves  failed  on  the  10th  of 
November  for  Jamaica,  where  he  arrived  after  a  prof- 
perous  paffage,  in  the  courfe  of  which  he  captured  a  large 
French  rtiip,  mounting  thirty -eight  guns*  called  the  Im* 
perieux.  He  was  employed  after  his  arrival,  under  the 
orders  of  fir  Peter  Parker,  in  concerting,  with  general 
Campbell,  on  the  beft  mode  of  defence  againft  the  attack 
with  which  the  ifland  was  then  threatened  by  the  Spaniards. 
Nothing,  however,  material  occurred  to  him  during  the 
time  he  was  employed  on  this  ftation. 

Having  tequeited  leave  to  return  to  England  in  1782,  he 
was  appointed,  by  lord  Rodney,  to  command  the  convoy 
fent  home,  with  the  numerous  fleet  of  merchantfhips,  in 
the  montfcof  July.  He  hoifted  his  flag  accordingly  on  board 
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the  Ramillies,  of  feventy-foor  guns*,  and  failed  on  th» 
25th  from  EluefieJds,  having  under  his  orders  the  Canada* 

and 

•  The  diftrefles  and  lofs  of  this  unfortunate  (hip,  together  with 
ibofe  of  the  remainder  of  this  ill-fated  fquadron,  are  given  in  the 
following  terms,  in  a  (hort  account  of  his  lordfbip'i  life,  which, 
though  already  publifhed,  demands  our  infertion,  as  being,  we  believe, 
a  very  accurate  account  of  the  different  unhappy  events  which  oc* 
curred  on  that  melancholy  occaGon. 

"  The  officen  of  the  Ardent  foon  united  in  frgmng  fuch  a  repre- 
fentation  of  her  mifcrable  plight,  as  induced  Mr.  Graves  to  order 
her  back  to  Port  Royal;  and  the  Jafon,  by  not  putting  to  fea 
with  the  convoy  from  want  of  water,  never  joined  him  at  all :  the 
reft  proceeded :  but  the  Heclor  loft  company  about  the  «6th  of 
Aaguft  in  the  Gulph  dream,  in  latitude  34  N.  and  the  whole 
convoy,  after  ihofe  for  New  York  had  feparated,  became  re* 
duced  to  ninety- two  or  ninety- three  fail.  Upon  the  8th  of  Septem- 
ber the  Caton  fpringing  a  leak,  made  fuch  alarming  complaints,  that 
the  admiral  directed  her  and  the  Pallas,  which  was  alfo  become  leaky, 
to  bear  away  immediately  together  and  keep  company*  making  for 
Halifax,  which  then  bore  N.  N.  W.  and  was  but  cighty-feven  leagues" 
diftant.  The  afternoon  of  the  16th  of  September  (hewing  indications 
of  a  gale  and  foul  weather  from  "the  fouth-eaft  quarter,  every  prepa> 
ration  was  made  on  board  the  flag  (hip  for  fuch  an  event,  not  only  on 
account  of  her  own  fafety,  but  alio  by  way  of  example  to  the  reft  of 
the  fleet.  The  admiral  collected  the  (hips  about  fix  o'clock,  and  brought 
to,  under  his  main  fail,  on  the  larboard  tack,  having  all  his  other  fails 
furled,  his  top-gallant  yards  and  mails  lowered  down.  The  wind 
foon  increafing,  blew  ftrongly  from  the  £.  S.  £.  with  a  very  heavy  fea, 
and  about  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  1  /th  flew  fuddenly 
round  to  the  contrary  point,  blowing  moft  tremendoufly,  accompanied 
with  rain,  thunder,  and  lightning,  the  Ramillies  was  taken  by  the  lee, 
her  main- fail  thrown  aback,  her  main  maft  came  by  the  board, 
and  the  mizen-maft  halfway  up;  the  fore-top-maft  fell  over  the  (lar- 
board bow,  the  fore-yard  broke  in  the  flings,  the  tiller  fnapped  in 
two,  and  the  rudder  was  nearly  torn  off.  Thus  was  -this  capital  (hip, 
from  being  in  perfect,  order,  reduced,  within  a  few  minutes,  to  a 
mere  wreck,  by  the  outrageoufnefs  of  the  blaft  and  the  furiouf- 
nefs  of  the  beat  of  the  fea,  both  acting  in  oppofttion  to  each  other. 
The  (hip  was  pooped;  the  cabbin,  where  the  admiral  lay,  was  flooded, 
hiscot-oed  jerked  down  by  the  violence  of  the  (hock  and  the  (hip's1 
inftantaneous  revulfion,  fo  that  he  was  obliged  to  poll  on  hi*  boots  half- 
leg  deep  in  water  without  any  flocking*,  to  huddle  on  wet  clothes  and  get ' 
ioftantly  on  deck.  On  hisfirft  coming  there  he  ordered  two  of  the 
lieutenants  to  examine  into  the  ftate  of  affairs  below,  and  to  keep  a* 
fafficient  number  of  people  at  the  pumps,  while  he  himfelf  and  the  cap- 
tain kept  the  deck  to  encourage  the  men  to  clear  away  the  wreck, 
which,  by  its  conftant  forging  and  refurging  with  tvtry  wave  againft ' 
(fee  body  of  the  (hip,  bad  beaten  off  much  of  the  copper  from  the  ftar- 
I  i  board 
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and  Centaur,  of  fcventy-four  guns  each,  with  the  Pallas 
frigate,  of  thirty-fix,   and  the  following  French  fhips 

taken 


board  fide,  and  expofed  the  Teams  fo  much  to  the  fea,  that  the  decayed 
oakum  waihed  out,  and  the  whole  frame  became  at  once  exceedingly 
porous  and  leaky.  At  dawn  of  day  they  perceived  a  large 
4up  under  their  lee  lying  upon  her  fide  water-logged,  her  banda 
attempting  to  wear  her  by  nrft  cutting  away  the  miaen-maft,  and  then 
her  main*maft,  hoifting  withal  her  enfisn  with  the  union  down* 
wards  in  order  to  draw  trjc  atteotion  of  the  fleet,  but  to  no  avail,  for 
no  fuccour  could  be  given,  aqd  (be  very  fooh  went  down  head  fore- 
molt,  the  fly  of  her  enfign  being  the  laft  thins  vifible.  This  was  the 
Putton,  formerly  an  Eaft  India  man,  and  tnen  a  flore-ihip,  com- 
manded by  a  lieutenant  of  the  navy,  who,  in  his  agitation,"  leaped 
from  her  deck  into  the  fea,  but,  as  might  be  expected,  was  very 
ihortly  overwhelmed  by  its  billows,  but  twelve  or  thirteen  of  the 
crew  contrived  to  Hide  off  one  of  the  boats,  and  running  with  the 
wind  firft  endeavoured  to  reach  a  large  (hip  before  them,  which  not 
being  able  to  fetch,  aud  afraid  of  filling  if  they  attempted  to  haul  up 
for  that  purpofe,  they  made  for  another  {hip  more  to  the  leeward, 
who,  fortunately  defcrying  them,  flung  over  a  number  of  ropes,  by 
the  help  of  which  thcle  defperate  fellows  fcrambled  up  her  fide,  and 
fortunately  faved  their  lives.  Out  of  ninety-four  or  ninety-five  fail 
fcen  the  day  before,  hardly  twenty  could  now  be  counted.  Of  the 
fhips  of  war,  there  were  difcerned  the  Canada  half-hull  down  upon 
die  lee-quarter,  having  her  main-top-maft  and  mizen-maft  cone,  the 
main* top  damaged,  the  main- yard  aloft  and  the  main-fail  furled.  The 
Centaur  far  to  windward  without  maft,  bowfprit,  or  rudder;  and  the 
Clorieux  without  foremaft,  bowfprit,  or  main-top-maft.  Of  thefe 
the  two  latter  perifhed  with  all  their  crews,  excepting  the  captain  of 
the  Centaur,  and  fome  few  feletl  people  who,  with  him,  contrived  Co  • 
(lip  off  from  her  flern,  in  one  of  her  boats  without  being  noticed,  and 
fo  cfcaped  the  fete  of  the  reft.  The  Ville  de  Paris  appeared  unhutt, 
and  was  commanded  by  a  moil  experienced  feaman  who  had  made, 
twenty -four  voyages  to  and  from  the  Weft  Indies,  and  bad  therefore 
been  pitched  upon  to  lead  the  fleet  through  the  Gulph ;  nevertheleft, 
ibe  was  afterwards  buried  in  the  ocean  with  all  on  board  her,  confifting 
of  more  than, eight  hundred  people.  Of  the  convoy,  be(ide>  the 
ihitton  before-mentioned,  and  the  Britifii  Queen,  feven  others  were 
difcovered  without  maft  or  bowfprit;  eighteen  loft  marts,  and  feveral 
Others  had  foundered.  In  the  courfe  of  this  day,  the  Canada  eroded 
upon,  and  P»flcd  the.  Ramillies  Some  of  the  trade  attempted  to 
follow  the  Canada*  but  fhe  ran  at  fuch  a  rate  that  they  foon  found  it 
to  be  in  vain,  and  then  returned  towards  the  flag  (hip.  The  Raroillies 
had  at  this  time  fix  feet  water  in. her  bold  and  the  pumps  would  not 
free  her,  the  water-ways  having  worked  out  t&e  oakum,  and  bet 
beams  amid-fhip  being  ajraoft  drawn  from  theif  clamps* 
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token  bjr  lord  Rodney  and  fir  Samuel  Hood,  out  of  the 
armament  heretofore  commanded  by  the  count  de  Graile, 

viz. 

«  The  admiral  therefore  gave  orders  for  all  the  buckets  to  be 
manned,  arid  every  officer  to  help  towards  freeing  the  (hip;  the  mixea* 
top-(axl  was  fet  upon  the  fore-mad,  the  main -top-gallant  fail  on  the 
flump  of  the  mizen-maft,  and  the  tiller  (hipped.  In  this  condition, 
by  bearing  away,  (he  fcudded  on  at  fo  good  a  rate,  that  (be  held 
pace  with  fome  of  the  merchantmen. 

*•  The  day  having  been  confumed  in  baking  aod  pumping,  without 
materially  gaining  on  the  water,  the  captain,  in  the  name  of  the 
Officers,  reprefeoted  to  the  admiral  the  ncceffity  of  parting  with  the 
gnus  for  the  relief  of  the  fliip,  but  be  (aid  there  would  then  be  no 
protection  left  for  the  convoy  j  however  at  length,  and  with  great 
difficulty,  he  contented  to  their  difpofing  of  the  forccaflle  and  after- 
mofl  quarter-deck  guns,  together  with  fome  of  the  Ibot,  and  other 
articles  of  very  great  weight.  The  enfuing  night  was  employed  in 
balcing  and  endeavour ina  to  make  the  pumps  uteful,  tor  the  ballait, 
by  getting  into  the  well,  bad  choaked  and  rendered  them  of  no  effec- 
tor the  chains  had  broke  as  conftantly  as  repaired.  The  water  haaT 
rifen  to  feven  feet  in  the  hold  i  the  wind  from  the  weftward  drove  e 
vaft  fea>  before  it;  and  the  fliip,  being  old,  drained  moft  violently. 
On  the"  morning  of  the  tlkh  nothing  could  be  feen  of  the  Canada, 
(he  having  pufned  on  at  her  greatefl  fpeed  for  England.  The  frame 
of  the  Ramiltics  having  opened  during  the  night,  the  admiral  was 
prevailed  upon  by  the  renewed  and  prefiing  remonftrances  of  his 
officers,  although  with  apparent  reluctance,  to  let  fix  of  the  forward* 
moft,  and  four  of  the  aftermofi  guns  of  the  main  deck  be  thrown  over* 
Board,  together  with  the  remainder  of  thofe  on  the  quarter-deck ;  and 
the  fliip  Sill  continuing  to  open  very  much,  he  ordered  tarred  canvas 
and  hides  to  be  nailed  lore  and  aft,  from  under  the  fill*  of  the  porta 
on  the  main  deck  under  the  fifth  plank  above,  or  within  the  water* 
ways,  and  the  crew,  without  orders,  did  the  fame  on  the  lower  deck* 
Her  increasing  complaints  requiring  more  flill  to  be  done,  the  admiral 
dittQed  all  the  guna  on  the  upper  deck,  the  ibot  both  on  that,  and  the 
lower  deck,  with  various  heavy  floret,  to  be  thrown  overboard ;  * 
leakage  in  the  light  room  of  the  grand  magazine  having  almorl  filled 
the  hup  forward,  and  there  being  eight  feet  water  in  the  magazine, 
every  gentleman  was  compelled  ro  take  his  turn  at  the  whips,  or  in 
handing  the  buckets ;  moreover  the  fliip  waa  frapped  from  the  fore* 
mat  to  the  main-mad. 

"  Notwithflanding  their  urmoft  efforts,  the  water  flill  gained  in  the 
foeeeeding  night  s  the  wind  blowing  very  bard,  with  extremely  heavy 
faualk,  a  part  of  the  orlop-deck  fell  into  the  holo\  the  fliip  her* 
fctf  teemed  to  work  exceflivery,  and  to  fettle  forwards.  On  the 
morning  of  the.  19th,  under  thefe  very  alarming  rircumftances, 
the  admiral  commanded  both  the  bower  anchors  to  be  cut  away, 
all  the  junk  to  be  Huns;  overboard,  one  flrtet  and  one  bower-cable 
ft  be  reduced  into  junk  and  mnred  the  fame  way,  together  with 
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viz.  the  Ville  de  Paris,  of  one  hundred  and  ten  guns;  the 
Glorieux  and  He&or,  of  fcventy-four  \  the  Ardent,  Caton, 

and

every  ponderous  remaining  (tore  that  could  be  gohcn  at,  and  all  the. 
powder  in  the  grand  magazine  (it  being  damaged)  the  cutter  and 
pinnace  to  be  broken  up  and  tofled  oVci  board,  the  Jkiddt  bavins* 
already  worked  off  from  the  fide :  every  foul  on  board  now  bailed. 
One  of  the  pumps  was  got  up,  but  to  no  purpofe,  for  the  fliot* 
lockers  being  broken  down,  fomc  of  the  (hot,- as  well  as  the  balsaif, 
tad  fallen  into  the  well :  and  as  the  weather  moderated  a  little,  every 
thing  was  made  ready  /or  heaving  the  lower-deck  guns  into  the  fca> 
tise  admiral  being  anxious  to  leave  nothing  undone  for  the  relief  of 
toe  snip.  When  evening  approached,  there  being  twenty  merchant. 
Hups  in  fight,  the  officers  united  in  be  fetching  him  to  go  into  one  of 
them ;  but  this  he  pofitively  refufed  to  do,  deeming  it,  as  he  faid,  on* 
pardonable  in  a  commander-in-chief,  to  defert  his  garrifon  in  difirefs* 
that  his  living  a  few  years  longer  was  of  very  Tittle  confequence, 
but  that  by  leaving  bis  (hip  at  meh  a  time  he -mould  difcourage  and 
flacken  the  exertions  of  the  people,  by  Setting  them  a  very  bad  example* 
The  wind  lulling  fomewhat  during  the  night,  all  hands  baled,  tbc 
water  being  at  this  time  fix  feet  hign,  fore  and  aft.  On  the  morning 
of  the  soth  the  admiral  ordered  the  fpare  and  ftream  anchors  to  be 
cot  away,  and,  within  the  courfe  of  this  day,  all  the  lower-deck  gun* 
to  be  hoven  overboard.  When  evening  came  the  people  in  genera), 
even  the  ftoutcftVbearted,  began  to  fail  in  their  fpints,  and  openly  to 
exprefs  the  utmoft  defpair,  together  with  the  nod  earneft  defire  of 
quitting  the  fliip  left  they  mould  founder  in  her.  The  admiral  hero 
upon  advanced,  and  told  them,  "  that  he  and  the  officers  had  an  equal 
regard  for  their  own  lives ;  that  the  officers  had  no  intention  of  de- 
ferring either  them,  or  the  (hip,  that,  as  to  himfelf,  be  was  deter- 
mined to  try  one  night  more  in  her,  he  therefore  hoped  and  intreatcd 
they  would  do  fo  too,  for  there  was  ftill  room  to  imagine  that  one 
good  day,  with  a  moderate  fea,  might  enable  them,  by  united  exer* 
lion,  to  clear  and  fecure  the  well  again  ft  the  encroaching  ball  aft  which 
warned  into  it;  that  if  this  could  be  done  they  might  be  able  to  rt>, 
lore  the  chains  to  the  pumps,  and  ufe  them,  that  hands  enough 
■tight  be  fpared  to  raife  the  jury-mafts,  with  which  they  might  carry 
the  snip  to  Ireland ;  that  her  countenance  alone,  wbilft  ibe  could 
fwim,  would  be  fufficient  to  protect  the  remaining  part  of  the  convoy  £ 
above  all)  that  as  every  thing,  now  had  been  done  for  her  relief 
which,  could  be  thought  of,  it  would  be  but  reafonable  to  wait  the 
cfictl:  and  he  aflured  them,  moreover,  that  he  would  make  the  fignal 
directly  for  the  trade  to  lie  by  them  during  the  night,  which  be  doubted 
not  but  they  would  comply  with."  This  temperate  fpeech  had  the 
defired  effect ;  the  firmnefs  and  confidence  with  which  he  had  fpoken, 
and  their  reliance  on  his  feamanfhip  and  judgement,  as  well  as  hiav 
con  flan  t  prefence  and  attention  to  every  accident,  had  a  mod  wonderful 
cfieft  upon  them :  they  became  pacified,  returning  to  their  duty  and, 
pork*    In  reality,  fiacc  the  ftfft  difafter,  he  nad.fcarccly  ever  quitted" 
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*nd  Jafon,  of  fixty-four  guns  each.  Peace  being  con- 
cluded almoft  immediately  after  the  very  melancholy  event 

related 

the  deck,  which  they  had  all  obfenred,  together  with  his  diligence  in 
perfonally  viewing  every  circumftance  of  diflrefs :  knowing  his  fkill 
and  experience,  they  placed  great  truft  in  them;  and  tic  made  forth- 
with,  as  he  had  promifed,  a  iignal  for  all  the  merchantmen. 

"  At  this  period  there  was  much  ground  for  alarm  and  but  little 
for  hope  it  rauft  be  confefled,  for  every  anchor  and  gun,  excepting 
one,  together  with  every  other  matter  of  any  weight,  had  been  cafl 
into  the  Tea,  and  yet  the  (hip  feemed  not  to  feel  any  relief ;  the  ftrength 
of  the  people  was  likewife  fo  nearly  exhausted,  having  had  no  fleep 
fince  the  fir  ft  fatal  ftroke,  that  one  naif  of  the  crew  was  ordered  to 
bale,  and  the  other  to  repofe ;  fo  that  although  the  wind  was  much 
abated,  the  water  within  ftill  augmented  upon  them  in  fpite  of  all  the 
efforts  they  could  make  to  reduce  it;  and  the  fhip  rolled  and  worked 
prodigioufly  in  a  moft  unquiet  fea. 

"  At  three  in  the  morning  of  the  sift,  being  the  fourth  night,  the 
well  being  quite  J>roken  in,  the  calks,  ballaft,  and  remaining  fhot 
rafted  together  and  deftroyed  the  cylinders  of  the  pumps;  the  frame 
and  carcafe  of  the  (hip  began  to  give  way  in  every  part,  both  within 
and  without ;  and  (he  officers,  carpenters,  and  whole  crew  exclaimed, 
it  was  impoflible  any  longer  to  keep  her  above  water. 

M  In  this  extremity  the  admiral  now  refolved  within  himfelf  not 
to  lofe  a  moment  in  removing  the  people  whenever  day-light  fhould 
come,  but  told  the  captain  not  to  communicate  anymore  of  his  in- 
tention then ;  that  he  fhould  remove  the  lick  and  lame  at  day-break, 
and,  for  this  end,  that  he  fhould  call  on  board  all  the  boats  of  the 
merchant-men ;  neverthelefs  he  gave  private  orders  to  the  captain, 
vrbilft  this  was  in  doing,  to  have  all  the  bread  brought  upon  the 
quarter-deck,  with  a  quantity  of  beef,  pork,  and  flour,  to  fettle  the* 
belt  diftribution  of  the  people  according  to  the  number  of  the  trade 
fliips  that  fhould  obey  their  ftgnal,  and  to  allot  an  officer  to  each  divifioo) 
of  them  to  have  the  remaining  boats  launched.  That  fo  foon  as  the 
fick  were  gotten  rid  of,  he  fhould  begin  to  remove  the  whole  of  the 
crew  with  the  utmoft  difpatch  without  rifquing  too  many  in  one  boat  i 
accordingly,  at  dawn,  the  fignal  was  made  for  the  boats  of  the  mer- 
chants-flu ps ;  but  nobody  fufpe&ed  what  was  to  follow  until  the  bread 
was  iniirely  removed,  and  the  fick  gone.  About  fix  o'clock  the 
people  themfelvcs  were  permitted  to  go  off;  and  between  nine  and 
ten  o'clock,  there  being  nothing  further  to  direft  or  regulate,  the  ad- 
miral himfelf,  after  fhaking  hands  with  every  officer,  and  leaving  hit 
barge  for  their  better  accommodation  and  tranfport,  quitted  for  ever 
the  Ramillies,  which  had  then  nine  feet  water  in  her  hold.  He  went 
into  a  fmall  leaky  boat  loaded  with  bread,  out  of  which  both  himfelf 
and  furgeon  who  accompanied  him  were  forced  to  hale  the  water  all 
the  way.  He  was  in  his  boots,  with  bis  furtotft  over  his  uniform, 
1ms  hair  in  a  fillet  under  his  hat,  which  was  tied  to  a  button-bole  with 
9  firing!  and  bis  countenance  as  calm  and  compofed  as  ever.    He  had 
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related  beneath.  Mr.  Graves  did  not  take  upon  him  any 
fobfequeot  naval  employment  till  the  year  1788  f  when  he  waa 

appointed 

at  going  off  defircd  a  cloak,  a  ca&  of  floor,  and  a  eafk  of  water,  but 
could  only  get  the  flour:  and  be  left  behind  him  all  hit  (lock,  wines, 
furniture,  books,  charts,  &c.  which  had  coft  him  above  one  thoufand 
pounds,  being  unwilling  to  employ  even  a  (ingle  fervant  in  faving  or 
packing  up  what  belonged  to  hitnfelf  alone  in  a  time  of  fuch  general 
calamity,  or  to  appear  to  fare  better  in  that  refpeft  than  any  of  the 
crew*  He  rowed  for  the  Belle,  captain  Forfter,  he  being  the  firft  of 
the  trade. that  bad  borne  up  to  the  Ramillies,  the  night  before,  in  ber 
am mineu  1  diftrefs,and,  by  bis  anxious  humanity,  had  fet  fuch  an  example 
to  his  brother  traders  as  bad  a  ftrong  influence  with  tbem,  an  influence 
which  was  very  gencroufly  followed  by  fixteen  others*  By  three  o'clock 
Ipoft  of  the  complement  were  taken  out,  at  which  time  the  Ramillies 
had  thirteen  feet  water  in  her  hold,  and  was  manifestly  fuadering  in 
every  path  At  half  an  hour  paft  four  the  captaiu,  firft  and  third 
licotcitants.  with  every  other  foul  except  the  fourth  lieutenant  left 
tier,  and  this  latter  gentleman  only  tarried  to  carry  into  execution  the 
admiral's  orders  for  feuing  fire  to  her  wreck  whe\i  finally  deferted. 
Toe  carcafe  burned  rapidly,  and  the  flame  quickly  reaching  the  powder 
that  was  filled  in  the  after  magazine,  and  had  been  lodged  very  high, 
fbe  decks  and  upper  works  within  thirty-five  minutes  blew  up  with  an 
torrid  explofion  and  cloud  of  fmokc,  while  the  bottom  was  preci- 
pitated into  the  bottom  of  the  ocean.  The  admiral,  at  this 
lime  in  the  Belle,  flood  for  the  wreck  to  fee  his  lad  orders  executed, 
as  well  as  to  fuccoor  any  boats  that  might  be  too  full  of  men,  the 
fwell  of  the  fea  being  prodigious,  although  the  weather  had  been  mo- 
derate  ever  fioce  the  noon  of  the  foregoing  day.  There  were,  how* 
ever,  at  intervals,  fome  foualls  with  threats  of  the  weather  fooo  be* 
coming  violent,  which  was  actually  the  cafe,  for  within  two  hours 
after  the  lad  of  the  crew  were  put  on  board  their  refpeAive  veflcls, 
the  wind  rofe  to  a  great  height,  and  fo  continued,  without  intcrmif- 
fion,  for  fix  or  feven  days  iuccefiively,  infomuch  that  no  boat  could, 
during  that  time,  have  lived  in  the  water.  On  fo  fmall  an  interval 
depended  the  falvation  of  more  than  fix  hundred  lives.  It  had,  in* 
deed,  for  the  four  days  next  preceding  this  fatal  cataftrophe,  blown  fo 
ftrong  a  gate,  and  fo  great  a  fea  had  followed  the  Ramillies,  that  it 
had  been  always  neceuary  to  keep  her  with  the  wind  upon  the  quarter, 
with  feldom  more  than  the  fprit-fail  hoifted  on  the  fore-maft,  and,  at 
times,  with  no  fail  at  all,  in  which  mutilated  flate  fbe  would  run  at 
the  rate  of  fix  miles  an  hour.  Whenever  the  main-top-gallant  fail 
was  fet  on  the  flump  of  the  mizen-maft  (he  commonly  griped  too 
much,  fo  as  to  render  the  flee  rage  very  difficult';  and  yet  this  bad  been 
carried,  whenever  it  could  be,  in  order  to  keep  fpecd  with  the  mcr- 
chant-men,  the  dullcft  of  whom  went  nearly  as  fall  under  their  bare 
poles*  Even  in  running  thus  the  Ramillies  rolled  prodigioufly ;  and 
an  the  grew  lighter  every  day  the  more  uneafy  her  motion  became,  fo 
thai  the  men  could  fcarcely  ftand  to  their  work,  and  could  not  keep 
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appointed  commander-in-chief  at  the  port  of  Plymouth, 
and  accordingly  hoifted  his  flagon  board  the  Impregnable,

their  legs  without  having  fomething  to  bold  by.  There  was  no  fuck 
thing  as  real  repofe  for  them  when  fitting  or  lying  down  upon  toe 
deck,  nor  ftcadinefs  enough  to  be  procured  to  eat  or  drink  with  any 
{Security..  No  meat  could  be  drefTed,  nor  did  any  man  or  officer  go 
into  a  ocd.  Until  the  afternoon  of  the  20th  there  was  no  venturing 
to  bring  ber  to,  even  for  a  boat  to  come  aboard.  But  notwithstanding 
this  anxious  and  defperate  condition,  when  fomc  were  hourly  drop- 
ping through  fatigue  and  want  of  flecp,  and  the  decks  covered  with 
water,  the  whole  complement  behaved  with  mod  exemplary  obedi- 
ence, attention,  and  fobrtety,  and  remitted  no  pofGble  exertions  for 
the  preservation  of  the  (hip.  Upon  their  reparation  taking  place,  the 
officers,  who  were  diftributed  with  portions  of  the  crew  among  the 
Jamaica-men,  had  orders  refpeftively  to  deliver  them  to  the  fir? man 
of  war  or  tender  they  (hould  meet  with,  and  to  acquaint  the  fecretary 
to  the  admiralty,  by  the  earlieft  opportunity,  of  their  proceedings,  a 
pendant  was  hoifted  on  board  the  Belle,  by  way  of  diftin&ion,  to  lead,  if 
peffible,  the  reft.  Some  of  the  trade  kept  with  her,  and  others  made  the 
left  of  their  way  under  a  very  natural  apprehend  on  that  they  ihould  be 
foon  fbort  of  provifions  by  having  fo  many  more  mouths  to  feed.  The 
Silver  Eel  tranfport,  who  had  failed  from  Blueficlds  with  the  invalids 
of  fir  G.  Rodney's  fleet,  and  was  under  the  command  of  a  lieutenant  of 
the  navy,  had  been  ordered  to  keep  near  the  Rarntllies,  that  fhip  was 
accordingly  near  her  on  the  2 1  ft  ofSeptember,  the  day  of  her  definition, 
and  by  fcvcral  deaths  upon  the  paflage,  had  room  enough  for  the  re- 
ception of  all  that  were  now  ailing  or  maimed,  and  was  therefore 
charged  with  them  accordingly,  being  properly  fitted  tor  their  accora* 
saodatton.  She  parted  from  Mr.  Graves  in  latitude  4a.  48.  and  Ion* 
gitude  W.  45.  19.  after  feeing  the  Raraillies  demoliftied  j  and  bcinf 
ordered  to  make  for  thefirft  port,  ran  into  Falmouth  the  6th  of  Oc- 
tober, on  the  afternoon  of  which  day  one  of  the  trade-uips,  with  a 
tnidibipman  and  fixteen  of  the-crew  of  the  Rami  Hies,  reached  Plymouth 
Sound,  where  alfo  another  of  the  fame  convoy  having  a  portion  like* 
wife  of  the  fame  crew,  with  the  captain  and  firft  lieutenant,  anchored 
before  day- light  the  next  morning:  but  the  Canada, having  ufed  her 
utraoft  fpeed,  had,  prior  to  all  thefe,  on  the  4th  of  the  fame  month,  got 
to  Portfmouth,  where  flic  fpread  the  news  of  the  dHporfionof  this  mifa> 
tble  fleet,  which  oeing  conveyed  to  France,  her  privateers  immediately 
put  to  fea  in  hopes  of  making  a  prey  of  them,  and  forae  of  the  Jamaica* 
men,  with  ps*t  of  the  Complement  of  the  Rami  Hies,  fell  accordingly  into 
their  bands.  Two  of  thefe  Weft  Indiamen  were  captured  in  fight  of  the 
WW,  bus  lie  hecfelf,  with  the  admiral  and  thirty.tbree  of  his, crew,- 
got  Cafe,  though  finger,  into  Cork  harbour,  on  the  10th  of  October, 
where  was  the  Myrmidon  frigate.  The  admiral1  directly  hoifted  his 
Bag  on  board  the  latter,  and  Tailing  with  the  firft  fair  wind,  arrived 
the  17th  in  Plymouth  Sound,  apparently  in^ood  health,  but  with  a 
fettled  oppreifion  upon  his  brcaft  from  having  been  fo  long  and  fo 
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*  fecond  rate  of  ninety  guns*  On  the  24th  of  September, 
in  the  preceding  year,  he  had  been  advanced  to  the  rank 
of  vice-admiral  of  the  blue,  as  he  afterwards  was  to  the 
fame  rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  21ft  of  Septem- 
ber,' 1790*  When  a  rupture  was  apprehended  with  Spain, 
in  the  fummer  of  the  year  laft  mentioned,  the  vice-ad- 
miral removed  his  flag  into  the  Cambridge,  which,  trivial 
as  it  certainly  is,  is  the  only  anecdote  we  meet  with  con- 
cerning him  in  the  three  years,  during  which  he  held  the 
•flation  juft  mentioned. 

After  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  conteft  with 
France,  he  was  appointed  to  command  in  the  fecond  poft, 
tinder  lord  Howe,  the  main  or  Channel  fleet ;  and  on  the 
id  of  February,  1793,  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral 
*>f  the  red;  as  he  moreover  was,  on  the  12th  of  April, 
1794,  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue:  on  this  flation  he  ferved 
during  the  ever  memorable  a£tion  of  the  ift  of  June,  in 
that  year.  On  this  occafion  the  admiral  had  the  happinefs 
of  contributing  in  a.  very  eminent  degree  to  the  fuccefs 
of  this  brilliant  encounter.  The  Royal  Sovereign  was 
among  the  firft  (hips  in  a 61  ion,  and,  at  its  conclufion,  ac- 
cording to  the  reprefentation  made  in  a  celebrated  tem- 
porary pifture  *  of  the  engagement,  "  was  at  the  head 
of  eleven  (hips  of  the  line,  well  formed  and  in  purfuit 
of  fourteen  fail  of  the  flying  enemy,  when  the  laft  fignal 
was  made  by  the  commander-in-chief  for  the  Britifh 
line  to  clofe."  In  the  preceding  encounter  the  Royal 
Sovereign  loft  her  fore  and  main-top-gallant-mafts,  had 
fourteen  men  killed  and  forty- four  wounded,  among  the 
latter  was  the  admiral  himfelf,  very  feverely,  in  his 
right  arm,  of  which  he  is  faid  not  to  have  recovered  the 
tile. 

A  portrait  has  lately  been  published  of  this  gentleman, 
engraved  by  Bartolozzi,  having  in  the  back  ground  a 
view  of  the  memorable  adion  juft  related,  of  which 
we  have  been!*  furnifbed  with  the  following  defcription. 
We  have  been  the  rather  induced  to  infert  it,  as  it  is  faid 

dreadfully  expofed  upon  the  deck  of  the  Raraillies  in  that  horrid  night 
%hen  the  dorm  firft  alighted  upon  her,  nor  coald  he  remove  this 
complaint  for  upwards  ot  fix  months.    He  had  brought  off  with  him- 
felf no  more  than  fome  few  of  his  private  papers,  the  reft  of  his  effe&a  - 
fcaving  partaken  of  the  fame  fate  with  his  &ip.°

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to  contain  a  corrcft  account  of  the  particular  {hare  boroo- 
by  the  admiral  in  that  great  encounter. 

"  The  diftant  view  in  the  plate  denotes  a  point  of 
time  near  the  clofe  of  the  naval  engagement  of  the  ift  of 
June,  1794.  The  difabled  (hip  of  the  enemy,  which  u 
teen  next  the  margin  going  off  on  the  wounded  arm  of 
the  portrait,  reprefents  Le  Terrible,  the  flag- (hip  of  the 
French  fecond  in  command,  into  which  defencefefs  ftate^ 
*  (he  had  been  beaten  by  the  Royal  Sovereign,  the  flag-fhip  "" 
of  admiral  Graves,  the  Engliih  fecond  in  command,  which 
is  alfo  (een  from  behind  the  portrait  engaging  another 
(hip  of  the  enemy,  La  Montagne,  the  flag-ihip  of  the 
French  commander-in-chief,  who  in  the  onfet  had  been 
engaged  with  the  Queen  Charlotte,  the  flag- (hip  of  earl 
Huwe,  the  Engliih  commander-in-chief,  and  had  efcaped 
through  the  circumftance  of  the  main  and  fore-top-maft. 
of  the  Queen  Charlotte  being  (hot  away.  La  Montagne 
is  feen  at  this  time  with  top-gallant-fails  fet,  having  fa 
pafled  from  the  centre  of  the  French  line  to  the  van  of 
the  Engjifh  line  for  the  purpofe  of  relieving  La  Terrible, 
whofe  capture  or  deftru&ion  was  otherwife  inevitable* 
After  more  than  half  an  hour's  (harp  conteft  between  the 
fire  of  both  thefe  (hips  and  that  of  the  Royal  Sovereign, 
the  enemy's  frigates  towed  off  the  fluttered  La  Terrible, 
and  La  Montagne  is  alfo  (een  to  follow  and  make  off 
from  the  (ire  of  her  victorious  adverfary,  who  afterwards 
iilenced  and  effefted  the  capture  of  the  enemy's  (hip 
L'America,  of  feventy-four  guns." 

His  fpirited  conduct  on  the  foregoing  occafion  was 
rewarded  not  long  afterwards  by  an  Irifli  peerage,  he 
being  created,  by  patent  bearing  date  Auguft  the  I2th, 
1794,  lord  Graves,  baron  of  Gravefend  in  the  county  of 
Londonderry ;  and  On  the  id  of  June,  1795,  was  advanced 
to  he  admiral  of  the  white.  The  wound  his  lordfhip 
received  in  his  arm  rendered  it  neceffary  for  him  to  quit 
his  command  for  a  time,  and  he  has  not  been  inverted  with 
any  fubfequent  to  his  recovery  *• 
HALE, 

•  We  have  the  following  heraldic  account  of  thia  gentleman9! 
family. 

"  It  originally  came  from  Bourdeaux,  in  Gafcooy,  a  branch  of 
%rl*ch  fettled  at  Little  WreffiJ,  in  Yorkftirc,  and  wat,  related  cq  that 
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HALE,  John,— -was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  s 
floop  of  war  on  the  27th  of  May,  1747*  From  thfc  time 
we  do  not  find  any  mention  made  of  him  till  his  advance* 
tnent,  on  the  9th  of  O&ober,  1755,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Wtnchelfea.  He  is  faid  by  Mr.  Hardy  to  have  been 
captured  by  a  French  (hip  of  war,  of  fuperior  force  to  the 
Winchelfea,  fometime  in  the  courfe  of  the  jfear  1758,  and 
to  have  been  foon  afterwards  re-captured  by  a  Bnftol  pri- 
vateer* This  accident  Mr.  Hardy  adds,  underwent,  as 
may  naturally  be  fuppofed,  a  legal  inveftigation  by  a 
court-martial,  which  ended  in  his  honourable  acquittal. 
Of  this  £aft,  however  true  it  may  be,  we  have  no  account 
whatever,  except  from  the  authority  juft  dated ;  and  fuch 
other  particulars  we  have  been  able  to  collet  relative 
to  this  gentleman  are  extremely  (hort  and  fcanty.  In  1761 
and  7.  he  commanded  the  Winchefter,  of  fifty  guns,  lat- 
terly employed  on  the  African  ftation,  in  1703  he  com- 
manded the  Intrepid,  of  fixty,  in  the  Weft  Indies,  which 
is  the  only  mention  we  find  made  of  him  till  his  retire* 
iftent  from  the  fervice  on  Ae  rank  and  half-pay  of  a 
fuperannuated  rear-adtniral ;  this  toqk  place  about  the 
month  of  March  1779.  After  this  time  he  appears  to 
have  lived  principally  in  retirement,  at  his  feat  at  Chud- 
leigh,  in  Devonfhire;  but  having,  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  1791,  fallen  into  a  lingering  diforder,  for  the 
relief  of  which  he  was  advifed,  by  his  phyficians,  to  try 
the  Briftol  waters ;  he  repaired  thither,  but  did  not  long 
furvive  his  arrival,  dying  there,  at  Granby  H.Tufe,  having 
attained  a  very  advanced  age. 

HANKEftSON,  Thomas,— was  promoted  from  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on 
the  a6th  of  Auguft,  1748.  He  was  from  this  ftation  ad- 
vanced to  be  captain  ofthe  Arundel,  on  the  1 1  th  of  March, 
1755.  During  the  early  part  of  the  war  he  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  employed  on  any  very  dtftinguiihed 
fervice,  remaining  principally,  if  not  entirely,  in  a  fri- 
gate. In  the  month  of  September  1 757,  he  was  advanced 
to  be  captain  of  the  Richmond.  In  this  fliip  we  do  not 
believe   nirn  to  have   continued    long;    but  haye  jio 

of  Hugh  Graves,  the  member  for  York  city  in  feveral  parliaments  of 
tyiMft  Elinbefh,  boJh-of  *hicli  'branches  are  faid  to  have  their  de- 
fcent  f nmi  the  fuafy  tf  ft**  Crmm  of  fiejUcy,  and  Gnrcs  of 
Sfcrbyflriit." 
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fubfequent  rnfortnation  concerning  him  till  the  year  1761* 
at  which  time  he  was  captain  of  the  Alcide,  of  iixty-four 
guns,  a  fhip  taken  from  the  French  in  the  courfe  of  the 
preceding  war,  and  employed,  as  we  believe,  in  the  pro- 
greflive  expeditions  undertaken  in  1762,  againft  Marti- 
nico  and  the  Havannah.  We  have  no  other  information 
concerning  him,  except  that,  about  the  month  of  March 
1779,  he  was  put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift  with  the  rank 
and  half-pay  of  a  rear-admiral,  an  advancement  he  did 
not  kmg  furvivc,  dying  ere  the  conclusion  of  that  year,  or 
in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing. 

HARRISON,  John, — was  the  fon  of  captain  Robert 
Harrifon,  whom  we  have  already  given  a  mort  account 
of  *w  We  do  not  find  any  mention  made  of  this  gentle-, 
man  previous  to  his  apppintftient*  on  the  4th  of  July* 
1755,  to  be  captair^of  the  Cumberland,  of  fixty-fix  guns* 
at  that  time  the  flag- fhip  of  rear-admiral  Pocock,  who 
was  fecond  in  command,  under  Mr.  WatfonJ  of  the 
fquadron  oil  the  Eaft  India  ftation.  He  afterwards  re- 
moved with  Mr.  Pocock  into  the  Yarmouth,  and  conti- 
nued .with  him,  as  his  captain,  we  believe  fo  long  as  he 
remained  there;  the  leading  occurrences  of  whjch  period 
we  need  not  repeat,  as  they  have  been  already  related  in 
that  admiral's  memoirs.  He  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  engaged  in  fervice  after  his  return  from  India  with 
Mr.  Pocock,  till  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1761,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  command  the  Sandwich*  under  the  fame 
admiral,  during  the  memorable  and  very  fuccelsful  expe- 
dition againft  the  Havannah.  He  behaved  in  this  ardu-  ' 
ous  ftation  with  the  fame  fpirit  and  rigid  attention  to 
his  duty  which  had  before  invariably  marked  his  cha- 
racter. The  exceflive  fatigues  both  of  mind,  and  body 
which  he  underwent  on  this  occafion,  are  faid  to  have 
been  the  highly-to-be-lamented  caufe  of  that  grievous  in- 
difpofition  under  which  he  laboured  during  the  latter  part 
of  his  life.  Almoft  immediately  after  his  return  to  Eng- 
land he  loft  the  ufe  of  one  fide  by  a  ftroke  of  the  palfy,  a 
malady  from  which  lie  never  recovered  and  which  pro- 
duced, as  a  natural  conference,  his  total  inability  to 
accept  of  any  fubfequent  command*  We  do  not  find  any 
other  menrjpn  made  of  him,  except  that,  in  1779,  he

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was.  put  on  the  fuperatuniated  lift  with  die  rank  and 
half-pty  of  a  rear-admiral.  He  died  at  his  houfe  at  Snaref* 
brooks  oft  Epping-foreft,  O&ober  15,  1791 ;  and  was 
buried  in  Weftrmnfter-abbey,  at  the  foot  of  the  fteps 
leading  up  into-  the  choir.  A  monument  bearing  the  foi* 
lowing  infcription  has  fmce  beeneredcd  to  his  memory 
over  the  fouth  door*

iaieveral  fuccefsful  engagements  with  the  French

.  which  he  was  wounded*  -  He  conduced  under  the 
fame  Britiih  admiral,  the  armament  againft  the 
Havannab,  and  brought  the  fleet  and  txeafore  faffe 

.  to  England,  I  n  consequence  of  exceffive  fatigue, 
feon  alter  his  return,  he  loft  .the  ufe  of  one  fide  by 
a  paralytic  ftroke,  and  remained  hejplefe  twenty*- 
eight  years.  He  was  firm  inadion,  prudent  in 
conduit,  polifhed  in  fociety,  generous  and  humane*. 
In  a  profeffion,  and  upon  an  element  where  human 
virtue,  is  of  the  moil  rigid  kind,  and  human 
nature  is  moft  feverdy  tried j  his  modefty  was- 
equal. to  his  virtues.

His  lady  furvived  his  funeral  a  few  days  only,  dying  on 
the  8th  of  the  enfuing. month. 

LE-CRASS,  Ed  ward*— This  gentleman  was  lieutenant 
of- the  Rupert  in  I743r»4>  at  the.  time  of  the  encounter 
with  the  French  and  Spanifh  fleets  off  Toulon,  and  was 
one  of  the  .witneffes  examined  on  fome  of  the  trials  which 
taokpiaceinconfequencGof'it,  .

*  1747-8,  he  was  raifecUo  the  command  of  a  (loop  of  war; 
and  on  the  4th  of.  Febouary*  1755,  was  prpmoted  to  be 

*ThU  is  arrange  miftafce,  captain  ttarrifon  nevftr  having  com- 
manded the  Ntmur,  nor  had  'fif  Ucorge  Fgcocfc  ever  hi*  flag  ou  board' 
Uutihip. 
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Captain  of  the  Wirtchefter ,  of  fifty  guns,  then  ordered  to  be 
fitted  out  at  Woolwich  for  the  broad  pendant  of  commo- 
dore' Broderick,  who  was  appointed  to  the  Jamaica  com- 
mand,  but  never  proceeded  thither.  He  continued  to 
command  this  fhip  Tome  years,  but  is  not  particularly 
mentioned  after  his' fi reappointment,  as above-ftated,  till 
"the  latter  end  of  theyfear  17,58,  when  he  was  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Iodiesundercommodore  Hughes,who  was  fentthither 
to  reinforce  Mr.  Moore,  preparatory  to  an  intended  ex- 
pedition againft  the  French  poffeflions  in  that  quarter. 
The  Winchefter  was  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  cover  the 
landing  of  the  troops  on  the  ifland  of  Martinico;  btit 
though  that  fervice  was  very  prornptly  and  fuccefsfulfy 
carried  into  execution,  the  attempt  on  that  ifland  was 
^together  abandoned '  in  three  or  four  days  afterwards. 
The  attack. on  Gaudaloupe  which  immediately  fucceeded  * 
Vras  qiore  fuccefsful ;  but  at  this  Mr.  Le  Crafs  was  pot 
frefent,  he  being  detached  on  fome  fervice  not  particula- 
rized.' He  was  afterwards  appointed  to  the  Lion,  of  fixty 
guns,  which  (hip  we  find  him  captain  of  during  the  years 
1761  and.1762.  In  the  latter  part  of  that  period  he  was 
employed  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Channel,  and  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fall  in  with  andcipture,  in  the  month  of  Auguft, 
a.  French  frigate,  called  the.Zephjrr,  carrying  twenty  •fonr 
guns,  aind  two  hundrecTand  fifty  meii,'  a  prize  rendered 
the  more  confjequential  from  the  circumftance  of  its  being 
laden  with  naval  ftores  and  ammunition,  for  the  ufe  df  the 
French  fquadron  lent  out  a  Ihort  time  before  on  a  deful- 
tory  expedition  againft  Newfoundland.  The  Zephyr 
made  X  running  fight*  in  hopes  of  .being  able  to  damage 
t^  Jtitfa  by  a  chance  (hot,  and  by  retarding  the  purfutt, 
efcape.  This  refiftance  occafioned  two  men  to  be  killed 
on  Board  the  Lion,  and  no  lefs  a  number  than  fifty  killed 
and  wounded  on  board  the  enemy, 

"After  the  cohclufion  of  the  war  captain  Le  Crafs  was 
appointed  to  the  Kent,  of  feventy-four  guns,  and  ftationed 
guajrdthip  at  Plymouth,  in  which  he  continued  during  the 
'  time  ufually  allotted  to  fuch  commands.  In  1770  he  was 
captain  of  the  Temeraire,  a  (hip  of  the  fame  force  with  the 
Kenfe  antf.  employed  like  her  too  as  a  guard-fhip  at  Ply- 
moufjfij,  where  he  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  Ocean, 
of  ijinety  guns,  as  captain  to  Mr.  Amherft,  the  port  ad- 
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miral.  In  1777  he  was  made  captain  of  theRulTel,  of 
feventy-four  guns;  but  in  1778  retired  from  the  line  of 
a&ive  fervice,  on  the  appointment  of  extra- com  miifioner 
of  the  navy.  This  ftatiori  he  held  till'  the  year  1793* 
when  he  was  advanced  to  be  the  deputy-comptroller; 
but  did  not  long  enjoy  this  promotion,  dying  at  his  houfe 
in  Charlotte-ftreet,  Rathbone-place,  on  the  20th  of  De- 
cember following. 

NORTH;  Abraham. — We  find  him  to  have  been  ap- 

Jointed  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war  on  the  6th  of  Fe- 
ruary,  1748 ;  after  which  time  his  name  does  not  again 
occur  till  his  promotion,  on  the  16th  of  January,  1755, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Winchefter.  In  this  (hip  he  conti- 
nued»only  a  few  days,  the  appointment  having  moil  pro- 
bably been  made  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him 
rank.  He  afterwards  ferved  as  captain  to  Mr.  Broderick, 
but  whether  at  the  time  when  he  firft  went  out  to  reinforce 
Mr.  Byng,  or  when  Tie  removed  into  the  Prince  after  the 
lofs  of  the  Prince  George,  we  are  not  certain.  We  have 
no  proof  of  his  having  ever  been  employed  fubfcquent  to 
the  above  appointment,  with  the  exception  that,  in  1776, 

•  he  wa6  appointed  a  regulating  captain  on  the  imprefs  fer- 
vice.    He  died,  we  believe,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year 

.1781. 

PETTIGREW,  William,— was  appointed  com- 
mander of  a  (loop  of  war  on  the"  30th  of  May,  1 746. 
In  the  enfuing  year  he  was  captain  of  the  Vulcan  firemip, 
one  of  the  fmall  veflels  attached  to 'the  fquadron  under  the 
admirals  Anfon  and  Warren,  at  the  time  of  the  defeat  of 
the  French  armament  under  dc  la  Jonqjuiere.  No  farther 
mention  is  made'of  him  till  the  18th  of  July,  1755,  when 
he  was  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Queenborough  frigate. 
In  this  ftation  he  died,  on  the  24th  of  November  in  the 
enfuing  year. 

RAWLING,  John.— The  firft  information  we  have 
been  able  to  procure  relative  to  this  gentleman  is,  his 
appointment  to  the  command  of  the  Raven  (loop,  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1753.  He  was  afterwards  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  a  captain  in  the  navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Seaford 
frigate  on  the  nth  of  March,  1755.  He  was  in  a  (hort 
time  removed  into  the  Unicorn,  of  twenty-four  guns,  and 
was  employed  as  a  Channel  cruifer  in  the  year  1757. 
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While  thus  cmploped  he  fell  in  with  a  very  large  privateer 
belonging  to  St.  Maloes,  called  the  Invincible:  the  force, 
in  refpeft  to  guns,  was  equal,  but  the  crew  of  the  French 
fhip  confided  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  * 
more  than  that  of  the  Unicorn.  A  defperate  encounter 
took  place,  in  which  captain  Rawling  was  unfortunate ly 
killed,  together  with  the  armourer,  the  boatfwain,  and 
one  marine ;  five  of  the  crew  were  alfo  wounded.  Not  • 
withftanding  this  difafter,  Mr.  Clements,  the  lieutenant, 
whofe  memoirs  we  (hall  hereafter  record,  fought  the  fliip 
with  fo  much"  bravery,  that  the  enemy's  fhip  furrendered 
after  a  conteft  of  two  hours  and  an  half  continuance,  and 
having  had  nearly  fifty  of  her  crew  killed  and  wounded* 
This  event  took  place  on  the  18th  of  May,  1757- ' 

ROUTH,  Robert, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
1746;  but  we  find  no  farther  mention  made  of  him  till 
the  19th  of  January,  1755,  when  he  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Jafon  frigate.  He  was  afterwards,  but  at 
what  particular  time  we  have  been  unable  to  identify, 
promoted  to  the  Prince  Frederic,  one  of  the  fhips  employed 
in  the  Channel  fervice,  and  ftationcd  in  Qiiiberon-bay, 
with  the  fleet  then  watching  the  remains  of  the  French 
armament.  He  was  captain  of  the  fame  (hip  at  the  time 
of  his  deceafc,  an  event  which  took  place  in  the  year  1760. 

SUCKLING,  Maurice. — This  gentleman  was  the 
defcendant  of  a  Norfolk  family  both  of  antiquity  and 
re fpe£t ability.  Having  entered  into  the  navy  at  a  very 
early  period  of  his  life,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  8th  of  March,  1744-5 ;  but  after  that 
time  no  particulars  concerning  him  have  come  to  our 
knowledge  previous  to  his  appointment,  on  the  2d  of  De- 
cember, 1755,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dreadnought,  of  fixty 
guns;  in  which  fhip,  being  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies 
after  the  commencement  of  the  war,  he  bore  a  mod  dif- 
tinguifhed  (hare  in  the  encounter  with  the  very  fuperior 
French  fquadron  off  Cape  Francois.  The  leading  particu- 
lars of  which  having  been  already  given  in 'our  account  of 
Mr.  Forreft,  who  was  the  fenior  and  commanding  officer  ; 
to  that  we  have  only  to  add  the  following  circumftances, 
which  more  particularly  relate  to  captain  Suckling. 

*  The  Invincible  had  two  hundred  and  eigbty.fix  men. 
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"  The  Dreadnought  getting  on  the  Intrepid's  bow, 
kept  her  helm  hard  on  (larboard  to  rake  her>or  if  (he  pro-r 
ceeded,  to  fall  on  board  in  the  moft  advantageous  fituation  ; 
but  (he  chofe  to  bear  up,  and  continued  to  do  fo  during 
the  aflion  till  fhe  fell  difabled.  By  thus  bearing  fliort  on 
her  own  (hip,  thofe  aftern  were  thrdwji  into  diforder, 
from  which  they  never  recovered ;  and  when  the  Jntrepide 
dropped,  and  was  relieved  by  the  Opiniatre,  the  Green- 
wich in  confufion  got  on  board  her,  while  the  Sceptre 
pVeffingon,. the  whole  number  were  furioufly  cannonaded 
by  tfie  Edinburgh  and  Aogufta,  efpecially  the  Intrepide,. 
which  lay  difmantled  in  a  very  (hattered  condition,  hav- 
inga  fignal  out  for  relief.' ' 

The  preceding  (hort  account  proves  how  much  Mr, 
Suckling  contributed  to  the  fuccefs  of  that  fpirited 
encounter,  the  lofs  he  fuftained,  amounting  to  thirty- 
nine  men  killed  and  wounded,  exceeded  indeed,  but  in 
the  fmalleft  poflible  proportion,  that  of  his  companions, 
for  the  equality  of  their  numbers  (lain,  and^difabled  is  a 
very  evident  teftimony,  as  is  elfewjiere  repiarked,  of  the 
mutual  fupport  they  afforded  each  other,  and  the  uniform 
and  well-divided  /hare  they  all  held  in  the  conteft. 
Notwithftanding  this  brave  and  truly  worthy  man  conti- 
nued to  be  employed,  we  believe  during  the  remainder  of 
the  war,  and  till  nearly  the  conclufion  of  it  as  captain  of 
the  Dreadnought,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  any 
fecond  opportunity  of  diftinguifhifighimfelffimilar  to,  and1 
in  a  manner  equally  glorious  with  the  firft.  On  the  19th 
of  June,  1764,  he  married  the  honourable  Mary  Walpole, 
fifter  to  the  prefent  lord,  and  eldeft  daughter  of  Horatio, 
firft  lord  Walpole,  by  Mary,  daughter  of  Peter  Lombard, 
cfq.  With  this  lady  he  unhappily  lived  only  two  years, 
Ihe  dying  on  the  5th  of  June,  1766.  In  1770  captain 
Suckling  was  appointed  to  the  Raifonable,  of  fixty-fouf 
guns,  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  be  equipped  in  confe- 
quence  of  a  rupture  apprehended  with  Spain,  occafioned 
by  the  conduct  of  that  court  relative  to  the  Falkland 
Iflands.  In  the  month  of  May.  1771,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Triumph,  of  feventy-four  gunsj  but  peace  conti- 
nuing, he  is  not  otherwife  particularly  meptioned  till  the 
month  of  April  1775,'  when  he  was  advanced  to  be  comp- 
troller of  the  navy  as  fucceffor  to  fif  Hugh  Pallifer,  who 
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was  at  the  fame  time  advanced  to  a  flag.  This  office  he 
enjoyed  till  his  death,  which  unhappily  took  place  in  the 
month  of  July  1778)  he  being  at  that  time  in  the  very 
prime  of  life  *. 

TAYLOR,  Wittewronge,  —  was  appointed  a  lieute- 
nant in  the  navy  as  far  back  as  the  7th  of  September, 
1 741,  tut  we  have  no  farther  fubfequent  account,  of  him 
till  the  2d  of  December,  1755,  when  he  was  promoted  to 
be  captain  of  the  Magnanime.  In  the  month  of  Juno 
following  he  was  removed  into  the  Marlborough;  as  he 
was  not  long  afterwards  into  the  Royal  William.  In  this 
ihip  he  ferved  during  the  unfuccefsful  expedition  againft 
Rochfort,  undertaken  in  the  month  of  September,  1757* 
Being  fometime  afterwards  promoted  to  the  Ramillies,  a 
fecond  rate,  he  ferved  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  as  his  cap- 
tain, during  the  period  that  admiral's  flag  was  hoifted  on 
board  that  Ihip.  On  his  removal  into  the  Royal  George, 
capt.  Taylor,  unhappily  for  nim^s  will  be  prefently  feen, 
did  not  accompany  him.  On  the  15th  of  February,  1760, 
a  violent  hurricane  came  on,  which  damaged  yery  confi- 
(lerably  the  (hipping  in  the  various  ports  of  the  kingdom. 
The  Ramillies  had  failed  a  few  days  before  in  company 
with  admiral  Bofcawen,  in  the  Royal  William,  the  Sand- 
wich, rear-admiral  Geary,  the  St.  George  and  Princefs 
Amelia,  all  of  them  three  decked  fhlps.  The  wind  was 
then  wefterly,  but  Mr.  Bofcawen,  impatient  to  get  on  his 
ftation,  refolved  to  work  down  Channel.  The  wind  at  laft 
rofe  to  fucha  height  that  they  were  difperfed  and  obliged 
to  put  back.  The  Ramillies,  feparated  from  her  compa- 
nions, was  running  up  Channel,  the  weather  being  very 
thick  and  hazy,  fo  that  the  people  on  board  unfortunately 
miftook  the  Bolt  Head  for  the  Ram  Head,  and  fhaped 
their  courfe  accordingly.  The  miftake  was  foon  disco- 
vered, but  not  till  this  unfortunate  (bin  had  approached  fo 
near  the  land  as  to  be  in  the  moft  imminent  danger.  The 
bed  bower  anchor  was  ordered  to  be  Jet  go  inftandv,  but 
hanging  for  a  moment,  the  fmall  bower  was  cut  loofe  from 
ihe  bows,  and  both  th£  cables  running  qpt  at  the  fame  time 
linfortuhately  crofled  each  other :  the  marts  were  cut  away,

*  A  flwrt  time  before  his  death  he  was  deScd  fcprtfcntaftivc  jo 
parliament  for  the  borough  of  Portfmoutht 
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but  during  this  fliort  interval  the  (hip  was  rapidly  approach* 
ing  a  lee  fhore ;  fo  that  after  the  anchors  had  brought  the 
(hip  up,  the  continued  and  violent  fri&ion  on  the  cables,  oc- 
cafioned  by  *he  circumftance  juft  related,  caufed  them,  to 
part  about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  fhip  im- 
mediately drove  on  the  rocks,  and  was  almoft  inftantane- 
oufly  dafhed  to  pieces.  Out  of  the  crew,  confiding  of 
feven  hundred  and  thirty-four  men,  twenty-five  only  and 
a  tnidfliipman  were  faved,  by  jumping  from  the  ftern  to 
the  rocks.  The  midfhipman  was  Mr.  Falconer,  after- 
wards a  purfer  in  the  navy,  the  celebrated  author  of  the 
Shipwreck,  and  Marine  Dictionary.

ANGELL,  Henry, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  pre- 
vious to  the  rupture  with  Spain  in  1739;  but,  excepting 
that  circumftance,  we  find  no  mention  made  of  nim,  far- 
ther th^n  his  having,  in  A"gufti755,  been  appointed  com- 
mander of  the  Swallow  (loop  of  war,  till  he  was,  on  the 
20th,  or,  according  to  Mr.  Hardy's  lift,  the  23d  of  Au- 

fift,  1756,  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Deal  Caftle. 
rom  this  (hip  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Stag  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber 1758,  and  appears  to  have  retained  that  command 
during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  but  is  no  otherwife 
mentioned  than  as  a  cruifer,  a  fervice  too  in  which  he 
appears  to  have  been  by  no  means  fortunate,  for  the 
only  official  notice  we  find  taken  of  him  is,  that,  in  the 
month  of  June  1759,  he  captured  and  carried  into  the 
Downs  an  armed  fhip  belonging  to  Dunkirk :  and  farther, 
that  in  the  month  of  January,  1 76  r,  he  made  prize  of 
a  fmall  French  privateer;  carrying  ten  guns  and  feventy 
men.  We  haVe  tio  account  of  his  having  held  any  other 
appointment  fubfequent  to  the  peace  in  1763,  except 
that  h^  continued  captain  of  the  Stag  tiH  1766;  we  have 
not  been  able*  to  collect  any  dther  information  qoncerrung 
him,  except  that  he  died  in  the  year  1777. 

BARBER, 
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BARBER,  Edward. — At  what  time  this  gentleman 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  does  not  appear, 
but  we  find  him  advanced  to  the  command  of  a  (loop  of 
war  on  the  18th  of  May,  1747.  We  hear  nothing  of 
him  after  this  time  till  the  year  1756,  when  he  commanded 
the  Peggy  (loop  of  war ;  and  was  from  thence  advanced, 
on  the  15th  of  June,  to  be  captain  of  the  Princefs  Royal* 
He  is  faid  to  have  been  a  fecond  tijne  commiffioned  to  the 
fame  (hip,  either  in  the  month  of  February  or  March 
1758;  but  no  other  material  notice  is  taken  of  him.  la 
the  month  of  April  1759,  he  was  removed  into  the  Prin- 
cefia,  of  feventy  guns,  a  prize  taken  from  the  Spaniards 
in  the  preceding  war.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  nearly 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  but  unfortunately  em- 
ployed on  no  fervice  particularly  interefting.  The  only 
mention  farther  made  of  him,  being,  that  he  died  on  the 
4th  of  April,  1762. 

BRIDPORT,  Alexander  Hood,  Lord.  —  This  noble 
officer,  who  is  now  living,  is  the  younger  fdn  of  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Hood,  many  years  vicar  of  Burleigh,  in  the  county 
of  Somerfet ;  and  afterwards  of  Thorncombe,  in  Devon- 
shire. He  is  moreover  the  younger  brother  of  lord 
vifcount  Hood,  of  whom  fome  account  will  be  found 
in  the  courfe  of  this  year  (1756).  Having,  as  well  as 
his  elder  brother,  entered  into  the  navy  at  an  early  age, 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  2d  of 
December,  1746 ;  but  we  do  not  know  precifely  the  time 
when  he  was  railed  to  that  of  commander  of  a.floop  of 
war.  He  was  appointed  a  port  captain  on  the  10th  of 
June,  1756 ;  he  being  then  commiffioned  to  the  Prince 
George,  he  did  not  continue  lone  in  this  (hip,  and  not 
improbably  received  the  commiflion  merely  to  give  him 
the  rank  of  poft  captain.  Early  in  the  enfuing  year  he 
commanded  tne  Antelope,  of  fifty  guns,  and  in  the  month 
of  May  diftinguiflied  himfelf  exceedingly  by  attacking  and 
driving  on  fliore,  in  the  north  part  of  Hieres  Bay,  after  a 
running  fight  of  two  hours,  the  Aquilon,  a  French  (hip  of 
war  mounting  forty-eight  guns,  and  manned  with  a  crew 
of  four  hundred  and  fifty  men :  nor  did  this  fuccefs  come 
alone,  for  on  the  following  day  he  captured  a  French 
privateer  of  fixteen  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  which  had 
peeri  \n  company  with  the  Aquilon  the  day  preceding  her 
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deftru&ion.  In  effe&ing  the  fervice  tuft-mentioned, 
captain  Hood  had  only  three  of  his  crew  Killed  and  thir- 
teen woiinded,  while  the  enemy  had  thirty  killed  and 
twenty-five  wouuded.  The  ftiip  itfclf  was  irrecoverably 
loft. 

In  the  enfuing  year  this  gentleman  was  appointed  to  the 
Minerva,  a  thirty-two  gun  frigate,  in. which  he  ferved 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  naval  campaign  in  1750* 
under  the  orders  of  commodore  Dgff,  and  continued  m 
the  fame  fhip  till  the  end  of  the  year  1761.,  without  being 
fortunate  enough,  as  it  appears,  to  meet  with  any  parti* 
cular  opportunity  of  diftinguiftii'ng  himfelf,  till  the  month 
•  of  January  in  the  year  juft-mentioned.  As.a  forerunner 
of  his  future  fuccefs,  he  captured  the  Ecureuil,.  a  ftout 
privateer  fitted  out  at  Bayonne,  carrying  fourteen  guns 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  men;  and  on  the  23d 
of  the  fame  month  had  the  good  fortune  to  retake  the 
Warwick,  formerly  a  Britiih  (hip  of  war,  and  then 
mounting  fixty  guns,  ttie  capture  of  which  had  caufed  the 
greateft  exultation  on  the*  part  of  the  French.  Of  this 
very  fpirited  and  fuccefsful  encounter  the  following  offi- 
cial account  is  given  by  himfelf. 

"  At  day-light  in  the  morning,  being  in  the  latitude  of 
45  degrees  22  minutes  N.  Cape  Pinas  bearing  S.  by  E. 
dittant  thirty  leagues,  I  faw  and  gave  chace  to  a  large  (hip 
fleering  to  the  weftward,  which  I  foon  difcovered  to  be  an 
enemy,  having  two  decks.  At  twenty  minutes  after  tea, 
with  a  frefli  gale  eafterly  and  a  great  fea,  I  began  a  clofc 
engagement  with  her.  At  eleven,  her  main  and  fore-top- 
rnaft  went  away  ;  and  foon  after  fhe  came  on  board  us  on 
the  (larboard  bow,  and  then  fqll.alongCde,  but  the  Tea  foon 
parted  us,  and  the  enemy  fell  after n.  About  a  quarter 
after  eleven  the  Minerva's  bowfprit  went  away,  anil  the 
fore-maft  foon  followed  i  t.  Thefe  were  very  unfortunate 
accidents,  and  I  almoft  deipaired  of  being  able  to  attack 
the  enemy  again  4  however  I  cut  the  wreck  away  as  foon 
^s  poflible,  and  about  one  o'clock  cleared  the  fhip  of  it  with 
the  lofs  of  one  man  and  the  fheet  anchor.  I  then  wore 
the  fhip  and  flood  for  the  enemy,  who  was  then  about 
three  leagues  to  leeward  of  me*  At  four  oVlocfc  I  came 
up  clofe  to  the  enemy,  and  renewed  the  attack.  About  a 
.quarter  befpre  6ve  me  ftruck,  when  pofleflipo  wa>  taken 
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di  the  Warwick,  of  thirty- four  guns,  but  pierced  for 
fixty,  the  fame  as  when  (he  belonged  to  hrs  late  majefty/ 
having  on  board  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  men, 
feventy-four  of  which  are  king's  troops,  with  two  other 
officers  and  four  paflengers,  deftined  for  Pondicherry. 
She  failed  from  Rochfort  the  aoth  of  January,  and* was 
bound  to  the  lile  of  France  and  Bourbon  with  provifions, 
ammunition  and  ftores.  The  enemy  had'fourteen  killed 
and  thirty-two  wounded.  Our  numbers  are  the  boat- 
fwain  and  thirteen  killed,  and  the  gunner  and  thirty-three 
wounded :  the  former  died  on  the  27th  together  with  two 
featnen.  I  have  given  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  crew 
of  his  majefty's  fhip  for  their  firm  and  fpirited  behaviour, 
and  have  great  pleafure  in'  acquainting  their  lordihips 
with  it.  At  nine  o'clock  the  main-maft  of  the  Minerva 
went  away ;  at  eleven  the  mizen-maft  followed  it/' 

Captain  Hood  was  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year  pro- 
moted to  the  Africa,  a  new  third  rate  of  figty-four  guns, 
then  juft  launched,  but  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with' 
any  farther  opportunity  of  diftinguiihing  himfelf  for  the 
remainder  of  the  war,  during  which  he  continued  in  the 
Africa,  and  was  employed  at  the  latter  part  of  it  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftation.  After  the  peace  had  taken  place 
in  1763,  and  the  redufiion  of  our  marine  in  commiffion, 
which  followed  confequent  to  it,  captain  Hood  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Thunderer,  of  feventy-four  guns,  ftationed 
as  a  guard-foip  at  Portfmouth,  in  which  he  continued 
during  the  ufual  time  of  appointment,  three  years.  In 
1766  he  was  appointed,  on  the  refignation  of  fir  Charles 
Saunders,  to  the  office  of  Treafurer  of  Green  wichrhofpital, 
which  he  has  uninterruptedly  held  ever  firice.  Some  little 
time  after  his  quitting  the  Thunderer  he  was  appointed  tq 
the  Rompev,  of  fifty  guns,  as  commodore  on  the  North 
American  Ration,  where  we  believe  him  to  have  contir 
nued  two  or  three  years. 

After  his  return  from  thence  he  is  not  known  to  us  as 
holding  any  conjmand  till  the  eve  of  the  war  with  France 
in  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Robufte,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  be  equipped  for 
Channel  fervicef  He  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  with 
the  French  fleet,  off  Ufhant,  on  the  27th  of  July,  being 
ftationed  in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  vice-admiral 
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lir  Hugh  Pallifer  *,  but  quitted  that  command  foon 
after  the  return  of  the  fleet  into  port  at  the  approach  of 
winter,  and  never  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  commif- 
fion  as  a  private  captain.  Oh  the  26th  of  September, 
1780,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  flag-officer, 
as  rear-admiral  of  the  white;  but  held  no  command 
till  he  was,  in  1782,  appointed  to  command  the  fecond, 
or  larboard  divifion  of  the  center  fquadron,  under  lord 
Howe,  in  the  fleet  fent  from  England  to  the  relief 
of  Gibraltar,  on  which  occaflon  he ,  had  his  flag  on 
board  the  Queen,  of  ninety  guns.  In  the  fkirmifh  which 
took  place  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and 
Spain,  the  ftrefs  of  the  a&ion  lay  principally  on  the  van, 
fo  that  his  fhip  had  only  five  men  killed  and  wounded,  a 
lofs,  however,  not  exceeded  by  any  fhip  in  the  center 
divifion,  except  the  Alexander,  which  had  two  men  killed 
and  four  wounded.  Peace  fucceeding  immediately  on  the 
return  of  the  fleet  to  England  after  the  foregoing  event, 
we  have  no  other  immediate  particulars  to  relate  concern- 
ing this  gentleman,  except  that  he  was  fecond  in  com- 
mand at  Portfmouth  at  the  time  the  treaty  was  figned. 

At  the  general  eleftion  in  1784,  he  was  elected  repre* 
Tentative  in  parliament  for  the  borough  of  Bridgwater,  for 
which  town  he  did  not,  however,  continue  member 
longer  than  the  then  current  feffion,  being,  fhortly  after  the 
return  of  the  new  parliament,  elected  a  burgeis  for  the 
town  of  Buckingham.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787, 
he  was  advanced  from  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
white  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  fame  fquadron.  In  1788 
he  was  elected  one  of  the  knight's  companions  of  the 
order  of  the  Bath,  but  does  not  appear  to  have  accepted 
any  naval  command  till  the  year  1790,  when  he  hoifted 
his  fl^g  op  bo^rd  the  London,  of  ninety  guns,  as  fourth 
in  copimand  of  the  fleet  ordered  to  be  equipped  for  Chan- 
nel or  home  fervice,  under  the  command  of  lord  Howe. 
This  meafure  took  place  in  confequence  of  a  rupture 
apprehended  with  the  court  of  Spain,  a  cloud  which  broke 
away  foon  after,  and  caufed  the  formidable  fleet,  which 
had  on  that  occafion  been  equipped,  to  be  immediately 
difmantled.  About  the  time  of  his  appointment  to  the 
command  juft-ftated,  he  was  honoured  with  the  civil  em-

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ployment  of  rear-admiral  of  England,  to  which  he  was 
nominated  on  the  death  of  vice-admiral  Darby  in  this 
year. 

On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  immediately  confequent 
to  the  commencement  of  the  prcfent  rupture  with  France, 
he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  red9 
and  immediately  afterwards  was  inverted  with  a  command, 
under  earl  Howe,  in  the  main  or  Channel  fleet.     He 
ferved  in  the  fame  ftation  at  the  time  of  the  memorable 
encounter  with  the  French  fleet  on  the  ift  of  June,  1794** 
till  when,  nothing  material  enough,  to  demand  our  parti- 
cular notice,  appears  to  rfcve  occurred.     Sir  Alexander 
diftinguiflied  himfelf  extremely  on  this  occafion:   the 
Royal  George,  on  board  which  (hip  his  flag  was  hoifted, 
loft  her  fore  and  main-top-mafts,  together  with  her  fore- 
maft;  had  twenty  men  killed  and  feventy-two  wounded. 
His  condu&  on  this  occafion  was  honoured,  in  common 
with  other  flag-officers  who  ferved  with  him,  by  a  prefent 
from  his  majefty,  of  a  gold  chain  and  medal ;  and  an  Irifli 
barony,  by  patent  bearing  date  Auguft  the  1 2th  enfuing, 
creating  him  baron  Bridport,  of  Cricket  St.  Thomas, 
with  remainder  to  Samuel  his  fecond,  and  every  other  fori 
or  fons  after  him,  of  Henry  Hood,  of  Catherington,  in 
Haulpfhire,  efq.  a  captain  in  the  navy,  and  their  heirs 
male    refpe&ively..     He  continued  to  retain  the  fame 
ftation  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  but,  as  might 
well  be  expe&ed  after  fo  fignal  a  defeat,  no  material  event 
occurred.      In   the  enfuing  fummer  his  lordfhip  com- 
manded a  (lout  fquadron  ordered  to  cruife  off  the  coaft  of 
Francre  for  the  purpofe  of  watching  the  enemy's  ports, 
and  attacking  any  fquadron  that  might  attempt  putting 
to  fea. 

'  On  June  22,  1795,  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  difco- 
ver  the  enemy's  fleet:  it  confided  of  twelve  (hips  of  the 
line,  eleven  frigates,  and  fome  fmaller  veflels.  A  chace 
immediately  commenced  and  continued  unremittingly  the 
whole  day,  none  of  the  purfuers  being  able  to  get  fo  near 
the  enemy  as  to  permit  them  to  commence  an  adion  with 
any  probability  of  fuccefs :  early,  however,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  23d,  fix  of  the  Britifli  (hips  had  neared  the 

•  On  the  isth  of  April  preceding  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
admiral  of  the  blue. 
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enetfry  f&  coAfidefifbly  as  to  be  enabled  to  commence  an 
a&ion  about  fix  o'clock.  It  continued  nearly  three  hours 
and  then  ceafed,  in  confequence  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
enemy's  force  haying  worked  almoft  clofe  in  with  the 
port  of  L'Orient.  Three  of  their  fliips,  however,  fejl 
into  the  hands  of  the  Englifli  as  a  fubftantial  reward  for 
•tjleir  ijpirited  perfeyerance  *. 

On  the  1 5th  of  March,  1 796,  his  lord  (hip  was  advanced 
to  the  civil  office  of  vice-admiral  of  Great  Britain,  as 
fucceflbr  to  earl  Howe,  who,  on  the  death  of  admiral 
Forbes,  became  admiral  of*the  fleet.  On  the  31ft  of 
May  following,  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  peer  of 
Great  Britain,  by  the  fame  ftile  and  title  he  had  before 
held  in  Ireland.  Since  the  retirement  of  earl  Howe  his 
lordfhip  has  held  thet  chief  command  of  the  main  or 
Channel  fleet  t. 

CLEVELAND,  Archibald.  — We  do  not  6nd  any 
ipenlion  %made  of  this  gentleman  till  his  advancement,,  on 
the  5th  of  November,  1 756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Gibraltar. 
'  He  was  prorpoted  from  this  (hip,  about  the  month  of 
July  1^57,  to  be  captain  of  the  Shannon,. a  new  frigate  of 
twenty  eight  guns,  built  of  fir,  as  fome  others  were;  at  the 
fame  time,  intended  for  a  new  experiment  In  this  fhip 
he  was  immediately  ordered  but  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Chan- 
nel ;  but  is  not  otherwife  particularly  mentioned  till  the 
month  of  July  1759,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Windfor,  of  fixty  guns,  a  (hip  employed  flrft  on  tjte 
Jamaica,  and  afterwards,  towards  the  conclufion  of  the 
war,  on  the  Mediterranean  flat  ion.  We  believe  him  to 
have  retained  this  command  till  the  peace  took  place; 
foon  after  which,  in  the  month  of  July  1763,  he  was 
made  captain  of  the  Phoenix.  Being  ordered  to  the  coaft 
of  Guinea,  he,  on  his  return  from  thence,  died  at  the 
ifland  of  St.  Thomas,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1766.

COLBY, 
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COLBY,  Stephen,— was  appointed  commander  of  a 
(loop  of  war  on  the  30th  of  March,  1746  ;  after  which 
time  he  remains,  for  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover, 
unnoticed,  till  his  promotion,  on  the  20th  of  Auguft, 
1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Deal  Caftle.    'From  this  fliip 
he  was  promoted,  in  the  month  of  July  1757,  to  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Princcfs  Amelia,  an  eighty  gun  fhip,  one  of 
the  fleet  immediately  afterwards  ordered  out  on  the  expe- 
dition againft  Rochfort,  under  the  command  of  fir  Edward 
Hawke**     In  the  month  of  April,  1 758,  we  find  huh 
captain  of  the  Thames,  a  frigate  mounting  thirty-two 
gunst,  one  of  the  veflels  flattened  in  the  Channel  as  a 
cruifer  for  the  protection  of  the  Bfitifh  commerce.     Thus 
was  captain  Colby  employed,  when>  on  the  18th  of  May, 
1,759,  being  in  company  with  captain  Lockhart,  after- 
wards fir  J.  L.  Rofs,  in  the  Chatham,  and  captain  Har- 
rifon  in  the*  Venus,  he  fell  in  with,  and  after  a  chace  of 
two  hours,  brought  to  clofe  adion,  in  Hodierne  Bay,  the 
Arethufa,   a.FrenQh  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns,  com- 
manded by  the  marquis  de  Vandreuil.     The  enemy  did 
not*  indeed,  furrender  till  the  Venus  came  up  and  raked 
him.;  but  the;  merit  of  fubduing  him  certainty  retted,  in 
the  greateft  degree,,  with  the  Thames,  which  fhjp  had  only 
four  men  killed  and  eleven  wounded ;  while  on  the  other 
hind  the  lofs  fuftained  by  the  enemy  amounted' to  nearly 
fixty. 

.Captain  Colby  ftill  continued  in  the  Thames,  and 
during  the  fucceeding  year,  we  believe,  was  uninter- 
ruptedly employed  in  the  fame  kind  of  fervice ;  but  the 
only  fuccefs  he  appears  to  have  been  fortunate  enough  to 
experience  was,-  the  capture  of  a  Privateer  fnow,  off* 


*  On  which  occafion  very  honourable  mention  is  made  of  him,  at 
having  gallantly  offered  to  carry  the.  Princcfs  Amelia  up  to  Fort 
Founts,  and  lay  her  broad  fide  to  that  fort,  contrary  to  the  opinion 
of  many,  left  fanguine  than  himfelf,  who  judged  fuch  an  attempt  im- 
pra&icable.

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Tor^  Ifland,  on  the  26th  of  September,  called  the  Bfefl 
Aime,  carrying  twelve  nine-pounders,  twenty-four  fwi- 
vels,  and  one  hundred  and  twelve  men.  In  1761  he  is 
(aid  to  have  commanded  a  third  rate,  but  we  Know  not 
cither  the  name  of  the  fhip  or  the  fervice  on  which  it  was 
employed.  In  the  month  of  April  1762,  he  is  moreover 
faid  to  have  taken  the  command  of  the  BiddefOrd,  a  fmali 
frigate ;  from  which  time  no  mention  is  made  of  him  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1 771,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Kent,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  ordered 
to  be  equipped  at  Plymouth  in  confequence  of  an  appre* 
hended  rupture  with  Spain ;  as  he  was  afterwards,  in  1777* 
on  a  fimilar  apprehertfion  from  France,  to  the  Fame,  of 
feventy-four  guns.  In  this  (hip  he  proceeded  to  America, 
being  ordered  thither,  in  1778,  with  Mr.  Byron.  He  ar- 
rived at  the  Hook,  off  New  York,  on  the  28th  of  Auguft, 
having  been  feparated,  with  feveral  other  (hips,  from  the 
admiral  in  a  gale  of  wind.  He  returned  to  England  not 
long  afterwards,  and  died  either  in  1779,  or  in  the  courfe 
of  the  enfuing  year. 

COLLINGWOOD,  Thomas.— Of  this  gentleman 
we  have  no  account  previous  to  his  promotion,  on  the 
29th  of  November,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Syren 
frigate.  In  the  month  of  O&obcr,  1758,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Crefcent,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  or- 
dered for  the  Weft  Indies,  where,  in  the  courfe  of  the 
enfuing  year,  he  diftinguiftied  himfelf  exceedingly  in  the 
attack,  off  the  ifland  of  St.  Chriftopher's,  of  two  French 
frigates,  called  the  Amethyfte  and  Berkeley,  the  latter  of 
which  had^  been  formerly  taken  from  the  Englifh :  the 
former  efcaped,  but  the  Berkeley  was  ijot  fo  fortunate, 
and  was  carried  into  BafTeterre.  Captain  Collingwood 
continued  in  the  fame  (hip,  remaining  alfo  on  the  fame 
.  ftation,  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  or  nearly  fo.  We  do 
not  find  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  any  (hip,  after  the 
conclufion  of  the  peace,  till  the  year  1767,0^  1768,  when  he 
was  commiflioned  to  the  Tweed,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  one 
of  the  cruifing  frigates  always  kept  ready  for  immediate 
fervice  in  times  even  of  the  mod  profound  peace.  To- 
wards the  conclufion  of  the  year  1771,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Rainbow,  of  forty-four  guns :  from  this  time,  till 
the  year  1778,  no  particular  or  memorable  occurrence 
appears  to  have  taken  place  with  refped  to  him :  but  when 
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the  conlkift-  of  the  French  court  difplaycd  luch  evident 
marks  of  duplicity,  that  it  1>ccfrme  neceffary  to  equip  and 
fend  a  fleet  to  America,  which,  as  we  have  already  fliewn, 
was  put  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Byron,  Mr.  Colling  wood 
Was  appointed  to  the  Moflmouth,; of  fixty-four  guns,,  one 
of  the  Ihips  ordered  on  that  fcrvice.  He  arrived  at  New 
York  on  the  17th  of  Auguft,  after  having  been  feparated 
from  the  reft  of  the  fquadron,  6n  the;  4th 'of  July,,  in  a 
violent  gale  of  wind,  in  tohiph  the  fhip  fprahg  her  main- 
maft.  Soon  after  the  arrival,  and  collection  of  the  fqua* 
dron  Mr.  Collingwood  wad  promoted,  by  the  commander* 
in-chief,  to  the  Grafton,  in  which  fluphe  repaired  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  having  failed,  with  Mr.  Byron,  from  Rhode 
I  (land  on  the  14th  of  December.  Nothing  rnateriaj  took 
place  till  the  month  of  July,  when  the  French  fleet;  under 
XVEftaing,  having  made  an  attack  on  the  ifland  of  Gre- 
nada, the  Engliih  admiral  put  to  fea  in  hopes  of  fruftrating 
his  attempt.  This  brought  on  a  (harp  rencounter,  which 
took  place  on  the  6th  of  the  month  juft-mentioned,  but 
which  was,  from  the  extreme  caution  of  the  enemy,  pro- 
ductive of  nd  advantage  to  the  aiiailants. 

Captain  Collingwood  was  (rationed  to  lead  the  fquadron 
on  the  larboard  tack,  and  diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  moft 
exemplary  manner,  as  the  injuries  fuftained  by  the  fhip 
itfelf,  and  the  numbers  of  his  killed  and  wounded*, 
which  unhappily  exceeded  that  of  any  other  lhip  in  the 
fleet,  may  fully  prove.  Nothing  memorable  took  place 
after  this  time,  till  the  approach  of  Chriftmafs,  in  which 
interval  Mr.  Collingwood  was  moft  defcrvedly  advanced 
to  be  an  eftablifhed  commodore,  and  accordingly  hoifted 
his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  (hip  he  had  commanded  as 
a  private  captain.  During  the  winter  he  commanded  a 
detachment  occafionally  fent  out  to  fcour  thofe  feas  front 
any  flying  fquadrons  of  the  enemy  ;  but  his  diligence  and 
attention  do  not  appear  to  have  been  rewarded  in  due 

Sroportion  to  his  merit.  After  the  arrival  of  fir  George 
Lodney,  who  reached  Barbadocs  in  the  month  of  March 
With  a  commiifion  of  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation, 
commodore  Collingwood  vas  ftationed  to  lead  the. center 
or  commander-in-chief Vdivifion,  and  acquitted- himfelf

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With  his  ufual  gallantry,  in  the  aftion  which  took  place, 
en  the  17th  of  April  following,  with  the  French  fleet 
under  de  Guichen.  His  ill  health,  which  had,  for  fome 
time,  been  in  a  very  declining  (tate,  compelled  him,  very 
foon  after  this  *event,  to  quit  his  command;  but  he  did 
not  live  to  reach  his  native  country,  where  alone  its  re- 
eftablifhment  could  be  expefled,  unhappily  dying  at  fea 
on  the  2d  of  June,  1780". 

CUMMING,  Penhallow,— the  defcendant  of  an  an- 
cient Cornifli  family,  originally  from  Scotland,  is  known 
in  the  fervice  only  as  having  been  appointed  commander 
of  a  (loop  on  the  8th  of  May,  1748,  and  captain  of  a 
frigate,  or  other  poft-ftiip,  on  the  20th  of  Auguft,  1756  ; 
but  neither  do  the  names  of  the  veffels  themfelves  appear, 
nor  the  fervices  on  which  they  were  employed.  The 
name  of  this  gentleman  is  omitted  in  Mr.  Hardy's  lift,  as 
well  as  in  moft  MS.  colle&ions  we  have  feen ;  nor  have  we 
ourfelves  been  able  to  colled  any  information  concerning 
him,  farther  than  the  dates  of  his  two  commiflions,  as  be* 
fore  given. 

DONKLEY,  John, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
she  navy  on  the  2d  of  June,  1742,  and  from  that  ftation  was 
promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  5th 
of  July,  1745*  We  find  no  fubfequent  mention  made  of 
Jiim  for  ten  years  after  the  above  time ;  at  length,  about 
the  month  of  September,  1755,  he  appears  to  have  been 
commilfioned  as  commander  of  the  Brilliant:  of  what 
force  or  clafs  this  veflel  was,  does  not  particularly  appear, 
but  was  certainly  of  no  higher  rate  than  a  floop  of  war. 
On  the  27th  of  March,  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Nightingale  frigate,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain 
Digges.  In  this  {hip,  however^Jie  never  proceeded  to 
feaTluving  been,  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  month, 
appointed  to  the  Aldborough,  a  frigate  of  the  fame  force, 
.juit  before  launched.  He  was  fome  time  afterwards  re- 
moved into  the  Enterprise,  and  ordered  to  America ;  on 
his  return  from  which  ftation  he  died,  having  lived  only 
to  reach  the  entrance  of  the  Channel,  on  the  17th  of 
March,  1758. 

DRAKE,  Francis  Samuel,— was  the  brother  of  ad- 
miral Frauds  William  Drake,  of  whom  we  have  already 
fivcn  feme'  account.    We  find  no  mention  made  of  this 
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gentleman  in  the  fervice  till  his  appointment,  No- 
vember 15,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Biddeford. 
While  he  continued  in  this  fhip,  no  particulars  either 
publicly  or  privately  *  related  concerning  him,  and 
about  the  month  of  September,  1 758,  we  believe  him  to 
have  been  appointed  to  the  Aurora,  a  frigate  of  thirty- fix. 
guns,  taken  from  the  French.  He  was  next  made  cap- 
tain of  the  Falkland  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1759,  as 
fucceflbr  to  his  brother  Francis  William  Drake,  and 
ferve^on  the  home  or  Channel  ftation  during  the.whote 
of  that  year,  being  one  of  the  commanders  employed, 
under  commodore  Duff,  in  watching  the  motions  of  the 
French  armament  at  Breft.  He  was  afterwards  ordered 
to  America  or  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  appears  to  have 
continued  in  the  fame  (hip  during  the  remainder  of  the  war. 
Towards  its  cone lufion,  or  immediately  afterwards,  he  re- 
moved into  the  Rochefter,  of  fifty  guns,  then  on  the  fame 
ftation. 

In  1 763  we  believe  him  to  have  married ,  daughter 

of  fir  Thomas  Heathcote,  of  Hurfley,  in  the  county  of 
Southampton.  In  1772.be  was  appointed  to  the  Tor  bay, 
of  fevemy-faur  guns,  a  guard- (hip  at  Plymouth,  in  which 
he  continued  during  the  ufually  allotted  period.  ~  No 
mention  is  made  of  him  after  the  above  time  till  1778^ 
when  a  rupture  with  France  being  daily  apprehend- 
ed, he  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Ruflel,  of  feventy- 
four  guns.  He  continued  in  this  fhip  till  after  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  rank  of  a  flag-officer  in  1780.  In  the 
beginning  of  May  1778,  he  was  ordered  to  America, 
whither  he  failed  on  the  2oth  under  the  command  of 
admiral  Byron.  This  unfortunate  fquadron  experienced, 
as  it  is  well  known,  the  mod  tremendous,  and  almoft 
uninterrupted  gales  of  wind  on  its  pafiage,  fo  that  the 
fhips  were  in  a  great  meafure  feparated  from  each  other, 
the  Ruflel  was  compelled  to  put  back  * ;  and  at  the  clofe 
of  the  year  met  with  a  very  extraordinary  and  melancholy 
accident,  this  was,  having  occafioned  the  lofs  of  the  Lon- 
don Eaft  India  fhip,  by  running  on  board  her  off  the  Ifle 
of  Wight.  In  May  1779,  captain  Drake  was  ordered  to 
America  as  a  captain  in  the  fquadron,  confiding  of  five  fhips 
of  the  line,  fent  thither  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Arbuth- 

*  Arrived  at  Portfmouth  in  the  month  of  July. 
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not;  but  during  his  continuance  on  that  Ration,  no  enter-* 
prize  that  afforded  hini  the  fmalleft  opportunity  of  diftin- 
guifhing  himfelf,  took  place.  Early  in  the  year  1 780,  when 
the  admiral  failed  with  the  greater  part  of  his  force  on  the 
expedition  againftCharleftown,  captain  Drake  accom- 
panied him  thither  in  the  Ruflel,  but  quitted  him  on  the 
Joth  of  March,  being  ordered  to  New  York  to  take  upon 
him  the  command  at  that  port,  during  the  abfence  of  the 
fleet.  He  was,  not  long  afterwards,  rai fed  to  the  nominal 
rank  of  commodore,  without  a  permanent  eftabliftunent, 
and  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  for  the  purpofe  of  rein- 
forcing, with  his  (ingle  (hip  only,  ad  mi  rat  fir  George 
Rodney,  who  was  then  far  out-numbered  by  the  united 
force  of  France  and  Spain.  No  encounter  took  place 
After  his  arrival,  and  on  the  approach  of  the  hurricane 
months  he  returned  with  fir  George  to  Afnerica,  where 
the  fleet  remained  ina&ive  during  the  periodical  continu- 
ance of  the  inclement  fcafon  juft  mentioned. 

Soon  after  his  return  to  the  Weft  Indies,  in  the  month 
of  December,  fir  Samuel  Hood  arrived  there  with  a  rein- 
forcement, and  a  cpmmiftion  for  Mr.  Drake  as  rear-ad- 
miral of  the  blue,  to  which  he  had  been  promoted,  in 
England,  on  the  26th  of  September  preceding.  He  im- 
mediately removed  into  the  rrincefl'a,  and  hoifted  his  flag 
accordingly.  He  attended  lir  George  Rodney  to  St. 
Euftatia,  and  was  detached  in  the  month  of  April,  with 
flrSamuelHood,  to  intercept  a  ftrong  reinforcement  for  the 
Trench  fleet  in  that  quarter,  which  was  then  expe'&ed  from 
Europe  under  the  command  of  the  count  de  Grafle.  The 
force  of  the  enemy  proved  far  fnperior  to  what  was  ima- 
gined, and  the  hopes  of  the  Britifh  were  terminated  by  an 
unfuccefsful,  or,  at  lead,  indecifive  (kirmi(h,  the  particulars 
of  which  have  been  already  given  in  the  life  of  lord  Hood. 
On  this  occafion  rear-admiral  Drake  had  his  flag  flying  on 
board  the  Gibraltar,  and  appears  to  have  been  very  warmly 
engaged,  confidering  the  infignificance  of  the  (kirmifli, 
having  had  twenty-one  men  killed  and  wounded,  a  Iofs  not: 
exceeded  by  any  (hip  in  the  fleet,  the  Centaur  excepted. 
Sir  George  Rodney  joined  them  from  St.  Euftatia  in  a  few 
days  after  the  a&ion  ;  and,  on  the-  28th  of  May,  detached 
Mr.  Drake,  with  fix  (hips  of  the  line  and  three  frigates,. 
to  the  relief  of  the  Britiih  colony  of  Tobago^  which  he 
3  had* 
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had  the  day  before  received  intelligence,  was  attacked  by 
a  detachment  from  Monf.  de  Graffe's  fleet. 

Mr.  Drake  was  inftruded  to  put  nothing  to  tha  hazard, 
and  in  cafe  he  found  the  aflailants  fuperior  in  number,  to 
return  and  rejoin  fir  George  off*  Barbadoes.     This  proving 
to  be  the  cafe,  for  the  count  de  Graffle  was  down  with  his 
whole  force,  the   rear-admiral  aded    in  conformity  to 
his  orders,  and  having  met  the  commander-in-chief  off 
Carlifle  Bay  on  the  3d  of  June,  the  whole  Britifh  naval 
force  proceeded  together  in  hopes  of  effeftine  the  former 
intended  purpofe.      This   was,   however,  fruftrated  by 
certain  intelligence  received,  when  off  that  ifland,  of  its 
furrender  on  the  2d  inftant  preceding,  and  the  caution  of 
the  French  admiral  prevented  any  fubfequent  aft  ion  from 
taking  place.     On  the  approach  of  the  hurricane  feafon, 
Mr.  Drake  having  removed  back  into  the  Princeffa,  ac- 
companied fir  S.  Hood  to  America,  for  the  purpofe  of 
counteracting  the  attempts  of  the  French  fleet  in  that 
quarter,  they  having  alfo  repaired  thither  in  the  double 
hope  of  avoiding  the  fatal  effe&s  of  the  fame  inclement 
feafon,  and,  as  they  were  fo  far  fuperior  in  numbers,  of 
affording  fome  effectual  countenance  to  the  land  operations 
of  the  American  arms.     In  the  ihort  encounter  with  the 
French  armament  off  the  Chefapeak  he  a£led  as  com- 
mander in  the  third  pod,  and,  as  the  Britifh  fleet  engaged 
on  the  larboard  tack,  led  the  van  during  the  adtion.     lie 
was  compelled  to  (hift  his  flag  on  the  following  day  into 
the  Alcide,  in  confequencc  of  the  Princefla  having  loft 
her  main-top-maft ;  and  as  they  have  been  already  given 
it  is  not  necefTary  to  relate  the  fubfequent  operations  of 
the  fleet  which  took  place  previous  to  its  return  to  its 
former  ftation  in   the  Weft  Indies*      Sir   S.  Hood,  the 
commander-in-chief,  repaired  thither  at  the  clofe  of  the 
year:  but  the   force   under   the  count  de  Grafle  being 
confiderably  fuperior,  nothing  took  place  except  an  in- 
decifive  (kirmifh,  in  which  the  Englifn  acquired  nothing 
but  honour,  and  the  capture  of  the  ifland  of  St.  Chrifto- 
phcr's  by  Ae  enemy,  whofe  fuccefs  the  fleet  of  Britain, 
in  its  then  ftatc,  was  only  capable  of  protra&ing,  but  not 
entirely  preventing. 

The  arrival  of  fir  George  Rodney,  in  the  month  of 
March,  with  a  ftrong  reinforcement  of  twelve  (hips  of  the 
line,  added  to  three  {ingle  (hips  which  were  difpatched 
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from  England  for  the  fame  purpofe,  changed  once  more 
the  complexion  of  naval  affairs,  and  again  compelled  the 
naval  pewer  of  France,  though  ftill  fomewhat  fuperior 
in  force,  to  be  content  with  adllng  merely  on  the  defen- 
sive. An  expedition  had  been,  however,  proje£ted  againft 
Jamaica,  in  conjunftion  with  the  Spaniih  fleet  at  the  Ha- 
vannah,  through  which  powerful  reinforcement  the  united 
naval  forces  would  have  regained  fuch  a  fuperiority  in 
point  of  numbers,  as  might  appear  almoft  to  defy  defeat 
or  difafter.  The  vigilance  of  the  Britifh  admirals  totally 
fru  ft  rated  this  propofed  plan  of  operations,  and  produced, 
as  is  well  known,  a  partial  fkirmifh  on  the  9th  of  April, 
which  was  followed  by  the  glorious  and  decifive  encounter 
on  the  13th.  Mr.  Drake  on  that  occafion  acquired  the 
higheft  honour;  accident  threw  in  his  way  a  glorious  op- 
portunity, and  he  took  all  the  means  in  his  power  to  im- 
prove it.  He  had  the  good  fortune  of  being  Rationed  to  lead 
the  fleet,  the  van  divifion  of  fir  S.  Hood,  which  regularly 
ihould  have  occupied  that  poft  of  honour,  having  borne 
nearly  the  whole  brunt  of  the  afkion  on  the  9th,  and  be- 
ing fo  much  damaged,  that  it  was  thought  expedient  to 
make  the  new  arrangement  juft  defcribed.  The  detail  as 
well  as  rcfult  of  this  engagement  is  too  freih  in  the  public 
mind  to  need  recital ;  and  were  that  not  even  the  cafe  at 
prefent,  a  repetition  of  what  has  been  already  related  in 
our  account  of  lord  Rodney,  would  be  certainly  unnecef- 
fary. 

Of  the  honours  moft  defervedly  difpenfed  on  that  great 
occafion,  Mr.  Drake  participated,  being  created  a  baronet 
of  Great  Britain,  by  patent  bearing  date  May  the  28th, 
1782.  He  continued  in  the  Weft  Indies  till  the  end  of  the 
war,  ferving  under  Mr.  Pigot,  the  fucceffor  to  fir  George 
Rodney,  in  the  fame  ftation  we  have  before  commemo- 
rated him  as  holding,  with  fo  much  honour  both  to  himfelf 
and  his  country :  peace  however  approaching,  all  naval 
operations  grew  torpid.  After  his  return  to  England  he 
never  accepted  any  command,  in  the  line  of  his  pro- 
feflion  as  an  officer.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787, 
he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red,  and  at  the 
general  ele&ioh  in  1789,  was  eledted  representative  in 
parliament  for  the  town  of  Plymouth ;  he  was  moreover, 
on  the  1 2th  of  Auguft  appointed  one  of  the  commiflioners 
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for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral.  This  honour 
lie  unhappily  did  not  long  furvive,  dying,  much  lament*  - 
cd,  on  the  1 9th  of  October  following.  1  •  ■• 

-EDWARDS,  David,  — was  appointed  commander  of 
a  floop  of  war  on  the  29th  of  Auguft,  1746.  From  this 
time  a  longinterval  takes  place  in  our  information  rela- 
tive to  this  gentleman,  as  far  as  the  month  of  September 
1756,  on  the  24th  of  which  he  was  promoted  tc  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Seaford.  We  have  no  authority  to  fay  he  held 
any  fubfequentcommiflion,  nor  have  we  beeh  abfe  t* 
coiled  any  .farther  information  concerning  him,  except 
that  we  believe?  him  to  have,  died  in  the  cdurie4  of  the  year

FRANK  LAND,  Robert, —  the  younger*  brother  of 
admiral  fir  Thomas  Frankland,  of  whom  we  have  already 
given  fome  account.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  ill 
the  navy  early  in  1745,  but  we  find  no  ftibfequent  inforv 
mation/conceriting  him  till  his  promotion,  on  the  15th  of 
November,  175^110  the  Captain,  of  fixty-four  guns. 
This  fliip  wasafe]$a2  time  under  orders  of  equipment  for 
the  Eaft  Indies,  windier  oaptain  Frankland  proceeded,  m 
the  month  of  Marohtt757,  with  commodore  Stevens.  Ho 
unhappily  did  notoforvive  his  arrival  on  that  ftation  long 
enough  to  meet  with  any  opportunity  of  diftinguifhing 
himfelf  fufficieritly  to  enable  us  to  fay  any  thing  farther 
concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  early  in  the  follow* 
ing  year,  retaining,  till  the  time  of  his  deccafe,  the  com* 
mand  of  the  Yarmouth. 

GALBRAITH,  James.— At  what  time  this  gentleman 
was  appointed' a  lieutenant  we  have  been  unable  to  dif* 
cover,  but  we  find  him  promoted  to  be  commander  of  a 
.(loop  of  war  as  far  back  as  the  13th  of  March,  1744. 
In  1 75 1  he  commanded  the  Jamaica  floopy  one  of  the 
little  fquadron  fent,  under  commodore  Holburne,  to  Mar- 
tinico,  for  the  purpofe  of  delivering  to  the  count  de 
Caylus,  the  French  king's  orders  for  the  immediate  eva- 
cuation of  St.  Lucia,  arid  other  i Hands,  according  to  treaty. 
From  this  time,  till  his  advancement  to  be  captain  of  the 
Unicorn,  a  pofl-fhip  of  twenty  guns,  no  mention  is 
made  of  him ;  the  commiflion,  juft  dated,  bears  date  the 
6th  of  February,  1756.  He  is  laid,  in  a  private  memo- 
randum we  have  feen,  to  have  been  appointed,  towards 
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the  end  of  Afe  fame  year,  to  the  Union*  afccoitd  rate.  Thil 
,  is. a  cirfcu'mftance  we  do  not  however  credit*     In  1757  wc 
find  him  captain  of  the  Neptune,  a  fecood  rate*  wjiich 
pxtAAidff  may  :have  occafioned  the  intimdtiria  juft  m«n- 
Stoned>.-and  which  we  have  deejmed  erroneous  The  Nep* 
turm  wap<me.of  the  fleet  unfuccefsfully  feratyiuntier  fir  E. 
Hawke>  in. the  month  of  September,  againft  Rochfort^ 
during  .which  fhort  expedition*  we  find  no  particular  not 
tice.  taken  of  Mr.  Galbraith*  .: His  next  .command,  far  as 
9tc  t^ve-been  able  to  ihvjeftigate,  was  that! of  the  Centu* 
tk>n/  a  fourth  rite,  of  -fifty*-  four  .guns;  ih.tfhich {hip. he 
wapiti  J760,  fent  to  fche.coaftof  Africa,  and  frohx thence 
to  Jamaica,  where  he  arrived  early  in  1761,  without  hav* 
ing.met  irtithiany  occuirencp.'W'Orthy.attenudn  during  his 
paflage. .   Ho  continued  there  aiid  in  different  parts  of  the ' 
Weft  Indies  till  the  wax  had  nearly  concluded,  having 
returned  frprh  thence,  in  the  mdnth  of  September,  176a, 
with  commodore  fir  James  Douglas.;    After  the.  conclu- 
sion of  peace  we  do.  not  find  hitnementioned  as  holding 
any  command.     In  the  month,  trf;  September,   1780,  he 
retired  altogether  from  the  fervice,  4mfthe  rank  and  half- 
pay  of  a- rear-admiral  on  the  fupemiimiated  lid,  but  did 
not  long  enjoy  this  honourable  markfof  his  paft.  fervices, 
dying  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1784,  or  the  fucceeding* 
.  GOUGH,  William>— was  appointed  a  lieuteaartt  in  the 
navy  in  the  year  1744 ;  and,  in  1756,  which  is  the  firft  par* 
trcular  notice  we  find  taken  of  him  after  the  time  of  his 
abovementioned  promotion,  ferved  in  that  capacity  onboard 
the  Ramiliies,  under  Mr.  Byng,  at  the  time  of  the  unfortu- 
nate rencounter  with  the  French  fleet  off*  Minorca.     On 
June  26,  fucceeding  that  action,  he  was  promoted  by  the 
admiral^  who  had  then  arrived  at  Gibraltar,  to  be  captain 
of  the  Experiment,  a  {hip  of  twenty-four  guns,  which 
commifiion  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  admiralty. 
Captain  Gough  was  one  of  the  officers  ordered  home  as 
an  evidence  at  the  enfuing  trial,  on  which  occafion  his 
tcftimony,  though  given    with   the  greateft  care,    cau- 
tion   and   attention    to   impartiality,    appears   to    have 
entirely   militated    in    favour   of  the    unfortunate    pri- 
foner.     Captain  Gough  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the 
Pcnfance,  and  ordered  to  Canada,  from  whence  he  did 
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mf  live  to  return,  dying  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence  in  the . 
courfc  of  the  year  176a 

tfOBBS;  James,— wae  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieute- 
nant early  i*  the  year- 1740 ;  but  from  that  time  till  the1 
19th  of  May,  1756,  when  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Natnnr,  a  fecond  r^te,  no  mention  whatever  is' 
made  of -htm.  -  In  1757  he  commanded  the  Ramillietof 
ninety  gm*,  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  during  the  unfile- 
cefcful  expedition  againft  .Rochfort.  Early  in  1758  he 
removed  into  the  Eagle,  a  fourth  rate  of  fixty  guns,  and 
wasfcntout*.  in- the  month  of  March,  ferrior  or  com- 
mandingoofficer  of  the  convoy  to  the  outward-bound  Weft 
India  fleet.  He  remained  on  that  ftation  f6me  time,  but 
we  do  not  find  any  account  of  the  particular  fervice*  on 
whi4h  he  was  employed,  during  his  abfence,  or  of  his 
holding  any  commiflion  after  his  return.  In  1767  he 
retired  from  the  fervice  on  the  appointment  of  captain  in 
Greenwich-hofpital ;  this  he  enjoyed  for  three  years  only, 
dying  there  on  the  14th  of  May,  1770. 

HOOD,  Samuel,  Lord  Vifcount, — the  elder  brother  of 
the  right  honourable  lord  Bridport,  of  the  kingdoms  of  Eng- 
land and  Ireland,  is  now  living*  He  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  17th  of  May,  1746*; 
as  he  was  farther,  fometime  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war, 
to  be  commander  of  a  (loop.  In  1756  he  was  captain  of 
the  Jamaica,  a  veffel  of  that  defcription,  employed  under 
the  orders  of  commodore  Holmes,  in  watching  the  port 
of  Loutflmrg.  While  thus  occupied,  he  appears  to  have 
borne  no  inconfiderable  fhare,  considering  the  fmall  force 
of  the  veffel  he  commanded,  in  the  encounter  with  the 
finall  French  fquadron,  on  the  27th  of  July,  as  has  been 
already  related  in  the  official  account  tranfmittedby  the 
commodore*.  He  was,  fubfequent  to  this  encounter, 
Angularly  affiduous  in  procuring  information  concerning 
the  intended  operations  of  that  fquadron,  and  tranfmitted  to 
Mr.  Holmes,  by  letter  dated  on  board  the  Jamaica  (loop, 
Auguft  the  25th,  authentic  intelligence  of  its  having  failed 
for  France,  as  alfo  of  its  having  received  very  conftderable 
injury  in  tKe  preceding  engagement.  Captain  Hood  is 
flated,  in  Mr.  Hardy's  lift  of  naval  officers,  to  have  taken 

*  Vol.  v.  p.  196. 
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rank,  as  a  port- captain,. on  board  the  Lively  frigate,  bp 
commiflion  bearing  date  July  the  a2d;  but  for  the  reafona 
juft  ftated,  we  are  led  to  conclude  that  comjnifQon  was 
fent  out  from  England,  and  that  he  remained  in  the  Ja- 
maica floop  till  it  reached  him.  In  the  following  year- 
he  commanded  the  Biddeford,  a  twenty  gon  (hip,  em- 
ployed principally  at  that  time  as  a  cruller  in  the  Bay 
of  Bifcay,  in  which  line  of  fervice  we  do  not  .know  him 
to  have  met  with  any  remarkable,  or  memorable  oc-r 
currence. 

In  1758  he  removed  into  the  Veftal,  a  frigate  mount* 
ing  thirty-two  guns,  in  which  (hip,  being  Rationed  to* 
look  out  ahead  of  the  fmall  fquadron  then,  employed  in 
the  Channel*  Under  rear-admiral  Holmes,  he*  had  the 
good  fortune,  on  the  21ft  of  February,  1759,  to  fall  in 
with  the  Bellona,  a  French  frigate  diipatched  -to  France, 
from  Marti nico,  with  an  exprefs  from  the  governor  of  that 
lfland.  A  chace  immediately  commenced,  and  continued 
feven  hours,  before  he  was  able  to  clofe  with  his  antago* 
nift,  which  being  far  fuperior  in  fize,  and  weight  of  metal, 
as  well  as  in  the  number  of  her  crew,  a  defperate  adion 
took  place,  which  lafted  upwards  of  four  hours ;  the  enemy 
then  fuirendered,  having  only  her  fore- mart,  without  either 
yard  or  top-mall  (landing.     The  (laughter  on  board  the 
French  (hip  was  very  confiderable,  more  than  thirty  of 
her  crew  lying  dead  on  the  deck  when  the  lieutenant  of 
the  Veftal  took  pefleffion  of  her,  exchifive  of  thofe  whom 
the  enemy  had  difencumbered  themfelves  of,  during  the 
adion,  by  throwing  into  the  fea.  *  The  Veftal  had  only 
five  men  killed  and  twenty-two  wounded ;  but  was  other- 
wife  very  materially  damaged,  all  her  top-marts  having 
gone  over  the  fide  when  (he  brought  to,  after  the  enemy 
ft  ruck,  and,  had  not  the  weather  proved  remarkably  fme, 
the  lower  mafts  muft  have  followed  them.     Capt.  Hood 
was,  in  confequence,  compelled  to  make  the  beft  of  his 
way  into  port,  where  he  fafely  arrived  with  bis  prize  on 
the  2d  of  March. 

Not  long  after  the  (hip  was  refitted,  captain  Hood  was 
ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  continued,  we 
believe,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  and  unfortunately 
without  .meeting  with  any  farther  opportunity  of  diitin- 
suifliing  himfelf.     After  the  peace  had  taken  place  the 
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Veftal  was  put  out  of  Commiflion,  and  we  do  not  meet 
with  captain  Hood  again  mentioned  in  the  fervice  till  the 
beginning  of  the  year  i  jn  i ,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Royal  William,  afhip  ot  eighty-four  guns,  put  into  com- 
jniffion  in  confequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with 
Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  Ifland$.     That  difputfc  be- 
ing accommodated,  and  the  fupernumerary  (hips  put  out 
of  commiflion,  captain  Hood  was,  in  1774,  appointed  to 
command  the  Marlborough,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of 
the  guardfliips  ftationed  at  Portfmouth ;  and  after  conti*- 
nuing  in  that  {hip  during  the  ufual  term  of  three  years,  in 
the  year  1777  he,  for  a  fliort  time,  quitted  this  line  of 
fervice,  and  was  appointed  commiflioner  of  the  navy  refi- 
dent  at  Portfmouth.  His  majefty  having  repaired  thither,  in 
the  month  of  May  1778,  for  the  purpofe  of  reviewing  the 
fhips  ready  there  for  fea,  was  pleafed  to  advance  this 
gentleman  to  the  rank  of  baronet,  by  patent  bearing  date 
on  the  19th  of  that  month.     He  quitted  this  civil  ftation 
of  commiflioner  on  being  advanced,  on  the  26th  of  Sep- 
tember, to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue.     He  was 
immediately  afterwards  appointed  to  command  a  fqua- 
dron,  confining  of  eight  fhips  of  the  Tine,  which  it  was 
deemed  neceffary  to  fend  to  the  Weft  Indies  for  the  purpofe 
of  reinforcing   fir   George    Rodney.     He   accordingly 
hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Barfleur,  of  ninety  guns,  and 
failed  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  November  with  the  fol- 
lowing (hips,  having  a  fleet  of  merchant,  veffels  under  their 
?roteclion,  the  Barfleur,  ninety  guns ;  the  Gibraltar,  eighty ; 
nvincible,  feventy-four;  Princefla,  feventy;  Monarca, 
feventy;  IJelliquieux,  fixty-four;  Prince  William,  fixty- 
four ;  Panther*  fixty ;  Thetis,  thirty-two ;  Sybill,  twenty- 
eight ;  Du  Guai  Trouin,  fixteen;  Swallow,  fourteen ;  and 
Fly  cutter.     The  fquadfon  was  overtaken  by  a  violent 
gale  of  wind  on  th^  10th  of  December,  which  not  only 
fcattered  the  (hips  of  war  and  convoy,  but  diftnafted  and 
damaged  the  M  on  area  in  fo  great  a  degree  that  (he  was 
obliged  to  put  back  to  England ;  the  remainder  of  the  fleet 
purfued  its  voyage,  and  arrived  without  farther  accident 
or  impediment  at  the  place  of  its  deftination. 

Almoft  immediately  confequent  to  the  arrival  of  the  rear- 
admiral  in  the  Weft  Indies,  he  was  engaged  under  fir  G. 
Rodney  in  the  bloodlefs  enterprize  againft  the  Dutch  ifland 
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•f  StvEurfbria,  having  been  difpaftched  before  the  main  bodjr 
of  the  fleet  tafurround'  the  bay,  and  prevent  the  efcape  of 
any  of  the  enemy's  (hips  or  veflels,  a  fervice  which,  as  is 
seamked  in  the  official  difpatches,  he  mod  effectually  per- 
formed. Intelligence  being  received  towards  the  end  of 
April,  by  the  commander-in-chief,  that  the  count  de 
Grafie  was  daily  expe&ed  to  arrive  from  France  with  a 
reinforcement,  and  a  number  of  rnerchant-fhips  under  his 
convoy,  fir  Samuel  was  detached  with  rear-admiral 
Drake,  and  thirteen  (hips  of  the  line,  which  were  after- 
wards joined  by  three  others,  all,  except  three,  tfyat  were 
then  on  the  Weft  India  ftation,  to  intercept  and  attack  the 
French  admiral.  The  information  that  had  reached  the 
Britiih  admiral,  ftated  the  force  of  the  enemy  at  ten  or 
twelve  (hips  of  the  line,  but  on  their  arrival  they  were 
found  to  confift  of  nineteen,  befldes  two  others  arm!  en 
flute,  and  a  number  of  large  frigates. 

This  fleet  was  difcovered  off"  Martinico  Apri J  the  a8th, 
and,  notwithftanding  its  fuperiority  *,  fir  Samuel  re- 
iblved,  if  poflible,  to  bring  them  to  action.  To  increafe 
this  difparity  of  force,  the  Britifh  fleet  was  unfortunately 
carried  fo  much  to  leeward  as  not  to  be  able  to  prevent 
four  {hips  of  the  line^  previouflv  in  Fort  Royal  Bay, 
from  flipping  their  cables  and  joining  the  French  admiral. 
A  partial  adion  commenced  abont  half  an  hour  before 
noon  on  the  29th,  and  continued,  though  at  a  very  great 
diftance,' till  eighteen  minutes  pair  three.  The  caufes  which' 
prevented  the?  encounter  from  becoming  more  general, 
as  well  as  clofer,  will  be  beft  explained  by  the  following 
fliort  extracts,  taken  from  the  account  given  by  fir  Samuel 
Hood  to  the  commander-in-chief.  €i  At  halt  part  twelve 
the  French  admiral,  in  the  Bretagne,  (by  miftake  for  the 
Ville  de  Paris;  began  to  fire  at  the  Barneur,  which  was 
immediately  returned,  and  the  adion  became  general,  but 
at  too  great  a  diftance,  and  I  believe  never  was  more 
powder  and  (hot  thrown  away  in  one  day  before,  but  it 
was  with  Monf.  de  Grade  the  option  of  diftance  lay ;  it 
was  not  poflible  for  me  to  go  nearer."     And  again, 

» 

*  It  then  confided  of  fetrcntecn  Chips  of  the  line,  the  Prince  WiL 
liam,  of  fixty-fbur  guns,  having  joined  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  juft 
before  the  engagement  commenced. 

."  "  Finding 
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*«  Finding  not  one  in  ten  of  the  enemy's  mot  leached  us 
i  ceafed  firing."  in  this  ficirmifti,  however,  fame  of  the 
van  (hips  received  confiderable  damage,  particularly  the 
Jtuflel,  the  Centaur,  (whofe  captain,  Nott,  was  killed)  the 
Intrepid  and  Torbay.  The  lofs  of  men  was  iaconfider- 
derable,  thirty-fix  only  being  killed,  and  one  .hundred  and 
fixty-one  wounded,  the  greater  part  very  flightiy.  Sir 
Samuel  concludes  his  account  of  the  foregoing  tranfadion 
in  the  following  handfome  and  modeft  terms.  "  I  rhink 
it  very  much  my  duty  to  fay,  that  the  zeal  and  exertion  of 
rear-admiral  Drake,  and  of  the  captains,  officers  and  men 'I 
had  the  honour  to  command,  were  fuch,  that  if  monfteur 
de  Grafle  had  thought  fit  to  have  brought  his  majeft/s 
fquadron  to  clofe  action,  and  it  mould  have  pleafed  God 
to  have  given  him  the  victory,  I  trail  he  would  not  have 
found  it  an  eafy  one,  great  as  the  fuperiority  of  the  enemy 
was  agaihft  us." 

Sir  Samuel  ufed  the  utmoft  expedition  in  repairing  fuch 
damages  fuftained  by  the  fleet  as  could  be  refitted  at  fern; 
he  fent  thofe  (hips,  whofe  injuries  exceeded  fuch  afliftancf, 
into  St.  Euftatia  and  St.  Lucia,  under  orders  to  rejoin  tiaa 
with  the  utmoft  difpatch;  and  he  repaired  with  the  re- 
mainder to  a  given  rendezvous,  between  the  tflands  of 
Montferrat  and  Antigua,  where  he  formed  a  jua&mi 
with  the  commander-in-chief  at  the  head  of  the  mips 
remaining  on  the  Ration  that  had  not  been  concerned  in 
the  preceding  adion,  together  with  thofe  that  had  been  dis- 
abled and  refitted.  An  unfuccefsful  attack  was  made  by  the 
enemy  on  the  ifland  of  St.  Lucia:  foiled  in  that  attempt 
they  turned  their  arms  on  Tobago,  which  they  carried  m 
fpite  of  every  effort  made  by  the  Britifh  commander-in- 
chief  to  prevent  them. .  The  two  fleets  were  in  fight  of 
each  other  immediately  fubfequent  to  this  event;  but  fuch 
was  the  caution  of  the  enemy,  though  far  fuperior  in 
numbers  and  force,  that  they  prevented  hr  George  Rodney,, 
and  the  force  under  his  command,  from  clofing  with  and 
bringing  them  to  action.  The  hurricane  months  ap- 
proaching foon  after  this  event,  and  the  count  de  Grafle 
having  repaired  to  North  America  with  the  whole  Of  his 
force,  as  well  for  the  pur pofe  of  avoiding  its  effects  as  of 
forming  a  junction  with  de  Barras,  and  co-operating  with 
general  Waihington  in  the   meditated  attack    on  earl 
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Cornwallis  at  York  Town.    Sir  Samuel  Hood  followed 
him  thither,  by  order  of  fir  George  Rodney,  (who  returned 
to  England)  with  fourteen  (hips  of  the  line,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  reinforcing  rear-admiral  Graves,  who  at  that  time 
commanded  in  chief  on  the  American  ftation  with  a  force 
very  incapable  of  refilling  fo  formidable  an  opponent.  The 
leading  occurrences  which  took  place  during  the  abfence 
of  the  fquadron  from  the  Weft  Indies  have  been  already 
related  at  fufficient  length  in  our  account  of  lord  Graves, 
to  which  it  is  confequently  needlefs  to  make  any  addition, 
except  to  fay,  that  the  rear  of  the  fleet,  commanded  by 
fir  S.  Hood,  who,  though  fecond  in  command,  was  thrown 
into  that  polition  in  confequence  of  its  having  engaged  on 
the  larboard  tack,  was  not  in  the  fmalleft  degree  concerned 
in  theaftion.Thiscircumftancewas  thought  extraordinary, 
and,  indeed,  complained  of,  by  many  perfons  who  were 
unacquainted  with  naval  tacVics ;  but  it  muft  be  very  ap- 
parent to  all  perfons  viewing  the  plan  of  the  battle,  that 
as  the  rear  of  the  French  fleet  extended  far  beyond  that  of 
the  Britifh,  and  their  four  or  five  fternmoft  lhips  were 
conflderably  to  windward  of  thofe  farther  advanced  towards 
the  center,  fir  Samuel  would  have  thrown  himfelf  into  the 
mod  perilous  fituftion,  and  mod  probably  very  materially 
injured  the  intereft  of  his  country,  had  he  borne  down  and 
engaged  the  (hips  oppofita  to  him,  as  thofe  (till  remaining, 
aftern,  and  fomewhat  to  windward,  would  have  had  it 
in  their  power  to  have  enclofed  and  put  him  between 
two  fires;  whereas  by  keeping  aloof,  he,  according  to 
the  difpofition  made  by  the  commander-in-chief,  fuiFered 
the  center  and  van  to  engage  on  equal  terms,  (hip  to  (hip, 
and  kept  the  rear,  where  alone  the  fuperiority  of  the 
enemy  lay,  in  perfeft  check  with  a  far  inferior  force. 

Naval  operations,  tar  as  refpe&ed  fleets,  having  clofed, 
as  well  by  the  furrender  at  York  Town,  as  the  return  of 
the  count  de  Grafle  to  the  Weft  Indies,  fir  Samuel  fol- 
lowed him  thither  with  all  the  (hips  that  were  ready  for 
fervice.  He  had  fcarcely  reached  his  ftation,  when 
he  found  the  ifland  of  St.  Chriftopher's  attacked  by  a 
powerful  land  force,  under  the  count  Bouille,  covered  and 
.  proteded  by  a  fleet  confuting  of  upwards  of  thirty  (hips 
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of  the  line*1.  The  force  under  fir  Saimiel  conftfted 
<rf  only  twfenty-two  fail;  but  with  this  very  inferior 
•  force  he  rcfolveil  to  attempt,  if  poflible,  the  preferva- 
tion  of  'the  ifland.  He  had  received  acairate  informa- 
tion that  the  greater  part  of  the  French  fleet,  confiding  • 
of  twenty-nine  {hips  of  the  line,  lay  at  anchor  in  Baflfe- 
terre  road,  and  refolved,  if  poflible,  to  fur  prize  and  attack 
them  while  in  that  pofition,  but,  unfortunately,  two  of 
the  fliips,  the  Alfred,  of  feventy-four  guns,  which  was 
Rationed  to  lead  on  the  (larboard  tack,  and  the  Nymphe 
frigate,  ran  foul,  and  fo  materially  damaged  each  other  as 
to  render  a  new  difpofition  neceflary,  this  occafioned  fuch 
unavoidable  delay  as  enabled  the  French  admiral  to  get 
under  weigh  and  form  his  line  ready  to  receive  the  attack 
of  the  firitifli. 

•  At  day-light  on  the  enfuing  morning  the  French  fleet  was 
difcovered  to  the  leeward,  and  fir  Samuel,  by  making  every 
fliow  of  attacking  it,  milled  the  enemy  from  his  real  inten- 
tion, foas  to  draw  them  far  enough  from  their  former  ancho- 
rage, that  by  pufhing  for  it  him  (elf  he  had  at  lead  a  chance 
of  difpoflefling  them.  In  this  he  fucceeded,  after  fuftaini  ng 

*  partial  aftion  with  the  count  deGrafle  who  engaged  his 
rear,  and  part  of  his  center.  The  admiral,  in  his  official  dis- 
patches, explains  fully  his  reafons  for  not  continuing  the  ac- 
tion, by  faying,  "I  made  every  appearance  of  attack,  which 
threw  the  count  de  Grade  a  little  from  the  (hore,  and,  as 
I  thought,  I  had  a  very  fair  profped  of  gaining  the 
anchorage  he  had  left;  well  knowing  it  was  the  only 
chance  F  had  of  faving  the  ifland,  if  it  was  to  be  faved,  1 
joined  Cor  it,  and  fucceeded,  having  my  rear  and  part  of 
my  center  engaged.  Would  the  event  of  a  battle  have 
determined  the  fate  of  the  ifland,  I  (hould  without  hefita- 
tation,  have  attacked  the  enemy,  from  the  knowledge 
how  much  was  to  be  expected  from  an  Englifh  fquadron, 
commanded  by  men  among  whom  there  is  no  other  con- 
tention than  who  (hould  be .  mod  forward  in  rendering 
fervices  to  his  king  and  country." 

*  One  of  one  hundred  and  ten  guns,  fix  of  eighty,  twenty*»three 
af  feventy-four,  and  four  of  fixty  four,  befides  two  others  ot  Gxty* 
lour,  detached  to  different  parts  of  the  ifland  on  fcrvice. 
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On  the  entiling  day  two  flight  ^rmifhe*  took  pktee 
with  the  enemy  productive  of  very  little  incowenience  or 
damage  to  the  British,  but,,  of  considerable  to  the  French, 
who,  exclufive  of  thofe  /lain,  had,  in  thefe^  three  ihott 
encounters,  upwards  of  one  thoufand  raefc  wounded. 
The  marquis  de  Bouille,  at  the  head  of  eight  thoufand 
men,  had  made.himfelf  matter  of  the  whole  idand,  Brim- 
ftone  Hill  excepted :  in  that  port  he  had  enclo&d,  and 
was  then  befieging  brigadier-general  Frafer,  who  had 
cojlefted  there  all  the  troops  on  the  iiland,  amounting  to 
shout  feven  hundred  men.  The  marines  and  troops  on 
board  the  Britiih  fquadron,  amounted  to  no  more  than 
two  thoqOrhd  four  hundred,  a  force  very  inadequate  to 
any  attempt  of  attacking  the  enemy:  and,  therefore,  the 
only  fupport  that  could  be  rendered  the  citadel  and  its 
garrifon  was  that  of  continuing  at  anchor,  and  thereby 
preventing. any  farther  afliftance  being  afforded  the  aflail- 
ants  by  the  prefence  of  their  very  fuperior  fleet.  The 
fortifications  on  the  hill  were  at  this  time  in  good  condi- 
tion; and  their  fuppofed  impregnable  fituation,  added  to 
the  high  fpirits  in  which  both  the  governor  and  his  garri- 
fon were,  appeared  to  prognosticate,  at  leaft  a  vejy  tedious 
and  difficult  talk  to  the  enemy,  even  though  they  fliould 
ultimately  be  fuccefsful  in  carrying  their  point.  The 
arrival  or  fir  George  Rodney  with  a.ftrong  reinforcement 
wa^almoft  daily  expected,  and,  in  fhort,  there  appeared 
every  profpecl:  that  the  enemy  would  be  much  embarraiTed 
in  their  arduous  undertaking. 

Several  attempts  were  made  by  the  admiral  to  introduce 
an  officer  and  Tome  feamen  into  the  garrifon,  where  thejr 
afliftance  would,  in  the  governor's  opinion,  have  been 
extremely  ufeful ;  but  fuch  were  the  precautions  taken  by, 
and,  indeed,  fuch  the  force  of  the  enemy,  that  thefe  were 
all  unfuccefsful :  fuch  alfo  was  the  vigour  with  which  the 
affailants  prefled  their  attack,  that,  in  fpite  of  a  very  brave 
and  determined  refinance  made  by  the  governor  and 
garrifon,  aided  by  the  natural  fituation  of  the  fortrefs 
itfelf,  the  defences  were  reduced  to  fo  ruinous  a  ftate,  as  to 
compel  general  Frazer  to  demand  a  capitulation  on  the 
13th  of  February.  Nothing  now  remained  for  the 
Britifh  naval  commander-in-chief  but  to  retire  and  carry 
off  his  fleet  in  as  perfed  a  condition  as  poifible,  fo  that, 
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When  reinforced  by  fir  George. Rodney  and.his  fquadron^ 
it  migjtf  be  in  immediate  condition  to  undertake  offenfive 
operations,  under  this  idea  the  fleet  quitted  Baffeterre  road 
on  the  night  of  the  14th,  a  meafure  fomewhat  difficult  in 
the  execution,  as  the  enemas  force  which  had  been  joined 
by  fome  dips  from  Europe,  then  confiding  of  thirty-fix 
fhips  of  the  line,  and  was  at  anchor  within  five  miles  of* 
them,  their  lights  being  Very  difiinQly  feen. 

Sir  Samuel  carried  his  purpofe  into  execution  by  caufing'  % 
every  (hip  in  the  fleet  to  cut  her  cable,  and  get  under  fail 
as  nearly  as  poffible  at  the  fame  inftant.  By  his  prudence 
in  this  particular,  he  completely  fqeceeded  in  carrying  oft 
his  whole  force  unoppofed  by  the  enemy,  a  circumftance 
which  ftrongly  led  to  the  compleat  defeat  of  the  count  de 
Grafle,  which,  it  may  be  well  remembered,  took  place  on 
the  1 2th  of  April  following.  Sir  Samuel  and  his  divifion 
bore  the  principal  {hare  in  a  (hort  ikirmifh  which  took 
place,  previous  to  the  great  event  iuft-mentioned,  on 
the  9th;  nor  did  he  lefsdiftinguifh  himfelf  on>  the  more 
Lnterefting  occafion  which  fucceeded  it,  a  condu&  which* 
very  defervedly,  procured  him  the  warmeft  thanks  of 
the  commander-in-chief,  the  general  applaufe  of  his 
country-men,  and  the  ^dl-deferved  favour  of  his  fove- 
reign.  Soon  as  the  news  of  the  encounter  arrived  in  Eng* 
land,  he  was  created  a  peer  of  Ireland  by  the  title  of  baron 
Hood,  of  Catherington.  The  freedom  of  the  city  of  « 
London  was  unanimoufly  voted  him  in  a  gold  box,  of  one 
hundred  guineas  value;  and  fimilar  in  fiances  of  efteem,  as 
well  as  gratitude  were  alfo  manifested  in  different  parti 
%f  the  kingdom. 

But  to  return  to  the  Weft  Indies*  His  lordfhip  was  de-* 
tached  on  the  18th,  which  was  asfoon  as  the  damages  fuf- 
tained  by  the  fleet-were  in  any  degree  repaired,with  twelve 
lail  pf  the  line,  a  frigate,  and  a  fire-fhip,  with  orders  to 
proceed  through  the  Mona  Paflage  in  fearch  of  any 
French  fhips  that  might  have  taken  that  route.  On  the 
following  day  five  fail  were  difcovered,  four  of  which, 
the  Caton  and  Jafon,  of  fixty-four  guns  each ,  the  Aimable, 
of  thirty-two,  and  the  Ceres  floop,  were  captured  after  a 
chaoe  qf  feven  or  eight  hours.  Thefe  repeated  misfor- 
tunes had  fo  reduced  the  French  naval  force  in  that  quar- 
ter, that,  even  after  its  jun&ion  with  the  Spaniards,  it 
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Was  totally  incompetent  to  attempt  the  grand  preme- 
ditated objeft  of  the  expedition,  which  was  no  left 
than  the  reduction  of  the  important  ifland  of  Jamaica. 
The  remainder, of  the  war  paffed  on  without  the  inter- 
vention of  any  extraordinary  occurrence,  and  peace  being 
concluded  at  the  end  of  the  year  1782,  his  lordfliip  re- 
turned to  England  in  the  enfuing  fpring,  with  part  of  the 
fleet,  which  came  home  in  divifions. 

During  the  peace  his  lordfliip  commanded  as  port 
admiral  at  Portfmouth,  having  his  flag  on  board  the  fame 
fliip  in  which  he  had  in  the  Weft  Indies  acquired  fo  much 
reputation,  the  Barfleur.  At  the  general  eleflion  in 
1784  he  was  eleSed  reprefentative  for  the  city  of  Weft- 
minfter,  and,  as  a  naval  officer,  was,  during  the  interval 
of  peace,  promoted,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  to 
be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  On  the  16th  of  July,  1788, 
he  was  nominated  one  of  the  commiflioners  for  executing 
the  office  of  lord  high  admiral,  but  his  lordfliip  held  no 
command,  except  what  we  have  already  Rated,  till  the 
fleet  was  ordered,  in  1790,  to  be  equipped  in  con- 
ference of  an  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  on 
this  occafion  his  lordfliip  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Vifitory,  a  firft  rate,  which  was  difmantled  foon  after- 
wards, when  the  gloomy  profpeft  vanished.  He  had  no 
farther  appointment  till  after  the  commencement  of 
the  prefent  conteft  with  France  in  179a.  On  the  lft  of 
February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of 
the  red,  and  almoft  at  the  fame  inftant  appointed  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  fleet  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean; 
he  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  his  former  ihipf 
the  Vi&ory,  and  proceeded  thither  in  the  month  of  May. 
The  fubfequent  events,  among  which  we  have  to  enume- 
rate the  furrender  and  evacuation  of  Toulon,  as  well  as 
the  fubfequent  oonqueft  of  the  French  ports  on  the  ifland 
of  Corfica,  are  ftill  too  frefli  in  the  memory  of  all,  to  render 
a  particular  account'  neceflary.  Suffice  it  to  fay,  that 
the  port  of  Toulon  was  taken  pofleffion  of  on  the  27th  of 
Auguft.  A  Variety  of  (kirmifhes,  and  encounters  took 
place,  in  which  theBritifh  force  was  generally  fuccefsful, 
but  in  the  end,  the  number  of  troops  ordered  to  invefjt  the 
town,  under  the  authority  of  the  French  republic,  five 
times  out-numbering  thole  which  the  allied  powers  either 
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could,  or  thought  proper  to  fend  for  its  defence :  thi* 
very  important  place  was  finally  abandoned  to  the  enemJL 
on  the  1 8th  of  December,  after  deftroying  or  carrying 
away  the  principal  part  of  the  Shipping,  firing  the  arfenal, 
and  every  other  depot  of  public  (tores*  in  as  great  an  ex- 
tent as  the  fhortneis  of  time  would  permit. 

The  admiral,  having  taken  on  board  as  many  of  thofe  ' 
who  were  well  affe&ed  to-  the  caufe  of  royalty  as  were  in 
any  condition  to  effedl  their  efcape,  bent  his  courfe  to- 
wards Corfica,  which,  after  a  very  fatiguing  campaign, 
was  annexed  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  *,  by  the  com- 
plete furrender  of  Baftia,  May  32,  and  of  Calvi  the  1  ft  of 
Auguft  following,  together  with  all  who  furvived,  belong- 
ing to  the  republican  army,  and  had  been  employed  to 
keep  that  country  in  fubje&ion.  His  lordfhip  was,  on 
the  1 2th  of  April  preceding,  advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the 
Wue,  and  returned  to  England,  on  board  the  Victory,  with 
fuch  (hips  as  needed  repair,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  year, 
leaving  the  chief  command  in  the  Mediterranean  with 
vice-admiral  Hot  ham*  On  the  24th  of  March*  1796,  his 
lordfhip  was,  in  confequence  of  the  death  of  fir  Hugh 
Pallifer,  appointed  to  fucceed  him  as  mafter  of  the  royal 
hofpital  at  Greenwich,  and  one  of  the  commiflioners  or 
governors  thereof;  and  on  the  28th  of  May  following, 
was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  vifcount  of  Great  Britain, 
by  the  title  of  vifcount  Hood,  of  Whitley,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick  t. 

*  The  ifland  hat  beta  finee  evacuated,  itt  value  being  found  very 
inadequate  to  the  charge  of  keeping  it. 

t  Hit  lady,  Lindzey,  daughter  of  — —  Lindzey,  of  Portf- 

mouth,  efq.  had  been  fome  time  before,  that  it  to  fay,  on  the  27th  of 
March,  1795,  created  a  baronefs  of  Great  Britain  by  the  title  of  ba* 
rbnefs  Hood,  of  Catberington,  in  the  county  of  Southampton.  Soon 
after  his  lordihip's  return  to  England  he  received  the  following  com- 
pliment from  fir  Gilbert  Elliot,  at  that  time  viceroy  of  Corfica,  on  the 
part  of  the  inhabitant!  of  that  country,  which  it  fo  highly  honourable 
to  hit  lordOup  that  we  cannot  forbear  inferting  tht  following  extract 
from  it. 

"  My  lord,  "  Baftia,  April  25, 1795. 

"  1  have  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  your  excellency  a  letter 
from  the  prefident  of  the  chamber  of  parliament,  inclofing  the  thank* 
•f  the  chamber  for  the  diftineuifhed  part  which  your  excellency  bat 
*kcn  for  the  deliverance  of  Corfica,  and  the  invaluable  fcnrkc  whicli 
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.  HUGHES,  Sir  Richard. — This  gentleman  is  now  liv- 
ing: he  is  the  fonof  fir  Richard  Hughes,  who  was  many 
years  commiffioher  of  the  navy  at  Portfmouth.  He  was 
appointed  a  lieutenant  in  1745;  after  which  time  we  are 
ignorant  both  of  the  itations  and  fervices  on  which  he. was 
employed  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1756,  when  he 
was  promoted  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  *  to  be  com- 
mander of  the  Spy  fl6op  of  war.  On  the  10th  of  Novem- 
ber enfuing  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Hind, 
a/)d,  early  in  the  enfuing  fpring,  to  the  Trident,  6f  fixty- 
four  guns,  a  fhip  employed  fome  little  time  afterwards  on 
the  Weft  India  flat  ion.  In  1760  he  appears  to  have  been 
captain,  under  lord  Howe,  of  the  Magnanime,  a  third 
rate  of  feventy-four  guns,  and  is  faid  in  fome  of  the 
lids  of  naVal  officers,  to  have  been  difmifted  from  the 
command  of  that  fhip,  though,  whether  the  faft  be  true,  or 
if  true,  on  what  account,  wc  have  been  unable  to  invefti- 
gate.  Some  report  him  to  have  been  appointed,  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  1763,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dorfetfliire, 
a  guardfhip  of  feventy  guns;  but  if  he  really  ever  was 
commi/Tioned  to  that  fhip  he  could  only  have  continued  in 
it  a  very  fliort  time,  and  we  believe  the  whole  to  be  a 
miftake,  occafioned  by  confounding  this  gentleman  with 


have  been  rendered  to  this  country  by  the  uniform  zeal,  application, 
courage  and  ability,  difplaycd  by  your  excellency,  as  well  as  by  the 
officers  and  men  under  your  orders  during  every  period  ofyour  com- 
mand :  the  chamber  has  Ail  I  farther  evinced  the  grateful  affe£tioa  and 
attachment  of  Corfica  towards  your  excellency,  by  requeuing  you  to 
fit  for  your  pi&ure,  which  they  propofe  to 'place  in  the  chamber  of 
parliament."  , 

Before,  however,  the  pi&ure  could  be  painted  and  forwarded  thi- 
ther the  idea  of  retaining  the  fovereignty  of  the  ifland  was  abandoned 
by  the  Brxtifh  government,  the  republican  party  regained  their  afisen* 
dency,  and  the  pidure  has  not  hitherto  quitted  England. 

*  He  fervea  in  this  rank,  on  the  Well  India  uation,  under  com- 
modore Pye  i  and,  by  an  unlucky  playful  accident,  had  the  misfor- 
tune, to  lofe  one  of  his  eyes.  Sitting  at  table  one  day  at  Barbadoes, 
he  took  up  his  fork  with  the  intention  of  killing  a  cock-roach,  a  gen- 
tleman prcfent,  in  jeft,  declared  he  would  fave  the  infe&s  life,  and 
applying  his  hand  to  die  head  of  captain  Hughes,  to  divert  has  atten- 
tion at  tne  inftant  he  was  railing  the  fork,  with  the  point  towards  him, 
for  the  purpofe  of  killing  the  animal  with  the  but  end,  the  point 
entiKu  his  eye « 
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captain  Robert  Hughes,  who  certainly  was  commiffioned 
to  that  (hip  about  the  period  in  que  (lion. 

No  farther  mention  is,  for  as.  we  have  beqn  able  to 
difcover,  made  of  captain  R.  Hughes  till  the  year  1768, 
when  we  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Firme, 
of  fixty  guns,  then  ftationed  as  a  guardfhip  at  Plymouth. 
After  he  quitted  this  (hip,  in  which  he  did  not  long  con* 
tinue,  he  was  made  captain  of  the  Worcefter,  a  third  rate 
of  fixty-four  guns,  which  was  alfo  a  guardfhip,  but  fta- 
tioned, at  Portfmouth.  He  continued  in  this  fhip  during 
the  cuftotaary  period  of  three  years,  and  we  believe  held 
no  fubfequent  command  as  a  private  captain  till  the  year 
1777,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Centaur,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  mips  employed  on  the  home  ftation, 
and  in  cruifing  off  the  coaft  of  France  for  the  better  pre- 
vention of  any  commercial  or  other  intercourfe  b&Weeo 
that  country  and  America.  He  did  not  continue  long  in 
this  command  (during  which  he  is  mentioned  only  as  the 
captor  of  an  American  veflel  from  Nantz,  laden  with 
powder  and  military  ftores  for  the  ufe  of  the  rebel  army,) 
for  on  the  advancement  of  captain  Arbuthnot,  commif- 
fioner  of  the  navy  refident  at  Halifax,  to  the  rank  of  a 
flag  officer,  captain  Hughes  was  appointed  to  fucceed  <hinru 
la  that  ftation  he  continued  in  America,  till  recalled,  in 
confequence  of  his  own  promotion  to  be  rear-admiral  of 
the  blue,  on  the  26th  of  September,  1780*.  Not  long 
after  his  return  to  Europe,  fir  Richard  was  appointed 
to  command  in  the  Downs,  and  accordingly  hoiitcd  his 
flag  on  board  the  Dromedary.  Early  in  the  enfuing  Aim- 
mer  (1782)  he  quitted  that  ftation,  and  removed  his 
flag  into  the  Warfpite  guardrtiip  at  Portfmouth;  and 
again,  in  the  month  of  September,  into  the  Princefs 
Amelia,  of  eighty  guhs,  being  appointed  to  command  a 
divifion  in  the  fleet  fent,  under  the  orders  of'  lord  Howe, 
to  relieve  Gibraltar.  This  fervice  being  effe&cd,  he  was 
afterwards  prefent  at  the  flcirmifli  with  the  combined  fleet 
of  France  and  Spain,  on  which  occafion  he  had  four  men 
killed  and  five  wouixted.    He  was  detached  in  eight  or 

*  In  the  cotirfe  of  this  year  he  faccecdcd,  on  the  death,  of  bis  ft- 
iter,  to  tbc  rank  of  baronet. 
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ten  days  after  the  encounter  juft  mentioned,  which  tool* 
place  oh  the  20th,  to  the  Weft  Indies,  having  under  his 
orders  a  fquadron  of  eight  (hips  of  the  line,  fent  thither 
ais  a  reinforcement  to  admiral  Pigot.  When  on  his  paffago 
thither,  the  Ruby,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fquadron, 
commanded  by  captain,  afterwards  fir  John  Collins,  had. 
the  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with  and  capture,  after  a  fmart 
adion,  the  Solitaire,  a  French  fhip  of  the  fame  rate  and 
number  of  guns,  but  of  fuperior  fize  and  equipment. 

Peace. took  place  even  before  the  arrival  of  fir  Richard 
on  the  Weft  India  flatten,  and  the  intelligence  of  its  ra- 
tifipajtion  followed  him  To  quickly  afterwards,  that  no 
opportunity  was  afforded  him  of  entering  into,  or  being 
emplp^ed  in  any  enterprixe  that  could  redound  to  the 
advantage  of  his  country,  or  his  own  reputation.  After 
the  peace  he  was  appointed  to  command  in  chief  on  the 
fame  ftation,  and  the  larger  (hips  being  ordered  home,  fir 
Richard  removed  his  flag  into  the  Leander,  as  he  after- 
wards did,  before  the  conclufioa  of*  the  year,  into  the 
Adamant  a  fourth  rate,  as  well  as  the  former,  carrying 
•fifty  guns,,  and  in  which  he  appears  to  have  continued  fo 
long  as  he  held  the  Weft  India  command;  but  fince  his 
return  from  thence  we  do  not  believe  he  has  taken  upon 
htm  any  adive  employment.  On  the  24th  of  September, 
7787,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red,  aa 
he  was,  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1790,  to  be  vice-admi  - 
ral  of  the  blue.  On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  the 
fame  rank  in  the  white  fquadron;  and,  on  the  J 2th  of 
April,  I794»  to  be  vice  of  the  red.  On  the  16th  of  the 
fame  month  in  the  enfuing  year  he  was  promoted  to  be 
pdmiral  of  the  blue,  a  rank  he  now  continues  to  hold. 

INNES,  Alexander, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  early 
jn  the  year  1739,  after  which  tipie  no  mention  is  made 
of  bim  till  ,he  took  rank  as  a. port  captain  in  the  Mon- 
mouth, which  commiflion  bore  date  June  25, 1756.  No 
particular  notice,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  i§ 
taken  of  him  fftbfequent  to  this  time  till  the  year  1760, 
yrhtn  he  commanded  the  Enterp.rife,  of  forty-four  guns, 
pn  the  Weftjndia  ftation.  .He  returned  from  thence 
frith  a  fleet  of  m?rchant-(hips  under  his  convoy,  and  ar- 
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rived  in  the  Downs  early  in  the  month  pf  July  l^i*.' 
He  continued  captain  of  the  fame  (hip  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  Vsrar,  without  being  farther  mentioned.  The 
fubfequent  commands  he  held  were  fo.  unnoticable,  or  of 
fuch  fliort  duration,  that  we  find  no  account  whatever 
given  of  him  till  fome  little  time  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  in  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to. 
command  the  Queen,  a  fecond  rate,  one  of  the  fhipa 
forming  the  main  or  Channel  fleet.  In  this  ftation  he 
fervid  during  apart  of  the  years  1779  and  the  fucceeding* 
till  his.advancement,  on  the  26th  of  September,  to  be  rear-. 
admiral  of  the  white,  put  a  period  to  his  command  as  4. 
private  captain. 

He  did  not  hoift  his  flag  during  the  war,  but  after'  its 
conclufidn  was,  in  1784,  appointed  commander-in-chief 
on  the  Jamaica  ftation,  as  fucceflbr  to  Mr.  Gambier* 
but  did  not  lone  furvive  this  advancement,  dying  in  the 
following  year  foon  after  his.arrival  there. 

KNrGHT,  Richard,— was  appointed  commander  of 
a  floop  of  war  on  the  4th  day  of  April,  1745.  After  this 
time  we  have  no  account  of  him  till  his  advancement, 


*  He  arrived  at  Plymouth  on  the  a6th  of  June.  The  captains 
under  hit  pfote&ion  having  been  very  refractory,  or  diforderm  the 
following  letter,  written  by  him  on  that  occafioo,  was  publifncd  ia 
the  Gazette. 

•  "  I  cannot  help  irffonning  their  lordthips  of  the  had  behaviour  o£ 
the  maflcn  of  convoys  in  general ;  during  the  whole  voyage  they  never 
obeyed  any  one  liana!  that  tended  to  keep  them  in  their  (rations,  and 
it  was  in  vain  to  tare  (hot  to  compel  them,  becaufe  they  took  care  to> 
be  fcattered  about  fo  much  that  they  feldom  were  within  gun-foot;  - 
and  when  I  (hortencd  fail  for  the  bad  failing  (hips,  moft  of  the  others, 
kept  ahead,  and  to  windward,  often  fo  far  on  that' we  could  but 
fee  theft-  hulls.  Frequently  in  the  morning  the  Enterprise  was  the 
hind  moft  (hip  of  the  licet,  except  one  or  two  bad  failing  (hips,  that  I 
made  my  ftudy  to  keep  fight  of.  In  the  night  time  I  fired  fomo 
(hot  at  them,  in  hope*  it  woold  put  them  in  mind  of  doing  their  duty, 
according  to  the  jnftrudions  they  had  from  me;  but  inttead  of  that. 
I  had  the  mortification  to  fee  ray  fignals,  which  were  made  in  the 
kings  (hip,  di (obeyed  with  contempt,  and  found  it  was  in  vain  to 
throw  away  any  more  powder  and  loot  at  them,  as  I  might  have  fired 
all  that  was  in  the  (hip  without  anfwermg  any  end.  1  may  venture 
to  fay,  if  the  (hips  that  loft  company  with  me  had  kept  their  ftation* 
as  they  ought  to  nave  done,  fo  many  (hips  would  not  have  been  taken, 
as  I  brought  home  fome  of  the  worft  failing  (hips  in  tjie  fleet.'* 
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February  5,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Siuprise  frigate* 
From  this  flup,  which  we  believe  to  have  been  principally 
employed  as  a  cruifer,  he  was  removed  into  the  Liverpool, 
a  veifcl  of  the  fame  defcriptiony  about  the  year  1758.  No 
prher  mention,,  however,  is  made-of  him  while  engaged  in 
this  kind  of  fervice,  than  as  having  captured  and  carried 
into  Margate  Roads,  May '1759,  a  fmalL  French  prra-r 
•eer,  belonging  to  Dunkirk,  carrying  eight  carriage  and 
£*  fwivel  guns,  with  a  crew  of  fifty-two  men.  He 
continued  in  the.  fame  fliip  and  occupied  in  the  feme 
manner  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  but  without 
meeting  with  any  other  fuccefs,  far  as  we  have  been  aUe 
to  difcover,  than  the  capture  of  a  French  privateer  (bow, 
palled  the  Grand  Admiral,  carrying  ten  guns  and  eighty- 
ire  men.  No  mention  is  made  of  any  appointments 
held  by  him  after  the  conclusion  of  the  peace,  nor  have 
we  been  able  to  colled  any  farther  information  concern- 
ing him,  except  that,  towards  the  conclufion  of  the  month 
of  September,  1780,  he  was  put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift 
with  the  rank  and  half-pay  of  a  rear-admiral.  Thia 
gentleman  has  confequentlv  continued  ever  Once  in  retire? 
uratt».far  ausktcs  to  the  fervice*  and  is  dill  living* . 

.  KNIGHT,  John,— entered  into  the  navy  very  e^rly  in 
life  under  the  aufpices  and  tutelage  of  that  brave  and  abla 
officer  ,,admiral  Mathews,  He  rendered  himfelf  exceedingly 
confpjcuous  in  fome  trivial  adion,  whjch  is  in  no  other  ' 
account  memorable  than  as  having  afforded  him  fo  fignal 
an  opportunity  of  diftinguifliing  himfelf.  We  fpeak 
from  information  rather  imperfect,  but  believe  the  leading 
circumftances  of  it  to  have  been  the  capture .  of  fome 
jfhip  from  the  enemy  which  lay  under  the  protedion  of  a 
fort.  In  this  arduous  enterpnzc  Mr.  Knight  was  unfor- 
tunate enough  to  lofe  one  of  his  fingers,  and  it  is  not 
improbable  that,  on  account  of  the  gallantry  hedifplayed 
on  the  occafion,  he  was  moft  deferyedly  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant.  This  promotion  took  pface  foon 
after  Mr.  Mathews  took  upon  him  the  Mediterranean 
command,  and  he  acquitted  himfelf  in  that  ftation  with 
{he  hjgheil  credit  in  the  encounter  with  the  French  and 
Spanith  fleets  off  Toulon.  He  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  3d  of  April,  1746  ; 
*fter  which  time  we  do  not  find  any  particular  qr  cjiftin- 
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gutfhaWc  mention  made  of  him  til)  the  8th  of  Mat;  i%6; 
when  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 'of  the  Hampton 
Court,  from  which  fhip  he  not  longafterwards  removed 
into  the  Arundel,  of  twenty  guns.  Though  few  perfona 
appear  to  have  met  with  lefs  opportunity  of  exerting  their 
natural  fpirit  of  gallantry  than  this  gentleman,  we  afo 
happy  in  having  it  in  our  power  to  refcue  him  frorri  that 
equally  nndiftitiguiihed  number  of  officers,  many  of  them 
fro  lefs  brave  or  worthy,  perhaps,  than  himfelf ;  and  (law 
particularly,  that  whether  confidered  in  his  public  cha*- 
n£ter,  or  the  milder  duties  of  private  life,  though  in 
gallantry  as  well  as  the  moft  aifaiable  qualities  of  the  mind* 
marry  may  have  equalled,  none  have  excelled  him. 

During  the  latter  pout  of  tht  war  he  does  not  appear  fo 
have  held  any  other  command  than  that  of  the  Tartar 
frigate,  to  which  he  was  commilfioned  in  1 762 ;  but  almoft 
immediately  after  the  conclusion  of  peace  was  appointed 
to  the  Eliham,  of  forty-four  guns.  After  he  quitted  this 
fhip,  in  which  we  do  not  believe  him  .to  have  long 
remained,  he  paifed  the  reft  of  his  life  totally  in-  re- 
tirement, rending  principally  at  Landaff,  with  the  grand- 
fon  of  admiral  Mathews,  his  deceafed  friend  and  patron* 
To  this  gentleman  he  was  nearly  related,  by  the  mar- 
riage of  his  lifter  to  the  fon  of  the  admiral,  the  late  major 
Mathews.  Wh«n  the  promotion  of  flag  officers  took  place 
in  the  month  of  September  1780,  it  extended  down  to  Mr. 
Kempenfelt,  who  was  confiderably  below  him  on  the  lift 
of  captains*  neverthelefe  he  was  neither  raifed  to  a  flag, 
nor  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated  rear-admirals,  though 
one  or  two  gentlemen  were  honoured  withthat  diftin&ion, 
and  reward  of  paft  fervices  who  had  been  no  more  for- 
tunate in  obtaining  opportunities  of  fignalifing  themfelves 
than  he  had. .  We  (hould  not  have  ndticed  this  circirm- 
fiance,  .but  that  we  think  it  a  bare  aft  of  juftice  to  the 
memory  of  fo  good  an  officer  and  fo  worthy  a  man,  to 
obferve,  that  the  postponement  of  his  being  advanced  in 
his  natural  turn,  certainly  reflected  no  difcredit  onliim~ 
fefr,  but  tended  to  the  difreputation  of  thofe  who,  if  wilU 
fully,  had  treated  him  with  fo  much  unmerited  negleffr. 

A  £hort  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  in  1782, 

this  piece  of  national  juftice  was  done  him,  as  due  to  an 

honourable  and  faithful  fervant:  he  did  not,  however, 

J*ng  enjoy  his  advancement,  dying  on  the  5th  of  March, 

■"*  1788, 
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J7S8,  at  Jordinfton,  in  Perthflrire,  in  the  feventy-eighth 
year  of  his  age,  having,  for  a  very  confiderable  period 
previous  to  his  death  been  in  a  very  infirm  ftate,  and 
grievoufty  affli&ed  with  the  gout, 

LANGDON,  William,~-was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  .1743;  but  we  find  no  fubfequent  mention  made  of 
him  till,  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain, 
his.  fir  ft  eojmmiflion  bearing  date  June  the  5th,  1756^ 
for  the  Edinburgh.  He  was  not  long  afterwards  ordered 
to  the  Weil  Indies,  where,  in  the  earning  year,  hie  highly 
4fcftinguiihed  himfelf,  under  the  command  of  captain. 
Jforjeft,  in  the  attack  and  difcomfiture  of  the  French 
iquadron  off  Cape  Francois,  tbb  particulars  of  which 
feve  been  already  given  in  the  account. of  that  gentleman. 
He  does  not  appear,  however,  to  have  beep  fortunate 
enough  to  meet  with  any  fecond  and-  equally  confemientiat 
opportunity  of  diftinguifhing  himfelf,  for  we  find  no 
farther  mention  made  of  him  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  176 1,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Ocean,  a  fecond 
rate,  then  juft  launched.  In  this  fhip  he  continued  to 
ferve  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  employed,  we 
)>eli€ve,  entirely  in  the  Channel  .fleet,  under  fir  Edward 
Hawke,  and  other  admirals  who  held  that  command, 
which  became  extremely  uninterefting  at  that  period,  the 
French,  never  venturing  to  fend  a  fleet  to  fca  after  the 
fignal.  defeat  they  fuftainedat  the  deftru&ion  of  Conflan*'* 
armament.  We  believe  him  to  have  lived.totally  in  retire* 
ment  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  a.circumftance  un-, 
happily  occafioned  by  infirmities  and: ill  health.  Sjo 
highly  were  his  former  merits  and  feryice$  efteemed,  that . 
when  he  became  entitled,  by  feniority,  to  his  flag,  though 
fo  long  abfent  from  a&ual  lervice,  he  was  not  put  on. the 
fiiperannuated  lift,  but  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the 
w))ite.  This  promotion  took  place  o&  the  26th  of  Sep*. 
tember,  1780;  but  he  did  not  live  long  enough  to  expe- 
rience any  farther  addition  to  hi&  rank,  dying  on  the  29th 
of  June,  1785,  being  then  feventy-four  years  old. 

LEGGE,  George, — was.  appointed  a  lieutenant  on  the 
6th  of  May,  1741  $  but  we  do  not  find  any  mention  madfc. 
of  the  time  when  he  was  appointed  commander  of  a 
floop  of  war,-or,  indeed,  any  fubfequent  notice  taken  of 
him  till  iris, promotion,  on  this  3d  of  JPeqember,  175$,  to' 
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te  captain  of  the  Qnccnborough  frigate,  one  of  the  vefleU 
ordered,  in  the  month  of  March  in  the  following  year,  to 
the  Eaft  Indies,  under  commodore  Stevens.  Captain 
Legge,  when  at  St.  Helena,  was  promoted  to  the  New- 
caftle  of  fifty  guns;  but  not  having  acqnrtted  himfelf  to* 
the  admiral's  (Mr.  Pocock's)  fatisfa&ion,  in  the  encounter 
with  the  French  fleet,  off  Fort  St.  David's,  on  the  28th 
of  April,  1758,  as  will  be  feen  by  reference  to  that 

fentleman's  life*;  was  brought  to  a  court-martial,  at 
ffadrafs,  in  the  month  of  June,  and  ferrtenced  to  be 
caQiiered.  No  farther  meqtion  is  confequently  made  of 
him,  nor  are  we  even  acquainted  with  the  ticqe  of  his 
death. 

LYNN,  Thomas,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
jnonth  of  February  1746 ;  after  which  no  mention  is  made 
of  him  till  his  promotion,  on  the  10th  of  November, 
1756,  to  be  Captain. of  the  Aldborough.  While  in  that 
fhip  he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  fortunate  enough  w 
meet  with  any  particular  oftyortunity  of  (ignalifing  him?* 
felf;  but,  in  1759,  being  at  that  time  captain  of  the 
Roebuck,  one  of  the  fquadron,  under  commodore  Moorer 
which  firft  unfuccefsfully  attacked  Martinico,  and  after- 
wards, with  much  better  fuccefs,  aflailed  Guadaloupe, 
he  diftinguifhed  himfelf  fo  eminently  as. to  be  mentioned 
mod  particularly  by  the  general  in  his  difpatches. 

«*  The  great  affiftance,"  fays  general  Barrington, 
<*  which  I  have  received  from  captain  Lynn,  of  his  - 
majefty's  fhip  the  Roebuck,  in  the  different  fervices  I  have 
been  carrying  on  for  the  reduction  of  thefe  iflands,  ought 
never  to  be  forgotten  by  me,  as  well  as  thofe  of  his  lieute- 
liaot,  Mr.  Keating,  both  of  whom  I  beg  leave  to  re- 
commend to  your  favour/-  Captain  Lynn  returned  to 
England  immediately,  and  was  promoted  foon  after  hie 
arrival  to  be  captain  of  the  Royal  Sovereign,  a  firft 
rate.  This  was  merely  a  temporary  command,  for  he 
was  very  foon  removed  into  the  Chatham,  of  fifty  guns, 
and  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  in  the  month  pf  May  1760. 
Having  been  guilty  of  fome  trivial  hfteach  of  duty,  loon 
after  his  arrival  there,  he  was  bjought  to  a  court-martial

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and  fentencedtolofe  his  rank,  but  was  afterwards  allowed 
to  take  poft  from  the  16th  of  June,  1763*.  Even  this  fen- 
tence  was  thought  too  fevere,  and,.in  1  jo6,  he  was  reflored 
to  his  originS  rank*  No  farther  mention  is  made. 
01  him  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  commanded  the  Gar- 
land, of  twenty- fix  guns,  and  we  have  no  account  of 
lits  holding  any  fubfequent  appointment.  He  lived  to 
become  fenior  on  the  lift  to  rear-admirals  Kempenfelt  and 
Drake,  but  was  not  himfelf  either  advanced  to  be  a  flag- 
officer,  ior  put  on  the  Superannuated  lift  as  a  rear-admirals 
The  promotion  juft.  mentioned  he  did  not,  however,  fur- 
vive  long  enough,  perhaps,  for  fudi  an  appointment  to 
have  been  made  out,  it  having  taken  place  in  the  month 
of  September  1780;  and  captain  Lynn,  to  fay  the  lateft 
time,  died  early  in  the  en fuing  year,  if  not  before  the  con- 
chifion  of  that  firft  mentioned. 

MAPLESDEN,  Jervis,— was  appointed  commander 
of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  6th  of  O&ober,  1 746.  After  the 
conclufion  of  the  waf  we  And  him,  in  1754,  employed 
m  the  Gibraltar  ftation  as  captain  of  the  Fortune  floop, 
and  while  thus  employed  he  behaved  on  a  particular  oc- 
cafion  with  fo  much  fpirit,  that  we  think  it  would  be  an 
aft  of  injufticc  to  omit  inferring  the  following  official 
account.

.  "  Captain  Maplefden,  of  his  majefty's  floop  Fortune, 
in  his  letter  of  the  22dof  laft  month,  from  "Gibraltar  Iky, 
gives  jan  accourit,  that  upon  his  receiving  intelligence  of 
the  Barbary  cruiser,  belonging  to  Larrach,  being  ready 
for  the  fea,  he,  on  the  19th,  proceeded  thither,  with  his 
rajefty's  Hoops,  Fortune  and  Raven,  and  found  the  faick 
cruizer  there.  On  his  arrival  the  alcaide,  in  the  name 
of  the  grand  bafhaw  of  Satlee,  with  the  matter  of  the 
cruizer,  came  ©n  board,  declaring,  «'  That  the  (hip  now 
fitted  out  for*  cruize  &  Larrach  fhould  never  commit 
3»y~hoflilitie*  ori  the  Englifli  wherever  (he  fhould  happen 
to  meet  with  any,  as  they  are  now  in  profound' peace  with 
tbem,  and  define  atWays  to  continue  10. M  »' 
:  He  continued  (<dn  the  feme  ftation'  during  the  errfuing 
year,  as  alfo  the  fiicceeding,  having  been  one  of  the 
♦Sfficefs  prelent/  under  Mr.  1>yng,  being  then  captain  of 

•  *  He  does  not,  however,  appear  to  Lave  been  for  any  length  of 
time  removed  from  the  command  of  the  Chatham* 
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die  Fortune,  at  the  encounter,  on  the  19th  of  May,  with 
the  French  fleet  under  Galiflbniere.  He  was,  on  the 
21ft,  two  days  afterwards,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Portland,  of  fifty  guns.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  tilt 
the  year  1758,  when  being  one  of  the  officers  employed 
under  commodore,  now  earl  Howe,  in  the  various  defut- 
tory  expeditions  at  that  time  undertaken  againft  the  infe- 
rior French  ports,  be  had  the  misfortune  to  be  taken 
prifoner,  with  fome  other  captains  in  the  navy,  at  St*  Cas, 
in  attempting  to  bring  off  the  rear-guard  of  the  army 
commanded  by  general  Drury,  a  particular  account  of 
which  tranfadion  has  been  already  given  in  the  memoirs 
of  the  captains  Duff  and  Rowley. 

Soon  after  M*«  Maplefden's  releafe  from  captivity  he 
was  appointed  captain  of  the  Intrepid,  of  Jixty  guns,  one 
of  the  mips  belonging,  during  the  year  1759,  to  the  main 
or  Channel  fleet,  commanded  by  fir  Edward  Hawke, 
with  whom  he  confequently  participated  in  the  glory  of 
defeating  M.  de  Conflans  on  the  20th  of  November.  tip 
is  not  otherwifc  noticed  during  the  war  than  as  having, 
in  1761,  and  the  enfuing  year,  commanded  the  Prince 
Frederic,  of  fixty-four  guns.  Little  mention,  after  his 
Quitting  that  (hip,  is  made  of  him  in  the  fervice,  except 
that,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1778,  he  retired  from  it  all 
together9  on  the  very  honourable  appointment  of  lieute- 
nantrgovemor  of  Greenwich-hofpital.  This  he  bad  not 
long  the  fatisfaAion  of  enjoying,  dying  lit  the  courfe  of 
the  year  1781. 

MARLO W,  Benjamin,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  25th  of  July,  1743;  but  no  farther 
notice  is  taken  of  him  till  the  month  of  April  1756,  at 
which  time  we  find  him  to  have  been  lieutenant  of  the 
Dolphin,  of  twenty-four  guns.  This  (hip  was  at  that 
time  one  of  the  fmall  fquadrons  Rationed  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, and  being  in  the  harbour  of  Mahon,  under  the 
command  of  Mr.  Scrope,  at  the  time  Fort  St.  Philip's  waa 
attacked  by  the  French  army  under  the  due  de  Richlieu ; 
die  captain  thought,  as  we  have  already  (hewn  in  his  life, 
that,  confidering  the  weak  (late  of  that  garrifon,  he  might 
probably  afford  fome  afliftance  towards  its  defence  by  re- 
inforcing it  with  as  many  of  his  (hip's  company  as  could 
poflibly  be  fpared,  leaving  a  fufficient  number  on  board  to 
I  barely 
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barely  navigate  the  veflel  to  Gibraltar,  and  having  accord- 
ingly drafted  off  as  many  men  as  he  thought  prudent,  fefct 
the  Dolphin  out  under  the  command  of  Mr.  Marlow  as 
a&ing  captain.  He  ferved  in  this  ftation  during  the  month 
of  May,  and  was  prefent  at  the  indecifive  encounter  oa 
the  19th.  On  the  6th  of  June  following  he  was  appointed* 
by  the  admiral,  to  command  the  above-mentioned  (hip 
with  the  rank  of  port  captain,  which  commiffion  was  after 
wards  confirmed  by  the  admiralty  board.  He  was  not  long 
afterwards  ordered  to  England  as  one  of  the  witnefles  on 
the  trial  of  admiral  Byng,  but  his  evidence  proved  nothing 
material.  Very  little  mention  is  made  of  him  during  the 
continuance  of  the  war,  and  he  does  not  appear  in  that 
period  ever  to  have  obtained  a  command  higher  than  that 
of  a  fixth  rate*. 

We  do  not,  extraordinary  as  it  may  appear,  meet  with 
him  in  any  command  fubfequent  to  the  peace  till  the  year 
1774,  he  then  commanded  the  Coventry,  of  twenty-eight 
guns,  a  frigate  attached  to  the  fmall  fquadron  Rationed  in 
the  Ea'ft  Indies,  where  he  continued  feveral  years.  He 
was  prefent  at  the  (hort  encounter  which  took  place  on 
the  10th  of  Auguft,  1778,  between  the  Britifh  (hips  in 
that  quarter,  under  the  orders  of  commodore  fir  E.  Vernon, 
and  the  French  fquadron  commanded  by  M.  de  Tron- 
jolly,  of  which  we  have  already  given  the  particular  official 
account  t.  On  this  occafion  the  Coventry  had  one  man 
killed  and  twenty  wounded.  Mr.  Marlow  afterwards 
removed  into  the  Rippon,  where  he  continued  to  ferve  as 
captain  to  the  commodore ;  and  returning  with  him  to 
Europe  after  the  arrival  of  fir  Edward  Hughes,  fucceflbr 
in  command  to  fir  E.  Vernon,  came  into  the  Downs,  with 
a  convoy  of  India  (hips,  in  the  month  of  March  1781. 

Captain  Marlow  had,  September  26,  previous  to  his 
arrival,  been  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the

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white,  bat  never  having  held  any  command  as  a  flag  officer, 
nothing  farther  remains  for  lis  to  record  of  him  except 
the  dates  of  his  different  fubfequent  promotions.  On  the 
24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  appointed  vice-admiral 
of  the  blue,  as  he  was,  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1790,  to 
be  vice-admiral  of  the  white,  and  on.  the  ift  of  February, 
1793,  to  be  vice  °f  *e  **&•  On  the  12th  of  April,  1794, 
v  he  was  moreover  advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue, 
which  was  the  higheft  rank  he  lived  to  attain.  .  He  died 
at  Hampftead,  in  a  very  advanced   age,  in  the   year 

MOORE,  Mathew,-— the  descendant  of  a  very  refpetSU 
able  family  in  Ireland,  was  promoted  from  the  rank  of 
midfhipman  to  be  one  of  the  lieutenants  of  the  Marl- 
borougn,  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  by  Mr.  Mathews, 
about  the  year  1743  ;  he  was  appointed  commander  of  a 
floop  of  war  on  the  15th  of  January,  1747-8  \  but  no 
farther  mention  is  made  of  him  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1 755,  when  he  was  commiflioned  to  theGrenada  Hoop* 
On  the  aotlj  of  Auguft,  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Dolphin,  of  tweiity-four  guns,  at  that  time 
in  the  Mediterranean.  Captain  Moore  was  then  in  Eng- 
land, and  was  one  of  the  officers  fent  out  thither,  early  in 
September,  paflengers  in  the  AmbuTcade  frigate,  to  take 
the  command  of  thofe  fliips  whofe  captains,  at  the  time  of 
the  engagement  with  Galiflhniere,  were  coming  tc^£ng- 
land  as  evidences  on  the  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  He  did 
not  long  remain  in  the  Dolphin,  for,  towards  the  end  of 
the  enfumg  year,  we  find  him  captain  of  the  Unicorn,  a 
frigate  of  twenty-eight  guns.  He  was  mod  probably  ap- 
pointed to  this  (hip  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Rawlins,  who 
was  killed  in  anadion  with  the  Invincible  privateer  on  the 
1 8th  of  May.  In  November  following  he  diftinguifh- 
ad  himftlf  highly  in  the  capture  of  the  Hermione,  a 
French  frigate  having  an  equal  number  of  guns  but 
heavier  metal,  carrying  Twenty-fix  twelve  pounders  and 
two  nine  pounders,  French  weight.  She  had  failed  from 
Louifburg,  on  the  2d  of  that  month,  in  company  with

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the  French  fleet,  f rem  wkich  fhe  had  parted  in  a  gale  of 
wind,  and  having  on  board  feveral  of  the  people  who 
were  laved  from  the  Tilbury,  a  Britiih  Chip  of  war  wrecked 
a  ihprt  time  before,  off*  that  port,  furnifhed  government 
with  the  firft  authentic  information  of  the  dtfafter,  as  weH 
as  of  the  diftrefs  experienced  by  the  enemy  in  that  quartet 
through  want  of  provifions;  intelligence  that  probably 
facilitated  its  fubfequent  conqueft,  by  inducing  a  repetition 
of  the  expedition  in  the  enfuing  feaftm  under  Mr. 
Bofcawen. 

Very  little  additional  mention  is  made  of  captain  Moore 
during  the  continuance  of  the  war;  he  was  afterwards 
promoted  to  the  Adventure,  of  thirty-two  guns..  He 
ferved  in  the  years  1758  and  9  on  the  Mediterranean 
fiatton,  but  whether  in  that  (hip  or  the  Unicom  we  can** 
not  take  uponusto  determine  with  any  degree  of  percmpto* 
rinefs.  We  do  not  find  him  to  have  held  any  commiffioa 
after  theconcluiton  of  the  war  till  the  year  1770,  when  he 
was  made  captain  of  the  Arrogant,  of  feventy-fout  guns, 
one  of  the  guard-fhips  ftationed  at  Portsmouth.  In  this 
ftation  he  remained  during  the  period  commonly  allotted 
for  its  continuance,  and  after  a  fhort  interval  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Exeter  of  fixty-four  guns,  aguaid-fhsp  alfo, 
and  ftationed  at  the  fame  port.  This  command  he 
held  till  after  the  commencement  of-  hostilities  with 
France,  and  then  quitting  it,  was  made  captain  of  the  Me- 
dina, yacht.  He  remained  in  this  veflel,  and  confequently 
without  affording  us  any  opportunity  of  adding  any  thing 
to  this  account  during  that  period,  till  his  advancement  to 
he  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  which  took  place  on  the  26th 
of  September  1780.  He  died  at  Black  Rock,  near  Dublin, 
on  the  4th  of  July  1787,  not  having  experienced  any 
farther  promotion,  which  indeed  was  not  made,  with 
refpeft  to  any  flag-officers  of  his  Handing,  till  little  mom 
than  two  months  after  his  deceafe. 

He  was  a  man,  though  poffeffing  fome  finguhrittes, 
highly  efteemed  in  the  fervice,  as  an  able  and  fpirited 
officer ;  in  private  life,  as  a  lincere  friend,  a  liberal,  a 
charitable,  and  truly  worthy  man  :  of  his  eccentricities 
the  following  "examples  have  been  tranfmitted  to  us. 
tie  forbad  his  body  being  interred  after  hi*  deceafe  in  the 
grpund  ufually  fet  apart  for  the  reception  of  the  dead,  but

•rdered  to  be  buried  in  the  fand,  near  his  own  refidehce* 
at  low* water-mark*  'He  was,  in  his  latter  days,  a  train  of 
confidefable  opulence,  nor  could  any  perfon  errtpkry  it 
more  liberally  in  the  relief  of  the  neceflitous,  and  the  en* 
joyment  of  his  friends.  So  extremely  was  he  attached 
to  the  profeffion  in  which  he  had  been  bred,  that  the 
different  flagst  belonging  to  the  Britifh  navy,  were  aimoft 
uninterruptedly  feen  flying  frorn  the  turret  in  his  garden.  Qft 
ftmdays-  he  always  catifed  the'ftandard  of  England  to  be 
hoifted  as  a  tribute  to  the  folemnity  of  the  day,  and  as 
a  compliment  to  his  fovereign*.  When  employed  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftation,  he  was,  m  Ae  opinion  of  all1  hfe 
cotemporarics,  treated  with  much  undeferved  afperity  by 
Mr.  Bofcawen,  the  commander  in  chief;  the  Circumftances 
we  flialK  in  jufticc  to  hh  charaftcfr,  briefly  relate.  He 
had  catifed  a  proper  barricade  or  bulwark  to  be  erefiedort 
the  cjtiarteT-deck  of  his  ftiip,  for  the  protection  and  fafety 
of  his  people  in  cafe  of  aflion.  Mr'.  Bofcawen  gorhg  oA 
board  and  viewing  the  proper,  indeed  neceflary  precaution 
he  had  taken,  faid  to  tnofe  Jfl  his  confidence,  with  rnuch 
impropriety,  and  indeed  illiberalhy,  that  a  man*  might 

as  well  write  c on  his  ftern.     The  injuftice  of  the 

afperiion  carried  with  it  its  own  punilftrrtent  of  reproba- 
tion and  contempt  even  from  thole,  the  greateff  admirers 
of  the  high  character  generally,  and  with  jufticc  allowed 
to  that  admiral.  All  per  Pons  who  were  acquainted  with 
Mr.  Moore's  charader,  united  in  one  opinion,  that  he  wafc 
a  very  brave,  though  eccentric  man,  and  the  undeferved 
calumny  vented  againft  him,  as  we  have  juft  Ihewn,  re- 
mains an  inconteftible  proof,  that  the  greateft  charade^ 
are  not  exempt  from  frailty  and  error. 

NORTON,  William,— was  the  fecond  fon  of  Thoma* 
Norton,  of  Grantley,  in  the  county  of  York,  Efq;and 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Serjeant  fon,  of  Hanlith, 
in  Craven,  Ef<|.  He  was  confequently  younger  brother  to 
the  right  honourable  fir  Fletcher  Norton,  knight,  fpeaker 
of  the  houfe  of  commons,  created  lord  Grantley,  baron  of 
Markehfield,  in  the  county  of  Ydrk,  by  letters  patent, 
bearing  date  April  the  9th,  1782.  This  gentleman  was 
appointed  a*  lieutenant  in*  the  navy  on  the  7th  of  April,

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1742,  but  we  do  not  find  any  fgbfeqnent  notice  taken  of 
him,  till  his  promotion,  on  the  15th  of  November,  1756, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Amazon  frigate.  He  was  not  long 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  appears 
30  have  been  very  a&ive  and  remarkably  fuccefsful,  hav- 
ing, while  on  that  ftation,  captured  twenty-fix  priva- 
teers. On  his  return  to  England,  the  Weft- India  mer- 
chants gave  him  a  mod  fplendid  entertainment  at  the 
Icing's  arms  tavern,  Cornhiil,  on  the  19th  of  June*  1760. 

No  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  during  the  war,  but 
after  its  conclpfion  he  was  made  captain-  of  the  Africa, 
of  fixtyYfo^r  guns,  a  guard-fhip.  On  his  quitting  this 
command  he  was  appointed  to  ttie  William  and  Mary 
yacht;  in  which  veflel  we  find  him  in  1768.  He  unin- 
terruptedly remained  in  the  fame  ftation  till  the  time  of 
his  death,  an  event  which  happened  on  the  19th  of  April, 
1779.  He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Wood, 
of  Copman  thorp,  in  \\ie  cpunty  of  York,  efq;  and  was 
buried  at  mat  place.        ,,-    .    . 

OGLE,  Sir  Chaloricr^fon  to  fir  Chaloner  Ogle, 
knight,  whom  we .  have  already  had  occaiion  to  give  an 
account  of  *,  having  betaken  bimfelf  very  early  in  life  to 
the  (esiy  ^as,  on   the.  19th.  of  November,   1745,   ap- 

Cointed  a,  lieutenant  in  the  navy.  We  hear  nothing -of 
im  after  this  time  till  his  promotion,  on  the  30th  of 
June,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Yarmouth.  In  the 
month  of  September,  he  was  ordered  to  the. Mediter- 
ranean, as  pajlenger  on  board  the  Ambufcade  frigate,  to 
take  upon  him  the  temporary  command  of  one  of  the 
ihips  whofe  captain  wa$  ordereci  home  as  an  evidence  on 
the  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  Not  long  after  his  return  to 
England  he  was  appointed  to  the  Aquiloo,  in  which 
ihip  we  believe  him  to  have  continued  tilithe  con- 
clufidn  of  the. war.  He  is  to.be  particularly  noticed  for  his 
activity  ppd  fuccefs  during  the  year  1761^  when  he  was  em- 
ployed totally  as  a  cruifer.-  Numerous  as  his  prizes  were, 
•the  inferiority,  of  their  force,  when  compared  with  that  of 
the  frigate  he  commanded,  was  fuch,  as  to  render  it  un- 
neceflary  for  us  to  do  more  than  briefly  recount  thefe  fuc- 
cefics  as  they  progreflively  took  place.  Early  in  the  month

Ko 
notice  is  taken  pf  him  after  peace  had  taken  plac6  till 
the  year  1770  *,  when  he  commanded  the  Elizabeth  of 
(even  ty-  four,  guns,  one  of:the  (hips  put  into,  com  mi  fli on 
at  Portfmouth,  we  believe  w  ccnftquencc  of  th<  .appre-^ 
hended  rupture  with  Spain,  jebuvet"  the 'Falkland  ifland'.j 
He  did' not  long  retain  this  convnand,  the- Elizabeth  being: 
put  out  of  commiflion  as  loon    as  the  appearance,  ofi 
hoftilities  palled  away,  .  In  the  year  17.74,  however,  hej 
was  appointed  to  the  Reflation,  alfo  a  third  rare,  carry- 
ing 74  guns,  then  cotmniiitioned  as  a  guard-ftiip  at  Portf-J 
mouth.     He  continued  in.' this  fhip  fome  years  after  the 
commencement  of  the  progreflive  wars  firft  with  America

*  In  the  coorfe  of  this  year  be  rcccrrtd  tbc  honour  of  fcmght- 
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.  and  afterwards  with  France,  employed  during  the  year* 
L778  and  the  enfuing,  on  the  home  ftation,  under  the 
orders  of  admiral  Keppel,  and  afterwards  of  fir  Charles 
Hardy.  He  was  not,  however,  pfefent  at  the  encounter 
with  the  Frenph  fleet  off  Uftant:  At  the  conclufion  of  ■ 
the  year  1779,  he  failed  under  the  command  of  fir  George 
Rodney,  who  was  fent  out  with  a  fleet  of  twenty  fhtps  of 
the  line  to  relieve  Gibraltar.  He  corifequentfy  bote  a  part, 
though  a  flight  one,  in  the  defeat  and  capture  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  Spanifh  (quadron,  commanded  by  Don  Juan  de 
Langara,  for  he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  much  en- 
gaged, owing!  to  his  (hip  having  been  one  of  thofe  in  the 
rear,  or  to  the  encounter  having  been  brought  to  a  conclu- 
fion by  thofe  v?ho  firft  got  into  todi  on  before  their  com- 
panions could  get  up  to  their  fupport.  We  believe,  during 
his  abfencc  at  Gibraltar,  he  Was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
commodore,  lord  Robert  Manner*  being  appointed  his 
captain. 

Sir  George  Rodney  having  executed  the  principal 
intention  of  the  expedition,  parted  from  the  fleet  arid  the 
prizes,  with  four  ihips  of  the  line,  on  the  18th  of 
February,  he  being  under  orders  to  proceed  with  that  part 
of  his  force  to  the  Weft  indies.  The  remainder  of  if  was, 
op  its  return  to  England,  tinder  the  command  of  rear-  ad- 
miral Digby  and  fir  John  Lockart  Rofs,  when,  on  the 
23d,  they  fell  in  with  a  French  convoy,  bound  to  the 
Eaft  Indies,  confining  of  thiiteen  fail  of  veflels,  con- 
voyed by  two  (hips  of  ftxty-four  guns  each,  the  Ajax  and 
Proth6e,  a  frigate,  and  two  large  ftore  (hips,  arme  en  flute; 
the  Refolutkm  had  the  good  fortune  to  get  up  with  the 
Prothee,  which  was  the  commodo.re's  (hip,  about  one 
o'clock,  and  after  a  bride  a£tion  of  half  an  hour,  captured 
that  (hip,  without  the  lofe  of  a  man.  Sir  Chaloner,  foon 
after  his  return  to  England,  was  ordered-  to  America,  in 
company  with  fome  other  (hips  fent  thither  under  rear- 
admiral  Graves,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  Mr.  Ai> 
buthnot,  but  as  we  have  already  ftated  in  our  account  of 
Mr.  Arbuthnot  and  lord  Graves,  the  French  admiral,  the 
chevalier  de  Ternay,  having  fecured  himfelf  in  port,  no 
occurrence-  worthy  our  notice  took  place. 
...Sir  Gfcojge  Rodney  having; repaired  thither  during  the 
hurricane  mouths,  with  a  fqyajiron  from  the  Weft  Indies, 
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fir  Chaloner  returned  thither  with  that  commander,  but 
having  been,  on  September  26,  1 780,  promoted  to  be  rear- 
admiral  of  the  blue,  he  warrecalkd  to  England,  a  fufficient 
number  of  flag  officers,  feniors  to  fir  Cbaioner,  being  then 
previoully  employed  on  the  Weft-India  ftation.  He  accord- 
ingly returned  to  England,  on  board  the  Greyhound,  in 
the  month  of  February  1781  j  and  having  never  fincethaft 
time  held  any  command,  we  have  nothing  farther  to  add 
concerning  him,  except  the  dates  of  his  different  promo- 
tions, on  the  *4th  of  September,  1787  *,  vice-admiral  of 
the  bluet;  vice-admiral  of  the  red  on  the  ift  of  February, 
1793;  and  admiral  of  the  blue,  at  the  head  of  which  rank 
h^now  is,  on  the  12th  pf  April,  1794. 

ROSS,  Sir  John  Lockart,— more  generally  known  per- 
haps as  captain  Lockart,  was  a  gentleman  of  Scotch  ex- 
traction, and  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  tha 
navy  as  far  back  as  the  fcift  of  Oftobcr,  174.3.  How 
long  he  held  the  rank  of  commander  in  the  navy  does  not 
appear;  it  is  fuppofed,  however,  for  a  fhort  time  only. 
On  the  23d  of  March,  1756,  he  was  advanced  to  that  of 
poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Tartar,  a  frigate  of 
twenty-eight  guns.  In  this  (hip,  which  was  an  extreme 
rail  failer,  and  was  conftantly  Rationed  as  a  cruifer  in  the 
Britifh  channel,  captain  Lockart  had  the  good  fortune  to 
meet  with  more  fuccefs,  and,  as  a  natural  confequence, 
acquired  greater  popularity  than  perhaps  ever  was  attained 
by  any  of  his  cotemporaries  ;  this  current  of  good  fortune 
commenced  early  in  the  year  1757I  His  firft  capture  was 
the  St.  Maria,  a  privateer,  new  from  the  {locks,  carrying 
twenty-four  guns  and  two  hundred  and  forty  men,  a 
prize  he  made  in  the  month  of  March.  Captain  Lockart 
afterwards  engaged  a  French  privateer,  carrying  twenty 
nine?  pounders,  called  the  Mont  Ozeir>  the  crew  of  which, 
after  flriking  their  colours,  had  the  audacity  to  refume  their 
arms  and  board  the  Tartar.  The  aflailants  fuffered  how- 
ever very  feverely  for  thfcir  treacherous  temerity,  thirry- 

*  On  tie  soth  of  November,  1785,  hi*  daughter,  mifs  A.  Ogle, 
tat  .married  to  the  honourable  Edward  Bouverie,  brother  .to  the  earl 
•f  Radnor. 

f  On  the  a8tb  of  Augufl,  1790,  his  youngeft  daughter,  Jeaitt** 
ophia,  was  maxricd  to  the  prcfent  fir  Charles  Afgill,  but. 
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fix  of  them  being  killed,  and  a  nearly  equal  number 
^wounded,  the  remainder  were  admitted  to  quarter.  The 
Tartar  foon  afterwards  fell  ih  with  the  Due  d'Aquitain 
•French '  privateer,  mounting  twenty-fix  guns,  all  far 
heavier  than  her  own  ;  after  an  encounter  of  an  hour  and 
twelve  minutes  the  enemy  furrendeu\l,  having  had  fifty  of 
her  crew  killed  and  wounded,  while  the  injury  fuftained 
among  captain  Lockart's  crew  amounted  only  to  four 
men  killed  and  one  wounded.  The  Tartar,  in  thecourfe 
of  the  enfuing  fummer,  made  prize  of  two  other  priva- 
teers, though  of  iri'crior  force  to  thofe  already  mentioned  j 
but  his  molt  brilliant  fuccefs  was  Rill  to  come.  In  the 
month  of  October  enfuim:  he  captured,  after  a  chaceaof 
thirty,  and  a  finart  engagement  of  three  hours  con- 
tinuance, the  Melampe,  a  French  privateer  fhip  of  war, 
-belonging  to-  Bayonne,  carrying  thirty-fix  guns  arid  three 
hundred  and  twenty  men.  It  is  ftated  in  the  official  ac- 
count, that  when  the  Tartar  firft  began  to  chace  (he  was 
in  company  with  feveral  of  the  king's  (hips,  but  during  the 
a&ion  itfelf,  and  indeed  at  the  time  the  enemy  furrendered, 
hardly  any  of  them  were  in  fight  even  from  the  mad- 
head. 

When  we  confider  the  relative  force  of  the  two  (hip?, 
the  Tartar  carrying  twenty-eight  guns  and  two  hundred 
.men,  the  Melampe  thirry-iix  guns  and  three  hundred  and 
"twenty  men,  and  find  with  what  apparent  eafe  the  con- 
quett  was  obtained,  we  can  wonder  but  little  at  that  ter- 
ror which  the  very  name  of  this  gentleman  is  faid  to  have 
created  in  the  enemy,  before  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities, 
•  particularly  among  thofe  connected  with  private  (hips  of 
war*.  His  lad-mentioned  fuccefs  came  not  alone ;  during 
the  chace  he  recaptured  a  prtee,  taken  juft  before  by  the 

*  We  have  heard  an  anecdote,  which  certainly  moft  honourably 
attaches  to  the  character  of  this  gentleman.  A  privateer  belonging 
to  Bnftpl,  if  we  miflake  not,  called  the  King  George,  and  commanded 
by  a  Mr.  Read,  having  fallen  in  with  an  enemy's  fhip  of  far  fuperxor 
force  during  'he  night,  and  finding  that  the  exigencies  of  her  iuuarion 
demapded  the  mod  prompt  and  vigorous  exertions  to  prefer ve  her 
even  from  capture  ;  the  commander  is  reported  to  have  fpimedly  rajQ 
along  fide  and,  hailing  ihc  enemy,  commanded  her  to  flrike  to  the 
-  Tartar,  captain  Lockart  j  a  demand  which,  it  ii  fakf,  was  without  tbo 
four  left  hefitatjoq  complied  with, 
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Melampe,  a  (hip  called  the  Princefs  Amelia,  bound  to 
Halifax  with  provisions,  and,  on  the  29th  of  O&ober, 
made  prize  of  another  private  (hip  of  war,  called  the 
Count  de  Grammont,  cr  trying  eighteen  guns  and  one 
hundred  and  rifty-five  men. 

His  conduct  on  the  foregoing  occafions  was  efteemed 
fo  meritorious,  that  the  magistrates  of  Plymouth,  imme- 
diately after  his  return  into  port,  voted  him  the  freedom 
of  their  corporation  in  a  gold  box.  A  pre  fen  t  equally 
honourable  was  made  him  early  in  the  enfuing  year  ;  the 
merchants  and  underwriters  of* the  city  of  London  pre- 
fented  him  with  a  filver  cup  and  falver,  enrioufly  chafed 
and  embofled  with  his  arms,  the  representation  of  the 
Tartar,  and  the  feven  privateers  taken  by  him  ;  the  fal- 
ver, which  was  twenty-fix  inches  in  diameter,  had  the 
following  infeription  engraved  on  it:  u  The  gift  of  the 
two  public  companies,  the  underwriters  and  merchants 
of  the  city  of  London,  to  captain  John  Lockart,  com* 
mander  of  the  Tartar,  for  his  (ignal  fervice  in  fupporting 
the  trade,  by  diftrefling  the  French  privateers,  1757.'/ 
Early  in  1758,  he  captured  a  St.  Domingo-man  home-* 
ward  bound  of  confiderable  value,  but  during  the  remaining 
part  of  the  year  the  enemy  appear  to  have  enjoyed  fome 
reft  from  this  very  fucccfsful  naval  parti zan,  as  we  have  no 
account  of  any  other  con fequential  prize  made  by  him  till 
the  year  1759.  Such,  however,  was  the  terror  in  which 
bis  name  was  held  by  them,  that  a  (tout  frigate,  carrying 
eighteen  and  twelve  pounders,  was  fitted  out  ptirpofely  to 
cruize  in  the  fuppofed  track  of  theTartar ;  it  was  manned 
with  a  choice  crew  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  men,  oner 
hundred  of  whom  were  the  fons  of  merchants,  who  came 
forward  as  volunteers  in  a  cruize  fo  material  to  the  com* 
niercial  interefts  of  their  country. 

Early  .in  1759,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Chatham,  of 
fifty  guns,  and  fent  on  the  lame  fervice  and  duty  we  have 
ten  him  before  employed  in,  but  in  a  fomewhat  fuperiof 
(ration,  two  frigates,  the  Venus  of  thirty-fix  guns  and  the 
Thames  of  thirty-two  guns,'  being  put 'under  his  orders. 
This  little  fquaaron  had  the  good  fortune  to  defcry  the 
Arethufa,  a  French  frigate,  mounting  thirty* two  guns, 
commanded  by  the  marquis  de  Vaudreiul,  on  May  j8; 
The  two  frigates  getting  up  and  clofing  with  her,  after  a 
N  4  chace 
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chace  of  two  hours  the  Arethufa  furrendered,  though  not  till 
(he  had  fuftained  confiderable  lofs  and  eflfe&ed  very  little 
injury  to  the  aflailants ;  little  consequential  mention  is 
made  of  this  gentleman  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
His  (hip,  having  been  docked  and  refitted  in  July, 
Was  put  under  the  orders  of  commodore  Duff,  who,  as  it 
has  been  already  dated,  was  fear  into  Quiberon  bay, 
with  a  light  fquadron,  for  the  purpofe  of  watching  the 
motions  of  the  French  armament  in  Breft  * ;  the  circum- 
(lances  of  which  we  pafs  over,  having  nothing  material 
to  add  to  what  we  have  already  related,' 

Immediately  on  his  return  into  port,  that  is  to  fay,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  year  176c,  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Bedford,  a  third  rate,  but  did  not  retain  that  command 
even  during  the  then  current  year,  in  the  courfc  of  which 
he  changed  his  name  to  Rofs,  and,  in  1761,  was  eleded 
reprefentative  in  parliament  for  the  united  burghs  of 
Lanerk,Linlithgow,Seikirk  and  Peebles,  and  at  the  general 
ele&ion  in  1760,  was  returned  member  for  Lanerkfliire, 
as  well  as  the  burgh  juft  mentioned,  but  made  his 
eledton  for  the  former.  He  continued  in  parliament 
during  that  feffiont  but  we  believe  did  not  accept  of  any 
command,  fubfequent  to  that  of  the  Bedford,  till  the  year 
1777,  when,  on  the  profpeft  of  a  rupture  with  France, 
which  it  may  be  remembered  took  place  foon  after  that 
tt!#e,  was  appointed  to  the  Shrew&ury,  of  feventy-four 
gun?*  one.  pi  the  fleet  employed,  during  the  enfuing  year, 
40  the  Channel,  under  the  orders  ot  admiral  Keppel,  and 
fe  which  (hip  be  was  consequently  engaged  in  the  en- 
counter With  the  French  fleet  on  the  27th  of  July.  The 
Shrewsbury  was  ftationcd  fecond  in  the  line,  on  the  ftar- 
boartt-tack,  but  though  very  briikly  engaged  had  only 
three  men  killed  and  fix  wounded.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  enfuing  year  he  ferved  in  the  fame  quarter  under  fir 
Ghajtles  Hardy,  having  been,  on  the  19th  of  March, 
*779*  rajfed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and 
appointed  fourth  in  command  of  the  main  or  Channel  fleet, 
Xn  confequence  of  this  promotion  he  hoifted  his  flag  on 
board  the  Royal  George  of  one  hundred  guns,  which  fltip 
he  quitted  for  a  fhort  time,  having  been,  about  the  month

*  Sec  vpl,  v.  p.  4t& 
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of  September,  appointed  commanding  officer  of  a  fmali 
fquadron,  ordered  to  Tea  for  the  purpofe  of  driving  out  of 
the  Britifh  feas  an  American  fquadron  which  had  failed 
from  l'Orient,  at  the  latter  end  of  July,  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  well-known  character,  Paul  Jones. 

The  rear-admiral  was  not  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  this  defperare.partizan,  and  his  career  confequently 
remained  unchecked.  About  this  time  he  fucceeded  to 
the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  Scotland,  in  confequence  of 
the  death  of  the  heir  of  Lockart,  of  Caftairs,  who  was 
rai fed  to  that  rank  in  the  year  1677.  At  the  clofe  of  the 
year  he  accompanied  fir  George  Rodney  on  his  fortunate 
expedition,  undertaken  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  and 
owing  to  the  feverity  of  the  weather,  which  took  place 
immediately  fubfequent  to  the  defeat  of  Langara,  was 
for  fome  time  in  confiderable  danger  of  running  afhore 
on  the  fhoals  off  St.  Lucar.  He  returned  to  England* 
and  ferved  in  the  home  or  Channel  fleet,  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  *,  under  the  admirals  Hardy  and 
Geary,  as  alfo  towards  its  conclufion  under  vice-admiral 
Darby  2  this  period  we  may,  however,  (hortly  pafs  over, 
no  consequential  naval  occurrence  having  taken  place* 
Early  in  the  year  1 781 ,  the  extremity  to  which  the  garrifoa 
of  Gibraltar  was  reduced,  rendered  it  again  neceflary  to 
fend  a  formidable  fleet  thither  for  its  relief.  It  was  com- 
manded in  chief,  a*  that  ia  the  Channel  had  been  at  the 
conclufion  of  the  preceding  year,  by  vice-admiral  Darby, 
and  tinder  him  by  rear-admiral  Digby  and  Sir  John  Rofs* 
When  the  fleet  reached  Gibraltar,  it  was  found,  that  the 
Spaniards  had  collected  fo  formidable  a  flotilla  of  gun- 
boats, for  the  purpofe  of  impeding  the  difembarkation  of. 
any  provifions  or  ftores  from  the  tranfports,  as  to  render 
it  absolutely  neceflary  for  feveral  (hips  of  the  line  to 
anchor  m  the  bay  for  their  protection. 

Of  thefe  fir  John  Rofs,  having  fhifted  his  flag  into  the 
Alexander  of  74  guns,  took  the  command,  and  executed 
the  fcTvice  entrufted  to  him  with  the  greatest  diligence,  at- 
tention, and  fuccefs,  in  fomuch  that  th$  commander-in-chief 
Eyed  him  the  following  compliment:  "Sir  John  Rofs 
s  been  indefatigable  in  his  attention  to  all  points  of  this 


*  Ori  the  fi6th  of  September,  1780,  be  was  advanced  to  be  rear* 
iJmirrtaftbtred. 
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duty."  This  was  a  duty  which,  we  muft  beg  to  remaVk,  was 
by  no  means  flight  or  trivial,  the  gun-boats  of  the  enemy 
carried  eighteen  and  twenty-four  pounders,  and  were  ex- 
tremely troublefome  as  well  as  difficult  to  repel,  in  confe- 
quence  of  their  lying  fo  low  in  the  water  as  to  render  it 
almoft  impoflible  for  the  Engtifh  (hips  of  war  to  ftrikc 
them  with  their  fhot,  their  guns  being  fo  much  above 
■fhem.  Nothing  material  took  place,  after  the  return  of 
the  fleet,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  After  the 
faid  year,  1781,  fir  John  went  very  little  to  fea,  we  be- 
lieve, only  during  a  fhort  cruize,  under  lord  Howe,  in  the 
month  of  July.  Having  quitted  the  Royal  George  fome 
time  before,  he  hoifted  his  flag,  on  this  occahon,  on 
board  the  Ocean,  but  on  the  return  of  the  fleet  reiigned 
his  command,  and  appears  never  to  have  accepted  of  any 
fubfequent  one.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  this 
gentleman  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of 
the  blue,  which  was  the  higheft  he  lived  to  attain,  dying 
at  his  family-feat,  Balnagowan  Caftle,  in  Scotland,  on 
the  9th  of  June,  1790. 

SMITH,  Henry, — is  known  only  to  us  from  being 
inferted  in  fome  lifts  of  naval  officers  we  have  feen  as  a 
poft-captain,  taking  rank  from  the  15th  of  November, 
1756,  but  even  the  name  of  the  (hip  to  which  he  was 
appointed  is  not  given. 

STRACHAN,  Sir  John,— was  promoted  to  be  a 
lieutenant  in  the  month  of  January,  1746-7.  In  1755  he 
was  appointed  a  fecond  lieutenant  of  the  St.  George,  at 
that  time  the  flag- (hip  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  After  two 
cruifes  in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  fir  Edward  being  ordered  out 
to  Gibraltar,  on  board  the  Antelope,  for  the  purpofe  of 
Superceding  Mr.  Byng ;  lieutenant  Strachan,  and  all  the 
reft  of  his  officers  accompanied  him  thither,  by  order  of 
the  admiralty  board,  and  was  immediately,  after  he* reached 
Gibralter,  promoted  to  the  command  of  a  (loop  of  war, 
whofe -former  captain  was  ordered  home  as  an  evidence 
on  the  approaching  trial ;  on  the  9th  of.  September,  fol- 
lowing,"-he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  poft-captain, 
and  appointed  to  the  Experiment.  He  was  confequentty 
principally  employed  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Mediterranean, 
where  he  diftinguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  in  an  en- 
counter with  a  very  large  French  privateer,. called  the  Te- 
lemaque.  It  may  be  thought  fomewhat  Angular  no  public 
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notice  ever  was  taken  of  this  very  gallant  aflion,  but  tlie 
account,  tranfmitted  by  captain  Strachan-fo  admiral  Of- 
born,  at  that  time  commander-in-chief  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, having  been  by  Tome  accident  or  negle£t  miflaid, 
thistranfa&ion  unfortunately  remained  unnoticed. 

We  have  been  favoured  with  a  copy  of  captain 
Strachan's  letter,  which  it  is  but  a  bare  aft  of  juftice 
to  the  memory  of  this  decea fed  gentleman  to  infert*. 

*  "  On  the  19th  oltimo,  about  noon,  we  came  up  with  and  engaged 
the  Telemachus,  commanded  by  captain  Bcaupett  de  Counterpont, 
mounting  twenty  guns;  twelve  and  nine  pounders,  which  flap,  by 
the  «quarter-bill,  had  on  board  a  crew  of  four  hundred  and  fixty 
men.  The  enemy  clapped  us  on  board  on  the  flar board  cheiTtree,  but 
Could  enter  the  men  only  from  the  force  aft  le :  we  killed  mo&of  thofe 
who  boarded,  but  fome  were  left  wounded  on  our  decks.  Seeing  the 
French  were  confufed,  and  their  officer*  not  being  able  to  rally  them, 
we  entered  our  men,  which  being  brifker  than  theirs,  they  firuck 
about  three  leagues  from  Fort  Morero  t.  As  the  wind  at  that  time 
was  N.  £,  and  the  enemy's  fhip  on  board  of  us,  &c.  we  were  under 
a  neceflity  of  coming  to  an  anchor  near  a  Spanifh  fort,  between 
Mount  Carpi  and  Cape  de  Lanau.  A  Ihot  being  fired  at  us  from  the 
fort,  I  fent  my  boat  on  (bore,  when  the  governor,  after  demanding 
who  we  were,  and  from  whence  we  came,  faid,  that  if  in  tfce  morning 
we  would  fend  our  boat  on  fhorc  with  an  account  of  the. prize,  ne 
would  come  on  board  and  give  us  prattick ;  but  in  the  morning  he 
de  fired  to  fee  my  commiffion,  and  that  I  would  wait  upon  him  on 
more.  To  avoid  trouble,  I  fent  my  matter  with  a  letter  to  a  perfon 
who  calls  himfelf  the  Englifli  conful  there,  to  acquaint  him,  if  he 
or  the  governor  would  come  off  1  would  give  them  all  the  tattsfae* 
tion  in  my  power,  or  to  any  one  he  would.be  pleafed  to  appoint,  .but 
he  immediately  imprifoncd  my /matter  J;  1  then  fent  my  purfer  to.  en- 
quire the  reaion  of  fuch  proceedings.  The  governor,  or  bailiff  of 
me  cafile,  told  him  he  had  received  an  order,  from  the  governor  of 
'Denja,  to  detain  me,  or  any  officer  belonging  to  the  Englifli  frigate 
that  (hould  come  00  (hore  there,  that  he  bad  fent  an  account  to 
the  governor  of  his  having  detained  the  mailer  ;  and  farther,  that 
fome  of  bis  people  believed  we  were  within  gun- (hot  at  the  time  the 
French  (hip  flruck,  while  others  denied  it.  The  putfer  was  likewife 
jmprifonrd,  but,  on  the  foil  ici  tat  ion  of  our  conful,  was  fet  at  liberty, 
and  brought  me  off  word,  that  there  would  "be  an  order  fent  to  flop 

•f  The  people  in  the  top*  of  the  French  fhip  kept  firing  on  the  deck*  for 
fome  time  afterwards,  nor  would  they  defilt  till  their  captain,  who  was 
wounded,  was  brought  up  and  commanded  them  to  furrender. 

J  He  was  kept  dole  confined, in  the  tower  of  Segovia  two  years,  and  as 
jl  prifoner  on  parole,  having  the  liberty  of  walking  in  the  town,  a  confide  ra- 
blc  time  longer. 
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It  is  on  another  ground  rendered  interefting  as  a  £itlft» 
lie  paper,  in  •  confequence  of  the  conduct  difphtyerf 
by  the  Spaniards  on  that  occafion;  in  So  illegally  imt- 
prifoning  the  matter,  and  treacheroufly  endeavouring,  to 
poflefs  themfelves  of  the  frigate  and  her  prize  aifo. 
Captain  Strachan  did  not  long  remain  in  the  Experiment, 
being  promoted  to  the.  Sapphire,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two 
guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued  till  the  year  1762,  being 
employed  from  1758*  on  the  home  or  channel  fervice, 
where,  as  well  as  he  had  before  done  in  the  Mediterranean, 
he  juftly  acquired  the  efteem  and  friend  (hip  both  of 
thofc  different  Superior  commanders,  under  whofe  orders 
beaded,  as  well  as  the  admiration  and  love  of  all  thofe 
who,  in  a  fubordinate  ftatron,  a&ed  tinder  his  own.  *He 
was  concerned  In  feveral  trivial  encounters,  which,  al- 
though they  tended  much  to  encreafe  his  general  re- 
putation for  gallantry  and  good  condu&,  were  not  Suffi- 
ciently diftinguifhed  to  rife  into  more"  public  notice. 

Towards  the  conclufion  of  the  war  we  have  already 
iloliced  that  he  quitted  the  Sapphire,  and  do  not  know 
him  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commai>d  till  the  year 
1771,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Orford,  of  feventy 
Jims,  one  of  the  fmall  fquadron  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies, 
ttoder  the  command  of  rear-admiral  Harland,  in  confe- 
quince  of  France  having  given  fome  caufe  of  diflruft  by 
encrcafing  her  naval  ftrength  in  that  quarter.  He  quitted 
the  Orford,  however,  in  1772,  and  does  not  appear  to  us 
to  hate  ever  taken  upon  him  any  fubfequent  command.

ear  flii p,  as  well  as  our  priae,  if  we  put  into  any  Spanim  port,  there- 
fore the  confol  advifed  me  to  proceed  to  Gibraltar. 

"  By  the  French  captain's  inftru&ions,  I  find  four  other  privateers, 
of  which  be  was  commodore,  were  ordered  to  cruize  between  Cartha- 
geria  and  Oran.  My  lieutenant  and  matter  behaved  fo  bravely  on  this 
occafion  that  I  cannot  omit  making  particular  mention  of  it,  and  in- 
deed my  people  in  general  behaved  extremely  well. 

"  P.  S.  We  had  fourteen  men  killed  and  forty  wounded,  two  of 
which  are  fine*  dead ;  the  French  oife  hundred  <mti  ten  Killed,  the 
number  wounded  not  ascertained. 

N.B.  The  Experiment  mounted  twenty  guns,  fourteen  nine 
poviutars,  two  fix,  and  four  four  pounders,  ana  had  on  board,  when 
(he  action  commenced,  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and  forty-two  men. 

•  In  1759  he  was  one  of  the  captains  in  the  light  fquadron, 
Rationed  off  the  French  coaft,  under  the  orders  of  commodore  Duff, 
to  watch  the  motion  of  the  French  armament.

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He  Aed,  we  believe,  a!  Bath,  in  the  year  1776,  having, 
during  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  been  in  an  indrierent 
(late  oif  hearth.  In  1765  he  fuccceded  to  the  rank  rf 
a  baronet  of  Scotland. 

TINKER,  John  Bladon,— was,  in  1756,  flrft  lieu- 
tenant of  the  St.  George,  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and 
having  accompanied  him  to  Gibraltar,  in  the  Antelope, 
*as  ordered  to  take  the  command  of  the  Experiment ;  b* 
was  afterwards  promoted,  July  4,  1756,  to  be  captain  of 
the  Trident.  He  did  not  long  retain  that  command,  and, 
after  his  quitting  it,  appears  for  a  fliort  time  to  haw 
held  no  commiflion.  In  the  month  df  Oftober,  1758,  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Argo,  of  fc8  guns,  but  no  material 
occurrence  appears  to  have  taken  place,  with  refpeft  to 
this  gentletnfen,  during  the  time  he  continued  in  that 
ftip.  Early  in  1760,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Medu 
way,  of  fixiy  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies* 
with  captain  Haldane,  of  the  America,  alfo  a  fixty  gun 
Slip,  the  South-fea  Caftle  and  Liverpool  frigates,  having 
under  their  convoy  eight  merchant  (hips;  they  failed 
from  Sptthead  on  the  f2th  of  March,  and  arrived  in 
India  without  meeting  with  any  ftnifter  occurrence.  Cap* 
tain  Tinker  appears  to  have  been  prefenf,  and  to  hav* 
borne  an  aftivt  part  in  the  fiege  of  Pondicherry  *, 
of  which  fortrefs  he  was,  at  the  time  of  its  furrtnder, 
lent  to  take  pofleflion,  accompanied  by  rear-admiral 
Cornifli  and  captain  Haldane.  He  is  fcppofed  to  have  beet* 
prefetit  at  the  fiege.  of  Manilla,  though  no  mention  what- 
ever is  made  of  him  in  the  official  difpatche*,  but  war 
find  him  immediately  afterwards,  in  the  month  of  No- 
vember, engaged  "in  a  difpute,  apparently  rather  feriouty 
with  the  governor  of  the  Plmto  de  Galle  t.   As-  relate*

«•  A  few  days  after  we  got-  in,  captain  Tinker,  with  a  fqaadvort'  of 
hjt  tpajcdy't  fliips  appeared  off;  thcDutch  immediately  feat  an  officer 
oife  tt>  acquaint  captain  Tinker  119  men  o£  war  could  be  admitted,  aia> 
o^mbeiifg  u±  five  ojj  foc-Jk  at  prcfiuno4t  ifi  i  captain  Tiolocr  returned 
for  aafwer,  that  he  would  not  be  taej  amrtfoc  in.  any  raptur e>  ban 
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beneath;  fie  ^quitted  hinafclf  with  th,e,  Mr^bf  ft  reputation* 
and  credit ;  he   continued:  in  India,  ftill  retaining  th? 
co/ngiandof  theMedway.,  and  remaining,  latterly,  fuperior 
or  commanding  officer  on  that  ftation  tillthe  end  of  1764, 
when  he^feturoed  to  Europe..  He  arrived  in  England  about 
tjie.month^f  July,  and  a  complaint  of  rpifconducl,  during* 
tjie^tjtne  he  held  the  chief  command,,  as  juft  related,  hav- 
i$g  been,  preferred:  againft  him,  he,  was  tried  before  a, 
court  (partial*  held  on:  board  the  Superb,  at  Spithead,  on. 
the  25th  of  March,  1766,    but,,  after  an  examination 
of  the  evidence  on  both  fides,  he  was  not  oniy  very# 
honourably  acquitted  of  the  .charge,  but  the  court  gave  it 
as_ their,  opinion,,  that  he  had  in  every  refpccl  behaved 
lijfe-an  able   and  good,  officer,    worthy  the  command, 
which- had  been- rcpofcd  in  him.     He  nev^f, accepted  pf. 
any  fubfequent  comqiiffion,  nor  did  he  iqdeeii  ^qng  Survive 
tjie  event  juft  mentioned,  dying  in  England  on  the  lyjlx- 
Qf  Auguft,  1767.  .•  ,/♦...  .  "'.- 

ViTOWNI,EY,  Edmund, — was  promoted  to  ;the  rank, 
qf  commander  in  the.  navy,  as  far  back  as  the  25th,  of, 
i^uguft,  1745,.  but  we.  have  no  fubfequent  intelligence* 
concerning  him. till. the  aid  of  June,  1756,  when'he  was 
advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Triton,  of  twenty  gujis. 
Jn  this  fliip  he  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Eaft  Indies, 
living  been,  for  forne  time  previous  to  his  failing  thithet^ 
employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the  Home  or  Channel  fervice. 
He  quitted  the  Triton  in  tfie  Eaft  Indies,  not  improbably; 
on  account  of  his  ill  health,  and  died  i&  the  courfe  of  the 
year  1759. 

-  TRELAWNEY,  Sir  William,— the  defendant  of  a, 
yery  ancient  and  honourable  family,  long  fettled  in  the 
qounty.  of  Cornwall  *,  was  the  fon  ot  Edward  Trelawney^ 

that  hTs  majefty's  ftiips  fhould  come  within  piflol-fhot  of  his  walls, 
and  if  A  finglcftot  was  fifed  by  the  Dutch  he  "wopld  not  leave* one 
Hone  6n  in  other  in  Gallel— this  fpirited  anfwer  changed  ahcir  lone, 
and  they  behaved  with  the  greateft  complaiCance  during  our  ft  ay.  A 
Dutch  admiral  arrived  in  a  fixty  gun  (hip,  Mr.  Tinker ;  Cent  hit  com** 
ptimentt,  defiring  the  Dutch  to  give  up  the  Englifli  fubjecls  he  might 
have  in  his  crew  ;  the  Dutch  admiral,  feeing  he  could  not  help  bun* 
felf,  gave  up  all  he  had,  which  were  about  twenty. 

*  Trelawny,  Trelany,  Trelone,  Trilone,  and  as  in  doom  Way ; 
book,  Treloen,  a  lordfhtp  fituate  in  Alternon,  in  the  county  of  Cora* 
wall,  gave' denomination  to  this  ancient  faojly  which  flouiiihcd  .in  the 
faid  county  before  the  conqfteuV      -  ""  ■'  +*  m  •'-*    »\ 
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cfq;    heretofore   reprefentative    in    parliament  for  the 
borough  of  Weft  Looe,  in  Cornwall,  ccromiflioner  of 
the  victualling  office  and  cuitoms,  a#d  afterwards  gover- 
nor of  the  ifland  of  Jamaica,  from  the  year  173610  1752* 
The  firft  information  we  have  of  this  gentleman,  as  n 
naval  officer,  is,  that  he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  to-» 
wards  the  latter  end  of  September  1 743 ;  after  which 
time  we  have  not  been  able  to  col  left  any  information 
concerning  him  till  the  9th  of  April,  1 756,  when  he  wa# 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Port  Mahon  frigate,  and 
was  about,  the  fame  time  ele&ed  member  for  the  borough 
of  Weft  Looe.     He  did  not  continue  any  considerably 
time  in  the  Port  Mahon,  and  after  he  quitted  that  (hip 
appears  to  have  held  no  command  for  a  fhort  period, 
that  is  to  fay,  from  the -latter  end  of  the  year  1757,  to 
nearly  the  fame  time  in  the  enfuing  year.     He  was  then 
promoted  to  the  Lyon,  of  fixtyguns,  one  of  the  fquadron 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  command  of  conv 
modore  Robert  Hughes.     He  diftinguiflied  himfelf  very 
much  at  the  attack  of  Guadaloupe,  being  ordered  to 
filence  a  ftrong  battery,  on  which  were  mounted  nine 
very  heavy  cannon.  This  was,  after  fome  conteft,  effe&cd, 
though  the  undertaking  was  rendered  additionally  diffi- 
culty in  confequence  of  a  fmaller  battery,  mounting  two 
heavy  guns,  which  raked  the  Lyon  a-ftern,  and  did, her 
confiderable  injury,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  the  <ji<jadei 
did  her  no  lefs  mifchief  a-head,  till  the  attention  of  the 
defenders  was  too  much  occupied  by  thofe  (hips  which 
more    immediately  aflailed  them.     Captain  Trelawney 
himfelf,  together  with  the  lieutenaat  of  the  marines  fer-v 
ving  on  board  the  Lyon,  were  wounded  in  the  encounter* 
but  as  it  appears,  fortunately  in  a  flight  degree  only.    •     , 
Captain  Trelawney  returned  to  England  with  commo- 
dore Hughes,  and  the  fquadron,  in  the  month  of  June, 
and  early  in   the  enfuing  year  was   promoted  .to  the' 
Triumph,  of  74  guns,  a  new  (hip  launched  a  fhort  time 
before,  and  built  on  a  newly  improved  conftru&ioru  While 
in  this  command,  during  which  he  continued  on  the 
home  or  Channel  flat  ion,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  .^ad 
any  remarkable  opportunity  of  diftinguilhing .  hjrnfel( 
beyond  the  ordinary   routine  of   fervice.     In.  .1761  he 
removed  into  the  count  de  St.  Florentine,  of  6o  guns,  4 
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prize  taken  frorti  the  -enemy  a  fliort  time  before  by 
captain  Barrington,  in  the  Achilles.  About  this  time 
captain  TreVawney  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  baronet,  and 
was  fliortly  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where 
he  continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  war.  After 
its  conclufion,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  com- 
miffion  as  a  naval  officer.  In  1766,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  very  exalted  flat  ion  of  governor  of  Jamaica,  and 
he  retained  it  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  happened 
on  the  nth  of  December,  1772.  He  continued  in  par- 
liament, as  reprefentative  for  the  borough  of  Weft  Looe, 
Bo  longer  than  the  year  1768. 

WARD,  Thomas, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
commander  of  a  (loop  of  war  on  the  15th  of  January, 
1746-7,  which  is  the  nrft  information  we  have  concern- 
ing him ;  nor  has  any  fubfequent  to  that,  come  to  our 
knowledge,  till  his  promotion  on  the  22d  of  July,  1756, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Syren  frigate.  He  was,  not  long 
afterwards,  ordered  on  the'  Mediterranean  ftation,  where 
we  know  him  to  have  continued  till  the  year  1758.  After 
his  quitting  this  veilel,  which  he  appears  to  have  done 
not  long  after  the  time  juft  ftated,  we  do  not  believe  him 
to  have  held  any  command,  nor  have  we  any  farther  par- 
ticulars concerning  him,  except  that  we  fuppofe  him  to 
have  died  in  the  couife  of  the  year  1774. 

WEBBER,  Charles, — was  promoted  by  admiral  Ma- 
thews to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Elizabeth,  at  the  end  of 
January  1743-4,  a  few  days  before  the  well-known  en- 
counter, with  the  French  and  -Spanifli  fleets,  took  place1 
off-  Toulon.  He  is  not  particularly  noticed  fubfequent 
to  that  time,  till  his  promotion  on  the  5th  of  April,  1756, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Rofe  frigate.  He  continued  in  this 
veflel,  being  principally  employed  as  a  cruifcr,  till  the 
year  1758,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Cerberus,  of 
twenty-eight  guns.  In. this  ftiip  he  remained  till 
the  year  1762,  employed,  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
time,  t>n  the  Weft-India  ftation  ;  but  after  he  quitted  the 
Cerbertis,  which  he  appears  to  have  done  at  the  time  juft 
ftated,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  have  held  any  com- 
mand during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  nor  indeed  fub- 
fequent to  it.  He  neverthelefs  was  highly  efteemed  as  an 
officer  of  gallantry  and  ability,  having  been  promoted  to 
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the  rank  of  a  flag  officer,  according  to  his  fcniority  on 
the  rank  of  captains.  This  advancement  took  place  on 
the  26th  of  September,  1780,  he  being  then  appointed 
fenior  on  the  lift  of  rear-admirals  of  the  white.  He  did 
not  live  to  attain  any  higher  rank,  dying  either  in  theyeat 
1783  or  the  enfuing,  having  never  taken  upon  him  any 
command  as  an  admiral. 

WYATT,  Francis,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant,  as 
far  back  as  the  4th  of  April,  1740,  and  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  commander  of  the  Difpatch  floop  pf  war,  on 
the  7th  of  May,  1748.  He  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Fly,  a  veffel  of  thfc  fame  defcription,  and  from  thence,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1751,  into  the  Vulture,  which 
are  the  only  particulars  we  have  been  able  to  collect  con- 
cerning him  previous  to  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of 
poftrcaptain,  on  the  17th  of  Auguft,  1756,  he  being  then 
commiflioned  to  the  Lively  frigate.  He  remained  in  thifc 
veffel  till  the  year  1758  or  9,  and  was  then  appointed  to 
the  Charlotte  yacht,  from  whence,  in  1 761,  he  removed  into 
the  Augufta,  a  veffel  of  the  fame  defcription.  In  this  he 
appears  to  have  uninterruptedly  continued  till  the  year 
1774,  but  never  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command* 
We  believe  him  to  have  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year 

i778. 
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AFFLECK,  Sir  Edmund,— was,  on  the  3td  of  July 
1745,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  a  lieutenant,  but  we 
have  no  farther  information  relative  to  him  on  which  we 
dare  depend,  except  that  he  appears  to  have  been  pro- 
moted, in  1755,  by  commodore  Frankland,  then  com- 
mander- in  chief  on  the  Leeward  I  (land  ftation,  tp  com- 
mand the  Advice,  of  fifty  guns ;  this  commiflion,  how- 
ever, was  not  confirmed  by  the  Admiralty  board,  inaf- 
aiuch  as  he  takes  rank  as  a  pod-captain  only -from  the 
22d  day  of  March,  1757,  being  then  appointed  to  the 
Mercury>  of  twenty~four  guns*  He  did  not  long  retain 
this  command,  which  not  improbably  was  given  him 
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pertly  for  the  purpofe  of  advancing  htm  in  rank  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  of  the  fervice.  Afterburning  the  Mercury 
he  was,  for  a  fhort  fpace  of  time,  out  of  commiffion,  but 
)n  1759  was  promoted  to  the  Launcefton,  a  fifth  rate,  of 
forty  guns,  which  we  believe  to  have  been  his  next 
Xubfequent  appointment,  and  in  which  he  appears  to 
have  continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  though 
without  being  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with  any  par- 
ticular opportunity  of  diilinguifhing  himfelf.  After 
the  war,  that  is  to  fay,  about  the  year  1766,  he  was  ap-  . 

Jointed  to  the  Argo,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  in  which  (hip 
e  afterwards  proceeded  to  Lifbon,  on  fome  trivial  ac- 
count, with  which  we  are  unacquainted. 

He  did  not  remain  in  this  frigate  more  than  one  or  two 
yea/s,  and,  except  in  this  inftance,  appears  not  to 
nave  held  any  command  till  1770,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  St.  Anthonio,  of  fixty  guns,  a  guardfhip 
*t  Portfmouth,  as  fucceflbr  to  Mr.  Gayton,  who  was,  oa 
the  18th  of  Oflober,  in  the  year  juft  mentioned,'  pro- 
moted-to  be  a  flag  officer.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  no 
longer  than  the  autumn  of  the  enfuing  year,  it  being  then 
put  out  of  commiffion,  we  believe  becaufe  it  was  con- 
sidered as  unfit  for  farther  fervice.  In  1775  he  was, 
although  fo  high  on  the  lift  of  captains,  appointed  to  the 
Medway,  of  iixty  guns,  under  vice-admiral  Mann,  who 
was  then  fent  out  to  the  Mediterranean,  as  commander 
in  chief  on  that  flation,  of  the  fmall  force  ufually  kept 
there  in  time  of  peace.  He  returned  to  England  with 
that  gentleman,  and  was,  immediately  on  his  arrival,  ap- 
pointed to  the  Bedford,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the 
Iquadron  then  under  orders  for  America,  and  to  be  com- 
manded by  Mr.  Byron. 

It  has  already  been  dated,  that  the  fquadron  experienced 
various  di  (afters,  and  was  much  feparated  when  on  its 

SaflTage  from  England,  but  the  Bedford,  and  five  other 
lips  of  feventy-four  guns  each,  had  the  good  forturie  to 
keep  together,  and  reached  Sandy  Hook  in  fafety  on  the 
28th  of  Auguft,  under  the  command  of  rear-admiral 
Parker.  Thefe  (hips  formed  a  very  feafonable  reinforce- 
ment to  the  firitiih  fquadron  on  that  flation,  which  had, 
previous  to  that  time,  been  ft  niggling  under  every  dif- 
.  advantage  of  inferior  office,  to  prevent  the  enemy's  Beet,

tlnder'the  orders  of  the  count  D'Eftaing,  from  making 
any  imprefllon.  The  feafon,  however,  for  naval  opera- 
tions  was  now  over*  the  French  fleet  had  failed  for  Bofton; 
in  order  to  refit,  and  prepare  for  the  intended  operations 
that  were  then  meditated  again  ft  the  Britifli  pofleflions  in 
the  Weft  Indies,  fo  that  the  fubfequent  events,  which  took 
place  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  are  too  uninter^ 
efting  to  require  any  farther  detail. 

A  (hort  time  before  Mr.  Byron  failed  for  the  Weft 
ladies,  in  the  month  of  December,  the  Bedford,  having 
received  much  damage  from  ftormsj  was  ordered  to  Eng- 
land, and  arrived  at  Spithead,  on  the  25th  of  January^  m 
company  with  the  Amazon  frigate.  During  the  en  filing 
year  captain  Affleck  ferved  in  the  home  fleet,  under  the 
orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy,  but  no  encounter  or  occurs 
rence  otherwife  memorable  having  taken  place;  we  pafs  on 
to  relate,  that  the  Pedford  haying  been  one  of  the  fhip* 
forming  the  armament,  fent  under  fir  G.  B.  Rodney,  to 
the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  December  ;  capi. 
Affleck  had  the  happinefs  of  firil  discovering*  on  the 
16th  of  January,  1780,  the  Spanifh  fquadron,  commanded 
by  Don  Juan  de  Langara,  in  the  encounter  w'ith  whom 
he  bore  a  diftinguifhed  (hare.  Some  (hort  time  after  his 
return  to  England,  he  was  again  ordered  to  America,  the 
Bedford  being  one  of  the  fquadron  fent  thither  under-Mr. 
Graves,  for  the  purpofe  of  counteracting  that  of  France* 
commanded  by  the  chevalier  de  Ternay,  but  nothing  fuffi- 
ciently  material  took  place,  to  demand  any  circumstantial 
relation,  in  addition  to  what  we  have  already  given  in 
the  account  of  Mr.  Arbuthnot  and  lord  Graves.  Tlie 
Bedford  was  unfortunately  difmafted  in  a  violent  gale  pf 
wind,  which  arofe  on  the  23d  of  January,  1781,  when 
that  fliip  was  off  the  eaft  end  of  Long  ifland.  By  very 
great  exertions  (he  was  re-mafted  by  the  firft  of  March,  and 
-the  fquadron  immediately  put  to  fea.  In  the  partial 
action,  which  took  place  off  the  capes  of  Virginia,  on  the 
'  16th  of  the  fame  month,  with  the  trench  fquadron,  under 
the  chevalier  de  Ternay,  the  Bedford,  and  indeed  tht 
whole  rear  of  the  Britifii  fquadron,  were  prevented  from 
getting  into  a&ion  by  the  enemy's  line  having  been  broken 
before  it  became  general.  On  the  20th  of  Mayenfuing, 
captain  Affleck  was  promoted  to  .the  rank  of  an  tfiaWiih-v 
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cd  commodore,  and  hoifted  his  broad  pendant  on  board 
the  Bedford.  He  (hifted  it  almoft  immediately  afterwards 
into  a  frigate  *,  being  appointed  to  fuperintend  the  port 
department  at  New  York,  where  it  was  deemed  neceflary 
to  have  an  officer  of  rank  ftationed,  in  confequence  of 
the  commander  in  chief  being,  as  may  naturally  be  fup- 
pofed,  frequently  abfent  on  other  fervice.' 

Mr.  Affleck  continued  thus  occupied  till  the  return 
of  Mr.  Graves  into  port,  after  his  encounter  off  th« 
Chefapeak  with  [the  count  de  Grafle.  Exifting  circum- 
ftances  then  calling  for  the  greateft  Exertions  to  be  made 
for  the  relief  of  earl  Cornwallis,  at  York  Town,  Mr.  Af- 
fleck rehoifted  his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Bedford,  and 
was  ftationed  to  lead  the  fleet  on  the  larboard-tack.  The 
garrifon  having  unfortunately  been  compelled  to  capitu- 
late before  the  Britilh  armament  could  reach  the  Chefa- 
peak ;  all  farther  attempt  to  bring  the  enemy  to  an  en- 
fagement  became  unneceflary,  and  the  fleet  returned  to 
andy  Hook.  | 

It  arrived  there  on4he  29th  of  Oftober,  and,  on  th« 
1 2th  of  the  enfuingmonth,  Mr.  Affleck,  who  (till  con- 
tinued on  board  the  Bedford,  failed  for  the  Weft  Indies, 
with  fir  S.  Hood,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  combined 
artrvament  of  North  America  and  the  Weft  Indies,  in 
order  to  again  oppofe  the  count  de  Graffe,  who  had  him- 
felf  repaired  thither  with  a  very  fuperior  force.  He  now 
had  the  command  of  a  fquadron,  or  divifion,  confiding  of 
feven  (hips  of  the  line,  and  diftinguifhed  himfelf  exceed- 
ingly in  the  encounter  with  the  enemy's  fleet,  on  the 
215th  and  26th  of  January,  in  Baffe  Terre  Road,  St. 
Chriftopher's,  infomuch  that  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  in  his 
public  difpatches,  pafles  the  following  encomium  on  him : 

*  *'  The  enemy  gave  a  preference  t  to  commodore  Affleck, 

*  but  he  kept  up  fo  noble  a  fire,  and  was  fo  well  fupported 
'by  his  feconds,  captairi  Cornwallis  and  lord  Robert  Man- 
ners, that  the  lofs  and  damage  fuftained  in  thofe  (hips  were 

*  very  trifling,  and  they  very  much  prefcrved  the  other  (hips 

*  in  the  rear." 


•In  the  month  of  July  it  was  on  board  the  Ifij. 
.  t  Ei;e$e4  their  jreateft  efforts  againfl  him. 
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Mr.  Affleck  was  equally  fortunate  in  having  a  fimilar 
opportunity  of  diftinguifhing  himfelf,  and,  was  alfo 
equally  eager  in  improving  it,  during  the  well-known 
conflicts  with  the  count  de  GraflTe,  on  the  9th  and  12th 
of  April  enfuing*.  On  account  of  his  conduft  on  that 
occafion  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of 
Great  Britain,  and  received,  in  concert  with  the  flag- 
officers,  the  juftly- merited  thanks  of  both  houles  of  par- 
liament. Sir  George  Rodney  having  proceeded  to  Jamaica 
with  fuch  Ihips  as  had  received  material  damage  in  the 
encounters  jiift  mentioned,  left  the  remainder,  amounting 
to  twenty-fix  (hips  of  the  line,  to  cruife  off  Hifpaniola, 
for  the  double  purpofe  of  picking  up  any  draggling  or  dis- 
abled (hips  belonging  to  the  defeated  fleet,  as  well  as  watch- 
ing the  motionsof  the  Spanifli  fquadron,  the  force  of  which 
amounted  to  fourteen  (hips,  or  upwards,  of  the  line,  re- 
ported to  be,  all  of  them,  in  good  condition.  Sir  Edmund 
on  this  occafion  refumed  his  ftation  as  commander  of  the 
rear  divifion,  but  the  enemy  were  too  prudent  and  cau- 
tious to  put  any  thing  farther  to  the  hazard,  although  their 
naval  force,  when  united,  would  have  been  infinitely  fu- 

Esrior  in  numbers  to  the  fleet  under  the  orders  of  the 
ritifli  admiral. 

The  remainder  of  the  war  paffed  on  in  a  manner, 
equally  uninlerefting ;  fir  Edmund  repaired  to  America' 
with  admiral  Pigot,  and  the  fleet,  as  is  cuftomary  on  the 
approach  of  the  hiirricane  months.  While  on  that  fta- 
tion, he  was  detached,  with  a  ftrong  fquadron  of  ten  or 
twelve  (hips  of  the  line  fent  under  the  orders  of  lord 
Hood,  to  cruife  off  Bofton,  in  hopes  of  intercepting,  on 
its  attempt  to  return  to  the  Weft  Indies,  a  part  of  the 
French  neet  which  had  repaired  thither  under  the  com- 
mand of  monfieur  de  Vaifdreiul.  This  well-concerted 
plan  was,  however,  fruftrated  by  the  caution  and  good 
fortune  of  the  enemy.  His  lordmip  and  the  commodore 
repaired  to  the  Weft  Indies,  on  the  approach  of  winter, 
and  rejoined  admiral  Pigot,  who  had  returned  tliither  with 
that  part  of  the  fleet  he  had  retained  Under  his  own  com- 
mand, fome  time  before.     Peace  being  concluded  imme- 

*  Lord  Rodney,  in  bis  difpatches,  beftows  the  following  encdmiunt 
on  the  commodore,  "  nor  can  led  praife  be  given  to  commodore 
Affleck,  for  hi*  gallant  behaviour  in  leading  the  center  divifion" 
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diatfcly  after  this  time,  commodore  Affleck  returned  t# 
England  early  in  the  enfuing  fiirrimer,  and  (truck  his 
pendant.  On  the  loth  of  February,  1784,  he  was 
promoted  fingly  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
bide,  as  he  afterwards  was,  on  the  24th  of  September, 
1787,  to  the  Tame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron,  but  never 
took  upon  him  any  command.  In  1782,  foon  after  the 
defeat  of  the  count  de  Grafle  was  known  in  England,  he 
was  chofen  reprefentative  in  parliament,  as  fucceflor  to 
Mr.  Chriftopher  Potter,  for  the  borough  of  Colchefter, 
and  continued  member  for  that  town  till  his  tieceafe. 
His  lady  dying  at  Colchefter,  on  the  15th  of  December, 
1787,  he  married,  on  the  16th  of  May,  in  the  follow* 
ihg  year,  Mrs.  Smithers,  a  widow  lady  from  New  York, 
but  did  not  long  furvive  this  union,  dying  op  the  19th  of 
November  enfuing,  at  his  houfe  in  QiJeen-Ann-ftreet, 
Eafh. 

BAILLIE,  Thomas,*— was,  on  the  29th  of  March, 
1745,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  continued 
in  the  fame  (ration  till  the  year  1756,  when  we  find  him 
fcrving  as  fecond  lieutenant  of  the  Deptford,  of  fifty 
gnns,  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Byng's  aQion,  not  long  after 
which  he  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  the  Alderney 
(loop.  Mr.  Baillie  was  one  of  the  witnefles  examined  on 
the  trial  of  Mr.  Byng,  and  gave  teftimony,  we*  think, 
ra'her  unfavourable  to  him.  In  1757,  having  been 
fent  tp  fea  hi  the  Tartar  frigate,  as  captain  per  order, 
he  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  very  large  French 
privateer,  called  the. St;  Maria,  carrying  twenty- four 
guns  and  two  hundred  and  forty  men,  which,  being  pur- 
chafed  into  the  fervice,  was  commiflioncd  as  a  port  (hip, 
called  the  Tartar's  Prite,  and  given  to  Mr.  Baillie  as  a 
j£ward  for  his  rneritdrious  conduS  on  the  preceding  occa-t 
fion,  his  commiffion,  entitling  him  to  take  rank  as  a  cap- 
tain in  the  navy,  bearing  date  the  30th  of  March.  He  was 
principally  employed  as  a  cruifrr,  and  convoyed,  once 
or  twice,  the  Baltic  trade  to,  and  from  the  Scaw;  hut  was 
afterwards  feht  into  the  Mediterranean,  where  the  Tartar's 
trize  was  loft  early  in  the  year  1760.  Captain  Baillie 
returned  to  England  after  this  accident,  and  docs  not  ap- 
pear to  have  accepted  of  any,tommand  fubfequent  to  it, 
ffcojikfj  he  is  faid,  by  fotne^  to  have  afterwards  commanded 
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a  frigate  oh  the  Weft-India  ft  at  ion.  On  the  death  of  cap- 
tain Cotton  Dent,  in  the  month  of  January,  1761,  thift 
gentleman  was,  through  the  intereft  of  the  earl  of  Bute, 
as  it  is  faid,  promoted  to  be  one  of  the  captains  in 
Greenwich  Hofpital ;  and,  not  improbably  through  the 
fame  intereft,  to  be  lieutenant-governor  of  the  famenoblfc 
inftitution,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Boys,  in  the  month  of 
March  1774.  He  retained  this  honourable  ftation  only 
till  the  year  1778,  when,  having  inftituted  a  complaint 
relative  to  fome  abufes  in  the  direftion  and  management 
of  the  hofpital,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  fheets,  th* 
(hirts  of  the  penfi oners,  ana  the  cloathing  of  the  nurfts* 
he  was  difmifled  from  his  ftation  by  the  admiralty  boa  id, 
and  captain  Maplefden  appointed  to  fucceed  him* 

This  affair  pccafioned  no  inconfiderable  noife ;  a  publte 
inquiry  was  moved  for  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  by  the  dvikk 
of  Richmond,  in  the  enfuing  year,  but  after  fome  ftttlfc 
progrefs,  the  party-influence  of  the  miniftry  prevailed, 
and  the  whole  difpute  fell  to  the  ground.  The  bufinefs* 
however,  which  had  juft  been  agitated,  created  foftrift  an 
intimacy  between  captain  Baillie  and  his  grace,  that  oft 
the  latter  havmg  been,  in  1782,  raifed  to  the  high  ftatioa 
of  mafter-general  of  the  ordnance,  he  #  foon  afterwards 
appointed  Mr.  Bailliet  to  the  lucrative  office  of  clerk  of 
the  deliveries^  which  ftation  he  now  continues  to  fill. 

BASSET,  Chriftopher,— was,  on  the  22d  of  Novem- 
ber, promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  After  which 
time  we  have  no  information  whatever  concerning  hirfi 
till  the  year  1756,  when  we  find  him  in  the  ftation  juft 
mentioned  as  fecond  on  board  the  Rami  Hies,  at  the  time 
of  Mr.  Byng's  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  off  Mi- 
norca.   He  was  foon  afterwards  promoted  to  the  rank  of

*  In  1784,  died  John  Barnard,  Efq;  (fan  to  fir  John  Barnard,  here* 
tofore  lord-mayor  of  London)  and  by  his  will,  dated  November  6, 
1779,  bequeathed  captain  Baillie  five  hundred  pounds,  in  the  folio** 
ing  terms :  "  I  give  to  captain  Thomas  Baillie,  lace  deputy-governor 
of  Greenwich  hofpital,  five  hundred  pounds,  as  a  fmali  token  of  of 
approbation  of  hit  worthy  and  difinterefted,  though  ineffectual,  en* 
oeavours  to  refcue  that  noble  national  charily  from  the  rapacioat 
hands  of  the  bafeft  anjl  moft  wicked  of  mankind." 

t  In  1786,  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  his  lady,  who  died  on  th# 
twelfth  of  July  iu  thai  year. 
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commander,  and,  we  believe,  appointed  to  the  Fortuno 
floop.  He  was  ordered  home  towards  the  clofe  of  the 
year  as  an  evidence  on  the  trial  of  admiral  Byng*.  On 
the  23d  of  March,  1757,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
captain  of  the  Phoenix,  a  (hip  of  twenty-four  guns,  but 
immediately  afterwards  was  promoted  jto  the  Rainbow, 
a  fifth  rate,  of  forty  guns,  employed  on  the  home  ftation 
as  a  cruifing  (hip.  He  removed,  in  1759,  into  the  Am* 
Jnifcade,  a  (hip  taken  from  the  enemy  fome  time  before, 
pnd  of  the  fame  force  with  the  Rainbow.  He  was  ordered 
Jo  the,  Mediterranean  not  long  afrerwards,  from  whence 
Jie  returned  with  a  convoy  in  the  month  of  December 
1.760.  He  continued  in  the  fame  command  till  the  year 
1762,  when  the  Ambufcade  was  put  out  of  commiffion, 
and  fold  to  fome  private  adventurers  for  a  privateer. 
iCaptain  Ballet  we  believe  never  to  have  held  any  fub- 
ieqtsent  commiffion,  indeed  he  did  not  long  furvive  the 
£onclufion  of   the    war,  dying  on  the   J  8th   of   May, 

BURNET,  Thomas,— was  promoted  to,  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  on  the  20th  of  Auguft,  1744;  after  which 
time  we  have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the 
year  1 756,  whan  we  find  him  commanding  the  Happy 
floop  of  war.  In  this  veiTtl  he  had  the  good  fortune  to 
Capture  a  very  large  Putch  veflel,  of  confiderable  con<- 
jfequence  to  the  enemy,  inafmuch  as  it  was  laden  with 
math  apd  yards,  for  the  equipment  of  their  fleet  at  Bred. 
On  the  5th  of  May,  1757,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank 
of  poft-captain,  and  aopojnted  to  the  Cambridge,  of 
eighty  guns  \  in  which  (nip  he  was  ordered  not  long  after* 
wards  to  the  Weft  Indies,  as  captain  to  commodore 
Moore,  who  was  then  inverted  with  the  chief  command 
pa  that  ftation.      He  continued  in  the  fame  ihip,  and

*  He  depofed,  rather  in  contradiction  to  the  evidence  of  captain 
Baillie,,  "  That  being  flationed  in  the  lower  deck  he  could  not  take 
Upon  him  to  fay,  wha<  the  di fiance  of  the  enemy's  fleet  was,  or  how 
long  they  continued  firing,  but  that  fevcral  of  the  enemy's  (hot  ftruck 
♦the  Ramillies,  and  one  in  particular  cut  one  of  the  port-hinges  clofe 
'to  him;  that  it  did  not,  indeed,  afrerwards  go  through  the  Ode,  but 
that  it  mufthave  done  fo  h*i  the  gun  been  properly  loaded.  Confer 
"fluently,  a*  the  enemy's  ihot  reached  the  Ramillies,  he  doubted  not 
j>ut  that  her  ihot  reached  them, 
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iminterruptingly  occupied  in  the  ordinary  routine  of , 
fervice  till  the  commencement  of  the  year  1 759,  when,  in 
confequence  of  a  ftrohg  reinforcement  fent  from  England, 
under  the  orders  of  commodore  Robert  Hughes,  a  formi- 
dable attack  was  refolved  on  againft  the  different  French 
fettlements  in  the  Weft  Indies.  -When  offenfive  opera- 
tions were  on  the  point  of  being  undertaken  againft 
Guadaloupe,  the  commodore  fhifted  his  broad  pendant 
from  the  Cambridge  to  the  Woolwich,  and  the  former 
ihip  was  ordered,  together  with  the  Norfolk,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  and  the  St.  George,  of  ninety  guns,  to  attack 
the  citadel,  which,  though  (extremely  ftrong  and  well- 
defended,  was  completely  filenced  by  the  aflailants  after 
a  tremendous  cannonade,  which  commenced  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continued  till  four  in  the 
afternoon. 

Captain  Burfcet  returned  to  England,  we  believe  in  the 
month  of  June,  with  commodore  Hughes,  and  not  long 
after  his  arrival  removed  into  the  Bedford,  of  fixty-four 
guns,  but  remained  in  that  ihip  a  Very  fhorttime,  having, 
early  in  1760,  again  removed  into  the  Rochefter,  of  fifty 
guns.  In  thi9  ihip  he  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  on  the 
North  American  ftation,  where  he  remained,  retaining 
the  fame  command,  till  1*762  ;  but  having  in  that  year 
joined  the  fleet  in  the  Weft  Indies,  deftined  for  the  ex- 
pedition projected  againft  the  Havannah,  under  the  orders 
of  fir  George  Pocock,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Marl- 
borough, of  fixty-fix  guns,  which,  a  fliort  time  before, 
had  been  the  flag-fhip  of  rear-admiral  Rodney.  He 
was  one  of  the  commanders  ordered,  on  the  firft  of  July, 
to  attack  the  Moro  Caftle,  a  fervice  which  he  affifted  in 
carrying  into  execution  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  obtain  the 
molt  complete  approbation  of  the  commander  in  chief. 
The  injury,  however,  fuftained  by  the  Marlborough, 
owing  to  her  ftation  being  much  lefs  expofed  to  the 
enemy's  fhot  than  that  of  the  other  ihips,  was,  compared 
with  theirs,  extremely  trivial,  amounting  to  no  more 
than  two  men  killed  and  eight  wounded.  After  the  for- 
tunate termination  of  the  expedition  he  prepared  to  return 
to  England,  and  failed  from  the  Havannah,  on  the  3d 
of  November,  in  company  with  fir  George  Pocock  and 
|hc  fleet.    Puring  the  firft  three  weeks  they  had  a  prof- 
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perous  paflage,  but  when  about  two  hundred  leagues 
diftant  trom  the  land's  end,  the  wind  fuddenly  came 
round  to  the  eaftward,  and,  encreafing  to  a  (form,  dif- 
perfed  the  fleet,  and  reduced  many  of  the  fiiips  to  the 
greateft  extremity  of  diftrefs.  The  Marlborough  at- 
tempted  to  bear  away  for  Lifbon,  and  was  on  the  point 
of  "foundering,  when  the  Antelope,  of  fifty  guns,  from 
Newfoundland,  providentially  fell  in  with  her.  Captain 
Burnet  had  been  obliged,  for  fome  time,  to  keep  fifty 
men,  night  and  day,  at  the  pumps,  till  the  whole  crew 
became  fo  exhaufted  by  fatigue,  that  they  would  have 
been  unable  to  have  kept  the  (hip  afloat  one  night 
longer. 

Capt*  Burnet  and  his  people  were  confequently  fcarcely 
taken  out  before  the  (hip  went  to  the  bottom  ;  this  misfor- 
tune, which  had  fo  nearly  proved  far  more  dreadful  by 
occasioning  the  untimely  death  of  fo  many  brave  men,  was 

J  principally  owing  to  the  injury  the  Marlborough  had  * 
attained  from  the  worm  while  lying  at  the  Havannah. 
We  do  not  find  captain  Burnet  to  have  held  any  fubfe- 
quent  command  after  this  time  till  the  year  177 1,  when 
lie  was  appointed  to  the  Boyne,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of 
the  (hips  put  into  commifaon,  we  believe,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  relative 
to  the  Falkland  iflands.  Notwithftanding  matters  were 
compromifed,  captain  Burnet  appears  to  have  continued 
in  the  command  of  the  Boyne  during  the  remainder  of 
the  current  year,  and  a  part  of  the  enfuing ;  after  which 
time  he  was  again  out  of  commiflion  till  fome  time  after 
the  commencement  of  the  difpute  with  France,  Spain, 
and  America. 

Early  in  1779  he  was  appointed  to  the  Prudent,  a 
third  rate,  of  fix  ty- four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  ferved, 
during  that  year,  in  the  home  or  Channel  fleet,  under 
the  orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy*  In  the  month  of 
March,  1780,  the  Prudent  was  ordered  to  America 
as  one  of  the  fquadron,  confiding  of  fix  (hips  of  the 
line  and  a  frigate,  fent  thither  under  the  command  of 
jear-admiral  Graves.  Nothing  material  occurred  on 
that  ftation,  as  we  have  already  had  .occafion  more 
than  once  to  obferve,  till  the  month  of  March  1781, 
When  the   French  chef  d'Efeadre  having  put  to  fea, 
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was  followed  immediately  by  the  Britifli  fquadron,  and 
overtaken  near  the  Capes  of  Virginia,  on  the  16th  of  the 
month  juft  mentioned.  Capt.  Burnet. being  Rationed  in  the 
van,  which  was  the  only  part  of  the  Britifli  force  which  was 
fuccefsful  enough  to  clofe,  and  bring  the  enemy  to  adion  ; 
the  Prudent,  together  with  the  Europe  and  Robuft,  had 
to  fuftain  the  attack  of  the  whole  French  fquadron ;  this 
they  did  fo  refolutely  and  judicioufly  as  to  compel  it  to 
retire  with  much  precipitation,  after  a  fevere  a&ion  of 
half  an  hour ;  but  the  damage  thofe  (hips  had  unfor- 
tunately fuftained  in  this  very  gallant  though  indecifivc 
encounter,  prevented  vice-admiral  Arbuthnot  from  pur- 
futng  this  dawning  of  fuccefs;  the  rigging  of  the  Prudent 
was  fo  completely  cut,  that,  as  foon  as  the  a&ion  ceafed, 
the  admiral  was  under  the  neceflity  of  ordering  her  to 
be  taken  in  tow  by  the  Adamant.  Her  lofs  in  killed 
and  wounded  was  not  fo  material,  amounting  to  only 
feven  in  the  former  clafs,  and  twenty-four  in  the  latter; 
neverthelefs  the  Prudent  was  very  materially  damaged, 
confidering  the  fliortnefs  x>i  the  a&ion,  owing  to  the  di-r 
redion  of  the  enemy's  fire,  which,  according  to  their 
ufual  cuftom,  was  aimed  at  the  mails  and  rigging  of  the 
aflailants.  The  (hip  being  (lightly  refitted  by  (idling  het 
mads,  as  well  as  the  exigencies  and  circumftances  attend* 
ing  the  fervice  would  permit,  continued  to  cruife  in 
company  with  the  fquadron,  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  fummer.  But,  in  the  month  of  July,  meeting  with 
weather  rather  more  boifterous  than  fuited  a  (hip  in  her 
Crazy  condition,  he  was  obliged  to  be  ordered  to  New 
York,  for  the  purpofe  of  being  re-mafted.  This  circum- 
fiance  prevented  captain  Burnet  from  being  prefent  at 
the  encounter  with  the  count  At  Grade,  off  the  Chefapeak. 
But  though  almoft  completely  difmantled  at  the  time 
Mr,  Graves  and'  the  fleet  put  to  fea,  on  the  30th  of 
Auguft,  fuch  was  the  expedition  ufed  by  this' gentleman 
and  his  people,  that  the  (hip  was  fitted  and  joined  the 
admiral,  when  on  his  return  towards  Sandy  Hook,  on  the 
15th  of  September. 

Capt.  Burnet  having  immediately  afterwards  removed, 
by  ordet  of  the  commander-in-chief,  into  the  Royal 
Oak,  when  the  fleet,  reinforced  by  Mr.  Digby,  pro- 
ceeded to  fea  a  fecond  time  in  the  hopes  of  forcing  the. 
fount  de  Graffe  to  a,  mqre  decifive  a&ion,  and  by  that 
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meafts-  relieving  the  earl  Cornwallis,  at  York  Town, 
fce*  was  ftationed  in  the  line  as.  one  of  the  feconds  to 
the  commander-in-chief;  but  as  we  have  already  had 
©tcafion  to  relate,  and  as,  indeed,  may  be  well  remem- 
bered, no  encounter  took,  place.  Capta-in  Burnet  does 
no*  appear  to  have  failed  for  the  Weft  Indies  at  the  fame 
time  with  fir  Samuel  Hood,  as  the  Royal  Oak  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  line  of  battle  at  the  time  of  the  encounter 
off  St.  Chriftopher's ;  he  muft  have  arrived,  however, 
ftortly  after  this  period,  as  we  find  him  in  the  well- 
known  a&ions  of  the  9th  and  12th  of  April  enfuing,  off 
Dominica,  ftationed  to  lead  the  fleet  on  the  ftarboard- 
tack.  On  the  firft  of  the  days  juft  mentioned,  the  van  fwf- 
tained  the  whole  weight  of  the  encounter,  and  the  Royal 
Oak  was,  according  to  the  official  account  given  by  fir 
George  Rodney,  completely  difabled  ;  the  larboard  divi- 
fion  having  led  into  action  on  the  twelfth,  that  com- 
■aanded  by  fir  Samuel  Hood,  to  which  the  Royal  Oak 
belonged,  was  confequentry  lef3  expofed.  In  both  thefe 
encounters  captain-  Burnet  conducted  himfelf  with  the 
greatcft  intrepidity.  His  firft  lieutenant  and  feven  of  the 
crew  were  killed ;  his  captain  of  marines  and  twenty- 
nine  other  perfons  were  wounded.  Soon  after  this  very 
memorable  action,  captain  Burnet  returned  to  England 
as  a  paffenger,  and  never  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  com- 
mand. We  believe  him  to  have  died  in.  the  courfe  of 
the  year  1784. 

CAMPBELL,  Alexander, — the  firft  information  we 
have  of  this  gentleman  is,  that  he  was  promoted  to  the 
xank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Port  Manor* 
frigate,  by  commiflion,  bearing  date  April  the  4th,  1757* 
He  almoft  immediately  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Nightingale,  of  twenty  guns  ;  and  before  the  conclufion 
of  the  year  was  ordered  to  America.  He  again  removed, 
early  in  1758,  into  the  Rye,  in  which  fhip  he  died  at- 
Antigua,  on  the  17th  of  November  in  that  year. 

CLEMENTS,  Michael, — we  find  this  gentleman  to 
have  been,  in  the  month  of  May,  1757-,  lieutenant  of  the 
Unicorn  frigate  ;  this  veffel  being  then  employed  as  a, 
cruifer,  fell  in  with  the  Invincible,  a  very  large  privateer, 
belonging  to  St.  Maloe's,  mounting  twenty- tour  nine 
Jwunders,  manned  with  a  chofen  crew  of  two  hundred 
......  and 
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and  eighty-fix.  men.  The  captain  (Raw lings)  being  killed* 
Mr.   Clements  took  upon  him  the  command,  and  en- 
gaged ther  privateer  with  the  utmoft  gallantry  for  an  hour 
and  a  half,  when  the  enemy  furrendered,  having  had  be- 
tween forty  and  fifty  men  killed  and  wounded,  while  ths 
Unicorn,  from  the  confufed'manncr  in  which  her  antago- 
rrift   fought,  had  only  her  boat  f wain,  her  armourer,  and 
•ne  marine  killed,  together  with  five  feamen  wounded* 
This  fuccefs  of  Mr.  Clements  did  not  end  here,  fox 
meeting  with  intelligence,  from  perfons  on  board   the 
prize,'  that  (he  had,  on  the  28th  of  April  preceding,  in 
company  with  another  vveflel  of  the  fame  defer! pt ion  witk 
herfelf,  captured  a  private   (hip  of  war  belonging   to 
Guernsey,  he  immediately   refolved  to  fail  in  queu  of 
her.     He  was  fortunate  enough  to  fall  in  with  the  enemy 
after  a  few  days  cruife,  and  captured  her  on  exchanging 
two  or  three  broadfides;  the  prize  proved   to    be    the 
Countefle  deNoaillcs,  belonging  to  Bourdeaux,  mounting 
fourteen  guns,  and  having  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and 
forty-three  men.     In  confequence  of  the  gallantry  dif- 
played  on  the  foregoing  occafions,  Mr.  Clements  was 
firft  raifed  to  the  rank  of  commander  of  a  floop,  and 
quickly  afterwards  promoted  to  that  of  pod  captain  being 
appointed  to  the  Adtcon,  a  new  frigate  built  of  fir,  by  com- 
miffion  bearing  date  September  29,  1757-    He  remained 
in  this  (hip  till  the  fpring  of  the  year  1759,  having  been 
next  promoted  to  the  Pallas,  a  frigate  of  thirty-fix  guns, 
attached  to  the  fleet  then  employed  in  the  Channel-,  urider 
the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.     He  diftinguiihed  him- 
felf  exceedingly  in  the  month  of  July, under  the  honourable 
captain  Hervey,  afterwards  earl  of  Briftol,  in  the  attack 
of  four  fliips,  under  Svvedifli  colours,  laden  with  cannon 
and  warlike  itores  for  the  enemy's  fleet,  which  attempted 
to  get  intoBrcft*. 

Towards  the  conclufion  of  this  year  he  was  ordered 
on  the  Irifh  ftation,  and  in  the  month  of  February, 
1760,  again  rendered  himfelf  much  noticed,  with  cap- 
tain Elliot,  in  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  fmall 
fauadron  commanded  by  the  celebrated  Thurot ;  the 
Blonde,  carrying  thirty-two  guns  and  tour  hundred  men,

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having  been  engaged  and  captured  by  the  Pallas.  Gaptaiti 
Clements  continued  in  the  fame  (hip  during  the  whole 
of  the  war,  being  ordered,  before  the  conclufion  of  the 
then  current  year,  to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  re- 
mained till  theceffation  of  hoftilities  took  place,  and  as  it 
appears  without  having  it  fortunately  in  his  power  to  add 
to  thofe  honours  he  had  already  moft  dcfervedly  acquired. 
He  continued  captain  of  the  Pallas,  and  remained,  we 
believe,  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation  till  the  end  of  the 
year  1764,  when  he  returned  to  Plymouth,  and  was  paid 
off. 

After  this  time  we  do  not  find  hrm  again  employed  till 
the  year  1769,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  L)orfet- 
fhire,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of  the  guard  (hips  ftationed 
mt  Portfmouth.  He  retained  this  command  till  the 
end  of  the  year  1771  ;  but  does  not  appear  to  have 
held  any  fubfequent  commidion  till  the  end  of  the  year 
1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Vengeance,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  was  preknt  at  the 
engagement  with  D'Orvilliers,  off  Ufhant,  and  had 
twenty-two  men  killed  and  wounded.  He  continued  in 
the  Vengeance  during  a  few  months  only  after  this  time, 
and,  after  he  quitted  it,  does  not  appear  to  have  accepted 
of  any  command.  This  gentleman  feems  to  have  been 
rather  hardly  treated,  not  having,  when  he  became  in  due 
courfe  of  feniority  on  the  lift  of  captains,  fairly  entitled 
to  fuch  a  diftinction,  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  a 
flag-officer  even  on  the  fuperannuated  lift.  A  motion 
of  enquiry  relative  to  naval  promotions  having,  how* 
ever,  been  afterwards  made  in  the  houfe  of  commons, 
we  find  him,  in  common  with  fome  others  who  had 
experienced  the  fame  injurious  and  intuiting  treatment, 
raited  to  the  rank  of  a  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated 
lift.  TJiis  advancement  took  place,  we  believe,  in  the  year 
1790,  and  was  from  its  nature  all  the  diftinclion  in  fer- 
'vice  he  ever  lived  to  obtain/  He  died,  we  believe,  in  the 
yea*  1796. 

CORN  WALL,.ThomaSj— was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  in  the  year  1749,  after  which  time  we 
have  been  able  to  obtain  ,no  information  concerning 
him,  tiH  the  month  of  Auguft  1756,  when  be  com- 
manded the  Speedwell  floop  of  war;    on  the  7th  of 
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February,  1757,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft- 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Grafton.    He  remained 
but  a  very  fliort  time  in  this  (hip,  to  which,  indeed,  he 
was,  in  all  probability,  appointed  merely  for  the  purpofe 
©f  givinghim  rank  as  a  poft -captain.  About  Marcn  1760, 
he  was  made  captain  of  the  Emerald,  of  thirty-four  guns, 
but,  as  in  the  former  inftance,  remained  in  that  veflel  a  very 
fliort  time  only.  He  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  other 
command,  either  during  the  war  or  after  its  conclufion, 
except  that  of  the  Milford,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  to 
which  (hip  he  is  faid  to  have  been  appointed  in  1766, 
but  in  which  alfo  he  certainly  did  not  long  remain.     In 
1771  he  was  chofen  xeprefentative  in  parliament  for  the 
town  of  Montgomery,   but  vacated  his  feat  in   1772. 
Having  been  fo  little  conneded  with  the  fervice,  he  was 
not,  in  courfe  of  feniority,  raifed  to  the  rank  of  a  flag- 
officer,  which  together  with   his  long   retirement  from 
fervice,  is  not  to  be  imputed  to  the  (mailed  impropriety 
either  of  fentiment  or  conduct,  but  merely  to  his  very 
infirm  ftate  of  his  health,  he  having,  for  a  considerable 
number  of  years,  laboured  under  the  fevered  reiterated 
attacks  of  the  .gout ;  *a  diforder  that  in  the  end  occa- 
fioned  his  death,  which  happened  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1796,  at  his  feat  at  Chart  Park,  near  Dorking,  Surry. 
A  (hort  memorandum,  given  in  a  periodical  publication, 
briefly  and  modeftly  ftates,  that  he  died  univerfally  la- 
mented ;  to  the  truth  of  which  aiTertion  all  perfons  who 
were  honoured  with  his  acquaintance  bore  ample  tefti- 
mony.    Thodgh  fo  extremely  infirm  he  was,  even  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  by  no  means  an  aged  man,  being 
only  in  his  fixty- fifth  year. 

CRAIG,  Robert;, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu*. 
tenant  on  the  27th  of  February,  1740-1,  and  to  that  of 
Commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  23d  of  June,  1748* 
We  have  no  other  information  concerning  him  previous 
to  his  promotion  on  the  4th  of  January,  1757,  to  be 
Captain  of  the  Solebay,  of  twenty  guns.  In  this  veflel, 
which  appears  to  have  been  employed  principally  as  a 
cruifer,  captain  Craig  continued  till  the  enfuing  year, 
when,  in  the  month  of  May,  he  had  the  misfortune  to 
be  grievoufly  wounded  by  a  muflcet-ball  in  the  throat, 
ui#  an  engagement  with  a  French  privateer*  This  un- 
lucky

lucky  accident  we  believe  to  have  occafioned  his  retire- 
ment from  the  fervice,  as  his  name  does  not  again  occur 
as  holding  any  command.  He  died  in  the  courfe  of  the 
ye^r  1769. 

ELLIOT,  John,— is  the  defoendant  of  a  very  ancient 
and  honourable  family  in  North  Britain,  but  the  firft  infor* 
mation  we  have  concerning  him  in  the  line  of  fervice 
is,  that  he  was  promoted,  on  the  5th  of  April,  1757,  to 
be  captain  of  the  Royal  William ;  we  believe  him,  how- 
ever, to  have  retained  this  command  but  a  very  little 
time,  and  after  his  quitting  it,  he  appears  to  have  con- 
tinued during  a  (hort  period  out  of  commiflion.  In  the 
courfe  of  the  year  1758,  he  was  appointed  to  the  /Eolus,  a 
frigate,  carrying  thirty-two  guns,  then  newly  launched. 
On  the  fifteenth  of  March,  1759,  he  had  the  good 
fortune  to  capture  the  Mignorie,  a  fmall  French  frigate, 
carrying  twenty  guns  and  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
men,  after  a  fmart  adion  of  no  long  duration,  in  which  the 
captain,  the  chevalier  de  Tranfanville,  and  a  confiderable 
number  of  men  were  killed,  the  fecond  captain  loft  his 
thigh,  and  twenty-five  of  the  crew  were  wounded  ;  while 
the  lofs  fuftained  by  the  TEolus  was  no  more  than  one 
or  two  men  wounded.  Early  in  the  year  1760  we  find 
him  employed  on  th*  Irifh  ftation.  He  was  lying  at 
Kinfale,  on  the  24th  of  February,  having  in  company 
with  him  the  Pallas  and  Brilliant,  of  thirty-fix  guns 
each,  when  he  received  information  from  the  lord- 
lieutenant  of  Ireland,  that  Thurot's  fquadron  was  then 
off  Carrickfergus  ;  he  immediately  ufed  the  utmoft  dif- 
patch  in  getting  out  to  fea*,  and  was  fo  expeditious 
when  out,  that,  on  the  twenty-fixth,  he  was  off  Carrick- 
fergus himfelf. 

The  weather  proving  tempeftuous,  and  the  wind  con- 
trary, the  Britiih  (hips  could  not  get  in,  but  captain 
Elliot  having  procured  intelligence  of  the  courfe  (leered 

*  It  ha*  been  reported  to  us,  we  believe  on  good  authority,  that 
at  the  time  the  exprefs  arrived  to  captain  Elliot,  with  intelligence 
that  the  enemy  was  on  the  coaft ;  one  of  the  frigates,  we  believe  the 
Pallas,  was  lying  with  hex  fore-top-maft  fprung ;  but  fuch  was  the 
expedition  uied  that  the  yard  was  got  down,  the  top-maft  was  Gripped, 
a  trefli  one  up,  and  the  yard  acrofc  in  three  quarters  of  an  hour. 
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oy  the  enemy:  He  direded  his  purfuit  accordingly,  and 
was  fortunate  enough  to  difcover  them  at  four  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  28th  ;  a  chace  was  irfimediately 
commenced,  and  with  fuch  fucccfs  that  about  nine  Mr. 
Elliot  himfclf  brought  Mr.  Thurot,  in  the  Belleifle,  of 
forty-four  guns,  to  adion.  In  a  few  minutes  afterwards 
the  engagement  became  general  >  and  the  French  commo- 
dore himfelf  being  killed,  after  it  had  continued  with  much 
brifknefs  for  an  hour  and  an  half,  the  Belleifle  ftruck 
her  colours,  immediately  after  which  her  two  companions 
followed  her  example.  The  lofs  fuftained  by  the  enemy 
was  very  confiderable,  it  amounted  to  upwards  of  three 
hundred  men  killed  and  wounded,  including  the  brave 
Thurot  himfelf,  and,  feveral  of  the  principal  officers, 
white  the  numbers  killed  and  wounded  amounted,  in  all 
the  Britilh  (hips  together,  to  no  more  than  five  killed, 
four  in  the  /Eolus  alone,  and  thirty-one  wounded. 

The  Belleifle  loft  her  boltfprit,  mizen  mad,  and  main 
yard,  the  fore  and  main-mad  alfo  were  fomuch  damaged, 
as  well  as  the  hull,  that  it  was  with  the  utmoft  difficulty 
the  (hip  was  carried  into  Ramfey-bay,  and  (prevented  from 
foundering.  Such,  however,  was  the  expedition  ufed  in 
refitting  the  prizes,  that  on  the  10th  of  March,  captain 
Elliot,  together  with'  them  and  his  fquadron,  got  into 
Kinfale*,  and  from  thence  proceeded  to  Spit  head,  where 
he  arrived  on  the  26th.  He  was  prefented  to  his  ma- 
jefty  and  mod  gracioufly  received,  being  immediately 
afterwards  ordered  on  a  cruize,  off  the  coaft  of  France. 
He  again  diftinguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  in  the  month 
of  May,  by  cutting  out  a  French  brig,  laden  with  naval 
(tores,  from  under  a  French  battery  of  very  confiderable 
ftrength,  on  the  ifland  of  Belleifle.  Immediately  on  hi* 
return  into  port  he  was  appointed  to  the  Gofport,  of 
forty  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Sound,  as  convoy  to  the 
outward-bound  Baltic  trade.  He  remained,  however,  in 
this  fhip  but  a  very  (hort  time,  probably  no  longer  than 
while  the  jEolus  was  under  repair,  as  we  find  him,  early 
in  the  enfuing  year,  1 761 ,  to  have  commanded  that  frigate,

•  The  Irifli  parliament  voted  their  thanks  to  the  captains  felliot, 
t^oggie,  and  Clements,  and  the  city  of  Cork  prefented  them  with  their 
freedom  in  elegant  Giver  boxes. 
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which  was  then  employed  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Bay  of 
Brfcay.  He  is  no  othcrwife  mentioned  while  thus  oc- 
cupied, than  as  having  captured,  off  Cape  Finifterre,  on 
the  23d  of  March,  a  French  privateer,  called  the  Car- 
nival, carrying  four  carriage-guns,  and  fixty-four  men. 
Captain  Elliot  proceeded  with  his  prize  to  Spit  head,  an<J 
was  promoted,  on  his  arrival,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Chichefter,  a  third  rate,  of  feventy  guns.  In  this  ihip 
he  continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  and  to* 
wards  its  concluflon  was  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean, 
where,  for  reafons  already  repeatedly  given,  he  had  no 
farther  opportunity  of  particularly  dininguifhing  himfelf* 
In  the  year  1763  he  was  commiflioned  to  theBetkma,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  and  it  is  faid  proceeded  in  that  {hip 
to  the  Eaft  Indies..  He  muft,  however,  have  returned 
very  fpeedily  from  thence,  as  we  find  him,  in  1764,  at 
Plymouth  in  the  fame  (hip. 

In  1767  he  is  faid  to  have  commanded  a  fifth  rate,  but 
we  have  been  unable  to  difcover  its  name  or  ftation,  and 
very  much  doubt  the  fail*.  On  the  26th  of  September, 
1770,  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Portland,  of  fifty 
guns,  but  continued  in  that  ihip  no  longer  than  the. 
enfuing  year,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  received 
any  fubiequent  commiflion  till  1777,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Trident,  of  fixty-four  guns.  In  this 
Ihipt  he  failed  for  America,  in  1778,  having  as  paC 
fengers  with  him  the  earl  of  Carlifle,,  Mr.  Eden,  and 
governor  Johnfon,  who  were  fent  thither  as  commiffioners 
to  treat  and  agree  on  the  means  of  fettling  the  difpute^ 
then  fubfifting  between  Great  Britain  .and  the  American, 
colonies.  Captain  Elliot  arrived 'in  the  Delaware,  on  the 
jth  of  June;  and  having,-  according  to  his  inftruftions* 
put  himfelf  under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe,  during  his 
continuance  on  the  American  ftation  ferved  on  the  expe- 
dition, undertaken  by  his  lordfhip,  for  the  relief  of  Rhode 
Ifland.  The  commodore  returned  to  England  before 
the  conclusion  of  the  year,  but  had  previoufly  quitted 
the  Trident,  that  (hip  having  been  ordered  to  remain

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»Wo«d  *ith  admiral  Byron.  He  had  no  appointment 
fubfequent  to  his  'return  till  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  1779,  when  having  been  appointed*  as  a  private 
captain,  to  the  Edgar,  of  feventy-four  guns*  a  (hip  newly 
launched,  he  accompanied  fir  George  Rodney,  in  the 
fcnonth  of  December,  on  his  fortunate  expedition,  under* 
taken  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  He  appears  to  hav* 
borne  a  very  confiderable  ftiare  in  the  defeat  and  capture 
Of  Langara's  fquadron,  the  Edgar  having  had  twenty  .fix 
men  killed  and  wounded  * ;  an  heavier  lofs  than  Was  fuft 
tained  by  any  fhip  in  the  fleet,  except  the  Monarch  and 
Defence.  When  the  fleet  returned,  Mr.  Elliot  was  left 
at  Gibraltar  with  the  Edgar,  as  commanding  officer  at 
that  port,  it  having  been  thought  that  a  fhip  of  her  rate 
in  addition  to  the  naval  force  which  had  been  previoufty 
employed  on  the  fame  fervice,  might  afford  confiderable 
affiftance  to  the  befieged  garrifon.  This  fuppofition 
proving,  however,  foon  afterwards,  to  be  ill-founded,  and 
the  continuance  there  of  fo  capital  a  fhip  rendered  dan* 
gerous,  by  the  reiterated  attacks  of  the  Spanifh  gun  boats* 
captain  Elliot  returned  to  England  with  the  Edgar,  and 
ferved  during  the  greater  part  of  the  remainder  of  the 
war  in  the  main  or  Channel  fleet,  with  the  rank  of  com- 
modore, continuing,  except  at  a  few  fhort  intervals,  on 
board  the  Edgar,  till  the  month  of  June  1782 1.  He 
then  removed  into  the  Romney,  of  fifty  guns,  and  after 
ferving  under  lord  Howe  for  a  fhort  cruife  in  the  Channel* 
remained  on«the  home  ftation,  when  the  main  fleet  pro* 
ceeded  to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  No  event,  however* 
in  any  degree  confequential  took  place  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  hoflilities ;  when  peace  was  concluded,  the 
commodore  was  under  orders  to  proceed  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  as  commander  of  a  fquadron,  which  was  to  have 
confided  of  five  fhips  of  the  line  and  a  frigate  ;  but  the

*  A  lieutenant  of  marines  was  killed  on  board  the  Edgar,  and  out 
of  her  liemananti  (Mr.  Forbet)  wounded. 

t  At  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  he  accompanied  Mr.  Kempenfclt 
on  hit  cruife,  intended  to  intercept  the  French  fquadron  bound  from 
BreQ  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  had  a  fhort  DurmiGi  with  the  Trium* 
phant,  of  eighty. four  guns,  the  flag-fhip  of  the  marquis  de  Vaudreuil. 
His  conduct  on  this  occaGon  is  reprefented  by  Mr.  Kempenfclt  a» 
having  been  aufterly  in  the  bigheft  degree. 

Pa.  anna* 
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armament  was  cohfequently  countermanded  on  the  evetf 
juft  mentioned  taking  place. 

Mr.  Elliot  held  no  command  from  this  time  till  the 
year  1786,  when  he  was  appointed  governor  of  New- 
foundland; which  ftation  he  continued  to  hold  during 
the  time  ufually  allotted  to  that  appointment.  While  he 
held  it,  he  was,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  advanced 
to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red,  which  was  his  nrft  rank  as 
a  flag-officer.  On  the  21ft  of  February,  1790,  he  was  far- 
ther promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue*,  as  he  was,  on 
the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  vice  of  the  white,  and  on 
the  12th  of  April,  1794,  to  be  vice  of  the  red;  on  the 
16th  of  April,  1795,  he  was  raifcd  to  the  rank  he  now 
holds,  as  admiral  of  the  blue,  but  owing  to  an  infirm 
ftate  of  health,  has  not  taken  upon  himfelf  any  farther 
command  y  a  flag- officer. 

FAULKNER,  Robert,— was  the  fon  of  the  unfortu- 
nate captain  Samuel  Faulkner,  who*  was  drowned  in  the 
Vi&ory,  with  the  gallant  fir  John  Balchen  t.  Having  been 
intended  from  his  earlieft  youth  for  the  fea  fervice  by  his 
father,  he  went  to  fea  when  vefy  young,  and  was  promot- 
ed to  be  a  lieutenant  on  the  5th  of  October,  1741.  We 
have  no  farther  information  concerning  him  till  the 
yeax  1756,  when  we  believe  him  to  have  been  lieutenant 
of  one  of  the  fhips  either  previoufly  employed  on  the  Me- 
diterranean ftation,  or  fent  thither  under  Mr.  Byng,  and 
to  have  been,  foon  after  the  engagement  with  GalilToniere, 
promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war.  He  was 
afterwards  examined  as  one  of  the  witnefles  on  the  trial 
of  the  unfortunate  admiral,  on  which  occafion  fome  ac- 
counts have  confounded  him  with  captain  Samuel  Faulk- 
ner, at  that  time  captain  of  the  Windfor^.  On  the  19th 
of  January,  1757,  the  trial  being  then  pending,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Marlborough,  of  90  guns  ; 
a  command  we  believe  him  raifed  to,  merely  for  the  piuv 
pofe  of  giving  him  rank,  he  having  quitted  that  fliip  al- 
xnoft  immediately  afterwards,  and  remained  for  a  ihort 
time  out  of  com  mi  (lion.  In  1760  he  commanded  the 
Mercury,  a  fixth  rate,  on  the  Weft  India  (lation.     Early

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mi  the  eqfuing  year  he  was  promoted  to  the  Bellona,  of 
feveoty-four  guns,  and  being  ordered  on  a  crdjfe,  off  the- 
coaft  of  France,  in  company  with  the  Brilliant  frigate, 
commanded  by  captain  Loggre,  had  the  good  fortune,  on 
the  14th  of  Auguft,  1 76 1,  to  fall  in  with  the  Courageux, 
a  French  fhip  of  war  carrying  fevtnty-tour  guns,  and 
feven  hundred  men,  together  with  the   Malicieufe  and 
Hermione,  of  thirty-two  guns  each.  A  defperate  *3ibn  *. 
almoii  immediately  commenced,  which  ended  in  the  fur-, 
sender  of  the  Courageux,  the  particulars  officially  given- 
are  extremely  concife,  and  relate  merely  to  matters  of  • 
fa&,  but  feveral  very  interefiing  particulars  are  intirely 
omitted,  owing  to  the   modelt  inattention   of  captain 
Faulkner,    The  crew  of  the  Courageux  out-numbered" 
that  of  her  Britifh  opponent  by  one  hundred  and  fifty 
men  ;  but*  this  difparity  was,  perhaps,  more  than  compen- 


-  *  The  particular!  of  which  are  officially  given  in  the  following 
extract  of  a  letter  from  captain  Faulkner,  dated  Lifbon  River,  Au«v 
guft  ft  1,1761. 

"  Be  p leafed  to  acquaint  my  lords  commiflioncrs  of  the  Admiralty,.. 
that,  on  the  14th  inltant,  at  three  P.  M.  wc  Taw  three  fail  in  the  S.  WV 
quarter,  Cape  Finifterre  bearing  N.  £.  half  E.  diflant  ten  leagues;  we"  , 
immediately  gave  chace,  and  by  their  crowding  from  us  foon  fnlpecled; 
them  to  be  enemies j  we  came  up  but  flowly  with  them,  ana,  con-V 
tinued  the  chace  all  night.  At  five  A  M.  we  got  aim  oft  up  with, 
the  frigates;  at  fix  the  Brilliant  began  to  engage  one  of  them,  and 
loon  after  the  Other  alfo;  at  twenty-five  minutes  after  fix  we  came 
along  fide  the  Urge  fhip,  and  began  to  encage  as  near  as  poflible ;  at' 
thirty-four  minutes  after  fix  oar  mizen-mau  went  away  by  the  enemy's 
fliot,  and  at  forty-five  minutes  after  fix  the  enemy's  mizen  mart  went 
over  the  fide.  At  four  minutes  after  feven  the  large  ihip  ftruck,  which* 
proved  he  Courageux,  of  feventy-four  guns,  commanded  by  M. 
Dugue  I/Ambert,  having  on  board  feven  hundred  men,  from  St* 
Domingo.  The  Brilliant  continued  to  engage  the  two  frigates:  at 
half  patt  feven  the  French  frigates  bore  away,  and  neither  of  our  mips 
were  in  a  condition  to  purfue  them ;  at  the  fame  time  the  prize's 
main- ma  ft  went  away.  We  found  our  lower  rigging  much  cut,  the, 
fore -mart,  main-mad,  and  main-top-maft  much  mattered  ;  we  loft  in 
the  aftion  fix  men,  and  had  twenty-eight  wounded ;  the  enemy  had 
two  hundred  and  forty  men  flain,  and  one  hundred  and  ten  wounded* 
We  fent  our  Bill  lieutenant,  Mr.  Male,  with  other  officers,  and  one 
hundred  and  fifty  men,  to  take  pofleffion  of^the  prize,  and  received 
two  hundred  and  twentyrfour  pri Toners  on  hoard,  the  Brilliant  fent' 
fifty  men  and  received  one  hundred  prtfoners  on  board ;  (he  had  five 
me*  lulled  and  fixtccn  wounded  \  among  the  flain  is  the  matter.'' 
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fttcd  for  by  thedifcipline  of  her  crew,  and  the  judgment 
pf  her  officers.  The  commencement  of  this  aftion  was, 
as  it  were,  by  -mutual  confent  fufpended  till  both  (hips 
were  within  muflcet  (hot  of  each  other ;  the  frigates,  by* 
fignal  from  the  commodore,  prepared  to  attack  the  Bril- 
liant, and  the  remainder  of  the  conteft  was  left  enr 
tirely  to  the  two  commanding  (hips ;  at  the  time  the 
ittizen-maft  of  the  Bellona  was  carried  away,  the  reft  of 
that  (hip's  rigging  was  fo  completely  dettroyed  by  {he- 
enemy's  fire,  as  to  afford  a  very  probable  opportunity  for 
herefcape;  to  prevent  this  captain  Faulkner  immediately 
refolved  to  board  his  antagonift,  but  their  relative  fitua- 
tion  rendered  this  meafure  impracticable,  except  the 
Bellona  could  be  wore  round,  fo  that  foe  might  lay  on 
the  oppofite  quarter  of  the  Courageux  ;  there  appeared 
but  little  probability  that  captain  Faulkner  would,  owing 
to  the  difabled  ftate  of  his  (hip,  be  able  to  carry  this 
meafure  into  execution  ;  in  farther  prevention  of  it,  tfie 
pofition  of  the  Bellona  was  extremely  unfavourable,  fo 
that  nothing  could  have  preferved  the  Britifti  ftip  but  a 
jfianifeft  fuperiority  of  judgment  in  her  officers.,  and  a 
promptitude  of  ad  ion  in  her  crew  ;  the  haul-yards,  Qieets, 
and  greater  part  of  the  running  rigging  were  deftroyed, 
fo  that  the  fafety  of  the  (hip  depended,  in  a  great  meafure, 
on  the  ufe  of  her  ftudding  fails.  Thefe  were  fo  managed 
by  captain  Faulkner  and  his  mafter,  that,  with  an  acti- 
vity fcarcely  to  be  conceived >  the  Bellona  was  brought  into 
the  defired  pofition,  the  a&ion  was  renewed  with  the 
utmoft  fpirit  from  the  oppofite  guns,  and,  as  it  is  officially 
ftated,  after  an  a&ion  of  thirty-nine  minutes  only,  from 
Its  firft  commencement  to  its  coaclufion,  the  enetoy  fur- 
rendered. 

Mr.  Entick  makes  the  following  (hort*remafk  on  the 
foregoing  aftion,  and  adds  a  particular,  which  we  do  not 
Otherwife  meet  with :  "  The  defperate  (ituatinn,"  fay$ 
he,  V  from  which  the  Englifh  had  juft  recovered  theie 
own  (hip,  by  mere  dint  of  knowledge  and  dexterity,  made 
them  fenfible,  that  any  relaxation  or  delay  plight  foon 
prove  their  ruin  ;  there  was  no  trufting  to  the  fliips 
Working,  they  mull  either  profit  by  th^ir  prefent  pofition, 
or  be  carried  in  triumph  into,  France.  Thefe  reflections, 
jjccelef  ated  their  difcharges,  which  neve?  abated,  and  were 
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to  well  fcrvetf  that  ever/  fhot  carried  deftcu&ion  along 
frith  it.  The  fides  of  the  Courageux  were  ftiatterea 
and  torn  by  every  broadfide,  and  her  decks  were  covered 
with  the  (lain ;  yet,  as  if  thefe  wretches  had  refolved  not 
to  fbrvive  the  diigrace  of  the  day,  fome  of  them,  by  firing 
a  ihot  from  the  lower  tier  of  the  Courageux,  afier  their 
captain  had  furrendered,  and  the  Englifh,  having  left 
their  quarters,  were  congratulating  each  other  on  the  fuc* 
cefs  of  the  day,  to  provoked  the  conquerors  that  the  fea-> 
men  ran  to  their  quarters,  and,  without  orders,  poured  tw# 
broadiides  into  the  Frenchman',  which  -obliged  the  impru- 
dent captives  to  call  for  quarter,  when  they  had  violated 
the  laws  of  arms,  and  thereby  almoft  put  it  out  of  tht 
power  of  the  victorious  commander  to  fave  their  lives," 

The  difparity  of  lofsfuftained  by  the  two  (hips  was  almoft 
incredible,  for  while,  as»may  be  feen  by  capt.  Faulkner^ 
letter r  that  of  the  Courageux,  in  killed  and  wounded,  wai 
three  hundred  and  thirty  men,  that  on  board  the  Bellona 
amounted  to  only  thirty-four.  About  half  an  hour  aftef 
the  enemy  furrendered,  her  main-malt  went  by  the  board, 
and  on  her  paftage  to  Liibon  (he  narrowly  efcaped  being 
burnt,  by  a  ca(k  of  fpirituous  liquor  accidentally  fet  on 
fire  from  the  centinel  having  carried  the  candle  tod 
near  the  bung;  twenty  of  the  prifoners,  hearing  the  alarm 
of  fire,  jumped  into  the  fea  and  perifhed.  The  Courageu* 
and  her  prize  bting  refitted,  captain  Faulkner  returned  to 
England,  and  is  faid  to  have  afterwards  proceeded  to  th* 
Weft  Indies,  as  captain  of  the  Mercury,  a  fixth  rate,  car* 
tying  twenty-four  guns*  In  this  fituation  nothing  mate- 
rial is  faid  concerning  him,  nor  does  he  appear  after  his 
return  to  England,  on  the  conclufion  of  hoftilities,  to  hav* 
taken  upon  him  any  command.  He  refided,  during  * 
confiderable  part  of  the 'remainder  of  his  life,  at  Bath** 
but  died  in  France  on  the  9th  of  May,  1769. 

PORTESCUE,  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  in  the  navy,  November   24,    1744,  and 


*  He  married  mils  Aflie,  by  whom  he  left  a  Ton,  named  Robert, 
who,  being  captain  of  the  Blanche  frigate,  was  unfortunately  killed 
in  a&ion  with  the  Pique,  a  French  (hip  of  (uporior  force,  off  Manga- 
lante*  in  the  month  of  January,  1795,  after  having  behaved  in  the 
moftjplUnt  manner. 
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advanced  from  thence  to  that  of  commander,  February  8. 
,  1745-6.  After  this  time  we  have  no  account  of  him  till 
his  appointment,  as  a  pod-captain,  to  the  Prince  Edward, 
of  forty  guns;  his  commiflion  for  which  Ihip  bore  date, 
January  the  4th,  1757.  His  firft  occupation  was  merely 
that  of  a  cruifer,  in  which  he  appears  to  have  been  un- 
iritereftingly  employed,  except  in  a  very  gallant  encounter 
with  a  French  (hip  of  force,  of  which  the  following  ac- 
count is  given  in  a  letter  from  Br iftol,  dated  Auguft  27, 
I757.  "  The  Prince  Edward  man  of  war  is  arrived  here 
with  the  lofs  of  her  main  and  mizen-mafts,  and  very 
much  (hattered,  having  had  an  engagement,  on  the  24th, 
with  a  French  frigate  of  thirty- fix  or  forty  guns,  twenty- 
fix  leagues  to  the  weftward  of  Scilly,  latitude  forty-nine 
flegrees  fifty-two  minutes,  which  was  renewed  the  next 
morning  and  continued  till  eleven  o'clock,  when  the 
frigate  fheered  off."  It  happened  unluckily  that  the  Prince 
Edward  had  her  main  and  mizen-mafts  (hot  away  the 
firft  broadfide,  and  could  never  bring  any  more  than  five 
guns  to  bear  on  the  Frenchman,  and  the  fea  ran  fo  high 
that  (he  could  not  open  her  lower  ports,  (he  had  ten  men. 
lulled  and  upwards  of  forty  wounded,  feveral  of  them  mor- 
tally. No  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  till  the  end  .of 
the  year  1758,  wheri  he  was  put  under  the  orders  of 
Commodore  Keppel,  who  commanded  the  expedition  fent 
Out  againit  Goree.  When  the  attack  took  place,  the. 
Frince  Edward  was  ordered  to  cover  the  Firedrake  bomb 
k/etch  frorn  the  fire  of  the  citadel.  The  enemy  con- 
iidering  this  as  the  mod  formidable  part  of  the  attack,  di« 
refted  their  belt  efforts  to  repel  it ;  they  opened  a  tremend* 
pus  fire  on  the  Prince  Edward,  and  with  fuch  fuccefs  as 
pot  pnly  to  carry  away  her  flag  ftafF,  but  alfo  blow  up  an 
sarin  cheft.  This  laft  accident  having  unavoidably  occa- 
sioned fome  confufioa  on  board  the  Prince  Edward,  the 
qrew  were  unable  to  return  the  fire  fo  b rifle ly  as  tbey 
would  otherwife  have  'don$,  and  the  enemy,  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  circumftance,  redoubled  their  exertions,  and 
did  the  (hip  confiderable  injury,  killing  and  wounding*

•  We  mull  n6t  omit  the  following  anecdote,  given  by  moft  h»?o«. 
Hani.  A  pVivate  failor,  Rationed  in  the  fore-top,  Iiad  a  leg  Qioi*  on*' 
fjut,  with  a  heart  like  a  lion,  he  let  bimfelf  down,  hand  under  hand,* 
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fcveral  of  the  people,  before  flic  was  again  in  a  con- 
dition to  recommence  her  attack.  Mr.  Keppel,  to 
divert  the  attention  of  the  enemy  from  this  ill-fated  veflei 
and  the  Firedrake,  immediately  ordered  the  Furnace  to 
begin  her  bombardment,  and  fern  the  Nafiau  to  relievo 
the  Prince  Edward.  This  afliftance  was,  however,  fruf- 
trated  for  fome  tjme,  by  the  difficulty  the  NaiTau  met  with 
in  wearing,  captain  Fortefcue  was  at  lad,  however,  brought 
pff,  after  having,  upon  the  whole,  fuftained  a  lofs  extremely 
trivial,  when  compared  with  the  weight  and  magnitude 
of  the  attack. 

Captain  Fortefcue  having,  on  the  foregoing  occafion, 
behaved  with  the  utmoft  prudence  and  coolnefs,  as  well 
.as  gallantry,  was,  as  a  very  juft  reward  for  his  condud, 

tromoted,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  after  his  return  to 
England,  to  the  Hercules,  of  leventy-four  guns,  as  fuc- 
ceffor  to  captain  Pprter,  who  had  been  wounded  in  an  ac- 
tion with  thcFloriffant/of  74  guns.  He  ferved  under  fir 
Edward  Hawke,  and  was  prefent  at  the  memorable  defeat 
of  the  marquis  de  Conflans.  In  the  enfuing  year  he  was 
prdered  to  the  Mediterranean,  but  we  fcarcely  know 
whether  he  proceeded  thither,  having,  at  the  very  com* 
menccment  ot  1761,  being  appointed  to  the  Hero,  of 
feventy-four  guns  *,  a  Ihip  then  employed  in  cruifing 
off  the  French  cooft.  In  the  beginning  of  the  month 
of  April,  having  the  Venus  frigate,  in  company,  he  had 
the  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with,  and  capture  a  very  large 
French  Eaft- India  ihip,  called  the  Bertin,  pierced  for 
fixty-four  guns,  but  mounting  only  twenty-eight,  with  9 
crew  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-three  men,  bound  from 
^'Orienj  to  the  I  fie  of  France.  This  capture  was  of  mate- 
rial injury  to  the  concerns  of  the  enemy's  Eaft- India  com- 
pany, the  Ihip  being  laden  with  naval  ftores  and  ordnance, 
independant  of  a  configurable  quantity  of  valuable  mer- 
phandife,.and  twenty-four  thoufand  dollars.  Finding,  on 
taking  pofleflion  of  the"  prize,  that  ihe  had  quitted  port

by  a  rope,  faying  as  he  defcended,  "  chat  he  fhould  not  have  been 
lorry  at  the  accident*  had  he  but  done  his  duty,  but  that  it  gave  him 
pain  to  thinks  that  be  (hould  die  without  having  killed  an  enemy." 

*  As  facceffbr  to  lord  Edgcurabe,  who  we,  however,  believe  to 
fcaye  quitted  his  command  for  a  very  fbon  time,  and  probably  owing 
to  indifpofition* 
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five  days  before  only,  in  company  with  the  Valiant,  a  flrip 
of  the  fame  fize  and  fordte,  and  the  Fidelle  frigate,  captain 
Fortefcuc  fent  the  Venus  to  attend  the  Benin  into  port, 
and  made  fail  in  purfuit  of  her  two  conforts ;  he  was  not, 
however,  fortunate  enough  to  add  to  Jus  former  fiiccefs. 
After  his  quitting  the  Hero  we  have  been  unable  to  dif- 
cover  what  (hip  he  commanded,  though  «he  is  faid  to  have 
continued  in  com  mi  (Ti  on  as  captain  of  a  third  fate  during 
the  remainder  of  the  war. 

After  its  conclufion  hte  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  commiffion,  nor  have  we  any  farther  particulars  con- 
cerning him,  except  that  he  died  at  Bath,  in  die  year- 

I775- 

HARRISON,  Thomas,— was  the  fon  of  the  gallant- 
admiral  Henry  Harrifon,  of  whom  an  account  has  been 
already  given  *.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  ?d  of  December,  1747,  but  after  this  titne 
we  have  no  information  concerning  him,  till  his  promotion 
on  the  17th  of  January,  1757,  from  the  Otter  floop  of 
war,  which  he  then  commanded,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Greyhound  frigate,  a  veflel  either  at  that  time  under  orders 
ftr,  or  which  was  immediately  afterwards  employed  on, 
the  Mediterranean  ftation.  While  he  continued  in  this 
{hip  we  do  not  find  any  particular  mention  made  of  him  ; 
but  having  returned  to  England,  and  been,  eariy  in  the  * 
tofuing  year,  promoted  to  tha  Venus,  a  frigate  juft  built 
on  a  new  and  improved  conftrudion*  he  immediately 
afterwards  became  remarkably  coofpicuous  on  account  of 
the  number  of  prizes  captured  by  himfelf  finely,  or  in 
Confort  with  other  (hips.  In  the  month  of  May  1759, 
being  in  company  with  captain  Lockart,  in  the  Chatham, 
and  captain  Colby,  in  the  Thames,  they  fell  in  with  a 
French  frigate,  called  the  Arethufa,  mounting  thirly-twa 
guns,  and  commanded  by  the  marquis  de  Vaudreuil,  the 
enemy's  fhip  loft  her  top-mafts,  after  a  chace  of  tw0 
hours,  and  <he  Thames  was  confequently  enabled  to  get 
up  and  engage  her.  She  did  not,  however,  furrender  till 
the  Venus  came  up  alfo,  and  raked  her ;  in  this  trivial 
encounter  the  Venus  had  no  more  than  five  men  wounded. 
Captain  Harrifon  was  afterwards,  during  the  remainder  of 
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the  year,  ftatt'oned  under  commodore  Duff,  off  the  coaft 
of  France,  The  particulars  relative  to  this  fcrviee  w* 
have  already  had  repeated  occafions  to  enumerate. 

During  the  year  1760  no  particular  mention  h  Ofade  of 
him,  but  veryeariy  in  170c*,  he  diftinguifhed  Mmfelf 
Tery  notably  in  an  engagement  with  the  Brune,  a  reinaricaMy 
fine  French  frigate,  carrying  thirty-two  guns,  and  three 
hundred  and  fifteen  men.  The  Juno,  commanded  by 
Captain  Philips  Towry,  was  then  in  company,  but  the 
Venu$,  having  a  very  great  fuperiority  in  point  of  failing, 
came  up  with  fhe  enemy  and  engaged  her  for  two  hours 
before  the  Juno  could  get  within  gun*- (hot ;  as  foon  *s' 
ever  that  was  the  cafe,  the  Brune  furrendered.  The 
Venttfc  had,  on  this  occafion,  four  men  killed -and  eighteen 
wounded,  among  the  latter  are  to  be  reckoned  captain  Har- 
rifon  himfelf,  his  firft  lieutenant,  and  matter.  The 
enemy's  fhip  had  fuffered  far  more  confideraWy,  having 
had  nineteen  perfons  killed,  and  thirty  nine  wounded. 
The  Venus,  four  days  afterwards,  when  on  her  return 
into  port  with  the  prtee,  captured  a  fmall  French  priva- 
teer, carrying  twelve  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  with  a 
crew  of  thirty-nine  men.  As  foon  as  the  (hip  was  re- 
fitted captain  Harrifon  retumed-to  hisftation,  but  appears 
to  have  had  no  farther  fuccefs  during  the  remainder  of 
th*  year,  except  the  capture  of  a  fmall  privateer,  belong- 
ing to  Bayonne,  called  the  Lion,  carrying  fix  carriage  and 
twelve  fwivel  guns,  with  a  crew  of  eighty-five  men,  which 
captain  Harrifon  fell  in  with  on  the  fixth  of  April.  He 
had  been,  four  days  previous  to  this  fuccefs,  prefent 
with  captain  Fortefcue,  in  the  Hero,  at  the  capture  of 
the  Bertin,  as  has  been  juft  now  related  in  our  account' 
of  the  gentleman  laft  mentioned.  In  the  beginning  of 
January  1762,  he  brought  into  Plymouth  a  French  Eaft 
India  /hip,  from  the  Ifle  of  France,  called  the  Boulogne, 
laden  with  coffee  and  pepper ;  the  enemy  made  a  run- 
ning fight  q{  an  hour's  continuance,  during  which  fhe  had 
feven  men  killed  and  twenty  wounded. 

Returning  to   his  ftation  immediately  afterwards,  he 
captured,  on  the  10th  of  February,  o#  Cape  Ortugal 

*  On  the  loth  of  January. 
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a  French  privateer,- belonging  to  Bayonne,  called  the. 
Creole,  carrying  eight  four  pounders  and  84  men ;.  from 
the  perfons  on  board  which  ihip  fome  very  con fequential 
information  was  derived,  as  to  the  meafures  intended  to  be 
taken  by  the  enemy  in  the  profecution  of  the  war.  In 
the  month  of  March  he  captured,  and  brought  into  Ply* 
mouth,  the  Lovely  Jofeph,  a  Spanifh  privateer,  carrying 
twelve  guns  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  men,  the  firft 
ihip  of  force  taken  from  the  Spaniards  after  the  com- 
mencement of  hoftilities$  captain  Harrifon  aUb  brought 
in  with  him  a  French  {hip,  which  he.  had  taken  on  her 

Cffage  to  St.  Domingo,  and  two  Englifh  velfels  which 
met  with  at  fea,  deferted  by  their  crews*.  On  the  ift 
pf  the  enfuing  month  he  captured,  off  the  Lizard,  a 
French  privateer,  called  the  Miqueiet,  carrying  fourteen. 
fix  and  four  pounders,  with  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-fix  men,  as  he  foon  afterwards  did  the  Segnora  de 
Begonia,  a  Spanifli  privateer,  carrying  fixteen  carriage, 
twenty  fwivel  guns,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  men. 
Captain  .Harrifon  continued  to  command  the  Venus 
during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  but  is  not  mentioned, 
farther  than  what  we  have  ftated.  On  the  approach 
of  peace  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  but  returned 
from  thence  in  fome  other  ihip  as  a  palfenger,  and  on  his 
arrival  in  England  was  appointed  to  the  Centurion.  Jn 
this  (hip  he  immediately  proceeded  for  the  Mediterranean, 
having  his  royal  highnefs  Edward,  the  late  duke  of  York, 
on  board  as  a  pailenger ;  and  while  abfent  on  the  fame 
Ration  was  inftru&ed  to  demand  an  apology  from  the 
Dey  of  Algier,  for  fome  outrage  or  infult  committed  by 
his  people ;  after  his  return  hie  never  held  any  commiffion, 
but  died  in  England  on  the  ift  of  February,  1768. 

HOTHAM,  William,. Lord,— was,  on  the  17th  of 
Auguft,  1757,  promoted  (o  be  captain  pf  the  Gibraltar, 
which  is  the  firft  information  we  have  concerning  him, 
Early  in  the  enfuing  year  h£  was  promoted'  to  the  Me- 
lampe,  of  thirty- fix  guns,  a  frigate  employed  as  a  cruifer. 
He  diftinguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  on  the  28th  of 
March,  1759,  in  an  action  with  the  Danae,  a  very  large

*  la  the  month  of  April,  in  this  year,  Mrs.  Harrifop  clM, 
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French  frigate,  carrying  forty  guns  and  three  hundred  and 
thirty  men.  The  Melampe,  being  confiderably  ahead  of 
the  Southampton*  which  was  in  company  with  her* 
brought  the  enemy  to  clofe  a&ion,  in  whicn  the  Danatf 
had  upwards  of  twenty  men  killed  and  as  many  wounded 
before  the  Southampton  could  get  up*  The  united  effort* 
of  thefe  {hips  foon  compelled  the  enemy  to  furrender, 
though  not  tillcapt.  Giichrift,  who  commanded  the  South- 
ampton, was  dangeroufly  wounded,  as  already  ftated  ;  the 
lofs  on  board  the  Melampe  amounted  to  only  eight  men 
killed  and  twenty,  wounded.  On  quitting  the  Melampe,  as 
captain  Hotham  did  in  J 761,  he  removed  into  the  7Eolus, 
and  continued  to  be  employed,  during  the  remainder  of 
the  war,  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Channel,  and  off  the  coaft  of 
France.  In  February,  1762,  he  captured  two  fmall 
French  privateers,  carrying  fix  guns  each,  belonging  to* 
Bayonne,  pne  of  them  called  the  Pierre  the  other  the 
Efperance,  the  former  of  which  had  a  crew  of  eighty,  the 
other  of  fixty  men.  He  moreover  recaptured  a  valuable 
(hip  from  Jamaica,  which  had  been  made  prize  of  by  the 
enemy.  In  the  month  of  April  enfuing,  having  the 
Brilliant  frigate  in  company,  he  captured  two  other  fmall 
privateers,  and  retook  a  fhip  bound  from  Maryland  to  . 
-London.  About  the  end  of  Auguft  1762,  he,  drove  into 
the  bay  of  Aviles,  near  Cape  Kay,  two  large  Spaniflt 
Weft-India  (hips,  and  ftanding  into  the  bay,  on  the  2d  of  - 
the  enfuing  month,  drove  both  of  them  on  (bore.  He 
came  to  anchor  in  fuch  a  fituation  as  to  bring  his  guns 
to  bear,  not  only  on  the  largeft  fhip,  which  was  laden 
with  hides  and  cocoa,  from  the  Caraccas,  and  of  one 
thoufand  two  hundred  tons  burthen,  but  alfo  on  a  battery 
fituated  on  an  eminence,  by  the  fire  of  which  fl*e  was  pro- 
tected ;  after  a  b rifle  but  fhort  conteft  the  enemy  abandoned 
both  the  fliip  and  battery,  neverthelefs  captain  Hotham 
on  taking  pofleffion  of  his  prize  finding  her  bilged,  was 
obliged  to  fet  her  on  fire.  Her  confort  got  afloat  during 
the  enfuing  night  and  unfortunately  made  her  efcape. 

As  a  recompence,  however,  for  this  difappointment, 
he  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture,  on  the  20th  of  the 
lame  month,  a  valuable  fhip,  from  Bourdeaux,  bound  to 
St.  Domingo,  called  the  Formidable,  which  he'  Tent  into 
Plymouth ;  two  days  afterwards  be  fell  in  with  a  French 
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convoy,  confiftingof  one  flvip  of  the  litre,  three  fffrgate$ 
and  four  tranfports,  which  captain  Hotham  very  fpmt«t 
edly  followed,  and  by  attending  critically  to  his  own 
poiitidn,  as  well  as  that  of  the  enemy,  contrived  to  keep 
light  of  them  for  frve<lays,  without  bringing  hienfeif  into) 
jeopardy,  in-  hopes  of  meeting,  with  fome  BriHfti  (hips  of 
war,  wnofe  force  might  enable  them  to  attack  the  enemy 
with  a  profpedfc  of  advantage.  None,  however,  having 
appeared,  and  being  at  that  time  beyond  the  cruifing 
track,  Mr.  Hotham  very  reluctantly  quitting  them  at 
the  time  limited  for  the  duration  of  his  cruife,  returned  td 
England. 

This  was  the  laft  opportunity  this  gentleman  could 
poflibly  have  of-  diftinguiihing  himfelf  during  the  wari 
which  then  exifted,  peace  having  taken  place  almoft  im- 
mediately after  the  event  juft  now  ftated.  The  iEokrB 
was,  in  confequence,  put  out  .of  cpmmiftiqri  and  ^if» 
mantled.  Captain  Hotham  is  faid  to  have  been  appoints 
ed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1763,  to  the  Superb,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  guardfliips  Rationed  at 
-Plymouth.  If,  however,  it  be  really  a,  fad,  which  we 
very  much  doubt,  that  he  received  this  appointment,  he 
certainly  held  it  but  a  very  fhort  time;  nor  do  we  find  hitn 
again  mentioned  as  having  any  command  till  after  the 
commencement  of  the  difpute  with  the  North  American 
colonies  in  1775.  In  the  year  en  filing,  he  was  advanced 
to  the  rank  ofc  commodore,  and  having  hoifted  his  broad 
pendant  on  board  the  Frefton,  was  fent  out  to  America ; 
he  failed  from  Spithead,  on  the  lixth  of  May,  having 
under  his  convoy  a  numerous  fleet  of  tranfports,  in  Which 
were  embarked  a  ftrong  corps  of  Heflian  troops,  taken 
|nio  the  pay  of  Britain,  and  a  detachment  of  the  guards* 
The  armament  reached  America  without  any  finifter  ac- 
cident intervening;  and  the  firft  fervice  in  which  he  ap- 
pears to  have  been  employed  was>  that  of  directing  the 
difembarkation  of  the  army,  under  general  Howe,  on 
Long  I  {land.  The  commodore  fhifted  his  pendant  about 
this  time  into  the  Phoenix,  and  was  particularly  occu- 
pied,  on  various  occafions,  in  the  fame  manner  we  have 
juft  feen  him,  that  is  to  fay,  in  forwarding  and  profecut- 
ing  the  operations,  and  movements  of  the  army.'  He  ts 
particularly  diltinguifhed  by  the  general,  in  his  official 
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difpatches*  for  his.  a£tivity  and  the  great  fervice  he  ren- 
dered the  army,  on  the  12th  of  October,  at  the  time  the 
landing  on  Frogs-neck  took  place,  which  is  defcribed,  by 
fir  William  Howe,  as  being  a  very  difficult  and  dangerous 
undertaking.  "  The  prefence  of  lord  Howe,"  (ays  he, 
"  the  a&ivity  of  commodore  Hotham,  moft  of  the  cap- 
tains of  the  fleet,  and  the  naval  officers  in  general,  were 
infinitely  conducive  to  the  king's  fervice  in  this  difficult 
movement."  « 

In  the  month  of  December  he  was  detached,  with  fir 
Peter  Parker,  to  cover  the  expedition  fent  againit  Rhode* 
Ifland,  and  his  condud  on  this  occafion  received,  from, 
fir  Peter  Parker,  a  repetition  of  thofe  well  deferved  en- 
comiums which  had  juft  before  been  beftowed  on  him  by 
lord  Howe  and  the  general.  Soon  as  this  fervice  was  ex- 
ecuted, the  commodore  was  fent  fouthward  to  the  Chefa*- 
peak,  where  he  met  with  fome  fuccefs,  having  captured: 
two  large  veflels,  one  laden  with  tobacco,  the  other,  far 
more  confequential,  with  arms  and  ammunition,  from, 
Nantz.  He  continued  to  the  fouthward,  occafionally 
cruiiing  off  the  Delaware  and  Chefapeak,  for  the  purpofe 
of  (heightening  and  diftrefling  the  American  commerce, 
till  the  eve  of  lord  Howe's  departure  from  New  York/ 
with  the  greater  part 'of  the  fleet,  as  convoy  to  the  ex* 
pedition  projected  againft  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Hotham 
was  then  recalled,  by  his  lordfliip,  to  conduct  the 
bufinefs  of  the  port  of  New  York,  during  his  abfence^ 
The  theatre  of  war  being  in  a  great  meafure  removed, 
nothing  very  interefting  could  be  expe&ed  to  take  place  ; 
it  was  intended,  indeed,  that  a  confiderable  part  of  tha 
troops,  left  under  the  orders  -of  fir  Henry  Clinton,  at 
New  York,  fhould  proceed  up  the  north  river,  under  the 
prote&ibn  of  a  number  of  fmall  frigates  and  light 
veflels,  in  order  to  open  a  communication  with  the  army 
under  general  Burgoyne,  which  was  endeavouring  to  force 
lis  way  to  Albany.  The  meafure  was  carried  into  execution 
in  as  great  an  extent  as  was  poflible.  Sir  J.  Wallace  being 
fent  up  the  river  with  fir  H.  Clinton  and  three  thoufand 
troops  ftormed  and  took  pofleflion  of  the  forts  Montogeney 
and  Lee,  deftroyed  a  boom  the  Americans  had  laid  at  an 
icpunenfe  expence*  from  fort  Montgomery  to  St.  Anthony's 
Nofe,  and  burnt  the  town  of  ^fopps.    As  it  was  found 
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impoflibte1  to  penetrate  farther,  the  armament  was  und£r 
a  neceflity  of  returning  to  New  York,  and  the  furrender 
of  general  Burgojrrte,  though  then  unknown,  at  the  vefy 
time  the  expedition  was  proceeding,'  put  an  end  to  aft 
farther  operations  of  this  kind.  Sir  Henry,  in  his  dif- 
patches,  mentions  Mr,  Hotham  in  the  following  very 
honourable  terhts :  "  the  commodore  has  affifted  me  by 
his  advice*  and  by  every  poffible  effort."  • 

Nothing  very  material  took  place  after  this  time  in: 
which  Mr.  Hptham  was  perfonally  concerned,  till  after 
the  arrival  of  the  count  d'Eftafng*  and  the  French  fquadron 
off  New  York,  Having  then  his  broad  pendant  on  board 
his  original  (hip,  the  Prefton  ;  he  accompanied  lord 
Howe  on  his  expedition  for  the  intended  relief  of  Rhode 
Ifland,  and  though  no  general  encounter  took  place,  owing, 
to  circumftances  already  related  in  our  account  of  hi9 
lordfliip*;  the  commodore  diftinguifhed  hirnfelf  in  the 
mod  eminent  degree  in  a  fpirited  attack  on  the  TonantJ 
a  French  fliip  of  war,  mounting  eighty-four  guns.  In 
juftice,  however,  to  the  enemy's  courage  and  conduft,  it 
mud  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Tonant  had  fuftained 
confiderable  damage^  in  a  gale  of  wind  immediately  pre- 
ceding, which  had  carried  away  her  fore  and  mizen-mafts* 
in  this  (ituation  was  (he  when  the  commodore  fell  in  with 
her  during  the  night  of  the  13th  of  Auguft*  He  imme- 
diately engaged  her,  and  the  conteft  bore  every  appearance 
of  the  moft  favourable  termination,  when  a  number,  of 
French  fhips  of  the  line  unfortunately  came  in  fight,  and 
compelled  him  to  confult  his  own  fafety  by  abandoning  the 
prize  which,  but  for  this  event,  he  was,  as  it  were,  in  thead 
of  feizing  on.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  Mr.  Hotham 
was  detached*  to  the  Weft  Indies,  as  commanding  officer 
of  a  fquadron  confiding  of  two  fhips  of  fixty-four  guns, 
three  of  fifty,  and  the  carcafs  Bombketch,  having  under 
their  convoy  a  fleet  of  fifty-nine  tranfports,  in  which  were 
embarked  5,000  troops,  commanded  by  general  Grant,  and 
intended  as  well  for  the  redulUon  of  any  of  the  French  fet- 
tlements  in  that  quarter,  that  might  be  found  aflailaWe,  as 
the  protection  of  thofe  which  belonged  to  Great  Britain* 
The  fleet  arrived  atBarbadpesonthe  10th  of  December,  and 
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tear-admiral  Barrington,  having  joined  Mr.  Hotham  with 
the  (hips  previoufl  v  under  his  orders  on  that  ftation,  affumed 
ihe  command  of  the  whole.  The  firft  operation  was  the  at- 
tack of  the  ifland  of  St.  Lucia,  in  which  we  find  the  com- 
modore occupied  in  the  fame  manner  we  have  before 
feen  him  with  fo  much  credit  to  himfelf,  and  advantage  to 
his  country,  that  of  fuperintending  the  debarkation  of  the 
troops ;  but  we  do  not  afterwards  find  him  during  the 
whole  of  the  year  1779,  employed  in  any  fervice  more 
jnaterial  than  that  of  commanding  a  fmall  detached 
fcjiiadron  *,  off  Barbadocs,  in  the  month  of  December. 
On  the  arrival  of  fir  George  Rodney,  in  the  year  1780, 
Mr.  Hotham  removed  his  broad  pendant  into  the  Ven- 
geance, of  feventy-four  guns,  and  was  ftationed  in  the 
line  to  lead  the  rear-admiral  Rowley's  fijuadron,  there 
being  at  that  time  three  flag  officers  and  a  commodore 
-(Mr.  Collingwood)  fenior  to  himfelf  on  that  ftation.  He 
was  prefent  at  the  engagement  with  the  count  de  Guichen, 
on  the  17th  of  April,  but  though  diftinguiihabiy  engaged, 
had  only  one  man  killed  and  fix  wounded.  .  The  com* 
modore  had  an  opportunity  of  fignalizing  himfelf,  mote 
consequentially,  in  a  trivial  fkirmifh  which  took  place  on 
the  19th  of  May,  1780,  being,  ftationed  as  before,  to  lead 
the  van  of  rear-admiral  Rowley's  divifion.  On  thisoccafion 
the  Vengeance,  Mr.  Hotham  s  fliip,  fuftained  a  lofs  much 
iuperior  to  what  it  had  done. in  the  preceding  general 
anion,  three  men  having  been  .killed  and  fixteen  wounded 
on  board  her  ;  the  commander-in-chief  beftowed  on  the 
commodore,  in  his  official  difpatches,  the  greateft  praife  ; 
and*  when  he  foon  afterwards  proceeded  to  America  with 
the  greater  part  of  the  fleet,  left  Mr.  Hotham  on  the 
Weft  India  ftation  with  a  fmall  force,  as  commander-in- 
chief,  during  the  hurricane  months. 
.  He  continued  his  pendant  on  board  the  Vengeance, 
in  which  fhip  it  was  ilying  at  the  carnage  of  St. 
Lucia,  at  the  time  of.  the  tremendous  hurricane  which 
took  place  in  the  month  of  O&ober,  1780.  The 
Vengeance,  notwkhftanding  every  poffible  precaution  had 
been  ufed  to   preferve  from  the  probable  attack  of  fo 

*  He  wat  not  prcfcnt  with  Mr.  Byron  at  the  a&ion  off  Grenada  in 
the  jaonth  of  July. 
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dreadful  a  natural  convulfion,  was  neverthelefs  blown 
from  her  anchors,  and  actually  tailed  on  the  rocks,  but  on 
cutting  away  her  malts,  and  running  the  greater  part  of 
her  guns  forward,  the  (hip  was,  owing  to  wonderful  exer- 
tions, and  a  fortunate  change  of  the  wind,  faved,  at  a 
time  her  definition  appeared  almoft  inevitable. 

The  commodore  was  ordered  to  England,  in  the  enfu- 
ing  [bring,  as  convoy  to  a  fleet  principally  compofed  of 
the  Dutch  (hips  bound  to  Europe,  which  had  been  cap- 
tured off,  and  at  St.  Euftatia,  but  was  unfortunate  enough 
to  fall  in  with  a  French  fquadron  compofed  of  eight  (hips 
of  the  line,  befides  frigates,  under  the  orders  of  Mr. 
Piquet,  who  was  fent  out  for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of  in- 
tercepting this  convoy.  Mr.  Hotham  had,  however, 
fufficient  management  to  preferve  his  own,  and  the  reft  of 
the  (hips  of  war  under  his  command,  but  two-thirds  of  the 
merchant  veflels,  which  were  of  considerable  value,  unavoid- 
ably fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  This  gentleman  held 
no  fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1782,  when,  after 
the  memorable  change  of  ininiftry  had  taken  place, 
he  was  appointed  to  command,  with  his  former  rank,  in 
the  main  or  Channel  fleet;  he  accordingly  hoiited  his 
broad  pendant  on  board  the  Edgar,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
and  continued  to.  be  employed  under  the  orders  of  lord 
Howe,  except  a  (hort  interventional  <cruife  in  the  North 
fea,  which  took  place  in  the  month  of  July.  He  con- 
sequently failed  with  the  main  fleet,  when  ordered  to  the 
fouthward  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  beipg  appointed  to 
command  the  larboard  divifion  of  the  van  fquadron.  In 
the  acliqn,  or  rather  fkirmilh,  which  took  place  with  the 
combined  fleets,  owing  to  the  great  di (lance  the  enemy, 
who  had  the  weather-gage,  preserved,  the  Edgar  had  only 
fix  perfons  wounded.  Peace  taking  place* immediately 
after  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  England,  Mr.  Hotham  of 
courfe  quitted  bis  command.  In  1785  he  .was  appointed 
one  of  the  board  of  officers  ordered  to  report  on  a  proper 
fituation  of  defence.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787, 
he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the,  red, 
which  was  his  firft  flag;  but  did  not  take  upon  him 
any  command  till  the  year  1790,  when  a  rupture  with 
.  Spain  being  apprehended,,  he  was  appointed  to  ferve  under 
admiral  £arrington,'in  the  main  or  Channel  fleet,  and 
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accordingly  hoifted  his  flag,  at  Spithead*  on  board  the 
Princefs  Royal,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  as  commander  ot 
the  rear  divifion.  The  points  in  difpute  were  adjufted 
without  even  a  commencement  of  hoftilities,  and  Kir* 
Hotham  consequently  (truck  his  flag  foon  as  the  neceflky 
of  his  fervice  ceafed ;  but  on  the  2ift  of  September,  in 
the  fame  year,  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the . 
blue  ;  as  he  was,  moreover,  on  the  iftof  February,  1793* 
to  the  fame  rank  in  the  white  fquadron.  In  the  month 
of  April  following,  he  was  appointed  fecond  in  command, 
of  the  fleet  Ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  under  lord* 
Hood,  and  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Britannia,  of  one* hundred  guns.  He  failed  from  Spit- 
head  the  beginning  of  May,  but  nothing  material  took, 
place  for  a  confiderable  time,  in  which  he  was  fo  particu- 
larly or  perfonally  concerned,  as  to  render  any  detail  ne- 
ceflary,  in  addition  to  what  has  been  already  given  in  our 
account  of  the  commander-in-chief*.  On  the  12th  of 
April,  1794,  the  vice-admiral  received  a  ftill  farther  pro- 
motion to  that  rank  in  the  red  fquadron.  In  the  month 
of  June  following,  he  was  left,  by  lord  Hood,  with  a 
detached  fquadron  to  watch  and  block  up  the  remains  of 
the  French  Mediterranean  fleet,  which  had  put  to  fe^ 
from  Toulon,  on  the.  5th.,  and  had  been  driven  by  the 
Britifli  fhips  within  the  fhoals  in  the  bay  of  Gourjean, 
vfrhere  fliey  were  protected  by  the  French  batteries  on  the 
iflands  of  St.  Honora,  and  St.  Margaretta,  as  well  as  on. 
Cape  Garoupe.   . 

i  he  vice-admiral  rejoined  the  fleet  on  the  9th  of  the  fol- 
lowingmonth,  and  lord  Hood  returning  to  England  after  the 
redu&ion  of  the  French  republican  force  which  held  pofief- 
iion  of  Corfica,  the  chief  command  devolved  of  courfeon, 
Mr.  Hotham.  Nothingmaterial  took  place  till  March  17959 
when  the  French  fquadron,  confifting  of  fifteen  fail  of  the 
line  and  five  frigates  or  fmaller  vefiels,  having  again  ven- 
tured out  to  fea,  were  fo  fucccfsfully  purfued  by  the  vice- 
admiral,  that-  one  of  their  fhips  was,  on  the.  13th,  brought 
to  aftion  by  the  Jnconftant  frigate,  fupported  by  the  Aga- 
memnon, commanded  by  captain  Nelfon,  and  received  fo

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muctidaaiage  thatnothiogfeut  the  near  approach  of  the  reft 
of  the  enemy's  fhips,  and  the  diftance  of  the.affailant*  from 
fbpport,  which  was  occafioaed  by  their  carrying  a  prefs  of 
fail  in  charing*  prevented  that  flwp  from  falling  into  their 
hands.  The  difabled  veflel  was  taken  in  tow,  a*d  ths 
oonteft  ceaffed  dktring  the  remainder  .of  that  day  V  on  th* 
enfutng,  the  Jbipthart  had  been  engaged,  together  with,  that 
which  had  her  in  tow,  were  discovered  at  day-light  fo  far 
tt*  ieeWard,  and  feparatcd  from  the  fed  of  the  fquadron,  as 
to  afford  a  very  probable  ehanct.of  cutting  them  off;  the 
proper  tneafures  were  immediately  taken  to  purfue  this 
advantage,  and  make  a  proper  Alfe  of  it ;  the  enemy  jvere* 
in  consequence,  reduced  to  the.  alternative,  .either  of 
abandoning  them  to  the  BritUh  fleet,  or  bearing  down,  and 
hazarding  an  aftion  in  the  hope  of  refcuing  them. 

Though  the  French  commander-in-chief  appealed  to 
manrfeft  every  poffible  wiih  of  avoiding  an  encounter,  he 
appear*  to  have  thought  it  improper  wholly  to  abandon  his 
comrades,  he  accordingly  formed  his  line  and  hote  down  oil 
the  contrary  tack  to  the  Britifli  fleet,  that  he  might  at  leaft 
have  the  credit  of  having  made  the  attempt.  The  firftiflb 
advanced  ftiips,  die  Captain  and  Bedford,  had  approached, 
however,  fo  near,  and  were  fo  well  fupported  by  the  fhips 
aftern,  that  the  enemy  were  completely  cut  off  from  all 
afliftancc,  and  furrendered  after  making  as  good,  and  as 
xefolute  a  defence  as  circumftances  would  admit  of.  The 
confltd  ended  jrv  a  diftant  .cannonade,  for  the  van  (hips 
of  the  Britifh  were  fo  much  damaged,  particularly  the 
Courageux  and  IlWrfhious,  each  of  which  loft' their  main, 
and  mizen-ihafts,  as  to  sender  it  impoffihle  to  attempt 
any  thing  farther  againft  an  enemy,  to  windward,  equal 
sit  leaft  in  force,  and  ufing. every  poffible  means  in  their 
power  of  avoiding  an  action.  The  French  fhips  captured, 
'Were,  the  Ca'Ira,  of  eighty  guns,  having  on  boasd,  at  the 
commencement  of  die  a£hon,  one  thousand  three  hunched 
men,  and  the  Ceofeur,  of  feventy-four,  having  one 
fiioufand  men.  Although  the  general  xefult  of  this  a£don 
was  not  fo  completely  fuccefsful  as  it  promifed  to  have 
been,  in  cafe  the  enemy  had  been  lefs  cautious,  yet  an 
object  far  fuperipr,  confidered  in  a  national  light,  to  the 
oapture  of  two  (hips  of  the  Tine,  was  attained  T>y  this 
partial  encounter.    The  French  fhips  were  all  crowded 
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with  men  in  a  very  extraordinary  and  unprecedented  roan-* 
ner,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  into  execution  fome  ex- 
peditipn,  the  objed  of  which  was  either  unknown  or  at 
leaft  is  not  officially  explained.'  Mr.  Hetham  only.ob- 
ferves,  "  that  whatever  might  have  been  the  enemy's 
defign,  the  objeft  of  it  was  completely  fruftrated."  They 
returned  back  into  port  wholly  dii appointed  in  their 
hopes  and  expectations,  a  circum fiance  not  improb- 
ably more  keenly  felt  by  them  than  even  their  dilcomi- 
iiture. 

On  the  1 6th  of  April  following,  immediately  on  news 
of  the  fuccefs  juft  mentioned  arriving  in  England,  Mr. 
Hotham  was  advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue  ;  nothing 
material  took  place  after  this  time  on  the  Mediterranean 
Ration,  till  the  month  of  July,  when  the  French  fleet, 
having  again  ventured  to  fea,  and  chaced  into  St.  Fiorenzo 
on  the  7th,  a  fmall  fquadron  which  had  been  detached  a 
few  days  before  under  commodore  now  lord  Nelfon.  The 
admiral,  whofe  firft  information  of  the  enemy  being  out 
was  derived  from  that  accident,  immediately  put  to  fea, 
but  did  not  get  fight  of  the  French  fleet  till  the  13th  *, 

when 

*  This  event  will  be  be  ft  explained  by  the  following  extracl  from 
the  admiral's  official  account? : 

*c  Yefterday  at  day-break  we  difcovered  them  to  leeward  of  us  on 
the  larboard  tack,  confiding  of  twenty-three  fail,  feventcen  of  which 
pfoved  to  be  of  the  line ;  the'  wind,  at  this  time,  blew  very  hai*d 
from  the'  W.  N.  W.t  attended  with  a  heavy  (well,  and  fix  of  our 
(Hips  had  to  bend  main- top  fails,  in  the  room  of  thofe  that  were  fplit 
by  the  gale,  in  the  courfe  of  the  night.  I  caufed  the  fleet,  however, 
to  form  with  all  poffibie  expedition  on  the  larboard  line  of  bearing, 
carrying  all  fail  poffibie  to  preferve  that  order,  and  to  keep  the  wind 
of  the  enemy  in  the  hope  of  catting  them  off  from  the  -land,  frOm 
which  we  were  only  five  leagues  diftant.  At  eight  o'clock  finding 
they  had  no  Other  view  but  that  of  endeavouring  to"  get  from  us,  I 
made  the  fignal  for  a  general  chace,  and  for  the  mips  to  take  fui table 
ftations  for  their  mutual  fupport,  and  to  engage  the  enemy,  as  arriv- 
ing up  witb  them  in  fuccemon ;  but  the  hauling  winds  and  vexatious 
calms,  which  render  every  naval  operation  in  this  country  doubtful, 
fobn  afterwards  took  place,  and  allowed  a  few  only  of  our  van  (hips 
to  get  up  with  the  enemy's  rear  about  noon,  which  they  attacked  fo 
warmly  thai,  in  the  courfe  of  an  hour  after,  we  had  the  fatisfaftidn  to 
find  one  of  their  fternmoft  fhips,  viz.  L'Allide,  of  feventy-four  guns 
had  ft  rack,-  the  reft  of  tbefr  fleet,  favoured  by  a  fhift  Of  wind  to  tile 
ttAward  (that  placed  them  now  to  the  windward  of  us-,)  bad  got  fo 
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when  a  partial  and  indeciffive  aflion  took  place.  Ad- 
miral Hotham  rcfigned  his  command  and  returned  to 
England  at  the  cloie  of  the  year.  In  1797  in  reward 
for  his  long  and  meritorious  fervices,  he  was  raifed  to  the 
dignity  of  a  peer  of  Ireland,  by  the  title  of  baron  Hotham, 
but  has  not  fince  taken  upon  him  any  command. 

KEMPENFELT,  Richard,— was  the  fon  of  lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Kempenfelt,  a  native  of  Sweden,  of  whom 
fuch  honourable  and  diftinguiftied  mention  is  made  in 
the  Spectator,  under  the  fiftitious  chara&er  of  captain 
Sentry.  He  followed  the  fortunes  of  king  James  the 
Second,  but  was  afterwards  invited  to  England,  and  ac- 
cepted from  queen  Ann  a  commiflion  in  her  fervice.  He 
died  in  the  reign  of  king  'George  the  Firft,  lieutenant- 
governor  of  Jerfey,  leaving  two  ions  and  two  daughters, 
none  of  whom  were  ever  married.  Mr.  Richard  Kem- 
penfelt was  born  in'Weftminfter,  and  having  entered  very 
early  in  life  into  the  navy,  was,  on  the  14th  of  January, 
1 740- 1,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  but,  as  rpay 
be  naturally  fuppofed,  our  information  concerning  him,  is 
extremely  (paring  during  the  time  he  held  the  above 
rank,  in  which  he  continued  without  promotion  many 

far  into  Frejus  Bay,  whilft  the  major  part  of  oirrs  was  becalmed  111  the 
Offing,  that  it  became  impoffible  for  any  thins. farther  to  be  effected, 
and  thofe  of  our  (hips  which  were  engaged  bad  approached  fo  near  to 
Abe  Chore,  that  I  judged  it  proper  to  calf  them  off  by  fignal.  If  the 
refult  of  the  day  was  not  fo  completely  fatisfaQory  as  the  commence- 
ment promifed,  it  is  my  duty  to  (late,  that  no  exertions  could  be  more 
unanimous  than  thofe  of  the  fleet  under  my  command,  and  it  would 
be  injufticc  to  the  general  merit  of  all,  to  feleft  individual  in  fiances  of 
commendation,  had  no  fuperiority  of  failing  placed  fome  of  the  (hips 
in  an  advanced  fituatioo,  of  which  they  availed  themfelves  in  the  moft 
diilinguiOied  and  honourable  manner.  Amongft  the  number  was 
the  ViBory,  having  rear-admiral  Mann  on  board,  who  had  (hifted  his 
flag  to  that  (hip  upon  this  occaflon.  I  am  forry  to  fay  the  Alcidc, 
•bout  half  an  hour  after  (be  had  ftruck,  by  forae  accident  caught  fire 
.  in  her  fore  top,  before  (he  was  taken  poflcflion  of,  and  the  flames 
fjpread  with  fuch  rapidity  that  the  whole  (hip  was  foon  in  a  blaze; 
several  boats  from  the  fleet  were  difpatched,  as  quickly  as  poffible,  to 
refcue  as  many  of  her  people  as  they  could  (avefrom  the  deftrudion 
that  awaited  them,  three  hundred  of  them  were  in  confequence 
prefcrved,  when  the  (hip  blew  up  with  the  moft  awful  and  tremend- 
ous explofion,  and  between  three  and  four  hundred  people  are  fup- 
pofed to  have  periwed. 
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years.  No  other  information  concerning  him  has  come 
to  otir  knowledge,  except  that,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1750, 
he  ferved  on  board  the  Anfon  in  the  capacity  juft  re- 
lated. 

We  have  not  even  bden  able,  to  learn  at  what  time  he 
•was  appointed  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war,  but  we  find 
him  to  have  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pott  captain, 
and  commiflioned  to  the  Elizabeth,  of  fixty-four  guns,  on 
the  17th  of  January,    1757,  as  captain  to  commodore 
Stevens,  who  hoifted  his  broad  pendant  on  board  that  fhip 
as  commander  of  a  fmall  fquadron  then  finder  orders  for 
the  Eaft  Indies.     He  failed  thither  not  long  afterwards, 
and  diftinguifhed  himfelf  fo  highly  in  the  encounter  with 
the  count  d'Ache,  in  the  month  of  April  1758,  as  to  be 
very  particularly  commended  by  the  admiral  in  his  offi- 
cial difpatches.     Captain  Kempenfelt  removed  fome  time 
after  the  encounter  juft  mentioned  into  the  Queenborough 
frigate,  being  fent  to  convoy  the  Revenge,  a  fliip  belong- 
ing to  the  Englifh  Eaft-India  company,  into  Madrafs, 
that  veflel,  together  with  the  frigate,  having  on  board  a 
ftrong  detachment  of  colonel  Draper's  regiment,  under 
the  command  of  major  Monfon.      Their  arrival  was 
critical,  and  their  fafety  contributed  very  confiderably  to 
the  prefervation  not  only  of  Madrafs  itfelf,  but,  in  all 
probability,  to  that  of  the  greater  part  of  the  Britifh  pof- 
feffionS  in  India.  Madrafs  was  then  clofely  inverted" by  the 
French  army,  under  the  count  Lally  ;  but  this  reinforce- 
ment to  the  garrifon,  being  landed  immediately  on  its 
arrival,  ftruck  fuch  a  terror  into  the  befiegers  tnat  they 
raifed  the  fiege  with  much  precipitation  before  day-light 
the  next  morning,  blew  up  their  powder-mills  and  march- 
ed off.  This  check  gave  fo  fudden  and  decifive  a  turn  to 
the  intereft  of  the  enemy,  as  to.  enable  the  Britifh,  whofe 
affairs  till  then  had  borne,  at  times,  rather  an  indifferent 
afpe£t,  to  completely  expel  the  French  fromjhe  continent 
of  India. 

The  arrival  of  capt.  Kempenfelt  at  the  Critical  time  hedid, 
proved  alfo  the  prefervation  of  the  black  town.  Count  Lally 
having  determined  to  fet  fire  to  it,  was  prevented  only  by 
the  fear  of  what  the  Britifh  might  do  by  way  of  retaliation 
now  they  had  again  gainedtheafcendancjr.  Mr.  Stevens, 
who  by  this  time  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  rear- 
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admiral,  having  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Grafton,  of 
fixty-eight  guns,  Mr.  Kempenfelt  removed  into  that  ihip 
as  his  captain,  and  ferved  in  that  ftation  at  the  time  of 
the  third,  and  final  encounter  with  the  count  d'Ache. 
After  the  departure  of  admiral  Pocock  for  England,  the 
chief  command  of  courfe  devolved  on  Mr.  Stevens,  who 
having  removed  his  flag  into  the  Norfolk,  of  feventy-four 
giins,  Mr.  Kempenfelt  accompanied  him  into  that  ihip 
alfo,  and  continued  to  command  it  after  his  death.  Cap- 
tain Kempenfelt  was  afterwards  taken  by  Mr.  Cornim, 
who  futoceeded  to  the  chief  command,  to  be  his  captain, 
and  diftinguifhed  himfclf  exceedingly  during  the  (lege  of 
Manilla,  having  been  employed  on  many  important  fer- 
vices,  all  which  he  executed  with  the  higheft  credit  to  him* 
felf,  and  advantage  to  his  country.  He  was,  in  particular, 
one  of  the  captains  to  whom  the  debarkation  of  the  troops 
was  entrufted.  He*was  afterwards  fept  with  the  Norfolk, 
Seaford,  and  *Seahorfe>  to  take  polfeflion  of  the  Port'rf 
Cavite  which  had  been  included  in  the  fame  capitulation 
with  Manilla.  He  was  appointed,  by  fir  William  Draper, 
the  commander-in-chief  of  the  land  forces,  to  a&  as 
governor  of  that  place,  concerning  which  appointment 
the  following  honourable  mention  is  made  of  him  in  the 
general's  public  difpatches : 

"  As  a  fmall  acknowlegement  of  the  great  fervices 
which  the  whole  army  had  received  from  captain  Kem- 
penfelt, the  admiral's  captain,  I  begged  he  would  aft  at 
Cavite  with  a  coinmiflion  as  governor  for  his  majefty,  be- 
ing allured  that  no  one  could  difcharge  that  truft  with  more 
conduft  and  abilities."  He  appears,  however,  to  have  held 
this  honourable  appointment  but  a  very  fhort  time  only,  be- 
ing fent  home  by  the  admiral  as  the  bearer  of  his  difpatches, 
on  which  occafion  he  is  alfo  mentioned  in  the  handfomeft 
terms  *.  Captain  Kempenfelt  is  reported  to  have  returned 
to  India  afterwards,  wnere  he  refumed  his  ftation  as  cap- 
tain, of  thp  Norfolk,  on  board  which  (hip  Mr.  Corniih 
had  his  flag  in  the  year  1763,  In  the  following  year 
Captain  Kempenfelt  returned  in  that  fhip  Xq  England,  and 
peace  having  taken  place,  long  before,  the  Norfolk  was 
confequently  put  out  of  commiilion,  and  laid  up  about  the 
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end  of  the  year.  It  is  faid  of  him  that,  "  after  the  peace, 
he  generally  fpent  a  part  of  the  year  in  France,  not  in 

!>leafurable  purfuits  but  in  fearch  of  profeflioual  know- 
edge,  in  which,"  it  is  added,  "  if  he  did  not  excel,  it 
may  with  truth  be  faid,  be  was  equal  to  any  officer  in 
Europe." 

in  the  year  1770,  probably  oh  account  of  the  then  ex-* 

Se&ed  rupture  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  Falkland  Iflands, 
e  was  appointed  to  the  Buckingham,  of  fevtenty  guns. 
He  did  not,  however,  continue  long  in  this  fhip,  having 

Juitted  it  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1 77 1 .  Captain  Kfempen- 
Jt  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  cora- 
miffion  till  th$  year  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Alexander,  a  new  third  rate,  mounting  74  guns.  Neither 
did  he  long  retain  this  fiation,' being,  in  the  enfuing  year, 
appointed  firft  captain  for  what  is  generally  called  captain 
of  the  fleet)  under  fir  Charles  Hardy,  on  board  the  Vic- 
tory. Qq  the  26th  of  September  he  was  advanced  to  be 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  but,  neverthelefs,  ferved  un- 
interruptedly in  his  former  ftation  till  the  end  of  the  yea? 
1 78 1,  under  fir  Charles  hi mfelf,  and  hisfuCceflbrs,  admiral 
deary  *  and  vice-admiral  Darby,  in  our  account  of  whom 
the  principal  naval  events  which  took  place  during  that 
period  have  already  been  related. 

At  the  end  of  the  year.1781,  ftiH  continuing  on  board 
the  Vidory,  he  was  appointed  to  command  a  (quadron  of 
twelve  (hips  of  the  line,  one  of  50  guns,  and  fome  frigates, 
which  were  ordered  to  fea  for  the  purpofe  of  intercepting 
a  French  fleet  faid  to  be  bound  to  the  Wed  Indies,  of  fupe* 
jrior  force,  and  intended  to  ftrengthen  that  already  there 
under  the  count  de  Graffe.  Mr.  K'empenfelt  fortunately  fell 
in  with  the  ea«my,  but  unfortunately  alfo,  found  their  num- 
bers far  exceeding  what  report  had  dated  them  at,  they 
proving  to  amount  to  nineteen  failof  the  line,  and  two  of  64 
guns,arme  en  flute  *9  neverthelefs  having  a  profpect  of  being 
able  to  pafs  between  the  enemy's  (hips  of  war  and  their

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convoy,  this  meafure  was"  very  fptntcdly  carried  intoexecu- 
tion,  in  confequence  of  which  fifteen' of  the  latter  were  taken 
and  three  or  four  funk  ;  a  very  material  lofs  to  the  enemy, 
the  prizes  being  laden  principally  with  naval  and  military 
ftores,  and  having  upwards  of  one  thoufand  foldiers  on 
board,  exclufive  of  their  proper  crews.  He  continued  in 
the  Vidory  till  after  the  general  change  of  miniftry  had 
taken  place  in  the  month  of  March  enfuing,  and  then 
removing  into  the  Royal  George,  ferved  as  a  flag  officer* 
in  the  fquadron  fent  to  fca,  under  Mr.  Barrington,  to  in- 
tercept the  French  fquadron  then  ready  to  fail  from  Brcft, 
to  the  Eaft  Indies ;  and  afterwards  in  the  main  or  Channel 
fleet  under  lord  Howe.  The  exchange  was  extremely 
unfortunate  for  him,  for  after  a  fhort  cruife,  undiftin- 
guifhed  by  any  confequential  occurrence,  except  what  is  re- 
lated beneath  t ;  .the  (hip  having,  while  at  fea,  become  un- 
ufually  leaky,  a  circtimftance  rendered  more  alarming 
from  the  leak  not  having  diminifhed  when  the  fhip  came, 
to  Spithead,  an  order  was  given  for  her  to  be  properly  in- 
fpeftcd  and  repaired,  if  poflible  without  coming  into 
harbour. 

On  Auguft  29,  at  fix  in  the  morning,  the  weather  being 
moderate,  the  bufinefs  of  heeling  the  Royal  George  com- 
menced, and  the  (hip  by  ten  was  got  into  a  proper  fituation 
for  difcovering  the  leak,  but  in  order  to  take  off  fome  fur- 
ther (beets  of  copper  to  caulk  the  feams  properly,  (he  was 
ordered  to  be  lowered  another  ftreak.  During  this  ope- 
ration a  great  part  of  the  crew  were  at  dinner,  the  melfes 
having  been  juft  ferved  up,  when  the  (hip,  by  a  fudden 
guft  of  wind,  fell  on  one  fide,  and  the  lower  ports  being 
open  in  order  to  run  out  the  guns,  (he  filled  in  about  eight 
minutes,  and  went  to  the  bottom  before  'any  fignal  of 
diftrefs  could  be  made. 

At  this  dreadful    moment  there  were  upwards  of 
one  thoufand  two  hundred  perfons  on  board,  including 
■  —

.+  During  the  -cruife  the  fleet  fell  in  with  that  of  France,  from 
Breft,  which  was  in  far  fuperior  force.  *  No  encounter  took  place, 
but  Mr.  Ketnpenfelt  difplayed  cdnfiderable  ability  in  covering  the  re- 
treat of  the  Buffalo,  an  old  (hip  of  fixty  guns,  which  being  an  heavy 
failer,  would  otherwife  have,  in  all*  probability,  been  cut  off  by  the 
enemy's  advanced  (hips  under  M.  Piquet. 
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about  two  hundred  and  fifty  women  and  feveral  children, 
chiefly  belonging  to  the  feamen,  who  had  been  permitted 
to  go  on  board  when  the  (hip  cad  anchor,  at  Spithead,  and 
to  remain  there  till  the  order  for  failing  arrived.  The 
people  who  were  on  watch  on  deck,  to  the  number  of 
two  hundred  and. thirty,  were  moftly  faved  by  the  boats 
that  vent  out  to  their  afliftance  ;  but  thefe  were  delayed ' 
for  fome  little  time  by  the  fwell  occafloned  by  the  linking 
of  Co  large  a  body,  which  made  a  momentary  whirlpool  in 
the  water.  About  feventy  more  of  the  people  who  rofe 
after  the.  (hip  difappeared  were  alfo  picked  up,  among 
whom  were  four  lieutenants,  eleven  women,  and  the  re- 
mainder, feamen  ;  upon  the  whole,  it  is  generally  fuppofed 
that  nine  hundred  people  fuffered  by  this  difafter. 

Thus  perifhed  the  brave  but  unfortunate  admiral 
Kempenfelt,  of  whom  we  (hall  fubjoin  the  following 
very  juft  and  fplendid  character,  feleded  from  the 
cdmmon  opinion  of  thofe  who  appear  to  have  knowa- 
him:. "His  abilities  were  univerfally  acknowledged  by 
all  the  naval  powers,  and  he  was  properly  ef lee med  as  brave 
and  able  a  lea  officer;  as  this  or  any  other  nation  ever 
boafted  of."  His  character  in  private  life  rendered  him 
an  acquifition  to  every  man  who  had  the  happinefsof  his 
acquaintance,  and  as  an  officer  it  will  be  remembered  as 
long  as  the  firitifh  navy  exifts. 

As  too  warm  a  tribute  of  praife  cannot  be  offered  to 
the  memory  of  the  virtuous,  it  is  but  juftice  to  fay  (and 
it  is  faid  from  authority)  that  the  late  admiral  Keqnpen- 
felt's  merits  as  an  officer  were  very  conlidcrably  height- 
ened by  his  deferts  as  a  Chriftian  :  nor  was  he  lefs" re- 
garded for.  his  benevolence,  than  efteemed  for  that  kind 
of  good  breeding,  by  which  a  man  of  fenfe  knows  how 
to  adapt  himfelf  to  the  three  degrees  of  charafter*  in  life  ; 
viz.  his  fuperiors,  his  equals,  and  thofe  who  are  below 
him. 

To  this  is  added,  in  one  of  the  periodical  publications 
of  the  time.  "  The  unfortunate  circumflance  of  his  death 
feems  to  have  been  the  only  inftance  in  which  fortune  did 
not  favour  him,  as,  till  then,  all  his  actions  were  crown- 
ed with  fuccefs;  while  his  great  courage  and  talents 
pointed  him  out  as  one  who  bid  fajr  to  ihine  among  the 
firft  of  naval  heroes.    He  was  the  youngeft  flag-officer  on 
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the  lift  at  the  time  of  his  deceafe.  "  But"  it  is  added, 
"  having  been  for  many  years  diftinguifhed  for  his  great 
fltill  in  manoeuvring  a  fleet,  an  extraordinary  promotion 
was  made  for  the  purpofe  of  including  him.1' 

In  the  beginning  of  1783  an  elegant  monument  was 
eredted  in  the  church-yard  of  Portfea,  to  the  memory  of 
this  gentleman  and  his  fellow  fufferers.  The  monument 
is  lofty,  in  a  pyramidal  form,  ornamented  with  marine 
trophies,  arms,  urns,  &c. ;  in  an  oval  compartment,  upon 
the  upper  part  of  the  pyramid,  in  black  marble  and  gold 
letters  is  this  infcription : 

•  "  Reader,  with  folemn  thought,  furvey  this  grave, 
and  reflect  on  the  untimely  death  of  thy  fellow 
mortals;  and  whilft,  as  a  man,  a  Briton,  and  a 
patriot,  thou  read'ft  the  melancholy  narrative, 
drop  a  tear  for  thy  country's  lofs." 

Underneath  is  the  following  infcription : 

"  On  the  29th  day  of  Auguft,  178a,  hismajefty's 
fliip,  the  Royal  George,  being  on  the  heel  at 
Spithead,  overfet  and  funk,  by  which  fatal  ac- 
cident about  nine  hundred  perfons  were  inftantly 
launched  into  eternity,  among  whom  was  that 
brave  and  experienced  officer  rear-admiral 
Kempenfelt.  Nine  days  after,  many  bodies  of 
the  unfortunate  floated,  thirty-five  of  whom 
were  interred  in  one  grave,  near  this  monument, 
which  is  erected  by  the  parifti  of  Portfea,  as 
a  grateful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  that  great 
commander,  and  his  fellow  fufferers." 

Upon  a  pedeftal  in  gold  letters  is  this  epitaph: 

*4  Tis  not  this  ftone,  regretted  chief,  thy  name, 
Thy  worth,  and  merit  ftiall  extend  thy  fame. 
Brilliant  achievements  have  thy  name  jmpjreft 
In  lafting  characters  on  Albion's  bread/' 

KENNEDY,  Archibald,— was  the  defceridartt  of  a 

very  ancient  and  noble  family  fettled  in  Carrick,  in  the 

county  of  Air,  in  North  Britain,  who  affumed  that  firname 

in  conference  gf  their  being  the  head  or  chief  of  the 
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family  of  Kennedy,  of  Carriks.  This  is  very  fufficjently 
proved  by  Mr*  DougUfs j  the  term  Kennedy  being  de- 
rived from  the  Gallic  or  Celtic  word  Kean-na*ty, which 
fignifies  head  of  the  houfe,  or  chief  of  the  cbuu  .  Mr* 
Kennedy  having  been  early  bred  to  the  fea,  was,  on  the 
i^th  of  .December,  17449  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant ;  but  after  this  time  we  do  not  find  any  mention 
made  of  him.,  till  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  poft~ 
captain,  and  his  being  commiflionexl,  on  the  4th  of  April, 
1757,  to  be<  captain  of  the  Veftal,  a  fifth  rate ;  we  believe 
him  to  have  received  this  appointment  merely  for  the 
purpofe  frequently ~pra$ifed  of  giving  him  rank  as  a 
poft-caotain,  and  t^^t.  he  quitted  the  Veftal  very  foon, 
if  not  immediately  afterwards.  No  farther  mention 
is  made  of  hiq>  till  the  year  1760,  when,  being  captain  of 
the  Flamboroflgh,  a  twenty  gun  ihip,  he  diftinguifhet 
hinafelf  in  a  rooft  remarkable  and  gallant  manner,  in 
company  with  captain  Skinner,  who  commanded  the 
Biddeford,  alfo  a  twenty  gun  (hip,  by  engaging  and  de- 
feating two  French  frigates  of  nearly  double  their 
force  *.  He  continued  afterwards  to  remain  on  the  Lifbon 

and 

*  The  following  official  account  of  this  memorable  encounter  was 
given  by  captain  Kennedy  to  the  admiralty :

of  Lifbon  at  that  time  bore  S.  S.  £.  one  quarter  £.  diflant  thirty-fix 
Jeagues.  I  flood  for  them,  being  to  leeward  and  they  not  making  any 
alteration  in  their  conrfe,  foon  came  near  within  guri-fliot  of  the  head- 
anoft,  (he  brought  to  at  five  in  the  afternoon ;  I  fired  feveral  (hoc 
to  invite  her  to  action,  (hewing  my  colours  at  the  fame  time.  About 
half  an  hour  afterwards,  the  fternmoft  brought  to,  I  perceived  them 
plainly  fpeaking  to  each  other,  and  to  be  large  frigates  of  the  enemy, 
one  of  them  making  fignals,  which  I  judge  was  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  other  two  (hips  as  they  immediately  made  the  befl  of  their 
way.  Spon  after  the  frigates  hoifted  French  colours  and  bore  down 
upon  me ;  but  the  Biddeford  then  being  about  three  miles  to  leeward 
(to  whom  I  had  before  made  the  fignal  of  difcov^ring  the  enemy)  I 
edged  away  and  at  fix  joined  her,  when  the  enemy  inftantly  hauled 
their  wind  and  flood  to  the  eaftward ;  we  purfued  them,  I  foon 
came  up  with  the  flernmoft  (hip,  who  poured  a  broadfide  into  me, 
which  I  returned,  and.  leaving  her  to  the  Biddeford,  kept  after  the 
fceadmo(t»  with  whom  I  came  up  at  half  pad  fix,  and  engaged  as  near 
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and'  Mediterranean  ftation,  where  he  was  promoted  by 
the  commander-in-chief,  on  the  30th  of  June  following* 
td  be  captain  of  the  Quebec,  ft  frigate  carrying  thirty-two 
guns.  In  this  veffel  he  appears  to  have  continued  a  very 
ftort  time  only,  having  returned  back  into  the  Flam- 
borough  and  proceeded  on  a  cruife,  in  the  courfe  of 
which  he  captured,  off  the  Coaft  of  Portugal,  a  fmall 
French  privateer,  of  «fght  carriage  guns  and  fifty-four 
men,  belonging  to  Bayonne.  Captain ,  Kennedy  left 
the  Flamborough  again  at  the  latter  ettd  of  Augtift  ;  and 
after  refurmng  it  for  a  fhort  period  finally  quitted  her 
in  the  month  of  O&ober,  and  was  appointed  to  the 
Blonde,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns>  taken  from  the 
enemy  in  the  preceding  year,  being  one  of  Mr.  Thurot's 
fqnadrorl.  Captain  Kennedy,,  after  his  appointment  to 
the  Blonde,  ferved  again  on  the  Mediterranean  and 
JLifbon  ftation,  and  in  the  month  of  February  captured, 
off  Cape  Finifterre,  a  large  (hip  bound  from'Bourdeaux  to 
St. Domingo,  carrying  eighteen  carriage  guns  and  feventy- 


as  it  was  poffibJe,  without  being  on- board  each  other,  until  nine  at 
night,  when  we  difcovercd  our  mafls,  rigging,  and  fails  to  be  very 
much  (battered,  and  moft  of  the  running  rigging  cut  to  pieces,  not 
having  a  brace  or  bowling  left  to  govern  the  fails ;  the  hull  did  not 
efcape  receiving  fcveral  (hot,  Tome  betwixt  wind  and  water,  whicli 
were  timely  fee u red.  Both  parties  ccafed  firing  near  half  an  hour,  in 
which  time  we  reeved  new  braces  and  repaired  all  the  damages  we  had 
fuftained  in  the  beft  manner  it  was  poflible,  we  then  renewed  the  en- 
gagement, which  continued  till  eleven  at  night,  when  the  enemy  made 
all  the  fail  they  poflibly  could,  and  ufed  every  effort  to  efcapc  ;  I 
purfued  her  till  noon  the  next  day,  hut,  to  my  great  concern,  the  had 
the  advantage  of  failing  fo  much  better  than  the  Flamborough  that 
fte  had  almofl  run  us  out  of  fight,  otherwife  I. flatter  myfelf  1  fhould 
have  been  able  to  have  given  their  lordihip's  a  more  diftinft  account 
of  her.  The  Flamborough  being  much  difabled,  and  every  courfe 
and  top-fail  rendered  ufelefoy  it  was  in  vain  to  purfue  the  enemy  any 
longer,  and  I,  therefore,  made  the  bed  of  my  way  for  Lifbbn,  where 
I  arrived  on  the  6th  inftant.  I  am  confident  bv  the  latter  behaviour  of 
the  Chip  which  engaged  me,  that  (lie  mufl  have  received  great  damage, 
the  fury  of  their  fire  being  much  abated.. 

u  I  nad  only  five  men  lulled,  and  ten  wounded  ;  amongfl  the  for- 
mer is  Mr.  Tbomj*  Price,  lieutenant  of  marines,  and  the  latter  Mr. 
Edwards,  the  boarfwain  ;  thev  behaved  extremely  well  i  and  I  fhould 
do  great  injutticc  to  all  my  officers  and  men  was  I  to  omit  acquainting 
their  lordQiips  tha,t  they  behaved  with  conduct  and  courage.

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five  men  ;  as  he,  moreover,  did  in  thft  month  of  March, 
a  French  privateer,  of  twelve  guns,  having  a  chofen  crtvf 
ef  one  hundred  and  fixteen  men.       \   •  .         -     *   * 

In  the  enfuing  year  he  was  ftill  more  fortunate,  having/ 
about  the  end  of  February,  captured,  and  carried  into 
Lifbon,  the  Bertin,  a  French  Eaft  India  (hip,  of  five 
hundred  tons  burthen,  carrying  twenty  guns  and  one 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  men  ;  this  veflei  was  homeward 
bound  from  the  Mauritius,  laden  with  coffee  and  fugar* 
with  other  commodities  fo  valuable  withal,  that  fhe  was. 
reported  to  be  worth  one  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand 
pounds.  .  He  continued  in  the  Blonde  till  after  the  con- 
c hi  (ion  of  the  war,  whin,  being,  in  the  month  of  April  or 
May,  1763,  appointed  to  the  Coventry,  of  twenty-eigMt 
guns,  he  was  ordered  to  North  America,  on  which  ftation 
he  remained,  in  the  fame  fhip,  till  the  year  1768  or  9^ 
having  then  returned  to  England,  he  appears  to  have  re- 
tired totally  from  the  fervice,  and  never  to  have  taken 
upon  himfelf  any  fubfequent  command; 

He  was,  confequently  cqnfidered  as  having  quitted  the 
fervice,  not  being,  when  he  became  regularly  entitled  in 
point  of  feniority  to  fuch  an  advancement,  put  on  the  lift 
even  of  fuperannuated  flag-officers.  On  the  death  of 
David  earl  of  Caflilis,  his  coufin,  without  iffiie,  on  the 
18th  of  December,  captain  Kennedy  fucceeded  to  that 
very  ancient  title,  which  he  was  not  fortunate  enough  long 
to  enjoy,  dyjng  on  the  29th  of  December,  1794,  exadtly 
en  the  day  twelvemonth  after  his  lady,  by  whom  he  left 
one  fon,  Alexander,  now  earl  of  Caflilis. 

KNACKSTON,  Thomas,— was,  on  the  12th  of  July, 
1745,  promoted,  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  to  be.com* 
mander  of  the  Amazon  floop  of  war,  which  is  the  firft 
information  we  have  concerning  him ;  nor  do  we  know 
any  thing  farther  relative  to  him  while  he  continued  in 
that  ftation,  except  that,  in  1753,  he  commanded  the 
Grampus.  On  the  5th  of  April,  1757*  he  was  promoted 
to  be  captain  of  the  Vanguard ;  but  we  have  no  account 
of  his  having  held  any  other  naval  appointment,  except 
that  he  was,  we  believe,  for  a  confiderable  time  employed 
on  the  imprefs  fervice.  He  was  not  promoted  to  be  a 
flag-officer  even  on  the  fuperanuated  lift,  nor  do  we  know 
9  any 
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.any  thing  'farther  ccfccefning  htm,  except  that  lie  died 
after  the\ycar  1785. 

LINDSEY,  Sir  John,  K.  B.— the  descendant  of  a 
Xcry  ancient  and  honourable  Scotch  family,  is  not  known 
to  us  till  his  appointment,  about  the  year  1746,  to  be  com- 
mander of  the  Piuto  fire-fhip,  in  which  veflel  he  accom- 
panied fir  Edward  Hawked  fleet,  in  the  enfuing  year,  on 
&e  unfocigefsful  expedition  undertaken  againft  Rochfort. 
From  thus  veflel,  he  was,  oh  the  29th  of  September,  J  757, 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Trent  frigate,  and  continued 
to  command  her  during  ithe  whole  of  the  war.  He  was 
at  firftemployed  on  the  hom*  (tation  as  acruifer,  and  was 
afttrw^rds  ordered  to  Jamaica,  where,,  on  the  4th  of 
January,;  1 761,  he  fell  in  with,  off  Cape  Tiburoon,  the 
Bien.Aime,  a  French  merchant  frigate,  .mounting  twenty 
gpns»  .bopnd  from  Martioico  to  Old  France,  which  (hip 
he  eapttired  after  a  clofe  a&ion,  which  continued  for 
three  quarters  of  an  hour.  The  lofs  of  the  enemy  amounted 
to  twenty  men  killfed  and  wounded,  while  that  on  board 
the  Trent  was  only  one  •man  killed  and  five  wounded. 

In  the  year  1762,  he  accompanied  the  fleet,  font  under 
the  orders  of  fir  George  Pocock,  oh  the  .memorable  ex* 
©edition  againft  the  Havannah,  on:. which  occafion  we 
find  the  Trent  mentioned  as  one  qf  the  frigates  ftationed 
as  a  beacon  to  the  flbet  through  the  freights  of  Bahama  ; 
that  veflel  is  laid,  as  a  proof  of  the  ignorance  of  the 
pilot  whp  had  the  chief  direction  of  her,  and  her  com- 
panions, to  have  been  placed  .  forty-five  leagues  to  the 
eaftward  of  where  (he  (noiild  have  been,  though  no  in- 
convenience arofe  to  the  armament  from  the  taiftake.  In 
the  couffe  of  the  expedition  he  is  mentioned  as  having  been 
•ordered,  by  the  admiral,  to  take  the. command  of  the 
Cambridge,  after  that  (hip  was  lent  with  the  Dragon  and 
Marlborough  to  cannonade  the  Moro  j  icaptain  Gooftry, 
who  commanded  her  at  the  commencement  of  the  a&ion 
iWing  been  killed  ahnoft  immediately  afterwards*  The 
admiral  beftows  the  greateft  encomiums  on  the  behaviour 
of  captain  Lindfey ;  fo  highly  did  he  approve  of  his 
ibravery  and  condud  in  fupplying  the.  place  of  captain 
.'Gooftry,  that  he  .offered  him  the  command  either  of 
As  .Cambridge,  which  he  had  fo  well  conducted,  or  of 
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Temple,  or  Dfevonfhirev  It  dods  not  appear 'from  the 
account  of  the  comniander-iivchief  which  appointment 
became" the  choice,  of  captain  Lindfay,  but  we  find,  by 
farther  inveftigation,  tfct  if  he  removed  out  of  the  Trent 
it  mud  have  been  into  the  Devonshire.  Omhis  return  to 
England,  in  the  year  17AJ1  he.  received  the  honour  of 
knighthood,  as  a  reward  for  .his  gallantry  «t  the  Ha- 
vannah,  and  in  the  enfuing  year,  being  appointed  to  the 
Tartar,  was  ordered  to  the' Weft  Indies,  where  he*  re- 
mained not  longer  than  twelve  months,  principally  as 
commanding  officer  at  Penfecohu  After  hisireturn  to  "Eng- 
land he  >is  not  known  to  have  received  any  appointment 
till  the  year  1769  *,  when  be  was  made  commodore  and 
compiaindcr-in  Chief  of.  a;  f mall  force  deftined  for  India 
-and  the  Giiph  of  Perfiaf.  He  failed  from  Spithead, 
having  his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Stag  frigate,  with 
the  Hawke  (loop  in  company,  on  the  lit  of  Odober. 
During  his  abfence,  in  177a ,  he  was  created  a  knight  of 
the  mod  honourable  order  of  the  Bath,  and,  having  re- 

faired  to  England  on. hoard  the  Stag,  in.  17 72,  arrived  at 
brtfmouth  on  the  30th  of,  March.  The  eircunjft^nce  of 
no  material  event  or  occurrence  having  taken  place  while 
he  was  employed  as  juft  related,  is  a  (ufficient  reafon  for 
our  not  entering  into  farther  particulars ;  we  do  not  be- 
lieve him  to  have  held  any  command  after  this  time 
till  his  appointment  on  the  15th  of  March,  1778,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Vi&ory,  a,  firft  rate  of  one  hundred  guns,, 
the  (hip,  on  board  which,  Mr.  Keppel  almoft  immediately 
afterwards  hoifted  his  flag  as  commander-in-chief  of  the 
main  or  Channel  fleet.  On  this  occafion  fir  John  re- 
moved  into  the  Prince  George,  of  ninety  guns,  which 
Jhip  he  commanded  at  the  time  of  the  engagement  with

is  repotted  to  have  afterwards  removed  into  tbe  Vidory 
at  die  corrchrfion  of  the  year.  Sir  John  was  one  of  the 
witnefles  examined  on  the  fubfecjuent  trial,  and  bore,  by 
his  teftimdny,  extremely  hard  on  fir  H.  Pallifer.  On 
the  ittttrement  of  Mr.  Keppel,  fir  John  alfo  quitted  his 
comnrindj  and  did  not  accept  of  any  other  during  the 
war. 

Oil  peace  having  taken  place  in  1783,  this  gentleman 
was  appointed  commodore,  and  commander-in-chief  in 
the  Mediterranean,  in  corrfe^uerice  of  which  he  hoifterJ 
his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Phaeton,  of  38  guns,  from 
which  he  afterwards  removed  into  theTrufty,  of  50  guns, 
When  that  (hip  reached  Gibraltar.  Sir  John  having  pro- 
ceeded to  Naples  in  the  month  of  June  1784,  accom* 
panied  by  the  reft  of  his  fquadron*  was  received  with  ex- 
traordinary honours  hj  his  Sicilian  majefty  t,  who,  in  two 
different!  vifits,  repaired  on  board  the  Trufty;      The 

commodore 

*  The  Prince  George  bad  twenty  men  frilled  and  wounded.

The  Britifh  fquadron  under  the  command  of  fir  John  Lindfiry, 
confiding  of  die  Trufty,  Tbetis»  Andromache*  Sphinx,  and  Ratt)e~ 
fnake,  auchored  in  this  bay  on  the  17th.  On  its  arrival  the  king  of 
Naples  was  pleafed  to  command,  that  it  fliould  he  immediately  ad- 
mitted to  prattick,  notwithstanding  the  quarantine  lately  laid  on  all 
Jbips,  from  whatever  quarter  they  fliould  come. 

Tbe  king  and  queen,  bavins  previoufly  fignified  Xo  the  commodore 
.their  intention  ol  honouring  the  fquadron  with  a  vifit,  their  maieflies 
fet  out  on  the  ft 4th,  in  the  morning,  from  the  Galley  mole,  attended  by 
general  Aclon,  as  well  as  Several  other  officers  of  the  court,  and  by  the 
captains  of  the  fquadron  in  their  refpeclrve  barges.  As  foon  as  their 
majefties  were  at  a  little  diftancc  from  the  (bore  all  the  (hips  manned 
their  yards,  except  the  Sphinx  and  Rattlefnake,  which,  berng  dreffcd 
with  colours,  di (played  tnern  at  the  fame  inftant  tbe  others  manned, 
and  after  they  were  on  board  the  Trufty,  all  the  reft  of  tbe  fquadron 
rlred  a  royal  falute. 
.  Their  majefties  vifited  the  (hip  above  and  below,  the  king  then 
went  into  the  commodore's  barge,  apd  vifited  all  the  other  Imps  of 
the  fquadron,  returning  again  to  theTrufly.  On  leaving  the  squadron 
their  majefties  were  taluted  by  all  the  mips  with,  twenty-one  guat 
each  j  and  the  commodore,  with  the  captains,  had  the  honour  of 
dining  with  their  majefties  on  (bore,  as  well  as  on  the  following  day  on 
boaid  the  king's  yacht,  which,  with  two  of  the  king's galkvs,  was  d  re  fled 
'  .  with 
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commodore  returned  to  England,  we  believe,  rather  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  time  generally  allotted'  tp  fuch 
a  command,  in  confequence  of  his  ill  health' and  infir- 
mity occafioned  by  very  fevere,  as  well  ai  frequently  re- 
peated attacks  of  the  gout ;  thefe  continuing,  he  con  fre- 
quently never  accepted  of  any  fubfeqiient  command.  On 
the  24th  of  September,  1787,  fir  John  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red,  but  did  not  longfur- 
vive  this  promotion,  dying  at  Marlborough,  in  his  way 
from  Bath,  where  he  had  been  jbr  the  recovery  of  his 
health,  on  the  4th  of  June,  1788,  aged  51* 

LORING,  Jofhua, — the  defcendant  of  a  family  fettled 
in  North  America,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant* 
May  23,  1745,  and  to  that  of  commander  of  a  floop  of 
war,  on  the  13th  of  March,  1756*  We  have  no  account, 
except  in  thefe  inftances,  of  him,  till  bis  advancement  to 
the  rank  of  poft-captain  and  appointment  to  the  Squirrel, 
of*  twenty  guns,   by  commiflion,  bearing  date  Deceixi*

wiih  colours  aftet  the  Engliih  manner,  the  Engliih  flag  being  at  the 
fore-tbp-maft  bead. 

At  dinner,  on  board  tbe  yacht,  their  Sicilian  majefties  drank 
the  health  of  the  king  and  queen  of  Great  Britain,  a  royal  fa  lute 
was  immedfcitef/  fired  from  the  yacht  and  the  two  gallies.  Their 
jn«je9ies,  during'  tlae  dinner,  were  pleafed  repeatedly  to  exprefa  their 
fatisfaelion  at  feeing  an  Engliih  fquadron  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  an4 
appeared  deGrous,  by  every  means  in  their  power,  to  manifeft  their 
fnendfhip  for  his  Bntannick  majefty. 

Hit  Sicilian  majefty  having  §xt  Tfrurfaay*  the  lft  of  July,  ro 
honour  tbe  fquadron  again  with  hia  prcfence,  and  to  fee  a  few  evola- 
tioJis  performed  in  the  bay  J  his  majefty,  attended  by  general  AQon  . 
and  the  officers  of  the  court,  arrived  at  the  time  appointed.  The 
Slips,  being  in  all  refpeds  prepared,  flipped  their  cables  and  failed  in 
ttodd  order  with  a  very  fine  fea  breeze. 

1*he  exercifing  of  the  fquadrtm  began  immediately,  and  fuch 
manoeuvres  as  could  be  performed  by  fo  fmall  a  number  of  fliips 
were  executed  at  half  paft  two  o'clock.  His  majefty  being  pleafed 
to  honour  the  commodore-  with  his  company  at  dinner,  the  com* 
tnodore  took  an  opportunity  to  drink  the  queen's  health,  and  fired  a 
royal  falote  from  the  whole  fquadron. 

About  four  o'clock  the  evolutfons  recommenced,  and  were  con- 
tinued until  half  paft  fix,  when  the  fliips  refumed  their  former  anchor- 
ing ftations  in  the  Bay  of  Naples.  The  feveral  manmnvre*  of  the 
femadron  were  honoured  with  repeated  expreflions  of  applaufe  by  bit 
Sicilian  majefty.  He  was  falutea,  oh  his  coming  on  board  and  going 
on  fliore,  by  all  the  (hips  with  twenty-one  guns  each,  and  attended  on 
both  occaimsby  the  captains  in  their  refpt&ve  barges. 
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ber  i$,  1757.'  How  long  he  continued  in  thi$  fhip  is 
alfo  unknown  to  us,  but,  having  been  ordered  to  Ame- 
rica, he  waSj, 'in  1759,  appointed  chief  dircdor  of  the 
naval  department,  in  the*  interior  of  America,  and  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  flotilla  employed  on  the  lakes. 
The  different  veflels  which  were  deemed  neceflary,  as 
well  to  oppofe  the  naval  force  of  the  enemy,  as  to 
protect  the  pafTage  of  the  troops,  were  all  conftrufled 
under  his  fuperintendance,  the  greater  part  of  them  at 
Ticonderago.  Such  was  the  diligence  with  which  this 
fervice,  fo  efTential  to  the  fuccefs  of  the  campaign,  was 
condu&ed,  that  a  (loop,  mounting  fixteen  guns,  which  "it 
was  determined  in  council  to  conftrud,  on  the  3d  of 
September  was  completed,  and  arrived  at  CroWn  Point, 
'on  the  nth  of  O&ober.  The  naval  force  when  col- 
lected, confided  of  the  (loop,  juft  mentioned,  called  the 
'Mohawk,  a  brigantine  called  the  Mondaga,  mounting 
eighteen  fix  and  four  pounders,  which  veflH  Mr.  Loring 
himfelf  commanded,  and  a  radeaux  mounting  foe  twenty 
four  pounders.  Under  the  protection  of  thefe  veflels  the 
troops,  which  were  immediately  embarked  in  Battoes, 
proceeded  onward. 

Captain  Loring,  leaving  the  Radeaux  to  prote&  the 
Battoes,  made  fail  ahead,  with  a  fair  wind,  in  purfuit  of 
the  enemy,  and  on  the  1 2th  had  fight  of  a  fchooner,  which 
was  the  commanding  veflcl  of  their  flotilla.  The  brigan- 
tine and  (loop  both  ran  a  ground  in  chace,  but  were  got  off 
without  damage,  and  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  day  drove 
three  of  the  enemy's  veflels,  which  were  floops  mounting 
eight  guns  each,  into  a  bay  on  the  Weftern  fhore ;  the  crews 
despairing  of  getting  clear,  funk  two  of  .them,  and,  run- 
ning the  third  on  fhore,  made  their  efcape.  That  which 
had  ran  a  ground  was  immediately  got  off,  and  the 
damage  (he  had  fuftained  repaired  with  fuch  celerity, 
that  on  the  1 8th  (he  failed,  in  company  with  captain 
Loring,  in  purfuit  of  the  (mall  remnant  to  which  the 
enemy's  naval  force  was  /educed  by  the  foregoing  ad- 
vantage.. 

Nothing  material,  however,  was  effefted  during  the 
remainder  df 'the  campaign.     The  troops  returned  im- 
mediately to  Crown  Point,  where  a  confiderable  fbrce  was 
Rationed  during  the  'winter,  and  captain  Lwin£,  who 
1  was 
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Was  ordered  to  make  fuch  preparations  as  he  fliould 
think  neceffary  for  the  fervice  of  the  enfuing  cam- 
paign, repaired  to  Niagara*  Operations  commenced  in 
the  month  of  July  1760,  the  6rft  enter  prize  was  the  at* 
tack  of  a  ftrong  fort,  poflefled  by  the  enemy  on  the  Ifle  * 
Jioyalc,  on  which  occafion  there  appears,  from  the  terms 
made  ufe  of  by  the  general  in. his  di [patches,  to  have  been 
fome  fmall  mifunderftanding  between  captain  Loring 
and  himfelf:  "I  ordered  the  veflels,"  fays  he,  "to  faU 
down  clofe  to  the  fort,  having  put  as  many  markfmen  on 
board  each,  as  the  commanding  officers  chofe  to  have,  in 
order  to  keep  the  enemy  from  their  batteries.  The  going 
down  of  thefe  veflels  was  not  cffe&ed  in  the  manner  1 
could  have  wiflied,  and  I  determined  not  to  purfue  my 
plan  that  day." 

All  operations,  however,  as  well  naval,  as  military, 
were  clofed  almoft  immediately  after  this  time,  by  the  fur- 
render  of  Montreal,  which  completed  the  reduction  of  all 
the  French  pofleflions  in  North  America.  Captain  Loring 
continued,  neverthelefs,  to  command  on  *  the  lakes  till 
*he  beginning  of  the  year  1762,  it  being  deemed  a  ne- 
ceffary precaution,  that  a  force  fliould  be  dill  kept  up  in 
that  quarter  fufficient  to  prevent  any  attempt  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy  to  repoflefs  themfelves  of  a  province,  the 
conqueft  of  which  had  coil  Great  Britain  fo  great  an  e&- 
pence  both  of  men  and  treafure.  Tranquillity  being,  at ' 
length,  completely  eftablifhed,  and  every  neceffary  precau- 
tion taken  for  the  fecurity  of  the  newly  acquired  territory, 
Captain  t/Oring  returned  to  England,  and  does  not  appear 
to  have  ever  taken  upon  him  any  fubfequent  command, 
as  we  have  no  other  information  relative  to  him,  except 
that  he  died  jn  the  courfe  of  the  year  1781, 

MAC  CLEVERTY,  William,— was  promoted  to  be  a 
lieutenant  in  the  navy,  July  13, 1745-  After  this  time  we 
have  no  intelligence  concerning  him  till  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1757,  when  he  commanded  the  Peggy  (loop 
of  war.  He  was  promoted  from  this  veflel,  by  commifEon 
bearing  date  November  the  ift,  in  the  year  lad  mention- 
ed, to  be  captain  of  the  Gibraltar,  in  which  (hip  we  find 

*  In  176,1  be  was  on  Lake  Champlain,  in  the  Duke  of  Cumberland, 
a  fine  brig,  mounting  eighteen  or  twenty  gum. 
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him  fcrving  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  under  the 
"orders  of  Mr.  Bofcawen,  where  he  diftinguifhed  himfelf 
Exceedingly  bv  his  diligence  and  alertnefs,  Having]  been 
flationed  by  the  admiral  to  look  out  and  watch  the  mo- 
tions of  the  French  fquadron*  undCr  M.  de  la  Clue,  he 
had  the  good  fortune  to  difcover  the  enemy,  and  was  fo 
expeditious  in  conveying  the  intelligence  to  his  com- 
mander-in-chief* as  to  enable  him,  though  not  at  that  time 
expelling  their  approach j  to  attack  them  Qn  the  en  filing 
day.  From  the  Gibraltar  he  was  afterwards  promoted 
'to  the  Norwich,  of  fifty  guns,  on  the  American  Ration. 
Here  he  continued  till  1762,  when  the  Norwich  was  put 
out  of  commiflion  and  dismantled,  as  beirig  unfit  for 
fervice  without  confiderable  repair,  fie,  held  po  fubfe- 
quent  commiflion  till  the  year  1764,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Hind,  a  twenty  gun  fhip,  one  of  the 
veflels  which  it  is  cuftomary  to  keep  in  commiflion  in 
time  of  peace  as  a  cruifer.  In  this  veflel  he  con- 
tinued three  years,  and  being  again,  after  the  like  inter- 
val, appointed  toner  in  1 771, continued  in  the  fame  com- 
~mand  till  1775.  We  have  no  reafon  to  believe  he  held 
.jUiy  commiflion  after  he  quitted  this  (hip,  a$  no  mention  is 
'pade  of  him  in  the  fervice,  nor  do  we  precifely  know 
the  time  of  his  death,  which  we  imagine,  however,  to 
have  happened  in  the  year  1 780. 

MANN,  Robert, — was,  on  the  6th  of  March,  1 746-7, 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  Jn  this  ft  at  ion  he 
'.continued  till  tfie  10th  of  November,  1756 1,  when  he 
was  appointed  commander  of  the  Porcupine  (loop  of  war, 
.and  afterwards  employed' on  the  American  flat  ion.  He 
'was,  we  believe,  advanced  from  that  veflel,  by  Commiflion 
hearing  date  November  the  j6th  1757,  to  be  Captajn  of 
the  Penguin.  In  1762  he  was  ^pointed  to  the  milford, 
of  twenty-eight  guns,  a*  crutfing  frigate!  but  no  meiitioii

*  He  ran  in  towards  Gibraltar,'  near  enough  for  hla  tignalt  to  be 
tbterved,  and  then  flood  fcack  that  he  might  keep  fight  of  the  enemy, 
'and  be  the  better  enabled  to  p^reft  bu  admiral'*  purTuit. 

t  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  he  was  lieutenant  of  the  Buckinjp- 
ham,  at  that  time  the  flagrfhip  pf  rear  admiral  Weft.  Previous  to^hf* 
'appointment  to  the  Porcupine,  he  for  a  fhort  time  commanded  foe 
pfurlpue  yacht. 
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15  ovtde  of  him  during  the  qarly  part  of  this  command,' 
except  his  having  captured,  in  the  month  of  April,  a 
Ctt^Al  French  privateer,  belonging  to  Bayonne,  called  the 
Fidelle,  cagrying^  four  carriage,  Seventeen  fwivel  guns* 
and  fortyTfive  nien ;  and,  in  the  month  of  December, 
recaptured  a  valuable  veffel  belonging  to  I^ancafter,  called 
thetI»oyne,  bound  from  Cork  to  fiarbadoes,  which  had 
been  captured  by  a  French  privateer.  In  the  enfyinjj 
year,  continuing  ftill  in  the  Milford,  he  was  unfortunately 
Killed  in  an  engagement  "with  a  Spanifli  letter  of  marque, 
bound  from  Pafiage  to  St.  Domingo,  which  he  fell  in 
with  on  the  feventh  of  March.  This  encounter  was  fo 
defperately  maintained  on  both  (ides,  and  really  reflects 
fo  much  honour  on  the  bravery  with  which  the  enemy 
defended  themfclves,  thfat  we  are  induced  to  give  a  more 
cifcumftantial  account  of  it,  than  perhaps  we  (hou)d  have 
thought  rjecetfary,  independent  of  thofe  reafons.  The 
enemy*  although  their  veflTd  was  deeply  laden  f  with  wine, 
floury  brapdy,  and  bale  goods)  made  every  poflible  prepa- 
ration for  „a  vigorous  defence,  the  fliip  was  pierced  for 
twenty  guns,  but  mounted  only  fixteen  fix  pounders  and 
len  fwivels,  having  a  crew  confiding  of  ninety- four  men. 
Captain  Mann  was  .wounded  by  a  fix  pound  (hot  in  the 
right 'thigh,  aimed  immediately  after  the  a&ion  com- 
menced, and  lived  only  fixteen  hours.  The  firft  lieutenant, 
Mn  Pay,  immediately  took  the  command,  and  fought  the 
ihip  with  the  gr?ateft  gallantry  till  he  received  a  muflcet 
ball  in  the  middle  of  his  forehead,  which  rendered  him 
inftantly  delirious,  and  of  which  he  died  three  days  after- 
wards. Mr.  Nafh>  the  fecond  lieutenant,  then  fuc- 
ceeded  him,  and  maintained  the  fight  for  three  hours 
.more,  wh$n  he  alfo  was  wounded,  though  fortunately 
only  in  fo  flight  a  degree,  from  fplinters,  as  not  totally  to 
prevent  hi?  farther  exertions.  In  about  half  an  hour  after 
.this^  the  endGny  furrendered ;  haying  had  twenty- four  of  the 
crew  killed  or  dangeroufly  wounded,  as  well  as  loft  her 
>main  and  ipizen-mafts,  together  with  her  fore-top-maft. 
The  Milford  had  only  one  man  and  a  boy  killed,  together 
with  thirteen  perfons. wounded,  exclufive  of  thofe  cafu- 
jlttes  we  have  already  recounted,  but  in  other  refpecls 
.was  very  confidcrably  damaged,  her  main  a,nd  mizen 
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mafls  having  gone  by  the  board  immediately  after  the 
enemy's  (hip  (truck. 

MARTlN,  Sir  Henry, — was,  January  21, 1757,  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  commander,  and  appointed  to  the 
Lightening  fife-fliip,  a  veflel  afterwards  employed,  in  the 
courfe'of  the  year,  on  the  North  American  ftation.  He 
Was  from  thence  advanced,  on  the  19th  of  December  fol- 
lowing, which  was  immediately  after  the  return  of  ad- 
miral nolbufne  from  the  unfuccefsful  expedition  agatnft 
Lroniflmrg,  to  the  Northumberland,  of  feventy  guns,  one 
of  the  fhips  which  had  been,  as  well  as  the  Lightening, 
employed  on  the  fame  fervice ;  this  appointment  was 
merely  temporary,  during  a  ihort  abfence  of  lord  Colville, 
and  granted,  as  is  very  comtnon,  merely'for  the  purpofe  of 
giving  Mr.  Martin  the  rank  of  poft-Captain.  He  foon 
afterwards  removed  into  the  Arc  en  Ciel,  «  fourth 
rate  of  fifty  guns,  in  which  Ihip  he  returned  to  Eng- 
land. In  the  Defining  of  tRe  ytar  1761,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Danae,  a  cruifing  frigate,  in  which 
Veifel  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture,  on  the  4th  of 
'September,  to  the  iouth-weiToftheScilly  i Hands,  after  a 
chace  of  nine  hours,  the  Coltbry,  a  French  privateer,  be- 
longing to  Dunkirk,  carrying  fixteen  guns  and  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  men  *.  He  continued  in  this  ftiip,  though 
unnoticed  farther  than  as  we  have  already  (hewn,  til!  the 
year  1767,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Bedford,  a  third 
rate.  This  (hip  was  put  out  of  com  mi  (lion  not  long 
afterwards,  and  captain  Martin  does  not  appear  to  have 
held  any  fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1770,  at  the 
end  of  which  he  was  appointed  to  the  Intrepid,  a  new  (hip 
of  fixty-four  guns,  then  newly  launched.  He  did  not 
continue  long  in  this  fhip,  having,  in  ail  probability," 
quitted  it  as  foon  as  the  apprehenfion  of  a'  rupture  whh 
Spain  became  lefs  ferious.  We  do  not  know  whether  he 
ever  held  any  fubfequent  commiffion  as  an  officer  in  a&ive 
fervice,  but  he  retired  altogether  from  that  line  in  1780, 
being  appointed  commiflioner  of  the  navy,  refident  at 
Portfmouth,  as  fuccefTor  to  fir  Samuel  Hood,  who  was 
prompted  to  be  a  flag-officer.    In   1789  he  was  made 

*  In  the  month  of  November  following  he  married  Mrs.  Gillman 
an  Irifli  lady. 
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comptroller  of  the  navy,  and,  on  the  21ft  of  June,  1791, 
was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  Great 
Britain  ;  the  honourable  civil  ftation  lad  mentioned  he 
held  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  happened  in  the 
year  1794. 

MEADOWS,  Charles,— was,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  1757,  commander  of  the  Renown,  a  veflel  mounting 
twenty  guns,  but, on  the  (loop  eftablifhment ;  he  was  ad- 
vanced  from  thence,  on  the  17th  of  Auguft  in  the  fame 
year,  to  be  captain,  of  the  Shannon  frigate.  In  this 
veflel  he  was  ordered,  not  long  afterwards,  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, and  continued  in  the  command  of  the  fame 
(hip  till  ^he  2d  of  April,  1761,  when  he  was  promoted, 
by  vice-admiral  Saunders,  to  command  the  Ins,  of  fifty 
guns,  as  fucceffor  to  captain  Wheeler,  who  was  killed 
juft  before  that  time  in  a&ion  with  the  Oriflamme,  which 
was  captured.  He  continued  in  the  fame  fhip,  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftation,  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war, 
and  in  1769  retired  altogether  from  the  fervice.  On  the 
death  of  the  late  duke  of  Kingfton,  coming  into  poflef- 
fion  of  a  confiderable  part  of  his  property,  he  took  the 
name  of  Pierrepoint.  He  was  moreover,  on  the  23d  of 
July,  1796,  created  a  peer  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  title 
of  vifcoum  Newark. 

OURRY,  Paul  Henry,— -a  native  either  of  Guernfey 
or  Jerfev,  was,  on  the  14th  of  November,  1742,  promot- 
ed by  Mr.  Mathews,  at  that  time  commander-in-chief  in 
the  Mediterranean,  to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Elizabeth.  He 
afterwards  ferved  as  lieutenant  under  the  command  of  the 
honourable  captain  George  Edgecum be,  late  earl  of  Mount  , 
Edgecumbe,  in  the  Kennington,  Salifbury,  Monmouth, 
and  Deptford.  We  have  no  other  fubfequent  account  of 
this  gentleman  till  the  month  of  May,  1756,  previous  to 
which  time  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander 
of  a  floop  of  war.  At  the  period  juft  dated,  he  fer- 
ved as.  a  volunteer  on  board  the  Lancafter,  with  Mr. 
Edgecumbe,  and  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the 
French  fleet,  off  Mahon,  on  the  20th  of  May.  He  was 
examined  as  a  witnefs  on  the  court  martial,  held  at  the 
clofe  of  the  year,  on  the  unfortunate  admiral  Byng,  but 
is  not  otherwife  noticed  till  his  promotion,  on  the  3d  of 
February,  1757,  to  be  captain  of  the  Succefs,  of  twenty- 
two  guns.     In  this  veflel  he  accompanied  Mr.  Holburne 
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and  his  fleet  on  his  unfuccefsful  expedition  agattifl 
Loulfburg,  but  was,  immediately  after  the  arrival  of  the 
armament  at  the  place  of  its  deftinatkm,  eithes  lent 
hotne  to  England,  or  promoted  to  feme  veflel  of  higher 
rate.  We  know  nothing  farther  of  htm  till  the  year 
1760,  when  he  commanded  the  A£beon,  a  n$w  frigate 
mounting  twenty-eight  guns,  employed  at  the  tlofe  of 
ihe  year  in  the  Channel  asacruifer,  in  which  occupation 
he.  is  mentioned  on  the  following. occasions:  4rft,  as  hav- 
ing driven  afhore,  between'Cape  Barfteur  and- L*  Hague, 
on  the  1 6th  x>f  November,  a  large  Fretoch*  privateer, 
carrying  iixteen  guns  and  nearly  two  hundred  men  ;  the 
tnemy  threw  their  guns  and  carriages  overboafd  during 
the  cbace,  and  it  blowing  hard  from  the  S.-E.  oocafionea 
»  great  fea,  fd  that  the  moment  flier  ftrack,  the  mads  went 
over  her  fide,  and  the  was  totally  deftroyed  ;  he  isTfecondiy 
mentioned  as  the  captor  of  a  largeFrencn  brig  pri valeer  be* 
longing  to  Morlaix,  called  the  Phoenix,  carrying  fourteen 
carriage,  twelve  fwivel  guns,  and  one  hundredand  twenty 
men.  Having  received  intelligence,  in  the  hitter  end  of 
*he  fame  month,  that  two  French  privateers  were  off-  the 
Start,  he  immediately  proceeded  in  -purfuit  of  them,  and 
on  the  27th,  between  twelve  and  one  at  night,  fell  in 
with  the  brig,  at  which  veflel  he  fired  his  -guns  as  Ihe 
pa  (Ted  him.  In  lefs  than  eight  or  ten -minutes  the 
chace  difappeared  entirely  *,  notwithftanding  the  moon 
(hone  very  Wight,  and  the  horizon  was  difcermble  for 
many  miles  round. 

'  On  the  enfping  morning  captain  Ourry  fell  in  with 
two  fail  under  the  land,  which  he  chaced,  and  foon  came 
•tip  with  one  of  them,  a  privateer  called, the  Glivons,  be- 
longing to  St.  Maloes,  mounting  ten  carriage  and  as  many 
fwivel  guns,  whh  a  crew  of  eighty  men,  which  he  cap- 
tured, the  other  veflel  proved  a  mow  cartel  from  Quebec. 
Captain  Ourry  was  afterwards  ordered  tosthe  Weft 
Indies,  where  he  continued  nearly  till  the  conclusion  of 
the  war,  and  after  his  return  from  thence  retained  the 
fame  command  till  peace  was  concluded ;  not  long  fubfe- 
jjuent  to  which  he  was  appointed  to  the  Hero,  of  Teventy- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  guard-fliips  ftationed  at  Plymouth. 

*  Supppfcd  to  hive  fuol(. 
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Tn  this  veflel  he  Continued  during  the  time  ufually-allotted 
'to  foch  commands,  and  in  the  year  1764  was  ele&ed  re« 
preventative  in  parliament 'for  tne  borough  of  Plympton, 
,of  which  place  We  believfc  him  to  hare  been  a  native.  Id 
the  yerir  1769,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Fame,  alfo  of 
Teveiity-four  guns,  in  which  he  continued  till  ijji.  H$ 
never  afterwards  held  any  a£tove  command,  having  re* 
tired  altogether  from  that  line  of  fervicc,  on  being  ap- 
pointed, on  the  7th  of  February,  }T)Sf  commiffioner  of 
the  iravy,  rifiderit  sit  Plymouth.  At  the  enfuing  general 
jde&ion  he  was  rechofen  reprefentative  for  the  borough 
of  Plyihoton,  but  vacated  his  feat  almoft  immediately 
afterwards.  The  officer  of  commiffioner  at»PIymouth  he 
'retained  till  the  time  of  ;his  death,  which  happened  in 
•|he  month  of  February' 1^83. 

PASTON,  William,— we  know  this  gfcntfeman  to 
have  been  bred' from  his  earlieft  youth  in  the  navy,  and 
to  have  ferved  is  a  midfhipman  about  the  year  1746,  but 
have  been  unable  to  colled  any  other  particulars  conn 
f  erniqg  him  till  his  appointment,  on  the  3d  of  Augcfft, 
"1757,  to  be  captain  of  the  Jafon  frigate.  Fie  continued 
in  this  veflel  till  the  enfuing  jrear,  and  was  then  put  under 
the  orders  of  commodore  lord  Jf  owe,  who  commanded 
the  expedition  fent  againft  the  inferior  French  ports  of 
Cherbourg,  &c.  atthe  memorable  and  unfortunate  affair  of 
St.  Cas.  He  was  one  of  the  Officers  commanding  tmder 
commodore  Duff  a.  (Jivifion  of  flat  boats,  on  the  nth  6f 
September,  an  occafion  on  which  he  exerted  Mmfelf  ex- 
ceedingly, and  Was  unhappily  taken  prifoner.  After 
being  exchanged  he  was,  in  1759,  appointed  to  the 
Tweed,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  in  which  he  continued  during 
the  remainder  of  the  war.  Though  employed  as  a  cruifer 
the  whole  of  that  period,  he  appears  unfortunately  to 
have  obtained  no  other  opportunity  bf  being  noticed, 
than  as  having  been,  on  the  36th  of  September,  1760, 
the  captor  of  ?  fmall  privateer,  belonging  to  St.  Maloes, 
called  the  Elizabeth,  carrying  fix  carriage  and  as  trtariy 
fwivel  -guns,  with  a  crew  of  forty-one  men  ;  and  -a; 
fecond  called  the  Hardy,  bdoocing  to  Bayonne,  carrying 
ton  guns  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  men,  wnicn 
iaft  he  captured  off  Cape  Finilterre/on  the  15th  of  March, 
1 761.  and  carried  with  him  into  Lifbon.

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:  After  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  he  was  appointed  t» 
the  Syren,  a  twenty  gun  (hip,  employed  as  a  cruifer.  He 
retained  this  command  a  very  fhort  time,  and,  after  he 
quitted  the  (hip  jud  mentioned,  is  not  known  to  have 
held  any  com  million,  nor  indeed  have  any  other  particulars 
concerning  him,  come  to  our  knowledge.  He  died,  we 
believe,  about  the  year  177+- 

PENftY,  Taylor,*--was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  6th  of  Auguft,  1745,  after  which  time 
we  have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the  year 
1757,  when  we  find  him  commanding  the  Firebrand  fire- 
ihip.  On  the  id  of  November,  in  the  fame  year,  hp 
was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain  and  appointed 
to  the  Aldborough,  a  fixth  rate,  of  twenty  guns.  Jn 
1760  he  commanded  the  Loo,  of  forty  guns,  and  coiw- 
tinued  ifi  the  fame  Ration  till  the  conclufion  of  the 
war.  In  the  month  of  Tune  176a,  he  captured  a  large 
French  privateer,  carrying,  twenty-two  carriage,  ten 
fwiyel  guns,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  men,  called 
the  Jupiter ;  as  he  alfo  foon  aiterwards  did  a  fmalj 
Spanifh  privateer  of  four  guns  and  thirty  men,  called  the 
Maria,  and  Jofeph,  which  he  carried  into  Cork.  After 
the  ceflation  of  hodilities  we  cjo  not  know  him  to.  havp 
held  any  command  till  the  recommencement  of  them 
with  France,  in  1778*  He  was  then  appointed  to  the 
Barfleur,  of  ninety-guns,  but  that  (hip  being. found  unfit 
for  fexvice  without  firft  undergoing  a  thorough  repair, 
he  removed  into  the  Marlborough,  a  third  rate,  in  which 
he  continued  to  ferye  during  the  whole  of.  the  war.  He 
was  employed  on  the  home  ftation  till  the  end  of  the 
year  1781,  and  was  engaged  in  all  the  different  fcrvices 
and  expeditions  which  were  carried  into  execution  under 
the  orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy  *,  as  well  as  after  him 
by  admiral  Geary  and  vice-admiral  Darby,  the  mod  ma- 
terial of  thefe  were  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  in  1781,  for* 
neither  of  the  allied  powers  appearing  defirous  to  rifle  a 
conted  notwithdanding  their  luperiority  in  pojnt  of  ap-

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parent  force  when  united,  the  whole  war  was  productive 
of  no  European  encounter  after  Mr.  Keppel's  in  1778. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  the  Marlborough'  was  .one 
of  the  (hips  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  fir  George 
Rodney.  Captain  Penny  accordingly  proceeded  thither, 
and  was  prefent  at  the  total  defeat  of  the  count  At 
Grafle,  on  the  i  2th.  of  April  following.  He  was  Ra- 
tioned to  lead  the  dlvifion  of  rear-admiral  Drake,  but, 
though  materially  engaged,  had  only  three  men  killed 
and  fixteert  wounded.  He  afterwards  went  with  ad- 
miral Pigot  and  the  fleet  to  America,  and  was  one  of 
the  Captains  put  under  the  orders  of  lord  Hood,  and  fent 
to  cruife  o1F  Boftori,  from  whence  that  divifion  returned 
back  to  the  Weft  Indies,  fometime  after  the  main  body 
of  the  fleet  had  proceeded  thither.  Peace  being  concluded 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1782,  {he1  Marlborough,  of  courfe, 
returned  to  England  early  in  the  enfuing  fummer,  and  on 
her  arrival  was  put  out  of  commiflion.  We  do  not  find 
him  to  have  ever  held,  any  fubfequent  command,  nor 
are  we  precifely  acquainted  with  the  time  of  his  death* 
but  believe  it  to  have  taken  place  in  the  courfe  of  the  year 
1786. 

PEYTON,  Jofeph,— this  gentleman,  who  is  npvf 
living,  is  the  fon  of  commodore  Edward  Peyton  #.  He 
was  appointed  lieutenant  of  the  Eflex,  by  Mr.  Matthews, 
at  that  time  commander-inrchief  of  the  "fleet  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, his  commiflion  to  that  ftation  bearing  date 
June  the  4th  1 743.  He  was  one  of  the  witnerfes  ex- 
amined on  the  fubfequent  trials  of  the  admirals  and 
captains  which  took  place  in  the  years  1745  and  6. 
We  have  no  farther  account  of  his  appointments  till 
the  year  1756,  when  we  find  him  promoted,  on  the  23d, 
of  March,  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and,  we  believe, 
appointed  to  the  Savage  (loop  of  war,  in  which  he 
continued  till  the  clofe  of  the  enfuing  year  employed 
principally  in  the  Downs,  or  the  North  fea.  On  the  2d 
of  December,  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Prince  George,  a  fecond  rate,  of  ninety  guns, 
then  fitting  as  the  flag-Jhip  of  rear-admiral  Broderick,

who  wa$  appointed  to  fucceed  Mr,  OJborn*  in  the  Me- 
diterranean command* 

Tbe  dreadful  misfortune  which  befel  this  (hip  on  its 
paflag*  to  Gibraltar,  a*  well  as  thofe  particulars  attending 
the  fatal  accident  which  immediately  relate  to  captain 
Peyton,  have  already  been  unavoidably  related  in  our  me- 
moirs of  the  admiral  *,  * nd  to  that  account  it  is  needlefs 
on  the  prefent  occaGon  to  add.  Captain  Peyton,  who, 
as  is  there  ftated,  after  haying,  in  vain,  made  every  poflible 
exertion  to  fave  the  fliip,  was  taken  by  a  boat  from  this 
ftern  ladder,  and  put  on  board  the  Alderhey  floop.  He 
afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Mediterranean,  and,  we 
believe,  commanded,  under  Mr.  Broderick,  two  dif- 
ferent (hips  t,  on  board  which  his  flajg  was  hoifted 
during  his  continuance  on  that  ftation.*  He  continued 
in  1760,  captain  of.  the  Prince,  and  remained  in 
that  (hip  during  the  %  whole  of  the  war,  ferving  after* 
wards  under  the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and  the 
duke  of  York,  who  commanded  the  fmall  fquadron 
to  which,  in  confequence  of  the  reduced  ftate  of  the 
French  naval  force,  the  main  or  Channel  fleet  was 
then  reduced.  Mr.  Peyton  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  command  after  the  peace,  till  the  year  1768,  when  he 
wjs  appointed  to  the  Belleifle,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of 
the  guard- fhips  ftationcd  at  Plymouth.  He  did  not,  tp 
fay  the  longed  time,  remain  in  this  (hip  beyond  the 
end  of  the  year  1770,  and  foon  afterwards  was  appointed 
to  the  Modcfte,  one  of  the  fame  force,  put  into  com- 
million  in  confequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with 
Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  Iflands.  He  quitted  this 
affo,  before  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  and  does  not 
again  appedr  holding  any  command  till  the  year  1778, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Cumberland,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  ordered  to  fea  under  the  com* 
mancfof  admiral  Keppel. 

He  was  consequently  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the

Picrcy  Bictt,  wno  hoiJled  his  flag  on  board  the  Prince^ 
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French  fleet  off  Ufhant,  on  the  27th  of  July,  being 
Rationed  in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  the  vice* 
admiral  fir  Robert  Harland*  *  Captain  Peyton  continued 
till  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  in  the  Cumber- 
land, employed  on  the  home  or  Channel  ftation,  and  confo- 
quentiy  engaged  only  on  thofe  different  uninterefting  expedi- 
tions, which  the  main  Fleet  was  employed  in  during  that 
period.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  juft  mentioned 
he.  accepted  the  ftation  of  firft  captain  to  vice-admiral 
Darby,  on  board  the  Britannia,  but  retained  it  for  * 
very  fhort  time,  and  we  know  not,  indeed,  whether  ha 
ever  proceeded  to  fea  in  that  capacity,  certainly  for  not 
more  than  ope  cruife*  The  vice-admiral's  resignation  not 
long  after  this  time,  in  .conference  of  the  change  of  the 
rainiftry,  might  not  improbably  occafion  this  gentleman's 
temporary  retincment  from  the  fervice,  he  not  appearing 
to  have  accepted  of  any  other  command  during  the  war, 
jior,  indeed,  while  he  continued  in  the  ftation  of  a  private 
captain.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white  ;  and  in  the  end- 
ing year  appointed  to  command  in  the  Mediterranean^ 
He  continued  abfent  on  that  ftation,  having  his  flag  on 
board  the  Leander,  nearly  four  years,  and,  while  there, 
was  promoted,  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1790,  to  be 
vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  On  the  iftof  February,  1793, 
he  was  &rther  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  white, 
and  about  the  fame  time  was  appointed  commander-in- 
chief  w  the  Downs,  a  ftation  he  hath  ever  finoe  continued 
to  hold,  and  hath  difcharged  with  the  higheft  reputation, 
as  well  by  h^conftant  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  com- 
mand, a  command  which  never,  perhaps, '  in  any  preced- 
ing wot,  required  To  much  ability,  precaution,  and  judg- 
ment, as  by  his  general  ability,  in  providing  fo  as  to  avoid 
the  poflibility  of  party  cenfure  by  his  ftric*  attention  to 
the  multiplied  exigencies  of  the  public  fervice*. 

On  the  lath  of  April,  1794 f,  Mr.  Peyton  was  ad- 
vanced to  be  Vice-admiral  of  the  red,  and  on  the  lft  of

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June,  1795,  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue,  a  rank  in  which 
he  dill  continues. 

SCHOMBERG,  Sir  Alexander,— now  living,  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  December  it, 
1747,  and  continued  in  the  fame  ftation  till  after  the 
end  of  the  year  1756,  as  we  then  find  him,  ferving 
in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Intrepid.  He  was  after- 
wards promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft*captain  by  com- 
million,  appointing  him  to  the  Richmond  frigate, 
bearing  date  April  the  5th  1757.  He  continued  in, this 
veflel  a  very  fhort  time,  being,  before  the  conclufion  of 
the  year,  appointed  to  the  Diana,  of  thirty-fix  guns.  He 
continued  in  this  frigate  till  the  year  1760,  having,  early 
in  the  fpring,  accompanied  commodore  Swanton  on  the 
memorable  and  fortunate  expedition  undertaken  for  the 
relief  of  Quebec.  He  arrived  off  the  Ifle  of  Bee,  in 
company  with  the  commodore,  on  the  nth  of  May,  and 
having  anchored  off  Point  Levi,  on  the  15th,  was  ordered 
on  the  enfuing  morning,  in  company  with  captain  Deane 
in  the  Loweftoffe,  to  flip  his  cable  and  attack  a  fmall 
French  force  which  lay  above  the  town,  confiding 
of  two  frigates,  two  armed  (hips,  and  fome  inferior 
veflels.  The  fuccefs  was  complete,  and  purchafed  at  the 
eafieft  rate,  for  no  fooncr  did  the  enemy  perceive  the 
Englifh  frigates  approaching,  than  they  fled  with  the  ut> 
mort  .precipitation,  one  of  their  frigates,  the  Pomona,  ran 
afhore  above  Cape  Diamond,  the  other,  the  Atalante,  at 
Point  au  Tremble,  ten  leagues  above  the  town,  where  it 
was  burnt ;  the  whole  remainder  of  their  force,  with  a 
very  i  neon  fide  rable  exception,  was  taken,  or.deftroyed. 

Captain  Schomberg  was  chofen  by  the  commodore  to 
bear  to-  England  the  tidings  of  this  glorious  and  confe- 
qucntial  fuccefs.  Soon  after  his  arrival  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Efiexj-of  fixty-four  guns,  a  new  fhip  launched 
but  a  fhort  time  before,  and  in  which  he  continued  during 
the  remainder  of  the  war.  He  is  not,  however,  other- 
wife  mentioned*  in  that  period  than  as  having  been/ in 
F/62,  one  of  the  officers  employed  under  the  orders  of 
fir  Edward  Hawke  and  the  duke  of  York,  in  occafionally 
cruifing  in  the  Channel,  watching  the  fmall  remnant 
of  the  French  naval  force  which  had  efcaped  deftru&ion 
at  the  time  of  the  marquis  de  Conflans  defeat.  The 
Eflex  being  put  out  of  commiflion  at  the  conclufion  of 
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hoftiUties;  captain  Scbomberg  held  no  other  command  tilt 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1771$  when  he  was  appointed; 
to  the  Prudent,  of  fixtv-four  guns,  one  of  the  lhips  put 
into  commiilion  in  confequence  of  the  apprehended  rup- 
ture with  Spam;  this  dorm  quickly  blowing  over,  he 
accepted,  in  the  month  of  Decerpber  following}  thecoma 
mand  of  the  Dorfet  yacht,  a  ftation  which  he  having, 
ever  fince  retained,  renders  it  unneceffary  for  us  to  add; 
any  thing  to  the  foregoing  account,  except  that,  in  1777* 
he  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 

SHURMUR,  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank, 
of  lieutenant  on  the  23d  of  January,  1 745-6,  and  in  i 747, . 
as  well  as  a  part  of  the  fucceeding  year,  ferved  in  that 
ftation  on  board  the  Royal  George,  after  which  we  are 
Unacquainted  with  any  other  particulars  concerning  hirri 
till  his  promotion*  on  the  12th  of  March,  1757,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Wager,  at  that  time  employed,  we  be- 
lieve, on  the  Weft-India  ftation.  He  continued  in  this 
veflel  till  the  year  1761,  and  is  faid  to  have  commanded 
another  fhip  of  the  fame  rate  and  force  in  the  enfuing 
year,  the  name  of  which,  however,  we  Jiave  not  been 
able  to  di  (cover.  After  this  time  we  believe  him  to  have 
retired  from  the  line  of  a&ive  employment,  and  to  have 
Seen  appointed  during  the  war  to  fuperintend  the  imprefs 
fervice  at  Briftol,  where  he  married,  in  the  month  of 
July,  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Perry.  We,  do  not  believe 
him  ever  to  have  received  any  fubfequent  comrnifllon, 
nor  have  we  been  able  to  collect  any  farther  particulars 
concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  on  the  13th  of 
February,  1777 1.  ^ 

SPENCER,  Samuel,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  as  far  back  as  the  21ft  of  January,  1741-3. 
After  which  time  we  have  not  been  able  to  colle&  any 
information  concerning  him,  till  he  was,  on  the  3d  of 
June,  1757,  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft*captain,  and 
appointed  to  the  Magnanime.  He  continued  but  a  very 
fibort  time  in  this  fhip,  mod  probably  only  long  enough, 
to  acquire  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  we  do  not  know

became  by  fefliority,  at  the  head  of  the  lift  of  captains, 
in  confequehcc  of  his  eftrangement  from  the  fervice,  he 
was  not  prorho*ed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  oh  the 
fubertnttuattd  lift,  but  continued  on  that  ofcaptaift$7 
We  have  not  been  able  to  collect  any  farther  iriteHigence 
concerning  him,  except  that  -He  died,  wc  believe,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  year  1 7$$.  • 

TAYLOR,  Thomas*— was-  in  the  early  par*  of  the 
year  1757,  commanded  of  the  Badger  floop,  and  was 
total  thence  promoted;  March  3,  in  the  fame  year,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Princefs  Amelia,  of  eighty  guns.  He  was 
removed  from  this  ftip  almoft  immediately  afterwards 
into  the  Seahorfe,  a  fixth  rate,  and  being  Ordered*  into  the 
German  ocean  as  a  cruifer,  diftiriguifhed  hirrtfetf  on 
the  firft  of Auguft  enfuing,  in  a  very  remarkable  encounter 
with  two  French  frigates.  The  Seahorfe,  on  the  day 
juft  ftated,  was  at  anchor  in  Oftend  road,  having  the 
JBonetta  and  Raven  floops  in  company,  when  four  vefTels 
( were  difcovered  in  the  norfh-eaft  quarter,  two  of  them 
large  fhips%/Ert&ptaih  Taylor  made  the  fignal  to  get 
under  weign  Vnd  immediately  bear  down.  At  half  parft 
tWdve  the  Seahorfe,  being  ahead  of  her  companions, 
brought  the  weathermoft  (hip  of  ftte  enemy  to  aclion 
whhin  piftol-fhot,  but  as  foon  as  the  fire  was, returned, 
the  trench'  (hip  bore  way  to  her  confort,  who  was  a 
finall  diftance  to  leeward  under  jury-top- marts.  The 
Seahorfe  following  became  fingly  engaged  with  both  for 
a-  fliort  time,  till  the  Bonetta  and  Raven  came  to  her 
afli  fiance.

The  went  of  thft.  foregoing. *%ncoutiker  .waft 
encreafed  in  no  final!  degree  by  the  onfortunaw 
circumftance '^6f  tHe  Bonetta/1  KaYrnj*  bedi  jjrevehted

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by"  ah  Onlucky  (hot  received  in  her  bow*  imjftediatelj 
after  the  tomn\encement  of  the  action,  from  con- 
tinuing to  give  any  very  material  affiftance*,  Id  th$ 
year  enfuing,  commodore  Holntfes  hotfted  bjp  bro&dU 
pendant  on  board  the  Seahorfe,  and  capt,  Taylor,  contintH 
nig  in  the  fame  (hip  as  his  captain,  diftinguifhed-himfelf 
no  lefs  remarkably  than  he  had  done  on  the  preceding 
occafion  in  the  purfuit  of  the  French^boatfi,  and  tranfports 
up  the  river  Ems.  The  particulars  of  which  gallant 
a&ion  have  been  already  related  in  the  life  of  admiral 
Holmes*. 

Vfcry  ibon  after  his  return  to  England  he  removed,  tfitg 
the  Griffin,-  of  28  £*urfs,  and  was  ordered  to  tfie  Weft 
Indies*  where  he  ftil!  farther  diftingui(hed  himfelf  undeff 
the  orders  of  captain  Obrien,  in  the  Temple,  at  the  at* 
tack  of  a  French  floop  of  war  and  fome  privateerst  which 
wefe  protected  by  forts,  and  batteries  on  the  ifland  of 
Martinicot.  The  Griffin  was  unfortunately  lefft  in  the 
month  of  Oftober  following,  arid  captain  Taylor  appeals 
to  have  retired  from  the  fervice  after  the  above  accident, 
as  he  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  taken  upon  him  any 
fubfequent  command.  He  was  not  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lift;  but  was 
put  on  that  of  retired  captains,  when  he  became  fenior  to 
a  flag,  according  to  the  regulation  made  in  the  fervice  by 
ad  of  parliament.  He  furvived  ten  years,  and  died  at 
his  houfe  in  Norton-ftreetjon  the  21ft  of  ApriJ,  1797,  in 
the  75th  year  of  his  age. 

TOWRY,  Henry  John  Philips, — we  believe  was  the 
nephew  of  captain  John  Towry,  afterwards  commiflioner 
of  the  navy,  refident  at  Mahon,  of  whom  we  have  already 
given  fome  account^.  On  the  death  of  that  gentleman's 
widow,  in  1760,  he  changed  his  name  from  Philips  to 
Towuy,  and  became  inheritor  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
property  of  that  lady,  in  purfuance  of  thdwill  of  tier  deceas- 
ed hufoand.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  a$ 
far  back  as  May  16, 1746,  after  which  time  we  are  ignorant 
of  any  particulars  concerning  him  for  ten  years.  In  1756, 
however,  we  find  him:  td  have  been  firft  lieutenant  of  the

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Deprfbrd,  at  the  time  of  the  engagement  with  Galtifo~ 
niere's  fquadron,  off  Mahon.  He  was,  not  long  after- 
wards promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and  was 
ordered  to  England,  in  September,  as  a  witnefs  on  the 
trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  The  evidence  given  by  him  was  not 
very  material,  tending  only  to  eftablifli,  as  far  as  his  owit 
private  opinion  went,  that  the  rear  had  not  made  fuffi- 
cient  fail.  Before  the  court  martial  was  over,  captain 
Phillips,  as  he  was  then  called,  was,  by  commiffion  bear- 
ing date  January  the  17th  1757,  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
poft-captain  and  appointed  to  the  Fpwey.  He  was 
ordered,  not  long  afterwards,  to  Newfoundland,  and  we 
believe  him,  while  employed  in  that  ftation,  to  have  met 
with  no  very  remarkable  occurrence.  On  his  return  to 
England  he  was  appointed  to  the  Captain,  of  fixty  guns, 
a  fhip  at  that  time  Rationed  in  the  Thames  as  a  floating 
battery.  He  removed  from  thence  in  1760,  foon  after 
he  had  taken  the  name  of  Towry,  into  the  Juno  frigate, 
of  thirty-two  guns.  This  fhip  was  immediately  em- 
ployed as  a  cruifer,  and  early  in  the  enfuing  year  cap- 
tured the  Dutchefs  de  Grammont,  of  twelve  guns,  for- 
merly the  Hawke  (loop  of  war,  which,  after  being  cap- 
tured by  the  enemy,  was  purchafed  by  the  merchants  of 
St.  Madoes,  and  converted  into  a  privateer.  In  a  very 
few  days  after  this  fuccefs,  captain  Towry  had  the  good 
Fortune  to  aflift  captain  Harrifon,  of  the  Venus,  in  the 
capture  of  the  Brune,  a  French  frigate  of  thirty-two 
gunS  ;  but  owing  to  the  Venus  being  a  much  fafter  failer 
than  the  Juno,  the  latter  was  not  able  to  get  up  till  after 
the  former  had  been  a  confiderable  time  enraged  by  the 
enemy.  Almoft  immediately  as  captain  Towry  came 
within  gun-lhot,  the  Brune  lurrendered,  but  not,  how- 
ever, till  flic  had  fired  fome  guns  at  the  Juno,  which 
fortunately  did  her  no  other  injury  than  wounding  two 
men.  Captain  Towry  does  not  appear  to  have  had  any 
farther  confequential  opportunity  of  diftingui (hing  himfelf 
during  the  fhort  time  he  lived,  for  we  have  not  been  able 
to  colled  any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except 
that  he  died  on  the  3d  of  September,  1762. 

TUCKER,  William,— is  not  known  to  us  previous 
to  his  appointment,  on  the  nth  pf  January;  1757,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Sphynx,  of  twenty  guns.  In  this  veffel 
he  could  have  continued  but  a  very  fliort  time,  being 

.'   .    .»  prO- 
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promoted,  early  in  the  enfuing  year,  to  the  Levant;  a^ 
fifth  rate  of  twenty -eight  guns.  He  continued  in  this  (hip1 
the  whole  of  the  war,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  pro-. 
cure  any  other  particulars  relative  to  him  except  thaft  in  the 
year  1760,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  we 
believe  him  to  have  continued  tjll  1763.  After  his  return' 
to  England  he  appears  to  have  held  no  command  what- 
ever, but  to  have  lived  totally  retired  from  the  fervice.  A 
very  fmgular  circumftance  is  connected  with  the  death  of 
this  gentleman.  Three  different  dates  are  given  us  for 
the  time  when  it  took  place.  November  16,  1770$ 
January  the  31ft  1772,  and  March  the  nth  1773.  rrom 
the  beft  information  we  have  been  able  to  procure,  the 
.  fecond,  which,  though  derived  frorW  a  different  quarter,  cor- 
refponds  with  the  account  given  by  Mr.  Hardy  in  his  lift 
of  naval  officers,  we  believe  to  be  corrc£t. 

WALLIS,  Samuel,— in  1755  was  lieutenant  of  the 
Gibraltar,  a  twenty  gun  (hip,  from  which  he  was  pro- 
moted to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Torbay,  a  third  rate  of 
feventy-four  guns,  then  vice-admiral  Bofcawen's  flag 
(hip.  Our  next  intelligence  relative  to  this  gentle- 
man, is  his  advancement,  by  commiflion  bearing  date 
April  the  8th  1757,  to  be  captain  of  the  Portmahon,  of 
twenty  guns,  in  which  veffel  he  was  immediately  after- 
wards ordered  to  North  America  with  Mr.  Holbume,  who 
commanded  in  chief  the  expedition  fent  againft  Louif- 
burg,  but  during  which  period  no  circumftance,  in  any 
degree  material  enough  to  require  our  infertion,  appears 
to  have  taken  place  with  regard  to  him.  In  1700  we 
find  him  to  have  been  captain  of  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
a  reduced  third  rate,  and  ordered  to  Canada:  on  his 
return  from  whence  he  was  employed  on  the  home  ft  at  ion. 
We  have  no  farther  account  of  him  for  the  remainder 
of  the  war,  except  that* he  is  faid  to  have  continued 
captain  of  a  third  rate  long  as  it  lafted.  He  does  not  ap- 
pear to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command  after  peace 
had  taken  place,  till  the  year  1766,  when  he  was,  in  the 
month  of  Auguft,  appointed  to  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty- 
four  guns,  as  fucceflor  to  Mr.  Byron,  arid  fent  out,  ay 
his  predeceflbr  had  been  before  him,  on  a  voyage  of 
difcovery.  The  Swallow,  a  {loop  of  war,  mounting 
fourteen  guns,  commanded    by    captain   Carteret   was 
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ordered  tq  accompany  [}im.  Both  the  veflfcls  were  ftprecl 
in  an  extraordinary  manper,  w'ith  every  thipg  that  could 
contribute  \p  the, Safety,  the  health,  or  the  comfort  of  t|ie 
people,  as  well  as  with  a  variety  of  toys  and  baubles  which  it 
was  fuppofed  might  be  ufcfurin  any  intercourfe  with  the 
lincivilized  inhabitants  of  fuch  countries  as  might  be  dif- 
.  covered  in  the  courfe  of  the  voyage.  The  Dolphin  ajid 
•  her  confort,  together  with  the  Prince  Frederick  ftorc- 
fhip,  failed  from  Plymouth  op  the  22d  of  Auguft,  and 
though  con  fide  rao'ly  .retarded  by  the  Swallow,  which  was 
very  fpon  found,  to  be  an  indifferent  failcr,  arrived  at 
Madeira  on  the  7th  of  September.  They  put  to  fea 
ajgain  bnfhe  t2th,  and  in  the  night,  between  the  21ft  and 
22d,  loft  company  with  the  Swallow,  which  fortunately 
ioined  them  again  on  the  24th.  All  the  fliips  reached  Porto 
rraya  in  a  day  or  two  afterwards,  from  whence,  having 
made  a  i|iort  flay,  they  purfucd  {heir  vo.yags  05  thje  aStfy, 

Nothing'  material  occurred  till  October  20,  when  the 
bjitter  and  cheefe  on  board  the  Ships  being  all  expended,  oil 
was  fubffituted  inflead  of  them,  apd  onc.e  a  fortnight  a 
Sufficient  quantity  of  muftard  and  vinegar  was  ferved  out 
to  the  different  crews,  a  precaution  which,  in  a  gre^t  mea- 
(uresis  faitf  \q  have  prevented  the  fatal  pffefits  of  the 
Scuryy.  f  On.  the  37th  the  Store-Ship  fprung  a-feak,  and, 
without  considerable  affiftance  I>ad  bepn'  afforded  hert 
muft  have  foundered,  as  all  attempts  to  flop  the  defect  at 
fea  proved  ineffectual.  Continuing  their  courfe  till  the 
ifcth  of  "December,  the  (hips  came  to  an  anchor,  in  a  . 
bay  a  Tittle  tp  the  fouthward  of  Cape  VUgin  Mary,  oty 
the  coajlj  pf  Patagonia.  Large  troops  of  inhabitants 
were  immediately  difcoveredf  and  captain  Wallis.  pru- 
dently taking  proper  meafures  for  the  fecurity  of  hicn- 
felf  and  his  people,  in  ca,fe  of  at),  hoftilc  reception,  by 
manning,  all  the  boats  belonging,  to  the  three,  u^ips, 
landed  with  the  greater  part  of  his  officers,  and  a  party 
of  marines.  Tlie  natives  fcemed  very  docile,  and  90m.- 
plied  with  every  defire,  or. order  made  jiy  captain  Wallis, 
far  as  they  could  underitaud  his.  figns.  - 

The  cufto'ma.ry  prcfents  of  buttons,  friflars,  beads, 
combs,  and  knives,  being  distributed  among  them,  were 
received  with  much'  civility  and  refpedt,,  as  were  ribbands 
alfo,  particularly  by  the  women.  Captain  Wallis  gave 
tftem  to  underftand  that  there  were  on  board  his  (hip  ar- 
ticles. 
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tides  of  far  more  value,  with  fome  of  which  he  would 
pre  fen  t  them  \  fhewing  them,  at  the  fame  tim£*  axtsatuf 
bHI-hpoks,  hut  pointing  to  fome  Guanicoe$  arid  Oft  riches, 
fome  of  which  he  intimated  that  he  expected  in  return; 
the  natives,  however,  either  did  not  or  would jiaLiJJ>dcx= 
(land  Sim,  fo  that  no  traffic  took  place. 

Some  ftf  them  were,  notwithftanding,  invited  on  board 
tfte  Dblphin,  whence  among  rliofe  articles  which  mpft  have* 
appeared  extremely  curious  .to  them,  nothing  feemed  to 
4ttra#  theii  notice  niore  .than  looking  glafles ;  they  ad- 
mired every  thing  they  faw,  but  were  not  particularly 
Covetous  of  any  thing,  except  clothes.  Some  trifling 
prefents  being  made  tjicro  they  were  difmiffed,  and  qb 
the  cubing  day  the  (hips  purfugd  their  voyage. .  On  tho 
95th  (Chriftmas  day)*  the  circumnavigators  anchored 
under EHaafceth'*Mland,  a"nd  a  party,  together  with  the  fur. 
geon,  having  landed,  brought  on  board  a  confiderable  quan-i 
tity  of  celery,  which  was  thought  of  very  confiderable  fer- 
vice  as  an  antifcorbutic.  On  the  26th  the  (hips  anchored 
»t  Pott  Famine,  the  people  were  landed'here,  the  fick 
put  on  4hore,  the  tents  pitched,  and  a  forge  erefted  to  re7 

!>air  the  iron- work  of  the  (hips.  The  coopers  were  alff 
et  to  work  to  tiirn  the  empty  calks,  the  ftorc-ihip 
was  unladen,  and  her  cargo  being  dittributed,  (he  was 
oidercdto  return  to  England,  touching  at  Port  Egmont 
on  her  way  home. 

On  the  19th  of  January  .the  Dolphin  and  Swallow 
failed,  and  on  the  23d  anchored,  under  Cape  Gallant,  in 
Streights  of  Magellan.  After  a  variety  of  occurrences  very 
little  interefting  in  the  narrative,  they  cleared  the  (heights 
on  the  morning  of  the  12th  of  April,  after  a  paflage  of 
nearly  four  months.  On  the  night  of  the  fame  day  the 
Swallow  parted  company,  and  the  two  (hips  never  after- 
wards met  till  their  return  to  England.  The  Dolphin 
Sturfued  her  courfe  to  the  wettward,  but  had  no  ob- 
ervation  till  the  22cl,  when  captain  Wallis  found  himfelf 
to  be  in  longitude  950  46'  well,  latitude,  420  24'  fouth. 
He  kept  more  wetterly  than  any  navigator  had  done 
before  him,  and  after  having  experienced  fome  trivial 
inconveniences  from  the  inroads  of  the  fcurvy  among  the 
people,  wbjch  were  fpeedily  removed  by  a  proper  regi- 
men, on  the  6th  of  June  Jaw  land*,  which  Irom  the 
time

.  A  few  days  before  (June  the  6tb)  the  failors  had  ohfenred  feveral 
gannets,  which,  with  the  uncertainty  pf  the  weather,  inclined  them 
io  believe  that  land  was  not  far  diflant.  This  belief  was  confirmed 
by  their  feeing  a  great  many  birds  on  the  £th,  and  the  day  after,  be- 
ing in  latitude  nineteen  degrees  foutb,  and  longitude  one  hundred  and 
thirty-  feven  weft,  they  faw,  plainly  from  the  deck,  a  low  ifland,  at 
about  five  or  fix  leagues  diftance.  When  they  were  within  a  few* 
miles  of  this  ifland  they  faw  another,  bearing  north-weft  by  weft. 
The  captain  Cent  his  boats  manned  and  armed  to  the  Chore  of  the  for- 
mer, which  returned  in  a  few  hours,  bringing  with  them  feveral 
cocoa-nuts  and  a  confidence  quantity  of  fcurvygraft.  The  crew* 
reported,  that  they  had  fecn  none  of  the  inhabitants,  but  had  vifited 
feveral  huts,  or  rather  fheds,  con G  (ling  only  of  a  roof  neatly  thatched 
with  cocoa-nut  and  palm  leaves,  fupported  upon  pafts  aod  open  all 
round ;  they  had  found  no  anchorage,  and  the  furf  was  fo  high  that  it 
was  with  difficulty  they  had  got  on  (hore,  the  whole  ifland  being  fur- 
rounded  by  a  reef  of  rocks,  which  rendered  it  extremely  difficult  of 
aecefs.  The  captain,  therefore,  finding  it  anfwered  no  porpofe  to 
continue  longer  at  this  ifland,  which  being  difcovercd  on  Whitfun-eve 
lie  called  Wnitfun  Ifland,  flood  away  for  the  other,  diflant  about  four 
leagues.  When  the  (hip  came  under  the  lee  of  the  land  the  boats 
were  immediately  difpatcoed,  but  could  find  no  foundings  till  within 
Jialf  a  cable's  length  of  the  (bore.  They  landed,  however,  and  found 
the  ifland  Tandy  and  level,  full  of  trees,  bat  without  underwood,  and 
abounding  with  fcurvy-grafs  and  wells  of  excellent  water.  As  the 
ooats  approached  the  more  the  Indians  thronged  down  towards  the 
beach  and  put  tbemfelves  upon  their  defence  with  long  pikes,  as  if 
to  difpute.  the  landing.  The  boat's  crew  lay  upon  their  oars,  aod 
made  figns  of  friendlhip,  (hewing,  at  the  fame  time,  feveral  firings 
pf  beads,  ribbons,  knives,  as  welt  as  other  trinkets*  The  Indiana 
•flill  made  figns  for  them  to  depart,  but  at  the  fame  time  eyed  the 
trinkets  with  fuch  a  wifhful  curiofity  as  left  room  to  expect  that  it 
might  be  poflible  to  eflabltfli  an  intercourfe.  This,  however,  was 
not  effected,  but  the  boats  landed,  and  the  (hip  was  fupplied  with 
water  and  other  neceffary  refreshments.  Captain  Wallis  took  poflef. 
Con  of  the  ifland  jn  the  name  of  George  the  Third,  and  named  it 
Charlotte's  Jfland,  in  honour  of  her  majefty.  It  is  about  fix  miles 
long  and  one  broad,  and  lies  in  latitude  nineteen  degrees  and  eighteen 
minutes  fouth  ;  longitude  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  degrees  four 
minutes  weft.  On  the  day  they  left  this  place  they  aifcovere^ 
another  ifland  bearing  eaft  by  north  diflant  fifteen  miles.  Here  the 
fea  breaks  over  a  reef  of  rocks,  running  from  eaft  to  weft,  and  forms 
itfelf  into  a  lagoon  in  the  middle  of  the  ifland,  which  is  low,  covered 
with  trees,  but  having  no  huts  or  inhabitants.  The  Indians  be- 
longing to  Charlotte  Ifland  had  fled  (hither  in  their  canoes,  when  the 
•  Englito 
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taojit,  Duke  of    Gloucefter,    Duke   of   Cumberland, 
Prince  William  Henry,  Maitea,  Ofnaburg,  Gineo,  Ta- 

pahamon, 


Englifh  landed  on  their  coaft,  and  feeing  their  enemy's,  as  they  ima- 
gined, porfuing  them  to  this  place,  they  left  their  women  and  children 
#n  the  beach,  and  .advanced  with  pikes  and  firebrands,  making  a  great 
noife  and  dancing  in  a.  flrange  manner.  The  foil  -of  this  ifland  waa 
fnndy,  there  it  no  verdure  under  the  trees,  the  fhore  every  where 
xocky,  and  no  anchorage.  The  captain,  therefore,  left  a  place  where 
there  waa  no  ptofnect  of  obtaining  any  refrefhmenr,  navtng  firft 
named  it  Egroont  ifland,  in  honour  of  the  firft  lord  of  the  admiralty* 
It  lies  in  latitude  nineteen decrees  twenty  minutes  fouth ;  longitude 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  degrees  thirty  minutes  weft. 

On  i he  t  ttb  of  June,  about  midday,  they  faw  an  ifland  bearing 
weft  fouth-weft  and  flood  for  it.  At  four  in  the  afternoon  the/ 
were  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  (bore,  but  could  find  no  found- 
ings, the  ifland  being  forrounded  by  rocks  on  which  the  fea  breaks 
very  high.  As  to  appearance,  fell,  and  inhabitants,  it  differed  little 
from  the  iflands  which  they  had  juft  left.  The  captain  named  it 
Gloucefter  Ifland,  in  honour  of  his  royal  higbnefs  the  duke  of  that 
name.  It  lies  in  latitude  nineteen  degrees  eleven  minutes  fouth, 
longitude  one  hundred  and  forty  degrees  four  minutes  weft. 

In  failing  weft-ward  the  captain  difcovered  two  other  fmall  iflands, 
the  firft  of  which  he  named  after  the  duke  of  Cumberland,  and  the 
feeond  after  prince  William  Henry.  Thefe,  however,  had  nothing 
to  recommend  them  above  thofe  already  mentioned,  fo  that  he 
continued  to  proceed  weft-ward  in  hopes  of  finding  higher  land, 
where  the  ihip  might  come  to  an  anchor,  and  fuch  refrefltments  aa 
they  flood  in  need  of,  be  procured.  On  the  17th  he  difcovered  high 
land  with  frequent  fires,  which  proved  it  to  be  inhabited.  This  alfo 
was  an  ifland  nearly  circular,  about  two  miles  in  diameter. »  There 
was  no  anchorage  to  be  found,  but  the  inhabitants  appeared  more  nu- 
merous than  the  fmallnefs  of  the  place  could  fupport,  which  gave 
hopes,  that  there  were  lands  of  greater  extent  not  tar  diftant,  which 
anight  be  left  difficult  of  acceut.  The  captain  having  named  this 
ifland,  which  lies  in  latitude  feventeen  degrees  fifty-one  minutes 
100th,  longitude. one  hundred  and  forty-feven  degrees  thirty  minutes 
wefl,  Ofnaburgh,  in  honour  of  prince  Frederick,  bore  away  to  the 
fouthward,  and  the  fame  day  difcovered  very  high  land  in  the  weft* 
fouth-weft ;  this  was  the  famous  ifland  of  O-Taheite,  which  captain  • 
Wallis  named  King  George  the  Third's  ifland.  It  confifts  of  two 
principal  divifions,  which  are  united  by  a  narrow  neck  of  land,  the 
circumference  of  both  is  about  forty  leagues,  lying  in  latitude  (even* 
teen  degrees  forty-fix  minutes  fouth,  and  longitude  one  hundred  and 
forty- nine  degrees  thirteen  minutes  weft.  The  Dolphin  happened  to 
approach  this  coaft,  the  18th  of  June,  during  a  thick  fog,  and  the 
crew  were  much  forprifed,  when  it  cleared  away,  to  find  themfelves 
pplhe  middle  of  fomc  hundreds  of  canoes.    The  Indians,  who  af- 
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p^naipou,  Hqw,  Scilly,  Jpofcawcn,  K^ppcl,  ap4  Watlis,. 
WfcWmry^rds^lfcovcred/as  was  King  George*$  ifland, 
filifci  that  thn«  tetter  known  by  die  name  of  iDtafireitee. 
A'fflfjiute  linfortunately  took  place  wjth  the  natives  which

captain  *>  order  feme  guns  to  be  fired.  'The  •error  of  iho  fire-arms 
foon  'made  thorn  defift  fnom  hoftibues;  and  an  iiwereourie  was  elta* 
blilhcd,  by  whid>  ibe  fingiifli  procured '  hog* >  fowis^  tread  *  froit, 
apples;  "bananas,  and  coeoaVnutSi  an  exchange"  for  nasis^  hatchets,  and 
various  trinkets, ,  wnfeh  fhe  Indian*  held  in  great  value.  TbeDbl- 
phin  layoff  this  ifland  From  tbeie|th  of  June  to  tbe^fh'bf  Juty» 
dating  whkh&d  Eaglifli  examined  the  interior  parts,*' as  <  welt  as  the* 
coaft,  which  they  Jband^ie  luxurtahUy  fertile,  and  <esctremsly  po* 
prions*  Th*  inhabitants  *p«  Well  lodged,  and  clothed  with  a  staff 
made  of  the  mace  weed  £bne*  of  a  fhrub  which,  grows  in  great  aboncV 
aoac****  their  country*  They  are  of  the  ottlnmy- European  fixe,  a 
tawney  compiesbn,  the  men  well  made,  and  the  women  handfbme. 
Captain  WaJiis  c-euVd  not  difceverwbet  werer  their  religious  fenti- 
menis,  or  whether. they  .entertained  any  ideas  of  fupetior  and  invifible' 
ppasfctt '  Bad  b«*iwgt,become  fomewnat  acquainted  with  them,  he 
found  '-riienv  not  only  iow  in  their  dealings,  but  generous  and  humane  * 
aqB.tn  eKtscmely  fufoepstbte  pf  attachment  that  feveral  of  them,  c&* 
ptcids^themieewof  the  ifland,  ware  exceedingly  afflicted  when  their 
vsftants  ware  obliged  to  depart. 

■■  After  leaving  this  ifland,  whkb  has  been  examined  with  more  at- 
tentje*  in  later  voyages,  the  captain  fleered  his  eourfe  fbrTinianv 
Im  his  way  thither  he  fell  in  with  fercrai  fmaH  iflands,  none  of 
wJvirn  aifopdad  good  anchorage.  The  principal  of  thesn  i$  Bof- 
cawerva .  iflanift,  lying  in  latitude  fifteen  degrees  fifty  minutes  foutb, 
longitude  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dag reel- wefl.  KeppeHs  Iflc  m 
latitude rfl&ecn .degrees  and  fifty-five  minutes  south,  longitude  one 
hundred;  and  feventy-five  degrees  three  minuses  weft  :  and  Wallis'a 
Itte  inilaaitado  thirteen  degrees  eighteen  minutes  fouth,  longitude  one 
hundred-  and  fevenry-feven  degrees  well.  The  boats  in  examining 
the.  iaft*  found,  ehat,  in'  two  or  three  places,  there  is  anchorage  in 
eigfateeo,  fourteen,  and  twelve  fathom,  itaon-fand  and  coral,  wit  hoot 
a  reef  ornfo4hs  which  fur  rounds  the  ifland.  There  h  alio  a  breach  in 
this  reef  about'  fixty  fathom  broad,  and  a  (hip,  if  prefled  with  ne* 
ceflity,  might  anchor  here  in  eight  fathom,  but  it  is  not  fafe  to  moot 
with  a  gceater  length  than  half  a  cable.  The  plana  of  air  thefe  iflands 
were  delivered  by  the  captain,  on  his  return,  into  the  hands  of  the 
admiralty,  with  their  longttudes  and  latitudes  fo  accurately  laid  down 
hat  fuccceding  navigators  had  no  difficulty  in  finding  them* 
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The  difference  being  accommodated,  Jh*  YWrts  of  the 
Dolphin,  which  cpnfifted  principally  in  water",  were  ngt 
pnly relieved,  but 3 cpnAdpraMp quai^f ityofhog^/poultr^, 
find  bread-friut  wa$  procured  for  tb$  "relief  pf  tbofip/yjrh* 
were  affiided  with,  the  fciirvy,  whjcl)  had  long  rr}a<(e  its 
appearance  ajiipng'the  crew..  .  Sq  per/e^ly  vvejre.'ajl d{£ 
jerences  accommodated  l.h^t  a  nvmber  of  lentSjiyfr^-'fet 
up  on  ftiore  fo<  tl^e  receptjpri  of  tbq  ficfe,  a^d*  thq  mo$ 
friendly  infercoyrfe  fucoeed^t  to  the  linpromUing  hoftili- 
ties  which  the  conduft  of  the  natives  appeared  ftrongfy  t<»N 
forebode  o)\  the  firft  armal  of  the  Dolphin.  Captaiq 
Wallis  faijed  on  the  ajln  of  July,  and^  after  ihe  fuftfe- 
quent  difepvery  of  the  iuands  already,  enumerated,  arrive*} 
pn  the  igxh' of  'Auguft,  at  Tinian.  where  the  captain 
continued  tjll;  the  16th  of  jSepterr^ber,  when  he  proceeded 
to  Batavia. ,  frothing  remarkable  occurred*  oh  the*  pafTa^fi 
thither,  except  that  in  a  violent  temped,  which  overtook 
the  (hip  and  did  her  cogfider^bje  damage,  oi>  the  2^tb,of 
October ;  one  of  the  feamen,  Edmund  Morgan,  fell  ovej* 
board,  wi thou f  being  perceived  by  any  of  his  companions* 
The  DolphiiT  anchored  in  Batavia  Road  on  the  30th.  o£ 
November,  thp  crew,  pf  whic.li  one  man  only  was.,on  ^be 
ficfc  lilt  when  thoy  entered  the  port,  foon  became  fjjii, 
eafed  ;  by  the  8th  of  December  many  were  ihcapafile.  6^ 
duty,  and  three  were  dead,  rtptwithftanding  every  poiliblQ 
precaution  was  taken  toadoiinifter  relief  to  the  incjjfppled, 
and  prevent  the  contagion,  as  it  wqre,  from  fprtf^ing.-^he^ 
number  of  fick,  who  were  principally  afflicted  with  flukes 
and  fevers  of  the  putrid  kind,  continued  rapidly  to.  en^ 
crcafe,  nor  did  its  violence  appear  in  any  degree  a)»f  t$4 
till  after  having  quitted  the  noxious  fpot  jjiiflt  mentioned: 
On  the  10th  of  January  they  paflfed  the  twenty- fecorjd 
degree  of  fouth  latitude.  In  latitude  330  40,'  on  the  2 2d  of 
the  feme  month,  a  fecontt  dreadful  (form  overtook*  the  Dul* 
phin,  fplit  many  of  her  fails,  and  carried  away  h.er  ftfyboard 
rudder-chain,  neverthelefs  (he  reached  Tqble  Pay,  at  thq 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  perfect  fafety,  on  the  4th  of  Feb- 
ruary. There  fufficient  refrefhments  were  procured  for 
thofe  who  were  dill  difeaferf  or  in  a  convalefcent  ftate, 
and  thefe,  added  to  the  afliftance  of  the  (lores  and 
fupplies  captain  Wallis  p.urchafed>  enabled  him  to 
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reach  England  without  any  farther  diminution  of  his 
people  by  death,  or  impairment  of  their  health  by  fick- 
nefs.  Tne  Dolphin  quitted  Table  Bay  on  the  3d  of 
March,  and  having  procured  a  fupply  of  frefh  .water  at 
St.  Helena/ where  (he  arrived  on  the  i6th,  was  ofFScilly, 
May  13, 176S-.  In,  five  days  the  Dolphin  afterwards  anchor- 
ed in  the  Downs,  it  being  then  fix  hundred  and  thirty-feven 
days  fince  (he  had  failed  from  Plymouth  (bund. 

Captain  Wallis,  quitting  the  Dolphin  immediately  after 
his  arrival  in  England,  did  not  take  upon  him. any  farther 
command  till  the  beginning  otethe  year  1771,  when,  in 
confequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  rela- 
tive to  the  Falkland  iflands,  and  the  fuppofed  neceflary 
equipment  of  a  formidable  naval  force,  he  was  appointed 
to  theTorbay,  of  74  guns.  He  continued  in  this  fhip 
till  the  following  year,  and  never  afterwards,  we  believe, 
accepted  of  any  command,  except  for  a  fliort  time,  in  the 
year  1780,  that  of  the  Dublin,  From  this  (hip  he  removed 
on  being  appointed  extra  commifiioner  of  the  navy,  an 
office  which  was  difcontinued  as  thought  no  longer  necef- 
lary, after  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities ;  but  it  being  after- 
wards found  really  effential  to  the  fervice,  was  revived  in 
1787,  and  captain  Wallis  was  a  fecond  time  appointed  to 
it  on  the  27A  of  Oflober,  in  that  year.  He  continued 
to  hold  this  office  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened in  the  month  of  January  1795. 

WALSINGHAM,  Honourable  Robert  Boyle,— was 
the  fifth  fon  of  Henry  firft  earl  of  Shannon  and  the  lady 
Henrietta  Boyle,  youngeft  daughter  of  Charles  third  earl 
of  Cork.  He  was  born  in  March  1736,  and  having  been 
intended  from  his  infancy  for  the  navy,  entered  very  early 
in  life  into  the  fervice.  After  paffing  through  the  fub- 
ordinate  ftations,  'he  was  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
1756,  appointed  commander  of  the  Crown  ftore-mip, 
from  this  veflel  he  almoft  immediately  afterwards  re- 
moved into  the  Badger  (loop  of  war,  and  from  thence 
was  promoted,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  on  the  15th 
of  June  enfuing,  to  be  captain  of  the  Jafon  frigate  *. 

*  He  took  the  name  of  Walfjngham  on  the  death  of  bit  brother 
Henry,  the  fecond  fon  to  the  carl  of  Shannon,  as  Henry  had  af> 
fumed  that  name. 
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We  find  no  mention  made  of  him  after  this  time  till  the 
year  1760,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Boreas  frigate, 
and  from  thence  promoted  to  the  Modefte,  of  fixty-four 
guns,  a  prize  taken  fome  time  before  from  the  French. 
In  the  month  of  O&ober  1761 ,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  under  fir  George  Rodney,  on  the  memorable  surf 
fuccefsful  expedition  then  in  agitation  againft  the  im- 
portant  French  colony  of  Martinico,  and  was  fent  home 
to  England  as  the  welcome  herald  of  conqueft. 

Not  lo/ig  after  his  return  he  was  appointed  to  the  Rom- 
ney,  of  54  guns,  a  ftiip  newly  launched,  and  efteemed,  at 
that  time,  the  fincft  veifel  of  her  clafs  ever  built.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  command,  however,  no  longer  than  till  the 
conclufion  of  the  war,  and  we  know  not,  indeed,  whether 
he  ever  proceeded  to  fea,  at  mod  it  could  have  been  for  a 
very  fhort  cruife  only.  After  this  we  do  not  meet  with  Mr, 
Walfingham  as  holding  tiny  naval  command  till  the  year 
1778,  when  the  rupture  being  apprehended,  which  very 
foon  afterwards  actually  took  place  with  France,  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Thunderer,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one 
of  the  fleet  intended  for  Chan nel-fer vice.  He  was  con- 
fequently  prefent,  under  Mr.  Keppel,  at  the  engagement 
off  Ufhant,  on  the  27th  of  July  enfuing,  being  flattened 
to  lead  the  divifion  of  the  commander-in-chief  on  the 
(larboard  tack.TheThunderer,  though  very  materially  and 
diftinguifhedly  engaged,  had  no  more  than  feven  men 
killed  and  wounded.  Captain  Walfingham  was  one  of 
the  witnefles  examined  on  the  fubfequent  trial  of  Mr. 
Keppel,  and  continued  in  the  fame  command,  as  alfo 
employed  on  the  fame  ftation  till  the  early  part  of  the 
year  1 780,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  an  efta- 
blifhed  commodore,  and  appointed  to  command  a  fqua- 
dron  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforc- 
ing fir  G.  Rodney,  in  conference  of  the  exertions  made  by 
the  enemy  to  render  the  united  force  of  Spain  and  France 
in  that  quarter  fuperior  to  that  of  Great  Britain.  The  com- 
modore was,  not  long  after  his  arrival  in  the  Weft  Indies, 
ordered  to  Jamaica,  on  which  ftation  he  was  unfortu- 
nately employed  as  commander  of  a  cruifing  fquadron. 
at  the  time  of  the  tremendous  hurricane  which  took  place 
in  the* month  of  Odober,  1780.  In  this,  the  Thunderer 
was  deftroyed,  not  a  fingle  perfon  of  the  whole  crew  fiar- 
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viiftng  the  raitfortinte,  fo  that  both  the  piace  where  thH 
fetal  accident  took  place,  as  well  as  the  circymftances 
which  attended  it,  remain  totally  unknown  *. 

WHEELOCK,  John,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant, hi  the  navy  June  26,  -if4.i.  •  On  February* 
i$\  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rarik  of  commander^ 
and  appointed  to  the  Fly  floop  of  Tteu:;  We  believe  him 
to  have  been  advanced  from  this  veflel*  by  commiffion  bear- 
ing date  December  the  aift  1757,  to.  be  captain  of  the 
Squirrel*  a«  twenty  gun  (hip.  We  have" no  farther  account 
of  him  till  the  year  1761,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Pembroke,  of  fixty  guns.  He  continued  in  this  (hip 
during  the  remainder  of  the  waf,  employed  at  the  latter 
part  of  it,  in  the  Weft  indies.  He  appears  to  have  con- 
tinued on  the  fame  ftation  fomc  time  after  the  ceffation 
of  hoftilities,  not  having,  as  we  believe,  returned  from 
thence  till  the  year  1764.  We  do  not  find  him  holding 
any  commiffion  fubferjuent  to  this  time,  till  the  year 
1769  or  70.  He  then  commanded  the  Achilles,  of  fixty 
guns,  one  of  the  guard-fhips  itationed .at  Portfm6uth,  and 
removed,  in  1771,  from  this  (hip  to  the  Modette,  of 
fixty-four  guns,  but  quitted  that  alio  in  the  enfoing  year. 
He  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  again  held  any  other 
command  till  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  tx? 
the  Siiltan,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  fquadron 
ordered  to  America,  under  the  Command  of  vice-admiral 
Byron.  He  arrived  at  Sandy  Hook  on  the  28th  of 
Augiifty  in  company  with  rear-idmiral  Parker,  rn  the 
Royal  Oak,  and  four  other  (hips  of  the  line  j*.  He  did 
not  furvive  long  enough  to  be  engaged  in  any  of  the  fub- 
fequent  cdnfequentiai  naval  operations  which  took  place 
in;  that  part  of  the  world,  arid  in  the  Weft  Indies,  dying 
foon  after  the  commencement  of  the  enftiing  year.

His  next  command  appeals  tb  hatfe 
been  that  of  the  Grafton,  of  *  feventylfotfr.  guns;  to' Whfcfc 
he  was  appointed  in  1777,  and  bet'hg  otder&l,  in  the' enfll- 
ingyear,  tdN'onh  America, -with  vici-admirat  Byrcta,  ar- 
rived at  Sancfy  Hook,  as  we  *have.  juft  notfr  related  in  our 
account  of  captain  Wheefock.     Me  Quitted  the  'command 
of  the  Grafton  not  long  afterwards,  and  appeal  i6  have 
then  retired  from  the  fervice,  not  having,  we  belted,  held 
iny  liter  com/niffion.    He  died  in  the  year  1785.

ALLfcN,  John  Carter,— this  gentleman,  who-  is  no* 
living,  fras  promoted  to  tfie  rank  of  lieutenant  on  thfe 
14th  of  June,  1745,  and  from  thence  to  that  of  a  Com> 
Ynander  on  the  5th  of  Apfil,  1757.  We  believe  hitir  to 
Save  been  appointed  to.  the  Grampus  ftoojr,  in  which  hfe 
capturtd  a  privateer:  of  Tome  forte  before  the  coir- 
ctufion  of  "the -year,  and  while  holding  the  tank  juft 
flattil,  commanded,  by  ptder,  a  fixrtr  ratr,  we  belfc Vfe 
on  the  Meditcrrart^i  fatten. ---He  was  promoted 
.*•*  to 
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to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  in  the  navy,  on  the  21ft 
of  March,  1758,  and  appointed  to  the  Experiment, 
in  which  fhip  he  could  not  have  long  continued,  as  we 
find  him*  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1760,  captain  of  the 
Repulfe  frigate  on  the  Halifax  ftation,  and  dittinguifliedly 
engaged,  under  Mr.  Byron,  in  the  attack  and  deftru&ion  * 
of  three  French  frigates  and  a  confiderable  number  of 
fmall  craft f  in  Chaleur  Bay,  a  particular  account  of 
which  enterprife  has  been  already  given  *.  He  proceeded 
fome  time  in  the  year  following  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and 
continued  in  the  farne  fhip  on  that  Ration  till  the  conclu- 
fion  of  the  war.  In  1763  the  Repulfe  was  di (mantled 
and  laid  up,  nor  does  Mr.  Allen  appear  again  holding  any 
commiflion  till  the  month  of  May  1770,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Ajax,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  four 
ihips,  all  of  the  fame  force,  ordered  not  long  afterwards  to 
Ireland,  from  thence  to  Gibraltar,  after  taking  on  board 
a  body  of  troops  at  the  former  place  for  the  purpofe  of 
lhifting  fuch  part  of  the  garrifon  as  had  been  quartered 
abroaa  during  the  ufually  allotted  time  of  feryice.  This 
meafure  was  adopted  on  the  combined  fcores  of  oeconomy 
and  prudence,  firft  to  fave  the  charge  of  hiring  tranfports 
to  convey  the  foldiers,  and,  fecondly,  the  better  to  enfure 
their  arrival  at  their  place  of  deftination,  a  rupture  with 
Spain,  relative  to  the  Falkland  iflands,  appearing  more 
than  probable.  This  fervice  being  executed,  and  the 
foreign  difpute  accommodated,  the  Ajax  was  put  out  of 
commiflion  in  1771,  and  captain  Allen  is  net  known  by 
us  to  have  held  any  farther  command  till  1777,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Albion,  of  74  guns,  but  removed  from 
that  (hip  early  in  the  enfuing  year  into  the  Egmont.  He 
ferved  as  captain  of  the  Egmont  during  the  enfuing 
lummer,  in  the  fleet  commanded  by  Mr.  Keppel,  and  was 
very  diftinguifhedty,  as  well  as  clofely  engaged  in  the  en- 
counter with  the  French  fleet  off  Uuiant,  having  on  that 
occafion  had  twelve  men  killed  and  nineteen  wounded. 
He  quitted  this  fhip  not  long  after  the  return  of  the  fleet 
into  port,  and  removed  into  his  former  (hip  the  Ajax,  but 
did  not  retain  it  many  months,  and  after  quitting  it,  appears 
to  have  held  no  other  command  till  the  year  1783,  when  he

Royal  William,  of  eighty- four  guns,  one  of  the  flilps 
equipping,  intended  for  Channel  fervice,  and  afterwards 
to  be  font  to  Gibraltar,  under  the  orders  of  admiral  lord 
Howe,  for  the  relief  of  that  importaut  fortrefs.  He  was 
Rationed  in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds,  to  vice-admiral 
Harrington,  and  in  the  trifling  flcirmifh  which  took  place; 
with  the  combined  fleets  of  rrance  and  Spain,  had  two 
men  killed  and  thirteen, wounded,  in  which  number  were 
two  of  the  lieutenants.

On.  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  lie  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white*  ;  of  rear-admiral  of 
the  red  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1790;  to  be  vice 
of  the  white  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  and  of  the  red 
on  the  1 2th  of  April,  1794;  laftly,  on  the  ift  of  June* 
1795,  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue,  a  rank  in  which  he  ft  ill 
continues. 

ANTROBUS,  Charles-— The  firft  intelligence  w« 
have  of  this  gentleman  is,  that  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war,  or  veflel  of  that 
clafs,  on  the  15th  of  November,  1756.  Early  in  1758, 
we  find  him  commanding  the  Vcfuvius  fire-ftiip,  not  im- 
probably the  veflel  to  which  he  was  in  the  firft  inftance 
appointed  when  he  obtained  the  rank  juft  dated.  He 
was  advanced,  x>n  the  17th  of  February,  1758,  to  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Surprize  frigate,  this  fliip  was  employed  du- 
ring this,  and  the  following  year  as  a  cruifer,  but  appears 
to  nave  met  with  no  other  fuccefs  than  having,  on  the 
17th  of  April,  1759*  captured  a  frnall  French  privateer, 
called  the  Vieux,  belonging  to  Bourdeaux,  mounting 
eight  guns.  After  captain  Antrobus  quitted  the  Surprize, 
as  we  believe  him  to  have  done  about  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1760,  he  remained  for  a  fhort  time  out  of  comenif- 
fion,  but  in  1761  was  appointed  to  the  Southampton,  of 
thirty-two  guns.     He  continued  in  this  (hip  till  after  the

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conclusion  of  hoftilities,  and  is  faid  to  have  been  fome  time 
afterwards  commander  of  a  fifth  rate,  though  we  have  not 
been  able  to  difcover  the  name  and  Ration  of  the  (hip, 
and  indeed  dilbelieve  the  whole  report.  At  the  latter  end 
of  the  year  1768,  we  know  him  to.have  been  appointed 
to  the  Jafon,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns,  in  which  he 
was,  early  in  the  enfuing  year,  ordered  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  and  unfortunately  died  while  abfent  on  that  ftation 
in  the  courfe  of  the  then  current  year,    • 

BAKER,  James,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  31ft  of  October,  17449  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander on  the  17th  of  June,  1757.  But  we  are  unhap- 
pily equally  ignorant  of  his  Rations  or  commands  in  both 
inftances,  except  that,  early  in  1758,  we  believe  him  ter 
have  commanded  the  Fortune  (loop.  On  the  3d  of  March, 
1758,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  in  the 
navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Lyme,  of  twenty-two  guns  *. 
we  do  not  find  any  particular  mention  made  of  him 
while  holding  this  commiflion  till  the  latter  end  of  the 
year  1760,  when  being  ordered  to  Elfrneur,  for  the  pur- 

Sofe  of  convoying  to  England  the  homeward-bound 
•altic  trade  ;  on  his  paflage  thither  from  Norway,  the 
Lyme  was  unfortunately  wrecked  in  the  Cattegat.  Twenty 
three  of  the  crew  unhappily  loft  their  lives  on  this  -oc- 
cafion,  the  remainder,  together  with  the  captain  and  his 
lady,  were  faved ;  the  caufe  of  this  melancholy  accident 
being  afterwards  properly  .  inveftigated  before  a  court 
martial,  captain  Baker  was  moft  honourably  acquitted  of 
all  blame,  and,  in  1762,  was  appointed  to  die  Sapphire, 
of  thirty-two  guns.  Early  in  the  enfurrg  year  he  removed 
into  the  Loweftoffe,  of  twenty-four  guns,  and  was  Ihortly 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  died  in 
the  courfe  of  the  year  1765,  having  retained  the  fame 
command  till  the  time  of  his  deceafe. 

BALFOUR,  George, — a  gentleman  of  Scotttfh  ex- 
traction, was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
5th  of  July,  1745/and  to  that  of  commander  of  a  floop 
of  war  November  15,  1736.  We  do  not,  however, 
find  any  mention  made  either  of  the  particular  commands

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he  held,  or  the  ferviceS  in  which  he  was  engaged,  till  the 
year  1^5^  when  he  was  employed  under  Mr.  Bofcawen; 
at  the  liege  of  Louifburg,  as  commander  of  the  jEtna  fire- 
fhvp.  He  was  ordered  by  the  admiral  to  take  the  com- 
mand of  one  of  the  divifions  of  boats  fent  into  Louiiburg 
harbour,  on  the  night  between  the  25th  andafch  of  July, 
for  the  purpofe  of  cutting  out  the  Bienfaifant  and  Prudent, 
the  whole  of  the  French  fquadron  which  then  remained 
undeftroyed.  The  divifion  of  boats  commanded  by  cap- 
tain Balfour,  boarded  the  Bienfaifant ;  the  conflict  was 
fpirited,  but  not  of  long  duration ;  the  other  divifion,  com- 
manded by  capt.  Laforey,  finding  it  impoffible  to  bring  off 
the  Prudent,  which  (hip  was  aground  with  feven  feet  water 
in  her  hold,  fet  her  immediately  on  fire,  and  repaired  on 
board  the  Bienfaifant  for  the  purpofe  of  affifting  captain 
Balfour  and  the  fuccefsful  aflailants  in  towing  off  that  flut- 
tered fhip  ;  the  prize  was  triumphantly  carried  off  in  the 
midft  of  a  tremendous  fire  commenced  by  the  exafperated 
enemy  ;  and  with  the  fmall  affiftance  afforded  by  a  gentle 
breeze,  and  the  ragged  fails  of  the  (hip,  was  foon  worked 
out  of  the  line,  or  dire&ion  of  the  enemy's  fire.  The  im- 
portant, capture  was  fecured  in  the  North-caft  harbour  till' 
the  enfuing  day,  when  captain  Balfour  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  poft  captain,  and  himfclf  very  defervedly  ap- 
pointed to  command  her.  Captain  Balfour  continued  in 
the  Bienfaifant  during  the  whole  remainder  of  the  war, 
but  does  not  appear  to  have  been  fo  fortunate  a*  to  have 
met  with  any  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  honour  he  had 
already  fo  defervedly  acquired,  nor  have  we  been  able  to 
meet  with  any  interefting  particulars  concerning  him,  ex- 
cept that,  in  the  year  1702,  he  was,  as  we  believe,  ordered 
to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  appears  to. have  con* 
tmued,  and  in  the  fame  (hip,  till  the  year  1765.  In  1770, 
before  which  time  he  is  not  known  to  have  held  any 
fubfequent  commiflion,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Venus 
'  frigate,  and  was  from  thence  promoted,  in  1772,  to  the 
Royal  Oak,  of  feventy-fou/  guns,  a  guardfhip,  acorn* 
mand  which  he  did  not,  however,  long  continue  in,  hav- 
ing, at  the  end  of  the  year  1773,  removed  back  into  the 
Venus,  which  he  alfo  quitted  not  long  afterwards.  In 
1776  he  waa  appointed  to  the  Culloden,  a  (hip  of  feventy- 
four  gutiSj  newly  launched  at  Deptford* 
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This  fiiip  was  employed,  aa  (Several  others  <rf  tht 
fafcne  rate  alfo  were,  previous  to  the  commencement  of 
hostilities  with  France,  principally  as  a  cruifer  off  cape 
Ftnifterre,  for  the  purpoteof  preventing  any  commercial 
inteicourfe  between  the  revoked  American  colonies,  and 
Europe,  as  weU  as  for- the  pttrpofe  of  intercepting  any 
fuppfies  of  wartlike  ftores  that  might  be  attempted  to  be 
lent  them  from  France,  or  Spain.  Captain  JBalfour  does 
not,  however,  appear  to  have  met  with  any  considerable 
fiiccefs  while  thus  occupied,  being  mentioned  only,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1777,  as  the  captor  of  a  veflTei  from 
South  Carolina,  .bound  to  Bourdeatnc,  of  about  four  hun- 
dred .tons,  laden  with,  rice,  indigo,  deer-flcins,  and  to* 
bacco.  imthe  month  of  May  1778,  a  fliort  time  before* 
the  a&ual  commencement  of  hostilities  with  France,  the 
Culloden  was  ordered  to  America  as  one  of  the  fquadron 
tent  thither  under  the  orders  ofi  vice-admiral  Byrou*  The 
diftrcfles  experienced  by  many  of  the  (hips,  cornpofing 
this  ill-fated  fquadron,  we  have  already  had  occauon  to 
enumerate,  in  more  tnftances  than  one ;  the  Culloden,  in-» 
deed,  was  particularly  unfortunate,  after  being  Separated 
fcom  the  admiral  during  a  oenfidcrabk  part  of- the  paflage* 
captain  Balfour  was,  at  length,  compelled  to  bear  away 
for  Halifax,  where  he  arrived  on  the  1 6th  of  Auguft,-  after 
a  paffage  of  nearly  three  months  duration.  He  failed 
Cram  thence,  in  company  with  Mr.  Byron,  on  the  4th  of 
September,  but  being  overtaken  by  a  fecond  ftorm  when, 
on  his  panage  to  l^ew  York,  was  obliged  to  run  for 
England,  where  he  arrived'  in  fafcty,  having  put  -into 
Mil  ford  Haven  early  in  the  month  of.  December,  bring* 
ing  with  him  a  French  tender  which  he  had  captured 
while  on  his  patiage. 

During  the  year  1779  captain  Balfour  ferved  under  the 
orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy  in  the  main,  or  Channel  fleets 
a  ftation  in  which  no  encounter  took  place.  In  1780  he 
was  ordered  to. the  Weft  Indies,  with  the  fquadron-  fenfc 
thither  as  a  reinforcement  to.  fir  George  Rodney,  under 
the  orders  of  commodore  Walfingham,  and  having,  on 
the  approach  of  the  hurricane  feafon,  accompanied  fir 
G.  Rodney  to  America,  wasleft  behind  by  that  admiral  oft 
his  return,  as  one  of  the  fquadron*  on  that  .ftafiianv  in  ex* 
change  for  the  Relbiutipn  .of  the  fame  force;  G^his  sx- 
*     *  -  change 
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change  was  rather  unfortunate  for  captain  Brfftnir*  the) 
Cniiorlwi  Jmving  been  wrecked  off  the  Eaft*end  of  Long 
Jfiand,  in  a  gale  of  wind  which  happened  on  the  23d  06 
January  enfuing,  but  the  whole  craw  wee©  fartamateiv 
ficved.  Captain  Balfour  afterwards  went,  .on  board,  thd 
Royal  Oak»  in  which  ihip  he  continued  to.  fern  Ht*th« 
private,  capacity  of  a  volunteer  for  fame  weeks,  till  nftctf 
the  encounter  with  the  French  fquadron  off  thr Cafuof . 
Virginia,  on  the  1 6th  of  March  enfuing:  immediately 
fiib&quent  to  which  he  was.  fent  home  to  England  brptha 
admiral,  as  the  bearer  of  his  difpatches. 

Not  long  after  his  arrival,  he  wa$  appointed  to  ihe 
Conqueror,  a  ibip  of  the  fame  force  and  rate  as  the  C*U 
toden*,  one  of  thofefertt  at  the  ciofe  ©£  the  year  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  George  Rodney, 
wfap  routf  ned  thither  tq  refwnt  his  former  charge  of  com-; 
numder4n-chref f  on  that  Anion;  Ow  the  arrival  of  cap- 
tain Balfour  in:  the  Weft  Indies*!  he 'was  ftationed  m  the 
line  aaone  bf  die  fecontfett> rear-admiral  JCftrake,  in  which 
capacity  he  ferved^t  the  lime  of  the  incmoraUe  encourite* 
with,  and  defeat  of  the  oourit  de  Graife  t.  No  materia) 
occurrence,  as  may  well  bd  remembered,  took  place  inr 
that  quarter  Tub  fequerrt!  to  the  event  We  have  jnft  related  ;• 
peace  took  place  at  Chriftmas,  and  early  in  the  enfuing 
fwaraer  die  greateft  part  <of  the  fleet  returned  to  England 
in'divifion* ;  the  Conqueror,  was  among  the  finft,  andim- 
mediateiy  on  her  arrival  :wasrput  out  bfcomrniajion. 

Captain  Balfour  never  acriepted  of  any  fubfequent  cotn-» 
manoVand  although,  in  confe^aence  of  the  promotion  of 
admirals,  which  took  •  place  on  the  24th  of  September? 
*7j&7,  he  wasfenior  to  many  who  were  raifalto  the  rani: 
of  flag  officers,  he  neither  experienced  iin  common  wittf 
them,  that  pvorrfotiort  which  is  ufaally  looked  forward  toy 
as  the  contibrnt  reward  of  long,  and  rnerfttoribus  former 
fervices,  nor  was  he  even  pufon  the  lift  of  fuperatyrntateA 
rear-^adtnira]^  Ihe fuppc^edhardtveaiment^xndnegkiAof 


*  Tbi*  (hip  was  o*e  of  thoff  ordered  t&  America  early  iff  the  fum? 
mer  with  admiral  Digbyv  but  was  afterwards  countermanded. 

t  Tbe  CoifKror  had  thirty  non-kitted  and  weortfd. 
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this  gentleman,  and  forae  of  his  coteraporaries,  became 
*lmoft  immediately  the  fubjed  of  general  outcry,  and  com- 
plaint. No  inconfiderable  degr*e.of  damourwasmadeeven 
in  parliament  .concerning  it,  and  thefe  very  popular  and 
benevolent  exertions  were  produdive,  not  long  after^ 
wards,  of  fome  degree  of  redrefs  to  the  parties  thought 
to  be  aggrieved.  Mr.  Balfour  was. put  on  the  fuperan^ 
ousted  lift,  with  the  rank  and  half-pay  of  a  rear-admiral, 
but  did  not  many  years  enjoy  this  honourable,  though  ex* 
torted  penfion,  dying,  in  St.  Georges  Square,  Portfmouth, 
on  the  28th  of  June,  1794. 

BENT1NCK,  John, — was  a  gentleman  of  Dutch  ex- 
traction, and  very  nearly  allied  to  the  noble  family  *,  the 
head  of  which  «  now  duke  of  Portland.  Having  entered 
into  the  naval  fervice,  he  was,  O&ober,  17,  1758,  pro- 
moted to  be  captain  of  the  Dover,  previous  to  which. tjfne 
we  have  not  any  information  concerning  him,  except  that 
we  are  convinced  he  could  have  remained  during  a  very 
fhort  period  only,  in  the  fubordinate  fiations  of  lieutenant 
and  commander.  He  not  long  afterwards  removed  into 
the  Niger  frigate,  in  which  be  was  employed  in  the 
year  1760,  as  a  cruifer,  and  diftinguiihed-  hjmfelf  ex- 
ceedingly oh  the  following  occafion :  He. had  the  for- 
tune to  fall  in  with  the  Diadem,  a  French  (hip  of  war, 
counting  feventy-four  guns,  to  .which,  notwidiftaading 
his  great  inferiority  of  force,  he  kept  clofe  for  a  con- 
fiderable  time,  in  the  hope  of.  falling  in  with  Come  other 
cruifer  by  whofe  affiftancc  the  enemy  might  have  been 
attacked  with  feme  probability  of  fuccefs.  Having,  how* 
ever,  fix  feet  water  in  his  hold,  occafioned  by  a  large 
{hot-hole  under  the  (larboard  counter,  and  no  friend  ap*% 
pearing,  captain  fientinck  ihortened  fail  in  order  to  fepa- 
rate  from  the  enemy.  As  foon  as  out  of  fight  he  brought 
to,  to  heel  his  (hip,  and  repair  the  damage,  whiclr  he  for* 
funately  effeded. 

About  a  week  afterwards,  when  on  his  return  to  Ply- 
mouth, as  a  fmall  palliative  to  hisdifappointment,  he  fell 
in  with  and  captured  the  Jafon,  a  Fiench  privateer,  carry- 
ing eight  guns  and  fifty- two  men.     In  the  month  of 

•  He  wm  the  fen  of  William  ctttnt  Bentiotk,  and  eoafcqaeotly 
grandfon  to  William  fir  ft  earl  of  Portland. 
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November  following,  ftilJ.continuing  in  the  fame  ftip  and 
line  of  lervice,  he  had  the  better  fortune  to  fall  io  with, 
and  capture  off  Morkix,  the  Eprewre,  a  remarkably  fine 
French  .corvette,  carrying  fourteen  fix  pounders  and  one 
hundred  and  thirty-fix  men.   Captain  fientinck  continued 
in  the  Niger  during  the  rfcmainoer  of  the  war*  without' 
however,  as  we  believe,  being  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  any  farther  fucceft,  oropportunityiof  diftirtguifljjng 
himfelf/  Quitting  the  Niger  on  peace  taking  place,  hei  < 
had  no  fubfequent  appointment  till  the  year  17^6*  whe*V 
he  was  comraiflioncd  to  the  Dragon,  of  feventy-fpur  guns,- 
at  Portfmoutb,  in  which  hecontinued  three  years*  In  1770. 
he  was  appointed,  as  fucceflbr  to  captfrin&obtrt  Hughes,, 
promoted  to  be.  a  flag-officep,  to  the  Centaur,  of  74 
guns,  a  guard-fliip  at  rortfmouth.    He-continued  in  the* 
(hip  juft  mentioned  during  thecuftomary  period  of  three 
years,  after  Which  time  he  does  not  appear  to  have  ac- 
cepted of  any  command :  indeed  he  did  not  long  furvive 
that  time,  dying  on  the  23d  of  September,  1775.     He 
was  a  gentleman  naturally  poflfefling  a  ftivng  (hare  of  in- 
genuity, which  was  particularly  directed  to  the  mecha- 
nical purfuits :  he  was  the  inventor  of  many  ufeful  nauti- 
cal improvements,  particularly  with  refpe&  to  pumps, 
one  of  which,  the  chain  pump,  in^onfequence  of.  the  ad- 
ditiorts  and  alterations  fuggefted  by  captain  fientinck,  ftill* 
bears  his  name. 

.  BETHELL,  Chriftopher,  Codrington,— is  not  known 
to  us  previous  to  his  appointment  as  captain  of  the* 
Garland  frigate,  bearing  date  O&ober  the  16th  175$.: 
About  the.  year  1760,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Phoe- 
nix, of  forty  four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued 
till  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  but  without  being  .fortu- 
nate enough,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to'difcover,  to 
meet  with  any  particular  fuccefs  or  opportunity  of  diftin-  * 
guifliing  himfelf.    He  changed  his  name  from  Codringtoi* 
to  Bethell,  in  confequence  of  an  cftate  bequeathed  to  him  ' 
on  that  cohdition  in  1758,  and  is  faid  to  hav$  immediately 
afterwards  quitted  the  fervice.     This  evidently  is  a  mif-

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take,  he  continues  under  the  name  of  Bethel  I  in  the-createf 
part  of  the  naval  Kfts  we  have  fden,  and  certainty  was 
captain  of  ttae  Phoenix  during  the  period  we  hare  already 
fated,  though  we  do  not  believer  him  to  have  held  any 
command  fubfoqnent  10  the  peace.  We  find  Him;  retained 
on  the  lift  of  captains  by  the*  name  of  Bethell,  till. the 
year  I7}a>  after  which  time  we  have  no  intelligence  eon* 
denting  him*  ■  It  is  not  improbable  the  account  of 
Ms  »ertremftnt  fifom  the  fervice  is  true,  and  oily  errone- 
ous in  DOtW  of  date,  We  have  not  been  able  to  colled 
any  information  concerning  him  m  addition  to  the  few 
fbanty  parttaDlars-  already  related,  nor  do  we  even  know 
•whether  he- be  now  living,  or  not. 

8RAY,  John,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in*  the 
navy  or*  the  o8fh*  of  Anguir,  1743.  He  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  commander  on  the  15th  of  June,  1757s  **d 
was  not  long  afterwards  appointed  to  the  Adventure,  an 
armed  {trip,  hired  from  the  merchants.  This  veflel  was  em* 
ptoyed  as  a  cruifer  for  the  better  protection  of  the  coafting 
trade,  from  the  depredations  frequently  committed  on  it 
by  fmall  privateers*  The  AdveiHune  was  lying  at  anchor 
in  Dungenefo  Read,  on  the  id  of  January,  IJ58,  when  a 
f«ow  was  difcovered  reaching  in  for  the  Nefs,  which  after- 
wards proved  to  be  the  Machault  privateer,  carrying  four- 
teen nine  pounders',  and  manned  with  a  chofen  crew, 
amounting  in  number  to  one  hundred  and  eighty-two. 
Captain  Bray,  taking  the  veflel  in  fight  for  a. man  of  war, 
immediately  cleared  fliip,  and  began  to  engage  the  enemy 
»  few  minutes  after  two  o'clock.  The  condod  of  the  peo- 
ple on  board-  the  privateer  indicating  an  intention  of  boank 
ing  the  Adventure,  proper  mcafures  were  taken  by  the 
crew  of  the  latter  fliip  to  cOumeradHt.  Thcfe  wtm  ef- 
fectual, captain  Bray  having  laid  his  antagonift  athwart 
hawze,  and  the  enemy's  boltfprit  coming  in  between  his 
main  and  mi?en  marts,  his  mixen  top-fail  iheet  was 
patted  through  the  enemy's  bob-ftay  and-  made  fair.  Still 
fearing,  however,  that  this  advantage!  of  foliation  might 
be  loft,  captain  Bray  ordered  an  hawfer  to  be  palled  round 
the  enemy's  bolrfprk  and  his  own  eapften  on  the  quarter- 
deck. From  the  relative  pofttiori  of  the  two  (hips,  with 
regard  to  each  other,  it  mtfty  be  evident  that  the  a&ion 
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muft  almoft  entirely  have  depended  on  fraafl  arms,  lut 
after  an  .hour's  feinted  re&ftante,  the  enemy,  though  fo 
Aiperioar  in  numbers,  {Surrendered,  having  had  forty  met* 
killed  and  woamdrid,  white,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Ad*- 
venture  had  only  ens  nun  kHied  and  two  wounded. 

The  galbmftnjrdifphryed  by  captain  Bray*  in  the  fore*. 
going  a&ion.  canfdd  hi*  promotion  on  the  ftxth  of  thd 
kune  month  (January)'  to  be  captain  of  the  Priocef* 
Amelia,1  of  eighty.  guns*  Thisr.ftup  was  one  of  <  .the) 
fleet  then  .under  .'orders  for  Leurilrorg,  and  bore  tho 
broad  pendant  of  commodore  Ducetl,.  third  in  command 
under,  Mx-iBofcaw^n.  No;  particular  mention; i*amdo 
of  captain  Bray  during'  the  fiege,  but  we  belie te  Una 
to  tare  pontimlddin  the  Prince**  Amelia  for*  fame,  con* 
fiderabldjiow  afterwards,  andtq  hare  fervoi,  in.  1759,  aa 
captain  to.  Mr*  DureH  on  th«  expedition  agaijift  Quebec* 
in  1760*  or  the  enfmng  year,  hp  jramued  into  tile  Bfaw* 
ark,  a -{hip  of -the  fame  force  as  the  former,  and,  not  long, 
after  this  time,  appointed  the  flag-Hup  of  fir  Piercy  Bmt, 
who  had  a  command  in  the  Mediterranean,  under  which, 
gentleman  Mr*  Bray  continued  to  ferve  as  captain  dur- 
ing the  rcmaindbr  of  the  war*  After  the  peace  we  do  roc 
ind  him  to  have  held  any  command.  When  he  became 
fenior  on  the  lift  of  captains  to  tbofe  gentlemen  who  were, 
in  the  year  1 787,  railed  to  the  rank  of  flagtofiiccr,  he  re- 
tired from  thti  fervice,  and  in  confluence  of  the  new  re- 
gulations, made  by  an  aft  of  parliament  pafled  foon  after 
die  time  we  have  been  juft  ipeaktng  of,  was  put  on  tho 
lift  of  fuperannuated  captains,  but  was  fome  time  after- 
wards raifed- to 'that  of  rear  admirals.  He  died  at  Deal 
in  the  latter  end. of  November  *795-

'  *  Mr.  En  tick,  in  his  Gencrai^Hiftosy  of  the  late  War,  has  taken 
no  fmall  pains  to  depreciate  the  merit  of  captain  Bray,  and  attribute 
the  whole  fucceft  to  the  good  conduct  and  management  of  Mr.  Chrif- 
copser  AIKfbn,  who  was  mafler  of  the  (hip  under  the  charter-party. 
We  boneftry  believe,. from  the  nature  of  the  evidence  adduced,  chat 
Mr.  AJlifoo-wts  very  inftrumental  to  the  event  of  the  action,  btn  can* 
not  by  any  means  a&ree.  that  captain  Bray  did  not  alfo  contribute  hii 
full  portion  both  of  gallantry,  and  management.  Mr.  AUifon,  if  ne- 
gtefterf  in  the  way'  Rated  by  Mr.  Entick,  was  certainty  very  "Iff 
treated. 

BREKETON, 
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BRERETON,  William,— the  defendant  of  a  femiljr 
of  much  refpefiability  fettled  at  Winchefter,  in  the 
county  of  Southampton,  was  a  petty-officer  or  midihip- 
nan  on  board  one  of  the  (hips  employed  in  the  Eaft~ 
Indies,  progreffively  under  the  admirals  Watfonand  Po~ 
cock.  He  was  promoted  there,  through  the  ranks  of 
fientenant  and  commander,  after  which  he  was  advanced, 
on  the  15th  of  March,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Queen* 
borough  frigate.    He  was,  in  a  very  few  days,  ftiU«£si*her 

Jromoted  to  the  command  of  the  Cumberland,  of  fiiety- 
x  guns  ;»  but  his  conduA  in  the  encounter  which  took' 
place  with  the  French  fleet;  in  the  fatyowi  ng.  month  y  was* 
deemed  fo  repreheafible  by  the  admiraly  that  he  put  binv 
under  an  arreft,  and,  on  his  return  to  Madrafe,  ordered 
his  conduit  to  be  investigated  by  a  court  .martial  *-  •  It 
was  proved,  however,  ti^ac  the  Cumberland  was  a  very 
heavy  failer,  a  fad  which,  added  to  fome  other  favourable 
cifcumftances  in  his  cafe,  induced  his  judges  to  fentenco 
htm,  only  to  the  lofs  of.  one  years  raak  as  a  poft- 
captain. 

He  removed  from  the  Cumberland  into  the  Tyger,  of 
fixty  gurts,  which  fbip  appears  very  unfortunately  to  have 
failed  as  ill  as  the  former,  neverthclefs  he  contrived,  to 
contrail  his  conduft,  if  dilatory,  on  the  former  occafion, 

(by  getting  into  the  thickest  of  the  adion  t,  which  took 
lace  in  the  month  of  September,  1759,  infomuch  that 
e  had  no  fewer  than  one  hundred  and  fixty«eight  men 
killed  and  wounded,  amounting  to  nearly  one-third  of 
the  lofs  fuftained  by  the  whole  fquadron.  The  captain 
himiclf  received  a  contufion  in  the  head,  from  which, 
however,  being  fortunately  flight,  he  foon  recovered. 

Pondicherry  foon  after  this  time  fell  into  the  hands  of 
the. Engl ifli,  a  circumftance,  added  to  the  want  of  fuccefs, 
which  when  fo  much  hoped  for,  and  .expected,  had  con- 
ftantly  attended  the  naval  operations  of  the  count  D'  Ache  in 
that  quarter,  now  prevented  his  again  vifuing  the  Indian 
teas  during  the  war.  We  have  nothing,  therefore,  mate- 
rial enough  to  demand  our  notice  with  refped  to  captain 
Brereton,  nor,  indeed,  are  any  of  his  cotemparies  on  the

of  war  with  Spain,,  which  took  place  in  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1*762.    The  memorable  and  fuccefsfal  expedi- 
tion againft  Manilla,  was,  as  may  be  well  remembered, 
undertaken  in  the  month  of  July ;  the  fleet  failed  in.  two 
divifions  from  Madrafs,  the  firft  on  the.  29th  of  July, 
the  fecond  on  the  ift  of  Auguft.     Captain  Brereton',  who 
had  removed  from  the  Tygcr  into  the  Falmouth,  of  JBftjr, 
guns,  was  left  behind  to  convoy  the.Eflex  Indiarnan,  &•) 
having  the  treafure  for  the  Chinefe  inveftment  on  board, . 
and  not  being  ready  for  fea  when  the  fleet  failed.  Captain 
Brereton  rejoined  the  admiral  on  the  coaft  of  Luconia, 
on  the  20th  of  September,  the  day  after  he  made  the » 
ifland,  and  was  one  of  the  officers  pitched  upon  to  fuper- 
intend  the  difembarkation  of  the  troops  deftined  for  the 
iiege,  on  which  occafion  he  appears  to  have  behaved  with 
tfcegreateft  fptrit  and  good  conduit. . 

The  fortunate  event  is  well  known ;  and  the  Falmouth 
being,  net  long  after  this  time,  condemned  as  unfit  for 
fcrvice,  was  left  at  Batavia.  Captain  Brereton  took  his 
paffage  from  thence  on  board  a  Dutch  Eaft-India 
fjrip,  which,  as  we  have  been  credibly  informed*  he  was 
the  means  wjieo  on  her  pafiage,  of  preferving  from 
foundering.   - 

•  The  cireumftances  have  been  thus  related  to  us .  The  * 
veflel  had  nefcrly  reached  the  entrance  of  the  Englifh 
channel,  when  it  was  overtaken  by  a  violent  gale  of 
wind,  in  confequence  of  which  it  was  reduced  almoft  to 
the  laft  extremity.  It  appears  there  is  a  natural  averftoa 
as  it  were  inherent  in  the  Dutch,  to*  throwing  their  guns 
oycrboard.  It  was  propofed,  among  the  officers  and 
crew,  to  cut  away  the  marts;  at  length  captain  Brereton 
was  confulted,  who  liaviug  given  it  as  his  decided  opinion, 
the  veflel  would  be,  in  no  danger  if  eafed,  of  her  guns, 
this  meafure  was,  though  not  without  fome  relu&ance, 
adopted  by  the  captain*  and  the  (hip,  contrary  to  all  ex* 
pe&ation,  faMtd.  In  the  year  1770  captain  Brereton  was 
appointed  to  the  Rtppon,  a  fourth  rate  of  fixty  gang,  one 
of  the  fhips  we  believe  to  have  been  put  into  conwifliou*- 
after  returning  from  the  American  ftation,  either  as  * 
temporary  guard  (hip,  or  in  confequence  of  the  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  Iflands.  He 
9pntinucd  in  this  (hip  during  a  vpry  ftiort  tirap  o»ly,  and 
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hss  twtt  appointment,  which  we  believe  to  have  taken 
pbee  in  the  year  I774>  wa5  to  the  Centaur,  a  guardfhii* 
of  fcfvemy-foor  guns,  ftationed  at  Portfmouth.  In  this 
lUtion  h*  continued  during  the  ufuafly  allotted  period 
of  ffcnee  y^ws,  and  after  quitting  that  fhip,  was,  imme- 
"diaterr  previous  to  the  expedcd  rapture  with  France 
iff  1778s  appointed  fo  the  Duke,  a  fecond  rate,  of  ninety 
fpp!4,«hen  newly  launched  at  Plymouth;  this  fhip  was 
c*t  of  tfeofe  put  under  the  orders  of  admiral  Keppel,  who 
cdtananded  the  main  or  Channel  fleet.  He  was  confc- 
qncntly  prefent  at  the  encowtter  withr  the- French  fleet, 
under  th^cdunt  tfOrvilliers,  which  took  place  on  the  27th 
of  July  filcceeding,  and  was  ftationed  in  *he  line  as  one 
of  the  feconds  to  fir  Robert  Ha r  land,  who  comihanded  the 
van  w  fct^d  fquadroru  The  Duke  was  not,  hctwevev, 
engaged,  a*  appears  from  the  return  of  Mr.  Keppd,  the 
commander-in-chief,  and  the  conduA  of  Captain  Brereton 
wasrfo  far  4)fej4&ed  to,  that  Ho  was  immediately  afterwards 
removed  fr«m  the  command  of  the;  Duke.  TMa  gentle- 
man, fKrfwrthftandirJg,  we  believe,  repeated  felicitation* 
have  been  made  for  that  purpofe,  has  never  been  employed' 
f«Me<|ttent  to  the  time  above  ftated,  and  i*  now  on  the  lift 
of  fopeftrtftuated  captains,  on.  a  penftonof  10  s.  per  day.  ' 
BOND,  Robert,— we  have  no  information  of  this* 
geritiernttt  till  the  year  1757/ when  we  find  him,  on  the 
ift  of  February,  appointed  commander  of  a  floop  of 
war,  we  believe  the  Speedwell,  in  whidi  he  was  in  the 
then  current  year  employed  on  the  North  American 
fcuioft,  and  attached  to  the  fleet  ftnt  under  tfoe  orders 
of  admiral  Holburat,  on  the  unfuccfe&fal  'expedition 
againft  Louifburg.  Q*  the  13th  of  January,  1758,*  he 
was  advanced  to  be*  captain  of  the  Hmd,  of  twenty 
guns' ; :  this  fhip  wae  fome  time  afterwards  put  out  of  com-  - 
raifltori  for  repair  or  refitment,  and  tihptata  Bond  was, 
we  believe,  reappointed  to  her  when  ready  far  fea  in  the 
yea>  1761.  He  conMbfted  in  the  lame  ,*voffal  during  the 
raaiaiader  of  the  war,  but  after  its  oonclufior*  we  have  no 
ac***H*f'0f  his  hoWing  any  fubfequent  cornmiffion  till  the 
year  1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Gibraltar,  of 
tWefify  guns.  He  died,  fbort  after  he  had  quitted  the 
command  of  this  fhip,  on  the  15th  of  March,  177**. 

CARKET,  Roberta-was  promoted  to  the  rank  <jf 

lAnifcaa*  ift  the  navy^ort  the  ariih  of  February,  1744-5  i 

...  i  but 
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but  .we  have  no  .farther  information  concerning  hi  r* 
till  the  month  of  February  1758.  He  was  thea  firft 
lieutenant  of  the  Monmouth,  under  the  brave  but  unfojv 
lunate  captain  Gardiner*,  at  the  time  that  uYippudfucdt 
and  after  an  ob  ft  in  ate  a&ion  captured,  almoft  without  any 
extraneous  affiftance,  the  Foudroyaat,  of  eighty- four  gun$, 
commanded  by  the  marquis  de  Quefne,  a  French  chef 
tfEfcadre.  The  particulars  of  thi6  very  extraordinary 
and. gallant  adion  having  been  already  related,  'tis  needlefc* 
iatimatdy  as  this  gentleman  was  conneded  with  it,  to 
enter  into  any  repetition*  Suffice  it  to  fay,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  admiral  Ofborne,  at  that  time  conraiander-ifi- 
chief  on  the  Mediterranean  (ration*  as  a  very  proper  and 
honourable  reward  for  his  gallantry,  to  command  the 
Foudroyant,  pro  tempore,  till  the  pleafure  of  the  admi- 
ralty-board lhould  be  known. 

Mr.  Carket  was  not  in  confequence  of  this  recom- 
mendation, we  ll-deferved  and  highly  honourable  as  it 
was,  continued  in  the  Foudroyant,  but  was,  in  order  to 
anfwer  the  purpofe  of  promotion,  appointed  captain  of 
the  Royal  Caroline  yacht,  by  commiffion  bearing  date 
March  the  12th  1758.  No  lubfequent  mention  is  made 
of  him,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  till 
the  year  1760,  when  he  was  employed  on  the  Weft 
India  ftation,  and  commanded  the  Huflar,  of  twenty- 
eight  guns,  into  which  (hip  we  think  it  highly  probable 
he  removed  in  a  very  (hort  time  after  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  poft-captainf .  This  veffel  Was  unfortunately 
loft  off  Cape  Francois,  on  the  ifland  of  Hifpaniola,  iai, 
the  year  1762,  and  the  conducl  of  captain  Carket  on  that 
occasion  being,  as  is  cuftomary,  examined  by  a  court 
fnartial,  he  was  very  honourably  acquitted  of  all  blame*. 
Captain  Casket,  having  returned  to  England  after  thi& 
difaftcr,  was  appointed  to  the  Adlive,  a  velfel  of  the  fame-

But  mod  of  the  crews  of  the  enemies  (hips 
cfcapett  a(bore  in  their  boats  during  the  engagement. 
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force  with  the  Huffar,  and  immediately  ordered  back  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  continued  till  the  year  1767* 
Having  then  returned  to  England ,,  the  Afltive  was  put  out 

.  of  commiflion  and  difmantled  at  Plymouth.  No  fubfc- 
quent  command,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover* 
was  held  by  captain  Carket  till  the  year  1779,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Sterling  Caftle,  of  fixty-four  guns* 
and  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  with  the  fquadron  fent 
thither  under  Mr.  ftowley,  to  reinforce  Mr.  Byron's  fleet* 
He  was  corifequently  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the: 
French  fleet  off,  Grenada,  on  which  occafion  he  had  two 
men  killed  and  four  wounded.  , 

The  only  mention  we  find  made  of  this  gentleman 
during  the  enfuing  winter,  is*  his  having. been  one  of  the 
captains  detached  with  rear-admiral  Rowley,  in  the  month 
of  December,  to  purfue  a  fmall  fquadron  of  French 
frigates  which  had  been  difcovered  from  St.  Lucia,  one 
of  thefe,  the  Ellis,  mounting  twenty-eight  guns,  was  cap- 
tured by  the  Magnificent  and  Sterling  Caftle,  which  laft 
fhip  is  ftated  as  having,  two  days  afterwards,  cap- 
tured an  American  vefltl,  from  Martinico,  laden  with 
rum,  fugar,  and  gunpowder.  On  the  arrival  of  fir  Geo. 
Rodney  on  the  Weft  India  flat  ion,  and  taking  upon 
him  the*  chief  command  in  the  month  of  March,  captain' 
Carket  was  ftationed  in  the  line  to 'lead  the  fleet  on  the 
ftarboard  tack.  Sir  George  Rodney  in  his  official  dif- 
patch  ftates,  "  that  at  forty-five  minutes  after  fix  he  gave 
notice,  by  public  fignal,  that  it  was  his  intention  to  attack 
the  rear  of  the  French  fleet  with  his  whole  force,  which  fignal 
was  anfwered  by  every  lhip  in  the  fleet,"  hoping,  no 
doubt,  to  capture  or  deftroy  the  greater  part  of  it  before 
the  van  could  come  to  its  relief.  This  Intention,  how- 
ever, being  then  a  manoeuvre  totally  new  in  practice,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  mifunderftood  by  captain  Carket,  who 
flood  on,  very  gallantly  it  muft  be  confeiled  *,  but  contrary 
to  the  wiflies  of  his  commander-in-chief,  to  engage  the 
leading  fhip  of  the  enemy.  The  remainder  of  the  Clips 
aftern,  feeling  the  neceflity  of  fupporting  their  leader, 
flood  on  alfo,  a  general  and  bloody  engagement  took

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place,  and  ended  without  being  productive  of  the  fmalleft 

advantage  on  either  fide. 

Sir  George  was  extremely  chagrined  at  the  difappoint- 
roenr,  and  fome  kind  of.  paper  altercation  is  (aid  to 
have  taken  place  between  captain  Carket  and  himfelf  on 
the  occaiion.  But  whether  the  admiral's  fignals  were  not 
in  reality  ftifficiently  indicative  of  his  wiftics,  or  whether 
he  bore  little  refentracnt  to  the  unintentional  miftake  of 
an  officer  who  had  before  behaved  fo  gallantly;  and  meri- 
torioufly,  we  know  not,  but  no  inveftigation  of  the  difputc 
by  a  court  martial  took  place 4  The  unhappy  death  of 
captain  Carket,  in  the  month  of  O&ober  following, 
would,  indeed,  have  clofed  the  difpute  had  it  continued 
fo  long*  The  Sterling  Caftle  was  ordered  to  Jamaica, 
and  was  one  of  the  (hips  fent  to  convoy  the  homeward- 
bound  fleet  through  the  gulph.  After  having  executed 
this  fervice,  thofe  {hips  not  difpatched  to  Europe  were  ta 
cruife  for  a  limited  time  off  Hifpahiola.  They  were  thus 
employed  when  they  were  overtaken  by  that  tremend- 
ous and  memorable  hurricane  which  almoft  defolated  the 
whole  Weft  Indies,  on  the  roth  of  Oclober,  1780.  The 
fquadron  was  completely  difperfed,  thofe  fhips  which  es- 
caped beft  were  reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck.  The 
Thunderer,  of  feventy-four  guns,  foundered  at  fea,  and 
the  Sterling  Caftle  was  unfortunately  loft  on  the  Silver 
Keys,  one  perfon  only,  as  it  is  faid,  or  at  moft  a  very  in- 
confidcrable  number,  of  the  crew,  confifting  of  five  hun- 
dred men,  having  efcaped  deftru&ion. 

CLARKE,  John, — this  gentleman  was  born  in  the 
year  1711.  He  went  to  fea  in  the  reien  of  king 
George  the  firft,  and  ferved  at  the  fiege  of  Gibraltar,  in 
1727.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  on 
the  21  ft  of  February,  1 740-1,  and  ferved  in  that  capa- 
city during  the  whole  of  the  war,  principally  on  the  Me- 
diterranean ftation,  where  he  was  prefent,  under  Mr.  Ma- 
thews, at  the  engagement  with  the  French  and  Spanifh 
fleets  off  Toulon.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  com* 
mander,  O&obcr  14,  1755,  and  in  1757  was  captaiA 
of  the  Bonetta  Hoop.  He  was  farther  advanced,  on  the 
19th  of  January,  1758,  to.  be  captain  of  the  Sheernefs 
frigate,  and  continued  in  the  fame  (hip  during  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  war,  employed,  at  lead  after  the  year.- 1760, 
.     .  on 
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on  the  Mediterranean  ftation  *•  We  believe  thai  captain 
John  Clarke  did  not  quit  the  command  of  the  Sheemek 
till  the  year  1766  or  7,  hut  have  no  account  cither  of 
his  having  held  any  fubfequent  com  mi  (Hon,  or  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he  was  not  pro- 
moted, when  he  became  entitled  to  it,  according  to  Se- 
niority, to  the  rank  even  of  a  fuperanmiated  flag-officer. 
He  died  at  Guildford,  in  Surry,  on  the  24th  of  Fe- 
bruarys 789,  at  the  age  of  feventy-eightr  having  been  fifty- 
fix  years  in  the  royal  navy. 


*  Where  he  exerted  himfelf  very  particularly  on  the  following  in- 
tereftingly  benevolent  occafion  :  u  His  Britannic  Majefty's  fliip, 
Sheernefs,  arrived  at  Villa  Franca,  in  (even  days  from  Gibraltar. 
She  was  chafed  near  tbefe  ooafts  by  three  French  men  of  war,  the 
Content,  of  Cxty-four  guns,  and  two  frigates,  the  Pleiade  and  tht 
Minerva,  who  came  to  an  anchor  food  after  the  arrival  of  the 
Shcerncfs.  » 

The  Minerva,  by  the  ill-management  of  the  crew,  Brack  upon  a 
rock,  .an<i  in  Icfs  man  two  hours  afterwards  Was  entirely  loft.  The 
fea  ran  fo  very  high  that  no  boats  would  venture  out  from  the  fhore 
to  the  affillancc  of  the'  people  on  the  wreck.  In  this  situation  captain 
Clarke  fent  his  people  to  their  relief,  who  exerted  themfelves  10  ef- 
fcftually  as  to  bring  them  all  ofl",  except  about  twenty-five  who  were 
earned  away  by  the  violence  of  the  uirf.  The  French  commodore 
waited  aftet  wards  upon  the  Britifh  captain  to  thank  him  for  his  timely 
affiftance,  and  to  exprefs  the  great  fenfe  he  entertained  of  fuch  bene* 
volence  and  gencroiity. 

Campbell  rela'es  the  foregoing  tranfa&ion  in  the  following  more 
florid  terms:  • 

"  The  Minerva,  a  French  frigate,  had,  in  company  with  four  olher 
fhips  of  war,  given  chace  to  the  Shcernefs,  commanded  by  captain 
Clarke,  who  took  refuge  in  the  harbour  of  Villa  Franca,  arid  there 
anchored,  the  wind  blowing  frefh.  He  was  immediately  followed  by 
the  captain  of  the  Minerva,  who,  actuated  by  an  idle  fpirit  of  vanity 
and  infolence,  refolving  to  lie  between  him  and  the  fhore,  ran  fail 
ihip  upon  the  rocks  which  bound  the  caftern  fide  of  the  harbour-  Be- 
ing himfelf  ignorant  of  the  art  of  feamanfhip,  and  ill  affiled  by  a 
Crew  little  acquainted  with  fuch  emergencies,  his  fbip  was  in  a  flmrt 
time  dafhed  in  pieces,  and  a  confiderable  number  of  his  people  perifh- 
ed,  notwkhftanding  all  the  a  fli  fiance  he  could  receive  from  his  cosJbrts* 
On  this  melancholy  occafion  captain  Clarke,  forgetting  they  were 
enemies,  as  well  as  that  this  very  calamity  was  occasioned  by  tlieir  re  fie  at- 
ment  a  gain  ft  him  and  his  country,  exerted  himfelf  vigoroufly  for  their 
relief.  He  could  not  have  done  more,  if  his  friends  had  been  in 
danger.  By  this  generous  affifiance  the  greater  part  of  the  crew,  and 
ail  the  officers  were  faved. 
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CLARK,  Edward,— -was,  according  to  fomc  accounts, 
which  confound  him  with  captain  John  Clark,  of  whom 
we  have  juft  fpoken,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant, 
Feb.  ai,  1740-1,  but  that  -appointment  certainly  did  not 
take  place  till  Auguft  29 , 1 744,  after  which  time  no  mention 
is  made  of  him  till  he  is  laid,  though  we  believe  erroneoufly* 
to  have  been  appointed  aSing  captain  of  the  Prince,  a 
fecond  rate,  in  1757.  We  believe  him,  however,  to  have 
been,  about  that  time,  appointed  firft  lieutenant  of  that 
fhip,  and  to  have  proceeded  in  that  ftation  on  board  her  to 
the  Mediterranean,  where  he  was,  on  the  13th  of  March, 
1 758,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Orphee,  of  (ixty-foui 
guns,  a  prize  taken  a  (hort  time  before  from  the. enemy, 
being  one  of  the  fmall  fauadron  which  attempted  to  flip 
out  from  Toulon  into  Carthagena.  This  gentleman  wasy 
fome  time  after  this,  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  on  board 
what  (hip  we  have  not  been  able  to  difcover.  He  wis  on 
hfs  return  from  thence,  as  captain  of  the  Liverpool,  when, 
in  the  month  of  May  1764,  on  account  of  fomedifquietudo 
of  mind,  the  caufe  of  which  we  have  alfo  been  unable  to 
difcover,  he  put  a  period  to  his  exigence  by  (hooting  him- 
(elf. 

CLIVE,  Benjamin,— -was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  7th  of  May,'  1746*7,  and,  on  the 
22d  of  July,  1750,  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  com- 
mander, but  no  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1758,  when  he  was  captain 
of  the  Cormorant  (loop  of  war*.  He  was  from  thence 
advanced,  on  the  22d  of  May  in  the  fame  year,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Rofe  frigate.  Early  in  the  year  1760,  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Sutherland, .  of  fifty-four  guns,  in 
which  (hip,  not  long  afterwards,  he  proceeded  to  North 
America,  and  after  his  return  from  thence  was  promoted 
to  the  Trident,  of  fixty-four  guns.  In  this  flrip  he 
continued,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  employed 
on  the  home,  or  channel  ftation.  Being  put  out  of 
commiflion  in  confequence  of  peace  having  taken  place 
in  1763,  captain  Give  does  not  appear  to  nave  held  any* 
fobfequent  command,  indeed  he  may  be  did  not  to  have

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Iked  long  enough  to  enable  him  reafonablyto  expecl  any 
fueh  te-appointment.  He  died  on  the  3d  of  April,  1764. 
COLVILLE,  Honourable  James,— was  the  fifth  fort 
of   John   third   lord   CoiyHle,    and    consequently    the 

Einger  brother  of  Alexander  lord  Colville,  of  whom  we 
re  already  given  fome  accotint  *,  having,  after  the  ex* 
ample  of  his  noble  relative,  betaken  hin&felf  to  the  fea 
fenrice,  he  was  appointed  lieutenant  of  One  of  the  flu  pa 
ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  where  he  was  promoted,  we 
believe  on  the  17th  of  Ofiober,  175&,  to' be  Captain  of 
the  Newcaftle,  a  fourth  rate  of  fifty  guA«.  He  was  after- 
wards advanced  to  the  command  of  the  Sunderland,  a 
fixty  gun  (hip,  in  which  he  unfortunately  loft  his  life 
in  the  month  of  January  1761,  that  veflfel  being  one 
of  thofe  which  foundered  in  the  tremendous  hurricane 
which  happened  at  that  time,  off  Pondicherry,  and  ma- 
terially damaged,  or  deftroyed  the  greater  part  of  the 
Britifli  Fquadron.— The  name  of  captain  Colville  has 
been  omitted  in  Mr.  Hardy's  lift  of  naval  officers,  not  im- 
probably on  account  of  his  utihappHy  perilling,  as  jnft 
flatted,  before  his  commiffions  were  confirmed  by  the  ad- 
miralty board.  We,  neverthelefs,  think  juftly  entitled  to 
be  ranked  among  the  naval  captains,  and  have  noticed 
him  accordingly. 

DALRYMPLE,  John,— was  a  gentleman,  as  well  as 
the  one  laft  mentioned,  of  noble  Scottish  extraction*  he 
Wing  defcended  from  the  fame  original  flock  with  the 
late  earl  of  Stair.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  1  ft  of  February,  1744.,  after' which  time 
we  are  unacquainted  with  any  particulars  concerning  him 
till  the  year  1757,  when  we  find  him,  on  the  ajd  of 
Match,  promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war, 
tolled  the  Hazard's  prize.  In  this  veflel  he  vemained 
bat  a  very  fhort  time,  having  removed,  in  the  month  of 
Auguftyinto  the  Albany,  which  was  alfo  a  (loop  of  war ; 
from  thence  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Sphynx, 
a  twenty  gun  fliip,  by  coratnrffion  bearing  date  Odobef 
the  1 8th  1758.  He  afterwards  removed,  about  the  year 
1760,  into,  the  Solebay,  a  veflel  of  the  feme  defcfiption  as 
the  former,  in  which  he  was  employed  during  that,  the

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fucceeding,  and  a  part  oftHe  vfear  176*',  a£  a  cruller.    He' 
was  not  forturiaie  enough  to*  meet  with  any  farther  op- 
portunity of  being  ndticedj  thatt  as  hiving;  tti  cbrtjtin&iorf 
with  the  Amazon,  of  twenty-fit  gimsj  commanded  by1 
captain'  Bafil  Keith,  been  the  captor  of  a  privateer  belong-  ' 
ingjto  Dunkirk*  called  the  Chevert,  carrying  eighteen  gunS 
with  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and  fixty  men;    Thfc  gal- 
lantry of  the  aftailants  was  rendered  confprcuous  in  confe- 
qtience  of  the  enemy's  veflel  having  placed  herfelf;  under 
cover  of  a  battery,  to  the  weftward  or  Calais  cliff,  mount- 
ing four  heavy  guns.  Being  hard'  preffedj  the  privateer  ran 
herlelf  afhore,  and,  having  funendered,  foon"  afterwards 
was  brought  off  without  having  foftained  ahy*  very  mate- 
rial damage. 

Captain  ti)alrymple  was,  in  '1762*  {Jrotiioted  jrp  the.' 
Winchefter,  of  fifty  guns,  and  ordered  tb  the  Coift  of ' 
Africa,  where  he  continued  till  fome  time  after  the  con- 
clufion  of  the  peace.  Subfequent  to  his  return  from  thence* 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1764,  he  appears  to  have  held-rfo 
commiflion  till  1779,  when,  in  confequence  of  the  coni- 
mencement  of  hoftilities,  as  we'll  with  America  afc  with 
France,  and  the  profpeft  of  that  with  Spain,  he  w4^  ap- 
pointed to  the  Union,  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety' giiris,  one  ' 
of  the  (hips  belonging  to  the  home  fleet.     In*  this  fliip 
he  uninterruptedly  continued  nearly  till  the  end  of  the  * 
war,  and  was  confequently  engaged  in'  all  the  ferviclfc* 
though    mod   of   them   were  of  a   very  Unintereftirig 
nature,  in  which  the-fleet  itfelf  was  occupied:     When  it 
proceeded,  in  1782,  under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe  t6 
Gibraltar,  captain  Dalrymple  was  Rationed  in  the  fine  a£ 
one  of  the  leconds  to  vice-admiral  Milbank,  who  com- 
manded the  firft'divifion  of  the  rear  fquadrotf.    He  ap-' 
pears  to  have  been  very  materially  concerned  in  the  (hoft* 
encounter  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  atfd  Spain, 
having  had  twenty  men  killed  and  wonnded; 

The  Union  being  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  td  the1  Weft' 
Indies  under  fir  Richard  Hughes,  in  a  few  days  after  the" 
Ikirtniih  juft  mentioned,"  captain  Dalrymple  quitted  the* 
cofrtmand  of  the  Union,  ori  account  of  the  ill  itate  of  his' 
health  which  would  not  permit  him  to  undergo  th6J 
dangerous  climate  to  which  hh  Ihlp  was  fent,  nor  do  We' 
telieve  him  evet  to  have  held  any  ftibfequ«ht  commatfd  a* 
U  2  a  ptivtet* 
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a.  private  captain..  On  the  04-th  of  September,  1787,  be 
wa$  advanced  to  the  Vank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white, 
and  on  the  profpeft  of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  1790, 
being  appointed  to  command  in  chief  at  the  Norc,  homed 
his  nag  accordingly  on  board  the  Sandwich,  of  ninety 
guns.  The  apprehended  ftorm  difpeifing  foon  after- 
wards, Mr.  Dalrymple  .{truck  his  flag,  and  was,  on 
the  2 1  ft  of  September,  in  the  year  laft  mentioned,  ad- 
vanced to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red.  Immediately  after 
the  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France  in  1793* 
he  was  again  appointed  to  command  at  the  No  re,  and 
accordingly  rehoiited  his  flag  on  board  his  old  fbip  the 
Sandwich,  as  fuceeflbr  to  commodore  William  Locker, 
who  was  then  made  lieutenant-governor  of  Greenwich- 
Hofpital.  On  the  1  ft  of  February,  1793^  he  was  ad- 
vanced from  the  rank  of  rear  of  the  red,  to  be  vice-admiral 
qf  the  white,  as  he  was,  moreover,  from  thence  to  the 
fame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron  on   the  12th  of  April, 

*794- 

On  the  ift  of  June,  1795,  he  was  made  admiral  of  the 
blue,  in  which  rank  he  continued  till  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  happened  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1798. 
He  refigned  the  Nore.  command  in  the  month  of  March 
1795,  and  never  accepted  of  any  one  fubfequent  to  it. — 
His  fon  R.  Dalrymple,  Efq;  was  married  to  mifs  Howard, 
of  Knightfbridge,  in  the  month  of  November,  1795. 

DEANE,  Joleph,— was,  on  the  29th  of  April,  1755, 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  Jin  the  navy.  In  1757 
he  was  lieutenant  of  the  Huffar,  a  fir  frigate,  of  twenty- 
eight  guns,  and  ferved  in  that  itation  on  board  her  at  the 
time  fte  captured  the  Vengeance,  French  privateer,  a  vcflel 
afterwards  commiflioned, as  a  frigate  in  the  Brilifh  navy. 
This  is  the  only  information  we  have  been  able  to  procure 
concerning  him  previous  to  his  promotion  on  the  17th  of 
Oftober,  1758.  to  be  captain  of  the  Eurus.  He  was 
not  long  afterwards  removed  into  the  Loweftoffe,  in 
which  frigate  he  diftinguifhfed  himfelf  very  highly  in 
1.7.60*  at  Quebec.  That  important  place  had  been  for 
fume  time,  befieged  by  a  very  formidable  French  force, 
under  the  chevilier  de  Levi,  white  It  was  at  the  fame 
time  ftraitcned  towards  the  river  by  fome  French 
frigates,  and  a  confiderable  number  of  inferior  armed 
veucls.  Commpdore  S wanton  having,  with  a  fmall  force, 
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made  his  way  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  the*  foflfifitirile 
navigation  became  open,  in  bonfequence  of  the  breaking 
up  of  the  froft,  ordered  immediately  on  his  arrival  near 
Quebec,  the  captains  Deane  and  Schombefg,  of  the 
Loweftoffe  and'  Diana  frigates,  to  flip  rtieir  cables  ari^T at- 
tack the  enemy,  whofe  confufion  and  furprize  had  become 
manifeft  on  the  very  firft  appearance  of  the  Britifh  force. 
Thefe  orders  were  executed  with  the  utmoft  alacrity  arid 
moft  complete  fuccefs,  as  has  been  already  related  in  the 
account  of  captain  fir  A.  Schomberg.  The  Pomona,  one 
of  the  enemy's  frigates,  was  driven  afhore,  and  deftroyed 
above  Cape  Diamond,  the  other,  the  Atalanta,  was  burnt 
at  Point  au  Tremble,  about  ten  leagues  above  the 
town.  f 

In  executing  this  neceflary  fervice,  however,  the 
Loweftoffe  unfortunately  ran  on  fome  unkhown  rocks, 
and  was  irrecoverably  loft  ;  nsverthelefs  this  misfortune 
met  with  fome  confohtion,  in  the  following  encomium 
beftowed  moft  juftly  on  the  conduct  of  captain  Deane,  by 
general  James  Murray*  the  governor :  u  I  have  not  words 
to  exprefs  the  readinefs,  vivacity,  and  valour,  they  *  (hewed 
in  attacking  and  deftroyirig  the  enemy 's  fquadron  t.  Cap- 
Cain  Deane  has  loft  his  fhtp,  but  it  wafi  in  a  good  cauie, 
and  he  has  done  honour  to  his  country. ** 

As  a  moft  honourable  and  unequivocal  teftimony  of 
the  opinion  entertained  of  his  conduct,  on  the  foregoing 
occafion,  he  was,  immediately  after  bis  return  to  Eng- 
land J,  promoted  to  the  Bedford,  of  (ixty-four  guns,  in

£gpp  gnd  two  hundred  and  fifty  men.  He  was  afterwards 
or^er<jd  tp  Liflburi,  from  whence  he  returned  with  a  con- 

jirfefa^le  quantity  of  fpecie  on  board,  and  a  large  fleet 
xrf  Merchant  jfhips  under  his  protedion,  on  the  22d  of 

jAugijft, 

The  Bedford  being. put  out  of  commiffion  towards 

.  the  conclufiori  qf  the   year,    captain   Deane   was  ap. 

ppinttd  to  .the  Pearl  jrigate,  in  which  we  believe  him 

fO  bave  continued  during  the   remainder  of  the   war, 

arid, having  then  quitted  .her,  appears  not  %o  have  ac- 

,cept*d  of  any  fijbtequent  ipammand  till  1765,  when  he 
is  faid  to  have  been  appointed  to  a  fixth  rate,  the  very 

.*¥Mpe  of -which  we  have  beep  unable  to  difcoycr,  though 

af  the  information  cpneerning  thp  appointment  is 
cprred,  he  rhuft  have  retained  it  fome  years.  In  the 
year  ^TJQ$  he  Was  appointed  to  the  Stag,  of  thirty-twq 
giu>s,  find  ordered  tp  the  Eaft  Indies.  Not  long  after  his. 
■return,  that  is.  to  fay,  towards  thp  latter  end  of  the  year 
1773,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Royal  Oak,  of  feventy-four 

{uns,  a  gyard-ihjp  Rationed  at  Portfmouth,  and  in  which 
e  continued  du^ng  the  cuftomary  ppriod  of  three  years. 
Some  little  time  after  the  commencement  of  the  rupT 
flure  with  France,  in  1778,  .this  gentleman  was  appointed 
JO  the  JLuhy,  of Jj*ty-iour  guns,  and  lent  out  to  Jamaica, 
where  he. unfortunately  died,  early  in  the  y*&r  J.779. 

PEERING,  JDaniel, — was  appointed  .a  lieutenant  on 
the  2i ft  of  January,  1757,  and  we  have  no  farther  in? 
formation  concerning  him  till  we  find  him  prpmoted, 
on  the,  i,fyh  of  November,  1758^  to  be  captain  of  the 
Rye.  Jrle  afterwards  removed  into  the  Woolwich,  iq 
which  ftup  he  died  on  the  39th  of  May,  1760. 

©ENT ,  Sir  Digby, — who  is  now  living,  was  the 
fon  of  captain  Cotton  Denr,  whom  we  have  already 
noticpd  f .  This  gentlpm^n  is  not  known  to  us,  in  the 
Icjrvice,  till  Jiis  promotion,  .on  the  7th  of  July^   1758,

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from  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  on  board  one  of  the  fhips 
on  the  Eaft-India  Ration,  to  he  captain  of  the  Queen- 
borough  frigate.  In  this  veflfel  he  continued  but  a  ihort 
time,  having  been  advanced,  early  in  the  enfiiing  year, 
by  vice-admiral  Pocock,  the  commander-in-chief,  to  he 
captain  of  the  Salifbury,  a  fifty  gun  ftip.  He  was  ore-* 
lent,  holding  this  command,  at  the  encounter  with  Kir. 
I}*Acfce#,  which  took  place  on  the  loth  of  September, 
*759#  on  which  occafion  he  had  thirty-fix  men  killed  and 
wotihded,  and  his  mafls  and  rigging  fo  much  dantaged,1 
that  he  was,  according  to  the  admiral's  official  account; 
incapable  of  making  Tail  at  the  conclufion  ftf  the  ac- 
tion. He  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  any  other 
opportunity  of  diftinguifhing  hhnfelf  while  he  continued* 
on  that  ftation,  where,  indeed,  he  remained  during  nearly" 
the  whole  of  the  war.  About  the  end  of  the  year  1761*, 
he  removed  into  the  Falmouth,  of  fifty  cons,  which  ftip 
he  quitted  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfiiing  year,  and  returned 
to  Europe,  if  we  miftake  not,  a  paffenger  on  board  « 
Dutch  Eaft-India  (hip. 

We  have  no  account  of  his  haying  held  any  command 
Albfequent  to  his  return,  till  the  end  of  the  year  1764, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Deal  Caftle,  of  twenty-fob* 
g|tms,  which  (hip  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered 
to  Cadiz,  we  believe  with  fome  remonftrance  relative 
jo  the  Manilla  ranforti.  Being  out  out  df  commiflio* 
on  her  return  from  the  voyage  juft  mentioned,  which 
happened  earlv  in  1765,  captain  Pent  held  no  other  com-* 
jnand  till  1768,  when  he  was  appointed  to*  the  Boreas, 
of  twenty-eight  guns.  On  that  fliip  alfo  being  put  out  of 
^om million  and  difmantied  as  unfit  for  farther  fervice, 
he  removed,  in'  1770,  into  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty* 
four  guns,  and  retained  that  command  two  years.  In 
1775  he  was  appointed  to  the  Arethnfa,  a  fifth  rate,1 
mounting  thirty-two  guns,  which  veffel  was  Rationed 
in  the  Downs  on  account  of  the  diibute  which  had  then 
taken  place  with  the  American  colonies,  it  being  ne- 
ceflary  to  keep  veflels  of  that  defcrimion  ftationed  on  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  coaft,  to  check  the  depredations  which 
would  otherwife  bayebc&a  committed  by  their  privateers. 
He  continued  in  the  Arethufa  but  a  Ihort  time,  and  was

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afterwards,  on  the  approach  of  the  rupture  with  France, 
which  a£tually  took  place  in  1778,  appointed*  to  the 
Princefs  Amelia,  on  board  which  (hip  Admiral  Pye  hoift- 
ed  his  flag  as  commander-in-chief  at  Portfmouth,  in 
j  778.  Captain  Dent  received  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood, on  the  8th  of  May,  his  Majefty  having  at  that  time 
made  an  exciirfion  thither,  for  the  purpofe  of  reviewing 
the  fleets  then  fitting  for  fea.  Towards  the  end  of  the. 
year  he  was  appointed  to  the  Vigilant,  of  fixty-fbur 
guns,  one  of  the  fquadron  fent  out  immediately  afterwards* 
under  the  command  of  Mr.  Rowley,  for  the  purpofe  of 
reinforcing  Mr.  Byron.  Previous  to  the  encounter  with 
the  count  D'Eftaing,  off  Grenada,  the  Vigilant  was 
one  of  the  {hips  left  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Rowley, 
to  proted  the  tranfports,  and  though  that  detachment 
Was  afterwards  ordered  to  rejoin  the  fleet,  the  Vigilant 
appears  not  to  have  been  able  to  get  up,  her  nanje  being 
omitted  in  the  Ifft  of  thofe,  from  which  the  returns  of 
killed  and  wounded  were  made. 

Captain  Dent,  foon  after  this  time,  removed  into  the 
Royal  Oak,  of  feventy-four  guns,  which  (hip  needed  re- 
pair, and  was  ordered  home  to  England,  where,  foon 
after  his  arrival,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Repulfe,  of 
ifrty~four  guns.  In  this  fhip  he  ferved  in  the  home  or 
channel  fleet,  under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Darby, 
tjUl  the  end  of-  the  year  178 1,  when  it  was  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies  with  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  and  cap- 
tain Dent  was  appointed  to  the  Cumberland,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  fquadron  then  under  orders  for  the 
Eaft  Indies,  to  be  commanded  by  commodore  fir  R. 
Bickerton.  He,  however,  quitted  that  (hip  previous  to 
its  departure,  and  we  do  not  believe  hftn  to  have  ever 
held  any  fubfequent  commiflion.  His  lady  died  at.  Fare- 
batni  in  the  county  of  Hants,  on  the  7th  of  November, 
1786.  .Sir  Digby  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear* 
admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lift,  in  confequence  of  the 
promotion  of  flag-officers  which  took  place  on  the  24th 
of  September,  1787. ' 

DOAKE,  James,«-was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant op  the  34th  of  November,  1^47 ,  and  was  from 
tjience  raifed  to  that  of  commander  on  the  i?th  of  O&o- 
tar*  *7$6'    We  have  no  account  whatever  concerning

hrmf  during  the  tim6  he  held  either  of  the  above  ftations. 
On  O&ober  18,  1758,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
•f  the  Lizard  frigate,  in  which  he  was  immediately  after* 
wards  ordered  to  North  America,  with  the  fquadron  fenr 
there  under  the  orders  of  fir  Charles  Saunders,  on  the 
expedition  againft  Quebec.  On  thi$  occafion  he  is 
mentioned  by  the  admiral  as  the  captor  of  the  only  veffel 
which  arrived  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  during  the  ex- 
pedition. It  was  intended  for  the  fervice  and  relief  of  the 
garrifon,  being  fent  from  Old  France,  laden  with  flour 
and  brandy.  Captain  Doake  having  repaired  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  after  the  furrender  of  Quebec,  died  at  Antigua, 
on  the  26th  of  Auguft,  1 761,  having  till  then  retained  the 
command  of  the  Lizard. 

EVANS,  Thomas, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  25th  of  September,  1743, 
in  1755  he  ferved  in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Yarmouth, 
and  was  afterwards  advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander 
Qn  the  iath  of  July,  1757*  but  we  have  no  account  of 
the  commands  he  held,  or  the  fervices  on  which  he  was 
employed,  during  the  time  he  enjoyed  either  of  the  above 
appointments.  On  the  30th  of  January,  1758,  he  was 
advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Royal  William,  of  eighty* 
four  guns,  and  from  thence,  in  or  before  the  year  1760, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Union,  of  ninety  guns,  the  flag-fllip 
of  vice-admiral  fir  Charles  Hardy.  He  continued  in  the. 
fame  command  during  the  whole  of  the  war,  and  from  its 
nature,  as  Well, as  the  particular  quarter  in  which  he  was 
employed,  it  is  fcarcely  poflible  to  expect  anv  occurrence 
fliould  have  taken  place  fufficiently  memorable  to  demand 
our  particular  notice,  as  the  French  fleet  never  was  in  fuffi- 
cient  force  to  put  to  fea  during  the  war,  after  the  defeat 
of  the  marquis  de  Conflans.  We  do  not  find  this  gentle* 
man  holding  any  commiflion  fubfequent  to  the  peace, 
which  took  place  in  1763,  till  the  year  1771,  when,  on  the 
apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  confequence  of 
the  jdifpute  relative  to  the  Falkland  I  (lands,  he  was  ap- 

fointed  to  the  Augufta,  of  fixty -four  guns,  which  (hip 
is  namefake,  captain  John  Evans,  had  quitted  a  few 
months  before,  after  having  commanded,  as  a  guardfhip, 
during  the  fpace  of  three  years. 

The  controverfy  being  quickly  and  amicably  fettled 
without  any  commencement  of  hoftilities,  the  Augufta 
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was  again  put  out  of  connhiffion  and  dtfinahtiedl  Gap- 
Usn  Evans  we  believe  to  have  continued  unemployed  tilt 
1774,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Ramilties*  of  feventy* 
four  guns,  a  flattened  guardfltip  at  Chatham,  either 
once  more  aa  fucceffor  to  his  namefkke*,  or,  owing  to 
feme  confufion  in  the  lifts,  as  captain,  on  her  being  fwrft 
coimniffioned ;  certain,  however,  it  is,  he  commanded 
this  fiiip  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1775,  and  died, 
holding  that  cortimifliort,  on  the  9th  of  February. 

FALKJNGHAM,  John,— was  the  elder  brother  of 
captain  Edward  Falkingham,  whom  we  have  already 
ftortly  noticed  t.  He  was  originally  intended  for  the 
HKrchant-farvice:}:,  from  whence  he  afterwards  pafled  into 
the  royal  navy,  in  which  he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant, 
we  believe  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1745,  and  fcrving  on. 
the  Eaft-India  ftation§,  was  there  promoted  to  the  ranlt 
-of  commander  ||,  on  the  5th  of  April,  1747.  He/oon 
afterwards  had  the  misfortune  of  fuflering  (hipwreck,  and 
very  narrowly  efcaped  with  his  life*  Returning  to  Europe, 
though  hoftilities  had  then  cea fed,  he  was,  about  the  year 
1752,  appointed  to  the  Shark  (loop,  on  the  Barbadoes 
fiation,  and  from  thence  in  1755,  if  not  at  an  earKer 
period,  removed,  on  the  Shark  being  paid  off  at  home,  to 
the  Trial  (loop,  in  which  he  was  again  fent  to  the  Weft 
Indies  tj.

-  fl  Immediately  after  the  commencement  of  the  war  he  had  a  very 
Jpirited  a£tion  in  the  Trial,  which  mounted  only  fourteen  guns,  with 
a  French  letter  of  marque,  carrying  twenty  gum,  and  a  full  comple- 
ment of  men.  The  enemy's  (hip  blew  up,  and  every  peffon  on 
board  perifhed.  The  particulars  of  this  gallant  encounter  were  re- 
corded in  the  Barbadoes  gazette  of  the  time. 
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Soon  after 'his  return  to  England  he  wa$  promoted  to 
be  captain  of  the  Princefs  Royal,  by  cotnmiflion  bearing 
date  Qdober  the  18th  1758.  This  fhip  was  ftarioned  as 
3  guawMhip  at  the  Nore,  and  captain  FaHcingham  con- 
tinued to  retain  the  fame  command  during  the  whole  of 
the  war.  After  this  time  we  tfo  not  believe  .him  to  have 
held  any  commiffion  till  the  year  1766,  when  he  was  ap* 
pointed  to  the  Chatham,  of  fifty  guns,  and  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  where  he  remained'  fome  years,  having,  to- 
wards the  latter  part  of  his  continuance  on  that  ration, 
taken  the  command  of  the  J^ark  frigate,  as  fuqteffor  to 
Captain  Buckner  *. 

Having  returned  to  England,  he  was,  on  the  profpeft 
of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  once  more  appointed  {o  the  Nore 
command,  as  captain  of  the  Conqueftadore  guardfhip. 
.  The  ftorm  pafling  oyer,  Mr.  Falkingham  refigned  his  ap- 
pointment, and  does  not  appear  to  us  to  have  accepted 
of  any  fubfequent  to  it.  He  repaired  afterwards  to  the 
iftaixj  of  Barbadoes,  which  was  his  native  country,  and 
•where  he  inherited  very  good  pofleflions.  He  returned, 
however,  to  England,  where  he  died  on  the  2d  of  Dew 
pemberf,  1777. 

GRANT,  Robert, — we  have  no  account  at  what  time 
this  gentleman  was  appointed  a  lieutenant,  but  find  bkn 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander  as  far  back  as 
the  3d  of  July,  1746.  No  other  particular  mention  is 
piade  of  him  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  commanded,  per 

*  While  he  held  this  command,  be  met  with  a  very  unfortunate 
accident,  which  though  at  a  remote  period,  was  tbecaufe  of  his  death. 
He  fell  unhappily  into  a  careening  pit,  where  the  Lark  was  in  a  ftate 
pi  refitment,  tne  fall  produced  a  rupture,  and,,  in  the  end,  the  lata! 
confluence  we  have  jufl  related.  •• 

t  A  very  lingular  coincidence  of  events  relative  to  captain  Fa(b» 
ingham,  we  cannot  forbear  from  recording,  on  the  tefbmooy  of  a 
gen  tic  mart  very  nearly  cannecled  with  him.  He  was  captured  in  the 
Shoreham,  the  veflel  he  commanded  in  the  merchant- fervice,  on  the 
fecond  of  December .  He  was  wrecked  in  the  Fogo,  on  the  fame 
day  of  the  year,  fie  loft  a  considerable  property  by  a  fire  in  Barba- 
does, on  the  fecond  of  December.  He  bad  frequently  mentioned 
thefe  circumftances  to  his  friends,  adding,  that  he  nad  no  doubt,  havi- 
ing  met  with  three  fuch  misfortune*  on'  the  fame  day  of  the  year, 
|hat  Providence  would,  at  length,  recompenfc  him  by  rendering  it  the 
Jtaopieft  in  his  life.    It  U  neeulefs  to  fay  any  thing  farther. 
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oixfcr,  t}je  Falmouth,  of  fifty  guns,  at  that  time  employed 
as  a  cruiflng  (hip  in  the  channel.  On  January  28,  1758, 
he  was  regularly  promoted  to  the  rank  ,of  poft-captain, 
and  appointed  to  the  Jafon  frigate,  but  being  almoft  im- 
mediately afterwards  promoted  to  the  Sunderland,  was 
ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies.  He  did  not,  however,  live  to 
reach  the  place  of  his  deRination,  dying  at  the  Cape,  on 
his  paflage  thither,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1758. 

HACkVIAN,  James, — we  have  been  unable  to  dis- 
cover at  what  particular  period  thi^gentleman  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in\the  navy,  but  find 
him  to  have  been  promoted  to  that  ot  commander  on  the 

?th  of  July,  1747-  I»  1756  or  7  he  was  captain  of  the 
[azard  (loop,  and  captured  a  privateer,  which  was  after- 
wards commiffioned  and  called  the  Hazard's  Prize.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  procure  any  farther  intelligence  con- 
cerning him  *  till  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of  port-cap- 
tain, by  commiflion  bearing  date  Oftober  the  18th,  1758, 
appointing  him  to  the  Mermaid.  We  are  unacquainted 
with  any  other  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  we 
do  not  find  him  commanding  any  (hip  after  he  quitted  the 
Mermaid,  in  which  he  continued  but  a  (hort  time,  and 
.that  we  believe  him  to  have  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year

HARTWELL,  Broderick,— was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy,  on  the  12th  of  June,  1741, 
and  to  that  of  commander  on  the  13th  of  May,  1757ft 
during  the  whole  of  which  interval  no  particulars  relative 
to  him  have  came  to  our  knowledge,  nor,  indeed,  are  we 
acquainted  eveh  with  the  names  of  the  veflels  he  com- 
manded during  the  time  he  held  his  laft-mentioned  rank. 
He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  ap- 

Jointcd  to    the  Neptune,  by    commiflion  bearing   date 
>£tober  the  18, 1758.     In  this  command  we  believe  him 
to  have  continued  J  during  the  whole  of  the  war,  prin- , 

•  Except  that  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1 758,  he  was  appointed 
commander  of  the  Badger  fioop. 

+  In  1746  he  was  lieutenant  of  the  Gloucefter,  under  captain 
Saunders,  at  the  time  the  regifter  fliip,  from  New  Spain,  was  captured 
fcy  that  fliip. 

J  Except  during  a  part  of  the  year  1760,  when  fir  Charles  bad  his 
flag  on  hoard  the  Thunderer,  of  feventy-four  guns,  as  admiral  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftatton,  and  captain  Hartwell  removed  with  him  into 
ihfttftip. 
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cjpally  as  captain  to  fir- ChaxleSN  Saunders.. 'Captain 
Mamvell  was  confequently  prefent  at  the  important* 
and  fuccefsful.  expedition  fent  againft  Quebec,  and  after- 
Wards  repaired  to  the  Mediterranean!  on  which  ftation,  as 
well  as  on  the  former,  fir  Cbarlejs  had  the  chief  command. 
It  is,  therefore,  needlefs  to  enter  into  any  fawner  de- 
tail of  the  particular  tranfa&ions  in  which  this  gentleman 
was  concerned,  it  being  fufficient  to  fay,  that  he  acquitted' 
himfelf,  on  all  occafions,  with  the  higheft  credit,  and  to 
the  rood  perfeS  fatisfaftion  of  his  friend  and  admiral. 
Captain  Hart  well,  immediately  on  peace,  and  the  confe- 
quent  redu&ion  of  the  fhipsf  in  commiilion,  taking  place, 
quitted  the  Neptune,  and  was  appointed  to  the  Bellerfle, 
of  fixty-four  guns,  a  guarcjfhip  ftationed  at  Plymouth  ; 
in  which  command  he  continued  during  the  ufually  allotted 
period  of  three  years.  We  do  not  find  him  to  have  re- 
ceived any  fubfeqqent  coratrufljon  till  the  end  of  the  year 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Trident,  of  fiity* 
four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips,  we  believe,  ordered  to  bo 
equipped  in  confequence  of  the  apprehenfion  of  a  rupture 
with  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  I  {lands.  He  did  not 
continue  captain  of  the  Trident  many  months,  that  (hip 
having  been,  before  the  concluflon  of  the  year  1 771,  ap- 
pointed for  the  flag  of  fir  Peter  Denis,  and  of  courfe 
lent  out  with  him  to  the  Mediterranean.  In  17741 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Boyne,  of  feventy  guns,  and 
not  long  afterwards  proceeded,  in  that  (hip,  to  North 
America,  from  whence  he  returned,  we  believe,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  year  1777,  and  wa?  commiffiorted,  almoft 
immediately  on  his  arrival,  to  the  Blenheim,  of  ninety- 
guns.  He  continued,  in  the  Blenheim  till  the  year 
1779,  when  that  fliip  being  ordered  to  be  difmantled, 
and  taken  into  dock  for  repair,  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Cambridge,  of  eighty  guns,  one  of  the  guardfhips 
ftationed  at  Plymouth.  He  retained  this  command  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1781,  when,  en  the  death' of 
Jervis  Maplefden,  efq.  he  was  appointed  to  fucceed  him 
as  lieutenant-governor  of  Greenwich-Hofpital :  a  very 
honourable  port  of  retirement  which  he  had  not  long  the 
fatisfa&ion  of  enjoying,  dying  in  the  month  of  January 
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JACOBS,  Maximilian*-— we  do  riot  kntfw  at  what  par- 
ticular period  this  gentleman,  whom  we  believe  to  have 
been  or  foreign  extraction,  was  promoted'  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant*  but  we  find  hirtf  advanced  td  that*  of  com- 
mander on  the  13th  of  June,  1757,  arid  from  thence, 
quickly  afterwards,  to  that  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion 
bearing  date  January  the  4th,  1758,  appointing  htm  to  the 
Konnington,  of  twenty  guns.     He  did  not  remain  long 
in  that  command,  and  we  do  not  find  him  to  have  been 
reappointed  to  any  other,  either  during  the  war  then  exift- 
ing  or  after  peace  had  taken  place,  till  the  year  1768,  when 
be  was  comrniflloned  to  the  Deal  Caftle,  of  twenty-four 
guns.     In  this  /hip  he  was  afterwards  ordered  to  North 
America,  where  he  continued,  being  employed  there  as  a 
Rationed  cruifer,  till  the  year  1772,  and  after  his  return 
from  thence  had  no  reappointment  till  1777,  when  he 
commanded  the  Amazon,  of  thirty-two  guns,  one   of 
the  North*  American  fquadron.     Immediately  after  his 
return  to  England,  in  1779,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Dc-* 
fiance,  of  frxty-foiir  guns,  one  of  the  fquadron  then  under 
orders  for  North  America,  to  be  cdmrnanded  by  Mr.  Ar- 
buthnot.    This  gentleman  had  fcarcely  entered  on  his 
command,  when  a  violent,  and  dangerous  mutiny  broke 
out  among  the  crew,  which  was,  however,  fortunately 
cruftied  without  mifchief.     He  proceeded  immediately 
afterwards  with  the  admiral  to  his  place  of  defti  nation, 
where,  during  the  courfe  of  the  then'  current  year,  nothing 
happened  fo  material  as  to  demand  our  particular  notice. 
Early  in  the  enfuing,  an  expedition"  having  been  con- 
certed agaloft  the  important  American  poft  of  Charlef- 
town,  captain  Jacobs  accompanied  Mr.  Arbuthnot,  the- 
commander*,  in-chief,  thither,  but  was  fo  unfortunate  ad 
to  be  wrecked  on  Savannah  Bar.     Captain  Jacobs  never 
held  any  fubfequent  appointment,  but  when  he  became 
entitled  by  feniority  was  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated 
Captains,  in  confequence  of  which  be  became  entitled  to> 
the  pay  or  annual  pennon  of  i8&li  10s.  during    life* 
Captain  Jacobs  is  ftill  living. 

KIRK*  Robert,--fthe  firft  information*  we  have  of  this 
gentleman,  who  we  believe  is,  a*  wellas  the  preceding,  nonf 
living,  is,  that  he  was  promoted,  on  the  ift  of  October* 
P758,  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  or  commauder,  to  be 
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Captain  of  one  of  the  poft-fltips  on  the  Eaft-India  fbtron, 
this  was  the  Cumberland,  a  reduced  third  rate  of  fifty^four 
guns,  then  employed  in  that  quarter,  and  in  which  (hip  he 
appears  to  have  continued  a  coafiderabto  tone*  indeed  ttttk 
was  condemned  as  unfit  for  farther  fervice.  He  does  not 
appear  to  hare  ever  held  any  fubfequent  command,  nor 
have  we  any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except 
that,  on  the  28th  of  O&ober,  1785,  he  mairied,  afc 
Hythe,  in  Kent,  Mrs.  Clare,  reli&  of  the  rev,  Clau4 
Clare. 

LAFOREY,  Sir  John,  Bart; — was  appointed  a  lien* 
•tenant  in  the  Navy,  April  12,  1748,  and  was  from  thejicc 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander,  on  the  24th  of  May* 
1755*  We  have  no  farther  particular  information  con- 
cerning him  till  the  year  1757,  when  we  find  hfm  com* 
mander  of  the  Hunter  floop  of  war,  one  of  the  fmall 
veflels  attached  to  the  fleet  Vent  under  the  orders  of  ad- 
miral  Holboum,  againft  Louifburg*  as  he  again  waa,ia 
the  feme  command,  during  the  enfuing  year,  tinder  ad- 
miral Bofcawen,  on  the.  more  fortunate  expedition  then 
Undertaken  for  the  third  time  againft  the  fame  place. 

Towards  the  conclufion  of  this  expedition  he  had 
a  memorable  opportunity  of  diitinguiihing  himietf^ 
and  of  which  he  availed  himfelf  in  the  higheft  degree. 
He  was  detached  by  Mr.  Bofcawen,  as  commander  of 
one  of  the  divifions  of   boats*   fent  into  the  harbour

"  "•  The  following  particulars  arc  given  of  this  tranfaclion : 
"  About  nodh,  by  the  admiral's  order,  two  boats,  a  barge  and  pin- 
nace or  cutter,  from  every  (hip  in  the  fleet,  except  the.  Northumber- 
land, an  invalid,  manned  only  with  their  proper  crews,  and  armed, 
with  midkcts  and  bayonets,  cutLaffes,  pifiols,  and  pole-axes,  each  boat, 
under  the  direction  of  a  lieutenant  and  mace,  or  midfhipman,  rende*~ . 
voufed  at  the  admiral's  (hip.  From  thence  they  were  detached  bv*  two

were  obliged  to  come  very  near  to,  or  by  the  two  men  of  war  that 
rode  at  anchor  at  no  great  diflance  from  them.  There  was  no  great 
probability  of  their  being  perceived  from  any  part  of  the  garnfon, 
not  only  on  account  of  their  great  diflance,  but  alfo  of  the  precon- 
certed briflidiverfion  made  upon  it  from  all  the  Britifh  batteries  about 
that  time.  ■  Bcfides,  the  beueged  themfelves  left  nobody  an  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  any  noife,  for  having  in  the  day-time  obferved 
the  numerous  fcaling  ladders  that  were  brought  into  our  trenches, 
they  were  under  fome  apprehenfions  of  an  elcalade  intended  as  this 
night,  and  kept  a  conftant  fire  with  their  mufauetry  from  the  ramparts 
during  the  whole  time,  with  the  deGgn,  if  poflible,  to  deter  the  be* 
fieqers  from  that  attempt,  by  (hewing  them  how  well  they  were  upon 
their  guard  in  all  the  places  it  could  probably  be  made. 

"  During  this  Teeming  fecurity,  and  prudent  precaution  on  both  fides, 
the  bold  ftratagem  of  the  boats  for  furprifing  the  two  remaining  (hips 
in  the  enemy's  harbour  every  moment  ripened  for  execution.  After 
pufhing  in,  as  tar  a  I  mod  as  the  grand  battery,  left  the  (hips  {hould 
be  too  foon  alarmed  by  their  oars,  they  took  a  fweep-  from  thence 
towards  the  part  of  the  harbour  where  the  commanding  officers,  who 
had  before  very  well  reconnoitred  it,  knew  the  (hips  were,  and  pre- 
fently  difcovered  them.  Each  divifion  of  the  boats  was  no  fooner 
within  fight  and  hail  of  the  noble  object  of  tbeir  attempt,  captain  La- 
Corey's,  of  Le  Prudent,  and  captain  Balfour's,  of  Le  Bienfaifant,  than, 
after  the  centincls  on  board  having  hailed  them  in  vain,  and  began  to 
fire  on  them,  each  of  the  commanders  ordered  his  boats  to  give  way 
alone  fide  the  refpective  (hips,  and  to  board  them  immediately  with, 
all  the  expedition  and  good  order  they  could  obferve. 

"  The  boats  crews  no  longer  able  to  contain  themfelves  i  n  filence,  gave 
loudjeheers,  after  their  manner,  as  they  were  potting  up  along  fide,  and 
with  the  moft  intrepid  activity,  armed  Tome  with  mulquets,  bayonets, 
and  cutlafles,  others  with  piftob,  cntlaiTes,  and  pole-axes,  followed 
their  brave  leaders  and  boarded  the  (hips  in  an  infant,  with  great 
fyirit,  on  each  bow,  quarter,  and  gang-way.  After  very  little  refift- 
ance  from  the  terrified  crews  they  foon  found  themfelves  in  poffeffiorr' 
of  two  fine  (hips  of  the  enemy,  one  of  feventy-four  and  one  of  fixty- 
fbor  guns,  with  the  lofs  of  very  few  of  the  feamen,  and  but  one 
mate. 

44  The  befirged  were  now  fufficiently  alarmed  on  all  fides.  The  norfe 
of  the  feamen  in  boarding,  and  their  huzzas  leaving  no  room  to  doubt 
that  it  was  from  EngUfh  feamen,  added  to  which  the  dire&ion  of  the 
confufed  found  of  voices  and  firing  afterwards,  foon  led  them  to  fof- 
pect  the  real  fa£t,  an  attempt  upon  their  ihips.  The  heroic  fuccefs- 
ful  adventurers  were  employed  in  fecuring  tbeir  prifoners  in  the  mips 
holds,  and  concerting  the  mod  effectual  methods  for  fecuring  their 
prizes  out  of  the  reach  of  the  enraged  enemy,  when  both  the  mips  and 
*aau  recciveda  moftrorioua  difcharge  of  cannon,  moitara,  tod  muftat* 
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guns,  the  only  (hips  then  remaining  to  the  French* 
the  reft  having  been  deftroyed  by  the  fire  of  the  affaiU 
ants,  The  Prudent  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  divifion  com* 
manded  by  Mr.  Laforey,  but  that  (hip  being  unfortunately 
aground,  he  was*  after  having  very  gallantly  made  himfelf 
Blatter  of  her,  compelled  to  let  her  on  fire. N 
*  His  very  fpirited  condudt,  on  this  occafion,  was  juftly 
rewarded  by  the  admiral,  who  promoted  him,  by  com-* 
million  bearing  date  July  the  26th  (the  day  fucceeding 
the  encounter)  to  be  captain  of  the  Echo  frigate,  a  veflel 


from  all  parts  whence  it  Could  be  di  reeled  to  them  from  the  iflanA 
battery,  at  no  great  diftance,  from  the  battery  on  Point  Maurepas,  a 
little  farther  off,  and  from  all  the  aunt  of  the  garrifon  that  could  be 
brought  to  bear  on  that  part  of  the  harbour. 

**  After  endeavouring  in  vain  to  tow  off  Le  Prudent,  they  found  (he 
was  a-ground,  with  fcvcral  feet  water  in  her  hold.  There  now*  re- 
mained nothing  in  their  power  but  to  prevent  her  being  recovered 
by  the  enemy,  by  felting  her  on  fire.  They  did  this  with  all  poflible 
expedition,  leaving  along-iidc  her  a  large  fchooner  and  her  own  boat! 
that  her  people  might  efcape  in  to  the  fhore,  which  was  at  no  great 
diftance  from  her.  On  board  this  (hip  they  found  a  defertef 
from  ^nir  camp,  who  was  killed  in  the  little  buftle  made  at  on* 
people's  taking  poffeflion  of  her,  and  by  that  means  refcued  from  the 
ignominious  execution  of  military  juftice. 

"  The  boats  from  Le  Prudent  now  joined  the  others  which  had  at- 
tacked Le  Bieniaifant,  and  helped  to  tow  her  off  triumphantly  in  the 
xoidft  of  a  formidable  fire  from  the  mortified  enemy,  which  they  did 
with  great  fpeed,  by  the  afli (lance  of  a  little  breeze  and  what  ragged 
lailx,  yards*  and  rigging  file  had  left  of  any  fervice  after  the  conftant 
fire  ine  had  fo  long  received  from  our  batteries.  When  they  had 
got  faef  out  nf  the  diftance  and  direction  of  the  enemy's  guns, 
they  fecured  her  till  the  next  day  by  an  hawfer,  in  the  north-caft 
harbour,  and  enjoyed  on  board  her  tne  firft  happy  moments  leifure 
of  iecurely  congratulating  each  other  on  their  luccefs,  and  fafety  in 
this  hazardons  euterprize. 

**  The  capture  of  thefe  two  (hips  bv  our  fleet's  boats  on  this  memora* 
blc  occafion,  as  it  mud  be  a  lafting  indelible  honour  to  the  vigilance  and 
aftiviiy  of  thofe  who  projefled,  and  to  the  bravery,  as  well  asconducl  of 
thofe  who  executed 'the  bold  defign,  will  alfo  be  a  new,  and  perhaps  a 
Reasonable  conviction  to  the  whole  world,  that  however  arduous, 
however  apparently  impracticable,  any  purpofed  naval  attempt  may 
be,  the  Englifli  feamen  are  not  to  be  deterred  from  it  by  any  profpect 
of  difficulty  or  danger,  but  will  exert  themfelves  as  far  as  men  can  do, 
and  at  teaft  deferve  fuccefs  when  Jed  on  to  it  bv  fact  as' arc  worthy  to 
command  them*"

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taken  from  the  enemy  a  very  fhort  time  before.  Captain 
Laforey  continued  in  the  Echo  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1762,  without  being  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  any  fecond  occafion  equally  diftingutfhable  with  the 
firft.  He  then  returned  to  England,  having  been  till  that 
time,  we  believe,  principally  employed  on  the  Weft- 
India  Ration,  nor  do  we  know  him  to  have  held  any 
fubfequent  commiflion  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  was 
appointed  captain  of  the  Pallas,  a  large  frigate,  carrying 
thirty-fix  guns.  He  did  not  continue  in  this  command 
touch  longer  than  twelve  months,  and  after  he  quitted  itt 
-was  not  we  believe  again  in  commiffion  till  1777,  when, 
a  rupture  with  France  appearing  probable,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Ocean,  a  fecond  rate,  one  of  the  (hips  put 
into  commiflion  in  the  apprehenfion  of  that  event,  and! 
which,  during  the  whole  time  (he  was  commanded 
by  captain  Laforey,  was  attached  to  the  home,  or  channel 
fleet. 

In  the  encounter,  on  the  27th  df  July,  1778,  off  Br  eft, 
he  was  ftationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  fir  Hugh  Pal- 
lifer,  who  commanded  the  rear  divifion,  and  though  very 
diftinguifhedly  engaged,  had  only  two- men  killed  and 
eighteen  woundea.  This  gentleman  was  afterwards 
examined  as  a  witnefs  on  the  fucceeding  trials  of  the  ad* 
mirals,  and  having  been,  for  many  years  before  that  event, 
the  profefled  friend  and  admirer  of  Mr.  Keppel,  was 
among  thofe  in  whom  the  bias  of  affe&ion,  operating  to 
perfect  conviction,  produced  the  mod  animated,  and 
pointed  teflimony  in  his  favour.  Soon  after  the  con- 
clufion  of  this  very  difagreeable  controverfy,  it  being 
deemed  indifpenfrbly  neceuary  to  the  fervice,  that  a  naval 
officer  of  rank  fliould  be  conftantly  refident  id  the  Weft 
Indies*  for  the  purpofe  of  fu  per  in  tending,  90ftdu£ting, 
and  accelerating  thfe  refitment  of  (hips  which  received 
fuch  partial  damages  as  were  repairable  there  without 
compelling  them  to  the  necefltty  of  returning  to  Europe, 
Captain  Laforey  was  appointed  commiffioner  of  the  navy, 
refident  at  Antigua ;  and,  on  the  death  of  captain  P.  H. 
Ourry,  the  commiffioner  at  Plymouthf  in  the  month  of 
February,  1783,  Mr.  JLaforey  was  made  his  fucceflbrl 
He  retained  this  ftation  till  the  year  1789,  but  during 
the  two  laft  years  not  very  paffivelv,  for  4,  promci^ 
.;  tion 
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Hon  of  flag-officers  having  taken  place  in  September  1787, 
fextehding  far  belbw  him  dn  the  lift  of  captains,  he  grew 
extremely  tineafy  at  what  he  deemed  si  negleflt  in  beirfg 
thus  palled  over.  The  admiralty-board  in  vain  quoted  pre- 
cedents, juftifyihg  thfeir  conduct;  in  withholding  the 
flag  from  Mr.  Ldforey,  as  they  aflefted  fie  wai  confidered 
totally  in  a  civil  capacity,  and  withdrawn  from  the  lirfe 
bt  preferment  and  active  fervice; 

Coiinter  proofs*  however,  of  a  diflimilar  procedure 
having  beeh  Very  forcibly  urged  by  this  gentleman  and 
his  friends :  the  then  firft  Idrd  of  the  adrnifalty  wa^  as  is 
reported,  vety  relu  Aantly,  cdmpelled  to  yield  td  the  excited 
clamoUrj  a  clamour  which  Was  produ&ive  df  a  regula- 
tion, with  fefpeft  to  flag-officers,  both  in  this  and  other 
inftances,  which  nisiy  be  faid  to  have  totally  prevented 
all  (late  mariagemelit  In  futtire :  a$  well  as  hindered 
xdl  innocent  political  opinions,  dl|  private  attachments 
and  connexions*  hotvever  hoftile  they  may  be  mean)/ 
deemed  td  the  interefts  of  nifen  in  power,  from  cvet 
again  interfering  with  that  juft,  and  regular  promotion 
Which  officers  have  to  look  up  td  aS  the  certain  reward 
Df  a  long,  and  meritorious  fervice.  Mr.  Laforey  was 
prdtnoted,  or\  the  loth  of  November,  1789,  to  b»  , 
tear-admiral  of  the  red,  having*  by  the  fpecial  order 
bf  his  majefty  in  council*  taken  rank  according  to 
his  feniority  on  the  lift  of  captains,  as  though  he  hid 
beeti  promoted  to  be  a  flag-officer*  two  yeate  before,  in  his 
tegular  turn. 

As  a  kind  of  palliative  for  the  noftponemeht  of  this 
promotion,  he  was*  on  the  3d  of  November,  feven  day& 
preceding  it*  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  ot 
Great  Britain,  and  was  immediately  afterwards  fent  oat 
to  the  Leeward  I  (lands,  as  c6rri ma nder-in -chief  on  that, 
flatlbn.  He  accordingly  hoi  fled  his  flag  dn  bdard  thfc 
Trudy*  of  fifty  guns.  Nothing  material  happened  till 
the  period  was  nearly  completed  to  which  the  duration  ot 
fuch  commands  is  ufually  limited;  Hoftilities  having  then 
commenced  with  France,  in  confequence  bf  the  cdndu£fc 
bf  thofe  Who  had  ufurped,  and  exercjfed  the  new  govern-* 
ineht,  ah  attack  was  prgie&ed  and.  immediately  carried 
iAto  execution  againft  the  ifland  of  Tobago,  which  forfned 
a  part  of  their  Weft- India  poffeffidn^  andjiad  been  ceded 
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'  to  the  king  of  France  at  the  preceding  peace.  The  expe- 
dition failed  from  Barbadoes  on  the  i2th  of  April,  1793, 
and  on  the  15th,  the  whole  ifland  furrendered,  the  prin- 
cipal fort  having  been  (formed  and  carried  by  the  land 
troops,  with  the  trifling  lois  01  three  men  killed  and 
twenty-five  wounded. 

Rear-admiral  Gardner,  who    was    appointed  to  the 
Weft  India  command,  arriving  on  that  itation  in  a  very 

•  few  days  after  this  time,  fir  John  returned  to  Europe  on 
.  board  the  Trufty.     He  failed  from  Antigua  on  the  23d 

of  June,  and  reached  England  after  a  profperous  paflage 
.of  one  month*.  In  1795  he  was  re-appointed  to  the 
fame  ftation,  and  went  out  as  a  paflenger,  on  board 
the  Amiable  frigate,  commanded  by  his  (on  captain  F- 
Laforey.  He  failed  on  the  9th  of  May,  and  reached  his 
ftation  after  a  very  fpeedy  and  profperous  paflage,  but 
did  not  continue  in  the  Weft  Indies  twelve  months,  and 
was  on  his  return  from  thence,  on  board  the  Majeftic,  in 
the  month  of  June,  1796,  when  he  unfortunately  fell  a 
vi&im  to  the  yellow  fever,  of  which  he  died  "f  two  days 
before  the  fliip  made  the  land.

ing prize  of  a  JJritim  veOel,  or  'one  under  neu- 
Jtrgl  colours,  laden  with  ptoyifjons  or  mcfchandife  foy 
the  fervice,  and  fupport' bf  fame  En§Jli(h  colony:  the 

Sjntlemen  who  had  captured  them  having  too  enlarged 
eas  of  the  laws  of  War,  to  refpeft  the  rights  even 
pi  neutral  nations,  when  they  interfere^  with  thpir  im- 
mediate advantage,  ^ither  in  point  of  profit,  .or  any  other 
wav.  Hence,  from  t\\p  alrnoft  innumerable  quantity  of 
hoftile  cruifers  fwarming  like  bees  over  the  furface

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them  of  conflderable  value,  were  made  prizes  of,  and 
the  Britifh  colonies  were,  at  times,  reduced  almoft  to 
diftrefs.  The  force  under  fir  John's  orders,  though  highly 
formidable  in  point  of  real  force,  was  extremely  ill  cal- 
culated to  counteract  the  depredations  of  this  flotilla, 
which,  from  the  fize  and  fleetnefs  of  the  veflcls  which 
compofed  it,  could  fo  eafily  elude  his  utmoft  vigilance. 
This,  no  doubt,  he  was  himfelf  fenfible  of,  and  might 
probably,  therefore,  not  keep  his  cruifers  fo  much  at  fea 
as  the  lofers  expected,  and  infifted  he  ought  to  have  done. 
Men  fmarting  under  vexations  are  not  uncommonly  too 
virulent  in  their  complaints  and  cenfure,  while  that  viru- 
lence only  fcrves  to  create,  in  theperfon  abufed,  a  resolu- 
tion to  acl  clofely  up  to  what  his  duty  requires  of  him,  and 
to  do  nothing  farther.  It  were  impoflible  to  decide  on  this 
difpute  without  impartially  dating  and  confiderjng  the  evi- 
dence on  both  fides ;  evidence,  taken  collectively,  that 
perhaps  is  not  in  the  poffeflion  of  any  (ingle  perfon.  We 
fhalf  content  ourfelves,  therefore,  with  faying,  that  this 
gentleman,  who,  previous  to  his  laft  appointment,  had  uni- 
verfally  and  defervedly  acquired  fo  high  a  reputation,  was 
certainly  extremely  unfortunate  in  having,  at  the  very 
clofe  of  life,  put  it  to  the  hazard,  in  cafes  where  his 
own  perfonal  exertions  were  armoft  totally  unneceflary, 
and  in  a  country  where,  of  all  others,  he  was  mod  ca- 
refled.  Till  this  period  he  held  no  inconfiderable  (hare 
of  influence  amont?  the  people  of  the  colonies,  as  well 
on  account  of  his  former  long  refldence  among  them,  as 
the  valuable  pofleflions  he  held  in  the  ifland  of  Antigua, 
in  right  of  his  lady. 

LENDRICK,  John,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  on  the  4th  of  June,  1746,  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander, on  the  30th  of  the  fame  month  ten  years  after- 
wards. We  have  no  other  information  concerning  him 
till  the  year  1757,  when  we  find  him  commanding  the 
Swallow  floop,  a  veflel  then  employed  as  a  cruifer.  On 
the  26th  of  December,  1758,  he  was  advanced  to  be 
captain  of  the  Blandford;  in  which  (hip  he.  continued 
but  a  very  (hort  time,  being,  very  early  in  the  enfuing 
fpring,  promoted  to  the  Brilliant,  of  thirty-fix  guns.  Hs 
was  immediately  fent  out  on  a  cruife,  during  which  he  was 
fortunate  enough  to  capture  two  French  merchant-fhips,  of 
X>t  ,  upwards 
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upwards  of  three  hundred  tons  burthen  each,  lades  with 
provisions,  on  the  French  king's  account,  for  the  ifland 
of  Martinique,  and  having  alio  on  board  a  quantity  of 
foldiers  cloathing,  and  fome  armsv  Captain  Lcndrick 
quitted  the  Brilliant  almoft  immediately  on  his  return* 
and  is  faid  to  have  been  promoted  to  a  fourth  rate,  bpt 
we  have  been  unable  to  difcoves  on  what  feqrice  it  was. 
employed,  and  even  its  name.  We  believe  him*  10 
have,  in  a  great  meafure,  retired  from  the  fervice  before 
the  conclufion  of  the  war,  for  we  have  no  account  of  his 
having  held  any  commiflion  fubfequent  to  the  year  J  76ft* 
nor,  indeed,  have  we  been  able  to  <rolle&  any  fawher  par- 
ticulars concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  either  in  the 
Courfe  of  the  year  1779,  or  the  enfuing. 

LOGGIE,  James,— was  a  volunteer  onboard  the  Tor* 
rington,  a  fifth-rate  of  forty  guns,  in  1 733.  He.  was  pro* 
inoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the;  29th  of  May,.  1741 ; 
and  from  thence  advanced  to  that  of  commander  on  the  23d 
of  March,  1756.  In  1757  he  commanded  the  Peregrine 
iloop,  and  was  appointed  captain  of  theGreyhounU-frigate, 
on  the  20th  of  April,  1 758,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Har* 
rifon.  In  1759  he  was  promoted  to  the  Brilliant*  of 
thirty-fix  guns,  one  of  the  unall  force  put  under  (he  orders 
of  captain  John  Elliot,  on  the  Indication.  He he)d*hi& 
command  at  the  begbningof  the  year  176*,  when,  *a  the 
month  of  February,  captains  Elliot,  Clement^  and.him^ 
felf,  attacked  the  fmall  French  fquadron  under  nwmfieur 
Thurot,  which  had,  a  fliort  time  before,  attempted  the 
invafion  of  Ireland.  The  Terpfichore,  carrying  only 
twenty-fix  guns,  and  three  hundred  men,  having  fallen-  to 
the  lot  of  the  Brilliant,  the  conteft  was  by  no  means  diffi- 
cult ;  the  enemy  having  furrendered  without  any  farther 
injury  to  the  Brilliant  than  wounding  eleven  of  her  crcwi, 
Captain  Loggie  continued  in  the  Brilliant  during  the  whole 
of  the  war  *;  and  in  the  month  ofAuguft,  1761,  being 
then  on  the  Liibon  ftation,  diftinguiflied  him/elf  exceed* 
ingly,  by  engaging  and  completely  occupying  the  inten- 
tion of  two  French  frigates,  the  Malicieufe  and  Herrai- 
one,  4  of  thirty-two  guns  each,  while   the  Bellona,  of

MIDDLETON,  SirCharles,— we  believe  this  gentle- 
man, who  is  now  living,  to  have  been  brought  up  to  the 
lea  fervice,  and  to  have  pafled  the  earlier  part  of  his  life 
under  the  command  of  admiral  Holfrnrne,  but  have  been 
able  to  colled  no  farther  particulars  relative  to  him,  till 
his  appointment  to:  be  captain  of  the  Arundel,  by  com- 
ottffion  bearing  date  May  the  224,  1758.  In  1761,  he 
washaaptain  of  the  Emerald,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns, 
on. the  Weft-India  flation,  and  either  during  the  time  he 
held  this  command,  or  the  ^preceding,  was  fa  extremely 
ic~Mye,and  diligent  .in  the  protcdioq  of  the  commerce  of 
that  port  of  the  world,  from  the  depredations  that  would 
otherwife  have  been  committed  by  the  armed  privateers, 
a  confiderable  number  of  which  he  either  captured  or 
deftroyed,  that  the  affembly  of  Barbadoes  voted  him  their 
thanks,  and  prefented  him  <wjth  a  goldthiftfcd  fword,  as 
a  token  of  the  high  fenfe  they  entertained  of  the  fervices 
he  had  rendered  them.  He  removed  from  the' Emerald, 
fcefore* < the  conclufion  of  the  war,  into  the  Adventure,  a 
(hip  of  the  fame  rate  and  force,  employed  on  the  home  or 
channel  ftation.  After,  peace  took  pkce,  this  gentleman 
is  not  known  to  us  to  have  held  any  command  till  the  year 
J7?5>  when  he  was. appointed  to  the  Augufta,  of  fixty- 
ftut  guns,  a  guardihip  ftationed  at  Chatham.  Me  did  not 
retain  that  command  for  fo; long  a  period  as  the  ordinary 
Cflurfe:  and  routine  of  fervice  allot&to  it,  that  (hip  being 
leered  jo  America,  in  177^,  and  captain.  Reynolds,  now 
lord  Ducie,  appointed  to  her.  Captain  Middleton  was,  in 
the  month  of  Auguft,  1378,  made  cotaptrbller<of  the  navy, 
as  fucceijbr  to  captain  Maurice  Suckling,  deceafed,  which 
office  he  continued  to  hold:  uninterruptedly  till  the  year 
1790,  but  in  the  interim  was,  on  the  4th  of  September, 
1 78 1,  created  a  baronet  of  Great  Britain,  and  on  the  24th 
ot  September,  1787,  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-ad* 
miral  of  the  white.  At  the  general  election  in  1784,  he 
was  chofen  reprefentative  for  the  city  of  Rochefter,  and 
continued  to  fit  for  that  place, during  the  then  current  par- 
liament. On  the  21ft  of  September,  1790,  he  was  raifed 
20  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red,  and  from  thence, 
on  the  1  ft  of  February,,  j 793>  to  be  vice  of tha  white,  On 
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{he  1 2th  of  April,  1794,  to  be  vice  of  the  red,  and  admiral 
pf  the  blue  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795,  but  never  has  taken 
upon  him  any  command  as  a  flag-officer.  In  1794,  fir 
Charles  was  appointed  one  of  the  corrjmiflioners  for  ex-* 
renting  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral,  an  office  which  he 
retained  during  two  years,  and  fince  quitting  it,  has, 
hitherto,  held  no  public  appointment  whatever, 

MOUTRAY,  John,— was,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1744* 
raifed  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  from  thence  to  that 
of  comm^nd^r  on  the  16th  of  February,  1757-  He  wa*  t 
appointed  paptain  of  the  Thetis,  an  hofpital-(nip,  of  forty 
"guns,  by  conimiffion  bearing  date  December  the  28th, 
I758.— There  is  a  lingular  circumftance  attending  this 

fSromotion,  he  was  captain  of  the  Thetis  as  far  back  as 
he  year  1757,  with  the  rank  of  commander  only,  but  ac- 
forjdine  to  the  date  juft  given,  fhe  was  then  put  on  the 
eftiblittiment  of  a  poft-fhip,  and  captain  Moutray  took 
jraftjc  accordingly.  He  continued,  wc  believe,  in  the  famt 
"corrimand  durrng  the  whole  of  the  war,  and  was  employed, 
ar/leaft  from  the  year  1760,  on  the  Mediterranean  (ration, 
tiut  it  not  befog  poflible  for  him,  from  the  nature  of  hit 
ybifttaand,  tb  meet  with  arty  opportunity  of  diftin* 
gUrfting'mmfelf  farther  than  by  %  regular  and  diligent 
attention,  to  his/ duty,  no  morek  enlarged  mention  is 
iftade  of  riite  ;;  l': : 

''"y?e  do  rifit 'find  this  gentleman  holding  any  commifflori 
¥<&feauem  to  the  ceflatibn  of  hoftilities, till  theytfar  ^70, 
Ivrfeft* he  commanded  the  Emerald  frigate,  which  he  quit- 
J^jin^efj^^ng  year,  ,ancj  in  1774  was  appointed  to  the 
Thame*,ftfrtai?ty~ftwogun*><as  fuceeffor  tocaptain  William 
Ivocker,  whofe  ihree  years  of  command  were  expired. 
.Captain  Moutray  himielf  did  notfo  long  continue  in  that 
command*  ihi  after  he  quitted  it,  remained  unemployed 
till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  War- 
wick, of.  fifty  guns.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1778, 
■he  was  ordered  out  to  St.  Helena,  to  convoy  from  thence 
an  horrjewarid- bound  fleet  of  Eaft-India  (hips.  He  ar- 
rived fafe  "with,  his  charge  at  Spiihead  on  the  6fti  of  Au- 
guft,  anc|  aj;,th,e  letter  eijdpf  the  fame  year,  wa$  promoted 
loathe  Britinnia,  a  ftrft  rate,  newly  put  into  cbmmiffion, 
'and intended  fcgr  aflagj-ftiip*.  Some  time  after  this,  he  re- 
riloved  info  thd  Rah^tlies;  rh  which  (hip  he  was  fent,  in 
jAily  17^0,  (the  Thetis  ^hd  Southampton  frigates  being* 
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put  .under  his  orders)  to  convoy  the  outward-bound  Eaft 
and  Weft  India  fleet.  It  was  of  very  confiderable  value 
and  importance,  compiling  five  Eaft-India  (hips,  thirty- 
one  bound  .to  the  WefUIndies,  twenty-eight  to  Madeira^ 
New  Yqrk,  and  Carolina,  befides  fomq  ftore-flups  for 
the  fleet  under  fir  George  Rodney;  the  Inflexible,  ^>f 
fixty-Four  guns,  the  Buffalo,  of  fixtv,  and  the  Alarrn 
of  thirty-two  gups,  were  ordered  to  Keep  company  with 
him  as  far  as  one  hundred  leagues  to  the  weflward  o( 
Scilly,,  having  reached  which  latitude,  adminiftratioa  fup- 
pofed  he  would  be  put  of  ganger.  On  the  fecond.  of 
Auguft,  having  nearly  Jap  that  diftance,  he  fell  in  with 
the  channel  fleet,  commanded  by  admiral  Geary,  wh^. 
having  kept  company  with  h»tn  till  he  .was  one  hun^ria 
and  twelve  leagues  weft  pf  Scilly,.,left  him  to  purfjue  hif 
yogge  with  a  fair  wind*

Jhetis.;  but ,  by  dint  of  failipg  they  happily  ef«p<;o\  Many  of  t£e, 
convov  in  a  fhort  time  after  tirucK|  and  I  pave  the  '.grcatejft  jcafpn  in 
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inconfiderable  degree  of  murmur  was,  as  might  naturally  be 
expeded,  excited  by  this  event.  The  infurers  and  others, 
fufferers  by  it,  were  extremely  loud  in  their  clamours 
againft  miniftry,  who  endeavoured,  by  all  means  in  their 
poWer,  to  fhift  off  a  part  of  the  odium  from  themfelves, 
Dy  charging  the  principal  caufe  of  the  misfortune  to  the 
conduA  of  captain  Moutray.  A  court  of  enquiry  is  faid  td 
have  been  convened  at  Jamafca,  by  which  he  was  fen- 
tenced  to  be  fufpended  from  the  command  of  the  Ramil- 
lies,  during  his  MajeftvJs  pleafure.  A  judgement,  which, 
if  he  was  in  the  fmalleft  degree  guilty  of  negleS,  was 
certainly  too  light ;  and  if  not  guilty,  far  too  heavy.  We 
rather  believe  no  enquiry  ever  took  place,  but-  that  to 
convey  an  appearance  of  cenfure  or  dilapprobation  of  his 
conduct,  he  was  Superceded  in  the  command  of  the 
Ramillies,  by  an  order  from  the  admiralty-board.  Be  this 
as  it  may,  he  held  no  other  commiflion  till  after  the  ge- 
neral change  of  miniftry,  which  took  place  in  1782;  he 
was  then  appointed  to  the  Vengeance,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  one  ot  the  fleet  fent  under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe 
to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  He  was  Rationed  to  lead  on 
the  larboard  tack,  and  in  the  trifling  Ikirmifli  which  took 
place  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain,  had 
three  men  killed  and  fourteen  wounded,  in  which  lalt  are 
to  be  included  one  lieutenant  and  two  midfhipmen. 

In  the  month  of  February  following,  he  was  appointed 
commiffioner  of  the  navy,  refident  at  Antigua,  as  fuc- 
ceflbr  to  the  late  fir  John  Laforey,  but  peace  having  taken 
place  almoft  at  the  fame  inftant,  the  office  was  difcon- 
tinued,  nor  do  we  know  whether  he  ever  proceeded  thither 
to  take  pofleflion  of  it.  We  do  not  find  him  ever  to  hare 
held  any  fubfequent  commiflion,  nor  have  we  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  even  fufficient  to  authorifc 
our  dating  the  precife  time  of  his  death.

If  I  can  weather  the  fleet,  I  (hall  proceed  to  Madeira,  to  the  place 
of  fendezvoof ,  to  take  from  thence,  the  flups  that  may  have  efcaped, 
as  frigates  will,  no  doubt,  be  fent  to  intercept  them,  the  enemy  hav- 
imt  taken  (cvcral  (hips  thaffcad  the  fealed  rendezvous." 

NIGHT- 
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NIGHTINGALE,  Gamaliel,— we  have  noinforini* 
{ion  when  this  gentleman  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  but  find  him  advanced  to  that  of  Commander,'. 
On  the  3d  of  Auguft,  1757,  and  to  the  higher  Ration  of 
captain  in  the  navy,  on  the  18th  of  O&obef,  1758,  bjr 
commiflion  appointing  him  to  the  Vengeance,  of  twenty- 
tight  guns.  In  this  ihip  he  was  Rationed  during  the  fatter 
£art  of  the  enfuing  year,  off  the  coaft  of  France,-  und&r  the 
orders  of  commodore  Duff,  to  block  up  the  Frendi  tranf- 
tjorts,  and  watch  thd  motions  of  their  grand  armament  at 
xJreff .  After  this  time  he  was,  during  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
two'  following  years,  employed  asacruifer,  ana*,'  in  {761^ 
was  hot  only  extremely  fortunate  in  the  capture  of  a  con- 
fiderable  number  of  (mall  French  privateers*,  but  alftf 
diftingiiifhcd  himfelf  Very  remarkably  in  a  ifroft  fpirited 
encounter  with  the  Entreprenant,  a  large  French 
(hip,  equipped  for  war  and  merchandize,  pierced  for 
forty-four  guns*  but  mounting  only  twenty-fix  (twclvfc 
and  fix  plunders),  having  a  crew  of  two  hundred  and 
three  men.  She  was  bound  td  St.  DotnirigOj  with  a  very 
Valuable  cargo*  from  Boufrieaux,  which  (he  had  quitted  ort 
the  8th  of  March,  and  five  days  afterwards  was  urifor-* 
tunate  enough  tG  fall  in  with  the  Vengeance.  CaptaiH 
Nightingale  got  clofe  atong-fide,  and  began  to  engage  her 
fcboirt  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

After  a  conteft  of  three  quarters  of  art  houf,  during 
which  time  the  Vengeance  was  five  times  oh  fire,,  twice* 
as  it  was  fuppbfed,  occafioned  by  the  enemy's  wads,  Cap- 
tain Nightingale  found  his  rigging,  and  fails  fo  much 
Shattered,  that  the  fliip  was  no  longer  lindef  command* 
and  the  Entreprenant  rah  her  boltfprit  over  the  taffefel  of 
the  Vengeance,  intending  to  board  her.  This  at  tern  fit 
was  frultrated,  and  captain  Nightingale  defifted  for  st 
fhort  time  from  continuing  the  action,  till  he  hadinfomd 
meafure  refitted  his  rigging  and  fails.  This  being  ac- 
complifhcd  as  well  as  time  and  circumftances  would  ad- 
mit of,  he  renewed  the  attack,  and  with  fo  much  vigour 
1  ■  -  —    • 

*  Among  which  were,  the  Minerva,  from  Dunkirk,  carrying 
fix  carriage,  four  fwivel  guns,  and  forty- two  men.  The  Augufte* 
of  twelve  guns,  and  fixty-feven  men ;  and  a  fecond,  name  unknown  * 
carrying  eight  carriage  and  fwivcj  guns,  with  a  crew  of  forty- five  mcaw 

during 
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during  the  fpace  of  an  hour,  that  th£  Entr^prenant 
flieered  off  and  put  before  the  wind*  The  Vengeanct 
alfo  had,  for  the  fecond  time,  received  fo  much  damage  in 
her  mails  and  rigging,  that  a  confiderable  time  elapfed 
before  (he  could  be  brought  to  wear.  At  length,  how- 
ever, captain  Nightingale,  for  the  third  time,  got  within 
piftol-fhot  of  his  antagonist,  and  after  a  fpirited  conteft, 
which  continued  an  hour  and  an  half,  compelled,  her  to 
furrender.  The  Entreprenant  had  fifteen  men  killed  and 
twenty-four  wounded ;  the  Vengeapce  had,  indeed,  only 
fix  killed,  but  had  twenty-  feven  wounded,  many  of  them 
dangeroufly,  and  fome  mortally. 

Captain  Nightingale  is  faiJ  to  have  been  ordered  to 
North  America  not  long  after  this  event,  but  he  cor* 
tainly  did  not  long  continue  there,  having  been  appointed 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  year  1762,  to  the  Flora,  of 
thirty-twoguns,  one  of  the  ihips  employed  on  the  home 
ftation.  This  veflel  was  t>ut  out  of  commiflion  in  confe* 
quence  of  the  peace  which  took  place  foon  after  the  timt 
juft  mentioned,  and  we  believe  captain  Nightingale  to 
nave?  in  a  great  meafure,  retired  from  the  fervice,  as  we 
have  no  reafon  to  believe  he  ever  held  any  fubfequent 
commiflion.  As  a  corroborating  proof  of  this  fuppofition, 
we  find  he  was  not  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  flag  officer, 
but  when,  in  point  of  feniority,  he  became  entitled  to  fuch 

Sromotion,  was  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated  captains. 
[e  died  at  Kneefworth-houfe,  in  Cambridgfhire,  on  th«v 
ift  of  January,  1791. 

OW^N,  Thomas,— was  a  volunteer  on  board  thf 
Torrirfgton,  of  forty  guns,  in  1734*  he  was  promoted  to 
|he  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  3d  of  O&ober,  1*43,  in 
which  ftation  he  ferved  under  the  late  lord  vifcount  Keppel, 
on  board  the  Maidftone,  Anfon,  and  Centurion  ;  and  to 
th*t  of  commander  on  the  8th  of  April,  1755.  On  the 
28th  of  September,  1758,  he  was  advanced  to  be  a  poft- 
caplain.  We  have  not  been  able  to  difcovec  the  name  of 
the  ihip  to  which  he  was  firft  appointed,  nor  are  we  ac- 
quainted with  any  other  commands  held  by  him,  except 
tjiat  of  the  St.  Florentine,  a  ihip  captured  by  the  ho- 
nourable captain  Barrington,  in  the  Achilles.  Hf 
was  put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift  of  captains  in  confe* 
quence  Qf  the  a&  of  parliament  palled,  in  1788,  and  djfd, 
we  belifive,  in  the  couric  <jf  the  year  1796. 
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RUSH  WORTH,  John,— was  fucft  lieutenaht  of  the 
Exeter,  a  fourth-rate  of  fixty  guns,  when  he  firft  went 
to  the  Eaft-Indies,  in  1747.  He  returned  from  thence 
in  1750,  and  in  1755,  ferved  in  the  fame  rank  on  board 
the  Augufta,  as  he  afterwards  did  in  the  fiag*(hip  of  ad- 
miral Bofcawen.  On  the  5th  of  May*  1757,  he  was  made 
commander  of  a  (loop  of  war,  we  believe  the  Happy, 
end  was  advanced  from  that  veflel*  by  commiffion 
bearing  date  December  the  7th,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Garland.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  without  being  for- 
tunate enough  to  meet  with  the  fmalleft  opportunity  of 
diftinguifhing  himfelf  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1761* 
he  was  then  promoted  to  the  Alarm  frigate,  of  thirty-two 
runs,  and  employed  in  her,  as  he  had  been  in  the  (nip  he 
laft  commanded,  namely,  as  a  cruifer.  White  in  this 
(hip  we  do  not  find  any  farther  mention  made  of  him  than 
as  the  captor  of  a  fmall  cutter  privateer,  fitted  out  of  Cher* 
burg,  carrying  eight  guns  and  fixty- eight  men  j  called  the 
Lutine,  - 

He  remained  in  the  Alarm  not  longer  than  the  end  of 
the  year  1761,  and  was  then  fucceeded  by  captain  Alms* 
We  do  not  find  him  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  com-* 
mand  till  the  year  1770,  in  which  year  he  was  captain 
of  the  Firme,  of  fixty.  guns,  a  fliip  in  which,  we 
believe,  he  continued  till  the  end  of  the  year  1771, 
We  have  no  account  of  his  having  held  any  fubfequent 
commiffion,  or,  indeed  any  farther  authentic  intelligence 
concerning  this  gentleman,  except  that  we  imagine  him  to 
have  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1779,  or  *e  *ofu- 
ing. 

SAWYER,  Herbert, — was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  fourth  of  March,  1756* 
After  which  time  we  are  unacquainted  with  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  till  his  promotion,  on  the 
26th  of  December,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Cbefter- 
field,  a  forty  gun  (hip.  From  this  veifel  he  very  foon 
afterwards  removed  into  the  A&ive  frigate,  and  wsp 
ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  continued  during 
the  remainder  of  the  war.  After  the  commencement  of 
hoftilhies  with  Spain,  in  1762,  he  had  the  fingular 
good  fortune  to  fall  in  with,  and  capture  the  Her- 
mjone,  a  Spanifh  regifter-fliip,  faid  to  have  been  one 
of  the  richeft- veflels  ever  taken.    The  Favourite  floop 
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of  war,  then  commanded  by  the  late  captain  Fownal,  wa$ 
in  company,  and  consequently  was  entitled  to  an,  equal 
fliare.  Captain  Sawyer's  good  fortune  alfo  fuftaintfd  Z 
fecond  diminution  by  a  parole-agreement  entered  rntp 
whh  a  brother  officer  *,  that  they  fhould  (hare  With  eactf 
other  whatever  prizes  were  made  during  their  continuance. 
on  a  foreign  ftation,  an  engagement  which,  captain  Saw- 
yer moft  ftri&Iy  and  fcrupuloufly  full  filled.         * 

After  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  we  do  not  find  this 
gentleman  to  have  held  any  command  till  early  in  the 
year  ^77,  when  the  difpute  with  America  having  com-' 
menced;  and  a  rupture  with  France  appearing  probable, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Boyne,  of  fevenly  guns;  After 
being  for  fome  time  employed  as  a  cniifer  on  the  home 
ftation,  he-  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he 
ferved  with  the  higheft  reputation  and  credit,  firft  under 
rear-admiral  Barrington,  and  afterwards*  under  vice-ad- 
miral Byron.  To  fay  that  he  diftinguifhed-bimfelf  on- 
every  pofliWe  occafion,  where  the  fmalleft  opportunity' 
prefented  itfelf  of  his  being  able  to  di (play  that  gallant 
fpirit  of  enterprife  he  naturally  poflefled,  is  only  to 
reiter&te  the  juft  encomiums  beftowed  on  him  by  all  thole 
under  whofe  commands  he  ever  ferved.  In  the  adibn, 
off  Grenada,  with  the  French  fleet,  under  De  la  Motte 
Piquet,  captain  Sawyer  was  among  the  firft  who  got  up 
with  the  enemy,  but,  notwithftanding  the  very  fpirited 
manner  in  which  he  fupported  rear-admiral  Barrington 
and  captain  Gardner  in  making  the  attack,  he  had  the 
good  fortune  to  efcape  with  lefs  injury,  as  to  his  people, 
Ulan  either  of  thofe  gentlemen,  having  had  only  twelve 
men  killed,  and  thirty  wounded. 

Captain  Sawyer  returned  to  England  immediately  after 
the  event  laft  mentioned,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  1780,  as  well  as  the  fucceeding,  commanded  the 
Namur,  a  fecond  rate  eff  ninety  guns,  one  of  the  (bipsf 
belonging  to  the  main,  or  channel  fleet.  He  of  courfe  ac- 
companied vice-admiral-  Darby,  on  his  expedition  in 
March  1 781,  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,,  being,  iiatiencd 
in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  fir,  Jolm  LotUiart 
Rofs.    He  quitted  the  Namur,  on  that  fhfp  being  ordered

1708.  He  was,  while  abfent,  promoted,  oa  the  24th 
6f  September,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white,  as  he  was 
afterwards,  qn  the  at  ft  of  September,  1790,  to  be  rear  of 
die  red  j  on  the  id  of  February,  1793,  vice  of  the  blue; 
on  the  12th  of  April,  1794*  vice  ot  the  white,  and  of  the 
red  on  the  4th  of  July  following  -f  laftly,  on  the  ift  of 
June?  I795>.  he  was  advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue- 
Owing,  we  believe,  to  his  being  in  an  infirm  date  of 
health,  bfi  did  not  toward*  the  latter  end  of  his  life  ac- 
<ppt  of  any  command,  aqd  djed  at  Bath,  as,  univer&Uy 
lamented,  as  when  living  hp  had  been  beloved,  in  the 
iponth  of  JutHj,  1798; 

SKYJtfNER,  Launcelot,— was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  in  the  month  of  May,  1748*,  and  to  that  of 
qommander  on  the  15th  of  November,  1756.  He  after- 
wards was  appointed  to  the  Viper  (loop  of  war,  and  is  (aid 
to  have  commanded  a  fixth  rate,  or  poft-ftiip,  per  order,  in 
?7'5 7-  On  the  7th  of  February,  1758,  he  was  advanced 
to  be  a  poftrcaptaio,  and  appointed  to  the  Biddefofd,  of 
twenty  guns,  in  which  (hip,  during  the  whole  of  hit 
qojxvnand,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  any  very 
particular  opportunity  of  diftinguifliinjg  hirrtfelf,  till  that 
which  unfortunately  coft.him  his  life  in  1760,  He  was 
ordered,  on  theLiibow  ftation,  in  company  with  .captain 
Archibald,  Kennedy,  of  the  Flambor ough,  they  there  feU

will  be  beft  given  in  the  plain  narrative  <tf  the  mailer*, 
who  commanded  at  the  clofe  of  the  adion,  after  the  carJ- 
tain  and  lieutenant  had  both  fallen.  It  took  place  on  the 
4th  of  April,  1760,  and  for  all  farther  particulars  we  mull 
refer  to  the  life  of  captain  Kennedy  t»  who  was  the  fento* 
officer ;  we  (hall  only  beg  leave  briefly  to  remark,  that  no 
man,  holding  Jo  private  a  rank  in  the  navy,  ever  fell 
more  generally,  or  (incerely  lamented,  as  well  on  account 
of  the  gallantry  difplayed  in  this  laft  action  of  his  life. 
as  the  manifold  private  virtues,  which  all  who  knew  him, 
knew  alfo  that  he  poflefled. 

SMITH,  James, — was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  17th  of  February,  1747,  and  in  1755, 
ferved  in  that  rank  on  board  the  Elizabeth  a  third  rate, 
of  fix ty -four  guns.  He  was  afterwards  advanced  to  the 
command  of  a  fmall  (loop  of  war,  we  believe  the  Ha-* 
zard's  prize,  and  from  thence  removed  into  the  Strombolo 

*  What  preceded  the  undermentioned  a&ion,  captain  Kennedy,  who 
transmits  this  to  their  lordftrips,  can  beft  explain,  I  fliall  only  mention

To  this  captain  Kennedy,  in  his  account,  adds : 

"  The  Biddeford  behaved  glorioufly,  keeping  a  briflc  and  content 
fire  again  ft  her  antagonift,  until  fome  time  before  ten  at  night,  when 
1  ldfi  fight  of  her.  On  the  7th  inftant  I  had  the  great  fatisfaction  to 
fee  the  Biddeford  fafety  arrive  here,  but  it  is  with  the  otmoft  regret  I 
acquaint  their  lordftrips,  that  captain  Skynner  was  flain  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  engagement ;  foon  after  Mr.  Knoll  U,  the  lieutenant,  was 
dangeroufly  wounded,  and  died  the  10th  inftant.

her  own  Captain  being  then  abfent ;  and  was  j 
advanced  by  commiflion,  bearing  date  the  10th  of 
October,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Seahorfe.  Wc 
do"  not,  however,  find  any  farther  particular  mention 
made  of  him,  till  the  month  of  November  1760,  when 
the  Seahorfe  was  appointed  to*  tarry,  to  St.  Helena 
and  Bencoolen,  the  aftronomers  who  were  ordered  thi- 
ther to  obferve  the  tranfit  of  Vemjs  over  the  'fiin,  on 
the  6th  of  June,  1761.  He  failed  from  Spithead,  on 
the  8th  of  January,  and  on  the  loth,  about  36  leagues 
fouth-weft  of  the  ftart,.  fell  in  with  a  French  frigate, 
mounting  thirty-four  guns,  called  the  Grand,  one  of  five 
ihips  which  had  efcaped  from  the  river  Villaine,  fix  days 
before,  under  cover  of  a  thick  fog.  Captain  Smith, 
though  the  force  of  the  Seahorfe  *  was  fo  much  inferior  to 
that  of  the  enemy,  refolved  to  purfue  his  courfe.  The 
Grand  was  firft  difcovered  about  eight  o*clcfck  in  the 
morning,  and  crowding  down  upon  the  Seahorfe,  as  it 
were  to  a  certain  prize,  with  a  prefs  of  fail,  the  ac- 
tion commenced  about  a  quarter  before  eleven,  the  (hips 
being  then  within  piftol-fliot  of  each  other.  It  continued 
with  the  greateft  (pint  for  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  during 
which  time  the  mips  were  on  board  each  other  three 
different  times,  fo  that  the  (laughter  on  both  fides  was 
confiderable.  The  Unicorn,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  which 
Ihip  had  on  the  preceding  day  captured  the  Veftal  French 
frigate,  after  a  fevere  aftion,  in  which  both  had  re- 
ceived very  confiderable  damage,  came  in  fight  about  this 
time,  and  the  Grand  immediately  made  all  the  fail  (he 
could,  to  effect  her  efcape.'  This,  neither  the  Unicorn  nor 
the  Seahorfe  were  able  to  prevent,  both  of  them- having 
received  damages  in  their  mafts  and  rigging,  in  fo  fuperior 
a  degree  to  the  French  ftiip,  that  (he  (hot  ahead  of  her 
puriuers,  and  was  very  foon  out  of  fight.  ' 

In  this  very  fpirited  aftion  the  Seahorfe  had  eleven  men 
-killed  and  thirty-eight  wounded;  captain  Smith  was  of 
courfe  obliged  to  pufback  into  port,  and,  being  fuperceded 
in  the  command  of  the  Seahorfe  *,  in  order  to  be  pro-

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moted  to  the  firft  (hip  of  fuperior  rate,  the  command  of 
which  might  become  vacant,  was,  in  the  interim  intro- 
duced to  his  majerty,  on  the  nth  of  February,  by  the 
earl  of  Northumberland  and  Lord  Anfon.  It  is  needlefs 
to  fay  he  was  mod  gracioufly  received,  and  before  the 
end  of  the  month  of  March  was  appointed  to  the  Guern- 
fey,of  fifty  guns.  He  quitted  this  (hip  before  the  end  of 
the  fame7«ar  without  being  fortunate  enough  to  have  met 
with  any  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  reputation  he  had 
before  acquired.  I  n  1763  he  was  commiflioned  to  a  new  fri- 
gate, oft  twenty-eight  guns,  called  the  Solebay,  afterwards 
employed  as  one  of  the  home  confer*.  He  continued  in 
this  command  during  the  ufual  period  of  three  years,  and 
in  1*768  was  appointed  to  the  Mermaid,  aJfo  a  frigate  of 
twenty -eight  guns,  and  employed  on  the  North  American 
Ration,  in  the  fame  line  of  iervice  the  Solebay  had  been  in 
Europe.  .  He  returned  to  England  at  the  latter  end  ef 
the  year  1770,  and  was  paid  off  at  Chatham  tarty  in  the 
enfuiog  fpring.  He  is  faid,  by  fome  perfons,  to  have  after- 
wards commanded,  in  1777,  the  Lark  of  thirty-two  guns,' 
one  of  the  frigates  on  the  North  American  (ration,  but 
this  is  a  circumftance  we  have  every  reafon  to  difcredir,' 
nor  have:  we  been  able  to  collect  any  farther  particulars 
concerning  him,  to  that  we  are.  even-  uncertain  of  the 
precife  time** when  he  died.  f  ♦  ' 

SOMERSET,  Johq  StucHy>r~yre)  have  no  acctoutitibf 
this  gentleman  till  the  year  1758,  at  whioh  tirrte  he  watf 
lieutenant  of  one  of  the  (hips  on  the  Eaft-India  Nation, 
and  was  there  promoted  from  that /ink  to  be  captain,  of 
the  Salisbury,  by  commiffion  bearing  date  March  Ae  *3, 
in  the  vear  j  uft  mentioned.  He  very  eminently  drftingurflierf 
himfelfin  a  very  fhort  timeafter  this  prpmoticrt,  in  tffe 
encounter  which  took  place  with  the  French  fquadron* 
under  the  count  d'Ache,  off  Fort  St.  David's,  infomiich 
that  he  was,  in  very  particular  terms,  commended  by  the] 
viceradmiral  in  his  official  difpatcheS.  He  was,  in  the 
month  of  June  following,  promoted  to  the  Weymouth, 
of  fixty  guns,  and  removed  from  thence,  not '  long  after-

ADAMS*  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenanr  on  the  26th  of  March,  1750,  and  on  the  2d  of 
Auguft,  1758,  to  be  commander  of  a  iloop  of  war*  After 
this  time  we  have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the 
2  2d  of  September,  1759,  when  he  was  made  captain  of 
the  Northumberland,  of  .feventy  guns.  We  believe  him 
to  have  received  this  appointment  from  lord  Colville,  who 
at  that  time  commanded  on  the  North- American  ftation, 
and  had  hiti  flag  on  boaid  the  Northumberland,  merely

for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him  rank  as  a  poftaaptairi,  in~ 
afmnch  we  find  him  continuing  in  the  ftation,  jtift  men* 
ttoned,  only  till  the  enfuing  fpring  ;  when  he  remove* 
into  the  Diana  frigate,  of  thirty-two  gans.  We  believe 
fiios  la  have  retained  this  command  nearly  titt  the  cad 
if  the  War,  a  period  he  furvived  a  very  (hort  time  only, 
atytngori  theid  of  February,  1763. 

AFFLECK,  Philip  *,— this  gentleman,  whd  is  now  liv* 
big>  is  the  younger  brother  of  fir  Edmond  Edward  Affleck, 
hart,  of  whom  we  have  already  given  fome  account.  He  was 
originally,  as  we  have  been  informed,  in  the  lervice  of 
the  Eaft-India  company,  and  having  afterwards  entered 
into  the  royal  navy,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu* 
tenant  orr  the  ad  of  May,  1755*  We  believe  him  to 
have  ferved  in  this  (ration,  either  on  board  the  Hunter 
floop,  or  iEtna  bomb  ketch,  at  the  time  of  the  fiege  rf 
Louifburg,  and  to  have  fo  particularly  dtftittgoifhed  him- 
fetf  at  the  time  the  Prudent  and  Bienfatfant  were  boarded 
by  the  boats  of  the  fquadron,  as  to  have  been  promoted 
by  admiral  Bofcawen,  to  command  one  of  thofe  veflfcls. 
He  was  afterwards,  under  the  honourable  patronage  and 

Jroteclion  of  the  fame  officer,  advanced,  by  commit- 
ion  bearing  date  Auguft  the  28,  1759,  to  be  captain 
of  the  Namurv  of  ninety  guns*  He,  very  fooa.  afterwards 
removed  into  the  Panther,  of  fixty  guns,  and  was  ordered  to 
-the  Eaft  Indies,  where  he  continued  during  nearly  the  whole 
remainder  of  the  war.  He  returned  to  Europe  in  the  Argo 
frigate,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  does  not  appear  to'have 
held  any  command,  fublequent  to  his  return  to  England, 
till  the  year  1779,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Tri- 
umph, of  feventy-four  giins,  and  early  in  the  enfuing  year 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  to  reinforce  the  fleet  there, 
commanded  by  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  but  did  not 
join  that  admiral  till  the  10th  of  May,  upwards  of  three 
weeks  after  the  fir  ft  encounter  had  taken  place  with  the 
.French  admiral  Guichen.    ^ 

He  was  however  very  diilinguifliedly  engaged  in  the 
partial  encounter  which  took  place  with  the  enemy  on  the

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Kpk  of  the  Tame  month,  being  {he  third  and  laft  which' 
happened  in  that  quarter  during  the  courfe  of  that  naval 
campaign.  He  ferved  -during  the  early  part  of  the  etifu* 
ing  year  on  the  fame  flat  Ion,  but  having  continued  with' 
the  commander  in  chief  at  &•  Euftatia  when  fir  S.  Hood 
put  to  fea  for  the  purpofe  of  attacking  the  count  dt 
Grade  on  hi*  paffage  to  the  Weft  Indies,  was  not  con* 
/cerned  in  the  encounter  which  took  place  with  the  enemy 
off  Martinique  on  tike  09th  of  April,  1781.  Captaia 
Affleck  returned  to  England  as  a  pwenger,  we  believe, 
tin  board  fome  other  fhip,  before  the  cooclufion  of  the 
year,  and  after  his  arrival  remained  out  of  comnliflion  till 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  1782,  when  he  was  reap- 
pointed to  the  fame  ihip,  which  was  then  refitted  and! 
hi  <:o*fequence  of  the  ceflation  of  hostilities,  was  em- 
ployed as  a  guard  (hip  at  Portfinouth.  He  retained 
this  command  during  two  years,  and,  after  quitting 
it,  did  not,  we  believe,  hold  any  commiflion  during  tho 
time  he  continued  in  the  rank  of  a  private  captain.  On 
the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was,  very  defervedly* 
advanced  to  the  rafrk  of  rear-admiral  of  the  Blue ;  And 
Was,  in  1790,  appointed  to  command  on  the  Jamaica 
Ration,  on  which  oecafiorj  he  hotfted  his  flag  on  board 
the  Centurion*  of  50  guns.  On  the  21ft  of  Scptjsrabeiy 
1790,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  tho 
White, -and  from  thence,  on  the  ift  of  February,  i79Jy 
to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  Blue.  On  the  o6th  of  April 
following^  he*  was  appointed  one  of  the  <commiifione*f 
for  executing  the  office  Of  lord  Hgh  admiral,  and  toward* 
the  clofe  of  the  fame  year  was  defied  vice^prefident  of 
of  the  Marine  Society.  On  the  iath  of  April*  1794/ 
he  was  made  vice-admiral  of  the  White ;  on  the  4th  of 
July  following,  vice-admiral  of  the  Red,  and  admiral  of 
)the  Blue  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795-  His  feat  at  the 
admiralty  board  he  quitted  in  1796,  and  fince  that  time 
has  not  appeared  in  any  public  Ration. 

BAIRJJ,  Sir  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  15th  of  February,  1757,  but  we  have 
no  farther  accdunt  of  him  till  he  was  raifed  to  the  ratilc 
of  poft  captain,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  Mnrch  the 
3d,  1759,  appointing  him  to  the  Salifbury,  of  fifty  guns, 
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one  of  the  Eaft-India  fquadron.  He  immediately  after- 
wards  was  promoted  to  the  Weymouth,  of  fixty  guns, 
on  the  fame  ftation,  in  which  (hip  he  continued, 
during  the.  whole  remainder  of  the  war.  He  was  pre- 
fent  at  the  laft  encounter  which  took  place  in  175Q, 
between  vice-admiral  Pocock  and  the  count  d'Ache, 
but  was  not  engaged,  a  circumftance  wtych  might  have 
been  thought  unfavourable  to  the  chara&er  of  fir  Wil- 
liam, had  .it  not.  been  very  completely  .and  honour- 
ably explained  by  the  Britifh  commander-in-chief,  "the 
Weymouth  and  Sunderland,"  fays  he,  4f  were  the  only 
fliips  that  had  not  fuffered,  becaufe  they  could  not  get 
properly  into  a&ion,  occafioned  by  M.  d'Ache 's  begin- 
ning to  engage  before  they  could  clofe."  No  other  ma- 
terial mention  is  made  of  him  during  the  time  of  his 
continuance  on  the  fame  ftation  *,  which  he  quitted  not 
long  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  nor  do  we  know 
bim  to  have  held  any,  fubfequent  command  after  his 
arrivaLin  England.  He  died,  as  we  believe,  in  the  courffc 
of  the  year  1772.  .  '  . 

BARBER,  Robert,— was  rai  fed  to  the  rank  of  lieu-, 
tenant  On  the  23d  of  February,  1756,  and  to  that  of 
poft  captain  in  the  navy  on  the  4th  of  June,  1759.  His 
$rft  appointment  was  to  the  Kcnaington,  of  twenty  guns, 
in  which  he  was  ordered,  opt  long  afterwards,  to  the  Me- 
diterranean, where  he  Continued  till  the  year  1761. 
That  (hip  being  then  found. unfit  for  farther  fervice, 
was  ordered  to  be  broken  up.  We  have  not  any  reafon 
to  fuppofe  he  held  any  command  after  quitting  the  Ken- 
sington,'till  the  beginning  of 'the  year  1779,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Belleifle  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of 
the  fquadron  then  under  orders  for  the  Eaft  Jndies.  He 
returned  from  thence  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1 781, 
and  before  its  conclufion,  being  appointed  to  the  Fame 
of  feventy-four  guns,  proceeded  about  Cbriftmas  to  the 
Leeward  Iflands  with  Sir  George  Rodney.  He  was  con* 
fequently  prefent  at  the  memorable  defeat  of  the  Count

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de  Grafle,  on  the  12th  of  April  following,  on  which 
occafion  hehad  fifteen  men  kijled  'and  4wounded.  He 
returned  from  thence  at,  the  coriclufion  of  the  war,  and 
we  neither  find  him  to  have  held  any  fujbfequent  com- 
mand, nor  are  We  acquainted  even  with  the  precife  time 
of  his  death,  which  we  believe,  however,  to  have  taken 
place  fometime  in  the  year  1 784. 

BICKERTON,  Sir  Richard,— was  educated  at  Weft- 
minder  fchoOl,  and  having  entered  into  the  royal  navy 
was  promoted,  tb  the  rank  of  lieutenant*  on  the  8th  of 
February,  1745-6,  which  we  believe  to  have  been  as  fooix 
as  he  was  entitled  to  it  on  account  of  his  (landing.  Ih 
1748,  he  ferved  in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Worcefter, 
a  fourth  rate,  of  60  guns*  He  afterwards  commanded 
the  JEttia  firefhip,  and  was,  on  the  21ft  of :  Auguft, 
1759,  promoted  to-be  captain  of  the  Culloden,  this 
appointment  was  made  merely  for  the  purpofe '  of 
giving  him  rank,  he  .having,  almoft  immediately  after- 
wards, removed  into  the  Glafgow,,  of  twenty  guns,  ia 
frhich  fliip  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  He 
diftinguiftied.  himfelf  exceedingly  while  in  that  quar- 
ter, both  by  his  a&ivity  and  gallantry.  Having  quitted 
that  fliip  and  returned  to  Europe  in  1 761,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Lively,  of  the  fame  force,  on  the  home 
ftation,  and  on  quitting  that  alfo,  as  he  appears  to  have 
done  not  long  afterwards,  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  command  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  nor  in- 
deed after  its  conclusion  till  the  year  1767,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Renown,  a  fifth  rate  of  tnirty  guns,  and 
ordered,  to  the*  Weft  Indies.  He  quitted  that,  fliip 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  following  year,  and  again 
remained  unemployed  till  the  end  of  1770,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Marlborough,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one 
of  the  (hips  put  into  commiffion  in  confequence  of  the 
apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  Falkland 
iflands.  He  retained  this  command  three  years,  the 
Marlborough  being  one  of  the  (hips  retained  in  com- 
miflion  after  the  expectation  of  that  rupture  had  va- 
nilhed. 

When  his  majefty  reviewed  the  fleet,  colle&ed  at 
Portfmouth,  in  the  month  of  June  1 773,  for  the  purpofc 
of  preventing  any  interference  on  the  part  of  France  or 
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Spain  againft  the  Ruflian  armament,  tben*mploy#d  in  the 
Mediterranean  in  conteft  with  the  Turks,  captain 
Bickerton  had  the  honour  of  fleering  his  makfty'a  barge, 
and  on  the  14th  of  the  lame  month  received  the  honour  o£ 
knighthood  on  board  the  Barfleur,  On  quitting  the  Marl- 
borough fir  Richard  waa  appointed  to  the  Augtfta  yacht* 
in  which  he  continued  tilt  the  year  1777,  *™m  *«*  **- 

iute  with  America  having  commenced,  and  a  war  with 
'ranee  becoming  highly  probable,  he  relinquished  the 
yacht  for  a  more  aoiVe  command,  and  was  appointed 
to  the  Terrible,  of  feventy-four  guns*-  This  (nip  waa 
one  of  thofe  attached  to  the  main  or  channel  fleet,  in  con- 
fluence of  which  he  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  which 
took  place  with  the  count  a'OrvilHers,  off  Ufiraot,  on  the 
117th  of  July.  The  Terrible  being  ftatiooed  in  the  lino, 
fecond  to  the  leading  flap  on  the  larboard  tack,  was  very 
diftinguifhedly  engaged,  having  had  thirty  men  killed  ana 
wounded  t.  Sir  Richard  was  ordered  on  a  cruife  in  the 
fey,  in  the  month  of  April  J  enfuing,  in  company  with 
the  Ramilties,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with  % 
French  convoy  of  thirty  merchant-flaps,  richly  laden  from 
the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  protedion  of  three  frigates. 
The  (hips  of  war  were  lucky  enough  to  make  their  etcape, 
but  eight  or  more  of  the  merchant-lhips  fell  into  the  hands 
of  fir  Richard  and  his  companion,  and  the  whole  re- 
mainder was  fo  completely  difperfeJ,  that  many  more 
were  picked  up  by  different  cruiiers  and  privateers.

•  Till  tbe  adual  rapture  took  place  with  Franco,  the  Terrible  was 
employed  as  a  cruifing  fbip,  for  toe  purpofe  of  refraining  the  Ante* 
man  trade,  and  protecting  that  of  Britain  from  their  privateers. 
While  thus  employed  be  is  no  otherwife  mentioned  than  as  hiving 
captured  an  American  privateer,  of  fatten  guns,  called  the  Rifing 
States,  in  the  month  of  April. 

t  On  the  iath  of  May  preceding,  be  was  railed  to  the  dignity  of 
a  baronet,  of  Great  Britain,  that  being  the  time  when  the  fcsomf 
naval  review  took  place* 

J  During  the  greater  part  of  the  winter  he  was  rendered [incapable 
of  fervice,  by  a  very  fevere  fit  of  the  rheumatifm,  with  which  he  was 
attacked  and  confined  at  his  Teat  at  Upwood,  many  weeks.  This  eflate 
was  formerly  the  property  ot  HenrJ  Cromwell,  uncle  to  the  pro^ 
teaor,  and  afterwards  of  fir  Peter  Phcfsnt,  judge  of  the  upper  bench 
during  the  ofumatioa.  Sir  Richard  much  improved  the  ancient  man- 
Con  houfe,  and  was  buried  in  the  family  vault  in  the  chinch  there. 
(Cent.  Mag.  March  179a. 
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Sie  Richard  continued  in  the  Terrible  till  the  end  of  the 
ytaMf  but  unfortunately  without  meeting  with  any  fecond 
opportunity  of  again  materially  injuring  the  enemies  o£ 
his  country.  The  Terrible  being  then  under  orders  foi 
the  Weft  Indies,  fir  Richard  quitted  her,  and  was  ap* 
pointed  to  the  Fortitude,  a  (hip  of  the  fame  force,  then 
jvft  launched,  and,  as  well  as  the  former,  attached  to  the 
home  or  channel  fleet,  progreffively  commanded  by  fir 
Charles  Hardy,  admiral  Geary,  and  vice-admiral  Darby* 
in  the  faring  of  the  year  1 781,  he  accompanied  the  gentle-* 
Jpan  Ian  mentioned,  on  his  expedition  undertaken  Tor  th# 
relief  of  .Gibraltar,  and  the  Fortitude  being  deftined  for  tb» 
flag-ihip  of  vice-admiral  Hyde  Parker,  who  had  accepted 
the  North-fea  command,  fir  Richard  of  courfe  quitted  her 
on  his  return  to  England,  and  held  no  other  appointment 
till  Augtift,  when,  in  confequence  of  his  majefty  having 
refolved  to  vifit  the  North-fea  fquadron,  which  was  then 
hourly,  expe&ed  at  the  Nore,  after  having  had  a  feveie 
encounter  with  the  Dutch,  fir  Richard  was  reappointed 
to  the  Augufta  yacht,  which  he  quitted  foon  as  the  excur- 
sion was  concluded,  and  was,  before  the  end  of  the  year» 
appointed  to  the  Gibraltar,  of  eighty  guns,  on  board  whicla, 
<bip  he  hoifted  his  broad  pendant,  as  an  eftablifhed 
commodore.  Exclufive  of  his  own  fhip,  the  force  which 
was  deftined  for  India  under  his  orders  confided  of  fiv* 
third  rates;  the  Cumberland  and  Defence  of  fcventy- 
four  guns,  the  Sceptre,  Africa,  and  Inflexible  of  fixty- 
four  guns  each,  the  Juno  and  Medea  frigates.  Sir  Richard 
foiled  from  England  with  a  convoy  on  the  6th  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1782,  and  arriving  in  India,  after  rather  a  te- 
dious !  paflage,  in  confequence  of  which  the  fcurvy  began 
to  make  no  inconfiderable  havock  among  the  crews  of  the 
different  fhips  under  his  command,  joined  fir  Edward 
Hughes  juft  in  time  to  (hare  in  the  encounter  which  took 
place  with  SufFrein,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1783*  The 
intelligence  of  peace  arrvied  in  India  five  or  fix  days  after 
this  event,  and  of  courfe  all  farther  hoftilities  ceafed. 

Sir  Richard  returned  from  India  in  the  year  1784,  and 
early  in  1786  was  appointed  commodore  on  the  Leeward-

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Iflarid  flation,  in  confcquence  of  which  he  hoifted  Bir 
broad  pendant  on  board  the  Jupiter,  but  after  making  a. 
lhort  ftay  there,  returned  to  England,  as  a  paflenger  in 
fome  other  veffel,  in  confequence  of  his  having  been 
promoted,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  to  be  rear* 
admiral  of  the  blue.  At  the  time  of  the  armament  againft 
Spairt,  in  1790,  fir  Richard  was  appointed  to  command 
in  the  home  or  channel  fleet,  and  accordingly  hoifted  his 
flag  on  board  the  Impregnable,  of  ninety  guns.  On  the 
2ift  of  September,  in  this  year,  he  was  advanced  to  be 
vice-admiral  of  the  white  ;  and  after  that  apparent  ftorm 
had  blown  over,  was  appointed  to  command  as  port-ad- 
miral, at  Plymouth,  in  confequence-of  which  heremoved 
his  flag  into  the  St.  George,  of  ninety-eight  guns.  He 
died  in. this  command*  of  an  apoplectic  fit  on  the  25th of 
February,  1792. 

BURSLEM,  Francis, — this  gentleman  is:  now  living, 
he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  17th  of 
September,  1743,  and  from  thenceraifed  to  the  rank  .of 
commander  on  the  24th  of  June,  1757,  but  we  know  not 
on  what  particular  fervices  he  was  employed  in  either 
ftation.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain, 
by  commiflion  bearing  date  October  the  4th  1759,  ap- 
pointing him  to  the  Coventry  frigate,  and  was  imme- 
diately employed  under  the  orders  of  commodore  DufF,  as 
has  been  already  'ftated  in  that  gentleman's  life,  in  watch- 
ing the  motions  of  the  Marquis  de  Conflan's  fleet,  as 
well  as  blocking  up  their  tranfports  in  Quiberon  Bayt. 
He  joined  the  main  fleet,  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  a  day 
or  two  before  the  action,  accompanied  by  the  Maiclftone, 
another  of  Mr.  Duff's  fquadron,  and  was,  with 
captain  Diggs,  in  the  frigate  laft  mentioned,  ftationed 
ahead,  one  on  the  larboard  the  other  on  the  (larboard  bow, 
of  the  Britifh  fleet,  to  look  out  for  the  enemy,  who  were 
firft  difcovered  by  the  Maidftone.      He  was  afterwards

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promoted  to  a  fifth  rate,  the  nsfme  of  which  we  Have  beeri 
tumble  to  difcover.  We  cannot  find  him  mentioned  as  hold- 
ing any  fubfequent  command,  nor  have  we,  indeed,  any 
reafon  to  fnppofe  he  received  any  appointment;  or  com- 
miffion  after  the  time  lad  mentioned;  As  this  gentleman 
might  confequently  be  confideted  retired  from  the  fer- 
vice,  he  was*  when  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  cap-* 
tains,  according  to  the  new  regulation  made  in  1788; 
put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated  officers  in  that  rank. 

CLELANDj  John,-*-was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
the  navy  on  the  5th  of  February,  1744-5,  and  a  com- 
mander on  the  10th  of  June,  17564  but  we  know  not 
any  thing  of  the  fervices  oh  which  he  was  employed;  not1 
even  the  names  of  the  Veflels  he  commanded,  during  the 
time  he  held  thefe  ranks.  On  the  15th  of  May,  1759,  he 
was  promoted  to  be  a  poft-captainj  and  appointed  to  the 
Squirrel)  of  twenty  guns*  in  which  (hip  he  continued  till 
the  end  of  the  war,  employed  nearly  during  the  whole  of 
that  period*  on  the  Mediterranean  {ration*  We  haye  nd 
account,  on  which  we  can  depend*  of  his  having  held  any 
fubfequent  ctorhrnand  till  the  year  1780,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Formidable,  of  ninety  guns,  one  of  the 
fleet  employed  on  the  home,  or  channel  iervice,  command- 
ed by  vice-admiral  Darby.  He  accompanied  the  vice-admi- 
ral to  Gibraltar,  on  the  expedition  fent  out  to  relieve  that 
fortrefs,  in  the  month  of  March  1 781,  being  ftationei 
in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  fir  John  Lockhart 
Rofs.  On  the  Formidable  being  ordered  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  at  the  clofc  of  the  year,  as  the  flag-in ip  of  fir  G; 
Bridges  Rodney,  captain  Cleland  quitted  his  command) 
and  docs  not  appear  to  have  received  any  other  com- 
miflion.  We  are  unacquainted  with  the  precife  timj 
of  his  death* 

COLLINS,  Richard,-*-is  not  known  to  us  tilt  his  pro- 
motion to  be  captain  of  the  Qiieenborough  frigate,  by 
com  minion  bearing  date  September  the  nth,  1759.  H* 
was  advanced  to  the  rank  juft-mentioned*  from  being 
lieutenant  of  one  of  the  fhips  employed  on  the  Eaft  India 
ftation,  to  which  fauadron  the  Qiieenborough  belonged* 
He  was*  not  long  afterwards*  prorrioted  to  the  Newcastle, 
ef  fifty  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  had  the  misfortune  to  bt 
fee  driven  on  fliore>  in  the  tremendous  hurricane  which 
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happened  on  the 'i  ft  of  January  1761,  \md  completely 
difperfed  the  Britiih  fquadron,  then  employed  in  the 
blockade  of  Pondicherry,  of  which  the  Newcaftle  was  one. 
The  fate,  however,  of  this  fhip  was  not  fo  melancholy  as 
that  of  others,  her  companions  *,  (he  being  driven  on  fhore  a 
little  to  the  fouthward  of  Ariancopang,  and  under  fuch  fa- 
vourable circumftances,  that  the  whole  of  her  crew,  toge- 
ther with  tfce  greater  part  of  her  ft  ores  and  provifions,  were 
fortunately  faved. 

We  have  no  particulars  concerning  captain  Collins, 
after  this  time,  till  the  expedition  was  undertaken  againft 
Manilla.  He  then  commanded  the  Weymouth,  of 
iixly  guns,  and  was  appointed,  by  the  admiral,  to  com- 
mand the  battalion  of  leatnen  landed  as  a  reinforcement  to 
the  army,  a  fervice  he  appears  to  have  executed  much  tP 
the  fatisfa&ion  of  all  thofe  under  whom  he  ferved. 
He  continued  to  retain  the  fame  command  after  the 
conclufion  of  the  war;  and  in  the  month  of  Odober,  1763, 
had  the  misfortune  to  be  a  fecond  time  involved  in  a  hur- 
ricane, which  took  place  on  the  20th. 

On  the  day  preceding  he  was  lying  in  ^fadrafs  road,  in 
company  with  admiral  Cornifh,  in  the  Norfolk,  and  captain 
Pitchford,  in  the  America.  Forefeeing  the  probable  ap- 
proach of  the  difaftrous  event  which  was  about  to  take 
place,  they  all  put  to  fea,  but  fortunately  got  back  into 
port  on  the  24th,  though  with  the  lofs  of  all  their  mails, 
and  with  much  water  in  their  holds.  He  continued  on 
the  fame  ftation,  and  in  the  fame  {hip,  till  the  year  1765, 
when,  having  been  guilty  of  fome  mifconduft,  the  parti- 
culars of  which  we  are  unacquainted  with,  he  was  brought 
to  a  court-martial  and  fentenced  to  be  difmhTed  the  fer- 
vice. Several  ♦vourable  circumftances,  however,  ap- 
pearing in  his  favour  he  was,  in  1769,  reftored  to  his  for- 
mer rank;  and,  in  1771,  was  appointed  to  the  Achilles, 
of»fixtyguns,  one  of  the  ftationed  guardfhips.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  command,  we  believe,  during  the  ufual  pe- 
riod allotted  to  it,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  fervice; 
but  have  no  reafon  to  think  he  received  any  fubfequent 
appointment.     He  died  about  the  year  1780. 

EDWARDS,  Timothy, — was  a  gentleman  defcended 

fcom  a  very  ancient  and  refpeflable  family  long  fettled  in

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the  county  of  Carnarvon,  North  Wale*„where  it  had  long 
held  cohfiderable  poffefflons.  He  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  6th  of  February,  1755  *$  but  we 
have  ndt  been  able  to  obtain  any  farther  information  con- 
cerning him  till  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  cornt 
mander  on  the  16th  of  O&ober,  1757.  We  believe  him 
to  have  been  at  this  time  appointed  to  the  Favourite  floop» 
and  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  whefe  he  was  ftity 
farther  promoted  to  the  ftation  of  captain,  by  comraiflion* 
bearing  date  Auguft  the  5th,  1759,  appointing,  him  totke 
Valeur  t.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1 761 %  he  removed 
into  the  Wager,  another  of  the  /hips  then  employed  on 
the)  Mediterranean  Ration.  How  long  he  continued  tq  ' 
retain  that  command  we  are  unable  to  determine!  but 
imagine  he  returned  to  England  in  fome  other  (hip, 
fome  time  before  the  conclulion  of  the  War*  Very  foon 
aftef  peace  had  taken  place  he  was  appointed  to  the  Erne* 
raid*  of  thirty-two  guns,  one  of  the  fri^tes  employed  a$

manned  the  Valeur  in  January,  and  February  laft,  under  the  orders  of 
fir  Charles  Saunders,  being  tnen  at  Algiers,  I  received  information 
that  an  Algerme  cruifer,  who  was  then  returned  from  a  cruize,  had 
plundered  an  Englifh  (hip  near  Cape  Finiftcrre,  bound  to  the  coaft  of 
Guinea.  I  believe  this  might  happen  near  the  end  of  January  or 
February.  J  went  in  confeqnence,  attended  by  the  conful,  to  demand 
iatisfactjon  of  the  Dey  for  fuch  an  a&  of  piracy,  and  affront  done" to  hit 
najeftyl  flag.  He  had  her  crew  federally*  fearched;  and,  after  a 
fevere  reprimand  t6  the  foldiers  that  were  the  principals,  he  found,  and 
.reftored  ave  hundred  German  crowns,  two  pieces  of  Englifh  filver* 
fome  wearing  apparel  of  little  worth,  and  a  tew  fire-arms.  I  fhould 
be  glad  to  know  how  the  money  is  to  be  dtfpofed  of.  It  will  be 
lodged  next  week  at  Meflra.  Martin,  Stone,  and  Blackwells,  bankers  ia 
Lombard-ftreet.

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a  cruifcr.  After -quitting  this  (hip,  which  we  believe  hitff 
to  have  done  about  the  year  1706,  we  do  not  find  art  J 
mention  made  of  hiin  till  the  year  1777,  when  we 
believe  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Europe, 
of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fhips  put  into  com- 
tniflion  in  confequence  of  the  difpute  with  the  American 
colonies,  and  that  which  was  then  almoft  daily  appre- 
hended with  France. 

Early  in  the  year  1778  he  removed  into  the  Cornwall, 
©f  ftventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  fent  to  America 
under  vice-admiral  Byron,  for  the  purpofe  of  oppofingthat 
of  France  commanded  by  the  count  D'Eftaing.  The  (qua- 
dron  was  very  much  difperfed  by  the  repeated  gales  of  wind 
which  attacked  it  on  its  pafiage;  but  captain  Edwards 
was  fo  fortunate  as  to  reach  Sandy  Hook,  the  appointed  place 
of  rendezvous,  before  any  of  his  companions.  His  fafe 
arrival  with  fo  capital  a  (hip  was  extremely  critical,  as 
lord  vifcount  Howe  was  in  daily  apprehenfiQn  of  an  attack 
from  the  French  admiral,  who  foon  arrived  off  the  fame 
place  with  three  timds  his  lordfliip's  force;  Capt.  Edwards 
accompanied  the  fleet  on  the  expedition  to  Rhode  Iflandi 
which  we  have  already  given  a  fufficient  account  of*, 
but  no  particular  opportunity  offered  itfelf  to  this  gentle- 
man of  difplaying  that  gallantry,  which,  on  all  poiEble  oc- 
cafions,  was  man i fed  in  his  condud. 

Captain  Edwards  accompanied  Mr.  Byron  to  the  Weft 
Indies  at  the  clofc  of  the  year ;  and  at  the  encounter  which 
took  place  with  the  count  D'Eftaing,  off  Grenada,  on  the 
6th  of  July,  17791  was  Rationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to 
rear-admiral  Parker.  He  diftinguiftied  himfelf  on  this 
occafion  very  remarkably,  and  was  fo  warmly  engaged  t 
that  his  fhip  was  reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck,  irtfomuch 
that,  if  the  enemy  had,  con  fide  ring  their  fuperiority  of 
force,  made  any  thing  like  an  effort,  it  muft,  in  all  proba- 
bility, either  have  fallen  into  their  hands  or  been  deftroyed; 
but,  as  Mr.  Byron  expreffes  himfelf  in  "his  official  dif- 
jpatches,  after  having  defervedly  beftowed  the  higheft  en- 
comiums on  the  conduct  of  captain  Edwards,  and  others 
.who  were  no  lefs  warmly  engaged,  he  adds,  **  The  enemy

n  per- 
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pcrfeveredfo  ftri&ly  in  declining  every  chance*  of  clofe 
a&ioa,  notwithstanding  their  great  fuperiority,  that  they 
contented  themfelves  with  firing  upon  thefe  (hips  when 
paffing  barely  within  gun-fhot,  and  differed  them  to-  re- 
join the  fquadron  without  one  effort  to  cut  them  off." 
.  Captain  Edwards  continued  on  the  fame  ftation  during 
theenfuing  winter,  and  in  the  month  of  April  1780,  was 
prefent  at  the  encounter  between  fir  George  Rodney  and 
the  count  De  Guichen.  He  was  flationed  as  one  of  the 
feconds  to  the  commander-in-chief,  and  exerted  himfelf 
in  the  moft  confpicuous  manner,  having,  in  great  meafure, 
contributed  to  preferve  the  Sandwich  from  definition, 
that  lhip  being  at  one  time  attacked,  and  very  much  pref- 
fed,  by  the  French  admiral  himfelf,  in  the  Couronne^  of 
ninety  guns,  fupported  by  the  Triumphant,  of  eighty,  and 
the  Fendant,  of  feventy-four.  The  Cornwall  herfelf 
was,  as  in  the  former  inftance,  reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck ; 
had  twenty-one  men  killed  and  forty-nine  wounded,  the 
moft  material  lofs  fuftained  by  any  (hip  in  the  fleet,  not. 
excepting  that  even  of  the  commander-in- chief.  Being, 
however,  refitted,  and  her  i hot-holes  plugged  up  at  fea,  as 
well  as  circuni fiances  would  permit,capt.  Edwards  wasafter- 
wards  engaged  in  the  two  partial  fkirmifhes  which  took 
place  with  the  fame  enemy,  on  the  15th  and  19th  of  May. 
On  the  fit  ft  of  thefe  occasions  he  had  3  men  killed  and  5 
wounded;  and,  on  the  fecond,  4  killed  and  10  wounded. 
From  thefe,  fo  often  repeated  injuries,  this  unfor- 
tunate ftiip  had  received  fo  much  damage,  that  flie  very 
foon  afterwards  funk,  when  at  anchor  in  the  carenage,  St, 
Lucia.  Captain  Edwards  himfelf  had  quitted  her  before 
this  time,#and  was  on  his  return  to  England  as  paflenger 
on  board  an  Englifh  fhip,  but  died  while  at  fea,  we  believe 
in  the  courfe  of  the  month  of  Auguft  •,  ■

*  This  truly  brave  but  eccentric  man  pofleflTcd  many  Angularities^ 
wbich  could,  nowever,  fcarccly  be  deemed  other  wife  than  virtuous,  or 
bright  points  in  his  chancier  as  a  naval  commander.  One  anecdote 
we  have  heard  of  him  "f  that,  previous  to  his  going  into  Come 
•ftion,  he  literally  ordered  the  colours  to  be  nailed  to  theenfign  (laff, 
and  from  thence  acquired,  among  the  Teamen,  the  whimfical  name  of 
Old  Hammer,  and  Nails.  Another  is,  that,  being  ftruck  down  by  % 
Counter,  he  lay  for  fomc  time,  on  the  deck,  completely  motionlefs,

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EtPHINSTON?;  Job*,— a  gentleman  of  SycattUh 
extraction,  was  appointed  »  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  tht 
a3d  of  Auguft,  1746;  but  after  this  time  we  have  no  in- 
formation concerning  him  tx\\  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1757,  ^hen  he  was  promoted  from  being  lieutenant  of  the 
Royal  Sovereign,  to  be  commander,  of  the  t*>ndon  Bufs, 
9  veiTel  employed  as  a  convoy  to  the  Dutch  nwils.  On  May 
5th  in  the  fame  year  he  was  eftabliflied  in  the  rank  lad-men* 
tioned,  and  appointed  to  the  Salamander  firefhip.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  veflel  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  year, 
aswellasthegreaterpaxt  of  theeufuing.  Having  been  attach* 
f  d  to  the  fqvadron  under  the  orders  of  lord  vifcaunt  Howe, 
which,  during  the  tummer  of  the  year  1758,  wasemployed  t 
■  in  a  variety  of  defultory  expeditions  on  the  coaft  of  France, 
he  was  one  of  the  officers  appointed  to  command  the  flat 
J>oats  at  the  reimbark^tion  of  the  troops  in  St.  CasBay. 
This  unfortunate  affair  is  not  only  (till  recent  in  the  minds 
of  all,  but  has  been  dated  already  at  fufficient  length,  as 
well  in  the  life  of  his  lordfcjp  hioifelf,  as  of  the  captains 
Rowley,  Maplefdon,  and  raft  on,  who,  together  with 
Captain  Elphinftone,  were  all  made  prifo/iers. 

He  was,  however,  foon  after  being  exchanged,  as  a 
kind  of  palliative  to  this  mortification,  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Eurus,  by 
commtfiion,  bearing  date  February  the  ift,  1759.  He 
.not  long,  afterwards  proceeded  to  America,  where  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Richmond  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  on 
u\e>  death  of  captain  Hamilton,  in  the  year  1760.  He 
returned  from  thence,  in  the  month  of  June  following,  with 
an  exprefs,  having,  while  abfent,  very  narrowly  efcaped 
fttipwreck  in  confequence  of  running  on  a  nftrk  in  the 
Xiver  St,  Lavyrence.  The  Richmond  was  afterwards 
employed  for  fome  time  as  a  cruiier  on  the  home  ftation^

infomuch  tbit  aU  tbofe  round  him,  concluding  him  dead,  were  be- 
wailing, in  their  uncouth  but  affettionate  terms,  his  difafter*  Stunned 
at  he  was,  he  foon  recovered  his  recollection,  but,  lay  without  ap- 
pearance of  life  for  a  few  moments,  till  at  length  one  of  his  people 
uttering  an  exclamation  of  grief,  wbimfically  exprefled,  at  his  fate, 
laying  he  was  certainly  dead,  captain  Edwards  jumped  inflantly  on  his 

tptt  and  exclaimed,  ••  Its  a  lye  by }  fire  away  my  lads."    Thefe 

anecdotes  were  given  to  oVby  a  relative,  and  therefore  may  be  reckoned, 
attaft  in  ijsrti  true./ 
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and,  in  the  month  of  February  1761,  captain  Elphinftone 
being  then  off  the  coaft  of  Flanders,  received  intelligence 
that  a  French  frigate  had,  the  day  before,  taken  an  Eng-* 
lifh  merchant  vetfel.  He  immediately  proceeded  in  audi 
of  the  enemy,  whom  he  was  fortunate  enough  to  fall  iti 
with  at  eleven  o'clock  the  fame  night.  During  a  (hort  time 
after  the  enemy  was  firft  discovered  he  bore  up  with  much 
apparent  refolution,  but  foon  hauling  his  wind  fuddenly, 
endeavoured  to  efcape.  Captain  Elphinftone  gave  chace, 
and  coming  up  with  his  antagonift  about  half  paft  tea 
o'clock  the  next  morning,  began  to  engage,  (landing  in  fot 
the  land.  •  At  half  paft  twelve,  both  the  (hips  ran  a(hore 
alongfide  each  other,  and  the  difoute  was  foon  afterward* 
clofed  by  the  furrender'of  the  Felicit6,  for  that  was  the 
.name  of  the  enemy's  (hip :  (he  mounted  thirty-two  guns, 
and  was  bound  to  Martinico  with  a  very  valuable  cargo, 
on  account  of  the  merchants,  eftimated  to  be.  worth 
30,000 1.  Her  captain  fell  in  the  adion,  and  nearly 
one.  hundred  of  her  crew  were  either  killed  or 
wounded. 

The  Richmond  foon  after  the  encounter  ceafed,  got 
afloat,  and  being  driven  by  the  tide  a  little  to  leeward,  the 
fiirvivors  on  board  the  French  (hip  feized  that  opportu- 
nity of  quitting  their  (hip,  and  getting  on  (hore :  the  veffel 
herfelf  remaining  immoveable  was  completely  deftroyed. 
Captain  Elphinftone  remained  on  the  fame  ftation  for 
feme  months  afterwards,  but  had  no  fuccefs,  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  difcover',  farther  than  the  capture  of  a- 
fmall  French  privateer,  called  the  Facheur  mounting  (1* 
carriage  gups,  with  eight  fwivels  and  forty  men,  which  ho 
carried  into  Yarmouth  Roads  in  the  beginning  of  Auguft! 
In  the  month  of  March  1762,  he  was  ordered  out,  under 
fir  George  Pocock,  on  the  expedition  projected  againft  the 
Havannah,  and  was  appointed  by  the  admiral  to  pilot  the 
fleet  through  the  (freights  of  Bahama,  a  fervice  he  very 
fuccefsfully  performed.  He  was  afterwards  very  actively 
employed  during  the  whole  oi  the  fiege ;  and  having  re- 
turned to  Europe  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  was, 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  1764*  appointed  to  the  Firme, 
of  (ixty  guns,  cojmpiflioned  as  a  guardfliip  at  Plymouth. 
He  retained  this  command  till  the  year  1767,  and  having 
then  quitted  it,  entered,  in  1769,  into,  the  Ruffian  fervice, 
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where  he  was  appointed  a  rear-admiral.  He  hoi  (led  his  flag 
pn  board*  the  Netrornena,  a  (hip  of  66  guns;  and  having, 
pn  his  paflfage  to  the  Mediterranean,  repaired  to  Portfmouth, 
became  (Irangely  involved  in  a  very  ferious  difpute* 
>vith  admiral  Geary,  who  commanded  there,  relative  to 
firing  the  gun,  a?  is  cuftomary  on  hoard  commanding  (hips, 
in  ports  belonging  to  their  own  nation,  at  the  time  of 
letting,  and  relieving  the  watch. 

Sorry  are  we  to  lay  that  Mr.  Elphinftane  appears,  on 
{his  pccafiqu,  to  have  ftepped  far  beyond  the  bounds  of 
propriety ;  but  after  fome  little  altercation  the  difpute  was 
amicably  fettled  by  the  depifion,  and  interference  of  the 
fluflian  ambaflador.  Captain  Elphinftone  proceeded 
foon  afterwards  to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  diftin- 
guifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  in  a  variety  of  encounter* 
with  the  Turks,  particularly  in  that  which  took  place 
with  the  TurkHh  fleet  in  the  road  of  Litmrno,  near  Scio, 
in  the  month  of  July  1770. 

Admiral  Elphinftone  was  difpatcbed,  immediately  after 
the  foregoing  encounter,  to  Tenedos,in  order  to  (heighten 
the  city  of  Conftantinople,  by  preventing  any  vefiels  from 
carrying  provifions  thither.  It  is  faid  tQ  have  been  the 
opinion  of  many  perfons  acquainted  with  the  nature  of 
his  advice,  and  the  means  of  defence  with  which  the 
Turkifli  capital  was  at  that  time  furnifhed,  that  if  Mr, 
Elphinftone  had  been  permitted  to  carry  the  operations 
he  had  in  h)s  own  mind  projected,  that  city  would,  in  all 
probability,  have  fallen  into  the  power, of  Ruflia.  He  was, 
however,  overruled,  and  the  war  being  finifhed,  returned  tc* 
England  t,  wherein  1775,  he  was.  appointed  to  theEgroom,, 
off  74guns,  one  of  the  guardfhips  ftationtd  at  PortfmouthJ 
He  continued  in  this  (hip  till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1778,  and  foon  alter  quitting,  it  was  appointed  to  the 
Magnificent,  of  the  fame  force.  In  the  month  of  O&ober 
he  joined  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet,  commanded  by  Mr. 
Keppel,  and  at  the  end  of  the.  year  being  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  with  Mr.  Rowley,  in  order  to  reinforce  the 
fleet  already  }n  that  quarter  under  the  command  of  vice-?

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ftdmiral  Byron,  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  off 
Grenada  *  in  the  month  of  July.  Continuing  on  the 
fame  ftation  during  the  enfuing  winter  he  was  detached* 
in  the  month  of  December,  under  rear-admiral  Rowley, 
in  purfuit  of  a  fmall  fquadron  of  French  frigates  that  had 
been  difcovered  from  St.  Lucia.  One  of  them,  the 
Blanche,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  was  captured  by  the  Magni- 
ficent; and  a  fecond,  the  Ellis,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  by 
that  fhip,  and  the  Sterling  Cattle.  At  the  encounter  witn 
De  Guichen  on  April  17th  following,  captain  Elphinitone 
was  Rationed  to  lead  the  fleet  on  the  larboard  tack, 
but,  being  the  rear  fhip  in  the  a£tion,  fuftained  no  greater 
injury  than  one  man  killed  and  ten  wounded,  in  the 
fubfequent  fkirmifh  .which  happened  on  the  19th  of  May 
following,  he  was  more  materially, and  ferioufly  concerned, 
having  had  five  men  killed,  and  twenty-three  wounded. 
He  proceeded  to  Jamaica  foon  after  this  time,  in  com- 
pany with  fome  other  fhips  detached  by  fir  George 
Rodney  for  the  protection  of  that  colony,  and  returned  to 
England,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  as  a  part  of  the  convoy 
appointed  for  the  prote£tion  of  the  homeward-bound  Ja- 
maica fleet.  The  Magnificent  needing  fome  confiderable 
repairs,  was,  confequently,  put  out  of  com  mi  (lion  and 
dilmantled.  'We  do  not  believe  captain  Elphinitone  to 
have  held  any  farther  command  till  the  end  of  the  year 
1782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Atlas,  of  ninety 
guns,  a  fhip  then  fitting  for  foreign  fervice;  but  peace 
being  concluded  immediately  afterwards,  her  farther  equip- 
ment was  ltopped.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  laft 
appointment  he  lived  to  hold.  He  died  in  Broad-ftreet, 
Carnabr-market,  on  the  28th  of  April,  1 785. 

FAULKNER,  Jonathan, — was  promoted  to  the  rank 
q{  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  24th  of  Auguft,  1753; 
and,  in  1755,  ferved.  in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Alderney 
fjoop.  After  this  time  we  have  no  account  of  him 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1758,  when  we- find  him  com- 
mander of  the  Furnace  bomb-ketch,  one  of  the  fquadron 
Cent,  under  the  command  of  commodore  Keppel,  on  the 
expedition  againft  Goree.     After  his  return  from  thence

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lie  ww,  on  the  9th  of  July,  17599  advanced  to  be  captain 
of  the  Mercury,  a  90-gun  ftiip,  in  which  he  was  foonafter- 
wards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  .continued, 
and  in  the  fame  (hip  alft>,  we  believe,  till  after  the  con-* 
clufion  of  the  war*  From  the'  time  of  his  quitting  the 
Mercury,  we  do  not  find  him  again  in  commiffion  till  the 
year  1767,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Superbe,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  the  flag-uup  of  rear-admiral  fir  John 
Moore,  who,  about  the  fame  time,  was  inverted  with  the 
Portfmouth  command.  He  held  this  commiffion,  as  is 
cuftomary,  during  the  three  enfuing  years ;  and  after  quit- 
ting it,  although  fome  accounts  make  him  to  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Crefcent  frigate,  of  thirty  guns,  in  1 771* 
we  are  rather  inclined  to  believe  he  received  no  commit 
lion  till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
.Royal  Oak,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  equip- 
ped for  fervice,  in  confequence  of  the  difpute  with  Ame- 
rica, and  the  apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  France. 
Immediately  prior  to  the  adual  commencement  of  hofti-* 
lities  with  the  power  laft-mentioned,  in  1778,  captain 
Faulkner  was  appointed  fecond  captain  of  the  Victory, 
the  flag- (hip  of  admiral  Keppel,  under  whom  he  ferved, 
and  diltinguifhed  himfelf  in  fo  great  a  degree  as  to  draw 
from  the  commander-in-chief,,  and  admiral  Campbell,  the 
firft  captain,  or  captain  of  the  fleet,  the  higheft  encomiums 
on  his  condufi,  and  cool  intrepidity  at  the  time  of  the  en- 
counter with  the  French  fleet,  off  uffiant,  on  the  29th  of 
July  enfuing.     * 

"  When  admiral  Keppel  retired  from  the  fervice,  as  it 
may  be  remembered  he  did  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  cap- 
tain Faulkner  quitted  the  Victory,  and  does  not  appear  to- 
have  held  any  other  commiffion  till  the  war  was  nearly 
brought  to  a  conclufion.  This  temporary  retirement, 
from  the  circumftances  peculiarly  attending  it,  was  un- 
doubtedly occaiioned  merely  by  political  confiderations, 
for  foon  after  the  change  of  miniftry,  which  took  place  in 
the  month  of  April  1782,  he  was  appointedto  the  Princeis 
Royal,  a  fecona  rate  of  ninety-eight  guns,  which  fhip  had 

Sft  before  undergone  a  thorough  repair  at  Chatham, 
aving  been  equipped  time  enough  to  proceed  with  the 
fleet  fent  to  Gibraltar,  under  lord  Howe,  for  the  relief  of 
that  fortrefs,  he  was  Rationed  in  the  line  as  one  of  the 
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feoonds  to  the  comoiander-uwchief.  After  his  return 
from  that  expedition,  and  the  ceflattOQ  of  hoiUiities 
wtuch  almoft  immediately  fuccecded,  he  *jas  reappointed  t* 
the  fajne  (hip,  which  was  refitted  and  recommiffioned  a* 
one  of  the  guardftups  at  Portfmputh ;  and  on  quitting  that " 
(hip,  as  he  did  before  the  cuftojmary  expiration  of 
fuch  commands,  was  appointed  to  the  Triumph,  of  74 
guns,  a  guardfhip  at  the  lame  port.  This  was  the  laft 
commiffion  he  ever  held.  On  the  24th  of  September, 
1787,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of 
the  white;  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1790,  ta  be 
rear-admiral  of  the  red;  to  be  vice  of  the  blue  oa 
the  1  ft  of  February,  r  793;  vice  of  the  white,  April  the 
12th,  1794;  of  the  red  on  the  12th  of  July  following; 
and,  laftly,  admiral  of  the  blue  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795* 
This  laft  promotion  he  unhappily  furvived  but  a  very  few 
days*  Alter  he  became  a  flag  officer  he  pafled  the  greater 
part  of  his  time,  without  ever  accepting  of  any  com* 
mand,  at  his  feat  at  Havant-park,  in  the  county  of 
Hants  5  but  on  receiving  information  of  his  laft  promo- 
tion, repaired  to  London  for  the  purpofe  of  being  prer 
fented  to  his  majefty.  He  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the 
22d,  and  on  the  following  morning,  being  then  on  a  vifit 
at  the  honourable  colonel  Stanhope's,  in  Park-lane,  ap- 
parently io  the  mod  perfeft  health,  was,  while  engaged  in 
conversation,  fuddenly  ftruck  with  an  apoplexy,  ami  ex* 
pired  on  the  following  morning. 

The  following  ihort  but  well-merited  eulogkim  on  his 
charter  appeared  in  fome  of  the  periodical  publications 
pf  the  time:  "  By  his  death  the  country  has  loft  a  moft 
gallant  and  meritorious  officer,  and  his  family  an  excellent 
father  and  friend.  His  well-known  nautical  abilities  and 
extenfive  knowledge  in  his  profeflion  are  above  panegyric, 
and  his  name  will  be  revered  to  future  ages." 

FORTESCUE,  John. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy, 
in  the  month  of  O&ober  1744 ;  and  on  the  36th  of  June, 
1756,  to  that  of  commander.  In  1757,  and  not  impro- 
bably in  the  enfuing  year,  he  ferved  on  the  North  Ame- 
rican ftation,  being  then  in  the  Grenada  bomb-ketch. 
Thefe  are  all  the  particulars  we  are  acquainted  with  con- 
cerning him,  previous  to  his  promotion  to  be  captain  of 
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the  Barfleur,  by  commiflion,  bearing  date  September  the 
4th,  i7Sf«  **e  continueo*  *n  tn's  fa*P> wc  believe,  till  the 
end  ot  the  year  1760 ;  but  do  not  know  him  ever- to  have 
received  any  fubfequent  commiflion.  He  is  laid,  in  fome 
accounts,  to  have  been  fufpended  from  all  command,  or 
difmuTcd  the  fervice,  in  the  year  1761 :  the  reafon  is  not 
ftated:  and  even  fuppofing  the  information  correft,  he 
certainly  was  reftored  to  his  regular  rank  before  the  end 
of  the  year  1 763.  In  confequence  of  what  we  have  already 
obferved,  as  to  his  holding  no  commiflion  after  1760,  he 
was  confidered  as  retired  from  the  fervice ;  and  when  en- 
titled by  fenioriry,  was  not  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  rear- 
admiral  on  the  luperannuated  lift,  but  put  on  that  of  cap- 
tains according  to  the  regulation  made  in  the  year  1788. 

FRAINE,  J  ofeph, — is  alfo  now  living;  he  was  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  2d  of  December,  1745; 
but  we  have  no  account  of  him,  after  this  time,  till  his  pro- 
motion, in  1758,  to  be  commander  of  the  Speedwell  (loop, 
one  of  the  fmall  veflels  belonging  to  the  fquadron  com- 
manded by  lord  vifcount  Howe,  which  covered  the  land 
expedition  fent  again  ft  St.  Maloes,  under  the  orders  of  the 
duke  of  Marlborough.  He  was  ferit  home  with  the  ac- 
count of  his  grace's  firft  fuccefs,  but  is  no  farther  mentioned 
till  he  was  farther  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain, 
by  commiflion,  bearing  date  December  the  nth,  1759, 
appointing  him  to  the  Southampton  frigate.  In  this 
veflel  he  continued  but  a  very  fhort  time,  being 
removed  into  the  Surprize,  and  lent  into  the  Mediter- 
ranean. He  returned  to  England  in  the  year  1 761, 
and  remained  on  the  home  ftation,  we  believe  alio  in 
the  fame  (hip,  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war;  after  which 
time  we  do  not  find  him  mentioned  as  holding  any  com- 
mand.    About  the  year  177 1  he  married  Mils  Wright, 

fecond  daughter  of Wright,  efej.  heretofore  recorder 

of  Leicefter.  When  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  cap* 
tains,  he  was,  as  well  as  the  gentleman  iaft-mentioned, 
put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift  of  officers  in  that  rank. 

FRANCIS,  Thomas,— is  not  known  to  us  till  his  ad» 
vancement,  on  the  ift  of  November,  1757*  to  be  com- 
mander of  a  (loop  of  war ;  nor  have  we  any  farther  ac- 
count of  him,  till  his  promotion  from  the  rank  juft  ftatpd 
to  that,  of  poft  captain,  by  coinmiflion^  bearing  date 
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November  the  I2th,  1759*  appointing  him  to  the  Grey- 
hound frigate.  Me  was  afterwards  ordered  to  North  ' 
America,  and  from  thebce  to  the  Weft  Indies,  from  which 
laft  Ration  he  did  not  live  to  remove,  dying,  at  Barbadoes, 
on  the  5th  of  June,  1762,  having,  till  that  time,  retained 
the.  command  of  the  Greyhound. 

■  GOOSTREY,  William,— was  appointed  ading  lieu- 
tenant of  the  Marlborough,  by  Mr.  Mathews,  in  the  year 
1743,  and  was  confirmed  in  that  rank,  by  com  mi  fli  on 
bearing  date  June  the  5th,  1744.  We  have  no  farther 
account  of  him  till  his  promotion,  on  the  23d  of  January, 
1759,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dublin.  From  this  (hip  he 
removed,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  into  the  Cambridge,  of 
eighty  guns,  as  captain  to  rear-admiral  Holmes,  who  was 
appointed  to  command  at  Jamaica.  When  the  expe- 
dition was  undertaken  againft  the  Havannah,  under  the 
command  of  fir  George  Pocock,  in  17629  being  ordered 
with  the  other  (hips  on  the  fame  ftation  to  join  th£t 
armament,  was  unfortunately  killed  at  the  fea  attack  of 
the  Moro,  on  the  ift  of  July.  The  following  concife, 
though  honourable  account  of  this  awful  accident,  is  given 
by  the  commander-in-chief  in  his  difpatches.  "  We 
have  to  lament,"  fays  lie,  "  the  untimely  lofs  of  captain 
Gooftrey,  who,  though  foon  killed  after  the  Cambridge 
brought  up,  carried  her  down  with  the  greateft  calmnefs 
and  {pint." 

GRIFFITH,  Walter,— a  gentleman  of  ancient  Wel(h 
family,  we  believe  from  the  county  of  Merioneth,  where 
he  had  no  inconfiderable  pofleflions,  was  promoted  to  tHb 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  7th  of  May,  1755;  in  1758  he 
ferved  in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Royal  George,  the  flag- 
(hip  of  lord  Anfon,  who  at  that  time  commanded  the 
Channel  fleet  cruifing  off  Ufhant.  He  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Gibraltar,  by  commiflion  bearing  date 
the  nth  of  December,  1759*.  That  (hip  was  then 
on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  and  captain  Griffith 
continued  there,  as  well  as  in  the  fame  (hip,  till  after 
the  conclufion  of  the  war;  when  having  returned 
to  England,  he  remained  in  the  fame  command  as  a  peace- 
cruifcr,  we  believe,  till  the  year  1766.  He  held  no  fub* 
•  : » 

*  On  the  24th  of  June  preceding  he  was  married  to  the  widow  of 
lord  George  Bencinck. 
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fequent  commiifion,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover, 

till  the  year  1 770,  when,  on  the  profped  of  a  ruptuit  with 
Spain,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Naraur,  a  fecond  rate, 
which  was  again  dismantled,  as  foon  as  the  difference  Waft 
compromifed.  In  1766  he  was  appointed. to* the  Nod* 
fuch,  of  fixty-four  guns,  and  was  for  fome  time  employed 
in  cruifing  in  the  Channel,  a  fervice  in.  which  he  appears 
to  have  met  with  no  fajther  fuccefs,  than  the  capture  of  a 
fmall  American  privateer,  which  be  fent  into  Plymouth 
in  the  month'  of  January  1777. 

Early  in  the  enfuing  Ipring,  capt.  Griffith  was  ordered  to 
America,  and  failed  at  the  fame  time  with  a  convoy,  hav- 
ing on  board  a  reinforcement  of  troops  and  recruits  for  the 
army.  He  arrived  at  New  York  on  the  25th  of  May, 
three  days  before  his  companions,  which  all  got  in  fafe.  He 
was  afterwards  employed,  and  much  diftinguiftied  himfdf, 
in  a  variety  of  1  ittle  deiultory  expeditions,  which,  though  the 
condud  of  this  gentleman  on  thofe  occafions  reflected  on 
him  much  honour,  are  fcarcely  of  fufficient  confequence 
to  require  any  particular  detail.  The  moll  material 
operation  in  which  he  was  engaged  in  the  courfe  of  the 

{ear  1778,  appears  to  have  been  that  of  attending  lord 
lowe  when  he  put  to-fea  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  hoping, 
though  with  a  force  fo  much  inferior,  fome  opportunity 
might  prefent  itfelf,  that  might  enable  him  to  attack  th$ 
French  fleet  to  advantage.  At  the  clofe  of  the  year  capt. 
Griffith  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  the  fquadion 
and  convey  under  commodore  Hotham.  He  continued 
to  ferve  in  the  Nonfuch  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
fummer,  and  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  off  Grenada; 
but  does  not  appear  to  have  been  materially  engaged,  as 
the  name  of  Nonfuch  is  totally  omitted  by  the  admiral  in 
the  return  of  killed,  and  wounded.  On  Mr.  Byron  hav- 
ing failed  for  Europe,  leaving  rear-admiral  Parker  com* 
oaander-in-chief  on  the  Weft  India  ftation,  that  gentleman 
removed  his  flag  into  the  Princefs  Royal,  and  captain 
Griffith  fucceeded  him  in  the  Conqueror,  but ,  unhappily,  did 
not  long  furvive,  being  killed  in  a  trivial  (ktrmifh  with  the 
French  fquadroh  in  Port  Royal  Say,  on  the  18th  of  De- 
cember following.. 

The  admiral  makes  the  following  honourable  anA 
pathetic  mention  of  captain  Griffith!  which  we  infert  be- 
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caufe  it  is  a  moft  perfeA  narrative  of  the  foregoing  me- 
lancholy event.  "  The  (hips  ahead  of  the  Princefs  Koyal 
at  this  time!  were  the  Conqueror,  Albion,  Elizabeth, 
Vlgilent,  and  Centurion,  but  the* Conqueror  ahead  and  to 
windward  of  the  reft.  About  five  this  (hip  got  within 
diftance  of  the  French  rear-admiral,  who  began  the  can-* 
aonade.  The  fteadinefs  and  coolnefs  with  which,  on 
every  tack,  capt.  'Griffith  received  the  fire  of  the  three 
{hips  belonging  to  the  enemy,  and  returned  his  own,  work- 
ing his  flrip  uritit  as  much  exaftnefs  as  if  he  had  been  turn- 
ing into  Spithead,  and  on  every  board  gaining  confidently* 
gave  me  infinite  pkafure :  the  reft  01  the  (hips  fhewed  no 
lefs  eagernefs  to  get  into  a&ion.  Towards  fun-fet  the 
Albion  had  got  well  up  to  fecond  the  Conqueror,  and  the 
Other  (hips  were  in  aaion;  but  as  thev  had  worked  not 
only  within  the  danger  of  the  (hoals  of  this  bay,  but  within 
the  reach  of  the  batteries,  from  whence  were  fired  berth 
(hells  and  (hot,  I  called  them  off*,  by  the  night  fignal,  at 
a  quarter  before  feven.  It  was  with  inexpreffible  concern 
'I  then  heard  that  captain  Walter  Griffiths  was  killed  by 
the  laft  broadfide.  The  fervice  cannot  lofe  a  better  man 
or  a  better  officer." 

-  HAMILTON,  George,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
on  the  25th  of  O&ober,  1746.  In  1755  he  was  fecond 
of  the  Lancafter,  a  third  rate  of  Gxty-eight  guns,  and  in 
1757  commanded,  with  the  rank  lad-mentioned,  .the 
Acrifs  armed  cutter,  employed  as  a  packet  between  Yar- 
mouth and  Stade,  for  the  conveyance  of  meflengers* 
He  was  promoted,  on  the  9th  of  March,  1 759,  to 
the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and,  we  believe,  appoint* 
ed  to  fome  frigate,  at  that  time  employed  on 
the  North  American  ftation.  In  this  command  he 
died,  at  Halifax,  in  the  month  of  April  1760.  The 
name  of  this  gentleman  has  been  omitted  by  Mr.  Hardy, 
as  well  as  by  other  colle&ors  of  the  names  of  naval 
commanders,  whofe  MSS.  we  have  feen :  he  is,  never- 
thelefs,  indifputably  entitled  to  a  place  here)  and,  it  is  not 
improbable,  the  fhort  time  he  held  the  rank  juft  ftated 
may  have  occaftoned  the  omiflion. 

HARRIS,  William, — was,  in  1737,  a  midfhipman  on 
board  the  Torrington,  of  forty  guns.  He  was  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  ad  of  February,  1743-4* 
In  1748  he  was  fecond  lieutenant  of  the  Norwich,  a 
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fifty-gun  fhip,  Und  wis  afterwards  promoted  to  be  cotH* l 
manderon  the  6th  of  April,  1756:  but  wehave  no  othef 
account  of  him  till  his  farther  advancement*  on  July  36* 
1759,  to  be  captain  of  the  Penguin,  of  twenty  guns.  In 
this  (hip  he  had  the  misfortune  to  be  captured,  on  the  28th 
of  March,  1760,  off  the  coaft  of  Portugal,  by  two  French 
frigates,the  Malicieufe,of  thirty-fix  guns;  and  theOmphale, 
of  thirty-two.  The  captors  funk  the  prize,  and  fent  the 
crew  into  Vigo.  Although  it  appears  fcarcely  poffibld 
to  affix  a  (hadow  of  blame  on  captain  fl&rris,  in  con-* 
fequence  of  the  foregoing  unfortunate  e*ent,  yet  we  do 
not  find  him  holding  any  fubfequent  command,  nor  have  we 
any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he  died 
on  the  14th  of  November,  1766. 

HATHORN,  Robert, — was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on' the  ift  of  July,  1745;  after 
which  time  we  have  no  information  concerning  him,  till 
his  promotion  to  be  captain  of  the  Royal  Sovereign,  a  firft 
rate,  by  commiflion>  bearing  date  O&ober  the  ^7*1 1759* 
Thjs  was  the  flag- lb ip  of  the  admiral  holding  the  Portt 
mouth  command  during  the  war;  and  Mr.  Hathorn  conti- 
nued to  ferve  the  whole  of  the  period  juft  ftated,  as  cap- 
tain progrefltvely  to  vice-admiral  Holburne,  rear-admiral 
Geary,  and  others-  At  the  end  of  the  year  1763,  fome 
time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  he  was  appointed  to 
iheJSuperbe,  of  74  guns,  aguardfliipftationed  at  Portftnouth* 
and  on  board  which  his  former  commander,  Mr.  Holburne, 
not  tone  afterwards  hoifted  his  flag  as  port-admiral* 
Captain  Hathorn  continued  in  the  fame  ftation  during  the 
ufual  term  of  three  years#.  We  do  not  know  him  ever 
to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commiflidn,  *ior  are  we  even 
acquainted  with  the  time  of  his  death,  which  we  imagine  to 
have  happened  about  the  year  1789. 
.  HEWIT,  Sir  William,— the  fon  of  fir  William 
Hewit,  whom  we  have  before  noticed t,  entered  into  the 
navy,  after  the  example  of  his  father,  and  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  9th  of  December,  1745.  On 
February  25,  1756,  he  wis  promoted  to  the  rank  of  com- 
mander; but  we  know  neither  the  names  of  the  ihips  in

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Which  he  ferved,  or  the  ftations  on  which  he  was  employed* 
On  January  10,  1759,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
poft  captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Sphynx,  of  twenty  guns, 
from  which  he  was  foon  advanced  to  the  copnmand  of  the 
ducD'Aquitaine,  of  fixty-fourguns,  a  (hip  taken  from  the 
enemy  not  long  before,  and  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies. 
He  unfortunately  perifhed  there,  together  with  his  whole 
crew,  that  fliip  foundering  in  that  tremendous  gale  of  wind 
which  happened,  off  Pondicherry,  on  January  1,  1761. 

JOCELYN,  Robert.  — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living*,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
Sift  of  July,  1746.  After  which  time  we  have  no  infor- 
mation concerning  him  till  1758,  when  he  was  made  lieu-* 
tenant  of  the  Royal  Geofge,  at  that  time  the  flag- (hip  of 
lord  Anfoh,  who  was  then  employed  in  cruifing  off  Ufhant. 
Mr.  Jocdyit  was  from  that  itation  advanced  to  be  com- 
mander of  the  Baltimore  bomb-ketch,  and  from  thence  pro- 
moted tp  be  captain  of  the  Lenox,  bycommiffion  bearing 
date  Feb.  9,1759.  This  fliipwas  Toon  afterwards  appointed 
for  the  fl%of  rear-admiral  Cornifli,  who  was  fent  out,  in  the 
month  of  May,  with  a  fmall  fauadron  to  the  Eaft  Indies^ 
to  reinforce  Mr.  Pocock.  He  continued  to  feire  as 
captain  to  Mr.  Cornifh  as  long  as  he  remained  on 
board  the  Lenox.  He  afterwards  retained  the  command 
of  the  fame  ihip,  we  believe  during  the  whole  of  the  war, 
and  diftinguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  on  the  expedition 
againft  Manilla,  on  which  occafion  the  following  very 
honourable  compliment  is  paid  him  by  the  admiral  in  hit 
difpatches.  "  Captain  Jocelyn,"  fays  he,  "  who  was 
entrufted  with  the  Care  of  the  difembarkation,  did  every 
thing  that  could  be  expedited  from  a  diligent  good  officer. 

After  his  return  from  the  Eaft  Indies,  which  happened 
,  in  the  year  1764,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  have  held  any 
commiffion.  In  confequence  of  which  retirement,  as  it 
may  be  called,  from  the  fervice,  he  was,  as  might  natu- 
rally be  expeded,  palled  over,  in  the  promotion  of  admirals, 
in  1787,  and  put,  according  to  the  new  regulation,  on  the 
lift  of  fuperanaaatcd  captains. 

KING,  Sir  Richard.— This  gentleman  alfo  is  now 
living ;  he  is  the  nephew  of  commodore  Curtis  Bamet,  of

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whofe  high  merits  and  worth  we  have  already  too  feebly 
attempted  to  give  fome  account*.  Bred  up  under  the 
care  and  immediate  eye  of  his  gallant  relative  from  his 
firft  entrance  into  the  navy,  Mr.  King  ferved  under  cap* 
tain  Barnet  while  employed  on  the  Mediterranean  ftationt; 
and  accompanying  him  afterwards  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  was 
there  very  defervedly  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
on  January  31, 1745-6.  In  a  very  few  weeks  afterwards 
his  brave  tutor  died ;  but  the  fubjeft  of  this  article  had 
with  fo  much  diligence  embraced  the  advantage  his  fitua- 
tion,  and  connexions  afforded  him,  as  to  need  no  farther 
inftru&ion,  to  perfedl  him  in  the  knowledge  of  his  profef- 
fion  for  the  rank  he  then  held.  He  was  not,  however, 
advanced  to  be  a  commander  till  the  23d  of  July,  1756, 
fome  little  time  after  the  recommencement  of  the  war  with 
France.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Bonetta  (loop;  but 
we  have  no,  farther  intelligence  concerning  him  till  his 
advancement  to  the  rank  of  port  captain,by  commiflion  bear- 
kig  date  Jan.  29, 17  59,  appointing  him  to  the  Rye  frigate. 

He  foon  removed  into  the  LudIo>y  Gallic,  a  fifth  rate  of 
forty-four  guns  \  and  not  long  afterwards  intb  the  Argo,  of 
twenty-eight,  in  which  he  was  for  fome  time  employed  as  a 
Cruifer  in  the  North  Sea  J.  After  this,  he  was  ordered 
to  the  Eaft  Indies,  where  he  remained  till  fome  time  after 
the  concluficm  of  the  war,  not  having,  we  believe,  returned 
to  Europe  till  the  end  of  the  year  1 765,  or  beginning  of 
the  enfuing.  He  was  prefent  at  the  expedition  under- 
taken by  rear-admiTal  Cornilh  againft  .Manilla,  and  was 
detached  by  the  commander-in-chief,  in. company  with 
captain  Parker  of  the  Panther,  in  queft  of  the  Santa  rhilip- 
pina,  a  galleon  daily  expected,  to  arrive  in  thofe  feasfrora

(hip  the  Argo,  gives  an  account  in  his  letter,  dated  at  tire  Nore  the 
17th  inflant,  of  his  arrival  there  with  the  Marecbal  ducdeBiron 
fnow,  a  French  privateer  of  fifteen  guns,  fix  pounders,  (pierced  for 
•  twenty)  twelve  fwivcls,  and  one  hundred  ami  nine  men,  which  was 
taken  by  the  Argo  on  the  tith  inflant  after  a  chacc  of  cigrht  hours. 
The  faid  privateer  foiled  from  Dunkirk  trie  7th  of~JanuaryIalt'6n  a 
cruize  to  the  weftward,  and  her  cruise  being  expired  was  returning  to 
Dunkirk,  having  on  board  feven  ranfomers,  to  the  amount  of  4,400 1.

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Acapulco.  He  failed  on  the  4th  of  O&ober  5  and  on  the 
30th,  being  near  the  entrance  into  the  Einbocadero  paflage, 
had  fight  of  a  large  (hip,  which  was  fuppofed  to  be  the, 
veflel  they  were  in  puifuitof.  The  Argo  immediately 
purfued  and  brought  the.enemy  to  action,  but,  after  an 
encounter  of  two  hours  continuance,  was  fo  roughly 
treated  by  the  fhip  attacked,  which,  though  having  only  a 
few  guns  mounted,  was  pierced  for  fixty,  and.  in  magni- 
tude, fuperior  to  a  Britim  third  rate,  that  captain  King 
was  obliged  to  defift,  and  wait  the  coming  up  of  the. 
Panther,*  by  whofe  affiftance  the  Spaniard  was  made  prize 
of,  as  we  have  already  (hewn  *.    • 

Captain  King  returned  from  the  Eaft  Indies  to  Europe 
in  the  Grafton,  a  third  rate  of  fixty-four  guns;, 
and  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  command, 
fubfequent  to  his  arrival  from  thence,  till  the  year 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Ardent,  of  fixty- 
four  guns,' one  of  the  (hips  which,  we  believe,  was 
put  into  commiflion  in  cpniequence  of  the  apprehended, 
rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  1  (lands..  This, 
expected  ftorm  palling  over,  captain  King  removed  into 
the  Afia,  a  (hip  of  the  fame  force,  the  Ardent  being  put. 
out  of  commiflion  and  di (mantled.  Captain  King  conti- 
nued in  the  Ada,  which  was  a  Rationed  guard  (hip  at, 
Portfmouth  for  the  ufual  period  of  three  years :  that  being 
completed,  he  is  not  found  again  commanding  any  (hip  till 
the  end  of  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  apppinted  to  the 
Exeter,  of  feventy  guns,  and,  early  in  1779,  proceeded  ta. 
the  Eali  Indies  with  fir  Edward  Hughes.  He  continued 
on  that  ftation  during  the  whole  of  the  war} and  after  his 
arrival,  being  the  fenior  captain  in  the  fquadron,  was 
raifed  to  the  rank  of  an  eftabliftied  commodore. '  The 
principal  tranfa&ions  of  the  war  have  been  already  re- 
counted at  fufficient  length  in  our  memoirs  of  fir  Edward 
Hughes t,  fo  that  we  feel  it  neceffary  tp  add  but  little  onu 
the.  prefent  occafion.  In  the  fir  ft  engagement  which  took 
place  with  the  French  fquadron  under  monfieur  Suffrein, 
and  which  happened  off  Fort  St.  George  on  the  15th  of 
February,  1782,  the  weight  of  the  a&ion  lay*  on  the 
Exeter  and  the  Superbc,  the  flag-(hip  of  fir  E.  Hughes. 
The  firft  was  attacked  by  three  of  the  enemy's  ihips,  the  . 
fmalleft  of  equal  force,  and  fuperior  in  frie  to  the  Exeter;

gard  to  thfc  Superbe.  The  wind-  Wiltr  at  this  tunte  fe  calm 
that  none  of  the  otter  fhipfe  could  poffibly  get  to  their  aflW- 
atace  for  upwards  of  two  hours,  To  that  half  the  Britiftv 
line,  which  corififted  only  of  nine  fail,  including  the 
Ifis,  of  fifty  gaits,  couM  never  get  into  aflion  at  all.  The 
Monarca,  VHaich  !iy  next  to .  the  Exeter,  made  every 
pofflble  effort  toproteft,  and  cover  her:  but  what  the  event 
xttight  have  been,-  appears  doubtful,  had  the  fame  fuperi- 
ority  of  lire  continued  much  longer.  The  wind,  however, 
fringing  iip  about  fix  o'cIock;  and  enabling  the  four 
headmoft  (hips  to  pay  round  to  the  enemy,  the  French  were 
glad  to  effeft  their  retreat.  The  Exeter  was  by  this  time 
reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck,  and  was  rendered  fo  leaky  by 
the  number  of  fhot-holes  under  water,  as  to  be  reduced  to

Commodore  Kirig  had  removed  his  broad  pendant  into  the 
Hero,  of  feventy^four  guns,  and  commanded  the  van 
fquadron  ;  but  in  this  very  indccilive  conteft  had  no  very 
imerefting  concern.'  Intelligence  of  the  peace,  which  had 
.taken  place  in  Europe,  arrived  in  India  in  a  few  days 
after  the  foregoing  event,  and  put  a  total  flop  to  all  farther 
ajfts  of  hoftillty.  Mr.  King  was  feat  home  to  Etirope

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England  in  the  month  of  May  1784.  On  the  2d  of  Junp 
following  he  was  introduced  to  his  majefty  and  received 
the  honour  of  knighthood/  Sir  Richard  appears  nfc  more 
ia  eomdjaad  till  fome  time  after  he  became  a  flag  officer, 
an  advancement  which  took  place  on  the  24th  of  Septem- 
ber, 17679  he  being  then  appointed  rear-admiral  of  the 
white*  On  the  2 1  ft  of  September,  1 790,  he  was  appoi  n  ted 
to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron;  on  the  1  ft  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1793 1,  he  was  farther  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral 
of  the  blue:  to  be  vice  of  the  white  on  the  nth  of  April, 
1 794;  and  of  the  red  on  the  4th  of July  followingt.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  fame  year  be  was  chofen  reprefentative  in 
parliament  for  the  borough  of  Rochefter,  as  fucceffor  to 
Nathaniel  Smith,  efq.  deceafed,  and  has  continued  member 
for  the  fame  place  ever  fince.  About  the  fame  time  he 
was  appointed  port  admiral  at  Plymouth,  a  ftation  he  hath 
ever  fince  filled,  except  during  fuch  intervals,  as  bis  ne- 
ceffary  attendance  on  his  duty  in  parliament  has  unavoid- 
ably oocafioned,  with  the  higheft  credit  to  himielf.  On 
the  I  ft  of  June,  1795,  he  was  raifed  to  the  xank  in  which 
he  now  continues,  that  of  admiral  of  the  blue. 

LEMPRIERE,  Thoina6. — This  gentleman  we  believe 
to  have  been  a  native  of  the  ifland  of  Jerfey :  he  was  pro- 
tnoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  as  far  back  as  Auguft  11, 
•17415  but  from  that  time  to  June  10,  1757,  when  he 
was  raifed  to'  the  ftation  of  commander,  we  have  no  ac-' 
eoant  of  him.  We  continue  alfo  unacquainted  with  the 
fcrvices  or  veffels  in  which  he  was  afterwards  employed 
prior < to  his  farther  advancement  to  be  captain  of  the  Port 
Mahon  frigate,  by  eommfiflion  bearing  date  February  22, 
1759*  In  this  veflel  he  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  to 
.the  Weft  Indies,  where  we  believe  he  remained,  and  in 
the  fame  (hip,  till  the  year  1762.  He  was  from  thence 
<p*oftS0ted  to  the  Centaur,  of  feventy-four  guns.  Having 
returned  to  England  in  1763,  he  unfortunately  did  not  long 
Survive  his  arrival,  dying  on  the  29th  of  December  in  the 
year  laft-mentioried«

Aa3  MAITLAND, 
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MAtTLAND,  Honourable  Frederic,— was  the  fixth 

fon  of  Charles,  the  fixth  earl  of  Lauderdale,  and  the  lady 
Elizabeth  Ogilvy,  daughter  to  James,  earl  of  Finlater  and 
Seafield.  Having  entered  at  an  early  age  into  the  navy, 
and  parted  through  the  fubordinate  ftations  as  well  of  mid- 
ihipman  as  lieutenant,  he  was,  on  the  17th  of  January, 
1757,  advanced  to  be  commander  of  a  flopp  of.  wax; 
but  we  are,  as  in  many  other  cafes,  unacquainted  both 
with  the  name  of  the  veflcl  itfelf,  or  the  ftations  on 
which  he  ferved.  On  the  9th  of  March,  1759,  he  was 
made  captain  of  the  Wager,  of  twenty  guns ;  but  very  foon 
afterwards  removed  into  the  Lively,  a  (hip  of  the  fame 
force,  and  was  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where,  as  alfo 
in  the  fame  (hip,  he  continued,  we  believe,  til)  the  end  of 
the  year  1761. 

He  diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  month  of  O&Qber  1760, 
being  then  under  the  command  of  rear-admiral  Holmes, 
in  the  Capture  of  the  Valeur*  a  French  (hip  of  war  of 
equal  force  with  himfelf,  with  which  he  had  a  fmart 
action,  lading  an  hour  and  an  half,  off  the  ifland  of 
Cuba.     The  prize  was  one  of  a  fquadron  of  five  French 
frigates  which  had  failed  from  Cape  Francois,  bound  to 
France,  valuably  laden  with  fugar  and  indigo,  two  of 
which  were  taken  and  as  many  deftroyed  by  the  activity 
of  captain  Maitland  and  bis  companions,  as  we  have  al- 
ready briefly  related  in  our  account  of  Mr.  Holmes*. 
Captain  Maitland  having  returned  to  England  at  the  time 
above-dated,   was  promoted   to  the  Renown,  of  thirty 
guns.     In  this  command  he  remained  fome  years,  em- 
ployed till  the  end  of  the  war,  on  the  home  ftation ;  and 
after  peace  had  taken  place,  was  ordered  in  the  fame  fhip 
to  North  America.     He  returned  from  thence  tin  1764, 
and  appears  to  have  had  no  farther  appointment  till  the 
year  1780,  when  we  find  him  captain  of  the  Elizabeth, 
of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  employed,  under  the 
orders  of  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  on  the  Weft-India 
ftation.     In  the  action  which  took  place  with  the  count 
de  Guichen  on  the  17th  of  April,  1780,  the  Elizabeth 
was  ftationed  in  the  line  as  one*  of  the  feconds  to  rear- 
admiral  Parker  who  commanded  the  van  divifion,  and

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was  very  diftinguifhedly  engaged,  having  had  nine  men 
killed  and  fifteen  wounded.  In  the  two  fubfequent 
flrirmifhes  which  happened  in  the  month  of  May,  captain 
Maitland  does  not  appear  to  have  been  concerned*  The 
Elizabeth  being  in  great  want  of  repair,  was  ordered  to 
Jamaica  foon  afterwards,  in  order  to  return  to  England  at 
part  of  the  convoy  fent  with  the  homeward-bound  fleet  of 
meichant-ihips.in  the  enduing  autumn. 

Captain  Maitland  was  immediately  on  his  arrival  ap- 
pointed tp  the  Queen,  of  ninety  guns,  in  which  he  conti- 
nued till  the  month  of  Auguft.1782,  always  flat ioned  in 
the  main  fleet,  or  employed  on  Channel  fervice.  The 
moft  material  tranfa&ioni  in  which'  he  was  concerned 
were  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  in  1781*  in  company  with 
the  fleet  commanded  by  vice-admiral  Darby,  and  the 
capture  of  the  Aftionaire,  a  French  flijp  of  war*  pierced 
for  fixty-four  guns,  bat  then  armi  enflute>  being  bound 
to  the  Eaft  Indies  with  a  cargo  of  (tores,  provifions,  and 
mails  for  the  French  king's  fervice,  having  alfo  on  board 
eleven. chefts  of  fpecie,  and  five  hundred  and  fifty  troops.  Of 
this  fuccefs  the  following  we  believe  a  correct  account. 
Captain  Maitland  having  joined  at  feathe  fquadron  which 
failed  from  Portfmouth,  on  the  1 3th  of  April,  17  82,  under  the 
orders  of  the  admirals  Barrington,  Kempcnfelt,  and  com* 
modore  Elliot,,  he  was  ordered  by  fignal  from  the  latter, 
on  the  31ft  of  the  fame  month,  to  affiit  the  Foudroyant  in 
fecuring  her  prize,  the  Pegafe,  of  feventy-four  guns,  which 
had  been  taken  juft  before.  The  wind  was  [o  extremely 
violent,  and  of  courfe  produced  fo  heavy  a  fwell,  that  it 
was  nine  o'clock  the  next  morning  before  the  captured 
'(hip  was  in  any  condition  to  make  fail.  Captain  Mait- 
land had  by  that  time  received  on  board  three  hundred 
prifoners,  and  fent  an  officer  with  forty  Britiih  feamen  on 
board  the  Pegafe  to  aflift  in  navigating  her.  A  large  (hip 
was  about  this  time  difcovered  to  the  fouthward,  (landing 
to  the  fouth-weft,  upon  a  wind;  and  being  very  foon  per- 
ceived not  to  be  an  Englifh  man  of  war,  was  purfued  with 
all  poffible  alacrity  by  the  Queen.  All  the  French  officers, 
prifoners  on  board  that  (hip,  concurred  in  alluring  captain 
Maitland,  that  the  chace  was  the  Prote&eur,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  on  board  which  was  the  commodore  who 
commanded  the  French  convoy.    The  Pegafe  was,  con* 
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fisquently,  ordered  to  make  the  bcft  of  her  way  to  the 
ncareft  Englifh  port,  attended  by  one  of  the  cutters  then 
'  in  company,  and  the  Queen  continued  her  purfuit.  After 
a  chace  of  fourteen  hours  captain  Maitland  got  up  with 
the  enemy  in  the  night,  and  ftili  continuing  under  the 
delufion  of  its  being  the  Prote&eur,  fired  his  broadfide, 
by  which  nine  of  the  French  crew  were  unfortunately 
killed,  and  twenty-five  wounded.  The  Afltonaire  diU 
charged  her  guns,'  and  immediately  ftruck  her  colours. 

Captain  Maitland,  after  his  return  to  England,  went  to 
fea  for  a  fhort  cruize  with  the  main  fleet,  under  the  order* 
of  earl  Howe;  but  having  returned  into  port,  quitted  the 
Queen  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  previous  to  the  departure 
of  the  fleet  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  his  fbip  having  been* 
pitched  upon  to  receive  the  flag  of  rear-admiral  Alexander 
Hood,  who  had  a  command  in  that  expedition.  Captain 
Maitland  was  immediately  appointed  to  the  Grafton,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  a  fhip  then  in  a  ftate  of  equipment  for 
fervice  at  Portfaiouth;  but  quitted  that  (hip  very  fcon 
afterwards  without  ever  proceeding  to  fea ;  peace  taking 

J  dace  quickly  afterwards,  he  never,  we  believe,  held  any 
ubfequent  command.  He  married  a  lady  of  the  name  of 
Pick,  by  whom  he  left  a  daughter,  married,  April  the  4th, 
1793,  to  Henry  Scrymgeor.  Captain  Maitland  hirnfetf 
died,  at  Rankellor,  in  the  connty  of  Fife,  before  he  b$- 
came  entitled  to  his  flag,  *>n  the  l6tfc  of  December, 

r— ,  Michie,  —  from  being  lieutenant  of  one 

of  the  (hips  on  the  Eaft- India  ftation,  a  rank  we  know 
Hot,  with  any  precifion,  when  he  obtained,  but  certainly 
only  a  very  ftiort  time  before  his  lafy  promotion,  was  ad- 
vanced, by  vice-admiral  Pocock,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Newcaftle,  a  fourth  rate  of  fifty  guns,  in  the  month  of 
July  1759.  This  very  honourable  proof  of  his  admirals 
good  opinion,  he  did  not  long  furvive,  having  fallen  in  the 
a&ion  which  took  place  with  the  count  D'Achl,  in  the 
month  of  September  following.  He  was  killed  by  * 
oiuikeMhot  in  tits  forehead,  before  he  brought  up  along-? 
fide  the  enemy,  or  his  ftiip  had  fired  a  fingle  gim,  a  con- 
vincing proof,  how  pear  he  intended  to  have  engaged. 

NORBURY,  Richard. —This  gentleman,  who  it 
^mongthofe  now  living,  i$  the  brother  of  capt.  Coningiby 
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Norbury,  Tvhom  wc  have  already  briefly  noticed*,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Elizabeth,  by  admiral 
Mathews,  on  the  38th  of  May,  1742 ;  after  which  time 
we  have  no  intelligence  concerning  him  till  he  was  ad* 
vanced  to  be  commander  of  a  {loop  of  war  on  the  1  oth  of 
January,  1757.  We  again  remain  unacquainted  with  all 
particulars  relative  to  his  fervice  previous  to  his  appointment 
from  the  Fly  (loop  of  war,  on  the  4th  of  June,  1 759,  to  the 
command  of  the  Refolution,  of  fcventy-four  guns,  as 
/captain  to  rear-admiral  Geary.  He  remained  in  this  {hip 
fcut  a  very  fliort  time,  having  removed,  with  his  admiral, 
into  the  Sandwich,  his  appointment  of  captain  having  been 
made  for  the  exprefs  purppfe  of  ferving  under  Mr, 
Geary.  Capt.  Norbury  continued  with  him  till  he  quitted 
the  Sandwich  at  the  end  of  the  year  1760,  on  being 
appointed  to  the  Portfmouth  command,  but  remained 
in  the  Sandwich  during  the  continuance  of  the  war;  after 
which  he  did  not,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  di  (cover, 
hold  any  commiflion.  He  was,  confequently,  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  retired  from  the  fervice;  and  was,  therefore, 
when  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  captains,  put  on  that 
of  the  fuperannuatcd  officers  in  the  fame  rank. 

SCAIr  E,  John,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieute- 
nant on  the  19th  of  December,  1747-  In  1757  we  find 
him  commander  of  the  Vulture  (loop,  but  are  unacquainted 
with  the  precife  date  of  his  laft  promotion.  On  the  22d 
of  February,  1759,  he  was  farther  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
captain  in  the  navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Chefterfield,  off  40 

Sns :  after  continuing  in  that  (hip,  we  believe  on  the  home 
tion,  till  the  end  of  the  year  1761,  or  the  beginning  of 
the  enfuing,  he  was  ordered  to  New  York.  He  failed  from 
thence  in  the  month  of  June  1762,  in  company  with  his 
majefty's  (hipthe  Intrepid,  and  fifteen  fail  of  tranfports, 
having  on  board  troops  intended  to  reinforce  the  army 
then  occupied  in  the  fiege  of  the  Havannah.  In  their 
paflage  thither,  the  Chefterfield  and  four  of  the  convoy,  on 
the  24th  of  Jury,  unfortunately  ran  on  Cayo  Comfits,  at 
the  entrance  of  the  Bahama.  Streights,  on  the  Cuba  fide: 
all  the  lives  on  board  were  preferved,  but  the  vefleU 
thetnfelves  totally  loft.    He  does  not  appear  to  have  ever

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held  any  fubfequcnt  commiflion,  nor  are  we  acquainted 
with  the  precife  time  of  his  death,  which  we  believe, 
however,  to  have  happened  about  the  year  1773. 

SHIRLEY,  Thomas, — which  gentleman  is  now  living, 
is  the  third  fori  of  Laurence,  the  tenth  fon  of  Robert*  firft 
carl  Ferrers,  and  Anne,  fourth  daughter  to  fir  Walter 
Clarges,  of  Afton,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  bart.  He 
was  born  on  the  6th  of  April,  1733;  and  having  entered 
intp  the  royal  navy  at  a  very  early  age,  was,  oh  the  nth 
of  O&ober,  1755,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant: 
but  we  have  no  farther  intelligence  concerning  him  till  he 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion 
bearing  date  November  the  19th,  1759,  appointing  him  to 
the  Garland.  He  very  foon  afterwards  was  made  captain 
of  the  King  ft  on,  of  fixty  guns,  in  which  he  continued  till 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  1761,  when  that  (hip,  being 
deemed  unfit  for  farther  fervice,  was  difmantled,  and  cap- 
tain Shirley  removed  into  the  Princefs  Mary,  of  the  fame 
force,  employed  as  a  guardfliip  during  the  remainder  of 
the  war.  Subfequent  to  that  time,  he  appears,  during  a 
con  fide  rable  interval*,  to.  have  retired  from  the  fervice, 
not  having,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  held  any 
commiflion  till  the  month  of  July  1780,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Leander,  of  fifty  guns,  a  fhip  then  newly 
launched.  He  was  employed  for  fomc  time  as  a  cruifer 
in  the  North  Sea,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  1781  w^s  fent 
out,  in  the  fame  fhip,  to  the  coaft  of  Africa  with  a  con- 
voy, confiding  of  a  few  merchant-veffels  and  tranfports. 
In  the  enfuing  fpring,  while  off  that  coaft,  he.  attacked 
and  made  himfelf  matter  of  five  Dutch  forts  t,  mounting 
from  eighteen  to  thirty-two  guns  each,  befides  deftroying  a 
French  ftore-fhip,  called  the  Officieufe,  off  Senegal,  fup- 
pofed  to  be  worth  30,000!.  Captain  Shirley  palled  from 
the  coaft:  of  Africa  to  the  Weft  Indies  J,  where  he  was  pro- 
moted, by  the  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation,  to  the 
IJnion,  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety  guns.  In  this  fhip  he 
returned  to  England  early  in  the  enfuing  fummer :  and

J  Where  he  became,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1782,  for  a  few 
weeks  previous  to  the  arrival  of  admiral  Figot,  commanding  officer,  as 
senior  captain* 
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the  Union  bbingrimmedia4fcTy  but  ait  of  cotnrhiffion  in 
confequencc  of  peace  having  takon  -place,  we  do  not -find 
him  ever  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command.  When 
he  became  fenioi*  dn  the  lift  of  captains  he  was  put  on  that 
•f  fuperanntiated  rear-admirals,  in  which  ftation  he  at 
prefent  continues*. 

STIRLING,  Sir  Walter,-,was  advanced  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  on  the  18th  of  February,  1745-6;  and  to 
that  of  comrrianderof  a  floop  of  war,  we  believe  the  Saltafh, 
on  the  26th  of  February,  1757.  In  this  command 
we  find  no  .other  mention  made  of  him,  than  his 
having  b^en  employed  as  a  cruifer.  Qn  the  10th  of  Ja- 
nuary, 1759,  he  was  prombted  to  be  a  poft  captain,  and 
appointed  to  the  Lynn,  a  forty-gun  fliip.  In  this 
command  he  continued  two  years,  employed  princi- 
pally, we  believe,  as  a  cruifer,  a  feryice  in  which,  how- 
ever, we  find  no  other  mention  made  of  his  fuccefs,  than 
as  the  captor  of  a  fmall  privateer  belonging  to  St.  Maloes, 
called  the  Temeraire,  carrying  ten  carriage,  or  fwivel  gups 
and  thirty-eight  men.  In  1761  he  removed  into  the 
Loweftofie,  a  new  ihip  mounting  twenty-four  guns,  in 
which  he  continued  during  the  whole  remainder  of  the 
war,  and  in  th£  month  of  May  1762,  had  the  good  for* 
tune  to  deftroy  two  of  the  enemies  prames,  off  Graveline, 
after  killing  and  wounding  a  confiderable  number  of  the 
perfons  on  board.  '  His.  nrft  command  after  peace  took 
place,  was  in  the  year  1764,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Rainbow,  of  forty-four  guns,  and  ordered 
to  North  America,  where  he  continued  till  1766,  and  after 
his  return  to  England  was  paid  offand  put  out  of  commiflion. 
He  had  no  farther  command,  we  believe,  till  the  year 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Dunkirk,  of  lixty 
guns,  as  captain  to  commodore  Mackenzie,  who  had 
obtained  the  Jamaica  command.  He  removed,  in  1771, 
into  the  Portland,  of  fifty  guns,  and  returning  to  England 
not  long  afterwards,  was  again  paid  off.  He  held  no 
fcrther  command  till  fome  confiderable  time  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  with  France  in  1778  ;  and  having 
been    appointed   a    regulating   captain    on  the  imprefs

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fervice;  it  is  not  improbable  lie  retailed  'tint  Jtaka 
till  the  end  of  the  yfear  1780,  when  he  was  made  captain , 
of  the  Gibraltar,  jot  eighty  guns,  one  of  the  fijuadttm  feat 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  Satanel  Hood. 
The  expedition  again*:  die  Dutch  iflartd  of  St.  Eaftatia 
taking  place  foon  after  his  arrival  on  the  ftation,  he  was 
chofen  to  be  the  welcome  meflenger  of  the  fuccefs,  and, 
in  confequence,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 

He  does  not  appear  again  ia  the  fervice  till  the  fummef 
of  the  year  1782,  tarhen  he  was  appointed  commander, 
with  the  rank  of  commodore,  at  the  Note.  He  accord- 
tngly  hoifted  his  broad  pendant  firft  on  board  the  Green- 
wich armed  {hip,  and  afterwards  removed  it  into  the 
Prince  Edward, of  fixty  guns,  a  (hip  taken  from  the  Dutch, 
off  St.  Euftatia,  by  captain  Reynolds,  now  ford  l>icie.  He 
quitted  this  command  before  the  conclufion  of  the  year, 
and  does  not  appear  to  have  accepted  of  any  fubfcquent 
one.     He  died  about  the  year  1780. 

VANE,  Honourable  Raby,— third  fen  of  Henry,  fifft 
earl  of  Darlington,  and  the  lady  Grace  Firzroy,  third 
daughter  of  Charles  duke  of  Cleveland,  was  born  on  the 
2d  of  January,  1736;  and  having  betaken  himfelf  to* 
maritime  life,  was,  on  the  4th  of  September,  1759,  pro- 
moted to  be  captain  of  the  Arethufa  frigate,  which  is  the 
firft  mention  we  find  made  of  him  in  the  fervice.  About 
the  fame  time  he  was  chofen  one  of  the  repiefentatives  iti 
parliament  for  the  county  of  Durham;  and  in  that 
chofen  in  1761,  was  returned  for  the  city  of  Carlifte,  for 
Which  place  he 'continued  to  fit  till  the  dHToltitfon  in 
-1768.  He  continued  in  the  Arethufa  till  the  -end  rf 
the  war,  principally,  if  not  entirety  employed  as  a 
cruifer  on  the  home  ftation ;  but  the  utmoft  of  his  fuccefs 
unfortunately  exceeded  not  the  capture  of  two  or  .three 
fmall  French  privateers  #.  After  peace  had  taken  place 
he  wa9  appointed  to  the  Achillea,  df  fixty  guns,  a 
guardfhip.  He  retained  this  command  during  the  ufually 
allotted  period  of  three  years;  but  dying  -on  the  Ojd  df 
Oftobcr,  1769,  did  not  live  to  obtain  any  other. 
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VARLO,  Weftbn,— -was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  as  far  bttk  as  the  16th  of  May,  1743,  having  ol>* 
arirted  Aaf  promotion  from  admiral  Mathews,  under 
whom  he  at  that  time  fervcd  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation, 
and  was,  afaioft  immediately  fubfequent  to  the  date 
above-  given;'  mide  'lieutenant  of  the  Torbay.  We 
hatte  ltootito  intelligence  concerning  this  gentleman  till  he 
waspromoftiA  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain  and  appointed 
toth«Rye,  by  com  million  besting  date  May  Jhe'iiath, 
1759.  He  continued  in  the  fame  veffel  principally,  if  not 
entirely,  we  bdfreve,  employed' at  a  cruifcr  en  the  home 
ftation  till  the  end  of  the  year  1761,  when  he  removed 
into  the  MakJMfone  frigate,  and  continued,  occupied. aa 
before,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war*  After  peace  had 
taken  place  he  Was,  in  1763,  ordered  to  North  America* 
where,  -  we  beffieve,  he  remained  three  years.  After 
his  return  to  England  he  appears  id  have  held  no  com- 
million  till  the  vear  1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Yarmouth,  of  uxry-fbur  guns,  one  of  the  inips  ordered  to 
be  equipped  for  fervice  in  conference  of  the  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain.  He  quitted'  the  Yarmouth  in  the 
enfuing  year,  on  the  difpute  being  accommodated,  and  that 
fliip,  with  many  others,  consequently  difmantled.  We 
do  not  find  him  holding  any  commiffion  after  this  time 
till  the  year  1777,  when  he  commanded  the  Bedford,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  Slips  employed  as  cruifers 
m  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  for  the  double  purpofe  of  watching 
the  motions  of  the  French,  and  djftrefling  the  American 
commerce.  He  appears,  however,  to  have  met  with  bat 
Mttle  fuccefs  in  his  lad  occupation,  being  noticed 
only  as  the  captor  of  a  fmall  American  veffel,  bound  from 
Virginia  to  St.  Scbafttans,  laden  with  tobacco.  The 
Bedford  being  ordered,  in  the  month  of  May  1778,  to 
North  America,  with  Mr.  Byron,*  captain  Varlo  quitted 
that  (hip,  and  never  appears  to  have  taken  upon  him  any 
fubfequent  command.  When  he  became,  in  ^787,  fenior 
on  the  lift  of  captains,  he  was,  in  confequence  of  hia 
having,  as  it  might  be  in  fome  meafure  faid  he  had,  retired 
from  the  fervice,  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated  rear- 
admirals,  but  did  not  long  enjoy  this  advancement,' for 
fuch  it  may  be  called,  dying  on  the  2 2d  of  December,  1789. 

5  WATSON* 
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..  WATSON,  Gebrgeir— a  gentleman  of  Scotch  extiftc* 
tion>  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  on  th$  <6th,of  Auguft, 
I755»  a«d  afterwards  ferved  for  fome  time  in  that  ftation 
on  board  the  Royal  George,  the  flag- ft ip,  firft  of  lord 
Anfon,  and  afterwards  of  fie  Edward  Hawke.     He  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and  appointed  to  the 
Cygnet  (loop,  as  he  afterwards  was  to  rh&#f  captain,  not 
improbably    through    the    influence    of    fir    Edward, 
to  the*  Aldborough,  a  .twenty-gun  ftip,  being   com- 
miflioned,  on  December  the  nth,  1759*    He  remain- 
ed in  this  flirp,   to  which   he  was  appointed   merely 
for. the  purpofe  of  giving  him  rank,  but  a  very  few  days; 
nor  do  we.know  what  particular  commands  he  held  be- 
tween die  time  juft-ftatsd.  and  the  year  1761 ;  but,  con- 
trary to  the  affertions  of  fome,   believ*   him  to  have 
continued  during  the  whole  time  in  commiflion.     The 
next  ihtp,  however,  we  find  him  pofitivcly  mentioned  as 
captain  of,  was 'the  Mermaid,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  to 
which  he  appears  to  have  been  appointed  when  that  fliip 
was  firft   launched  in. the  year  already   dated  (1761J. 
After  peace  had  taken  pfaee  he  was  ordered  to  North 
America,  and  imagine  him  .to  have  returned  to  England, 
in  tome  other  fhip,  in.  the  coutfe  of  the  yqar  1766.     In 
the  enfaing  hfe  commanded .  the  Hind,  of  twenty  guns,, 
a  (hip  employed  as  a  confer  on  the  home  ftatipn.     How 
long  precifely  he  continued  in  this.veflel  we  have  been 
unable  xo  afcertain,  but  do  not  believe  him,  to  have  held 
any  iiibfequent  command.     Unhappily  falling  into  de- 
rangement of  mindt,  be  died  in  that  lamentable  (late  *  on 
the  16th  of  June,  1774. 

.  YORK,  His  Royal  Highnefs  Edward,  Duke  of,— was 
thefecond  fqn  of  Frederic,  prince  of  Wales,  and  con- 
fequently  next  immediate  brother  to  his  prefent 
majefty.  He  was  born  on  the  25th  of  March,  1739; 
And  having  refolved  to  embrace  a  maritime  life,  went 
firft  to  fca  in  the  year  1758,  under  commodore 
lord. Howe  in  the  capacity  of  a  midflupman  on  the 
expedition  fent  againft  Cherburg :  he  was  of  <;ourfe  pre- 

.  *  A  misfortune  grievoufly  to  be  lamented,  inafmuch  as  we  have  been 
informed,  that  without  being  a  fevere  disciplinarian,  or  what  in  the  land 
fervice  is  called  a  martinet,  no  mart,  wjiile  he  enjoyed  a  found  mind,- 
took  greater  pains  in  inftrucling,  and  exercifing  his  people,  or  had  them 
in  greater  order. 

f  Occafioncd  by  an  iron  ftaunchion  falling  on  his  head  while  he 
was  going  down  the  (hips  fide. 
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font  at  the  lamentable  difafter  which  took  place  at  St; 
Cas  *.  On  his  return  to  England  he  was  received  by -his 
late  majefty  with  the  moil  cordial  affe&iorj:  and,  in  con* 
fequence  of  his  being  a  prince  of.  the  blood  royal,  the 
otherwife  indifpenfible  regulations  of  the  fervice  being 
iwaved,  he  was,  en  ihe  14th  of  June,  1 759,  promoted  td 
the  rank  of  poft  captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Phoenix,  of 
forty-four  guais*  He  was  employed  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  ctirr4nt  year,  astaxrui£er>in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay, 
but  was  at  length  driven  from  his  ftation  by  a  gale  of  wind 
which  happbned  in  the  month  of.  Oftober ;  and  we  do  not 
know  whetheit  he:  ever  afterwardis  held  any  command  as  3 
private  captain.-,  .On  the  ift  of  April,  1760^  he  was  ere* 
ated  a  peer  of  Great  Britain,  by  I  the  title  of  duke  of  Yorlf 
»nd  Albany  ;  <uithe  8th  of  April,'  1761,  his  highnefs  was. 
raifed  to  the  drank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue-;  and  having 
cjarly  in  the-errfuing  year,  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Princefe  Amelia,  ofeighty  guns,  ferved,  during  the  fum- 
tner,  as  fecond  in  command  of  the  fquadron  employed  in 
the  Channel,  under  the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  The 
prefent  earl  Howe,  under  whom  his  highnefs  had  ferved 
x>n*his  firft  entrance  into  the  fervice,  in  the  ftation  of  a 
midfhipman,  in  compliment  to  him  took  the  command  of 
the  (hip  under  him.  The  fquadron,  which  confided  only 
of  eleven  fail  of  the  line  and  three  frigates,  failed  from 
Spitbead  the  latter  end  of  July.  Having  returned  into 
port  he  failed  on  a  fecond  crriize,  in  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, tQ  join  fir  Charles  Hardy  offBreft;  and  not  long 
-afterwards  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue 
jfquadron.  He  finally  returned  into  port  in  the  month  of 
November;  and  peace  being  concluded  almoft  immediately 
afterwards,  his  highnefs  confequently  refigned  his  com- 
mand. In  1763  he  re- hoifted  his  flag  on  bo^rd  the  Cen- 
turion, of  fifty  guns,  being  appointed  admiral  on  the  Medi- 

♦♦He  landed  with  the  troops  at  a  volunteer,  and  the  following 
anecdote  or  occurrence  is  related  of  him  during  the  expedition. 

"  Prince  Edward,  in  rcconnoitiiog,  advanced  fo  near  as  to  cxpofe

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tetraaean  flatten.  He  continued  there,  bomrenfer, but  a  verp 
fihort  time,  and.  unhappily  did  not  live  long  enough  to  take 
upon  him' any  other  command* 

He!  repaired  to  the  Hague  early  in  the  year  1767 ;  and 
from  thence,  after  a  fltort  flay,  proceeded  to  die  fouth  of 
France. .  Towards  the  end  0/  Aiiguft,  after  •having  danced 
too  much,  in  confeqoence  of  which  be  became  overheated, 
at  an  entefctainracnt  given  him  by  a  French  nobleman,  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Toulon,  he  imprudently  refolved  to 
proceed  thither  as  foon  asithe  ball  was  over,  though  the 
diftance.  was  nearly  twelve  miles.  All  the  diffiiafive  re* 
.  prefentations  made  by  the  gentlemen  in  his  foite  were 
unforfunatdly  ineffectual.  His  royal  highnefs,  prefumiag 
perhaps  on  his  youth,  and  the  ftrength  of  his<:onftitution, 
wrapped  himfelf  up  in  his  cloak,  and  proceeded.  On  the 
next  day  he  complained  of  a  flight  indifpofitiorl,  and  tea* 
porary  fhivering;  but  even  tbefe  fymptom*  were  not  fuf- 
Jkknt  to  deter  him  from  going  to  the  comedy  at  night. 
Neverthelefs,  he  found  his  complaints  fo  tepidly  enereafing 
that  he  was  compelled  to  withdraw,  long  before  it  was 
finiiheii  He  complained  particularly  of  being  feveriih, 
and  thirfty ;  but  by  proper,  care,  and  drinking  profofdy, 
proper  diluting  liquors,*  he  was  fo  far  recovered,  by  the 
following  day,  as  to  rtfoivcon  proceeding  to  Monaco,  the 
prince  of  which  place  he  had  become  perfonally  acquainted 
with  ina  former  tour  of  .Italy,  made  by  his  royal  higbaefc 
when  admiral  on  the  Mediterranean  flat  ion. 

The  duke  was  not  improbably  induced  to  take  this 
meafure  in  the  hope  of  meeting,  through  the  intimacy 
juft  ftated,  as  he  certainly  did,  with  better  accommodation, 
than  he  could  have  found  at  any  other  place  then  within 
his  reach.  On  his  arrival  at  Monaco  he  ftill  complained 
of  fevdr  ajid  thirft,  but  in  other  refpe£U  appeared  in  good 
fpirits.  Ontheenfuingmorninghisroyai  highnefc  was  much 
worfe,  and  was  confined  wholly  to  his  bed.  In  a  very  few 
days,  though  the  utmoft  attention  was  paid  him,  and  every 
medical  afliftance  the  country  afforded,  was  procured,  his 
royal  highnefs's  difeafe  was  pronounced  incurable.  Soon 
as  this  intimation  was  given  to  the  duke,  he,  with  the 
utmoft  compofure,  made  fuch  arrangements  as  he  thought 
jncceifory;  direded  that  captain  Wrotteily  ihmld,  alter 
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his  death,  be  difpatched  to  England  with  intelligence  of 
the  event,  which  was  to  be  communicated-  to  the  royal 
family  in  a  manner  prefcribed  by  himfelf.  In  this  placid 
compofure  of  mind  his  royal  highnefs  died,  on  the  14th 
of  September,  1767 ;  and  his  body,  after  being  embalmed, 
was  put  on  board  the  Montreal  frigate,  which  arrived  with 
it  in  the  Thames  on  the  f  ft  of  November.  It  laid  in  (late 
one  day  in  the  prince's  chamber,  and  was  interred,  with  the 
ufual  folemnities,  in  the  royal  vault  under  king  Henry  the  . 
Seventh's  chapel,  on  the  3d  of  the  fafne  month*

ADAMS,  Sir  Thomas, — was  the  great-grandfon  of  fir 
*Thomas  Adams,  fon  of  Thomas  Adams,  of  Wem,  in  the 
county  of  Salop,  efq.  which  fir  Thomas  Adams,  the  fon,  on 
account  of  his  unfhaken  loyalty,  and  firm  attachment  to 
the  royal  caufe,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  Charles  the 
Second,  on  the  13th  of  June,  1660.  Sir  Thomas  was,  in 
the  early  part  of  his  life,  much  pdtronifed  by  the  late  fir  J. 
Bufhout,  arid  having  made  Choice  of  a  naval  life,  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  June  8, 17^7 ;  and  being 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander,  ferved,  we  believe, 
either  in  the  Speedwell,  or  the  Happy,  then  employed  on 
the  Downs  ftation.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Terpfichore  frigate,  by 
commiflion  bearing  date  Auguft  the  27th,  176a,  and  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  as  well  as  the  earlier  part  of  the 
enfuing,  was  employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the  home  ftation. 
The  only  fuccefs,nowever,weare  acquainted  with  hishaving 
met  with,  while  thus  occupied,  was  the  capture  of  a  very 
inconsiderable  lug-fail  French  privateer*  belonging  to 
Dieppe,  which  he  met  with  ofFScilly  on  the  8th  of  April. 
Being  ordered  .to  the  Eaft  Indies  on  his  arrival  at  Ply- 
mouth with  his  prize,  he  failed  thither  accordingly  on 
the  23d  of  May  following.  On  his  return  from  thence 
he  was,  in  the  month  of  July  1762*  removed  into  tho 
Boftbn,  of  thirty-two  guns.  This  fhip  being  put  out  of 
commiflion  not  long  afterwards,  in  confequence  of  peace 
having  taken  place,  fir  Thomas  was  appointed  to  the 
Niger  of  the  fame  force,  in  which  he  continued  till  the 
end  of  tbe  year  1 764 :  the  fhip  having  then  been  taken  into 
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dock  and  refitted,  fir  Thomas  was  afterwards  reappointed 
to  her,  and  fent  to  North  America*.  He  returned  to 
Europe  in  1767,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any 
fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1769,  when  he  was 
again  commiflioned  to  the  Bofton,  and  ordered  to  North 
America,  where  he  died  on  the  16th  of  April,  1770. 

BANKS,  Francis. — We  have  no  information  relative 
to  this  gentleman,  previous  to  his  promotion,  on  the  23d 
of  March,  1757,  to  be  commander  of  a  fioop  of  war. 
Even  after  having  obtained  this  advancement,  we  are  un- 
acquainted in  what  particular  manner,  or  fervice  he  was 
employed.  On  the  14th  of  April,  1 760,  he  was  appointed 
captain  of  the  Rofe,  of  twenty  guns,  a  ftiip  at  that  timtr 
we  believe,  belonging  to  the  North-American  ftation. 
Having  returned  to  England  in  fome  other  veflel  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  1 761,  he  remained,  for  a  ihort  time  out 
of  commilfion ;  but  before  the  conclufion  of  the  enfuing, 
was  appointed  to  the  Lizard,  of  twenty-eight  guns, 
in  whirh  fhip  we  believe  him  to  have  fcrved  on  the  Weft 
India  ftation  at  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  Being 
paid  off  foon  afterwards,  on  returning  to  England, 
we  do  not  again  find  him  mentioned  as  holding  any  com- 
mand till  the  year  1775,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Renown,  of  fifty  guns,  and  ordered  to  North  America. 
He  died  there,  on  the  18th  of  June,  1777,  retaining  till 
the  time  of  his  death  the  commiflion  la  ft- mentioned. 

BATEMAN,  Nathaniel.— Our  information  concern- 
ing this  gentleman  commences  with  his  appointment  to 
be  captain  of  the  Eurus,  a  twenty-gun  (hip,  at  that  time 
on  the  North-American  ftation,  by  commiflion  bearing 
date  March  the  31ft,  1760.  He  continued  to  ferve  in 
this  (hip  but  a  very  fhort  time,  being  appointed,  long 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  to  the  Northumberland, 
of  feventy  guns,  as  captain  to  lord  Colville,  who  then 
commanded  in  chief  on  the  above-mentioned  ftation. 
He  not  improbably  continued  to  retain  the  fame  commiflion 
during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  as  we  find  no  mention 
made  pf  him  in  any  other  command;  and  the  inactive, 
though  highly  honourable  property  of  that  juft-ment toned, 
may,  it  is  fair  to  conclude,  well  account  for  our  lack  of 
information.     The  firft  mention  we  find  made  of  him 

*  During  the  time  he  commanded  the  Niger  he  was  for  twofetfona 
employed  on  the  Newfoundland  ftation. 
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after  the  conclufion  of  the  war  is,  that  he  wa$  captain 
of  theBellona,  of  feventy-four  gunsj  a  guardfhip  ftationed  at 
Plymouth*  to  which  we  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed 
in  the  year  17651  After  qhitting  this  ftrip^  as  he  did 
in  176%  we  find  him  no  farther  mentioned  during  the 
fucceeding  ten  years.  In  1777  he  commanded  the  Win- 
chelfea,  of  32  guns,  on  the  Jamaica  ftation.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year  1778,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Yarmouth* 
of  64  guns*  as  fucceflbr  to  capt.  Vincent,  who  returned  to 
England}  we  believe m  in  the  Winchelfea.  He  was 
early  in  1799  ordered  to  the  Leeward  Iflands  for  the 
purpofe  of  reinforcing  Mr.  Byron ;  and  at  the  encounter  off 
Grenada,  was  ftationed  to  lead  the  rear  divifion  on  the 
{larboard  tack ;  but  owing  to  fome  caufe,  with  which  we 
are  unacquainted,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  materially 
engaged,  nd  return  having  been  made  of  the  killed  and 
wounded  on  board  that  (hip* 

He  continued  to  ferve  on  the  fame  ftation  till  the  month 
of  April  1780*  when  he  was  prefent,  under  the  command 
of  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  at  the  encounter  with  the 
count  de  Guichen*  On  this  occaflon  he  had  twenty  men 
killed  and  wounded,  an  unequivocal  proof  of  his  having 
been,  at  leaft  fomewhat  concerned  in  the  a&ion,  feven  only 
of  the  whole  fleet  having  fuftained  fuperior  injury^  far  as 
related  to  the  numbers  of  the  crew  killed  and  wounded*  His 
condu&  was,  neverthelefs,  fo  much  difapproved  of  by  the 
commander-in-chief,  that  he  was  brought  to  a  court-* 
martial  and  fentenced  to  be  difmifled  the  fervice.  In  juftice, 
however >  to  this  gentleman,  we  have  to  obferve,  that  many, 
Very  many,  brave,  and  intelligent  officers  considered  him  a* 
treated  with  a  harfhnefs  bordering  on  cruelty;  for  though 
his  condu&  might  not  be  entirely  irreprehenfible,many  cir- 
cumftances  tended  to  palliate  the  impropriety  of  it,  and 
rendered  him  an  objeft  exciting  companion  far  more  than 
calling  forth  punifhment; 

BAxME^  William,— ferved*  in  175^,  as  a  lieutenant 
on  board  the  Torbay,  at  that  time  the  flag- (hip  of  vice- 
admiral  Bofcawen.  On  the  10th  of  November,  1756,  he 
was  advanced  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war.  ,In  the 
enfuing  year  we  find  him  in  the  Spy ;  but  whether  he  was 
originally  appointed  to  that  veflel  we  know  not.  Previous 
to  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  pott-captain  in  the  navy 
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he  commanded  the  Woolwich,  of  forty-four  guns,  per 
order,  for  fome  time  prior  to  his  regular  commiffion  being 
iifued  for  that  (hip,  which  bore  date  July  1,  1760.  He  u 
faid  to  have  afterwards  commanded  the  Boreas  frigate  at  the 
flege,  and  conqueft  of  Martinico,  in  1762 ;  but  this  is  a  cir- 
cumftance  we  dare  not  pofitively  aver. 

Strange  as  it  may  feem,  we  have  no  account 
of  this  gentleman  having  held  any  fubfequent  command 
till  after  the  recommencement  of  the  war  with  France  in 
1778 ;  indeed  we  have  no  reafon  to  imagine  he  received  any 
commiflion  during  the  intervening  peace.  Soon  after  the 
event  juft-mentioned  had  taken  place,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Alfred^  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  fhip  juft  launched. 
After  continuing  a  fhort  time  on  the  home  ftation,  he  was 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  was  prefent  at  all 
the  different  encounters  which  took  place  in  that  part  of 
the  world  previous  to  his  death  :  firft,  that  with  the  count 
de  Grafle,  on  the  29th  of  April,  1781 :  fecondly,  having 
accompanied  fir  Samuel  Hood  to  North  America>  in  that 
with  the  fame  opponent  on  the  5th  of  September  follow- 
ing, off  the  Che  fa  peak.  On  both  thefe  occafions  he  was 
Rationed  to  lead  the  van  of  the  fleet,  but  was  not  engaged 
owing  to  caufes  already  explained,in  our  account  of  the  dif- 
ferent commanders-in-chief,  Mr.  Graves,  and  firS.Hood*. 
After  his  return  to  the  Weft  Indies,  his  ftation,  as  leader 
of  the  fleet,  proved  rather  an  unfortunate  circumftance  to 
him,  he  having  ran  foul  of  the  Nymph  frigate,  in  confe- 
quence  the  Alfred  received  fo  much  injury  as  to  be  obliged 
to  change  her  ftation  in  the  line,  at  the  moment  an  attack 
was  on  the  point  of  taking  place  on  the  French  fleet, 
which  then  lay  at  anchor  in  Bafleterre  Road ;  and  which, 
had  it  not  been  for  the  unfortunate  accident  juft-mentioned, 
but  on  which  account  captain  Bayne  was  totally  blame- 
lefs,  would  have  been  in  great  meafure  furprized. 

The  Alfred  being  refitted,  captain  Bayne  refumed  his 
original  ftation,  but  loon  aftervvards  was  ported  fecond  in  the 
line, in  confequence  of  capt.Bumct,who  wasa  fen  ior  officer, 
and  to  whom,  of  courfe,  the  poft  of  honour  juft-mentioned 
belonged,  having  joined  the  fleet  in  the  Royal  Oak.  We 
now  Come  to  the  memorable  encounter  in  which  a  period

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was  put  to  the  life  and  fcrvices  of  this  very  a£ive,  and 
gallant  officer.  This  was  the  partial  fkirrhifh  which  took 
place  between  a  part  of  the  llnglifh  and  French  fleets  on 
April  9,  1782:  a  fkirmifti  which  proved  a  prelude  to 
the  decifive  and  glorious  vivftory  obtained  over  the  count 
de  Grafle  three  days  afterwards.  Apart  from  this  confi- 
deration,  the  indecifive  acVion  j lift- mentioned,  was  chiefly 
memorable  on  account  of  the  melancholy  event  we  have 
to  record.  The  firing  commenced  about  eight  o'clock, 
and  ceafed  foon  after  twelve,  a  fhort  time  before  which, 
captain  Bayne  loft  his  thigh  by  a  cannon  fhot;  and' the 
efFufion  of  blood  was,  in  confequence,  fo  great,  that  he 
expired  before  the  tourniquet  could  be  applied.  His  com- 
mander-in-chief praifed  him,  and  lamented  his  fate  :  his 
brother  officers,  and  thofe  he  commanded,  were  :nani- 
mous  in  their  tribute  of  forrow;  and  the  whole  nation, 
foon  as  the  account,  and  circumftances  attending  his  death 
were  received  in  England,  were  impelled,  as  if  by  one 
voice,  in  paying  him  a  general,  and  wcll-deferved  tribute 
of  forrow.  To  perpetuate,  to  future  ages,  the  memory  of 
his  worth  and  gallantry ;  in  confequence  of  a  parliamentary 
application  to  his  majefty,  a  noble  monument  has  been 
creeled  in  Weftminfter-abbey  to  the  joint  memory  of  this 
gentleman,  captain  Blair,  and  lord  Robert  Manners,  who 
were  killed  either  in,  or  died,  in  confequence  of  wounds  re- 
ceived, foon  after  the  a&ion  of  the  12th  of  the  fame  month. 
BENNET,  William, — is  faid  to  have  been  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  as  far  back  as  the  26th  of  March, 
1741.  We  cannot,  however,  but  exprefs  fome  doubts, 
whether  it  is  the  fame  Wm.  Bennet  of  whom  we  are  now 
about  to  fpeak :  however  this  may  be  in  point  of  fa£r,  we 
have  no  farther  information  relative  to  him  till  the  3d  ot 
March,  1760,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Royal  George,  a  firft  rate, 
at  that  time  the  flag- (hip  of  the  late  fir  Edward  Hawke. 
We  believe  him  to  have  retained  the  fame  command  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  the  war.  After  hostilities  were 
concluded  this  gentleman  appears  to  have  remained  out 
of  commiflion  till  the  year  1766,  when  he  Was  appointed 
to  the  Rippon,  of  fixty  guns,  a  guardfliip  at  Portfmouth. 
In  the  enfuing  year  he  removed  into  the  /Eolus  frigate,  of 
thirty-two  guns,  and  proceeded  to  tta  Mediterranean, 
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where  he  remained  fome  years,  and  alfo  retained  the  fame 
command  for  a  confiderable  time  after  he  returned  to 
England,  not  haying  quitted  the  .fljolus,  we  believe,  till  the 
end  of  the  year  1774,  or  the  beginning  of  the  enfuing. 
He  was  next  appointed  to  the  Aldborough,  of  twenty 
guns,  and  fent  to  Newfoundland;  but  we  do  not  believe 
hirp  to  have  continued  in  this  fliip  longer  than  twelve 
rnonths,  and  after  quitting  it,  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  other  comrniffion  till  fome  time  after  the  commence- 

•  rnent  of  the  war  with  France.  It  being  then  deemed 
proper,  that  a  guardihip  ftiould  be  ftationed  at  Cork,  cap- 
tain- Bennet  was  appointed  to  the  Lenox,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  the  fliip  deitined  for  that  fervice.  He  remained 
there  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  and  after  its  cef. 
fation  does  not  appear  to  have  taken  upon  himfelf  any 
command.  When  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  cap* 
tains,  as  was  the  cafe  in  1787,  he  was  put  on  the  fuper- 
annuated  lift  of  rear-admirals,  arid  died,  we  believe,  in 
the  courfe  of  the  year  179c. 

CARPENTER,  Robert,--was  promoted  to  be  lieute- 
nant in  the  navy  on  the  48th  of  April,  1755.  After 
which  time,  not  being  noticed,  far  as  has  come  to 
our  knowledge,  till  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of  pofU 
Captain,  by  comrniffion  bearing  date  January  the  3d, 
176P,  appointing  him  to  the  Aldborough,  of  twenty  guns, 
we  are  unacquainted  with  all  particulars  relative  to  his 
fervice,  as  well  while  commander  of  a  {loop  of  war,  as 
while  in  his  former  ftation  of  lieutenant.  Sometime  be-r 
fore  the  cpncjufion  of  the  year,  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Coventry,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  a  frigate  employed  on 
the  home  ftatjon  as  a  cruifer.  He  continued  in  that  fliip, 
and  occupied  in  the  fame  line  of  fervice,  as  we  fuppofe, 
till  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  He  is  not  mentioned,  how- 
ever, in  any  other  way,  than  as  having  captured,  in  the 
month  of  April  1762,  a  French  privateer,  belonging  to 
Bayorinc,  called  the  Guerrier,  carrying  ten  guns  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty  men.  After  quitting  the  country  we 
do  not  find  him  holding  any  fubfequent  command  till  the 
.year  1768,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Edgar,  of 
ijxty  guns,  a  guardfhip.  He  quitted  this  (hip  not  long 
afterwards ;  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  collecl:  any  far- 
ther particulars  concerning  him,  except  fha.t  he  died  on 
the  14th  of  February,  1773. 

'  ELIOT, 
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ELIOT,  John, — the  brother  of  Edward,  lord  Eliot,  fo 
created  January  30,  1784,  was  promoted  from  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  to  be  commander  of  the  Hawke  (loop  of  war 
in  1759.  Otherwife  he  is  not  known  to  us  till  his  appoint- 
ment to  be  captain  of  the  Gofport,  on  the  25th  of  April, 
1760.  He  remained  in  the  fliip  lad-mentioned  till  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  1761,  and  was  then,  we  believe,  ap- 
pointed to  the  Thames  frigate,  of  which  he  continued 
captain  till  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  He  was  then 
promoted  to  the  Prince  of  Orange,  a  fixty-gun  fhip,  Ra- 
tioned as  a  guardfhip  at  Chatham,  and  remained  there 
during  the  ufually  allotted  period  of  three  years.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  1766,  he  was  appointed  governor  of  Weft 
Florida,  and  died,  holding  that  honourable  truft,  on  the 
1 2th  of  June,  1769. 

FIELDING,  Charles,— was  the  fecond  fon  of  Charles, 
third  fon  of  Bafil  Fielding,  fourth  earl  of  Denbigh,  and 
third  earl  of  Defmond,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  by 
his  lady,  Hefter,  daughter  to  fir  Bafil  Firebrafs,  knight 
and  baronet.  He  was  brought  up  from  a  very  early  age 
to  the  fea  fervice;  but  we  have  no  account  of  the  particu- 
lar manner  in  which  he  was  employed,  till  we  find  him 
promoted,  on  the  27th  of  Auguft,  1760,  to  the  rank  of 
poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Flamborough,  of 
twenty  guns.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  but  a  very  fliort 
time  ;  nor  do  we  know  of  any  to  which  he  was  afterwards 
appointed  till  the  year  1762,  when  he  was  captain  of  the 
Unicorn,  of  twenty-eight  guns.  We  do  not  find  him 
after  the  conclufion  of  the  war  to  have  held  any  fubfe- 
quent  commiffiori  previous  to  the  year  1770,  when  he 
commanded  the  Achilles,  of  fixty  guns,  under  vice- 
admiral  Geary,  who  was  then  appointed  the  ftationed 
flag-officer  at  Portfmouth  *.  Soon  as  the  profpedt 
of  a  rupture  with  Spain  pafied  away,  captain  Fielding 
removed  into  the  Rainbow,  of  forty-tour  guns,  a 
fhip  equipping  for  fervice  at  Chatham,  a  command  which 
he  retained  nearly  two  years.  On  quitting  it,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Kent,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  guardfhip 
at  Plymouth,  and  continued  in  this  (hip  during  the  ufually

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allotted  period-  Early  in  1776,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Diamond  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  and 
in  the  month  of  May  following  was  ordered  to  Ame- 
rica as  commanding  officer  of  the  convoy  fent  thither  with 
a  large  detachment  of  foreign  and  Britifh  troops.  After 
continuing  there  fome  years,  during  a  part  of  which  time, 
particularly  in  1778,  he  was  commanding  officer  at  Hali- 
fax*, in  Nova  Scotia,  he  returned  to  England*  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1779,  having,  after  his  arrival  from 
America,  been  promoted  to  the  Namur,  of  ninety  guns, 
was  fent  out  on  a  Channel  cruize,  as  commanding  officer 
of  a  fmall  fquadron,  confiding  of  fix  fhips  of  the  l{ne, 
one  of  fifty  guns,  and  five  frigates  or  Hoops  of  war,  for 
the  purpofe  of  intercepting  a  Dutch  merchant- fleet,  and 
its  convoy,  reported  to  be  laden  with  naval  ftores,  bound 
to  fome  of  the  enemies  ports.  Captain  Fielding  fell  in 
with  the  vefiels  he  was  in  queft  of,  when,  after  fome  little 
altercation  with  the  Dutch  admiral,  he  furrendered  himfelf 
to  captain  Fielding,  a  few  guns  being  fired  by  the  Britifh, 
as  a  proof  they  were  ferious  in  their  determination  to 
fearch  the  mips  under  his  protection , 

Captain  Fielding  not  long  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Minerva,  a  new  frigate  on  a  large  conftru£Hon,  carrying 
thirty-eight  guns,  and  fuppofed  at  that  time  the  nneft 
velfel  of  her  clafs  in  the  Britifh  navy  t»  He  continued  in 
the  fame  (hip  till  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  when, 
'after  quitting  the  Minerva,  he  remained  for  a  few  months 
out  of  commiflion,  till  the  Ganges,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
one  of  the  fhips  prefented  to  government  by  the  Eaft  India 
company,  was  launched.  Keing  then  appointed  to  that 
ihip,  a  circumftance  which  took  place  early  in  1782,  he 


*  The  greateft  encomiums  are  paid  him  by  lord  Howe,  the  com- 
mander-in-chief on  the  American  (ration,  for  having  ordered  away 
fromv Halifax,  the  Raifonablc,  of  fixty-four,  and  Centurion  of  fifty 
guns,  to  reinforce  the  fquadron,  under  his  lordfhip,  at  New  York,  at 
the  time  of  the  count  D'£ftaing*s  arrival  on  that  coaft  with  a  French 
fquadron. 

+  He  accompanied  vice-admiral  Darby,  and  the  fleet  fent  to  the  relief 
of  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  March  1781 ;  but  is  not  otherwife  men- 
tioned, than  as  having  been  concerned  in  tbeconteft  with  theSpanifh 
gun-boats  in  Gibraltar  Bay,  and  as  being,  with  other  fhips,  difpatcbedj 
|>y  tlpe  admiral,  to  reconnpitre  the  port  of  Cadiz. 
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was  ordered  to  join  the  main  or  Channel  fleet,  and  ac- 
cordingly proceeded  with  lord  Howe,  in  the  month  of 
September,  to  relieve  Gibraltar.  In  the  flcirmifh  which 
took  place  with  the  combined  fleets  on  the  20th  of  'Oc- 
tober following,  captain  Fielding  had  the  misfortune  to 
be  wounded  in  the  arm  by  a  fplinter:  though  the  hurt 
was  apparently  flight,  and  no  evil  confcquences  whatever, 
were  at  firft  apprehended  as  likely  to  enfue,  fuch  was  hi* 
bad  habit  of  body  that  it  turned  to  a  gangrene,  of  which  he 
died  in  a  few  weeks  after  his  return  to  England.  Few 
perfons  who  have  ever* attained  the  rank  of  captain  in  the 
navy  appear  to  have  been  lefs  fortunate  in  finding  oppor- 
tunities, either  of  enriching,  or  dtftinguifhing  hjfnfdf, 
more  efpecially  when  we  coniider,  that  from  family  con- 
nexions, or  fome  other  caufe,  every  attention  to  what  was 
thought  conducive,  or  likely  to  be  fo,  to  his  interqft,  was 
paid  by  thofe  who  had  the  direftion  of  the  maripe  de- 
partment at  that-time,  far  as  was  confiftent  with  a  due 
regard  to  the  good,  and  the  regulations  of  the  fervice.  His? 
ill  fortune  was  the  more  t©  be  lamented,  as  he  certainly 
poflefled  many  of  the  requifites  neceflary  to  form  a  great, 
and  good  officer.  Thefe  qualifications,  however,  were, 
in  fome  degree,  alloyed  by  a  too  faturnine  difpofition,  en- 
creafed  perhaps  by  difappoihtment,  and  a  more  rigid 
enforcement  of  rules,  which  he  conneQed  a$  a  part  of  the 
duty  of  an  officer,  and  a  feaman,  than  was  abfolutely  ne- 
ceflary to  the  maintenance  of  order,  and  proper  difcipline. 
GASGOIGNE,  Edward, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  30th  of  March,  1742;  and  advanced 
from  thence  to  the  rank  of  commander,  by  commiflion 
beating  date  O&obcr  the  nth,  1755.  We  know  him  to 
have  been  frequently,  if  not  during  the  whole  time  he 
held  the  rank  laftr mentioned,  employed  in  an  a&ive  ftation, 
Jn  1757,  however,  we  hav6  reafon  to  fuppofe  him  en- 
gaged, not  as  captain  of  a  veflel,  but  on  the  imprefs,  or 
fome  other  fervice  conne&ed  with  the  navy.  This  con- 
ftitutes  the  whole  of  the  information  we  have  been  able 
to  coHefi  relative  to  this  gentleman,  previous  Jo  his  pro- 
motion, on  the  18th  of  February,  1700,  to  be  captain  o£ 
the  Dublin,  of  feventy-four  guns.  He  was  immediately 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  continued 
to  fqrve,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  war,  under  fir 
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James  Douglafs,  who  hoifted  his  broad  pendant  on  board 
the  Dublin,  as  commander-in-chief  on  the  Leeward  Ifland 
ft  at  ion.  Nothing  material  took  place  with  refpe&  to 
Mr.  Gafcoigne  while  thus  employed ;  and  after  the  return 
of  the  commodore  to  England,  in  1762,  on  board  the 
Centurion,  captain  Gafcoigne  continued  to  command  the 
Dublin  till  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  Having  then 
returned^to  England,  that  fiiip  was  confequently  put  out 
of  commiflion,  and  difmantled:  nor  did  captain  Gafcoigne 
live  long  enough  to  obtain  any  other  command.  He  died 
on  the  30th  of  December  (Mr.  Hardy  fays  the  14th),

GOWER,  Honourable  John  Levefon,— the  fecond  fon 
of  John,  firft  earl  Gower,  by  his  third  countefs,  the  lady 
Mary,  daughter,  and  coheir  to  Thomas  Tufton,  earl  rf 
Thanet,  and  widow  of  Anthony,  earl  of  Harold,  fon  of 
Henry,  duke  of  Kent.  According  to  Collins,  and  other 
heraldic  authors,  he  was  born  in  the  year  1743.  If  this 
be  true,  which  we  fee  no  folid  reafon  to  doubt,  he  mull 
have  entered  at  a  very  early  age  ihto  the  navy,  and  rapidly 
paHed  through  the  lubordinate  ranks  of  lieutenant  and 
commander,  having  been,  on  the  30th  of  June,  1760*, 
being  then  only  feventeen  years  old,  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Flamborough,  of 
twenty  guns.  He  remained  in  this  veffel  but  a  very  fhort 
timet,  having  removed,  long  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
to  the  Quebec  frigate,  and  proceeded  to  the  Mediterranean. 
In  the  month  of  December  he  carried  into  Gibraltar  a 
French  privateer,  called  the  Phoenix,  carrying  eighteen 
guns  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  men,  which  he 
captured.off  Cape  Palos.  He  remained  in  the  fame  (hip, 
as  well  as  on  the  fame  flat  ion,  till  after  the  ceflation  of 
hoftilities;  and  having  then  returned  to  England,  was, 
after  continuing  a  (hort  time  out  of  commiflion,  appointed 
to  the  Africa,  of  fixty-four  guns.  He  was  immediately 
ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  and  from  thence,  we  be- 
believe,  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies.  On  his  return 
to  England  he  was  appointed  to  the  jEolus  frigate,  of

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thirty-two  guns,  one  of  the  Mediterranean'  fquadron 
Rationed  there,  as  is  cuftomary,  even  in  time'  of  peace. 
He  appears  to  have  quitted  this  fhip,  and-  returned  to 
England  in  1767  :  nor  is  he  known  to  us,  as  holding  any 
fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1770,  when  He  was  cap- 
tain of  the  Pearl,  of  32  guns,  on  the  Newfoundland 
ftation.  He  retained  this  commiflion  for  one  feafon ;  and 
after  remaining,  during  a  fhort  period,  unemployed, 
was  appointed  to  the  Albion,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one 
of  the  guardfliips  ftationed  at  Plymouth,  Orr  the  com* 
mencement  of  the  disturbance,  and  difpute  whh  North 
America,  he  removed  into  the  Valiant,  a  (hip  of  the  fame 
force  with  that  he  laft  commanded,  and  employed  as  a 
cruizer  in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay;  for  the  purpofc  of  prevent- 
ing, or. at  leaft  reftraining,  the  American  commerce  with 
France.  In  this  occupation  he  appears,  allctrcumftances 
confidered,  to  have  been  tolerably  fuccefsfuf,  having  cap- 
tured three,  or  four  of  their  veflels  laden  with  cargoes  of 
po  mean  value,  On  the  commencement  of  the  war  with 
France,  captain  Gower  was  ordered  to  join  the  fleet  in- 
tended for  home,  or  Channel  fervice,  and  was  prefent,  as 
captain  of  the  Valiant,  at  the  encounter  with  the  French 
fleet,  offUfhant,  on  the  27th  of  July,  1778.  He  was  on 
that  occafion  ftationed  in  trie  line  as  one  of  the  Teconds  to 
Mr.  Keppel,  the  commander-in-chief*,  and  diftinguifhed 
himfelf,  in  a  manner  naturally  to  be  expe&ed  from  a  man 
of  his  known  gallantry,  aftivity,  and  general  knowledge 
in  his  profeflion. 

He  was  one  of  the  witnefles  examined  on  the  trial  of 
Mr.  Keppel,  which  prefently  afterwards  took  place;  and 
being  warmly  attached,  to  the.caufe,  and  party  of  that 
gentleman,  followed  his  example  of  retiring  from  the 
fervice,  when  that  gentleman  (truck  his  flag  after  his 
acquittal.  On  the  general  change  of  miniftry,  which  we 
have  already  had  fo  many  occafions  to  repeat,  and  which 
it  may  be  well  remembered  took  place  early  in  1782, 
captain  Gower  again  returned  to  his  profeflion,  and  was 
appointed  firft  captain,  or  captain  of  the  fleet  to  lord  vif- 
count  Howe,  who  commanded  in  chief  the  formidable 
armament  employed  in  the  Channel  during  the  months  of 

*  The  Valiant  had  fix  men  killed  and  twenty-fix  wounded. 
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July  and  Auguft,  which  wasafterwards  fent  in  September  ft* 
the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  His  conduft  on  this  occafion  was 
noticed,  in  his  lordftiipV  public  difpatches,  in  the  follow- 
ing very  handfome  terms.  "  At  the  fame  time,  I  am 
femmdcd  of  the  advantages  derived  to  his  majedy's  fcrvicc 
from  the  extenfive  knowledge  of  the  difficult  navigation 
within  the  Streights,  acquired  by  the  unremitting  affiduity 
of  my  firft  captain,  Levefori  Gower." 

Peace  taking  place  prefently  after  the  return  of  the  fleet , 
captain  Gower,  as  a  natural  confequence,  quitted  his 
command.  On  the  31ft  of  January,  1783,  he.  was  ap-« 
pointed  one  of  the  commrffioners  for  executing  the  office 
of  lord  high  admiral,  lord  Howe  being  at  the  fame  tim? 
made  firft  commiffioner.  He  retained  this  flat  ion,  how- 
ever, for  a  fliort  period  only,  having  quitted  it  on  the  10th 
of  April  following,  together  with  nearly  the  whol$.  board, 
in  order  to  make  room  for  the  coalition  party,  which  then 
came  into  power,  Thefe,  in  their  turns,  were  fucceeded 
!>y  thcffe  whom  they  had  before  fupplanted,  on  the  ift 
of  December,  1783,  and  captain  Gower  again  re  fumed  his 
ftation,*  which  he  continued  to  hold  through  three  com-, 
millions,  till  the  X2th  of  Auguft,  1789.  To  enumerate 
bis  commands  as  a  naval  officer,  in  the  month  of  June 
1785,  he  hoifted  his  broad  pejidant  on  board  the 
Hebe  frigate,  being  appointed  to  that  ftatron  for  the 
purpofe  of  attending  his  royal  highnefs  Prince  William 
Henry,  fince  created  duke  of  Clarence,  on  a  tour  of  cic-t 
cumnayigation  round  the  ifland  of  Great  Britain.  Th$ 
choice  certainly  was  a  compKment,  though  a  well-deferved 
one,  and  fufficiently  proves  the  high  estimation  in  which 
the  abilities  of  this  gentleman  were  held.  In  June 
1787,  he  was  appointed  commodore  of  a  fquadron  of  obfer- 
vation  confiding  of  fix  (hips  of  the  line,  befides  frigates, 
equipped  for  Channel  fervice»  and  accordingly  hoifted  his 
broad  pendant  on  board  the  Edgar,  of  feventy-four  guns. 
Nothing,  however,  in  the  imalleit  degree  material  took 
place.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  raifed 
to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue ;  and  in  the  enfu- 
ing  fummer  was  inverted  with  a  command  exactly  of  the 
fame  nature  with  that  he  had  held  in  the  preceding  year. 
He  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  his  former  flvip,  the  Edgar. 
The  force  under  him  confided  of  fix  (hips  of  the  line  and 
two  frigates,  one  of  them  the  Andromeda,  of  thirty-two 
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guns,  commanded  by  his  royal  highnefs  prince  William 
Henry,  the  advancement  of  whole  naval'  education  was 
faid  to  be  one  of  the  objefts  of  the  ciiilfe  we  are  peaking 
of.  His  highnefs  having  proceeded  to  the  Wtft  Indies, 
the  fquadron  returned  into  port,  and  the  redr-admiral  ap- 
pears to  have  had  no  farther  appointment  till  thefummer 
x>f  the  year  1790,  when,  on  the  idea,  and  profpeft  of  a 
rupture  with  Spain,  he  was  once  more  appointed  to  his 
former  Ration,  of  firft  captain  to  earl  Howe,  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet  equipped  on  that 
©ccafion. 

The  difpote  being,  as  may  be  well  remembered,  quickly 
accommodated,  the  armament  never  proceeded  to  fea,  and 
Mr.  Gower  again  pafled  into  private  life.  On  the  21ft 
of  September  in  this  year,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  of  the  white,  a  fituation  from  which  lie  did 
not  live  long  enough  to  experience  any  advancement, 
dying  fuddenly  by  an  apdple&ic  fit,  while  in  the  a&  of 
fhaving  himfelf,  at  his  feat  at  Bill-hill,  near  Wokingham, 
Berks,  on  the  15th  of  Augud,  1792.  In  1784  he  was 
chofen  reprefentative  in  Parliament  Tor  the  borough  of 
Appleby,  in  Weftmorcland:  and  after  having  continued 
member  for  that  place  during  the  whole  feflion,  was,  in 
1790,  returned  in  the  new  parliament' then  called,  for  the 
borough  of  Newcaftle-under-Line.  He  married,  on  the 
'  6th  of  July,  1773,  Frances,  daughter  to  admiral  Bofcawen, 
and  fifter  to  the  prefent  lord  vifcount  Falmouth :  by  her 
he  had  iflue  a  fon,  named  John,  born  June  25 ;  baptized 
July  23,  1774.  Few  men  in  the  naval  fervice  have  ever 
been  oftenftbly  more  attached  to  thofe  parties,  created  by 

{political  controverfies,  than  this  gentleman.  Neverthe- 
efs,  however*  ftrong  thofe  attachments  might  be,  he  fuf- 
ferfed  them  not  to  burft  forth  into  that  fpecies  of  rage 
which  hath,  not  un frequently,  tarnifhed  the  character  of 
the  ableft  and  the  mod  worthy  men.  .Previous  to  the 
year  1782  he  feemed  mod  ftrongly  linked,  by  the 
ties  of  friendfhip,  to  Mr.  Keppel ;  but  fubfequent  events 
proved  this  connexion  not  of  the  mod  lading  kind : 
the  rear-admiral  having,  as  a  public  charadler,  condantly 
kept  in  check  with  his  former  friend,  after  the  year  1782 ; 
never  both  holding  at  the  fame  time  any  governmental 
appointment,  like  two  dars,  to  ufe  a  common-place# 
phxafe,  that  never  appeared  in  the  fame  fphere.     This* 
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appears  to  have  been  occtfioned  by  that  political  fchifmy 
the  coalition,  though  we  mfift  oblerve*  that  even  before 
that  time  he  appears  to  have  been  united  in  the  clofeft 
intimacy  to  the  prefent  earl  Howe,  ar\  attachment  which 
continued  to  the  laft  moment  of  his  life* 

GRAHAM,  Mitchell,— was  the  fon  of  fir  Reginald 
Graham,  of  Norton  Conyers,  in  the  county  of  York, 
baronet  *,  and  his  lady,  the  daughter  of  colonel  Graham, 
of  Pickill,  in  the  fame  county-  who  ferved  in  queen 
Anne's  wars  as  aid-de-camp  to  John,  commonly  tailed  the 
gnat  duke  of  Marlborough.  Mr*  Graham  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  ad  of  April  1755- 
He  was  afterwards  raifed  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and 
We  believe  early  in  1760  was  appointed  to  the  Light* 
ening  fireftup.  From  this  vcilel  we  fuppofe  him  to  have 
been  promoted,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  November  the 
aift,  1760,  to.be  captain  of  the  Aldborough,  of  twenty 
guns.  He  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, where  he  remained  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1762,  when  he  returned  to  England  and  retained  the 
fame  command  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  He, 
however,  is  not  other  wife  noticed  than  as  the  captor  of 
a  fmall  Spanifh  privateer,'  of  eight  guns  and  fixty-five 
men,  called  the  Golondrina,  together  with  a' merchant 
veifcl  belonging  to  Whitehaven,  homeward-bound  from 
Carolina,  which  had  a  fliort  time  before  been  taken  by 
the  fame  privateer.  After  the  conclufion  of  the  war 
captain  Graham  was  ordered  to  North  America  in  the 
fame  fhip  j  arid  having  returned  from  thence  to  England, 
either  for  refitment,  or  on  fome  other  account,  was,  on  the 
3d  of  May,  1764,  married  to  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Jack- 
man,  the  daughter  of  an  eminent  timber-merchant.  He 
again  repaired  to  his  former  ftation  in  North  America* 
where  he  remained  till  the  year  1 766.  Aftc/  quitting  the 
Aldborough,  as  he  did  on  his  fecond  return  to  England, 
at  the  time  juft -dated,  we  do  not  know  of  his  having 
held  any  farther  commiilion,  except  that  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Fly  (loop,  which  he  commanded  on  the  weftern 
ftation  in  the  Channel,  during  the  year  1770  and  the 

*  This  family  is  defcended  from  Mallis  Graham,  the  firft  carl  of

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enfuing*.  As  he  was  confidered  in  the  light  of  a  retired 
officer,  not  having,  during  the  courfe  of  fo  many  years* 
held  any  command,  he  was  not,  when  he  became  fenior 
on  the  lift  of  captains,  promoted  to  a  flag,  but  put  on 
that  of  fuperannuated  rear-admirals. 

Being  unfortunately  much  embarraflfed  in  his  circum- 
ftances,  he  fought,  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  a 
miferable  afylum  in  France.  At  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  Robertfpiejre's  infamous,  and  bloody  tyr- 
rany,  this  gentleman  was  at  Paris,  and,  in  common  with 
a  number  of  other  unhappy  natives  of  Great  Britain, 
labouring  under  the  fame  (pedes  of  difficulty,  was,  in 
violation  of  thofe  well-known  rules  of  hofpitable  humanity, 
which  all  chriftian  nations,eyen  when  at  war  with  each  other, 
have  ever  held  inviolable,  with  refpect  to  perfonswhofeek  a 
peaceable  afylum  among  them,  and  continue  to  aft  in- 
offenfively,  was  thrown  into  the  Luxembourg  prifon,and 
treated  with  the  greateft  cruelty  as  well  as  feverity.  The 
death  of  the  tyrant,  on  July  28,  1 794,  was  productive,- 
indeed,  of  this  gentleman's  releafe ;  but  he  unhappily  fur- 
vived  the  miferies  he  had  endured,  but  a  few  months*- 
dying,  at  Paris,  on  the  8th  of  March,  1795,  leaving  be- 
hind him,  at  the  fame  lucklefs  capital,  his  fon,  and  daugh* 
ter,  as  ij  is  reported,  in  a  very  deplorable  ftate. 

HpWE,  William,  —  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  12th  of  November,  1756  ;. 
but  we  know  not  any  thing  farther  concerning  him,  pre- 
vious to  his  promotion,  on  the  ift  of  July,  1760,  to  be' 
captain  of  the  Biddeford  frigate.  He  was  employed  in 
the  fame  veflTel  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  i763,entirely,- 
we  believe,  as  a  cruifer  in  the  North  Sea.  In  this  kind 
of  fervice  he  appears  to  have  been  extremely  aftive,  hav- 
ing captured  feveral  of  the  fmall  French  privateers  which 
then  infefted  the  Britifh  coaftt.  He  removed  from  the 
Biddeford,  into  the  Montreal,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns ; 
and  being  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  died,  while  on 
that  ftation,  at  Gibraltar,  on  the  6th  of  January,  1 764.

t  The  Chamillant,  of  Gx  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  off  Harwich,  in 
the  month  of  Match  1761 ;  the  Auguftinc,  01  twelve  carriage  and 
fwivel  guns,  taken  off  Yarmouth  on. the  14th  of  April;  and  the 
Marquis  de  Beringham,  of  fourteen  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  taken 
off  the  Dogger  Bank  on  the  3d  of  May. 
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HUNT,  Jofeph,  —  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  2d  of  June>  1756  }  and  to  that  of  comman- 
der on  the  18th  of  June,  1759.  We  believe  him  to  have 
feeen  then  appointed  to  the  Mortar  bomb-ketch,  and  tor 
have  continued  in  the  fame  veffel  till  his  advancement,  on 
Nov.  21,  1760,  to  be  captain,  per  order,  of  the  Unicorn, 
of  twenty-four  gtms.  He  was  immediately  fent  out  on  a 
Cruife  off  the  coaft  of  France;  and  on  the  nth  of  Janu- 
ary, 1761,  fell  in  with,  off  the  Penmarks,  a  French  fri- 
gate, called  the  Veftal,  carrying  thirty  guns,  and  two 
hundred  and  twenty  men.  The  enemy  was  firft  difco- 
vered  at  eight  o  clock  in  the  morning,  and  brought  to 
action  after  a  chace  of  two  hours.  Captain  Hunt  unfor- 
tufiately  had  his  right  thigh  mattered'  at  the  third 
broad  fide  by  a  .(hot,  which  occafioned  his  death  about 
an  hour  after  the  a&ion  was  clofed,  by  thfc  furrender  of 
the  Veftal.  A  well  authenticated  circumftance  we  have 
received,  relative  to  the  death  of  this  gentleman  does  too 
much  honour  to  his  humanity  to  be  luppreffed.  Almoft 
immediately  after  he  was  carried  into  the  cockpit,  while 
the  furgeon,  and  his  attendants  were  bufily  employed  in 
attending,  and  endeavouring  to  fuccour  him,  one  of  the 
feamen,  lefs  .dangeroufly  wounded  than  himfelf,  was 
brought  down  alfo,  he  immediately  forbad  all  farther  at- 
tention being  paid  him,  faying  that  he  feared  hi^  own 
cafe  was  a  defperate  one,  and  pofitively  infilled  they  mould 

{>roceed  to  take  proper  care  of  the  man.  He  )>referved, 
ike  the  immortal  Wolfe,  his  fenfes,  ftrength,  and  refo- 
lution,  juft  long  enough  to  be  capable  of  knowing  the 
enemy  had  furrendered.  He  exprefled  his  fatisfaflion  in 
nearly  the  fame  terms  that  illuftrious  character  did  on  the 
limilar  melancholy  occafion,  and,  fainting,  never  uttered 
a  word  afterwards,  though  he  continued  to  breathe  nearly 
an  hour  *.  Owing  to  the  '(hort  time  this  brave  gentle- 
man ferved  on  board  the  Veftal,  and  not  having  lived  long 
enough  to  have  the  rank  of  captain  confirmed,  his  name 
has  been  omitted  in  the  lift  publiflied  by  Mr.  Hardy,  as  well 
as  in  many  others  which  we  have  feen  in  MS, 

•  Lieutenant,  now  vice-admiral  John  Symonds,  of  whom  we  (ball 
kercafter  have  occafion  to  fpeak,  mod  gallantly  fought  the  Unicorn 
afrer  his  captain  fell,  and  compelled  the  Veftal  to  furrender,  after  a 
very  fman  a&ion  of  two  hours  continuance* 

•6  HUGHES, 
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HUGHES,  John,  -r*  is  totally  unknown  to  us  till  the 
year  1757,  when  he  commanded  the  Cruifer  (loop  of  war 
on  the  Downs  ftation.  From  this  veffel  we  believe  him 
to  have  removed  into  the  Tamar  floop  of  war.  He  was 
employed  as  a  Channel  cruifer,  and  on  the  30th  of  April 
fell  in  with  two  French  privateers,  off  Portland,  carrying  fix 
guns  each,  both  of  which  he  captured,  and  carried  into 
Plymouth.  On  November  21,  1760,  he  was  promoted 
to  be  eaptain  of  the  Seaford,  a  twenty-gun  (hip,  and  was 
ahnoft  immediately  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  where  he 
was  appointed,  not  long  afterwards,  to  the  York,  of  fixty 
guns.  Having  returned  from  thence  in  1 762,  he  was  made 
captain  of  the  Portland,  of  50  guns;  and  that  (hip  being 
broken  up  at  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  he  was  next  appoint* 
ed  to  the  Boreas,  a  cruifing  frigate  of  28.  He  retained  this 
command,  we  believe,  till  the  year  1766 ;  and  after  quitting 
it  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commifli-* 
on.  We  arenot  even  acquainted  with  the  precife  time  of  his 
death,  but  believe  it  to  have  happened  about  the  year  1787* 

KEITH,  Sir  Bafil,— the  defcendant  of  a  very  ancient 
ind  honourable  kcottifh  family,  was  promoted  to  the  rank: 
of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  November  1 5, 1756,  and  ferved 
in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Enterprize,  a  5th  rate  of  44 guns. 
He  was  moreover  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Dover,  a 
forty«gun  fliip,  on  the  I  ith  of  April,  1760.  He  retained 
this  command  only  till  the  month  of  July  following, 
when  he  removed  into  the  Amazon,  a  fixth  rate,  a  veflel 
which  was  employed  as  a  cruifer  on  Channel  fervice.  In 
the  month  of  January  1761,  having  then  the  Solebay, 
commanded  by  captain  Dalrymple,  in  company,  they  fell 
in,  on  the  31ft,  off  Calais,  with  a  ftout  French  pri- 
vateer, called  the  Chevert,  belonging  ta  Dunkirk,  car- 
rying eighteen  guns,  fix- pounders,  and  one  hundred  and 
fixty  men.  After  fome  chace,  the  enemy  got,  about  half 
paft  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  under  a  battery, 
mounting  four  heavy  guns,  a  little  to  the  weftward  of  the 
cliff.  Notwithftanding  this  formidable  protection,  the  af- 
failants  refolutelyperfiited  in  their  attack,  though  the  enemy 
kept  up  a  tremendous  fire.  The  privateer  ran  ftfliore  aboi:t 
four  o'clock  {  but  ftriking  her  colours  foon  ffterwards  to 
the  Amazon,  was,  without  much  difficulty,  got  off  unhurt. 
Captain  Keith  continued  in  the  fame  ihip  during  the  re-, 
mainder  of  the  war,  we  believe  alfo,  conftantly  on  the 
home  ftation.     After  peace  had  taken  place  he  does  not 
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appear  to  have  held  any  command  till  the  year  1766, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Levant  frigate,  of  twenty- 
eight  guns,  then  fitting  at  Sfaeernefs.  He  proceeded  in 
this  veflel  foon  afterwards  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he 
remained  till  the  year  1769,  or  the  beginning  of  the  en* 
filing ;  and  after  quitting  it  on  his  return  to  England,  we 
do  not  believe  him  to  have  held  any  other  command  as  a 
naval  officer. 

In  1772  he  received  the  honour  of  knighthood,  in  con- 
fequence  of  his  being  appointed' proxy  for  his  brother,  fir 
Robert  Murray  Keith,  then  ambaftador  at  the  court  of 
Vienna,  who  was  at  that  time  inftalled  knight  of  the 
Bath.  In  the  enfuing  year  he  was  raifed  to  the  very 
honourable,  and  confequential  truft  of  governor  of  the 
ifland  of  Jamaica.  A  (hort  time  before  his  departure  he 
was  married  to  mifs  Warren,  of  Harley-ftreet ;  and  hav- 
ing proceeded  to  his  government,  died,  holding  that  Ra- 
tion, on  the  njth  of  November,  1777. 

LAMBERT,  Robert. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  3d 
of  July,  17542  after  which  time  we  have  no  account  of 
him  till  his  promotion,  on  the  1 8th  of  February,  1760, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Wager.  He  remained  in  this  veflel 
but  a  very  (hort  time,  having  been,  before  the  conclufion 
of  the  year,  promoted  to  the  Prince  Edward,  of  forty- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  employed  on  the  home  ftation. 
He  quitted  this  command  before  the  end  of  the  year  1761, 
when  the  Prince  Edward  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies}; 
and  though  we  believe  him  to  have  been  always  employed, 
know  not  what  fpecific  cornmi (lions  he  held  during  the 
remainder  of  the  war.  We  find  him  no  farther  mentioned 
till-  the  year  1766,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Phcenix, 
of  forty-four  guns,  and  fent  out  to  the  coaft  of  Africa,  as 
commanding  officer  on  that  ftation.  After  his  return 
from  thence,  he  was,  in  1767,  appointed  to  the  Dorfet- 
fliire,  of-  feventy  guns,  a  guardihip  at  Portfmouth ;  and 
was  ordered,  in  the  enfuing  year,  to  the  Mediterranean. 
He  returned  from  thence  in  1 769 or  70,  we  are  not  precifely 
informed  w^ich :  and  after  quitting  the  Dorfetftiire,  as  he 
then  did,  wefto  not  again  find  him  holding  any  commiflion 
in  this  line  of  fervice.  In  1782  he  was  appointed. a  com- 
miflioner  of  the  navy  refident  at  Jamaica,  it  being  thought 
neceffary,  in  confequencc  of  the  very  extenfive  naval  arma- 
ment; 
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merit  then  etaployed  in  that  quarter,  to  eftablifh  a  civil 
department  to  fuperintend  the  partial  repairs,  and  refit- 
ment of  fliips,  in  order  to  leflen,  in  fome  degree,  the  care 
and  labour  of  the  commander-in-chief.  Peace  taking  . 
place  very  foon  after  this  time,  the  newly  ere&ed  office 
juft-menttoned,  was  fupprefled,  and  capt.  Lambert  retired 
on  a  penfion  of  250!.  per  annum,  as  a  iuperannuated  com- 
miffloner  of  the  navy. 

LONG,  William,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  as  far  back  as  the  4th  of  May,  1740.  He  ferved 
on  board  the  Rupert,  as  third  lieutenant,  at  the  time  of 
the  encounter  off  Toulon,  between  the  Britifli  fleet  com-* 
rnanded  by  Mr.  Mathews,  and  the  combined  fleets  of 
France  and  Spain  under  M.  de  Court,  and  Don  Navarro* 
He  was  afterwards  examined  on  the  trial  of  captain  John 
Ajnbrofe,  who  commanded  the  Rupert,  as  one  of  the 
evidtncesi  in  his  favour.  On  the  15th  of  November,' 
1756,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  commander  in  the 
navy ;  and  being  appointed  to  the  Portfmouth  Bufs,  was  fent 
afterwards  tbEmbden.  He  next  removed  irito  the  Raven 
floop,  and  on  February  the  22d,  1760,  being  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  in  the  navy;  was  appointed  to 
the  Bellona,  a  (nip  of  twenty-four  guns.  In  this  command 
he  remained  but  a  very  fhort  time,  and  after  quitting 
it,  took,  at  the  inftance  of  lord  Arifon,  then  firft  lord  of 
the  admiralty,  the  command  of  the  Wolf  floop.  of  war, 
which  was  ordered  to  the  river  Ems.  We  are  not  to* 
a  certainty  acquainted  with  any  other  fpccific  com- 
miffion  held  by  him  till  the  year  1767,  when  he  was  cap* 
tain  of  the  Gibraltar,  of  twenty  guns,  then  employed  as  a 
cuftomary  cruifer  on  the  peace  eftablifhment.  He  conti- 
nued  to  retain  the  command  either  of  that  fliip,  or  the 
Hind,  of  24  guns,  we  believe,  during  the  three  fucceeding 
years,  and  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  accepted  of  any 
other  after  quitting  it.  We  are  not  acquainted  with  any 
farther  particulars  relative  to  this  gentleman,  except  that 
we  believe  him  to  have  died  about  the  year  1780. 

PERCIVAL,  Honourable  Philip  Tufton,  —  was  the 
Jthird  fon  of  John,  fecond  earl  of  Egmont,  and  the  lady 
Catherine  Cecil,  fecond  daughter  to  James,  earl  of  Salif- 
bury,  by  the  lady  Anne  Tufton,  fecond  daughter  and 
coheir  to  Thomas,  carl  of  Thanet,  by  the  lady  Catherine , 
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Cavendiih,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Henry,  dake  of  New- 
caftle.-  He  was  born  on  .the  ioth  of  March,  174C-2,  and 
having  entered  very  early  in  life  into  the  fea  fervice,  ferved 
as  a  lieutenant  at  the  fiege  of  Quebec.  Early  in  the  year 
1760  We  believe  him  to  have  been  promoted  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  Badger  (loop  \  and  from  thence  advanced,  on 
the  21ft  of  July  following,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dover. 
He  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered  to  North  Ame- 
rica, where  he  continued  till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1762:  he  was  then  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he 
remained  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  and  was  prefent 
at  the  attack  of  Marti nico.  On  his  return  to  England, 
in  1763,  he  was  immediately  appointed  to  the  Ramillies, 
of  feventy- four  guns,  a  guardmip, Rationed  at  Chatham, 
but  continued  in  that  command  no  longer  than  till  the 
middle  of  the  year  enfuing,  when  he  removed  into  the 
Tweed  frigate,  of  32  guns,  and  was  again  ordered  to  North 
America.  He  returned  to  England  in  1 766,  and  was  com- 
miflioned  to  the  Ajquilon,  of  28  guns,  in  which  he  proceeded 
one  feafon  ^Newfoundland ;  and  foon  after  his  return  was 
appointed  to; the  pubbs  yatch,  in  which  he  continued  till 
1779,  when,  that  veffel  being  found  to  be  totally  rotten  and 
decayed,  he  removed  into  the  Mary,  a  veffel  of  the  fame 
defcription.  Capt.  PercivaL retained  this  command  till  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  happened  on  the  12th  of  April, 
1795,  not  having  been,  when  entitled  in  point  of  feniority 
to  the  rank  of  admiral,  advanced  to  be  a  flag  officer. 

ROBINSON,  Mark. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  oflientenant  in  the  navy 
on  March  30,  1746;  and  about  the  year  1757  ferved  in 
that  ftation  on.  board  the  Ramillies,  at  that  time  the  flag- 
ihip  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  But  after  this  time  we  have 
no  account  of  him  till  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of 
poft  captain,  and  appointment  to  the  Vanguard,a  third  rate, 
by  commiflion  bearing  date  Auguft  the  13th,  1760*.  He 
is  faid  to  have  immediately  afterwards  removed  into  a 
fourth  rate,  in  which  he  continued  two  years ;  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  afcertain,  with  any  degree  of  fatisfaclion 
to  ourfelves,  either  the  name  of  the  ihip,  or  the  fervices 
on  which  it  was  employed.     Before  the  end  of  the  year 

*  Some  accounts  make  him  to  have  commanded  a  fourth  rate  for 
Vthort  time*  per  order,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1760,  and  that 
this  fhip  was  the  Ifis  of  fifty  guns.— N.  B.  During  the  indifpofitiou 
•r  ab fence  of  captain  Wheeler,  who  was  regularly  the  commander. 
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1762  he  was  appointed  to  the  Rainbow,  of  44  giins,  and 
we  believe  him  to  have  quitted  this  (hip  at  the  concluflon 
of  the  war,  but  do  not  know  him  to  have  received  any  fub»- 
fequent  commiflion  till  1767.  when  he  commanded  the 
Fowey,  of  twenty-four  guns,  in  which. lhip  he  was,  as  it 
is  /aid,  ordered  into  the  Southern  Atlantic,  the  fettkmefrt 
on  the  Falkland  Iflands  being  then  in  agitation.  He  re- 
turned to  England  early  in  1769,  long  before  any  profpeA 
of  a  rupture  with  Spain  had  appeared;  and  is  not  known 
by  us,  to  have  again  held  any  other  afiive  command  till 
1775,  when  he  was  commiflioned  to  the  Worcefter,  of  fixtyj. 
four  guns,  one  of  the  guardfhips  Rationed  at  Port f mouth. 

He  continued  in  the  fame  command  till  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1779,  when  that  lhip  was  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies. 
In  the  interval  the  Worcefter  being  one  of  the  (hips  belong* 
ing  to  the  main  or  Channel  fleet,  and  captain  Kobinfoa 
was,  confequently,  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the  count 
D'Orvilliers,  off  Ufliant,  on  the  27th  of  July,  1778.  He 
was  on  that  occafion  Rationed  to  lead  the  rear-divifion, 
commanded  by  fir  Hugh  Pallifer,  on  the  ftarboard  tack ; 
but,  though  very  materially  engaged,  had  the  good  fortune 
to  have  only  eight  men  killed  and  wounded.  After  quit- 
ting the  Worcefter  he  was,  in  the  month  of  March  1779, 
J  promoted  to  the  Shrewsbury,  of  feventy-four  guns,  as 
ucceflbr  to  rear-admiral  fir  John  Lockart  Rofs,  who 
was  advanced  to  be  a  flag.officer.  He  was  ordered, 
in  that  (hip  to  the  Weft  Indies,  to  reinforce  fir 
George  Rodney;  but  being  fent  out  late  in  the  fpring, 
did  not  reach  his  deftined  ftation  till  after  all  the  dif- 
ferent encounters,  which  took  place  with  the  count 
de  Gulchen,  had  happened.  At  the  clofe*  of  the  year  he 
accompanied  fir  George  Rodney  to  North  America,  and 
after  a  (hort  continuance  on  that  ftation,  undiftinguifhed  by 
any  extraordinary  occurrence,  having  returned  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  led  the  divifion  of  rear-admiral  Drake  at  the  time 
of  the  a&ion.  between  the  greater  part  of  the  Britifh  fleet, 
then  detached  under  the  orders  of  fir  Samuel  Hood,  and, 
that  of  the  French  commanded  by  the  count  de  Grafle. 
On  this  occafion  he  had  fit  men  killed  and  fourteen 
wounded;  but  did  not  efcape  fo  eafily  at  the  battle 
ofF  the  Chefapeak,  with  the  lathe  enemy,  on  the  5th  of 
September  following.  Sir  Samuel  Hood  had  proceeded 
to  America,  in  the  month  of  Augtift,  with  fourteen 
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fhips  of  the  line  belonging  to  the.  Weft  India  fquadron, 
and,  immediately  on  his  arrival,  failed,  with  Mr. 
Graves  and  his  fquadron,  in  quell  of  the  enemy.  For  the 
more  minute  particulars  of  the  a&ion  we  fhall,  to  avoid 
ufelefs  repetition,  refer  to  the  account  already  given  by 
us*,  and  content  ourfelves  with  briefly  relating  the  acci- 
-dent  which  unfortunately  deprived  his  country  of  the  far- 
ther fervices  of  this  gentleman.  The  Shrewfbury  was 
the  (hip  which,  according  to  the  difpofition  under  which 
the  fleet  engaged,  led  into,  a  6U  on.  It  received  much 
more  injury  than  any  other  in  the  Brittfh  line;  fourteen 
of  her  crew  were  killed  and  fifty-two  wounded ;  among 
the  latter  was  captain  Robinfon,  who  loft  his  leg  by  a 
cannon-ihot.  He  recovered,  but  was,  as  a  natural  confe* 
quence,  prevented  from  ever  again  proceeding  to  fea  as  a 
naval  commander,  A  penfion  of  300 1.  per  annum  was 
fettled  on  him,  as  is  cuftomary  in  fuch  cafes;  and  when 
he  became,  in  point  of  feniority,  entitled  to  a  flag,  he 
was  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated  rear-admirals* 

ST.  VINCENT,  Sir  John  Jervis,  K.  B.  Earl  of,  — 
is  the  defcendant  of  a  very  refpeclable  and  ancient  Staf- 
fordfliire  family.  Having  entered  early  in  life  into  the 
fea  fervicet,  was, promoted  to  be  a  lieutenant  on  the  19th 
of  February,  1755.  He  was  lieutenant  of  the  Namur,  a 
fecond  rate,  of  ninety  guns,  the  flag-fhip  of  vice-admiral, 
afterwards  fir  Charles  Saunders,  on  the  expedition 
againft  Quebec.  Being,  in  the  year  1759,  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  commander:}:,  we  find  him,  early  in  the  en- 
firing,  captain  of  the  Albany  (loop  of  war,  on  the  home 
or  Channel  ftarion.  Towards  the  end  of  the  fame  year 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed 
to  the  Gofport  of  forty- four  guns,  by  com  minion  bearing 
date  October  the  13th.  Captain  Jervis  continued  in  the 
fame  (hip  during  the  whole  of  the  war,  employed  in  the

of  50  gum,'  the  (hip  on  board  which  the  broad  pendant  of  the  honour- 
able commodore  Geo.  Townthend  was  hoiftcd  as  commaoder-m>chief 
on  the  Jajnaica  ftaiion. 

.  %  Sooq  a^icr  this  time  he  was  put  into  the  Experiment  as  acting 
captain,  ou- account  of  a  fliGrtjndjrpofitijan;  which  attacked  fir  Richard 
$ tracban.  and  fignalizcd'himfclf  in  ifie  enpfl  remarkable  manner  during 
an  a&ion  with  a  very  large  zebec,  carrying  26- heavy  guns'arid  400  men. 
The  vcffel  had  Moo/ifl*  colours-  hoifted,  but  was  manned  by  French^ 
ffltn4  and  was  completely  beaten  af^r  a  very  fevere  fpiriied  conteft. 
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earlier  part  of  his  command  on  the  home,  and  afterwards, 
fome  time  before  peace  was  concluded,  on  the  North*. 
American  ft  at  ion.  The  Gofport  having  returned  to 
England  in  1763,  was  put  out  of  com  mi  {lion,  and  captain 
Jervis  does  not  again  appear  holding  any  command 
till  1769,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Alarm,  of 
thirty-two  guns.  This  frigate  was  immediately  after* 
wards  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean  as  a  Rationed  fhip : 
while  there,  he  had  the  honour  of  entertaining,  at 
Villa  Franca,  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1770,  the  due  de 
Chablais,  youngeft  fon  to  the  king  of  Sardinia,  and  all  his 
fuite.  So  highly  was  his  royal  highnefs  gratified  by  the 
very  great  attention  paid  him  on  this  occafion,  that,  on 
quitting  the  fhip,  he,  as  it  is  reported,  prefented  the  cap- 
tain, as  a  token  of  his  regard,  with  a  valuable  diamond 
ring,  enclofed  in  a  gold  fnuff-box,  befides  making  mag- 
nificent prefents  to  the  reft  of  the  officers,  and  leaving  a 
fum  of  money  to  be  diftributed  among  the  crew. 

Captain  Jervis  continued  captain  of  the  Alarm,  ana 
remained  on  the  fame  ftation  till  after  the  year  177? ;  and, 
not  long  fubfequent  to  his  return  to  England,  being,  in 
1775,  promoted  to  the  Foudroyant,  of  eighty  guns,  a 
guardfiiip  Rationed  at  Plymouth,  he  uninterruptedly 
continued  in  the  fame  fliip  till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1783.  On  the  firft  commencement  of  the  difpute  with 
North  America,  the  Foudroyant  was,  with  feveral  other 
line  of  battle  (hips  then  in  commiffion,  ordered  to  cruife 
in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  for  the  better  prevention  of  any 
clandeftine  intercourse  between  the  colonies,  and  France. 
While  thus  occupied,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with 
any  very  confiderable  fuccefs,  being  only  mentioned  as  the 
captor  of  one  fmall  veflel,  galled  the  Finch,  from  Nantz, 
bound  to  Bofton,  laden  with  arms  and  cloathing,  which 
he  took  in  the  month  of  May  1777*  On  the  commence- 
ment of  hoftilities  with  France  in  the  enfuing  year,  the 
Foudroyant  was  one  of  the  Clip*  ordered  for  home,  or 
Channel  fervice.  In  the  encounter  with  the  count  D'Or- 
villiers,  off  Ufhant,  in  the  month  of  July,  captain  Jervis 
was  Rationed  as  one  of  the  fecqnds  to  the  commander-in- 
chief,  on  which  occafion  he  was,  it  is  almoft  needlefs  to 
add,  very  materially,  and  diftinguiihedly  engaged,  though 
he  fortunately  fuftained  no  greater  lofs  than  five  men 
killed,  and  eighteen  wounded.    He  was  afterwards  en- 
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feaged  in  all,  or  by  far  the  grejater  part,  of  the  different, 
fervices,  and  enterprises  in  which  the  armament  on  the 
home  ftation  was  employed*:  thefe  were,  indeed,  extremely 
unconfeqtiential,  as  may  not  only  be  well  remembered, 
but  as  will  be  found,  on  referring  to  the  memoirs  of, the 
different  commanders-in-chief  t. 

To  pafs  oyer  this  uninterefting  period,  without  farther 
remark.  Captain  Jervis  in  the  month  of  April  1782, 
being  then  under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Barrington, 
who  was  fent  out  with  a  fmall  fquadron  in. the  hope  of 
intercepting  a  French  convoy,  known  to  be  then  ready 
fbrfeaat  lireft,  and  deftined  for  the  Eaft  Indies,  diitin- 
guifhed  himfelf  exceedingly,  in  the  attack,  and  capture  of 
the  Pegafe,  a  French  fhip  of  war,  carrying  feventy-four 
guns,  and  feven  hundred  men  J.     As  a  very  proper  reward 

for 

*  At  the  end  of  the  year  1 779,  he  was  employed  as  commodore  of  a 
fmall  fquadron,  confifting  of  two  (hips  of  the  line,  and  four  frigates,  fen! 
on  a  cruife  off  the  Weftern  1  (lands,  but  nothing  material  occurred. 

t  Sir  Charles  Hardy,  admiral  Geary,  and  vice-admiral  Darby* 
This  circumftance  was  owing  to  the  extreme  caution  of  the  enemy, 
who  never  would  rifk  an  encounter,  or  venture  to  fea  jn  the  face  of 
the  Britifh  force,  except  when  pofleflcd  (as  they  were  in  1,779  an^ 
1782)  of  fo  fu  peri  or  a  force,  as  appeared  to  fecure  them  from  all 
poffibility  of  difgrace.  Ncverthelefs,  at  the  latter  of  the  periods  juft- 
mentioned,  they  were  in  great  danger  of  finding  themfelves  to  have 
xnifcalculated,  and  overrated  their  powers. 

%  The  particulars  of  which  brilliant  action  are  moft  animatedly 
alluded  to  by  Mr.  Barrington  in  his  difpatches,  and  as  mpdeflly  re- 
lated by  captain  Jervis  in  his  own  account. 

"  At  the  clofe  of  the  evening,  (even  of  oar  {hips  had  got  a  good 
finance  ahead  of  me,  the  Foudroyant,  captain  Jervis,  the  fore  moft, 
and  in  thc-night,  it  coming  to  blow,  ftrong,  with  hazy  weather,  after 
having  loft  fight  of  his  companions,  at  forty- feven  minutes  after  twelve 
"brought  the  Pegafe',  of  feventy-foungnns  and  feven  hundred  men,  to 
a  clofe  a&ion,  which  continued  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  when  the 
Foudroyant,  having  laid  her  on  board  on  the  larboard  quarter,  the 
frenchman  ftruck.  My  pen  is  not  equal  to  the  praifc  that  is  due  to 
the  good  conduct,  bravery,  and  difciphne  of  captain  Jery is,  his  officers 
and  feamen  on  this  occafion.  Let  his  own  modeft  narrative,  which  I 
ierevmh  inclofc,  fpeak  for  itfelf." 

"  Proceedings  of  his  majeftyfs  Aip  the  Foudroyant. 
•*  Near  fun-fet,  on  the  soth,  I  was  near  enough  to  discover  that 
the  enemy  confided  of  three  or  four  (hips  of  war,  two  of  them,  at 
Jeaft,  of  the  line,  with  feventeeo  or  eighteen  fail  under  their  convoy* 
and  that  the  latter  difperfed  by  fignaJ.  At  half  paft  nine  t  obferved 
the  fmalleQ  of  the  (hips  of  war  to  fpeak  with  the  headmoft,  and  (hen 

bear  away.    At  a  quarter  paft  ten  the  flernmoft  Ike  of  battle  fiirps 
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for  this  meritorious  piece  of  fervice,  he  was,  imme- 
diately on  his  return  into  port,  created  knight -com- 
panion of  the  mod  honourable  order  of  the  Bath.  The 
only  fubfequent  occafion  on  which  fir  John  had  the  fmalleft 
opportunity  of  again  diftinguifhing  himfelf  during  the 
remainder  of  the  war,  was  in  the  fkirmifh,  for  it  could 
fcarcely  be  called  by  a  more  ferious  name,  which  took 
place  on  the  20th  of  Oftober  following,  off  the  Streights 
of  Gibraltar,  between  the  Britifli  fleet,  under  lord  vifcount 
Howe,  and  the  combined  fleet  of  France  and  Spain.  The 
Foudroyant  was  ftationecf  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  com- 
modore Hotham,  who  commanded  the  larboard  divifion  of 
the  van  iquadron,  and  had  four  men  killed,  with  a 
midfhipman  and  feven  feamen  wounded.  Early  in  the 
month  of  January  1783,  fir  John  quitted  the  Foudroyant, 
arid  hoi  (led  bis  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Salifbury,  of 
fifty  guns,  being  appointed  commodore  of  a  fmall  fqua~ 
dron,  confiding,  betides  his  own  fhip,  of  four  frigates, 
two  (loops  of  war,  a  bomb-ketch,  a  fireihip,  and  a  number 
of  armed  ftorefhips  and  tranfports,  intended  for  a  fecret 
expedition.  The  preliminaries  for  peace,  however,  being 
figned  in  a  very  few  days  after  he  bad  received  this  commit 
fionj  the  proje&  was  of  courfe  abandoned. 

Sir  John  neycr  field  any  other  command  as -a  private 
captain*.  In  iy86  he  was  one  of  the  board  of  officers 
convened,  in  purfuance  of  his  majefty's  inftru&ions,  to 
inveftigate  and  report  on  the  expediency  of  a  plan  for 
better  fecuring  the  dpck  yards  at  Portfmouth  and  Ply* 
mouth ;  and,  as  well  as  forae  other  members  of  the  fame 
board,  protefted  againft  the  plan  in  mild  and  moderate 
terms,  though  at  the  fame  time  ftrongly  chara&eriftic  of  the- 

aercciving  we  came  up  with  her  very  faft,  bore  up  alfo.  I  purfiied 
her,  and  at  forty-leven  minutes  after  twelve  brought  her  to  ciofe  ac- 
tion, which  continued  three  quarters  of  an  hour;  when,  having  laid 
her  aboard  on  the  larboard  quarter,  the  French  [hip  of  war  Pegale*,  of 
feven ty-f our  guns  and  feven  hundred  men,  commanded  by  the  aheva- 
Jier  de  Cillart,  furrendered. 

"  I  am  happy  to  inform  you,  thai  only  two  or  three  people,  with 
myfelf,  are  slightly  wounded;  hoc  I  learn  from  the  chevalier  de 
Cillart  that  Le  Pegafe  fufiered  a  very  great  carnage,  and  was  materia 
ally  damaged  in  her  mails  and  yards,  the  mizen-maft  and  fore-top* 
paft  having  gone  away  foon  after  theaclion  ceafed."

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abilities  and  gallantry  of  a  naval  officer,  feeling  the  dignity 
of  his  profeflion  injured  by  the  idea  of  fo  expenfive  a  project 
being  neceflai  y,  and  that  the  navy  of  England  was  become 
infutficient  to  render  the  country  indifputable  protcftion. 
On  the  24th  of  September,  1787  *,  fir  John  was  raifed  to 
the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  as  he  moreover  was, 
on  the  21  ft  of  September,  1790,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the 
white  fquadron.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  laJU 
mentioned,  he  was  appointed  to  command  in  the  fleet 
equipped,  and  collected,  in  confequence  of  the  appre- 
hended rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  Nootka  Sound,  and 
accordingly  hoi  (ted  his  flag  on  board  the  Barfleurt,  of 
ninety- eight  guns:  but  the  difpute,  as  is  ftill  in  the  me* 
mory  of  all,  was  accommodated,  without  producing  the 
pecetfity  offending  that  armament  to  fea£.  On  the  I  ft 
of  February,  17939  fir  John  was  advanced  to  be  vice-ad- 
miral of  the  blue,  and,  as  related  beneath,  having  hoiftcd 
his  flag  on  board  the  Boyne,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  was,  in 
the  enfuing  year,  appointed  to  the  chief  command  of  the 
armament  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies  for  the  purpofe  of  re- 
ducing the  French  poffeflions  in  that  quarter.  §  Martinico,

"  Admiral  fir  John  Jarvis.'s  profelfional  knowledge  nev 
with  more  luftre,  or  ever  was  exceeded :  nor  can  I  fuficiently  extol 
the  promptnels  with  which  he. has  aided  the  land  forces  on  every  oc- 
cafion,  and  his  unremitting  exertions  to  promote  the  honour  of  his 
.majefly's  aims,  and  the  intcrcft  of  his  country ,  in  which  he  has  been 
fc>  eminently  fupportcd  by  the  abilities,  and  exertiojis<of  all  the  officeit 
and  feamen  under  his  command,  to  whofe  Cervices  lam  indebted  far 
having  the  ficge  in  fnch  forwardneft,thcy  having  brauchtfehe  cannon  and 
mortars,  &c.  Tor  feveral  miles  .to  thefe  heights,  although  it  appeased 
akncAimpoffible." 
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the  attack  of  which  had  in  the  preceding  feafon  failed, 
was  the  firft  objed  of conqueft.  *St.  Lucia  and  Guada- 
loupe  followed  in  the  month  of  April,  and  their  furrender 
put  Great  Britain,  for  a  fhort  time,  in  the  undifturbed 
pofleflion  of  all  the  Leeward  Ifland  colonies. 

A  fudden  and  totally  unexpected  reverfe  of  fortune  took 
place  in  the  month  of  June;  a  fmall  French  fquadron, 
confiding  only  of  four  fliips  of  war,  the  largeft  not  car- 
rying more  than  fifty  guns,  and  five  tranfports,  aided  by 
an  almoft  miraculous  coincidence  of  fortunate  events,  got 
into  Guadaloupe  under  the  command  of  Viftor  Hugues. 
Though  every  poffible  exertion  was  made  by  the  army, 
feconded  by  the  equally,  ftrenuous  efforts  of  the  admiral,  fo 
reduced  was  the  force  of  the  army,  fo  debilitated  and  weak* 
.  ened  were  the  furvivors  by  the  great  fatigues  they  had  under- 
gone during  the  preceding  campaign,  that  this  handful  of 
frefh  men  of  defperate  fortunes,  and,  confequently,  defperate 
courage,  were  enabled  to  make  a  fufficient  (land  again  ft  all 
the  force  that  could  be  brought  to  attack  them.  By  their 
ufual  machinations,  and  domination  of  the  principles 
of  plunder  and  robbery,  they  foon  attra&ed  and  collefted  an 
hord  of  freebooters,  like  themfelves,  fufficiently  humerous 
to  enable  them  ftill  farther  to  extend  their  views,  and  at 
length,  by  the  afliftance  of  a  molt  formidable  corps  of 
negroes t,  who  became  moil  firmly  attached  to  them,  al- 
lured, and  deceived  by  the  fpecfous  pretended  reward  of 
liberty,  and  free  quarter,  to  complete  the  expulfion  of  the 
Englifh  from  the  whole  of  that  valuable  ifland. 

The  feafon  for  all  farther  operations  being  clofed,  as 
well  by  the  exceflive  heat  prevalent  at  that  time  of  year, 
as  by  the  approach  of  the  hurricane  months,  fir  John  re- 
turned to  England,  according  to  his  inftruftions,  in  the 
Boyne,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year.  An  unlucky  turn  of  for- 
tune, however  unmerited  by  the  perfon  who  experiences 
it,  very  rarely  fails  to  excite  the  rancour  of  perfons  mali- 
eioufly  inclined.  This  was  exadlly  the  cafe  of  the  Britifh 
commanders-in-chief;  their  former  ferviccs  were  com* 

#  On  the  i*th  of  April  he  was  made  vice-admiral  of  the  white, 
t  Men  who  when  nroperly  difcjplintd,  and  fo  attached  a*  to  be 

weN-confided  fa,  mult  certainly  form  the  bell  foldiexi  for  a  climate

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pletely  forgotten ;  and,  -  as  charges  againft  them  in  their 
military  capacities  would  have  been  futile,  a  clamour  was 
very  induftrioufly  raifed  againft  their  condud  towards* 
the  conquered.  Thi  s  outcry  became  at  laft  fo  violent,  that, 
in  the  month  of  June  1795,  a  motion,  tending  to  cenfure 
them,  was  publicly  made  in  the  houfe  of  commons.  Highly, 
however,  to  the  honour  of  the  ace u fed,  their  conduft 
was,  after  fome  trivial  debate,  and  a  very  feeble  oppofi- 
tion,  approved  of,  in  the  moft  unequivocal  terms,  by  a 
xefolution  t,  carried  with  only  one  diuentient  voice.  One 
day  only  before  this  matter  was  agitated  in  parliament,

In  a  very  few  months 
after  the  return  of  fir  John  to  England,  a  deputation  of  Weft- India 
merchants  waited. on  him  to  prefent  him  with  a  valuable  piece  of 
plate  they  had  voted  him,  together  with  their  thanks,  conveying  tbe 
very  high  fenfe  they  entertained  of  his  fervices,  and  reqtfefting  him  to 
tol licit  his  own  re-appointment  to  the  station  he  had  jutt  before 
quitted.  So  much  for  the  candour,  or,  indeed,  common  honefty  of 
tbofe  other  perfons  who  hazarded  fo  indecent  a  charge. 

i  "  That  the  houfe  ftill  retains  the  fenfe  which  it  has  already  expref- 
fed  of  the  able  and  gallant  conduct  of  fir  Charles  Grey,  and  fir  John 
Jervis,  during  their  command  in  the  Weft  Indies."  Nor  was  this  the 
only  unequivocal  proof  of  the  opinion  entertained  by  the  country  in 
general  of  their  conduct.  A  public  entertainment  was  given  them  by 
the  grocers'  company,  the  freedom  of  which,  as  well  as  of  feveral 
others,  was  unanimonfly  voted  them,  as  was  alfo  the  freedom  of  the 
city.  The  chamberlain  (the  late  Mr.  Wilkes)  concluded  his  fpeech, 
on  pnsfenting  it,  in  tbe  following  terms. 

"  Permit,  gentlemen,  the  city  wreaths  to  be  mi*ed  with  tbe  laurels 
you  have  fairly  won,  and  which  a  general  applaufe  muft  more  and 
more  endear  to  you.  Thefe  fentiments  of  gratitude  pervade  tbe 
country  in  which  we  live,  while  they  animate  the  metropolis  of  oar 
empire.  They  give  a  full  indemnity  againft  the  flandcrous  breath  of 
envy,  and  the  foul  calumnies  of  the  envenomed  ferpent  tongue  of 
malice,  which  in  thefe  latter  times hasfcarcely ocafed  to  detract  £rpnf 
amd  endeavour  to  wound  fupcrior  merit." 

that 
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that  is  to  fay,  on  the  ift  of  June'fir  John  was  rtifed  from 
the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  white,  to  be  admiral  of  the 
feluc,  and  was,  not  long  after  this  time,  appointed  to  com- 
mand in  chief  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  as  fucceflbr 
to  admiral  Hotham.  He  accordingly  proceeded  thither 
in  a  frigate*,  and  on  his  arrival  hoifted  his  flag  on  board 
the  Vi&ory.  Nothing  beyond  the  ojdinary  routine  of 
fervice  took  place  during  the  firftyear  of  his  command ; 
the  French  having  no  force  at  Toulon  capable  of  con- 
tending with  him/  were  compelled  to  be  content  with 
owing  their  fafety  to  their  continuance  in  port  under  the 
prote&ion  of  their  batteries.  But  the  political  pofture  of 
affairs  became  materially  altered  on  the  approach  of 
winter,  in  confequence  of  the  Spanifh  court,  cajoled,  im- 
pofed  on,  orvterrified,  by  the  promifes  and  threats  of  th« 
French  directory, having  been  weak^tnd  imprudent  enough 
not  only  to  quit  the  general  caufe  in  which  they  were  em* 
barked,'  but  a&ually  even  to  declare  war  againft  Great 
Britain.  ' 

Sir  John  Jervis,  as  a  natural  conlequence,  quitted  the 
Mediterranean,  and  repaired  to  Lifbon,  firft  that  he  might 
be  the  better  enabled  to  watch  the  motions  of  the  Spanifh 
fleet,  then  fitting  out  at  Cadiz,  and,  what  was  nearly  of 
as  rrrudv  confequence,  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  of  being 
enclofed  between  two  enemies,  the  weakeft  of  whom  was, 
in  oftenfible  force,  more  than  equal  to  himfelf.  Such  was- 
his  fituation  when,  early  in  the  morning  of  Feb.  14, 1797, 
being  then  off  Cape  St.  Vincent's,  the  Spanifh  fleet,  whofe 
fignal  guns  had  .been  diftin&ly  heard  during  the  preceding 
night,  were  difcovered  by  the  Britiih  fquadron.  The 
force  oppofed  to  the  Britifh  admiral,  was  tremendoufly 
formidable,  fufficient  to  have  deterred,  even  by  the  appear- 
ance of  its  ftrength,  a  commander,  lefs  determined  than 
himfelf,  from  hazarding  an  attack.  Its  force  amounted 
to  tweoty-feven  (hips  of  the  line,  feven  of  them  firft  rates, 
carrying  one  hundred  and  twelve  guns  and  upwards,  while 
that  under  the  orders  of  fir  John  amounted  to  fifteen  only  t. 
The  Spaniards  were  in  the  neighbourhood  of  their  own

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ports,  to  which  (otii  ih'i^s  as  might  in  the  conteft  dance 
to  be  difebled,  had  every  probable  profpeft  of  being  able 
to  retire  untaolefted :  the.  Britifh  iquadron,  on  the  other 
hand,  was  far  diftant  from  friends,  and  from  fuccour:  no 
ports  nearer  than  thofe  of  Britain,  Lifbon  excepted,  *  and 
that  too  labouring  under  manifold  ilattir&l  inconveniences, 
holding  forth  any  profped  of  a  favourable  reception,  or 
even  prote&ion  from  a  fuperior,  and  exulting  foe,  in  cafe  of 
difcomfiture. 

All  thefe  weighty  conCderations,  however,  were  not  of 
fuflicient  confequence  to  damp  the  ardour  of  the  Britifh 
admiral.  The  Weather  was,  fortunately,  extremely  hazy, 
and  favourable  to  the  rapid  movements  of  fo  well-difci- 
plifted  a  force  as  that  he  coihmanded.  His  {hips  were 
clofely  formed  in  two  compad  lines,  while,  on  .the  con- 
trary, the  SpanHh  fhips  were  extremely  fcattered,  their 
line  very  irregular,  and  ill- formed,  at  the  fame  time  far  too 
extenfive.  The  fituatlon  of  fir  John  was  critical  in  the 
extreme;  it  required  the  mod  inftantaneous  decifion:  a 
delay  or  hefitation  of  five  minutes  might  not  only  have 
placed  the  enemy  beyond  his  reach,  but  have  even  fub- 
jeded  him  to  the  mod  unequal  conteft.  The  glorious 
opportunity  which  prefentcd  itfelf  he  feized,  with  all 
the  promptitude  of  an  able  mind,  firmly,  and  with 
confidence,  relying  on  its  own  knowledge,  gallantry, 
jefources,  and  general  ability. 

By  carrying  a  prefs  of  fail,  and  pufhing,  without  hefi- 
tation, through  the  Spanifti  line,  nine  of  their  fhips,  in- 
cluding that  of  the  commander-in-chief,  the  Santiffima 
Trinidada,  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  guns,  were  feparated 
from  their  companions,  who  were  driven  fo  far  to  leeward 
as  to  be  prevented,  by  the  gallant  efforts  of  fome  of  the 
Britifh  fhips*t,  from  rejoining  the  van  till  the  clofe  of  the 
day.  The  remainder  were  engaged,  as  circumftances 
would  permit,  with  thofe  fhips  of  the  van  which  had  been  cut

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off;  and  at  length  the  conteft  ceafed,  at  four  o'clock,  with 
the  capture  of  two  (hips  of  one  hundred  and  twelve  gun* 
each  (the  Salvador  del  Mundo,  and  tKe  St.  Jofeph);  the 
San  Nicholas,  of  eighty-four;  and  the  San  Ifidor,  of 
feventy-four  *.  ,  The  Santiflima  Trinidada  herfelf,  with 
fome  other,  ihips  of  the  van,  getting  off  much  fluttered, 
the  former,  howeyer,  not  without 'the  greateft  difficulty. 

The  retreat  of  fhe  Spanifti  admiral  was  facilitated  by 
the  approach  of  the  feventeen  Ihips  which  had  been  cut 
©ff  at  the:  commencement  of  the  action,  and  had  now 
nearly  worked  up,  infomuch  that  it  required  a  fecond  ex- 
ertion of  ability,  and  nautical  knowledge,  not  inferior  to 
the  firft,  to -enable  fir  John  Jams  to  retain  the  advantage 
be  had  gained,  and  fecure  thofe  fufcftantial  proofs  of  vic- 
tory which  were  then  in  his  ppfleflion*  His  decifion  was, 
as  i  a  the  firft  inftance,  inftafltoneous.  He  formed  his  fleet 
iaiuchcompa&  ?rder>coveriiig  the  prizes  and  difs&Ied  (hips 
fo  well,  that  the  enemy  ventured  not  the  frnalleft  attempt  at 
making  any  icppreffion,  notwithftanding  they  (till  poflefied

It  is  needlefs,  jalmoft,  to  add,  that  the  news  of  this  ever 
memorable  aadi  truly  glorious  victory  was  received  in 
England,  with  the  ptmoft  exultation.  .  The  people  fcarcely 
knew  which  *»eft  .to  admire,  the  intrepidity  and  ability 
which  formed  the  plan,  or  the  gallantry  which  execute! 

Sir  Johtt  himfelf  was  ennobled,  being  created  earl 
o£  St.  Vioqent,;  by  patent  bearing  date  Mey  [the  27th, 
1 797  *.  \H\s  lordihip  has  ever  fince  continued  on  the  fame

THOMPSON,  Samuel.— This  gentleman,  who  is 
now  living,  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  a6th  of  July,  1744:  in  1755  he  was  lieute- 
nant of  the  Elizabeth,  a  third  rate  of  fixty-four  guns,  on 
the  home  or  Channel  ftation ;  as  he  afterwards  was  of  the 
Grafton,  of  the  fame  rate,  under  commodore  Holmes,  on 
the  Halifax  ftation;  and  was  from  thence  advanced  to  the 
command  of  the  Jamaica  (loop ;  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander on  the  14th  of  February,  1757;  but  we  have  no 
account  of  his  employments,  or  fervices,  while  continu- 
ing in  either  of  thofe  Rations.  On  the  4th  of  November; 
1760,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  pott-captain,  and 
appointed  to  the  Flamborough,  of  twenty  guns,  a  (hip  at 
that  time  emptoyed  on  the  home  or  channel  'ftation.  He 
continued  in  the  fame  (hip  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war. 
Soon  after  peace  had  taken  place,  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Lark,  of  thirty-tWo  guns.  He  continued  in  this  ftiip  till 
the  year  1766,  wheh  it  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
and  captain  Thompfon  was  appointed  to  the  Triumph,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  as  captain  to  fir  Edward  Hawke,  who 
hoifted  his  flag  on  board  that  (hip,  as  port-admiral,  at 
Chatham.  He  retained  the  fame  command  after  fir 
Edward  (truck  his  flag  ;  not  quitting  it  till  the  year  1768, 
when  he  removed  into  the  Rippoo,  of  fixty  guns,  and  was 
ordered  to  North  America.  He  returned  from  thence 
either  in  the  following  yea*,  or  in  1 770 ;  and  having  then  left 
that  (hip,  was,  in  the  month  of  October,  1 771,  appointed

jguardfliip.  In  1779  h*  was  commiffioned  to  the  Ame- 
rica, of  fixty-four  guns;  and  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember failed,  with  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  who  was 
fent  out  to  relieve  Gibraltar.  '  He  did  not,  however, 

{>roceed  fo  far;  for  the  fleet,  having  on  the  8th  of  January* 
alien  in  with  a  valuable  Spanifli  <ftnvov  from  St.  .Sebas- 
tian's, bound  to  Cadiz,  confiding  of  iixteen  merchant- 
Veflels,  under  the  protedion  of  one  (hip  of  the  line*  four 
frigates,  and  two  (loops  of  war,  the  whole  were  cap- 
tured. Captain  Thompfon  was  fent  back  td  England 
in  the  America,  as  well,  to  be  the  bearer  of  the  news,  as  to 
convoy  that  part  of  the  prizes  to  England,  which  the 
commander-in-chief  deemed  it  expedient  to  fend  thither* 

Early  in  the  enfuing  fummer  he  was  ordered  td 
North  America  with  Mr.  Graves;  but  no  occurrence* 
in  any  degree  material,  took  place  in  that  quarter  till 
the  month  of  March  1781 ;  when,  the  French  fquadron 
having  put  to  fea  from  Rhode  Ifland,  was  puriued  by 
Vice-admiral  Arbuthnot,  and  brought  to  a  partial  adion, 
off  the  Capes  of  Virginia,  on  the  16th  of  that  month. 

The  America,  being  the  rear  (hip  of  the  fquadron,  was 
Very  trivially  engaged*,  the  French  line  having  been 
broken  by  the  fpirited  attack  of  the  Britim  Van  before  the 
whole  line  could  clofe ;  nor  did  any  opportunity  offer  of* 
again,  renewing  the  action.  In  -the  engagement  off  the 
Chcfapeak,  on  the  5th  of  September  following,  captairt 
Thompfon  was  in  a  Timilar  fituation,  the  America,  owing 
to  the  particular  (lation,  and  circumftances  under  which 
the  fleets  came  to  adion,  being  the  headmoft-fliip  of  thofe 
Which  were  not  engaged *f.  The  naval  campaign  in  that 
'quarter  clofihg  very  foon  after  this  event,  .  captain 
Thompfon  repaired  to  the  Weil  Indies  'with  fir  S.  Hood, 
and  in  the  flcirmifh  which  took  place  with  the  count  de

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Grafle,  off  St.  Chriftopher's,  (on  f/hich  occafion  tlic 
America  had  eighteen  men  kit  lea  and  wounded)  was  Ra- 
tioned to  lead  the  fleet  on  the  larboard  tack.  In  the  me- 
morable a&ions  which  followed,  on  the  9th  and  iath 
,  of  April  ehfuing,  he  led  the  divifion  of  the  commander- 
in-chief!  and  fuftained,  though  very  warmly  engaged,  (till 
lefs  injury.  Tt  was  fometfrhat  Angular,  that  the  only 
perfons  hurt  on  board,  were  both  of  them  lieutenants,  one 
of  whom,  Mr.  Collowhill,  was  killed;  the  other,  Mr. 
Trelawney,  wounded.  Nothing  material  enough  to  de- 
mand any  particular  notice  took  place,  in  this  quarter  of 
the  world,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war.  Suffice  it, 
therefore,  to  fay,  that  captain  Thompfon  proceeded  to 
North  America  with  admiral  Pigot ;  and  being  left  there, 
under  the  orders  of  fir  Samuel  Hood,  who  continued  on 
that  ftation  to  watch  the  motions  of  a  French  fquadrbn  in 
Bofton,  formed  out  of  the  remains  of  the  count  de  Grafle 's 
fleet,  did  not  repair  to  the  Weft  Indies  till  fome  time  after 
the  main  body  of  theBritifli  force.  The  America  returned  to 
England  early  in  the  enfuing  fummer,  when  being,  as  a 
matter  of  courfe,  put  out  of  comrniflion  and  difmantled, 
we  do  not  find  captain  Thompfon  to  have  held  any  fub- 
fequent  command.  At  the  time'bf  the  promotion  of  flag- 
officers  which  took  place  in  1 787,  he  was  put  on  the  fupcr- 
annuated  lift*,  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  a  rear-admiral, 
UVEDALE,  Samuel. — Th?s  gentleman,  who  isalfo 
now  living,  is  a  native  of  the  county  of  Warwick,  and 
was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  5th  of  May, 
1747 »  but  we  have  no  farther  account  of  him,  till  his  pro- 
motion to  be  captain  of  the  Boreas  Frigate,  by  commiffion 
bearing  date  February  the  18th,  1760.  He  was  immedi- 
ately afterwards  ordered  to  the  Leeward  I  (lands.  He 
remained  there  t,  and  in  the  fame  (hip,  till  the  end  of  the 

year

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5  ear  1762,  when  the  Boreas  returned  to. England*  and  was.

thorough  repair*.     We  do  not  find  any  fubfequent  corrf- 

Jiiffion  held  by  captain  Uvedale  till  ihdyear  1779,  when 
e  was  appointed  to  the  Ajax,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one 
of  the  fleet  ordered '  for  Gibraltar,  under  fir  George 
Rodney,  a  attachment  from  which,  the  Ajax  being  one, 
was  afterwards  ordered  to  proceed  with  the  admiral  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  He  much  diftinguilhed  himfelf  in 
the  encounter  with,  and  capture  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
Spanifli  fquadron  under  don  Juan  de  Langara,  on  which 
occafion  he>  loft  his  fore-top-maft,  and  had  four  guns 
di  (mounted,  though  the  injury  among  the  pepple  onboard 
wasjwt  trivial,  amounting  to  no  more  than  fix  men 
wounded.  Proceeding  to  the  Leeward  Iflands  in  the  month 
of  February  following,  he  was  prefent  at  the  engagement 
off  Martinico,  in  April,  on  which  occafion  his  lofs  was 
more  fevere,  the  Ajax  having  had  feventeen  killed  and 
wounded.  He  returned  to  England  immediately  afterwards 
with  the  admiral's  difpatches,  being  compelled  to  quit  the 
Weft  Indies,  as  fir  George  himfelf  ftates  at  the  end  of  hi$ 
official  letter,  on  account  of  his  very  ill-ftate  of  health.  This 
circumftance  may,  probably,  beft  account  for  his  not 
having  had  more  frequent  commands,  as  well  as  his  ndt 
holding  any  fujbfequent  commiffion  after  his  return  to 

were  captured,  or  deflroyed  by  the  Boreas,  Hampfliire,  and  Lively* 
Rear-admiral  Holmes,  who  then  commanded  at  Jamaica,  gives  the 
following  account  of  the  very  diftinguilhed  part  borne  by  captain 
Uvedale  in  this  encounter. 

**  At  twelve  at  night  the  Boreas,  being  the  headmoll  {hip,  got 
along  fide  the  Sirenne,  commanded  by  commodore  M'Cartie.  They 
engaged  very  fmartly  for  twenty  five  minutes,  when  the  Sirenne  de- 
clined the  action,  {hot  ahead,  and  wanted  to  get  off.  The  Boreas,  dif- 
abled  in  her  rigging,'  could  not  again  clofe  with  the  enemy  till  two  in 
the  afternoon  of  next  day,  when  a  Vigorous  action  recommenced  off  the 
caft  eftd  of  Cuba,  and  continued  till  forty  minutes  pad  four,  when  the 
Sirenne  (truck." 

By  this,  and  other  fuccefles,  among  which  we  have  been  informed 
was  the  capture  of  a  Spanifli  veffel  of  no  i  neon  fide  rable  force,  and  great 
value,  he  realized  a  very  handfome  property,  which,  in  juftice  to  dim, 
we'  mod  add,  we  have  been  well  informed,  he  has  conftantly,  and 
liberally  applied  in  all  proper  channels  of  benevolence,  and  hofpitality.

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England.  In  1787,  having  become  fenior  on  the  lift  of 
captains,  he  was  put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift  of  officers 
in  that  rank ;  but,  in  confequence  of  fome  very  ftrong,  and 
proper  reprefentations  made,  .we  believe  on  the  occafion, 
concerning  the  impropriety  of  (hewing  even  the  moft 
di (lance  appearance  of  negle&  to  the  advanced  age  of  an 
officer,  who  had,  in  the  vigour  of  his  youth,  diftinguiftied 
himfelf  fo  gallantly,  he  was  raifed,  in  1789,  to  that  of 
a  rear-admiral  on  half-pay. 


Having  now  reached  the  end  of  the  year  1760,  we  (hall 
take  the  liberty  to  depart  a  little  from  that  fyftem  of 
arrangement  we  have  hitherto  purfued ;  that  is  to  fay,  of 
claffing  the  officers  promoted  in  each  year  to  the  rank  of 
captain  alphabetically.  We  (hall  give  their  memoirs 
exactly  in  the  order  they  (land  in  point  of  feniority  on  the 
lift;  ahd  have  been  induced  to  adopt  this  method,  becaufe 
the  nearer  we  approach  the  prefent  time,  the  more  inte- 
refting  it  becomes  to  fee,  at  one  view,  the  relative  rank 
each  perfon  bears  in  the  fervice.  We  (hall,  as  before, 
give  a  general  date  of  the  year  from  which  the  rank  of 
poft-captain  is  taken ;  and  (hall  add  a  fecond  date,  or 
dates,  when  the  captains  obtaining  that  rank,  in  the  courfe 
•f  the  whole  year,  were  advanced  to  be  flag-officers.

GRANT,  Charles-Cathcart, — a  gentleman  of  Scottifli 
extraction,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
12th  of  January,  1743-4;  and  from  thence,  to  that  of 
commander  in  the  navy  on  the  23d  of  March,  1 7 57.  We 
do  not,  however,  find  any  other  mention  made  of  him, 
except  by  the  particular  dates  above  given,  during 
the  time  he  continued  in  either  of  thofe  ftations.     On  the 

17th 
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17th  of  January,  1761,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of 
the  Seahorfe*,  a  twenty  gun  fiup,  then  under  orders  fpr. 
the  Eaft  Indies.  He  accordingly  proceeded  thither  as 
foon  as  the  fhip  was  refitted,  and  retained  the  fame  com* 
mand,  centinuing  alfo  on  the  ftation  juft-mentioned  till 
the  conclusion  of  the  war.  Having  accompanied  admiral 
Cornifh  and  the  fleet,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1762, 
on  the  expedition  undertaken  againft  Manilla,  ne  was  de- 
tached ahead  of  the  armament,  through  the  Streights  of 
Malacca,  to  the  entrance  of  the  Chinefe  Sea,  with  orders 
to  flop  all  veflels  whatever,  bound  to  Manilla,  or  that  came. 
from  any  port  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Britiih  fettle- 
ments  in  India.  This  meafure  was  taken  by  Mr.  Cornifji 
to  prevent  the  Spaniards  from  receiving  any  information 
of  the  expedition  on  foot  againft  them,  and  appears  to  have 
been  completely  fuccefsful .  Captain  Grant  was  afterwards 
one  of  the  captains  Rationed  to  cover  the  difembarkation 
of  the  troops,  a  fervice  he  very  completely  and  pun&ually 
executed.  He  returned  to  England  immediately  afterwards, 
and  hoftilities  having  clofed  with  the  above  memor- 
able enterprize,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  have  held  any 
fubfequent  command;  but  have  not  been  able  to  procure 
any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he 
died  in  England  on  the  24th  of  April,  1769. 

USHER,  Arthur,  —  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  at  the  latter  end  of  the  month  of  November  1745; 
and  a  commander  on  the  17th  of  January,  1757.  ^n 
the  Md  of  January,  1 761,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Hampflure,  a  fifty-gun  fhip ;  but  as  we  think  him 
to  have  held  that  commiflion  but  a  very  fhort  timet,  be- 
lieve it  to  have  been  given  him  for  no  other  purpofe  than 
that  of  raifing  him  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain ;  nor  does 
his  name  again  occur  as  commanding  anv  other  (hip.  He 
was  unfortunately  burnt  to  death  on  the  oth  of  May,  1763! 
in  the  houfe  of  the  lady  Molefworth,  his  fitter,  in  Upper 
Brook-ftreet,  Grofvenor-fquare.  Her  ladyfhip,  and  many 
others  of  the  family,  peri  (Ring  alfo  in  the  flames.

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COWELL,  Henry, — was  appointed  a  Keufenant  ih  the 
navy  on  the  31ft  of  May,  1744-  We  know  nothin^'far- 
ther  concerning  him,  till  fome  time  after  the  recommence- 
ment of  the  war  with  France,  that  is  to  fay  in  1*760,  at 
which  time  he  ferved  on  the  Eaft- India  ftation,  we  be- 
lieve as  a  lieutenant.  He  was  there  promoted,  without 
holding  the  intermediate  rank  of  commander,  at  leaft  for 
anytime,  to  be  captain  of  the  York,  a  fixty-gun  (hip, 
and  continued  in  the  fame  quarter  till  fome  time  after  the 
conclufion  of  the  war.  We  are  not  pofitive  whether  he 
abfolutely  continued  captain  of  the  York  during  the  whole 
of  his  life;  but  at  all  events  he  certainly  furviyed,  quit- 
ting that  fhip  a  very  fhort  time  only,  dying  on1  the  12fli 
of  April,  1765. 

DUNCAN,  Adam,  Lore!  Vifcount, — a  gentleman  of 
Scotch  extraction,  now  living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  10th  of  January,  1755s  and  a  com- 
mander on  the  21  ft  of  September,  1759.  We  know 
nothing,  however,  as  is  too  commonly  the  cafe,  of  the 
fervices  on  which  he  was  employed  while  holding  either 
rank.  He  was  bred  up  to  the  navy  principally,  we  be- 
lieve, under  the  aufpices,  and  protection  of  the  late  lord 
vifcount  Keppel,  who,  very  early  in  life,  conceiving  the 
(trongeft  attachment  to  him,  procured  htm  to  be  promoted, 
on  the  25th  of  February,  1761,  captain  of  the  Valiant;  of 
feventy-four  guns,  the  fhip  on  board  which  Mr.  ICebpel 
hoifted  his  broad  p^nclarit,  as  commander-in-diief  01  the 
expedition  fent  agajnft  Belleifle.  We  believe  him  to  have 
continued  in  the  fame  fhip,  under  Mr,  Keppel,  during  Ihe 
whole  of  the  war,  and  consequently,  have  only  toYefer  to 
his  lordfhip's  life  *,  for  fuch  particulars  as  the  reader  may 
wi(h  to  be  informed  of,  relative  to  the  different  fervices  in 
which  capt.-  Duncan  was  engaged.  We  do  not  know  him 
to  have  held  any  command  1  ubfequent  to  the  conclufion  of 
the  war  till  the  end  of  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Monarch,  of  feventy-four  guns,  ohe  of  the 
(hips  employed  on  the  home  ftation.  In  the  month  of 
January,  as  well  as  the  fucceeding  April,  1779,  he  was  a 
fnember  of  the  court 's-martial  held  on  admiral  Keppel,  and 
fir  Hugh  Pallifer.     He  continued  employed  in  the  main

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fleet,  under  fir  Charles  Hardy,  during  fuch  remainder  of 
the  year  4s  that  armament  continued  at  fea.  At  the  latter 
end  of  December  he  was  ordered,  with  fir  Geo.  Rodney, 
to.  Gibraltar ;  and  in  the  encounter  with  the  Spanifl} 
fquadron  under  don  Juan  de  Langara,  the  Monarch,  being 
among  the  firft  flrips  which  were  fortunate  enough  to  get 
into  a&ion,  fuffered  very  confiderably #,  confidering  the 
defultory  manner  in  which  the  adion  was  compiiliively 
conduced,  owing  to  the  Spaniards  making  a  running 

5*ht.  Captain  Duncan  quitted  the  Monarch  not  long 
ter  his  return  to  England,  in  the  enfuing  fpring,  and  ap-» 
pears  no  more  in  command  till  the  beginning  of  the  yeas 
1782 1,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Blenheim,  of  ninety 
guns.  In  this  (hip  he  continued  during  the  remainder  of  - 
the  war  being  conftantly  attached  to  the  main  or  channel 
fleet,  at  that  time  commanded  bv  lord  vifcount  Howe, 
and  of  courfe,  proceeded  with  his  lordfhip  to  Gibraltar  in 
the  month  of  .September;  being  fiatibned  to  lead  the  lar~ 
board  divifion  of  the  center,,  or  commander-in-chief  *$ 
fquadron.  In  the  flcirmifh  which  took  place  with  the 
combined  fleets,  in  the  month  of  Odober,  the  Blenheim* 
though  materially  engaged,  had  the  good  fortune  to  efcape 
with  no  greater  lots  than  two  men  killed,  and  three 
wounded. 

Peacemaking  place  foon  after  this  event,  the  Blenheim 
was  put  out  of  commifiion,  and  captain  Duncan  was  ap- 

Jointed  to  the  Edgar,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  guardfhio 
ationed  at  Portfmouth.  He  continued  in  this  command^ 
which  was  the  lafl  he  ever  held  as  a  private  captain,  duiy 
iog  the  three  Succeeding  years ;  and  was,  on  the  14th  of 
September,  1787,  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of 
the  blue  J;  of  the  white  on  the  22ft  of  September,  1 796 ;  to  be 
vice  of  the  blue  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793 ;  to  the  fame 
xank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  12th  of  April,  1794  ; 
.and,  laftly,  to  .be  admiral  of  the  blue,  the  rank  he  now

periods  the  admiral  held  no  command ;  but  immediately 
after  the '  laft-ftated  advancement,  having  hoifted  his  flag 
on  board  the  Venerable,  of  feventy-four  guns,  was 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the  fquadron  (rationed  in  the 
North  Sea,  and  particularly  intended  to  a&  againft  the 
Dutch,  who  had  collected  no  inconfiderable  naval  force, 
which  was  then  lying  ready  for  fervice  fn  the  Texel. 

Nothing  material  took  place  beyond  the  ordinary  routine 
of  fuch  a  Tervice  for  more  than  two  years  after  he  firft  took 
iipon  him  this  command.'  The  occurrences  were  confined 
to  thofe  fmall  occafional  captures,  which  muft  frequently 
take  place  in  the  couife'of  fuch  extenfiye  commands*, 
though  the  largeft  of  the  prizes  was,  certainly,  qt  no  very 
conliderable  force,  yet  the  number  of  them  very  fufficiently 
proves  the  vigilance  of  the  commander-in-chief,  and  thofe 
afting  under  his  orders.  '  The  Dutch  trade  was  alrnoft  an- 
nihilated; their  merchant-veffels  captured  in  fight  of  their 
own  ports;  and  the  whole  coaft To  completely  blockaded t, 
that  few  veflels  have  ventured  to  fea  and  efcaped  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  Britifh  fleet,  or  its  out-cruifers.     The  fleet

To  there  we  may  add  a 
conliderable  number  of  very  valuable  trading  veflels,  as  w,e]l  as  others 
of  inferior  codfequence. 

t  A  vay  (insular  proof  of  this  aflertton  took  place  in  the  month 
of  October  1795 :  two  Dutch  frigates,  the  Furie,  of  thirty- fix  guns'; 
and  the  Waakzamheid,  of  twenty-fix  guns,  with  troops  on  board, 
had  been  lying  in  the  Texel  forfeveral  weeks,  waiting  the  firft  poifible 
opportunity  of  putting  out,  to  carry  into  execution  fome  petty  de- 
sultory expedition  againft  the  Britifh  coaft.  Favoured  at  length  by  a 
preceding  gale  of  wind,  which  they  flattered  themfelves,  Had  blown 
the  Britifh  croifcri  over  to  their  own  coaft,  and  covered  from  difco- 
very  by  a  thick  fog,  they  ventured  out  on  the  23d  tof  October,  but 
were  captured,  by  captain  King,  in  the  Sirius,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  on 
the  following  day, 
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lielonging  to  the  United  Provinces,  though  confiding  pf 
fifteen  (hips  of  the  line,  fix  frigates,  and  five  (loops  of  war, 
was  alfo  obliged  to  content  itielf  with  remaining  quietly 
in  port,  or  in  taking  fhort  inoffenfive  cruifes,  at  times, 
'when  the  want  of  water,  or  provifions,  compelled  the  Britifh 
ihips  to  repair  for  a  few  days  to  their  own  coafts. 

In  the  month  of  June  1797,  they  even  patiently  fuffered 
themfelves  to  be  blocked  up  by  admiral  Duncan,  though 
fiis  force  was,  for  feveral  days,  in  confequence  of  an  un- 
happy event  which  took  place  at  that  time,  far  inferior 
to  them.  At  length,  Wearied  by  the  representations,  the 
remonft ranees  of  hisown  govemment,urged  by  the  influence 
jof  the  French  faftion  in  Holland,  and  encouraged  by  the 
temporary  retirement  of  admiral  Duncan  into  Yarmouth 
roads,admiraldeWinter,the  Dutch  admiral  -i  n-chief,  was,as 
it  were,  compelled  to  prepare  for  fea  with  his  whole  force. 
He  was  a  man  poflefiing  the  higheft  gallantry,  a  perfect 
knowledge  in  his  profeflion,  and,  in  (hort,  every  quality  ne- 
ceflary  to  a  perfon  entrufted  with  high  command.  Cool  de- 
liberate refleftion,addedtoaconfcioufnefsof  the  fuperiority 
his  Britifh  antagonifts  poflefled  over  thofe  hecommanded,  as 
well  in  difcipline,  as  in  other  points,  would,  probably,  have 
induced  him  to  have  perfevered  in  the  defenfive  cautious 
meafures,  by  which  he  had  fo  long  kept  the  Britifli  fleet 
employed  without  injury  to  his  own  force.  The  evil 
genius,  however,  which  influenced  the  Dutch  councils 
predominated,  and  the  fleet  failed  early  in  the  month 
of  October.  Admiral  Duncan,  who  had  accurate  informa- 
tion 9f  the  enemy's  motions,  immediately  took  the  neceflary 
fteps  to  prevent  their  returning  to  the  Texel,  without  com- 
ing to  an  engagement,  which  he  well  knew  they  would 
attempt,  on  finding  he  had  put  to  fea. 

On  the  1  ith,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  head- 
mod  fquadron  made  a  fignal  of  having  di (covered  the 
enemy;  and,  after  a  puxfuit  of  three  hours,  the  Britifh 
fleet  fucceeded  in  getting  between  the  Dutch  fleet  and  the 
land.  Between  twelve  and  one  o'clock  the  action  com- 
menced, '  and  ^ended  foon  after  three  in  the  total  defeat  of 
Jthe  epemy*?  wljo  loft  their  admiral,  vice-admiral,  and 
'  m  feven

turned into  port  for  refitment;  and  the  Venerable  $  beitv 
found  unfit  for  fervice  without  undergoing  *  thorough 
repair,  the  was  ordered  to  bediftnasitled,  and  his  lordflifp 
hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Kent,  a  new  (hip  of  the  fame 
force.  He  has  till  this  pre  fen  t  time  (November  179$} 
retained  the  fame  command :  but  the  enemy  have  very

wards loft ;  and  the  Atahufcade,  of  thirty-two,  driven,  by  flrefs  of 
weather,  on  the  coaft  of  Holland,  and  retaken.

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prudently*  afforded  him  no  fecond  opportunity  of  com* 
pletiflgthe  deftru&ion  of  their  naval  force. 

DOUGLASS,  Snr  Charles,  —  was  of  Scotch  ex- 
tradion  *,  as  well  as  the  noble  lord  whofe  memoirs 
we  h*ve  juft  given.  He  was  advanced  to  the  tank 
lieutenant  on  the  4th  of  December,  1755;  and  ta  that  of 
Commander  on  the  24th  of  February,  1759.  Thefe  ciiv 
cumftances  form  the  whole  of  the  information  we  have 
been  able  to  colled,  relative  to  him,  previous  to  his 
appointment,  on  the  13d!  of  March,  1761,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Syren,  of  twenty  guns.  He  continued  in 
this  (hip  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  firft  employed, 
as  it  is  Aid,  on  the  Weft- India  Ration,  from  whence  hfc 
parted  ovefr  to  North  Atherica.  In  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember 1762,  he  ferved  uhder  the  .orders  of  lord  Colville, 
and  being  then  with  his  lordfhip,  proceeded  to  New- 
foundland for  the  purpbfe  of  diflodging  the  French  fqua~ 
dron 'under  the  chevalier  de  Ternay,  which  had  attacked 
that  fettlement. 

Captain  Douglafs  was  ordered  to  attend  the  tranfports, 
4hd  covet  the  landing  of  the  troops  commanded  by  lieu- 
tenant-colonel Aiflherft,  a  fervice  he  very  diligently  per- 
formed. Peace  took  place  in  the  cnfuing  winter,  and  the 
Syren  being  put  out  of  commiffion,  we  do  not  again 
find  him  holding  any  command  till  the  year  1767, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Emerald,  of  thirty-two 
guns,  one  of  the  frigates  employed  as  cruifers.  lie  re- 
tained this  command,  as  is  cuftomary,  during  the  three 
fucceeding  years ;  and,  after  quitting  it,  continued  but  a 
Very  fhort  time  out  of  commiffion,  being  before  the  con- 
clusion of  the  year  1770,  appointed  to  the  St.  Albans,  of 
fixty-foirt-  guns,  one  of  the  fhips  put  into  commiffion 
under  the  apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  Spain  relative  to 
the  Falkland  I  (lands,  and  afterwards  employed  as  a  guard- 
flitp.  He  continued  in  this  (hip,  alfo,  during  the  three  fuc- 
ceeding years,  and  is  not  again  noticed  till  1775,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Ifis,  of  fifty  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  was 
immediately  afterwards  ordered  to  North  America.  He  was

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obliged,  however,  to  put  back,  and,owingtof  he  feafon  being 
too  far  advanced,  to  admit  his  attempting  a  paflage  up  the 
river  St.  Lawrence,  to  Quebec,  whither  he  was  deftined, 
did  not  proceed  from  England  till  the  nth  of  March, 
1776.  He  made  the  ifland  of  St.  Pierre  on  the.  nth  of 
April ;  and  after  having,  with  incredible  difficulty,  and 
great  preffure  of  fail,  forced  his  fhip  for  the  fpace  of  near 
fixty  leagues  through  large  fields,  of  thick  ice,  at  length 
arrived  off  the  ifland  of  Anticofti  on  the  21ft,  and  the 
fame  evening  entered  the  River  St.  Lawrence*. 

Still  continuing  to  ufe  every  poflible  endeavour  to  get 
up  to  Quebec,  which  was  then  clofely  beiieged  by  the 
North-American  army;  he  reached  the  Ifle  aux  Coudres 
pn  the  3d  of  May,  and  came  fafe  to  an  anchor  in  the 
bafon  of  Quebec  on  the  6th  of  the  fame  month.  The 
£ege  was  immediately  raifed,  as  the  natural  confequence 
of  this  commodore's  arrival,  and  the  American  army 
driven  up  the  river  in  the  greateft  confufion.  Mr.  Doug. 
lafs  continued  as  commanding  officer  on  the  fame  ftation 
long  as  the  feafon  would  permit,  to  direft  the  eftablifii- 
ment  of  a  flotilla  to  be  employed  on  the  Lakes :  and  on 
bis  return  to  England  at  the  dqfe  of  the  year,  in  testi- 
mony of  the  high  fenfe  entertained  of  his  forvices,  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  Great  Britain,  by 
patent  bearing  date  December  28,  1776.  In  1777  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Stirling  Cattle,  of  fixty-four  guns, 
one  of  the  flbips  employed  during  the  enfuing  year,  on  the 
home,  or  channel  (lation :  and  though  this  (hip  was  faid  to 
be  by  far  the  word  failer  t  in  the  fleet,  fir  Charles  con- 
trived to  get  up,  and  take,  by  no  means  an  infignificant  part 
in  the  a&ion  fought  off  Ufliant,  on  the  27th  of  Julyf. 
Not  long  after  this  time  he  was  promoted  to  the  Duke,  of 
ninety-eight  guns,  and  continued  in  this  command,  con- 
ftantly  employed  in  the  main  or  channel  fleet  §,  till  the  end

which  he  was  employed  being  eafity  traceable,  on  referring  to  the  lives 
of  fir  Charles  Hardy,  admiral  Geary,  and  vice-admiral  Darby  „ 
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l>f  the  year  1781,  when  he  was  appointed  firft  captain  of 
the  Formidable,  the  (hip  on  board  which  fir  George  Rod- 
ney then  hoifted  his  flag  as  commander-in-chief  on  the 
Weft-India  ftation.  Sir  Charles,  as  captain  of  the  fleet, 
consequently  had  the  temporary  rank  ofrear-admiial .  This 
appointment  being  more  confpicuous  than  any  he  had  been 
fortunate  enough  to  hold  previous  to  it,  he  failed  not  to 
diftinguifli  himlelf  in  the  mod  confpicuous  manner,  more 
particularly  on  an  occafion  that  required  his  utmoft  exer- 
tion, the  engagement  with  the  count  De  Grafle,  on  the 
9th  and  iath.ot  April,  1782. 

Sir  George  Rodney  himfelf  is  faid  to  have  candidly  con- 
fefled,  to  all  his  private  friends,  his  fuccefs  was  in  no  fmall 
degree  owing  to  the  advice  and  great  afliftance  he  derived 
from  fir  Charles.  In  the  official  difpatches  he  paid  him 
the  following  well-deferved  compliment,  *«  My  own 
captain,  fir  Charles  Douglafs,  merits  every  thing  I  can 
pofiibly  fay :  his  unremitted  diligence,  and  activity  greatly 
cafed  me  in  the  unavoidable  fatigue  of  the  day*." 

After  the  return  of  lord  Rodney  to  England,  fir  Charles 
continued  to  retain,  during  the  whole  remainder  of  the 
war,  his  former  poit  under  admiral  Pigot,  who  fucceeded 
his  lordfhipin  command.  But  noeventin  the  fmalleft degree 
confequential  took  place,  and  peace  being  concluded,  he  • 
returned  to  England  in  1783.  Not  long  after  his  arrival, 
that  is  to  fay,  in  O&ober  1783,  having  hoifted  his  broad 
pendant  as  an  eftabliflied  commodore,  on  board  the  Aflift- 
ance, of  fifty  guns,  he  proceeded  to  Nova  Scotia,  being 
appointed  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation.  Here  he 
continued  till  the  year  1786,  and  then  returned  to  England, 
being,  as  it  is  faid,  recalled,  by  his  own  requeft,  in  confe- 
rence of  fome  difguft  he  had  taken.  On  the  24th  of 
September,  1787,  he  was  raifed,  on  the  long  promotion 
of  flag-officers,  which  then  took  place,  to  be  rear-admiral 
of  the  blue;  it  being,  as  is  reported  by  fome,  extended  to

him  at  the  particular  inftance,  and  b.y  the  command  *f 
bis  majefty*.  In  the  month  of  January  1789,  he  is  (aid 
to  have  been  re-appointed  to  the  North-American  com- 
mand, but  did  not  live  even  to  proceed  to  Jfea,  dying,  *t 
Edinburgh,  early  in  February,  of  an  apople&ic  fit,  as 
entering  a  public  room.  The  following  laconic,  though 
truly  honourable,  ohara&er,  was  given  of  him  in  fome  of 
the  periodical  publications  of  that  year,  "  that  he  was  a 
very  good,  a  very  brave,  and  a  very  honed  man-"  We 
mult  not  forget  to  mention,  that  he  had  a  particular  tuip 
for  mechanical  purfuits,  efpecially  when  they  tended  to 
fuch  contrivances,  or  inventions,  as  might  in  any  degree 
benefit  the  fervice.  The  locks  introduced  into  the  navy  t, 
by  advice  of  general  Defaguliers,  about  the  year  A  75.8, 
was  revived  and  improved  by  fir  Charles,  who  caufed  them 
to  be  applied,  according  to  an  invention  of  his  own,  to  ajl 
the  cannon  in  the  Duke.  They  have  been  adopted,  with 
good  fuccefs,  on  board  fome  other  (hips ;  but  they  certainly 
are  by  no  means  in  univerfal  ufe,  as  fome  have  ailertcd. 

BRATHWAITE,  Richard.— This  gentleman,  who  is 
now  living,  is  defcended  from  a  very  refpedable  family 
long  fettled  in  the  county  of  Weftmoreland*  He  went  to  fea 
about  the  year  1743,  undei  the  patronage  of  fir  C.  Ogle, 
his  relation,  who  was  then  commander* in-chief  on  the 
Jamaica  ftation.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  oth  of  May,  1755,  at  the  fpecial  recommen- 
dation of  fir  E.  Hawke,  and  after  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
commander  on  the  29th  of  November,  1756.  We  know 
not,  however,  in  what  fervices  he  was  engaged,  during 
the  time  he  continued  in  either  ftation.  We  believe  hioi 
to  have  been  employed  in  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  was, 
on  the  6th  of  April,  1761,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Shannon  frigate.  He  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered 
to  England,  and  brought,  as  prifoners  from  Gibraltar,  a 
number  of  pirates,  accufed  of  robbing  a  Dutch  {hip,  on 
board  which  they  had  committed  the  moll  .cruel  enor- 
mities. He  was,  after  the  Shannon  had  been  refitted, 
ordered  on  Channel  fervice,  where  he  continued  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  war.      After  its  conchifion

cruifer  for  one  year ;  and  having  then  returned  to  England, 
was  promoted  to  the  Liverpool,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  in 
which  he  again  proceeded  to  Newfoundland,  where  he 
continued  two  years,  and  was  from  thence  ordered  to  the 
Mediterranean,  where  he  remained  till  1772.  Captain 
fiiathwaite'snext  appointment  was  that  of  the  Centurion,  of 
fifty  guns,  to  which  he  was  commiffioned  iii  1775,  and  or- 
dered to  North  America,  where  he  continued  till  the  end  of 
the  year  1778,  actively  employed  on  a  variety  of  fervices, 
which  it  is  needlefs  to  pagicuiarize  here;  the  mod  conse- 
quential of  them  having  already  been  related  in  our  account 
of  earl  Howe,  the  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation. 

Hoftilities  having  commenced  with  France  in  1778, 
and  it  being  deemed  expedient  to  detach  a  ftrong  body  of 
troops,  together  with  fome  fliips  of  war  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  captain  Brarhwaite  Was  ordered  thither,  with 
commodore  Hotham.  Almoft  immediately  after  his  ar- 
rival there,  that  is  to  fay,  in  the  month  of  December,  he 
was  prefent,  under  admiral  Barrington,  at  St.  Lucia, 
when  the  count  D*Eftaing,  at  the  head  of  twelve  fail  of 
the  line,  and  ten  frigates,  befides  feveral  fmaller  veflels, 
was  repulfed  with  difgrace,  in  die  attack  made  by  him  on 
four  Brittfli  ihipe  of  the  line,  .three  of  fifty  guns*,  and 
four  or  five  frigates,  or  (loops  of  war.  Captain  Brath- 
waite  continued  on  the  fame  ftation  till  the  middle  of  the 
year  1780,  but  without  being  fortunate  enough'to  meet 
with  any  occafion  requiring  any  particular  exertions 
fimiiar  to  the  firft.  At  the  time  above-ftated  he 
returned  to  England  with  a  convoy;  and  the  Cen- 
turion, being  ordered  to  be  tfifmantled,  and  repaired,  he 
wfcs  very  foon  afterwards  promoted  to  the  Bienfaifant,  of 
fixty-four  guns,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Macbride.     In  the

month  of  March  1781,  he  proceeded,  with  vice-admiral 
Darby,  and  the  main  fleet  to  Gibraltar;  for  the  relief  of 
that  tortrefe :  and  immediately  on  his  return  to  England, 
in  the  month  of  May,  was  ordered  into  the  JSTorth  Sea  to 
join  the  fquadron  Rationed  there,  under  tfce-admiral 
Parker,  in  confequence  of  hoftilities  having  commenced 
with  the  Dutch.  He  was  prefent  at  the  engagement  with 
the  Dutch  admiral,  Zoutman,  and  his  fleet,  <5ff  the  Dogger 
Bank,  in  the  month  of  Auguft  following*;  and  quitting 
the  Bienfaifant  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  did  not,  we 
believe,  ever  hold  any  other  com  million.  On  September 
ai,  1790,  captain  Brathwaite  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white  fquadron ;  on  the  id  of 
February,  1793,  to  be  vice  of  the  blue;  of  the  white  on 
the  1 2th  of  April,  1794;  and,  laftly,  of  the  red  on  the  ill 
of  June,  1795.  At  the  head  of  the  rank  laft-mentioned 
he  now  continues,  but  has  not  taken  upon  him  any  com- 
mand fince  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of  a  flag  officer. 

CARTERET,  Richard,  —  was  promoted  to  be  com- 
mander of  a  Hoop  of  war,  which  is  the  firft  information 
we  have  concerning  him,  on  the  18th  of  May,  I745# 
'No  other  particulars  relative  to  him  are  known  to  us  till  his 
farther  advancement  to  the  rank  of  pod  captain,  by  com- 
mi  (lion  bearing  date  April  the  16th,  1701,  appointing 
him  to  the  Glafgow,  of  twenty  guns.  We  believe  him  to 
have  continued  in  the  fame  flrip,  and  to  have  been  employed

•  hers,  port-Hds,  moft  of  the  fpire  booms,  and  fpars  damaged,  or  rea* 
deted  unfit  for  feivice,  as  well  as  all  the  boats  damaged." 
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on  the  Weft-India  flat  ion,  during  the  whole  of  the  war, 
or  nearly  fo ;  but  after  its  conclufion  his  name  does  not 
occur,  as  holding  any  command;  nor  have  we  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  we  believe  him  to 
nave  died  in  the  courfc  of  the  year  1780. 
*  WILLIS,  Thomas, — was,  on  the  1  ith  of  July,  1747* 
appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy ;  and  a  commander  on 
thi  5th  of  June,  1759-  We  believe  him  to  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Blaft  firefhip,  of  which  veflel  we  find  hini  . 
to  have  been  commander  at  the  latter  end  of  the  veaf 
1760;  and  imagine  him  to  have  been  promoted  from 
thence,  or  from  the  Hawke  (loop,  to  the  Prince  Edward,  of 
forty-fou*  guns,  which  fhip  he  was  commiflioned  to  on 
the  4th  of  May,  1761.  He  was  immediately  ordered  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  continued  till  about  Midfum- 
mer  in  the  enfuing  year;  and  after  -his  return  to  England 
does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  command.  He  died* 
we  believe,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1766. 

KEELER,  Robert, — which  gentleman  is  now  livings 
was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  26th  of 
Atiguft,  1756 ;  and  a  commander  on  the  4th  of  September, 
1759.  Early  in  the  year  17.61,  we  find  him  captain  of 
the  Froferpine  firelhip  on  the  home  ftation.  In  the  month 
of  April  following  he  ferved  as  afting  commander  of  the 
Arethufa  *,  of  twenty-fix  guns ;  and  fuppofe  him  to  have 
been  promoted  from  thence  to  be  captain  of  the  Succefs, 
of  twenty-four  guns,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  May 
the  19th,  1761.  He  remained  but  a  very  fhort  time  in 
this  fliip;  and  removing  into  the  Dolphin,  of  the  fame 
.  force,  was  employed,  firft,  on  the  North- American,  and, 
afterwards,  a  ihort  time  before  the  conclufion  of  the  war> 
on  the  Mediterranean  ftation.  He  returned  from  thence, 
however,  juft  as  hoftilities  had  actually  ceafed,  and  on  his  • 
paflage  home,  we  believe,  fell  in  with,  and  captured,  the 
Due  D'Aquilon,  a  French  pacquet-boat,  bound  for  the  Eaft 


*  While  in  this  veflel,  he  is  noticed  as  having  fallen  in  with  two 
French  cutters,  in  the  North  Sea,  on  the  6th  of  Mav.  After  a  chace 
of  three  hours  he  captured  one  of  them,  called  the  Quimpcr,  Carrying 
fixtcen  carriage,  or  iwivel  guns,  and  fixty-five  men.  As  Toon  as  ever 
the  prisoners  were  Ihifted,  he  purfucd  her  companion,  which  unfortu- 
nately efcaped  him  in  the  night.

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Indies  with  difpatches.  Though  the  veflel  was  furnifhed 
with  a  proper  paffport  fpm  the  Britifh  government,  pro- 
hibiting all  Britifh  fubjefts  from  committing  any  afts  of 
hoitility  agajnft  her,  yet,  confidering  the  object  before  him, 
and  the  confequence  it  might  be  of  to  his  country,  fhould 
the  velfe!  he  prevented  from  proceeding  according  to  her 
deftination,  he  very  fpjritedly  disregarded  the  perlbnal  rifle 
he  ran,  by  fuch  a  breach  of  inftru&ions,  refolved  to  detain 
her,  and  carried  her  with  him  into  Plymouth.  He  was, 
as  a  matter  of  courfe,  fufpended ;  and,  to  fatisfy  the  honour 
of  both  courts,  difmiffed  the  fervice.  Neverthelefs,  fo 
highly  meritorious  was  his  conduct  confidered,  and  fa 
confequential  were  the  intercepted  difpatches  found  to  the 
nation,  that  he  was  reftored  to  his  rank  immediately 
afterwards,  and  as  is  aflerted,  by  the  exprefs  dire&ion  of 
his  majefty  himfelf. 

We  do  not  find  captain  Keeler  again  holding  any  com- 
hiiflion  till  the  end  of  the  year  1770,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Mercury,  of  twenty-four  guns,  and  foon 
afterwards  ordered  on  the  North- American  ftation.  He 
continued  there  during  the  three  fucceeding  years ;  and 
after  his  return  is  not  known  to  have  had  any  fubfequent 
command  till  the  year  1 775,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Experiment,  of  fifty  gujis.  He  quitted  this  (hip,  however, 
after  a  very  (hort  continuance  in  it,  and  is  not  known,  by 
11s,  to  have  received  any  other  commiflion  till  1779, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Afteon,  a  new  (hip  of 
forty-four  guns.  He  was  ordered  firft  to  the  coaft  of 
Africa,  from  whence  he  pafled  over  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
but  nothing  memorable  appears  to  have  occurred  to  him 
while  thus  employed.  Having  returned  to  England 
with  a  convoy  in  the  fummer  of  the  year  1780,  he  appears 
not  to  have  held  any  commiflion  in  aftive  iervicc 
after  that  time*  Towards  the  conclufion  of  the  war 
we  believe  him  to  have  been  employed  as  one  of  the  di- 
re&ors*of  the  imprefs  fervice,  and  when  he  became  fenior 
en  the  lift  of  captain*,  as  was  the  cafe  in  1787,  in  confe- 
quence of  the  promotion  of  ftdg-officers.  then  made,  he 

•  Officers  out  of  a&ive  fervke,  then  appointed  to  fuperkitend  the 
tmprefi  in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  wilh  powers  (bmewhat 
'different  from  ihofc  of  regulating  oaptains* 
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was  put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift;  With  the  rank  and  pa} 
of  a  rear-admiral. 

COSBY,  Phillips This  gentterriari,  Who  is  alfo  now 

living*  wa$'  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
a8th  of  January,  1755;  and  a  commander  on  the  2d  of 
June,  1760.  We  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed  to 
the  Laurel  (loop ;  and  promoted  from  the  fame  veffel  to 
the  rank  of  poft-captain>  bf  commiflton  bearing  date 
May  the  19th,  1761,  appointing  him  to  the  Hind,  of 
twenty  guns.  We  have  no  particulars  concerning 
him,  fubfequent  to  the  time  lad- mentioned,  till  the 
year  1767,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Montreal  fri- 
gate, of  thirty-twd  gunsj  and  ordered  to  the  Mediterra- 
nean ;  from  whence  he  returned  in  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber, by  order  of  commodore  Spry,  commander-in-chief 
there,  tin  the  melancholy  occafion  of  bringing  to  Eng- 
land the  corpfe  of  his  royal  highnefs  the  duke  of  York 
and  Albany.  He  arrived  at  St.  Helens  on  the  28th  of 
October",  after  a  paffege  of  thirty-one  days  from  Villa 
Franca.  He  afterwards  returned  back  to  the  fame 
ftation,  and  continued  there  during  the  three  fucceedihg 
years*.  After  this  time  t  we  believe  him  to  have 
again  continued  unemployed  till  a  fliort  time  previous  to 
the  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France,  in  1778, 
He  was  then  appointed  to  the  Centaur,  of  feventy-four  guns* 
but  quitted  it  early  in  the  enfuing  year  for  the  Robufte* 
of  feventy-four  guns;  in  which  (hip  he  accompanied  Mr. 
Arbuthnot,  in  the  month  of  May,  to  North  America. 

Nothing  material  took  place  on  that  ftation  in  addition 
to  what  we  have  already  related  in  the  account  ±  of  the 
commander-in-chief,  till  the  encounter,  off  the  Capes  of 
Virginia,  with  the  French  fquadron,  commanded  by  the 
chevalier  de  Ternay,  on  the  16th  of  March,  1781.  On 
this  occafion  captain  Cofby  led  the  Britifh  fquadron  into 
acVion;  and,  as  vice-admiral  Arbuthnot  exprelies  himfelf

in  his  official  difpatches,  behaved  in  the  moft  gaHant 
manner  in  his  engagement  with  the  van  of  the  enemy* 
The  French  commodore  and  his  fliips  were  "Unable  to 
withftand  To  animated  an  attack  as  was  made  upon  them ; 
but  were  compelled  to  break  the  line  after  the  a&ion  had 
continued  half  an  hour.  The  Robuftc,  however,  in  par- 
ticular*, with  two  other  {hips  of  the  Britifti  van,  the 
Europe,  and  Prudent,  had  fuffered  fo  feverely  in  the  pre- 
ceding ihort  a&ion,  that  Mr.  Arbuthnot  found  it  impro- 
per to  purfue  them :  that  unfortunate  ihip  was  fo  much 
difabled  on  this  occafion,  that  (he  was  obliged  to  be  ftripped 
and  undergo  the  belt  repair,  circumftances  would  admit  of, 
at  New  York,  in  order  to  make  it  fafe  for  her,  even  to 
proceed  to  fea. 

Being  completely  difmaftcd,  and  in  a  ftate  of  refit- 
ment, at  the  time  rear-admiral  Graves  proceedqd,  in  the 
nionih  of  September  following,  for  the  Chefapeak,  captain 
Cofly  was  of  courfe  prevented  from  proceeding  with  him 
thither.  But  though  in  a  very  crazy  ftate,  the  Robnfte  being 
put  in  the  heft  order  circumitances  permitted,  capt.  Cofby 
went  to  fea  with  the  fleet  in  the  month  of  October,  when  the 
fecond  fruit lefs  attempt  was  made  for  the  deliverance  of 
the  earl  Cornwallis,  and  his  army.  No  engagement,  as 
may  be  well  remembered,  took  place ;  perhaps  it  was  a 
fortunate  ciraimltance  for  captain  Cofby,  iituated  as  he 
vas,  ihat  it  did  not.  The  Robuiie  was  foon  afterwards 
ordered  to  England  for  repair,  and  earl  Cornwallis  em- 
barked on  board  her  as  a  patfenger;  but  foon  after  it  got 
to  fea,  was  found  fo  extremely  crazy,  as  to  be  incapable 
of  proceeding  in  fafety  to  Europe.  His  lord  (hip  rempved 
into  a  merchant- (hip,  and  captain  Cofby  bore  away  for 
Antigua.  After  heaving  down,  and  refitting  there,  he 
proceeded  to  England  in  the  fummcr  of  the  year  1782, 
and  fafelv  arrived,  with  a  convoy*  in  the  month  of  July. 

After  this  time  we  do  not  find  him  to  have  held  any 
commillion,  as  a  private  captain.  In  1786  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  command,  with  the  rank  'of  cJtablifhed  com- 
modore on  the  Mediterranean  itation,  as  fucceflbr  to  fir 
John  Lindfey,  who  retired  on  account  of  bis  ill  ftate  of 

•  Bcfides  being  completely  difahlcd  in  her  mafls  and  rigging,  fkr 
ihip  hid  fifteen  men  killed,  and  twenty-one  wounded,  amounting  to 
nearly  half  the  iof*  fuftaincd  by  the  wholef  \  uadroo. 
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health.  He  accordingly  proceeded  thither*,  and  hoifted 
his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Trufty,  of  fifty  guns. 
Nothing  material  appears  to  have  occurred  to  him  during 
the  time  he  retained  this  command,  in  which  he  continued 
dnring  the  ufually  allotted  period  of  three  years,  except 
that,  in  1788,  he  was  fent  to  vifit  the  different  Barbary 
ftates,  and  arrange  fuch  terms  with  the  emperor  of 
Morocco,  that  the  Britifli  commerce,  as  it  then  feemed  to 
be  apprehended  it  might,  fliould  not  meet  with  any  inter* 
ruption  from  the  coriairs.  This  negociation  and  treaty 
he  carried  into  complete  execution  with  the  grcateft  ex* 
a&nefs  and  precifion.  Not  long  after  his  return  from  his 
ftation,  that  is  to  fay,  on  the  2iit  of  September,  1790,  he 
was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  whit*,  which  was 
his  firft  appointment  as  a  Hag-officer*.  In  179a  he  was 
appointed  to  command  at  Plymouth  t,  as  port-admiral, 
and  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  St.  George, 
of  98  guns.  After  the  commencement  of  hoitilities  with 
France,  he  was  removed  from  his  laft  ftation  to  command 
in  the  fleet,  fent  into  the  Mediterranean,  under  the  orders 
of  lord  Hood :  and  about  the  fame  time,  that  is  to  fay,  the 
iftof  February,  1793,  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral 
of  the  bine.  He  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Windfor 
Caftle,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  but  we  find  no  other  particular 
mention  made  of  him  while  employed  on  this  fervice, 
except  that,  in  the  month  of  November,  1793,  he  was 
detached,  with  feveral  (hips  of  the  fleet,  to  Leghorn,  in 
order  to  bring  back  from  thence  live-ftock,  and  other  fup- 

Sfies  of  provifions,  for  the  allied  troops  in  garrifon  at 
Toulon.  While  abfent  on  this  fervice  a  circumftance 
extremely  alarming  took  place  in  the  fquadron  under  his 
command.  The  Scipio,  of  74  guns,  a  French  (hip  of  war, 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  Britifti,  by  the  Royalifts,  at 
Toulon,  and  then  totally  manned  with  a  French  crew, 
having  taken  fire,  and  threatened  deftrufiion  both  to  the 
ihips  in  the  port,  and  the  Britifti  fquadron.  Neverthelefs, 
through  the  prudent  meafures  taken,  under  the  dirediou 
of  the  vice-admiral,  added  to  a  breeze  of  wind  fortunately 

*  Inthe  month  of  September  1791,  hi*  nephew,  lieutenant  Cofby, 
of  the  army,  was  unfortunately  drowned  at  Cork.    '  '  ; 

t  In  the  month  of  O&ober  in  this  year  he  married  Mrs.  — • 
HurQ,  rclia  of Hurft,  cfq.  an  army  agent. 
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blowing  off  fhore,  both  were  preferyej^  and  no  ipconfi- 
derable  part  of  the  crew  faved. 

On  the  1 2th  of  April,  1 794,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice> 
admiral  of  the  White  •  arid  feeling  the  climate  not  altoge- 
ther fuited  to  his  conftitutiqn>  foliciteq!  his  recall  foon  after- 
wards. Having  removed  his  fljg  into  the  Alcide,pf  feyenty- 
four  guns,  he  repaired  to  England,  with  lord  Hood;  in  No- 
vember 1794.  '  On  the  1  ft  of  June,  J  795,  he  Was  ad- 
vanced to  be  vice-admi/al  of  the  red,  but  hath  not  finc$ 
his  return  \o  England  taken  upon  hirrifelf  any  command* 

CJLERKE,  JSir  John, — was,  in  1748,  a  mjdftiipman  on 
board  the  Lion,  and  afterwards  in  the  Panther,  the  fhip 
which  bore  the  flag  of  rear-admiral  Watfon,  as  cont- 
mander-in-chiuf  at r Newfoundland'  and  Louifburg.  He 
afterwards  ferved  in  the  Kent  with'  the  fame  officer 
when  fent,  in  1754,  commander-in-chief  to  the  Eaft 
Indies,  during  which  voyage  he  was  promoted  to  be  a  lieu- 
tenant. He  was  advanced  from  that  r>mk,  on  the  9th  of 
March,  1759, to  be  commander  of  the  Bafiliflc  floopof  war. 
In  this  veilel  he  was  employed  in  cruifing  off  the  Britifli 
coaft  during  the  remainder  of  the  current,  and  we  believe 
the  whole  of  the  enfuing  year,  a  fervice,  in  which  he  met 
with  all  the  fuccefs  that  could  be  expected  from  the  nature 
of  his  employment,  having  captured  two  or  three  *  French 
privateers,  which  J  though  of  fmall  force,  might' have 
effe&ed  no  inconfiderable  mifchief  to  our  coafting  trade, 
againft  which  their  depredations  were  intended. 

On  the  26th  of  May,  1761,  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Melampe,  of 
thirty- fix  guns,  a  frigate  taken  a  fhort  time  before  from 
the  enemy.  How,  or  on  what  fervice  he  was  at  firft  em- 
ployed does  not  appear,  but  in  the  year  1762  he  was 
ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Africa,  where  he  continued,  as  we 
have  been  taught  to  fuppofe,  during  the  three  or  four  fuc- 
ceeding  vears;  and  after  returning  to  England,  do  not  know 
bim  to  nave  held  any  other  com  million  till  the  end  of  the 
year  1771,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Prudent,  of 
iixty-four  guns,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Alexander  Schom- 
berg.  On  the  31ft  of  January  following  (1772)  he  received

the  honour  of  knighthood,  on  being  ordered  to  the  EaOr 
Indies,  in  the  Prudent,  as  commodore  of  a  final  I  fquadron  ,. 
intended  to  reinforce  rear-admiral  Harland,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Eaft-India  company's  trade,  .and  the  better 
watching  the  motions  of  the  French  force  in  that  quarter* 
No  rupture,  or  memorable  otcurrence  took  place;  but  fir 
John  having  removed  into  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty^four 
guns,  in  confequence  of  the  Prudent  being  ordered  to 
return  back  to  England,  he  died,  in  India,  in  the  com* 
mand  of  that  (hip,  on  the  19th  of  November,  1775. 

OURRY,  Ifaac  Florimortd, —  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the   14th  of  February,    1744-5, 
and,  in  1745,  ferved  as  lieutenant  of  the  Litchfield,  as  he  ' 
afterwards  did  of  the  OrforcL     In  1757  he  proceeded  to  * 
the  JEaft  Indies,  under  commodore  Stevens,  as  lieutenant  - 
of  the  Elizabeth.     He  was  there  advanced,  by  commiflion  . 
bearing  date  June  6, 176 1,  to  be  captain  of  the  fame  fliip, 
under  commodore  Tiddeman*  who  hoifted  his  broad  pendant  * 
on  board  hen  The  different  ferv  ices  in  which  he  was  engaged  • 
during  this  period  have,  confequently,  been  already  related 
eitherin  the  life  of  the  commodore*,  fir  G.  Pocock,  Mr* 
Stevens,  or  fir  Samuel  Cornifh;  to  thefe,  therefore,  it  is 
needled  to  add  any  farther  particulars.     After  his  return 
from  the  Eaft  indies,  as  was  the  cafe  on  the  conclufion  pf  • 
the  war,  we  do  not  know  him  to  have  held  any  farther 
command  till  the  year  1771,  when,  on  the  Buckingham  : 
being  ordered  to  the  fame  ftation,,  captain  Ourry  was  con> 
roiifioned  to  her.     He  died  in  this  fhip,  at  Madrafs,  about 
the  month  of  Oftober  1773. 

MILLAR,  Archibald.  — This  gentleman,  who  we 
fuppofe  to  have  been  of  Scotch  extraction,  was  appointed 
a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  23d  of  May,  1746;  and 
was  from  thence  advanced  to- the  rank  of  commander*  oil 
Sept.  29,  1757*.  He  was  immediately  afterwards  ap- 
pointed to  the  London  Bufs,  one  of  the  veffels  ordered,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  enfuing  year,  to  proceed  on  the  ex- 
pedition projected,  t>y  Mr.  Camming,  againft  the  French 
fettlement  at  Senegal.  He  diflinguifhed  himfelf  in  the 
mod  confpicuous  and  gallant  manner  on  this  occafion,  a*

we  have  already  particularly  related  in  our  account  of 
captain  W.  Marfn,  who  commanded  the  armament*. 
In  addition  to  the  circumftance  juft  related,  we  know 
nothing  farther  concerning  this  gentleman  till  his  pro- 
motion, on  the  1 6th  of  June,  1761,  to  be  captain  ot  the 
Lynn,  of  forty-four  guns.  In  this  command-  he  conti- 
nued till  the  end  of  the  war,  employed  firft  on  the  Medi- 
terranean, and  afterwards  as  a  cruifer  on  the  home  ftation. 
On  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities,  the  Lynn  being  put  out  of 
commiflion,  captain  Millar  was  not  re-appointed  to  any 
other  ihip.     He  died  on  the  8th  of  September,  1766. 

WILSON,  Johnt,rr-was  promoted  from  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  to  be  commander  of  the  London  Bufs{,  on 
Nov.  15,  1756.  On  the  3d  of  July,  1761,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  rank  of  port  captain,  and  appointed  to  the 
Solebay  frigate.  We  know  not  of  any  other  command 
held  by  this  gentleman,  his  name  not  again  occurring  in 
the  fervice ;  and  fo  deficient  are  we  in  all  other  particulars 
concerning  him,  that  we  have  not  been  able  precifely  to 
colled  the  time  of  his  death,  which,  we  believe  to  have  * 
happened  in  the  year  1796,  after  having  been,  for  forae 
time,  on  the  fupcrannuared  lift  of  retired  officers.   . 

MEAD,  Jofcph — This  gentleman  is  now  living*  .  He 
vuas  bred  up  to  the  fea  fervice  under  cantata  Savage 
Moftyn,  and  while  with  that  officer  invented  a  very,  ufe- 
fulmachine,  for  the  purpofe  of  cleaning  i hips  at  fea,  though 
new  rendered  lefs  necetiary  on  account  of  the  recently 
adopted  mode  of  coppering  fliips  bottoms  §.  He  was 
appointed  a  lieutenant  on  the  19th  of  Auguit,  1747^,  and  *

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ajfcoihirander  on  the  5th  of  April,  1757,  being  commif-, 
Ironed  to  the  Crown  ftoreflrip.  In  1760  he  was  captain 
of  the  fame  veflelj  at  that  time  employed  on  the  North- 
American  Ration.  He  was  promoted,  we  belieye  from 
thence  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to 
the  Fowey,  of  twenty-four  guns,  by'commiffion  bear-* 
ing  date  July  the  ^th,  1^761;  He  was  employed  during 
the  whole  remainder  of  the  war  on  the  Weft-Ir\dta  ftition, 
and,  in  the  year  1762,  diftingurfhed  Kimfelf-  in  the  nioft 
gallant  manner  during  an  action  with  a  Spanifh  frigate  of 
fdperior-  force*.  The  action  took1  place  about  feven 
leagues  from  Cape  Tiberone;  and  after  having  been  main- 
tained, with  vety  great  fpirit  on  both  fides,  for  an  hour 
and  an  half,  they  parted,  as  if  by  mutual  agreement,  to 
repair1,  in  the  beft  manner -they  were' able,  the  damages 
they  had  fevtfally  fuftaineck 

About  ten  o'clock  at  nighty  the  Fbwey  being  refitted  as 
ifdl  as  her ;  fixation  would  then  permit,  captain  Mead 
again  bore  dowtl ;'  but  after  giving,  and  receiving  in  ex- 
change* one  or  two"  broadfide*  without  any  material 
effect  being  produced,  finding  it  too  dark  to  continue  the 
aftion  with  the'precifion  he  wt(hed,'he  refolved  to  make 
fail  to  windward,  and  to  renew  the  attack  ait  day-break, 
keeping  a  good  look-out  for  fear  of  lofing  company :  ac- 
cordingly he  then;  bore  down  on  the  enemy,  and  ran  as 
ck>fe  to  her  as  he  poflibly  coiild>  without  falling  on  board, 
before  he  fired  a  gun.  The  conteft  was  now  renewed 
for  the  th'iftf  time,  and,'if  potB£Je,«  with  greater' vigour  and 
fptat  tha|t  eVtp. .  At  length,  '  &&6rtt  half  pail:  eight  o'clock 
inrthe  morning,  the  Spanifti  fhftpy  which  certainly  was 
fought  wkh  the  moft  defperatd  courage^  having  received 
feveral'fhot  between  wind  and  water*  as  well  as  being  in 
other  refpe£b;  reduced  almorf  to-  a  wreck,  hauled  down 
her  colours  and  furrendered.'  '>    ■  >         *

Campbell  and  Entick  both  add  the  following  circuirj- 
fiances  relative  to  the  foregoing  adion,  which  certainly 
heighten,  if  that  were  neceffary,  the  extraordinary  merit 
of  it ;  that  the  mailer  was  fo  drunk  as  to  be  incapable  of 
affording  the  captain  the  fmalleft  afliftance ;  the  gunne^  was- 
wounded  very  early ;  and  a  lieutenant,  with  24<of  the  crew,  • 
were  on  fliore  when  the  a&iop  took  place,  fo  that,  as  they 
might  both  concur  in  adding,  the  capture  of  this  frigate 
might,  with  great  juft.ice,  be  reckpned  among  the  moft  gal*  . 
lant  a&ions  which  tbok.place  during  the  war*  After  quit- 
tlpg  the  Fowey,  we.do  not  find  captain  Mead  apentioned  a* 
holding  any  ^ommUIion.  We  may  naftically  conclude  he 
retired  from  the  fervioe,  and  are  coofirc&ed  in  this  opi- 
nion by  finding  hirtywhen,  in  the  year  179Q,  in  coofc- 
qpence  of  a  promotion  of  flag-officers,  he* became  fenior 
on  the  lift  of  port-captains,,  put  on  the  gjperanmiated  lift 
as  an  officer  of  that  rank*. 

FITZHERBERT,  Thomas,— was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant i,n  the  navy  oh  the  aoth  of  February,*  1^55;  and  a. 
commander  on  the  14th  of  March,  1760.  He  was  com- 
raiffioned  to  the  Speedwell  floop,  and  is  not  otherwifc 
kpown  to  up  till  the  beginning,  of  the  year  1 761,  when, 
being  acting  captain  of  the  Niger  frigate,,  and  employed 
on  a  cruife  off  the  coaft  of  France,  he  fell  in  with  and 
captured,  about  twenty  leagues  to  the  fouth-weft  of  Uftfent, 
the  Duke  de  Mazarine  French  pYivateer,  belonging 
to  Breft,  carrying  twejyje  guns^and  one  hundred,  and  fixty.

from  thence  condescended  to  take  the  command  of  a  floop. 
This,  though  by  no  means  uncommon  at  a  more  remote 
.period,  and  on  other  occafions,  we?  totally  disbelieve  on 
the  prefent.  Certain,  however,  it  is,  he  continued  but  a 
.very  fttort  time  captain  of  the  Wager;  nor  h#ve  we  any 
.farther  account  tof  him  to  be  depended  on  till  the  year 
1767.fi  when  be  commanded  the  Adventure,  of  thirty-two 
jguns,  on  the  y/eft-India  ftation. 

How  long  he  continued  in  this  (hip  remains  rather 
doijbtfirf ;  but  mur  peU  .certain  information  concern*  * 
ing  him  is  in  the  year  1775,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Dublin,  of  Seventy- tour  gun£,  a  guard/hip  Rationed  * 
at  Plymouth.  He  removed  from  that  fhip  in  1777^ 
into  the  Raifonable,  of  fixty-four  guns,  and  was  or- 
dered* to  North  America,  whe^e  he  (continued  to  ferve, 
under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe,  during  the  remainder  of 
the  current,  and,  probably,  the  whole  of  the  enfuing  • 
jeart*  He  returned  ,to  England  as  a  paticnger  in  fome 
other  Chip;  and  aftfcr  Jus  arrival  was  appointed  to  the 
Belliqueux,pf  gxty-four  guns,  a  fhjp  then  newly  launched. 
He  retained  this  command  till  the  end  of  the  year  1780, 
and  then  quitted  it,  in  confequence  of  the  (hip  being  or- 
dered to  the  Weft  Indies,  a  climate  not  perfe&ly  agreeing 
with  the  confutation  of  captain  Fitzherbert. 

He  held  no  other  commiflion  till  the  end  of  the  year 
178a,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Alexander,  of  feventy- 
jfoiir  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  then  under  orders,  and  fitting 
fqr  foreign  fervice ;  but  peace  taking  place  immediately 
afterwards,  that  (hip  was  ordered  to  be  difmantled,  and 
put  out  of  commiflion.     In  the  month  of  May  following

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he  was  appointed  to  the  Powerful,  a  new  fhip  of  fcventjr- 
fonr  guns,  ordered  to  be  fitted,  as  foon  as  launched,  fot  a 
Rationed  guardfliip  at  Plymouth.  In-  this  command  he 
continued  during  the  ufuai  period  of  three  years,  and 
appears  to  have  held  no  fubfequcnt  coromiffion.  On 
the  2 ill  of  September,  1790,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank 
of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue ;  as  he  afterwards  was,  on  the 
ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  rear  of  the  red*.  On  the 
1 2th  of  April,  1794,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral 
of  the  blue ;  and,  laftly,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  white 
fquadron  on  the  4th  of  July  following.  This  was  the 
highefl  rank  he  lived  to  obtain,  dying  in  a  very  few  weeks 
after  his  lad  promotion.    • 

MAIN  WARING,  William, -2>  was  raifed  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  April  5,  1756;  and  pro- 
moted to  that  of  commander  on  the  9th  of  January,  1760, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Baltimore  ftoop.  On  the 
6th  of  Auguit,  1 761,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Arundel,  of  twenty  guns,  in 
which  fhip  he  was  ordered,  firft  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and 
from  thence  to  Virginia.  He  died  there  on  the  Phila- 
delphia ftation  on  the  26th  of  Oftober,  1763. 

INNES,  James,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  26th  of  January,  1745-6;  and  after  continu- 
ing a  very  fhort  time  in  the  intermediate  rank  of  com- 
mander, during  which  he  ferved  on  the  Weft-India  ftation, 
waSj  in  the  month  of  June  1761,  appointed,  by  commo- 
dore fir  James  Douglafs,  at  that  time  commander-in-chief 
there,  to  be  a&ing  captain  of  the  Arundel,  of  twenty  guns. 
In  this  (hip  he  was  ordered  to  England  immediately 
afterwards,  with  intelligence  of  the  capture  of  the 
ifland  of  Dominica.  Soon  after  his  arrival  he  was, 
on  the  6th  of  Auguft,  1761,  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Rye.  In  this  ihip  he  continued  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  wart,  employed,  we  believe,  entirely  on 
the- home  ftation.     This  ihip  being  put  out  of  commiffion

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on  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities,  we  do  not  find  him  to  have 
held  any  iubfequent  commiflion  ;  nor  have  we  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  we  believe  him  to 
nave  died  either  in  the  year  1 779,  or  the  enfuing. 
:  CORNISH,  Samuel  Pitchford,— was  the  nephew  *  of 
fir  .Samuel  Cornifh,  baronet,  of  whom  we  have  already 
given  fome  account  t.  He  was  bred,  up  under  the  care 
and  inftrudion  of  that  very  able  and  gallant  officer  his 
uncle,  who  carried  Mr.  Pitchford  with  him  to  the  Eaft 
Indies  in  1750 ;  and  while  on  his  paflage  thither,  promoted 
him,  on  the  6th  of  Auguft  following,  to  the  rank  of  lieu* 
tenant.  Mr.  Pitchford,  continuing  under  the  fame  able 
inftruftor,  was  very  defervedly  advanced,  by  him,  on 
the  24th  of  Auguft,  1761,  to  be  captain  of  the  America, 
of  fixty  guns,  one  df  the  fhips  under  his  orders.  He 
continued  on  the  fame  ftation  during  the  whole  remainder 
of  the  war,  and  diftinguifhed  himfelf  very  much  during 
the  expedition  again  ft  Manilla,  on  which  occafion  he 
was  appointed  to  aft  as  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  battalion 
of  feamen  landed,  to  reinforce  the  troops,  and  affitt  in  the 
ficge. 

Captain  Pitchford  continued  in  the  fame  quarter  for 
fome  time  after  hoftilities  had  ceafed.  He  was  lying  in 
Madrafs  Road  on  the  aoth  of  0£l6ber,  1763,  when  the 
tremendous  hurricane  came  on,  which  effected  fo  much 
damage  among  the  ihipping  in  that  quarter.  The  Ame- 
rica, together  vith  the  Norfolk  and  Weymouth,  put  to 
fea,  and  were  fortunate  enough  to  furvive  the  gale,  though 
with  the  lofs  of  all  their  mails.  They  got  back  to  the 
Road  on  the  24th,  but  in  much  diftrefs,  and  ivith  a 
great. deal  of  water  in  their  holds.  Captain  Pitchford 
returned  to  England  at  the  end  of  the  year  1764,  and  is 
not  known  to  have  held  any  fubfeauent  command  J  till 
towards  the  conclufion  of  1781,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Arrogant,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  (hip  which  had

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undergone  a  thorough  repair,  and  was  then  under  orderV 
for  the  Weft  Indies,  with  admiral  Rodney.  Captain 
Cornifh  accordingly  proceeded  thither,  and  remained  there 
lilt  fome  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  with  the 
exception  that  he  accompanied  admiral  Pigo}  to  America 
lowards  the  conclufion  or  the  fummer  1782,.  He  continued 
bn  the  fame  ftation  after  the  main  body  of  the  fleet  had 
returned  to  the  Weft  Indies,  being  detached  by  the  ad- 
miral, under  lord  Hood,  to  cruife  off  Bofton. ' 

This  gentleman  does  not  appear  after  peace  had  taken 
place- again  as  holding  any  command  till  the  year  1790, 
when,  in  confequence  of  the  armament  equipped,  on  the 
profpecl:  of  a  rupture  with  Spaing  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Marlborough,  of  feventy-four  guns;  butsdid  not  long 
retain  that  command  as  a  private  captain,  being,  on  the 
21  ft  of  September,  in  the  fame  year,  advanced  to  be 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  hoifted  his  flag  immedi~ 
ately  on  board  the  fame  fhip,  being  appointed  to  proceed 
with  a  fquadron,  ordered  out  to  the  Weft  Indies,  confid- 
ing of  fix  (hips  of  the  line  and  a  frigate.  He  failed  from 
St.  Helens  on  the  26th  of  O&ober;  but  the  profpecl  of 
hoftilities  having  vanifhed  he  returned  immediately  to 
England,  and  arrived  at  Spithead  on  the  13th  of  February, 
with  three  (hips  of  the  line  and  a  frigate,  the  remainder 
having,  by  order,  put  into  Plymouth*.  On  the  ift  of 
February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of 
the  red;  to  be  vice  of  the  blue  on  the  12th  of  April,  1794; 
of  the  white  on  the  4th  of  July  following;  and,  laftly,  on 
the  ift  of  June,  1795,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red  iqua- 
dron,  which  he  now  holds,  but  has  not  taken  upon  him 
any  command  fince  the  year  1791. 

GORDON,  Thomas, — a  gentleman  of  Scotch  ex- 
traction, was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
27th  of  December,  1743 ;  and  was  not  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  commander  till  the  23d  of  May,  1757.  We  know 
nothing  of  the  particular  veflels  or  ftations  on  which 
he  was  employed  during  the  time  he  held  either  of  the 
above  ranks,  but  find  him  promoted  to  that  of  pott-cap- 
tain, and  appointed  to  the  Biddeford,  of  twenty  guns,  by 
commiffion  bearing  date  September  10,  1761.  This' 
veffel  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  into  the  North  Sea,  as

fortunately ran  on  ihofe,  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  through 
the  ignorance  of  the  pilot,  who  periihed  wkh  the  flupr, 
which  vtas  totally  loft  on  the  HazebordughSand,  near.  Yar- 
mouth. Captain  Gordon  and  nearly  half  the  crev*  un- 
fortunately periihed  alfo.  Thofe  who  furvived,got  on  fhore 
in  a  very  helplefs  condition,  having  been  forced  to  con- 
tinue on  the  wreck  two  days,  the  fea  breaking  over,  them 
the  whole  time,  without  any  other  fuftenance  than  a  few 
pieces  ,of  raw  beef,  which  they,  with  difficulty  got  out  of 
the  (bip,  and  a  foiall  quantity  of  fpirituous  liquor.  We 
muft  no*  omit  one  circumftance  relative  to  the  death  of 
this  gentleman ;  two  of  the  crew,  after  the  (hip  ftruck, 
took  it  by  turns  to  hold  him  up,  and  prated  him  iu  the 
beft  manner  they  were  able  from  the  wafting  of  the  fea; 
but  at  lad,  worn  out  with  fatigue,  arid  by  the  extremity  of 
the  weather,  he  died  in  the  arms  of  his  fupporters. 

BRISBANE,  John.— This  gentleman,  who  is*  now 
living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  5th 
of  Auguft,  1757 ;  and,  we  believe,  without  paffing  throuch 
the  intermediate  rank  of  commander,  or,  at  mofl> 
without  continuing  in  it  longer  than  a  few  weeks,  perhaps 
days  only,  (for  we  have  no  account  whatever  of  him, 
while  holding  that  rank)  was  promoted  to  be  a  poft-captain 
in  the  navy,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  September  the 
24th,  1761.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Nightingale,  a  twenty- 
gun  ihip,  at  that  time  on  the  North-American  ftation, 
but  continued  during  a  very  fliort  time  in  this  command, 
being  quickly  promoted  to  the  Echo  frigate,  and 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  He  continued  there,  we 
believe,  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  This  fliip  being 
then  put  out  of  com  minion,  we  do  not  find  captain  Brif- 
bane  to  have  held  any  farther  command  till  the  year  1769, 
when  he  was  commiflioned  to  the  Cerberus,  of  28  guns* 
This*  frigate  was  one  of  thofe  firft  employed  on  the  Weft 
India,  and  intended  afterwards  for  the  home  ftation,  in  cafe 
the  rupture  with  Spain  had  taken  place,  but  cap*.  Brisbane 
quitted  his  command  foon  after  that  difpute  was  accommo- 
dated. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  conteft  with  the 
'North-American  colonies,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Flora 
frigate,,  of  thirty-two  guns  >  and  being  fcnt  out  thither 
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Vith  a  cdnvoy,  in  1776,  was  eniploycd  oft  i  variety  eff 
dcfultory  expeditions,  fcarcely  fufficiently  confequentiat 
to  require  any  particular  detail :  the  tnoft  material  waft 
*he  purfuit  of  the  Hancock  and  Bofton  American  frigates* 
with  their  prize,  the  Fox.  The  latter  was  captured  bf 
the  Flora  after  a  very  long  chace*;  the  former  by  the 
Rainbow,  commanded  by  fir  George  Collier,  who  being 
1  out  on  a  crtiife,  and  fortunately  discovering  the  enemy's 
veirels  about  the  fame  time  the  Flora  did  in  another 
quarter,  joined  alfo  in  the  purfuit.  In  the  fummer  of  the 
year  1778,  he  was  Rationed  at  Rhode  I  Hand  as  fenior  or 
commanding  officer  of  a  fmall  fmiadron,  confiding  of  five 
frigates,  two  (loops  of  war,  and  fome  gal  lies,  left  not  only 
for  the  better  protection  of  that  poft,  but  for  the  more 
effectual  annoyance  of  the  enemy,  by  occafionally  cruifing 
off  the  neighbouring  coaft,  and  diftreffing  their  commerce. 
On  the  28th  of  July  the  French  fleet,  confiding  of  twelve 
fhips  of  the  line,  and  four  frigates,  commanded  by  the 
count  D'Eftaing,  made  its  appearance  off  Rhode  I  (land  ; 
and  after  feveral  previous 'indications  of  attack  in  left 
force,  entered  the  harbour  with  their  whole  fleet  on  the  8th 
of  Auguft.  In  confequence  of  this  fudden  event  the 
Britifh  fquadron  was  cither  fet  on  fire,  or  funk,  in  order  to 
prevent  its  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  as  would 
have  been  the  cafe  had  not  that  meafure  been  purfued. 
Captain  Briftane  being  in  this  manner  unfortunately  de- 
prived of  his  command,  returned  to  England,  and  -was 
appointed  to  the  Alcide,  a  new  fhip  of  feventy-four  gunst. 
He  quitted  this  fhip  at  the  end  of  the  year  1780,  after 
having  been  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies;  and  proceeding 
from  thence  to  America  J.    After  his  return  to  Europe,

+  He  proceeded  wifh  (ir  G.  Rodney,  to  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of 
December  1779,  but  was  not  materially  engaged  in  tbe  action  witk 
the  Spanifh  femadron. 

}  He  was  lent  home  by  fir  G.  k,odney  with  the  information  of  his 
having  arrived  on  the  North  American  Ration  with  his  Weft-I/idia 
detachment.  Captain  Brifbane  reached  England  411  the  ttontfc  of 
December. 
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^  Was,  1ft  the  cnfuiag  year,  appointed  (o  theHercufes  of  tha 
fame  force,  which  ihip  he  alfokft  in  December  following 
on  the  like  account  he  had  the  preceding*  We  do  not 
know  him  to  ha\e  held  any  fubfequent  command  either 
as  a  private  captain*  or  as  a  flag  officer*,  but  cfn  the  21ft 
of  September,  1790,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear- 
admiral  of  the  blue ;  to  the  fame  ftation  in  the  red  fquadron 
fcn  the  ift  of  February,  1793 ;  to  be  vice  of  the  blue  on 
the  iath  of  April,  1794 ;  of  the  white  on  the  4th  of  July 
following  $  and*  laftly,  to  the  rank  he  now  hold*,  that,  of 
vice-admiral  of  the  red  on  the  id  of  June,.

BOYD*  John* — after  having  ferved  as  a  midihipman 
many  years  on  board  the  Oxford,  wis  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  15th  of  February,  f  745-6* 
He  was  employed  on  the  home  ftation  firft  as  lieutenant 
of  a  firefliip;  afterwards  in  the  Experiment,  of  twenty 

Sins;  and,  thirdly,  in  1756  or  7,  in  the  Cerberus  frigate* 
e  changed  out  of  the  ihip  laft-mentioned  into  the  Race** 
horfe  bomb-ketch*  and  was  ordered  immediately  after* 
wards  to  North  America,  where  he  was  noticed  by  lord 
Colville,  the  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation.  Having 
ferved  fometimeon  board  the  flag-fhip,  he  was  promoted,  by 
his  lordfliip,  to  the  rank  of  pott-captain*,  by  commiffioa 
appointing  him  to  the  Penfance,  of.  forty  guns,  bearing 
date  September  the  24th,  1761.  He  was  fent  foon  after 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  exchanged  into  the  Echo 
frigate;  but  a  captain  being  ordered  out  from  England  by 
the  admiralty-board,  who  were  probably  acquainted  with 
the  preceding  arrangement,  to  take  the  command  of  that 
ihip,  captain  Boyd's  commillion,  as  derived  under  an 
inferior  authority,  became  of  courfe  fuperceded*  He  ac- 
cordingly went  aihore,  and  is  faid  to  have  died,  almoft 
immediately,,  of  mere  chagrin,  at  the  foregoing  difap* 
pointment,  leaving  behind  him  a  mod  unblemifhed  repu- 
tation, and,  of  courfe,  being  univerfally,  as  well  as  juftly 
pitied  and  lamented. 

NOTT,  John  Neal  Pleydell, — was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant on  the  3d  of  July,  1756,  and  a  commander  on  the 
7th  of  September,    1759.     He   was  promoted  to  th* 
■  *  "     ■       » 

*  Hit  health  had  received  confiderable  injury  in  the  courfe  of  hi* 
former  fervice,  which  not  only  accounts  for  this  circumftance,  but  for 
hjs  having,  on  the  two  former  occafons,  been  compelled  to  quit  hit 
flup  to  avoid  going  tf  the  Weft  Indies. 
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rank  of  poft  captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Rofe,  of 
twenty  guns,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1761.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  (hip  many  years,  employed  firft,  we  believe, 
on  the  North- American,  and  afterwasds  on  the  Weft 
India  (ration*  He  remained  in  the  quarter  laft-mentioned 
fome  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war;  and  on  his 
return  to  England,  being  (till  retained  in  commifllon,  was 
for  feme  time  employed  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Britifh  Channel. 
After  quitting  this  (hip  we  do  not  find  him  holding  any 
command  till  the  year  1779,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Centaur,  of  fcventy-four  guns ;  and  having  ferved  on 
the  home  ftation  without  meeting  with  any  memorable 
occurrence  till  the  fummer  of  the  year  1780,  was  ordered 
to  the  Welt  Indies,  with  feveral  other  (hips  of  the  line 
fent  fingly,  or  in  the  fquadron  under  the  orders  of  com* 
modore  Walfingham,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  the 
Britifh  fleet  in  that  quarter,  commanded  by  fir  George 
Bridges  Rodney.  He  accompanied  that  admiral  to  North 
America,  when  he  luckily  repaired  thither  to  avoid  the 
probable  con fequences  of  the  hurricane  months  in  the  Weft 
Indies,  and  returned  back  again  at  the  clofe  of  the  year. 
No  occurrence,  or  opportunity  of  adding  either  to  his 
fame  or  fortune  appears  to  have  fallen  in  the  way  of  this 
gallant  and  truly  worthy  officer ;  nor  was  he  even  fortu- 
nate enough  in  his  death  to  procure,  as  a  confequence  from 
it,  any  material  advantage  to  his  country.  The  adion,  or 
rather  (kirmifli,  in  which  this  brave  man  fell,  was  chiefly 
memorable  for  the  lofs  his  country  fuftained  by  his  death. 
The  general  incidents  of  the  encounter  itfelf  having  been 
already  related  in  our  account  of  fir  Samuel  Hootly  who 
was  commander-in-chief* ;  to  thefe  it  ts  only  neceffary 
to  add  the  peculiar  circumftances  which,  we  have  been 
in  formed ,  produced  hi  s  unhappy  fate,  Some  doubt  having 
arifcn  between  himfelf,  and  the  mailer,  or  one  of  his  lieu- 
tenants, relative  to  a  fignal  made  by  the  commander-in- 
chief,  captain  Nott  faid  he  would  go  down  into  hrs  cabin 
and  conlult  the  table.  The  Centaur  was  at  that  time 
ftippofed  to  be  a  good  random-lhot  difbmt  from  the 
enemy,  fo  that  nothing  material  was  apprehended  as  likely 
to  take  place ;  but  an  accidental  (hot  came  through  the 
.  (hip's  tide  and  ftruck  captain  Nott  on  the  cheft*  with  force 

*  See  p.  17*,  et  feq.    It  took  place  on  the  apth  of  April,  1781. 
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jufi  fiiflScient  to.  put  an  end  to  his  exiftence.  His  fate  wis 
univerfally  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him  per fon ally,  and 
fcarcely  lefs  fo  by  thofe  who  had  only  heard  his  charader 
from  report;  thefe,  as  well  as  his  more  intimate  acquaint- 
ance, uniting  in  their  lamentations  of  his  death,  as  an  able, 
a  judicious,  a  gallant  officer,  and  as  a  truly  honeft,  worthy 
aian. 

The  Centaur,  whofe  firft  lieutenant  was  alfo  killed, 
together  with  ten  of  the  crew*,  was  reduced  ajmoft  to  a 
wreck,  having  received  a  conftderable  number  of  fhot  be- 
tween wind  and  water,  and  having  all  her  lower  mads' 
badly  wounded. 

HOULTON,  John, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  June  28, 17561*;  and  to  that  of  commander, 
being  appointed*  we  believe  to  the  Senegal  (loop,  on  June 
tyf  f759»  On  the  5th  of  November,  1761,  he  was 
advanced  to  the  ftation  of  poft  captain,  and  being  appointed 
to  the  Mercury,  of  twenty  guns,  was  ordered,  we 
believe,  lo  North  America  J,  but  did  not  continue  in  the 
veffel  laft-mentioned  many  months,  having  been  promoted, 
early  in  1762,  to  the  Enterprize,  of  forty  guns,  a  (hip 
employed,  we  believe,  conftantly  on  the  Weft-India  ftation. 
till  fome  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  Capt.HoultorT 
appears  to  have  quitted  the  (hip  laft-mentioned  in  1764, 
and  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  held  any  fubfeqjfient  com- 
raUGon  till  the  year  1779,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Montague,  a  new  (hip  of  feventy-four  guns.  In  the 
month  of  December  he  was  ordered  out  to  Gibraltar, 
under  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  and  was  one  of 
the  officers  who  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Weft 
Indies  with  him.  In  the  action  with  the  count  de 
Guichen,  off  Martinico,  in  the  month  of  April  1780, 
he  was  ftationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear- 
admiral    Rowley,    and    appears    to    have    been    very

X  A  (Ixort  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  that  is  to  fay,  in, 
the  year  1764,  an  a&ion  was  brought  again  ft  captain  Houlton,  in  tb* 
court  of  common  pleas,  by  a  North-American  gentleman,  of  the 
name  of  Monro,  for  illegally  confining  him  on  board  his  {hip  (wm 
believe  the  Mercury)  upwards  of  fix  months.  The  jury  gave  the 
plaintiff  400I.  damages ;  but  the  particular  circumQancet  of  the  cafe 
we  are  totally  unacquainted  with. 

F  f  %  warmly 
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warmly  engaged,  as  well  as  his  principal,  having  had 
nine  men  killed  and  twenty-fix  wounded.  When'  fir 
George  Rodney  proceeded  to  North  America  at  the  clofe 
of  the  year,  the  Montague  was  one  of  the  fliips  left  in  the 
Weft  Indies  fox  the  better  protection  of  the  Britilh  pof 
feflions  there.  In  the  tremendous  hurricane,  which  it 
may  be  well  remembered  happened  on  the  loth  of 
O&ober,  (he  was  blown  out  of  St.  Lucia,  and  expe- 
rienced the  greateft  poffible  diftrefs  fliort  of  foun- 
dering. The  (hip  had,  however,  the  good  fortune  to  get 
back  to  the  Carenage  on  the  13th,  though  with  the  loft 
of  all  her  marts,  as  well  as  her  bowfprit,  eight  feet 
water  in  her  hold,  and  her  powder  all  damaged.  Being 
got  into  the  harbour  and  repaired,  as  well  as  the  (ituation 
and  other  circumftances  would  permit,  capt.  Houlton 
was  in  a  condition  to  join  the  fleet  on  the  return  of  the 
commander-in-chief,  and  the  arrival  of  fir  Samuel  Hood 
from  Europe  with  a  reinforcement.  He  was  one  of  the 
captains  detached  under  the  latter  gentleman,  in  the  month 
of  April,  in  the  hope  of  intercepting,  on  his  paflage  from 
Bred,  the  count  de  Grade,  whofe  arrival  was  daily  expe&ed, 
and,  according  to  erroneous  information,  with  a  force 
much  inferior  to  what  actually  proved  to  be  the  cafe.  In 
the  fkirmifh  which  took  place  on  the  29th  of  the  month 
laft- mentioned,  the  Montague  fortunately  received  but 

*  little  injury,  having  had  only  four  men  wounded.  Cap- 
tain Houlton  quitted  the  command  of  the  Montague  im- 
mediately after  the  foregoing  event,  anfl  returned  to 
Europe  •  nor  is  he  known  by  us  to  have  ever  taken  upon 
Jiimfelf,  any  fubfequent  command  either  as  a  captain,  or  as  a 
flag-officer.  On  the  21ft  of  September,  1790,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  but  lived  not  to 
obr/i  n  any  higher  ra  nk,  dying  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1792; 

• ,  WOLSELEY,  Charles,— brother  to  fir  William  Wol- 
fcley,  bart.*  of  Wolfeley  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  is  now 

living. 

*  This  appears  to  be  a  family  of  great  antiqqity  long  fettled  in  the 
county  of  Stafford.  There  is  a  pedigree  bow  la  the  poflefEbn  of  fir 
William  Wolfeley,  tart,  entitled.  The  genealogy  and  defcent  of  the 
right  worihipful  family  of  the  Wolfeley's,  ancient  lords  and  owners 
,  of  the  manor  of  Wolfeley  aforefaid,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  of 
ether  great  pofleffions  in  the  faid  county,  and-  other  places,  which 
family  bah  matched  with  the  heir*  of  feveral  worthy  families,  and 
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living.  He  was  appointed  a  commander  in  the  navy  oir 
Nav.  21, 1 760,  and  proceeded  to  the  Weft  indies  in  a  rfoop 
«f  war.  He  was  promoted,  on  the  9th  of  the  fame  month  in, 
the  year  enfuing,  to  be  captain  of  the  Alarm,  a  fifth  rate, 
which  was  carried  out  to  him.  He  continued  but  a  very  (hort 
time  in  this  fliip,  and  is  faid  to  have  removed  into  fome 
other  of  the  fame  rate  and  force,  tho*  we  have  been  unable 
to  difcover  either  its  name,  or  the  *fervices*on  which 
it  was  employed.  We  have  no  farther  account  of  any 
command  held  by  this  gentleman  till  the  end  of  the  yeac 
1780,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  St.  Albans,  of  fixty- 
tfour  guns,  immediately  on  that  fhip  being  put  into  com- 
million,  after  having  received  a  thorough  repair.  ,He 
remained,  howevtr,  in  this,  command  but  a  very  fhorfc 
time,  having  been,  early  in  1781,  appointed  to  the  Mag<* 
tianime,  a  fhip  of  the  fame  force  jtift  launched.  Not 
being  completely  ready  for  fea  when  vice-admiral  Darb/ 
proceeded,  in  the  month  of  March,'  to  Gibraltar,  captain 
Wolfeley  remained  at'  Portfmouth,  and  was,  during  the 
abfence  of  the  Beet,  ordered,  with  fome  other  fhips,  into 
the  North  Sea  with  vice-admiral. Hyde  Parker!  to  oppofe 
the  Dutch  fquadron,  then  known  to  be  ready  to  fail  front 
theTexd.  The  Channel  fleet  returning,  however,  foot* 
afterwards,  the  Magnanime  was,  together  with  the 
Victory  of  the  fame  Squadron,  ordered  back  to  Spithead, 
and  replaced  by  the  Fortitude  and  Bienfaifant.  The 
Magnanime  having  been  originally  deftined  for  the  Eaft 
Indies,  proceeded  thither,  in  the  month  of  June  following, 
in  company  with  the  Sultan,  of  feyenty-four  guns,  hav- 
ing eight  Eaft-India  fhips  under  their  convoy. 

Captain  Wolieley  joined  fir  Edward  Hughes  on  the 
30th  of  March,  1782,  with  a  crew  extremely  reduced  and 
debilitated  by  the  fcurvy,  in  confequence  of  a  very  tedious

hath  been  of  ancient  and  long  continuance  at  that  place,  as  appears  by 
their  ancient  evidences  without  date,  and  other  authentic  matter,  cot- 
lc8ed  by  the  labour  and  induftry  of  fir  Richard  St.  George,  knight, 
Clarenciens,  king  at  arms,  deduced  down  to  fir  Robert  Wolfeley,  of 
Wolfeley,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  bait.  i6$$t  and  continued  dowtt 
to  169ft  °y  Pclcr  Mauduit,  efq*  Wind  for  herald. 

•  At  the  general  election  in  J  774,  he  was  returned  to  Parliament  at 
one  of  the  representatives  for  the  boroi'gh  of  Milbourn  Port;  but  a 
double  return  being  made,  it  was  afterwards  decided  in  the  favour  of  this 
gentleman  and  his  colleague.  He  continued  to  fit  fox  the  fame  place 
Jbufog  the  whole  of  that  parliament.

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paflage.  On  the  12th  of  April  following,  thfe  very  day 
on  which  the  encounter  took  place  in  the  Weft  Indies 
between  fir  George  Rodney  and  the  count  de  Grafle,  a 
partial  aftion  took  place  between  the  fauadron  under  fir 
Edward  Hughes  and  that  under  monneur  de  Suffrein; 
but,  owing  to  the  great  advantage  the  enemy  poffelfed  in 
confequence  of  the  greater  number  of  their  uitps  being 
eoppered  and  prime  failers,  they  were  enabled  to  point 
their  attack  with  their  whole  force  againft  fuch  part  of  the 
Britifli  fquadron  as  the  French  chef  D'Efcadrfe  thought 
proper.  The  Magnanime  in  confequence  happened,  and 
K  in  fome  degree  appears  fortunately  fo,  on  account  of 
the  debilitated  ftate  of  her  crew,  to  have  been  but  flightly 
Engaged,  having  had  only  feven  men  wounded.  In  the 
action  which  took  place  off  Negapatnam,  with  the 
lame  enemy,  on  the  6th  of  July  following,  captain 
Wolfeley  was  fomewhat  more  materially  concern* 
ed,  though  fortunately  without  being  much  di  fabled* 
having  had  nineteen  of  his  people  kiiled  and  wounded :  but 
in  the  aftion  off  Trincomale,  which  took  place  on  the  31I  of 
September,  the  Magnanime  fufiered  an  heavier  lofs,  having 
twenty  men  killed  and  wounded. 

•  Captain  Wolfeley  removed  foon  after  this  time  into 
the  Coventry  frigate,  in  which  (hip  he  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  captured  by  the  French  fleet,  in  Ganjam  Roads,  on 
the  10th  of  January,  1783.  He  had  fallen  in,  on  the  fame 
morning  with  the  Blandford  Eaft- India  {hip,  the  coefc- 
mahder  of  which  informed  captain  Wolfeley,  that  in  the 
courfe  of  the  preceding  night  he  had  fallen  in  with  a 
French  privateer,  which  he  had  engaged.  Captain  Wol- 
feley feeing  a  ftip  foon  after  at  anchor  in  the  roads,  and 
fuppofing  her  to  be  the  privateer,  ran  fo  clofe  in  as  to 
fender  efcape  impoffiblc,  before  hedifcovered  the  enemy's 
fleet.  He  retnrnetj  to  England  after  being  exchanged,  btit 
in  confequence  of  peace  having  taken  place,  was  not 
appointed  to  any  other  {hip. 

On  the  21ft  of  September,  1 790,  he  was  advanced  to 
be  a,  rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  as  he  was,  moreover,  on 
the  ift  of  February,  179^,  to  be  rear  of  the  red;  vice  of 
the  blue  on  the  1 2th  of  April,  1794;  of  the  white  on  thp 
4th  of  July  following;  and,  laflly,  to. that  of  vice-admiral 
©f  the  red,  in  which  rank  he  Mow  continues,  on  June  1, 
1 795 ;  but  has  not  held  any  command  as  a  fla^-oflfteer. 

PEIGHIN, 
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•  PEfGHIN,  John,*— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  as  far 
back  as  the  2d  of  June,  1745.  In  1757  he  ferved  in 
that  ftation  on  board  the  Ramillies ;  and  'was,  on  the  4th* 
of  January,  1758,  promoted  to  be  commander  of  the 
Alderney  floop.  In  this  veflel  he  continued  uninterrupt- 
edly, we  believe,  till  the  ift  of  December,  1761,  when, 
having  been  ordered  out  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  he  was  there' 
promoted  to  the  Seaford  frigate.  In  this  veflel  he  con* 
tinned  on  the  fame  ftation  till  fome  time  after  peace  had' 
taken  place,  and  long  as  hostilities  continued  was  em- 
ployed on  fuch  fervices  as  the  nature  of  his  command 
permitted  him  to  undertake.  At  the  fiege  of  Manilla  he 
was  one  of  the'  captains  employed  to  cover  the  landing  of  . 
the  troops,  and  aided  in  executing  that  fervice  with  alfthe 
ability  and  attention  naturally  to  be  expelled  from  a  good 
and  gallant  officer.  He  remained  in  the  fame  quarter  of 
the  world  fome  time  after  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  as  we 
have  juft  now  obferved :  and  having  returned  to  Europe, 
We  believe  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1765,  does  not  appear- 
to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command.  We  have  no  far* 
ther  information  concerning  him*;  nor  do  we  know  pre- 
cifely  the  time  of  his  death*  Some  accounts  ftating  it 
to  have  taken  place  early  in  the  month  of  April  1777 ;. 
others  not  till  the  year  1787,  or  the  enfcihg, 

INGLIS,  Charles. — We  know  not  at  what  time  this 
gentleman,  who  was  of  Scotch  extraction,  was  promoted' 
to  thexank  of  lieutenant,  but  find. him  advanced  to  that  of 
commander  on  the  17th  of  June,  1757,  aqd  appointed  to 
the  Efcorte.  During  a  part  of  the  year  1760,  as  well  as 
the  enfuing,  he  ferved  in  the  Carcafs,  which,  though  faid* 
by  fome  to  have  been  a  floop  of  war,  was  not  a  veflel  of 
that  clafs,  but  a  bomb-ketch.  He  was  promoted  from 
that  veflel  to  be  captain  of  the  Newark,  of  eighty  guns, 

Scommiflion  bearing  date  December  the  15th,  1761, 
e  retained  this  command  but. a  very  fliort  time,  and  re- 
moved into  a  fifth  rate,  the  name  of  which,  as  well  as  the 
fervice  on  which  it  was  employed,  we  have  been  unable 

to  difcover.     After  the  conclufion  of  hostilities  we  have

"  Sir, 
••  On  the  13th  of  Iaft  month,  at  day-break^  beine  then  off  Porta 
p*e  Sail,  in  the  bay  of  Honduras,  we  faw  two  fail  to  the  eaftward,  the 
pne  a  large  {hip,  the  other  a  (loop,  to  which  we  gave  chace,  it  being 
theny.  lignt  breeze.  After  different  manoeuvres,  and  the  (rrange  flrip 
making  tome  private  fignals  through  the  day,  at  fix  in  the  evening  we 
got  pretty  near,  whep  (he  hoi  fled  Spanifh  c  align  and  pendant.  A| 
Ealf  paft  fix  we  firecj  fome  (hot,  which  was  immediately  returned,  and

a  quantity  of  (not  and  (hells,  Jivp  tfioufand  wand  of  arms,  &c.  The 
(loop  made  off  in  tlje  night. 

*•  Jn  the  a&ion  there  were  four  men  killed  on  board  the  Salifburyf 
add  fourteen  wounded,  five  of  whom  died  of  their  wounds.  Mr, 
Miller,  the  matter,  was  much  wounded,  but  is  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery* 
?'  The  Salisbury  fuffered  much  in  her  fails  and  rigging,  which  we 
immediately  fet  about  repairing,  as  alfo  patting  the  prize  into  as 
good  a  ftate  of  failing  and  defence  as  cirajmuances  would  admit  or« 
under  the  command  of  lieutenant  Haynes,  firft  lieutenant  of  the 
galifcuiy.

©f  the  neceflary  refitment  of  the  (hip  he  commanded, 
remained  unemployed  for  a  very  few  months ;  but  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  178  c  was  appointed  to  the  St. 
Albans  of  fixty-four  guns,  a  ihip  which  had  newly  under* 
gone  a  thorough  repair. 

He  ferved,  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1781,  in 
the  main  or  channel  fleet,  and  in  the  fpring  accom- 
panied vice-admiral  Darby  on  the  expedition  undertaken 
for  the  relief  *of  Gibraltar.  At  the  conclufion  of  the  year 
he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  a  convoy;  and 
having  joined  fir  Samuel  Hood,  who  then  commanded  in 
chief  on  the  ftation  juft- mentioned,  was,  immediately 
©reviews  to  the  fkirmifh  with  the  count  de  Graile,  off 
Bafleterre,  on  the  25th  of  January,  1781,  appointed  to 
lead  the  fleet  011  the  itarboard  tack  inftead  of  captain 
Bayne,  whofe  ihip,  the  Alfred,  as  may  be  feen  on  refer* 
ring  to  his  life,  was  accidentally  difabkd  from  filling  that 
honourable  pott. 

The  St.  Albans,  however,  fuftained  no  injury  in  the 
encounter,  the  enemy  having  di reded  their  whole  effort 
againA  the  rear  divifion.  In  the  a&ions  with  the  fame 
enemy,  on  the  9th  and  12th  of  April  following,  he  was 
fllmoft  equally  fortunate,  having  had  only  fix  of  his  people 
wounded,,  and  his  ihip  very  immaterially  damaged.  He 
accompanied  admiral  Pigot  to  North  America  in  the 
month  of  Auguft,  and  returned  from  thence  with  him  to*, 
wards  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  without  being  fortunate 
enough  to  meet  with  any  occurrence  worthy  our  notice*, 
either  while  abfent  from,  or  after  he  repaired  again  to  the 
Weft  Indies.  Peace  taking  place  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year  1783,  captain  Inglis  retnrned  to  England  early 
in  the  enfuing  fummer  c  nor  do  we  know  him  ever  to 
have  held  any  fubfequent  command. 

On  the  21  ft  of  September,  1790,  he  was  advanced  to 
be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  but  never  had  any  appoint* 
tnent  as  a  flag-officer,  nor  did  he  long  furvive  his  promo- 
tion, dying,  at  his  houfe  at  Sunnyfide,  x>n  the  jpth  of 
October,  1791.

ADMIRALS,  1790— 1793. 

GOODALL,  Samuel  Granfton,  — ?  This  gentleman, 
who  is  now  living,  was  promoted  to  the  Tank 
tof  lieutenant  on  the  ift  of  September,  1756;  and  from 
•hence  to  that  of  commander  on  the  2d  of  June,  1760. 
He  was  appointed  to  the  Hazard  floop,  a  veflel  employed 
as  a  cruifer  in  the  North  Sea,  but  while  occupied  in  this 
ocrvice  is  mentioned  only  as  having  captured,  off  the 
icoaft  of  Norway,  a  French  Dogger  privateer,  called  the 
Due  D'Aven,  carrying  feven  fbiuvpounders,  and  fixty-fivfc 
men.  We  believe  him  to  have  been  afterwards  ordered 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  where,  on  the  3d  of  January,  1764* 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poll-captain,  and  ap- 
pointed to  the  Mercury,  of  twenty  guns.  In  this  flitp  he 
continued  either  on  the  ftation  juft-mentioned,  or  on  the 
North  American,  whither  he  appears  to  have  afterwards 
removed,  till  the  year  1764. 

We.  have  no  authority  to  fay  he  held  any  fubfequcnt 
appointment  till  the  eve  of  the  recommencement  of  nofti- 
lities  with  France,  in  1778.  He  was  then  commiffioned 
-to  the  Defiance,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  ordered 
to  be  equipped  for  Channel  fenrce.  He  was  prefent  at 
the  encounter  with  the  count  D'Orvilliers,  ofFUfhant,  oa 
the  27th  of  July  following;  on  which  occaGon  he  diftin- 
guifhed  himfelf  greatly,  few  (hips  having  fuffered  more  than 
that  he  commanded*.  Early  in  the  enfuing  year  be  was 
promoted  to  the  Valiant,  of  feventy-fow  guns,  as  fticcerTor 
to  captain  Levifon  Gowert,  and  continued  to  be  em- 
ployed on  the  home  or  channel  ftation,  progreflively  under 
the  orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy,  admiral  Geary,  and  vice- 
admiral  Darby,  till  the* end  of  the  year  1781.  He  was 
then  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  fir.Geprge  Bridges

-,    i  He  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  couTt-marrtiil  held,  for  the 
trial  of  fir  Hugh  Pallifer,  in  the  jnoath  of  April  1779.  _  • 

J  Rodney, 
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Rodney,  and  in  the  memorable  encounter  of  the  tlth  of 
April  was  ftationed  as  one  of  the  fecoods  to  rear-ad*, 
miral  fir  Samuel  Hood.  •  In  confluence  of  the  very, 
diftinguiihed  manner  in  which  the  Valiant  was  engaged, 
that  (hip  fuftained  very  confiderable  lofs,  having  had  one . 
of  her  lieutenants,  together  with  ninefeamen  killed ;  herfifth 
lieutenant,  mafter,  and  26 men  wounded*  Oh  the  19th  of  the 
fame  month  he  (ignalifed  himfetf  no  lefs  remarkably  in  the 
Mona  Paflage,  the  Valiant  being  one  of  thefqttadron  detach- 
ed, after  the  a&ion  of  the  former  day,  under  the  orders  of  fie 
&  Hood,  for  the  purpofe  of  picking  up  any  fugitive  ft  rag- 
glers  who  might  be  endeavouring  to  efcape  after  their  late 
dtfeomfiture.  On  the  day  juft-memiened  five  fail.wereadif* 
cbvered,which  afterwards  proved  to  bethe  Caton  and  Jlfon, 
of  64  guns  and  fix  hundred  men  each,  frefti  flaps,  Which 
atfe  ft  id  not  to  have  been  in  the  preceding  a&ions.  A 
general  chace  of  cdurfe  immediately  commenced ;  the 
Valiant  being  thfe  headmoft  Aip,  andxraptainGoodaU  im- 
peHfed,  as  well  by  the  eager  defire  of  diftingutfhing  him* 
felf ,  as  of  deftroy  ing  the  enemies  of  hurcoumry,  crofied  the 
fboals  of  Cape  Itaxo,  at  a  very  great  rifle  of  groondniff.. 
Nay,  it  is  even  hflerted,  4hat  the  flrip's  keel  aftualijr* 
ploughed  the  toft  fand,  but  was,  by  a  great  prefs  of  fail, 
forced  over  the  fhoals  in  fafety. 

Captain  Goodall  came  up  with  the  enemy  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.     The  reft  of  the  Uiuadron,  the: 
Magnificent,  and  one  or  two  other  (hi^s  ekfcipted,  being* 
either  becalmed,  or  occupied  in  chacing  the  other  veffels, 
the  Valiant  clofed>  firft  with  the  Caion*,  which  fhip, 
after  a  (hort  aAion,  having  fallen  off  with  her  hows  to. 
v*ards  the  Valiant,  was  raked  with  goodfuccefs,  and  «im*' 
mediately  (truck.     The  Jafon  endeavoured  to  efcape,  but> 
being  purfued  by  capt.  Goodall,  wga,  after  a  warm  conteft, 
which  continued  three  quarters  of- an  hour,. compelled  to- 
furrender,  as  well  as  her  companion.     The  Valiant  had,, 
on  this  occafion,  only  twelve  men  killed  and  wounded, 
die  Gazette  ftates  only  two  killed  and  fix  wounded  4  but 
what  confidently  enhances  the  merit  of  this  adion  is, 
•that,  in  confequence  of  her  loflfes  in  the  courfe  of  the

pre- 
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preceding  engagements,  the  Valiant  had  no  more  than 
live  hundred  and  fixty-five  men  on  board  fit  for  duty, 
while  the  crew  of  the  Jafon  alone  amounted  to  upwards 
of  fix  hundred  men,  and  that  of  the  Caton  to  nearly  as 
many. 

Captain  Goodall  repaired  to  America  with  admiral 
Pigot.and  the  fleet,  on  the  approach  of  the  hurricane 
months:  and  peace  taking  place  very  foon  after  his  having 
again  returned  to  the  Weft-India  flat  ion,  in  the  month  of" 
December ;  no  farther  opportunity  fortunately  prefented' 
itfelf  on  which  this  gentleman  could  diftinguilh  himfelf. 
He  arrived  in  Europe  early  in  the  fummcr,  and  during 
the  aofuing  peace  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  com- 
mand till  the  month  of  Tune  1790,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Gibraltar,  of  eighty  guns,  one  of  the  fhips  equipped 
for  Channel  fervice  in  confequence  of  the  rupture  which 
it  was  then  apprehended  was  likely  to  take  place  with 
Spain.  That,  however,  palling  over,  hp  refigned  his 
command  foon  afterwards;  and  on  the  21ft  of  September 
following,  was  promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue  *  ;  as 
he  moreover  was,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron, 
en  Feb.  3, 1 793.  Soon  after  the  time  laft-mentioned,  hav- 
ing hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Princefs  Royal,  of  98 
guns,  he  was  appointed  to  command  a  fquadron  ordered 
to  the  Mediterranean,  and  remained  for  fome  time  on  that 
ftation  as  commander  of  a  divifion  in  the  fleet .  under  the 
orders  of  lore  Hood.  When  Toulon  was  taken  pofleffiori 
of  by  his  lordfhip,  the  rear-admiral  was  appointed  gover- 
nor of  the  city,  and  continued  to  exercife  that  high  truft 
with'great  ability,  till  the  arrival  of  fir  G.  Elliot,  from  Eng- 
land, with  a  commtflion  appointing  him  civil  governor,  and 
of  lieutenant  general  O'Hara  from  Gibraltar,  with  a  fimilar 
rank  in  the  military  line*  which  rendered  the  rear-admiral's 
abfence  from  his  own  natural  command  no  longer  neceiV 
fary.  On  the  expedition  undertaken  againft  Corficat

*  In  179ft  he  was  appointed  to  command  on  the  Nova  Scotia,  -or 
Newfoundland  ftation,  and  accordingly  proceeded  thither,  having  bis

+  On  the  isth  of  April,  1794*  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue;  and 
on  the  £th  of  July  following  to  be  f  ice  of  die,  white* 
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lie  diftinguifhed  himfclf  no  lefs  eminently  than  he  had 
on  the  former  occafion,  by  his  very  ftri£t  atten- 
tion to  thofe  particular  avocations  in  iorae  degree  to 
be  confidercd  as  extraneous  'to  the  duty  of  a  naval 
officer,  which  the  peculiar  exigences  of  the  fervice  in 
which  he  was  engaged  rendered  indifpenfibly  neceflary. 
Lord  Hood,  in  his  official  difpatches,  pays  him  the  juft 
encomiums  his  high  merit  claimed,  by  acknowledging 
the  obligations  he  felt  himfelf  under  to  the  vice-admiral*, 
not  only  for  his  promptitude  in  carrying  into  immediate 
execution  fuch  orders  as  were  immediately  in  the  profet 
fional  department  of  a  naval  officer,  but  by  his  great 
attention  to  fupply  the  wants  of  the  troops  ferving  on  ihore. 

On  the  return  of  his  lordfhip  to  England  foon  after 
the  furrender  of  the  ifland,  the  vice-admiral  remained  on 
the  fame  ftation  as  fecond  in  command  of  the  fleet  left 
there  under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Hotham.  In  the 
month  of  March  1795*  he  was  prefent  at  the  trifling  en- 
counter t  with  the  French  fquadron,  which  ended  in  the 
Capture  of  two  of  their  (hips  of  the  line  J.  Towards  the 
conclusion  of  the  year  the  vice-admiral  (truck  his  flag  and 
returned  <o  England :  fince  which  time  he  has  not  hitherto 
accepted  of  any  command. 

SAXTON,  Sir  Charles,  —  which  gentleman  is  now 
living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant,  by  admiral  Wefton,  on 
the  Eaft  India  ftation.  Having  returned  to  England,  he 
lerved,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1760,  in  the  fame 
capacity  on  board  the  Modefte.  He  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  commander  on  the  nth  of  O&ober* 
1760;  but  we  know  not  either  the  names  of  the 
veflels  to  which  he  was,  while  in  that  ftation  commif- 
Coned§,  or  the  fervices  on  which  he  was  employed.

$  Except  that,  in  1761,  he  commanded  one  of  the  yachts  ordered 
to  the  Continent,  for  the  conveyance  to  England  of  her  prefem  ma- 
jefiy  and  fcer  fuite, 
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On  the  18th  of  January,  1762,  he  was  advanced  to  tie 
rank  of  pod  captain,  and  appointed  to  command  Hie 
Magnanime  under  commodore  lord  vifcount  Hbwe.  His 
lordfbip  having  very  foon  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Princel6  Amelia,  in  compliment  to  his  royal  highnefe  the 
duke  of  York,  who  had  his  flag  on  board  that  fhip,  captafn 
Saxton  continued  in  the  Magna ni me  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war,  ferving  in  the  fmall  Channel  fquadron  com- 
manded by  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and  his  royal  highnefs,  to 
which  low  eftablifliment  the  defeat  of  the  French  fleet, 
under  the  marquis  de  Conflans,  had  rendered  it  not  inex- 
pedient to  reduce  the  Britifh  naval  force  on  the  home 
ilation. 

The  fame  caufe  which  produced  this  reduction  ren- 
dered alfo  the  whole  period,  during  which  captain  Saxton 
continued  in  the  fame  fhip,  extremely  uninterefting, 
for  it  patted  away  without  the  intervention  of  the  fmailefr 
memorable  occurrence.  The  Magnanime  being  put  out 
of  commiflion  immediately  on  the  conclusion  of  tne  war, 
captain  Saxton  was  appointed  to  the  Pearl,  of  forty  guns, 
and  ordered  on  the  Newfoundland  Ration.  In  1764  he 
was  one.  of  the  officers  fent,  by  commodore  fir  Hngh 
Pallifer,  into  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  to  reconnoitre 
the  French  force  there*,  and  examine  what  infringe- 
ments they  were  making  on  the  late  treaty  of  peace. 
Quitting  the  Pearl  in  1766,  we,  do  not  find  him  to 
have  hetd  any  farther  command  till  the  year  1770,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Phoenix,  of  forty-four  guns; 
but  quitted  that  fhip  in  the  enfuing  year,  as  foon  as  the 
difpnte  with  the  Spanifh  court,  relative  to  the  Falkland 
Illands,  was  adjufted.  We  do  not  know  that  this  gen- 
tleman held  any  fubfequent  command  till  fome  confider- 
able  time  after  the  commencement  of  hoftilities  with 
France  in  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  In- 
vincible, of  ftventy-four  guns.  He  continued  to  ferve 
00  the  home  t  Uation  till  the  end  of  the  year  1780, 
when  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  under  the  com* 
mand  of  iij  Samuel  Hood,  who  proceeded  thither  with  a

t  At  the  end  of  rlic  year  17 79  he  proceeded  with  fir  Geo.  Rodney 
torGibrahar,  and  was  pre  feat  at  the  defeat  of  Don  Juan  dc  Langara; 
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Jquadron  to  reinforce  fir  George  Rodney.  He  appears  td 
have  been  feized  with  fome  temporary  indifpofition  fooir 
after  his  arrival  on  that  ftation,  the  Invincible  having  been 
commanded  by  captain,  now  fir  Richard  Bickerton,  ba- 
ronet*, at  the  time  of  the  flcirmifli  with  the- count  de 
Grafle,  on  the  29th  of  April,  1781.  Captain  Saxton, 
however,  refumed  his  command  foon  after  this  time;  and 
having,  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  accompanied  fir  Samel 
Hood  to  North  America,  was  ftationed  in  the  line  as  one 
of  the  rear-admiral's  feconds.  He  continued  in  the  fame 
ftation  after  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
and  wasprefent  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet,  in 
the  month  of  January,  off  St.  Chriftophere.  Owing, 
however,  to  the  attack  of  the  enemy  having  been  princi- 
pally direfted  againft  the  rear-divifion,  the  Invincible 
ftiftained  Very  little  injury^  two  only  of  her  crew  being 
wounded*  This  lhip  being  ordered  foon  after  the  fkirmifh 
juft-mentioned,  to  Jamaica,  captain  Saxton  was  notfortu* 
nate  enough  to  be  a  contributor  to  the  memorable  defeat 
of  the  count  de  Grafle  on  the  lath  of  April  following. 
Having  proceeded  towards  the  clofe  of  the  year  to  North 
America  with  admiral  Pigot  and  the  fleet,  he  was  x>ne  of 
the"  officers  detached,  under  the  orders  of  Sir  Samuel  Hood, 
to  cruife  off  Bofton,  and  did  not  on  that  account  return  to1 
the  Weft  India  ftation,  till  fome  time  after  the  commander- 
in-chief.  Peace  having  taken  place  at  the  very  beginning 
of  the  year  1783,  captain  Saxton  returned  to  England 
early  in  the  fummer;  and  the  Invincible  being  then  dif- 
mantled,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  have  ever  received  any 
other  appointment  in  this  line  of  fervice.  In  1787,  a 
rupture  being  in  fome  meafure  apprehended  with  France,' 
in  confequence  of  that  court,  as  was  fuppofed,  ftrongly 
favouring  the  republican  party  in  Holland ;  and  a  number 
of  fhips  being  con fequently1  ordered  to  be  fitted  with  the 

on  which  occa£on»  though  very  diflinguiihedly  engaged,  he  bad  the 
good,  fortune  to  have  only  three  men  killed  and  four  wounded.  He

The  dorm  fpeedily  blew 
over,  and  before  that  profpe&  of , the  fame  kind,  which 
happened  in  1790,  took  place  with  refpe&  to  Spain,  cap- 
tain Saxton  had  retired  from  the  fervice  as  a  captain  in 
the  navy.  In  1789  he  was  appointed  commiflioner 
refident  at  Portfmouth,  an  office  he  has  ever  fince  conti- 
nued to  fill  with  the  higheft  reputation,  as  well  on  account 
of  his  ability,  as  his  attentive  diligence  to  the  duties  of" 
his  fituation,  and  his  unblemifhed  integrity.  As  a  very 
proper  and  public  teftimony  of  his  worth,  he  was,  on  the 
19th  of  July,  1794,  raifed  to  the  rank  of  a  baronet  of 
Great  Britain. 

BOVER,  John,— a  gentleman,  we  believe,  of  French 
extraction;  but  who,  being* a  defcendant  from  a  family 
zealoufly  attached  to  the  Proteftant  religion,  entered  into 
the  Britifh  navy,  and  was  naturalized.  On  the  23d  of 
March,  1757*,  being  advanced  to  the  rank  of  com- 
mander, he  was  appointed  to  the  Raven  floop ;  and  in  the 
month  of  Auguft,  fubfequent  to  his  being  commiflioned  to 
this  veflel,  diftinguithed  himfelf  exceedingly,  under  the 
Orders  of  captain  Taylor,  who  commanded  the  Seahorfe 
in  the  attack  t  of  two  French  frigates  in  Oftend  Road. 
Having  already  briefly  related  the  leading  circum- 
ftances  attending  this  a&ion,  as  defcribed  by  captain 
Taylor,  we  (hall  forbear  from  adding  any  thing  farther' 
on  the  prefent  occaflon,  except  that  the* gallantry  of  the 
gentleman  whom  we  are  now  fpeaking  of  moft  enentially 
contributed  to  the  difcomfiture  of  the  enemy.  We  have 
thought  it  a  very  neceflary  piece  of  juftice  to  his  chara&cr 
to  fay  thus  niuch,  becaufe,  though  wounded  in  the  a&ion, 
he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  fomuch  attended  to,  orfo 
well  rewarded,  as,  we  have  been  well  informed,  his  con- 
duct moft  juftly  merited.     We  do  not  believe  him  to  have 

* —  - - 

*  He  was  captured  by  cape.  Weft  in  the  preceding  war,  and  being 
found  a  Proteftant,  as  well  as  a  very  able  good  officer,  was  introduced 
by  his  captor  into  the  Britifh  navy,  and  foon  raifed  to  be  lieutenant  of 
the  Warwick.  In  1741  he  ferved  in  the  fame  capacity  on  board  the 
Norwich;  and  in  1756  was  fir  ft  lieutenant  of  the  Buckingham,  the 
fiag-Qrip  of  his  patron,  rear-admiral  Weft,  at  the  tjmc  of  the  engage* 
jnent  with  Galhfoniore,  off  Minorca. 
.  t.Sccp.  274. 
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long  continued  in  the  Raven  after  the  foregoing  event, 
but  are  otherwife  totally  unacquainted  with  all  particulars 
concerning  him  till  his  promotion,  on  the  12th  of  Match, 
1762,  to  be  captain  of  the  Lively,  a  twenty-gun  (hip.  Ifc 
this  veffel  he  remained  a  very  (hort  time  only;  but,  except 
that  in.  1764  he  is  faid  to  have  been  appointed  to  a  fifth 
rate,  we  have  no  farther  particulars  relative  to  the  fervice  of 
this  very  good  and  excellent  man,  as  he  is,  we  believe  very 
juftlv,  (aid  to  have  been,  whether  confidercd  in  his  public 
funaion  as  an  officer,  or  in  the  left  confpicuous  ftation  of 
a  private  country  gentleman. 

We  do  not  find  hiin  mentioned  as  captain  of  any  (hip 
after  quitting  the  Lively;  and,  indeed,  have  been  allured, 
that,  during  many  years  of  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  he 
lived  totally  in  retirement,  at  Warrington  in  Lancafhire** 
He  died,  we  believe,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1782. 

RANDELL,  James,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  iA 
the  navy  as  far  back  as  the  21ft  of  January,  1 740-1 1.  We 
have  no  farther  account  of  him  till  his  promotion,  on  Oft* 
10,  1758,  to  the  rank  of  commander,  when  he  was 
commimoned,  we  believe,  to  the  Julines-Elizabeth  armed 
fliip.  Certain  it  i&,  that  he  commanded  the  (hip  laft* 
mentioned  from  the  year  1760  till  his  farther  advance- 
ment to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  in  the  navy,  and  ap- 
pointment to  the  Lyme,  oy  commiffirjn  bearing  date  March 
the  1 2th,  1762.  We  have  no  farther  particulars  relative 
to  this  gentleman,  except  what  we  derive  from  Mr. 
Hardy's  lift  of  naval  officers;  and  from  thence  we  learn, 
that  he  died  in  England  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1765. 

BOTELER,  Philip,— the  defcendant  of  a  very  ancteftt 
and  refpedable  family  fettled  in  the  county  of  Hertford, 
where  they  held  very  considerable  pofleffions^.  He  was  ap  j 
pointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  23d  of  February, 
1756;  and,  on  the  16th  of  June,  1761,  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  commander.  Being  afterwards  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies  in.  a  bomb-ketch,  the  name  of  which  we  are 
unacquainted  with,  he  was  there  promoted  to  be  captain

date  March  the  26th,  176a.  He  foon  afterwirds  rfctfioVed 
into  the  Penfance,  a  fifth  rate  5  and,  in  the  year  1764  or  5, 
commanded  the  Shannon  frigate,  on  the  coaft  of  Africa. 
He  quitted  his  (hip  while  on  that  Ration  and  came  home 
to  England,  but  we  do  not  find  him  mentioned  as  holding 
any  farther  command  till  the  year  1 778,  when  he  commanded 
the  A&eon,  a  new  {hip  carrying  forty-four  guns.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1779  he  is  reported  to  have  befea 
appointed  to  the  Ajax,  of  leventy-four  giins  j  but  if  he  ac- 
tually did  receive  any  commfflion  for  this  (hip,  he  cer- 
tainly continued  in  it  but  a  very  fhort  time,  having,  early 
in  the  enfuing  fummer  commanded  the  Ardent,  of  64  guns, 
and  being  on  his  paffage  down  Channel  to  join  the  fleet 
under  fir  C.  Hardy  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  had  the  misfor- 
tune to  fall  in  with  the  combined  fleets  ofr  Plymouth  *.

*  No  official  account  of  this  unlucky  event  having  been  pnblimed 
in  England,  ye  fhall  fapply  the  place  by  a  tranflation  of  that 
given  under  the  authority  or  the  French  frOVcrrim,ent,5  the  reader  will 
of  courfe  make  the  neceuary  allowances  for  the  iduftdmary  ribodomon- 
tide  of  that  nation. 

"  The  combined  fleet  came  abreaft  t>ff  Plymouth  on  the  17th  of 
Auguft.  The  chevalier  Bernard  de  Marigny,  captain  of  the  Juno 
frigate,  had  chaced  a  cutter,  and  an  EnghQi  privateer  quire  to  the 
openihg  of  the  Sound,  where  they  e leaped;  but  as  he  Was  returning, 
With  the  wind  at  eaft,  to  join  the  fleet,  which  failed  ill  *  line  of  outfit, 
ata  few  league*  from  the  coaft,  about  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning 
he  nereeived,  off  the  *ftart  point,  two  fail  coming  right  before  the  wind 
•with  all  the  fail  they  could  croud,  the  Urged  of  tbefc  flitps  feemtng 
to  be  in  cbace  of  the  other.  The  chevalier  Toon  difcovereu*  tbe  one 
was  a  Danifh  {hip,  and  that  which  chaced,  a'nd  examined  her,  was  an 
Englifh  man  of  war,  of  the  line.  On  this,  the  chevalier  made  * 
fignal  to  commodore  Treville,  who  commanded  a  Ayinfc  {quadrou  of 
.part  of  tbe  combined  fleet,  when  the  commodore  (hewing  that  he  un- 
derflood  the  fignal,  made  one  to  his  fquadron  to  make  fail. 

"  While  the  Englifh  ftiip  was  employed  in  hrlhging  to,  and  exa- 
mining the  Dane,  tbe  chevalier  de  Marigny  feized  the  opportunity  of 
making  a  tack  to  gain  the  wind,  and  at  length,  by  dint  of  failing,  got 
itlTo  the  enemy**  track.  The  EoglHh  flifp  made  many  efforts  to  Aran 
the  frigate,  but  the  Juno  followed  all  her  motions,  and  (hewed  them, 
by  Signals,  to  commodore  Treville,  who  directed  his  fquadron  in  eon- 
fequence  of  them.  The  enemy  at  length  refolved.to-put  befotta 
'the  wind,  and  the  chevalier  tacked,  to  intercept  her  courfe,  when, 
cm  a  fudden,  <he  cha©!  lay-to,  and  JOol  in  a  reef#  This  appearance 
";of  fecurity  made  the  chevalier  conclude,  at  firft,  that  (he  was  one  of 
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Capt.  Boteter  had  not  received,  as  is  aflerted  by  his  friends* 
the  fmalleit  intimation  that  the  enemy  was  out ;  much 
lefs,  therefore,  fuppofing  this  aflertion  to  be  true,  could 
he  imagine  that,  that. enemy  was  off  Plymouth,  and  the) 
fleet  he  was  in  queft  of,  many  leagues  farther  to  the  weft* 
ward.    He  appears  to  have  been  fatally  lulled  into  a 

the  fquadron  of  obfervation  commanded  by  Don  Louis  de  Cordova; 
to  be  certain  of  which  he  made  a  private  fignal,  which  was  not 
anfwered. 

"  At  fooo  as  the  chevalier  got  within  gun-(hot  he  horded  French 
Colours,  and  fired  a  ball.  The  enemy,  without  {hewing  any  colours, 
began  to  open  her  ports  on  the  larboard  fide,  which  (he  turned  to  the 
Juno.  The  chevalier  no  longer  doubted  but  (he  was  an  enemy,  and 
attributed  her  delay  in  mewing  her  colours  to  the  hope  (he  had  enter* 
tabled,  that  while  (he  was  unknown  the  mould  not  be  attacked,  and 
(houldgain  more  time  to  prepare  foradion.  The  chevalier  immedi* 
ately  came  on  the  (larboard  tack,  and  by  a  rapid  evolution  enabled 
faimfelf  to  pour  in  two  broadfides  on  the  enemy's  larboard  quarter. 
The  EngliQi  (hip  did  not  haift  her  colours  till  all  her  ports  were  open, 
and  (he  was  ready  to  engage  the  frigate,  when  the  chevalier,  thinking 
the  other  might  be  ready  onlv  on  one  fide,  contrived  to  quit  the  lar- 
board, and  range  upon,  the  ftarboard  fide,  in  the  execution  of  which 
manoeuvre  he  fired  two  broadfides  on  the  enemy's  ftern  and  quarter* 
fie  faw,  indeed,  that  fixe  had  not  yet  got  her  lower  tier  quite  ready  on  the 
fiarboard,  and  took  advantage  of  that  circumftance.  Juft  at  that  in* 
Aant  the  Gen  title  frigate*  commanded  by  the  baron  de  Mengaud  de 
la  Hage,  who  had  crowded  tail  as  fooo  as  he  had  perceived  the  fignal 
for  an  enemy,  came  up,  and  made  a  brifk  fire.  The  Engltfli  (hip  wen 
J>egan  to  fire  on  the  frigates  5  the  Juno  received  two  broadfides,  but 
they  were  fo  badly  pointed  that  (he  had  not  a  fingle  man  hurt,  nor  did 
Jhe  lofea  maft ;  and  the  chevalier,  who  brought  the  news  of  the  battle* 
•was  ignorant  whether  the  Gen ti lie  had  received  any  damage. 

"  The  Engltih  (hip  then  ftruck  her  colours;  but  as  (he  had  not 
flackened  fail,  La  Bel  Ion  a  and  LaGloire  frigates,  commanded  by  M. 
de  Gouedec,  and  M.  de  Bayre  (who  had  crowded  down  as  foon  as  they 
•faw  the  fignal,  came  up,  and  each  fired  a  broadfide.  The  enemy  then 
lowered  aU.heriatls,  and  yielded,  before  commodore  Treville,  who 
came  down  with  his  light  fquadron,  had  been  obliged  to  fire  a  dot* 
-It  was  then  half  pad  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  Plymouth 
bore  N.N.W.  diltance  fix  leagues.  i 

*•  The  reft  of  the  day  was  employed  in  taking  pofleffion  of  the 
prize,  which  proved  to  he  the  Ardent,  of  fixty-fonr  guns,  commanded 
dv  captain  Philip  Botelcr.  She  had  twenty-fix  twenty-four  pounders 
on  her  lower  dick,  twenty-fix  eighteen-pounders  on  ner  upper  deck* 
twelve  ninc-poundtrs  on  the  quarter-deck  and  forecaftle,  and  twelve 
fwivels.  Her  crew  confided  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-three  men* 
She  was  going  to  join  the  Engltfh  fleet  under  admiral  Hardy. 

By  the  report  of  her  officers  (he  had  five  men  killed,  and  eight 


wounded  in  the  action.** 
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blind  fecurlty*,  which  produced  his  capture,  for  fo  littt# 
did  he  fulpeft  the  misfortune  which  was  about  to  kefel 
Mm,  that  he  is  faid  to  have  been  in  the  zSt  of  reefing  ftw 
topfails  when  the  enemy's  frigate,  which  firft  got  up 
with  him,  poured  her  broadude  into  his  ftern.  This 
affair  being  afterwards  inveftigated  before  a  court-martial 
at  the  dole  of  the  year,  captain  Boteler  was  fentenced  to 
be  difmifled  the  fervice.  We  confequently  have  no  far- 
ther information  concerning  him,  nor  do  we  even  know 
whether  he  be  now  living,  or  not. 

OGLE,  Chaloner(i).— This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  die 
19th  of  November,  1745  i ;  and  to  that  of  commander  on 
tbe  27th  of  December,  1759.  We  have  not,  however, 
any  account  of  him  during  the  time  he  ferved  in  either  of  the 
Rations  juft-mentioned,  except  that,  towards  the  end  t>f 
the  period  in  which  he  held  the  latter  rank,  he  was  em* 
ployed  on  the  Weft-India  ftation,  where  he  appears  to 
nave  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod  captain,  and  ap- 
pointed to  the  Dover,  by  commiffkm  bearing  date  March 
the  29th,  1762.  We  have  no  account  of  any  fubfequetit 
commiflion  held  by  this  gentleman,  and,  consequently, 
fuppofe  him  to  have  lived,  with  refpeA  to  the  fervice,  ui 
retirement.  When  he  became  fenior  On  the  lift  of  captains, 
as  was  the  cafe  in  1790,.  he  was  put  on  the  lift  of 
fuperannuated  officers  in  that  rank. 

BOTTERELL,  John,—- was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  as  early  as  the  4th  of  September,  1742$.  He 
was  advanced  to  that  of  commander  on  the  18th  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1760,  and  appointed  to  tbe  Grenada  bomb-ketch, 
in  which  veffel  he  was  afterwards  employed  on  the  Weft- 
India  ftation.  He  was,  we  believe,  from  thence  promoted, 
J>y  commiflion  bearing  date  April  the  7th,  1762,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Succefs,  a  twenty-gun  {hip,  in  which  he 
was,  before  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  ordered  to  North 
America.     He  continued  on  the  fame  ftation  fome  time

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after  hoftilities  had  ceafed,  and  having  then  returned  to 
England,  was,  in  the  vear  1767,  appointed  to  the  Squirrel, 
of  20  guns,  a  veflel  afterwards  employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the 
Weft-India  flat  ion.  He  continued  in  this  veflel  till  the 
1770,  when  he  is  faid  by  fome,  on  whofe  accounts  we  do 
not  indeed  place  implicit  confidence,  to  have  been  appoint- 
ed to  the  Jafon  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns.  He  is  reported, 
after  a  very  fhort  interval,  to  have  again  returned  to  the 
Squirrel  during  a  year  or  longer,  and  to  have  been  ordered 
to  North  America.  We  have  no  accqunt  of  his  having 
held  any  fubfequent  commiflion,  and  confequently  believe 
him  to  have  lived  from  the  time  juft-ftated,  with  refpeft 
to  the  fervice,  in  a  (late  of  retirement,  except  that,  in  the 
year  1776,  or  early  in  the  fucceeding,  foon  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  difpute  with  the  American  Colonies,  he 
was  appointed  regulating  officer  of  the  iroprefs  fervice  at 
the  port  of  Whitehaven,  a  ftation  he  not  improbably  con- 
tinued to  retain  till  the  general  peace  took  place  in  1783* 
When  he  became  fenior  to  fome  who  had  been  advanced  to 
be  flag  officers,  he  was  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated 
captains,  and  did  not  long  furvive  this  circumftance, 
dying,  at  his  houfe  in  Soho-fquare,  on  the  iath  of  Sep- 
tember, 1 793,  in  the  feventy-eighth  year  of  his  age. 

CRANSTON,  James, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  2ift  of  March,  1755;  and  to  that  of 
commander  on  the  27th  of  Auguft,  1760.  He  was,  we 
believe,  appointed  to  the  Swallow  floop,  and  advanced 
from  that  veflel  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion, 
to  the  Blenheim,  on  the  7th  of  April,  1762,  which  fhip  he 
carried  out  to  fir  C.  Saunders,  in  the  Mediterranean.  From 
this  (hip  he  foon  afterwards  removed  into  the  Squirrel, 
of  twenty  guns,  and,  we  imagine,  continued  in  the  fame 
command  till  the  year  1764:  after  which  time  we  have 
no  account  of  his  holding  any  commiflion  till  the  year 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Ocean,  of  ninety 
gnns,  the  flag  guardfhip  at  Plymouth.  He  removed  from 
thence,  early  in  the  enfuing  year,  into  the  Intrepid  of 
futy-four  guns,  a  (hip  jirft  commiflloned,  as  that  he  juft 
quitted  had  been,  for  a  guardfliip ;  but  which  was  not  long 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies.  He  returned  from 
thence  in  the  year  1775,  not  having  met  with  any  memor- 
able occurrence  during  the  time  he  was  abfent ;  and  was  not 
appointed  to  any  other  (hip  till  the  year  1779,  when  he 
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was  coriimiflioned  to  the  Defence,  of  74.  guns,  one  of  th* 
ibips  attached  to  the  main  or  Channel  fleet.  Owing,  how- 
ever, to  its  not  having  been  put  into  cornmiffion  till  the 
fummer  was  far  advanced,  he  was  not  prefent  at  the 
encounter  off  Ufhant,  and  was  a  member  of  both  the 
.court-martials  held  for  the  trials  of  admiral  JCeppel,  and 
vice-admiral  fir  Hugh  £allifer. 

Nothing  material,  or  out  of  the  ordinary  routine  of 
fervice  occurred  to  captain  Cranfton  Suring  the  year 
1779;  but  being  ordered  to  Gibraltar  with  fir  George 
jtodney  in  the  month  of  December,  he  (ignalifed  himfclf 
exceedingly  in  the  encounter  with  the  SpaniJh  fquadron, 
commanded  by  Don  Juan  de  Langara,  on  the  16th  of 
January  following.  The  Defence  received  very  confi- 
de rable  damage  in  her  marts  and  yards,  befides  having  ten 
pen  killed,  and  twenty-one  wounded ;  but  having 
>efitted  his  (hip  at  Gibraltar  as  well  as  circumftances 
Would  permit,  captain  Cranfton  was  fent  by  the  admiral 
to  Minorca  with  two  other  ihips  of  the  line,  the  Marlbo- 
rough and  Invincible,  to  convoy  thither  a  fleet  of  vklual- 
lers  and  ftoreftSips.  They  rejoined  the  admiral  on  the 
j 3th  of  February,  not  having  even  heard  of  any  of  the 
enemy's  (hips.  The  remaining  part  of  the  current  year*, 
as  well  as  the  whole  of  the  fucceeding,  was  produ&ive  of 
no  memorable  event  demanding  our  notice;  and  the  brief 
account  already  given  of  the  naval  tranfa£ions  on  the 
home  ftation  in  the  memoirs  of  admiral  Darby  t,  will,  on 
referring  to  jt,  be  found  fufficiently  explanatory  of  the 
fervices  in  which  captain  Cranfton  was  engaged.  At  the 
clofe  of  the  year  1781  ht  quitted  the  command  of  the 
Defence,  that  (hip  being  then  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies; 
but  in  a  very  fewmonths  afterwards  was  appointed  to  the 
Bombay  Cattle,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  ihip  then  juft 
Jaunched,  being  one  of  thofe  prefented  to  government  by 
the  Eaft  India  company.     He  quitted  this  (hip  at  the

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£lofe  of  thp  ye?r,  not  having,  we  believe,  ever  proceeded 
to  fea,  in  confequence  of  her  being  launched  fo  late  as  not 
to  be  Fully  equipped  at  the  time  lord  Howe  proceeded  to 
Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  September,  and  we  do  not,  after 
this  time,  know  him  to  have  held  any  commiflion.  Ify 
died  at  his,hoqfe  ^t  Lpwes/iq  Suflex,  on  the  31ft  of  Jul)!, 
1700^  a  ftort  time  before  the  promotion  of  flag-officers, 
tqokptace,  in  which  it  is  tpoft  probable  he  would,  had  he 
lived,  Wen  included. 

STEWART,  Honourable  Keith,— was  the  fourth  foil 
of  A^x^nder,  fcventh  earl  of  Galloway,  by  his  fecond 
wfe,  the  lady  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Cochran,  eaA 
of  Dtjrtdonald.  Having  entered  into  the  royal  navy  at  a 
very  .earjy  age,  he  was,  on  the  2d  of  January,  1759,  pftv 
motedto.  the  rank  of  lieutenant*;  and  to  that  of  comr 
mender  on  the  1  irh  of  February,  1761.  What  particular 
commands  he  held,  or  what  fervices  he  was  employed  in, 
"while  holding  this  ftation,  we  are  unacquainted  with,  as 
we  have  np  mbfequent  intelligence  concerning  him  till  his 
promotion,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  April  the  7th, 
1762,  to  be  captain  of  the  I/ively,  a  twenty-gun  fliip, 
employed,  towards  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  on  the  Weft 
India  ftation.  He  afterwards  proceeded  to  North  Ame- 
rica; and  from  thence  having  returned  to  Europe,  pro- 
ceeded, as  we  believe,  in  1764,  to  the  Mediterranean.  He 
certainly  ferved  on  that  ftation  during  the  two  fucceeding 
years;  and  is  faid,  on  his  retjurn  from  thence,  to  have  been 
appointed  Xo  a  fifth  rate.  We  are  unacquainted  with  the 
fubfeqpent  commands  held  by  this  gentleman  for  fome 
years,  thfe  only  information  we  have  concerning  him  being, 
that,  at  the  general  cleftion,  in  1770,-  he  was  chofen  re- 
prefentative  in  parliament  for  Wigtonfliire,  in  Scotland, 
and  was,  as  has  heen  elfewhere  rather  farcaftjcally  re- 
marked, on  all  occafions,  the  firm  inflexible  fuj>porter  of 
every  meafure  propofed  by  thofe  perfons  who  then  held 
the  adminiftration  of  public  affairs.  He  was  rechofen 
for  the  fame  county  at  the  general  eleSion  in  1774;  but 
we  do  not  find  him  to  have  been  inveflrd  with  any  naval 
command  till  hoftilities  with  France  were  on  the  eve  of 
commencing.

Gg4  Early 
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Early  in  1778  he  wa*  appointed  to  the  Berwick,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  intended  for  Channel 
fervice.  Jn  this  (hip  he  was  prefent  at  the  encounter 
with  the  count  D'Orvilliers,  off  TJfhant,  on  the  27th  of 
July  in  the  year  juft-mentioned,  He  was  ftationed  in  th$ 
van  divifion,  commanded  by  fir  R.  Harland,  and  the 
^Berwick,  having  been  very  cpnfpicuoufly  engage^,  was 
among  thofe  (hips  which  molt  materially  fuffered  on  that 
/occafion,  her  lofs  amounting  to  ten  men  killed,  and  eleven 
wounded.  During  the  year  enfuing  he  ferved  on  th$ 
home  ftation,  and  in  the  fame  (hip,  under  the  orders  of  fir 
Charles  Hardy ;  but  met  with  no  occurrence  meriting  any 
particular  recital.  In  the  month  of  April  1780  he  was 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  commodore  Walfing- 
ham,  and,  foon  after  his  arrival  there,  wa?  detached  under 
the  fame  officer,  by  fir  George  Rodney,  the  commander- 
in-chief,  to  Jamaica.  Having  received  confiderable  da* 
mage  in  the  hurricane  which  happened  in  the  month  of 
Odober  following,  he  refolved  to  run  for  England  under 
jury  marts,  and  arrived  in  fafety,  without  fuftaining  any 
farther  injury,  in  the  month  of  December.  The  Berwick 
being  refitted,  captain  Stewart  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  an  eftablilhed  commodore,  and  fent  to  command  in  the 
^orth  Sea.  The  formidable  fnuadron  fitted  out  by  th? 
Dutch  rendered  it  expedient  to  fend,  in  the  courfe  of  the 
fummer,  a  force  into  the  German  Ocean,  fuperior  to  what 
was  originally  fuppofed  would  have  been  neceftary  to  the 
exigencies  or  that  fervice.  Vice-admiral  Parker  was 
chofeu  to  command  it,  and  captain  Brathwaite*,  who 
was  fenior  to  captain  Stewart,  being  one  of  the  officers 
under  his  orders,  captain  Stewart  was  compelled,  by 
the  rules  of  the  fervice,  on  joining  the  fquadron,  to  ftrike 
his  broad  pendant,  and  totally  relinquifh  his  command  to 
paptain  Fereufon,  who  had  before  commanded  the  Ber- 
wick under  nim. 

He  neverthelefs  continued  on  board  in  the  honorary 
ftation  of  a  volunteer,  and  was  prefent  in  that  capacity  at 
the  encounter  with  the  Dutch  admiral  Zoutman,  off  the 
Dogger  Bank,  in  the  month  of  Auguft.     Vice-admiral 

*  Who  then  commanded  the  BienEaifent,  of  Gxty-four  guo$. 
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Parker  having  refigned.  his  command  not  long  after  this 
time,  and  capt.  Braithwaite  alfo  quitting  the  Bienfaifant, 
Mr.  Stewart  again  refumed  his  former  rank,  but  held  it  no 
longer  than  the  conclufion  of  the  year#,and  remained  unem- 
ployed afterwards  for  two  or  three  months*  Early  in  the 
enuring  fummer  he  was  appointed  to  the  Cambridge,  of  80 
guns;  and,  after  a  ihort  cruife  under  lord  Howe,  accom- 
panied him  in  the  month  of  September  to  Gibraltar. 
The  Cambridge  was  ftationed  in  the  line  as  one  of  the 
feconds  to  tjie  Ocean,  the  flag-fliip  of  vice-admiral  Mil- 
bank;  and  in  the  flcirmifh  which  took  place  off  the 
Streights,  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain, 
liad  one  midfhipman  and  three  feamen  killed,  befides  two 
midfhipmen  with  four  feamen  wounded. 

After  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  England  the  Cambridge 
was  ordered  to  be  fitted  for  the  Weft  Indies,  whither 
it  was  intended  (he  fhould  proceed  under  Mr.  Stew. 
*rt;  but  peace  taking  place  at  the  very  commence- 
ment of  the  year  enfuing,  the  Cambridge  was,  as 
anatural  confequence,  ordered  to  be  difmantled.  We 
do  not  find  this  gentleman  to  have  held  any  farther  com- 
mand till  the  year  1790,  when,  on  the  profoeft  of  a  rup. 
ture  with  Spain,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Formidable,  of 
ninety-eight  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  be  fitted  for 
Channel  fervice.  This  pafling  over,  he  refigned  his  com- 
mand; and  was,  on  the  21ft  of  September  in  the  fame 
year,  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  was 
farther  advanced,  on  the  iftof  February,  1793,  to  be 
rear  of  the  red :  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue  on  the 
iath  of  April,  1794:  and,  laftly,  on  the  4th  of  July  fol- 
lowing, to  be  vice  of  the  white ;  which  laft  was  the  higheft 
rank  he  lived  to  attain.  He  never  held  any  command  as 
a  flag-officer,  and  died  at  his  feat  at  Glocefter,  near 
Dumfries,  in  the  56th  year  of  his  age,  on  the  3d  of  March, 
'795 1.  HAY,

i  He  was  receive  r«genera)  of  Scotland.  He  married  mill 
D'Aguilar,  grand  daughter,  we  believe,  to  baron  D'Aguitar,  and  by 
her  bad  a  fon  named  Keith,  who  met  with  an  untimely  fate  on  Tune 
*4t  <795*  He  was  a  midflripman  on  board  the  Queen  Charlotte, 
at  the  time  of  the  encounter  between  lord  B  rid  port  and  the  French 
fleet  off  L'Qrient;  after  which  bring  led  by  a  fatal,  though  laudable 
curiofity,  to  obferve  the  carpenter  flopping  the  fiuK-holes  in  the  fides 
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HAY,  William, — nephew  to  Dr,  Hay*  one  of  the  com* 

miflioners  of  the  admiralty  in  1 7  56,  was  appointed  a  lieute- 
nant on  June  1  s  1 756 ;  and  a  commander  on  the  21  ft  of  No*, 
vember,  1760:  but  we  have  no  particular  account  of  him 
■while  holding  either  ftation.  On  the  I2tl)  of  April. 
1 762,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  foil  captaio*  ana 
appointed  to  the  Chefter,  of  fifty  guns.  How  long  b$ 
continued  to  command  this  (hip,  or  pn  what  forvjee*  he 
was  emploved  .while  he  did  command  itt  we  knew  *¥*> 
but,  in  1763,  we  find  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  tb$ 
Solebay,  a  new  frigate  of  twenty-eigjit  %m$,:  \H$  wa#  not 
long  afterwards  ordered  to  North  America*  where  be  cqh* 
tinued  till  the  year  1766,  and  having  then  returned  to  Engr 
land,  quitted  the  SoiebayJ  nor  does  be  ?gain  appear 
holding  any  fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1 770,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Carysfert,  a  frigate  of  the  fame 
force  with  the  former.  In  this  (hip  he  continued  three 
years,  and  in  1777,  as  well  as  a  part  of  the  e^fuing  y«arf 
commanded  the  Alarm,  of . thirty-two  guns  on  the  Medi- 
terranean flat  ion*.  This  is  all  the  remaining  inforiqa- 
tion  we  have  been  able  to  collect  concerning  him  00 
which  we  dare  depend.  When  he  became  entitled,  in  point 
of  feniority,  to  the  rank  of  a  flag-officer,  he  was  out  on 
the  lift  of  fuperannuated  rear-admirals,  and  tire  believe  is 
now  living. 

DUCIE,  Francis  Reynolds  Morton,  Lord.  —  This 
noble  perfon,  who  is  now  living,  is  the  nephew  of"MaU 

tbe  day  after  the  enemy  was  defeated,  he  loft  bis  hold,  and  falfinj 
into  the  fca  was  unfortunately  drowned,  notwithftanding  every  pof 
•fible  effort  was  made  to  fave  him. 

*  While  employed  in  this  fcrvice  we  have  the  fallowing  occur*

"  Yeflerday  a  fchooner  coming  in  from  Cadiz  with  money  on 
hoard  (about  12,000  dollars)  wine  and  other  articles  for  thegamfon, 
was  boarded  and  taken  by  a  Spanim  guard  (hi  p.  The  EngliO*  com- 
modore (captain  Hay,  of  tbe  Alarm)  ou  feeing  Spanim  colours hoifted 
on  board  the  fchooner,  fent  boats  from  our  fleet  to  retake  her*  She 
was  fo  clofely  chafed  by  them  as  to  oblige. her  to  ma  afliore  on  tbe 
coaft  of  Spain  within  reach  of  their  guns.  A  barge,  with  twelve  met 
armed  with  mufltets,  and  commanded  by  the  matter  of  the  Alarm, 
came  up  with  her.  Many  (hots  were  fired  by  the  Spaniards,  Come  of 
which  took  place  in  the  noat.  They  were  returned-  by  our  failont* 
who  boarded  the  veiScl,  and  took  out  the  money," 
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Aew,  fecond  lord  Ducie*,  who  having  no  ifliie  male  of 
his  own  bodv,  and  forefeeing  that,  in  cafe  of  failure  of 
fuch  iflue,  the  title  would  become  extinct,  procured,  on 
April  23,  f  763,  a  new  patent,  granting  to  himfelf  and  his 
lieirs  male,  and,  in  defaultof  fuch  i(Tuc,to Thomas  Reynolds 
and  Francis  Reynolds,  (of  which  latter  we  are  now  about 
to  fpeak)  efqrs.  and  their  iflue  male,  the  dignity  of  baron 
Ducie,  of  Tortworth.  His  lordfhtpwas  born  on  the  28th  of 
March,  1739,  and  having  entered  at  an  early  age  into  thq 
navy t,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  before  he 
tvas  twenty  years  old,  and  from  thence  to  the  fuperior 
flationof  commander  on  the  aift  of  November,  1760, 
On  the  1 2th  of  April,  1762,  he  was  advanced  to  be  cap* 
tain  of  the  Garland,  in  which  veflel  he  waf  firft  employed 
on  the  home  flat  ion,  and  off  the  coaft  of  France,  under 
the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  He  was  afterwards,  at 
lias  been  reported  to  us,  ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Africa, 
from  whence  he  returned  at  the  conclufion  of  the  war, 
jand  was  paid  off. 

Our  next  information  concerning  him  is  in  the  year 
1764,  .when  we  find  him  captain  of  the  Feverfliam,  of  44 

funs  on  the  Mediterranean  Nation,  on  which,  as  it  is  faid, 
e  afterwards  commanded  the  Quebec,  of  32  guns.  We  be- 
lieve him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the  fliip  lad-mentioned 
in  1 770,  and,  being  ordered  to  the  Weil  Indies,  to  have conti* 

•  His  lordfbip  is  the  fecond  fon  of  Elizabeth,  eldeft  daughter  to 
Matthew  Ducie  Morton,  cfq.  created  lord  Ducie,  baron  of  Morton, 
in  StafTordfliire,  on  the  9th  of  June,  1720.  Elizabeth  married  firft, 
Richard  Symms,  of  Blackheath,  in  the  coonty  of  Kent,  efq. ;  and, 
fecondly,  on  the  5th  of  February,  Francis  Reynolds,  only  fon  and 
heir  to  Thomas  Reynolds*  e(q.  formerly  a  South  Sea  director.

"  The  Ducies  were  defcended  from  a  family  in  Normandy,  as  fir 
Robert  Atkins,  in  his  Hittory  of  Glouceflerfliire,  attefts,  one  of  which 
having  raifed  there  a  regiment,  brought  it  over  to  the  affiftanre  of 
Auieen  Ifabel  (con fort  to  king  Edward  II.)  againft  the  Spencers,  and 
for  his  fervices  had  a  grant  of  lands  in  Staffordlhire,  which  his  de- 
fctndant*  enjoyed  for  many  ages,  till  about  the  latter  end  of  the  reign 
/of  king  Henry  VIII.  when  the  created  part  was  fold  by  James  Ducie,

t  He  ferved  as  a  midfliipman,  in  the  Magnanime,  under  lord  Howe, 
and  afterwards  as  td  lieutenant  of  the  Mclampe,  under -capt.  Hotham. 
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nued  her  captain  during  the  three  fucceedingyears.  Early  i» 
1777  captain  Reynolds  was  appointed  to  the  Augufta,  of 
fixty-four  guns,  in  which  fbip  he  failed  for  America  ex- 
press, in  the  month  of  March,  having  major  Balfour* 
on  board  as  a  paffenger,  and  arrived  fafe  at  New  York  on 
the  9th  of  May. 

In  the  month  of  July  following  he  failed,  under  the 
orders  of  lord  Howe,  on  the  expedition  projeded  againft 
Philadelphia ;  but  on  the  23d  of  September,  being  ordered 
to  attack  a  number  of  American  gallies  moored  under 
Mud  Fort,  the  Augufta  unfortunately  took  fire  in  the 
a&ion  and  was  burnt  to  the  water's  edge,  although  every 
poflible  effort  was  made  to  fave  her.  Captaio  Reynolds 
returned  to  England,  and  foon  after  his  arrival  was  ap« 
pointed  to  the  Jupiter,  of  fifty  guns.  In  this  (hip  he 
proceeded,  early  in  the  month  of  Apiil  1799*  to  Li/bon  ; 
and  on  his  paflage  thither,  having  the  Medea  frigate,  of 
twenty-eight  guns,  in  company,  fell  in  with,  and  very 
fpiritedly  engaged  a  French  ihip  of  the  line,  which 
he  compelled  to  feek  for  faiety  in  flight.  This 
action  was  rendered  the  more  honourable  to  captain 
Reynolds  from  the  circumftance  of  the  frigate  having 
been  totally  prevented,  at  the  very  commencement  of  the 
adion,  from  affording  him  any  afliftance,  by  an  unlucky 
thirty-fix  pound  ball,  which  entered  her  bow  under  water, 
and  compelled  her  to  bring  to  for  the  purpofe  of  flopping 
the  leakt.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1780  this  gen- 
tleman was  promoted  to  the  Monarch,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  in  company  with 
the  Alfred  of  the  fame  force,  for  the  puipofe  of  reinforc- 
ing the  fleet  employed  on  that  ftation,  under  the  orders  of 
fir  George  Bridges  Rodney. 

Having  accompanied  the  admiral  on  his  expedition 
againft  the  Dutch  ifland  of  St.  Euftatia,  in  the  month  of 
February,  178  c,  he  was  detached  in  purfait  of  an  home-

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ward  convoy,  which  had  failed  from  thence  about  thirty* 
fix  hours  before  the  arrival  of  the  BritiQi  fleet,  under  con* 
voy  of  a  Dutch  admiral  in  the  Mars,  of  fixty  guns. 
Captain  Reynolds  came  up  with  the  obje£t  of  his  pur  Ant 
on  the  following  dary;  and  having  ordered  captain  Harvey/ 
and  lord  Charles  Fitzgerald,  in  the  Panther  and  Sybil, 
'which  had  been  put  under  his  orders,  to  purfue,  and  take 
poflTeffion  of  the  merchant-ihips,  he  himfclf  bore  down  to 
the  Mars.  The  Dutch  admiral,  notwithftandrng  every 
pofliblc  humane  remonftrance  that  could  be  made  to  him 
by  captain  Reynolds,  on  the  abfolute  abfurdity  of  refiftance, 
peremptorily  refufed  to  furrender.  A  few  guns  were* 
therefore,  through  neceflitv,  fired  from  the  Monarch,  one 
of  which  unfortunately  Killed  the  raft,  and  (lubborn 
admiral.  His  (hip  immediately  furrendered,  and  was, 
with  all  the  veffels  under  her  convoy,  carried  in  triumph 
back  to  St.  Euftatia. 

Captain  Reynolds  was  Rationed  in  the  linfc  as  one  of 
the  feconds  to  rear-admiral  fir  Samuel  Hood,  but  was  not 
materially  concerned  in  either  of  the  encounters  which 
took  place,  during  the  courfe  of  the  year,  with  the  French 
fleet  under  the  count  de  GrafTe ;  the  firft,  in  the  Weft  • 
Indies,  on  the  29th  of  April ;  and  the  fecond,  off  Cape 
Henry,  on  the  5th  of  September.  He  returned  to  the  Weft 
Indies  with  fir  Samuel  in  the  month  of  December,  and 
lerved  in  his  original  ftation  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  the 
him,  as  well  in  the  (kirmilhes,  off  St.  Chriftopher's, 
on  the  25th  and  26th  of  January,  1782,  as  in  the  more  . 
ferious  and  memorable  encounters  on  the  oth  and  1 2th  of 
April  following.  On  the  two  firft  of  thofe  occafions.the 
injury  fuftained  by  the  Monarch,  although  that  (hip  was 
very  materially  engaged,  was  very  i  neon  fider  able,  amount* . 
ing  to  no  more  than  two  men  killed,  and  as  many  wounded ; 
but  on  the  two  laft  (he  was  not  equalty  fortunate,  fix  teen 
men,  a  greater  daughter  than  was  made  on  board  any 
other  (hip  in  the  fleet,  being  killed,  and  thirty-three 
wounded.  Captain  Reynolds  returned  to  England  early 
in  the  enfuing  fummer,  in  confequehce  of  hoftilities  hav- 
ing then  ceafed,  and  the  Monarch  being  paid  off  on  her 
arrival,  captain  Reynolds  never  took  .on.  ium  any  fubic~ 
quent  command.  Having,  in  1785,  in  confequencc  of 
his  brother's  death,  fucceeded  to  the  title  of  lord  Ducie, 
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he  refigned  his  rank  in  the  fenrice,  a  circumftance  much  to 
be  lamented,  inafmuch  as,  though  very  forcible  and  fuffi- 
cient  reafofis  might  aduate  his  Lordfhip  to  this  neceflary 
and  indifpenfible  refolution,  we  cannot  be  fufpe&ed  either 
of  flattery,  or  compliment,  in  the  fmalleft  degree  (trained, 
when  we  fay,  that,  in  confequence  of  it,  his  country  has 
loft  the  future  fervices  of  a  good,  gallant,  and  moft  able 
officer. 

His  lordfllip  isj>rovoft  marfhal  of  the  ifland  of  Sarba- 
does,  a  (inecure  office,  which  has  been  held  by  fome  perfon 
of  his  family  many  years.  He  married,  O&ober  10,  1774., 
Mary,  daughterot  Thomas  Purvis,efq.  of  Shepton  Mallet, 
in  Somerfetftiire,  by  whom,  who  died  in  1789,  he  had  iffoe 
Thomas,  born  Auguft  31,  1776 ;  Auguftus- Francis,  born 
July  10,  1778.  His  lordihip  married,  Ceoondly,  Jan. 
18,  1 79 1 1  Sarah  Child,  widow  of  Robert  Child,  «fq.  the 
banker,  and  mother  of  the  late  lady  Weftmoreland,  who 
died  May  the  23d*  1793. 

ONSLOW,  Sir  Richard,-— now  living,  is  .the  fccaod 
fon  of  Richard,  brother  to  Arthur  Onflow,  etfq.  repre- 
fentative  in  parliament  for  the  town  of  Guilford;  as  be 
afterwards  was  for  the  county  of  Survey,  and  fpeaker  of 
the  houfe  of  commons  fox  upwards  of  thirty- three  yean. 
The  mother  of  fir  Richard  was  Pooley,  daughter  of 
Charles  Walton,  of  Little  Burfted,  in  the  county  of 
Eflex,  efq.  and  niece  to  the  well-known  fur  George 
Walton,  knight*.  Deriving,  therefore,  as  k  were,  he- 
reditary claim  to  confequence  in  his  profdEon,  he  entered 
early  in  life  into  the  navy,  ana  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
on  the  17th  of  December,  1758  ;  he  was  from  thence  ad- 
vanced to  be  a  commander,  we  believe  of  the  Martin 
floop,  on  the  nth  of  February,  i76r.  We  are  not, 
however,  acquainted  with  any  farther  particulars  con- 
cerning this  gentleman  during  the  time  he  held  either 
of  the  above  ranks.  He  was  promoted,  by  commiiGon 
bearing  date  April  the  14th,  1762,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Humbcr,  a  forty-gun  (hip,  and  was  fent  out  in  a  few 
months  afterwards  to  convoy  the  outward-bound  Baltic 
*  fleet ;  but  being  on  his  return  to  England,  in  the  month  of

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September,  With  si  fimilar  charge  under  his  protection,  the 
fliip  unf&rftinately  ran  on  the  fouth  end  of  the  Hayfborough 
Sands  and  Wa$  entirely  loft.  Several  of  the  merchant -veflels 
Under  his  prote&iort  had  the  misfortune  to  ground  alfo,  but 
their  cargoes  were  happily  faved,  as  was  the  whole  crew  of 
the  Humbef ,  one  man  only  excepted.  The  conduct  of  cap- 
talft  Oitflaw  having  been,  as  a  matter  of  courfe,  regularly 
ifivfeftigated  before  a  court-martial,  which  acquitted  him 
in  the  frtoft  honourable  manner  of  all  blame,  ne  was  ap- 
pointed to  a  fixth  rate,  the  name  of  which  we  are  unac- 
quainted with,  though  we  believe  him  to  have  continued 
Iier  captain  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war. 

After  this  period  we  do  not  know  him  to  have  held 
any  command  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1766,  when 
hfe  was  appointed  to  the  Aquilon  frigate,  of  twenty-eight 
guns,  and  ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea.  Whether  he 
proceeded  thither  we  are  not  correctly  informed,  but  in 
1767  find  him  to  have  been  employed  in  the  fame  fhip- 
on  the  Mediterranean  ftation.  He  continued  thus  engaged 
till  ^769  or  70,  and  having  then  returned  to  England, 
'does  not  appear  as  again  holding  any  command  till  1771, 
Vrhen  he  was  appointed  to  the  Diana  frigate,  of  thirty-two 
jguns,  atid  proceeded  to  Jamaica  with  fir  George 
Bridges  Rodney.  He  does  not  appear  to  us  holding 
toy  fubfeqoent  command,  after  his  return  to  England, 
till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  commiflioned  to  the  St. 
Albans,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fhips  ordered,  in 
the  courfe  of  the  then  current  year,  to  North  America.  He 
failed  in  the  month  of  April,  having  the  Difpatch  (loop 
under  his  orders,  as  convoy  to  a  fleet  of  tranfports  bound 
to  New  York.  The  convoy  were  in  fome  degree  dif- 
perfed,  When  1 50  leagues  to  the  weft  ward  of  that  port,  but 
arrived  in  ikfety,  as  the  St.  Albans  herfelf  alfo  did,  early 
in  the  month  of  June.     . 

He  continued  on  the  North  American  ftation  without 
tneeting  with  any  remarkable  occurrence,  except  what 
tias  been  already  related  in  our  account  of  lord  vifcount 
nowe*,  till  the  clofe  of  the  year  1778;  he  was  then  dif- 

'*  Whom  he  accompanied  on  his  expedition  to  Rhode  Ifland,  fn 
the  Math  of  Auguft  1778,  in  queft  of  the  French  fleet. 
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5 atched  to  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  comm^ 
ore  Hotham,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  vice-admiral 
Barrington,  who  then  commanded  on  the  ftation  laft« 
mentioned  with  a  very  (lender  force.  He  returned  to  Eng- 
land early  in  the  fummer  with  a  fleet  of  merchant-fhips 
under  his  convoy,  the  St.  Albans  being  unfit  for  farther 
fervice  without  hrft  undergoing  a  thorough  repair.  Not 
long  after  his  arrival  he  was  appointed  to  the  Bellona,  of 
feventy- four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued,  unremit- 
tingly employed  in  the  home  or  Channel  fleet,  till  the 
end  of  the  year  1782.  The  different  fervices  on  which 
he  was  employed,  immaterial  as  they  were,  have  already 
been  enumerated  in  our  accounts  of  fir  Charles  Hardy, 
fir  Francis  Geary,  and  vice-admiral  Darby,  who  progref- 
fively  commanded  the  Britifh  fleet*  In  the  month  of 
September  1782,  he  failed  under  the  command  of  lord 
Howe  to  Gibraltar,  and  was  ftationed  in  the  line  as  fecond 
to  vice-admiral  Milbank,  whofe  divifion,  owing  to  the 
partial  approach  of  the  enemy,  who  had  the  wind,  was 
but  trivially  engaged.  The  Bellona  was  one  of  the  (hips 
detached,  in  a  few  days  after  the  adion,  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hughes;  but  hof- 
ttlities  having  ceafed  aim  oft  immediately  after  his  reach* 
ing  that  ftation,  he  returned  to  England  early  in  the  en* 
firing  fummer  without  having  been  fortunate  enough  to 
meet  with  the  fmalleft  opportunity  either  of  enriching,  or 
diftingu  idling  himfelf. 

We  do  not  know  him  tb  have  held  any  command  fub- 
fequent  toJiis  return  to  Europe  till  the  year  1 790,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Magnificent,  of  feventy-foor 
guns,  one  of  the  fleet  intended  for  Channel  fervice,  and 
equipped  through  the  apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  Spain, 
relative  to  Nootka  Sound.  We  believe  him,  however, 
to  have  quitted  his  command  before  the  conclufion  of 
the  year,  fbon  as  the  idea  of  hoftilities,  which  had  been  (b 
generally  prevalent,  vanifhed  ;  nor  do  we  find  him  to  have 
again  taken  upon  him  any  other  as  a  private  captain. 
Un  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  bo 
rear-admiral  of  the  white;  as  he  farther  was,  on  the  12th 
of  April,  1794,  to  be  rear  of  the  red  :  on  the  4th  of  July» 
in  the  fame  year,  to  be  vice  admiral  of  the  white;  and, 
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Qn  the  xft  of  June,  1795*,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red. 
In  1796  he  was,  for  a  fliort  time,  port-admiral  at  Ply- 
mouth, and  was  foon  afterwards  appointed  fecond  in 
command  of  the  fleet  Rationed  in  the  North  Sea,  under  the 
orders  of  admiral  Duncan,  to  watch  the  motions  of  the 
Dutch  fleet.  He  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Monarch,  of  feventy-four  guns;  but  no  occurrence,  fuf- 
ficiently  memorable  to  require  any  particular  mention* 
took  place  till  the  month  of  O&ober  1797,  when  he 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  mod  confpicuoufly  in  the  encounter 
with,  and  the  defeat  of  the  Dutch  fleet  under  admiral  de 
Winter. 

The  Monarch,  which  was  rather  a  Angular  circumftance, 
was  the  (hip  which  commenced  the  adtion,  and  fuftained 
greater  injury  than  anyone  in  the  Britifh  fleet,  the  Ardent 
excepted  t.  Admiral  Duncan,  who  commanded  in  chief, 
pays,  in  his  official  account  of  the  a&ion,  the  following 
very  juit  tribute  to  Mr*  Onflow's  gallantry.  "  My 
fignals,"  fays  he,  "  were  obeyed  with  great  promptitude; 
and  vice-admiral  Onflow,  in  the  Monarch,  bore  down  on 
the  enemy's  rear  in  the  moftgallant  manner,  his  divifion 
following  his  example."  The  condu&  of  the  vice-ad- 
miral was,  amongft  other  honours,  rewarded  with  a  patent 
of  baronetage,  bearing  date  on  the  30th  of  Oauber, 
fubfequent  to  the  a&ion »  He  has  continued  in  the 
fame  ftation  and  command  ever  fincc,  but  the  enemy 
have  been  too  wary  and  prudent  to  give  him  any  fecond 
opportunity  of  adding  to  his  former  well  earned  laurels. 

FALCONER,  Honourable  George,— was  the  fifth 
and  youngeit  fon  of  David,  fourth  lord  Halkerton,  and 
the  lady  Catherine  Keith,  daughter  to  William,  fecond 
earl  of  Kintore  %.     Having  entered  into  the  royal  navy,  he 

was. 


•  In  the  month  of  November  he  had  the  misfortune  to  loTe  his 
eldefl  fon,  who  was  a  midfbipman  in  the  navy,  and  died  at  fea,  on 
board  the  Barflcur,  on  the  25th  of  that  month. 

+  The  daughter  on  board  her  wai  very  great,  roe  having  two  mid* 
fliipmen  and  thirty-four  feamen  killed,  nine  officer!,  feventy-nine  fea* 
men  and  twelve* marine*  wounded. 

X  The  firft.of  this  family  on  record  is  Walter  de  Ldncorp*  whole 
(on,  Ranulph,  being  falconer  to  king  William  the  Lion,  obtained  a 
chatter  of  the  lands  of  JLuthra  and  Balbegno,  in  the  county  of  Kin- 
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was,  on  the  12th  of  February,  1 744.-5,  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant,  in  which  itation  he  continued  to  ferve 
many  years,  not  being  promoted  to  that  of  commander 
till  the  10th  of  November,  1 756.  In  this  he  alfo  remain- 
ed nearly  fix  years,  and  during  a  part  of  the  time  com- 
manded a  yacht,  as  he  afterwards  did  the  Diligence  (loop. 
On  April  27,  1762,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft- 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Captain,  of  fixty-fourguns, 
a  fhip  not  long  afterwards  ordered  to  be  paid  off,  .and 
broken  up.  Captain  Falconer  was  commiffioned,  before 
the  conclufion  of  the  year,  to  the  Juno  frigate,  of  thirty-two  v 

funs.  After  the  ceflation  of  hoftihties  he  proceeded  to 
>i(bon,  and  returning  from  thence  in  the  )$ar  1764,  waff 
promoted  to  the  Eflex,  of  llxty-four  guns,  in  which  (hip 
he  was  ordered  out  to  the  coaft  of  Africa.  After  his  return 
from  thence  he  is  not  known  to  us  as  holding  any  fubfe- 
qucnt  command  till  1775,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Mars,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  guanifhips 
stationed  in  the  Med  way.  After  the  difpute  had  com* 
menccd  with  the  American  Colonies,  captain  Falconer 
was  one  of  the  officers  ordered  to  cruife  in  the  Bay  of 
Bifcay,  and  off  the  coaft  of  France,  as  well  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Briiifh  commerce,  as  the  annoyance  of  the 
American.  The  only  fuccefs,  however,  he  is  known  by 
us  to  have  met  with,  while  thus  occupied,  was  the  capture 
of  an  American  merchant  brig,  in  the  month  of  October 
1777,  bound  frdm  Charleftown  to  Bourdeaux,  with  a 
cargo  of  inconfiderabie  value.  He  did  not  proceed  to  fea 
after  the  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France,  and 
we  believe  the  caiifc  of  this  inactivity  to  have  bten,  that 
the  Mars  Was  found  to  be  fo  much  out  of  repair  as  to  be 
unfit  for  farther  fervice*.  He  died  before  receiving  any 
fubfequent  appointment,  but  whether  he  continued  captain 
of  the  Mars  till  the  time  of  his  deceafe  we  know  not,  as 
we  are  not  precifely  informed  when  it  happened,  but  be* 
lieve,  either  at  the  end  of  the  year  1778,  or  the  beginning 
of  the  enfuing.

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SHIRLEY,  James,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  on 
the  9th  of  Oflober,  1746;  and,  after  continuing  in  that 
rank  many  years,  was  promoted  to  be  a  cornmander  on,. 
the  15th  of  O&ober,  1759.  Towards  the  latter  end  ot 
his  continuance  in  this  rank  he  was  captain  of  the  Fortune 
floop;  and  from  thence,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1762,  being 
promoted  to  be  a  poft-captain,  was  appointed  to  the 
Princefs  Mary.  This  command  was  given  him  merely 
for  the  purpofe  of  beftowing  rank,  as  he  was  not  long 
afterwards  commiffioned  to  the  Lark,  of  thirty^-twoguns. 
He  quitted  this  fhip  on  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities  in  the 
enfuing  year;  nor  do  we  know  him  ever  to  have  held  any 
fubfequent  command,  excepting  that,  in  1772,  we  believe 
him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Dolphin,  of  twentv- 
.four  guns,  in  which  fhip  he  did  not  long  remain,  tit. 
died,  at  Iflington,  much  lamented  by  his  brother  officers, 
in  the  year  1774;  but  three  different  dates  are  given  for 
the  time  of  his  deceafe ;  the  firft,  by  Mr.  Hardy,  on  the 
2d  of  April ;  the  next,  which  we  believe  to  be  moft  Gorreft, 
on  the  3d  of  the  fame  month  ;  and,  laftly,  the  18th  of 
Auguft  following,  which  is  certainly  erroneous. 

ELLYS,  Charles, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  lit  of  March,  1753.  *n  tn*s  ftati°n  he 
ferved  fome  time  under  fir  Peter  Denis;  and,  on  the  2rft 
of  November,  1760,  was  raifed  to  that  of  commander.  He 
was  appointed  we  believe  to  the  Efcort  floop,  and  being 
employed  in  the  en  fningyear,undercommodoreKeppel,  on 
the  expedition  aeainft  Belleifte,  was  fent  cxprefs  with  an  ac- 
count of  the  firft  landing,  which  failed;  but,  except  in  this 
refpeft,  wc  havenoaccount  concerning  him  till  his  advance- 
ment to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion  bearing 
date  May  the  10th,  1762,  appointing  him  to  the  Bellona* 
of  feventy-four  guns.  In  this  fhip  he  continued  during  a 
very  fhort  fpace ;  and,  fome  time  after  peace  was  con- 
cluded, was  appointed  to  a  frigate,  the  name  of  which  is 
tanknown  to  us.  He  afterwards  commanded  the  Trident* 
of  64  guns,  the  flagfhipof  fir  P.  Denis,  on  the  Mediterra- 
nean (ration,  but  we  do  not  find  him  ever  again  men- 
tioned as  holding  any  fubfequent  command ;  nor  have  we 
been  able  to  colleft  any  farther  particulars  concerning 
him,  except  that  when,  in  17^3,  he  became  fenior  on  the 
lift  of  captains,  he  was  put  on  that  of  fu  per  annua  ted  officers 
ia  that  rank;  and  that  he  died,  after  a  lingering  illnefs, 
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at  his  houfc  in  Dean-ftreet,  Soho,  on  the  3d  of  March,

HAJLLUM,. Thomas.— This  gentleman,  who  is  naw 
living,  is  (lid  to  have  been  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  as  far  back  as  the  6th  of  January,  1741-a.  In  1755 
he  was  lieutenant  of  the  Effex  under  captain  Harland, 
and  removed  not  long  afterwards,  with  that  gentleman, 
into  the  Conqueror.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
commander  on  the  10th  of  Auguft,  1759 ;  but  to  what  par- 
ticular veffel  or  command  he  was  appointed  we  know  not, 
till  1761,  when  we  find  htm  captain  of  the  Scorpion  (loop of 
war.  On  the  24th  of  May,  1762,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Ludlow 
Cattle:  after  continuing  for  fome  time  on  the  home 
itation  he  was  ordered,  in  1763,  to  the  coaft  of  Africa ; 
and,  on  his  return  from  thence  in  the  enfuing  year,  was 
paid  off  from  that  (hip.  Some  time  after  the  commence- 
ment of  hoftilities  with  France,  in  1778,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  .Queen,  the  flaglhip  of  his  former  friei»d,  and  patron, 
vice-admiral  Harland;  and  was  afterwards  commiflioned 
to  the  Royal  George;  into  which  (hip  it  was  intended  the 
vice-admiral  fliould  have  removed.  He  quitted  this  com- 
mand, we  believe  in  a  (hort  time,  when  fir  Robert  himfelf 
retired. 

In  1793,  in  confequence  of  the  promotion  of  flag- 
officers  then  made,  which  extended  very  confiderabty  be- 
low  him  on  the  lift  of  captains,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lift. 

RUTH  VEN,  Honourable  John,— was  the  fecond  fon 
of  James,  third  lord  Ruthven,  by  the  lady  Anne,  his  fecond 
wife,  daughter  to  James,  earl  of  Bute.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  23d  of  December, 
1760  i  and,  after  a  very  fliort  continuance  in  the  interme- 
diate fta'ion  of  commander,  was  promoted  to  that  of 
pod-captain  in  the  navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Terpfichore 
frigate,  by  commiifion  bearing  date  May  the  24th,  1762. 
In  this  (hip  he  contiuued  till  after  the  conclufion  of  hofti- 
lities, employed,  firft  on  the  home  ftation*,  and  after- 
wards on  the  Lifbon,  and  Mediterranean.      Not  Jong 

,*  While  in  this  command  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  1 
very  valuable  French  fhip,  carrying  twenty  guns,  hound  from  Boor- 
dcaux  to  Cape  Francois. 
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after  his  arrival  on  the  latter,  he,  in  1764,  removed  into 
the  Guadaloupe,  of  thirty-two  guns,  a  frigate  employed 
on  the  fame  flat  ion.  He  continued  there,  and  in  the  fame 
fhip,  till  the  year  1767;  hut  from  this  time  appears  to 
have  been  unemployed  till  the  year  1 770,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Glory  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,\vhich 
(hip  was  afterwards  named  the  Apollo.  In  this  command 
he  continued,  we  believe,  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
happened,  according  to  the  beft  information  He  have  been 
able  to  procure,  m  the  courfe  of  the  year  1771 ;  but  fome 
of  the  Peerages  erroneoufly  ftate  it  to  have  taken  place  in 
1778. 

KINGSMILL,  Robert  Brice. — This  gentleman,  who 
is  now  living,  and  employed  in  active  fervice,  was  pro- 
moted to  be  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  29th  of  April, 
1756.  In  the  month  of  February  1761,  he  was  appointed' 
acting  commander  of  the  Swallow  (loop,  in  which,  being' 
ordered  out  on  acruife,  he  is  mentioned  as  having  captured' 
a  fnow  privateer,  belonging  to  Bayonne,  carrying  ten  guns 
and  feventy-three  men.  Uri  the  3d  of  July  he  was  con- 
firmed in  his  commiflion  as  a  commander,  and  appointed 
to  the  Bafllifk  bomb-ketch,  in  which  he  was  immediately 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  Having  returned 
from  thence,  he  commanded,  in  1761,  one  of  the  yachts 
fent  over  to  Germany  for  her  prefent  majefty  and  her  fuite, 
and  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain,  we  believe, 
while  on  this  ftati  on  ,being  appointed  to  theCrefcent  frigate," 
by  comiffion  bearing  date  May  26,  1762.  He  continued 
in  this  (hip,  and  on  the  fame  ftation,  fome  time  after  the 
concluflon  of  the  war,  not  having  returned  from  thence 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1764.  Soon  after  his  arrival  in 
England  the  Crefcent  was  (in  1765)  ordered  to  be  dis- 
mantled and  paid  off.  In  the  year  enfuing  captain 
Brice,  in  confequence  of  his  marriage  with  a  Berk- 
fhire  lady  of  confiderable  fortune,  changed  his  name 
to  Kingfmill,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fub- 
fequent  command  in  the  navy  during  the  enfuing  peace, 
Bor  rill  the  year  1778 ;  when  almoft  immediately  preced- 
ing the  a&ual  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Vigilant,  of  fixty-four  guns. 
In  this  fhip,  which  was  one  ot  thofe  appointed  for  home 
or  Channel  fervice,  he  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  off 
Uftiant ;  but  though  very  materially  and  diftinguifhedljK 
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engaged,  had  the  fortune  to  fuftain  very  trivial  lofs*. 
He  quitted  the  Vigilant  when  that  ihip  was  ordered,  at  the 
clofc  of  the  year,  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and,  we  believe, 
held  no  farther  command  till  the  middle  of  the  fummer 
1782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Elizabeth,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  which  had  juft  before  undergone  a  tho- 
rough repair.  Not  'being  fully  equipped  and  manned 
by  the  month  of  September,  when  the  grand  fleet 
failed  under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe,  for  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar,  capt.  Kingfmill  continued  on  the  home  ftaifon, 
and  in  a  very  fliort  time  afterwards  was  ordered  to  the 
Eaft  Indies  as  commanding,  officer  of  a  fmall  fquadror* 
intended  to  be  fent  thither  for  the  purpofe  of  replacing 
fuch  (hips  as  were  out  of  condition,  and  unfit  for  fervice* 
He  failed  from  Spithead  on  the  17th  of  January,  having 
the  Grafton  and  feuropc,  one  of  feventy-four,  the  other 
of  iixty-four  guns,  with  the  Iphigenia  frigate,  under  his 
orders.  The  fquadron,  after  having  encountered  much 
foul  weather  in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  was  at  length  com- 
pletely difperfed,  the  greater  number  of  the  (hips  almoft 
totally  difmafted,  and  otherwife  fo  di fabled,  that  it  was 
not  without  much  difficulty  they  effe&ed*  their  return  to 
England.  The  Elizabeth,  which  continued  out  to  the 
laft,  in  hopes  of  effecting  her  paflage  by  dint  of  perfever* 
ance,  returned  to  Spithead,  having  loft  all  her  top-jnafts, 
on  the  1  ft  of  February*  Peace  having  been  concluded  in 
the  interval,  the  deftined  fervice  of  the  Elizabeth  was 
changed :  (he  was  ordered  to  be  fitted  as  a  guard&ip,  and 
captain  Kingfmill  appointed  to  command  her,  as  he  con- 
tinued to  do  during  the  accuftomed  period  of  three  years. 
Having  quitted  the  Elizabeth  in  1786,  we  do  not  find 
htm  holding  any  farther  command  till  the  year  1790, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Duke,  a  fecond  rdte, 
one  of  the  (hips  put  into  com  million  in  confequence  of 
the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain.  The  matter  in 
difpute  being  accommodated* before  the  conclufion  of  the 
year,  the  Duke  was  not  long  afterwards  put  out  of  comr 
million  and  difmantled ;  nor  do  we  believe  captain  Kingf- 
mjll  to  have  ever  accepted  of  any  Aibfequent  command  as 
a  private  captain.     On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  he  was 

*  Tw»  men  killed  and  three  wounded* 
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advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white,  and  about  the 
fame  time  appointed  to  command  in  chief  on  the  Irifli 
ftation.  He  has  hitherto  (1799)  continued  to  retain  the 
fame  honourable  truft,  and  has  not  only  received,  but  mod 
juftly  deferred,  the  general  applaufe  of  his  countrymen, 
and  thanks  of  government,  for  his  unremitting  aifiduity 
and  judicious  attention  in  the  difpofition  of  his  cruifers. 
Succefs,  in  great  meafure  exceeding  what  the  mod  fan- 
gutne  mind  could  have  expeded,  has  crowned  his  fpiritcd 
and  prudent  arrangements,  infomuch  that,  allowing  for  the 
apparently  inadive  quarter  in  which  he  has  been  Rationed, 
and  his  being  compelled  to  ad  merely  on  the  defenfive,  by 
waiting  for  the  approach  of,  infteadof  feekinghis  enemy, 
few,  or  (we  may  fay)  none  have  had  the  happinefs  of 
rendering  more  reiterated  Cervices  to  their  country,  or  have 
more  materially  diftrefled  and  injured  the  common  enemy 
than  tlais  gentleman*.  On  the  12th  of  April,  1794,  he 
was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red ;  on  the 
4th  of  July  following  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  white;  and, 
oh  the  ift  of  July,  1 795,  to  be  vice  of  the  red.  Delicacy 
forbids  us  to  be  rather  careful  in  attributing  even  that 
degree  of  merit  which  a  worthy  and  gallant  man  truly  de- 
ferves,  becaufe,  when  living,  improper  caufes  may  be 
ridiculoufly  and  ftrangely  affigned,  by  the  invidious,  for 
fuch  honed  praife.  We  (haul  content  ourfelves,  there- 
fore, with  briefly  remarking,  that  few  inftances  occur,  in 
which  it  is  lefs  neceffary  to  rifle  incurring  this  kind  of 

cenfure  than  in  the  prefent.     Thofe  perfons,  who  are

Together  with  an  aim  oft  innumerable  quantity  of  privateers,  and  other 
veffrls  of  inferior  confequence. 
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but  fupgrficially  acquainted  with  the  hiftory  of  the  prefenf 
war,  cannot  fail  to  admire  the  prudence,  the  zeal,  the 
profeflional  ability  of  the  man,  whofe  perfonal  worth,  and 
private  virtues,  their  want  of  intimately  knowing  him  has, 
perhaps,  in  fome  degree, rendered  them  unacquainted  with, 
DOUGLASS,  Stair,«*-was  the  younger  ion  of  fir  John 
Douglafs,  bart.  of  Kijhead,in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  He 
fcrved  as  a  midshipman  with  captain  G.  Mackenzie,  in  a 
twenty-gun  ihip,  on  the  Weft  India  (Ufion,  and  having  re- 
turned to  England,  was  afterwards  in  the  fame  capacity 
on  board  the  Barfleur,  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  loth  of  December,  1756;  and  having 
ferved  firft  under  captain  Hyde  Parker,  in  the  Brilliant,  as  he 
afterwards  did  under  lord  Hawke  in  the  Royal  George,  was 
advanced  to  that  of  .commander  on  the  yth  of  July,  1761, 
Some  accounts  ipake  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the 
Sardoine  on  his  firft  advancement;  b.ut  though  of  this  ck? 
cumftancc  we  are  not-  fo  fully  informed  as  to  enable. us 
peremptorily  to  affert  it,  we  know  him  to  have  commanded 
that  velfel  for  a  con fider able  time  previous  to  his  promo- 
tion to  the  rank  of  pod-captain.  On  the  29th  of  June. 
1762,  he  was  commiilioneg  as  captain  of  jtfc  Giafgow,ot 
twenty  guns,  in  \yhich  he  certainly  did  not  long  continue* 
being  promoted  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing.ycar,  to  (ay 
the  Jartheft  time,  to  the  Richmond,  of  thirty-two  guns,  in 
which  (hip  he  was  ordered  to  North  America  ♦.  After 
his  return  from  thence,  in  the  year  1765,  he  does  not  ap* 
pear  tp  have  held  any  fubfcqucnt  .command*  till  1771, 
when  having  been  appointed,  we  believe,  to  a  frigate 
fent  out  to  Jamaica,  he  was,  on  his  arrival  there, 
removed  into  the  Dunkirk,  of  fixty  guns,  as  captain  to 
commodore  Mackenzie,  tjie  fenior' officer  on  that  itation* 
He  quitted  the  Dunkirk  in  1772,  that  (hip  having  then 
returned  to  England  j  and  being  paid  off,  he  was  ijnmedi- 

*  The  following  anecdote  relative  to  this  gentleman  was  infrrted 
in  moft  of  tne  pe nodical  publications  of  the  time,  early  in  the  year 
1764.     How  true  it  i«,  we  have  not  been  able  to  afcertain. 

"  The  French  begin  already  to  break  the  articles  of  peace,  and 
captain  Douglafs,  commander  of  one  of  his  majefly's  frigates,  bat 
been  obliged  to  fire  upon  a  French  tyiip  that  exceeded  the  hounds 
prefcribed  by  treaty,  which  brought  on  an  engagement,  in  which 
the  Englifh  (nip  obtained  the  victory,  and  having  taken  the  Frenchman 
has  fent  her  to  England." 
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atety  afterwards  appointed  to  the  Seaford,  of  twenty  guns, 
And  ordered  out  to  Lifbont  when  having  again  returned  to 
England,  he  removed  into  the  Squirrel  of  the  fame  force, 
and  was  once  more  fent  to  Jamaica.  He  returned  from 
thence  in  1777 ;  and  after  remaining  for  fome  months  un- 
employed, was,  in  the  month  of  September  1 778,  appointed 
to  the  Montreal  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns.  He  failrd  from 
Spithead  on  the  1 2ih  of  O&ober,  having  the;  Huflar  frigate, 
commanded  by  capt.  Salter,  under  his  orders,  as  convoy  to 
the  outward-bound  fleet  for  Lifbon  and  the  Mediterranean. 
He  remained  on  the  Itation  lad- mentioned,  and  early  in  the 
enftting  year,  having  the  Thetis  frigate  of  the  fame  force 
in  company,  had  the  misfortune  to  Jail  in  with  two  French 
(hips or  the  line,  carrying  feventy-four  guns  each.  The 
Thetis  efcaped  by  fuperior  failing,  while;  the  enemy  was  . 
occupied  in  Securing  the  Montreal.  Any  refiftance  to  force 
(a  fuperior  would  have  been  ridiculous,  and  rafh  in  the 
extreme,  fo  that  captain  Douglafs,  after  firing  his  guns  at 
Random,  as  is  cuitomary  in  fuch  cafes,  (truck  his  colours. 
On  his  return  to  England,  after  being  exchanged,  he' was, 
in  1780,  appointed  to  the  Prince  William,  of  fixty-feur 
guns;  in  which  (hip  hje  proceeded,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year, 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  Samuel  Hood* 
JHe  there  diftinguimedhimfelf  exceedingly  by  the  great  and 
fuccefsful  exertions  he  made  to  join  the  detachment  under 
the  fame  admiral  immediately  previous  to  the  encounter 
with  the  count  de  Gratfe,  off  Martinico*.  Oh  that  oc- 
cafion,  however,  he  fuftained  but  trivial  injury,  having  only 
had  fix  men  wounded ;  and  having  removed  not  long  after 
this  occurrence  into  the  Triumph,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
fie  returned  to  England,  as  convoy  to  an  homeward-bound 
fleet  of  merch*nt-(hips. 

We  believe  him  to  have  returned  to  England  on  ac- 
count of  his  health,  as  we  dp  not  And  him  again  holding* 
any  command  till  the  end  of  the  year  1782,  when  he  was 

*  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  in  his  letter  to  fir  George  Rodney,  makes  the 
following  honourable  mention  of  the  condu£t  of  captain  Douglafs  on 
ibis  occabon. 

"  At  twenty  minutes  pail  nine  the  Prince  William  joined  me  from 
XJros  Iflet  bay ;  and,  as  1  fent  for  her  but  the  night  before,  captain 
J)oagla(s's  exertion  muft  have  been  great,  and  does  him  much  credit, 
to  be  with  me  fo  fqoo,  having  the  greateft  part  of  his  crew  to  collect 
in  the  night,* 
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appointed  to  the  Grafton,  of  fcvcnty-four  guns;  but  re* 
figned  his  commiflion  in  a  very  few  days,  we  believe  oir 
the  fame  account,  as  that  which  caufed  his  return  from  the 
Weft  Indies.  We  do  not  find*  any  farther  particular 
mention  made  of  him,  nor  do  we  believe  him  ever  to  have 
held  any  fubfequent  command,  but  to  have  died  at  Rich- 
mond, in  Yorkshire,  on  the  8th  of  April,  1 789.  Poflefled  of 
many,  though  innocent,  and  venial  eccentricities,  few  men 
have  pa^ed  through  life  more  refpcfted  and  efteemed,  as 
well  on  account  of  his  private  virtues,  and  real  goodneft  of 
heart,  as  his  perfonal  gallantry  and  profefiional  abilities. 

HOLMES;  Launcelot, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1756;  and  to  that  of 
commander  on  the  fecond  of  the  fame  month,  in  1760. 
We  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed,  on  his  firft  ad- 
vancement, to  the  Ranger  (loop,  but  to  have  quitted  this 
veffel  fome  time  before  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  poft- 
captain,  and  to  have  afterwards  commanded  the  Bunetta 
on  the  Weft  India  (la t ion,  having  exchanged  with  captain 
Douthwaite  for  the  Ranger,  which  was  ftationed  as  an 
home  cruifer.  On  the  2d  of  July,  1762,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Dover^  of  forty-four  guns;  but  neither  ap- 
pears to  have  continued  in  this  command  any  length  of 
time,  nor  ever  to  have  held  a  fubfequent  one,  except  that  he 
is  reported  by  fome  to  have  been  afterwards  eommiftioned 
to  a  Ihipof  the  line  on  the  Weft  India  ftation.  He  had  ori- 
ginally been  bred  up  in  the  merchant  fervice,  and  came 
into  the  royal  navy  at  a  very  late  period  of  life,  a  circum- 
fiance  which  may  well  account  for  our  not  finding  him 
more  frequently  mentioned  as  holding  any  command.  Ht 
died,univcrfally  lamented  as  an  able  good  officer, at  Dept- 
ford,  where  it  is  faid  he  had  refided  a  confideyble  length  of 
time,  on  the  1 2th  of  November,  1785,  and  was  at  the  time 
of  his  deceafe,  as  it  is  reported,  ninety-feven  years  old. 

COLLIER,  Sir  Geo*ge. — We  know  not  at  what  par* 
ticular  time  this  gentleman  was  appointed  .a  lieutenant* 
but  imagine  him  to  have  continued  in  that  rank  but  a  very 
fliort  time.  He  was  advanced  to  the  fuperior  one  of 
commander  on  the  6th  of  Auguft,  1761 ;  and  from  thence 
promoted  to  be  a  poft-captain,  by  commiffion  dated  July 
the  12th,  1762,  appointing  him  to  theBologne  frigate,  of 
fhiity-two  guns.     He  continued  in  this  (hip  till  after 
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peace  was  concluded,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
1763  was  appointed  to  the  Edgar,  of  fixty  guns,  one  of 
the  guaxdfliips  Rationed  at  Plymouth.  He  continued  to 
hold  this  command  during  the  ufually  allotted  period  of 
three  years.  In  1 770  he  was  commiffioned  to  the  Tweed 
frigate  of  thirty- fix;  and  after  a  fhort  continuance 
in  that  Ihip  was  appointed  to  the  Levant,  of  twenty-eight ; 
from  whence  he  again  removed,  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  *77i>  into  the  Flora>  of  thirty-two  guns.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  ihip  till  1773*  and  is  not  known  by  us  to 
have  held  any  fubfequent  command  till  the  commence- 
ment of  the  difpute  with  the  North  American  colonies,  in 
1775.  He  was  then  appointed  to  the  Rainbow;  and  not 
long  afterwards,  in  confluence  of  his  very  aSive  beha- 
viour in  that  quarter,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 
Jn  1777  he  was  appointed  by  lord  Howe  to  command,  at 
Halifax,  the  detachment  of  the  fleet  ftationed  there,  but  as 
fenior  captain  only,  not  having  the  privilege  of  a  broad 
pendant  as  an  eftabliflied  commodore.  He  diftinguifhed 
himfelf  exceedingly  while  on  this  ftation,  as  well  by  his 
great  attention  to  the  protedion  of  the  Britifli  fifheries,  as 
to  the  commerce  and  trade  of  that  country  in  general.  In 
the  month  of  July,  being  on  a  cruife,  he  fell  in  with  and 
captured,  after  a  very  long  chace,  the  Hancock,  an  Ame- 
rican frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns  and  two  hundred  and 
ninety  men,  efteemed  at  that  time  the  fined  in  their  fer~ 
vice,  and  one  of  the  fafteft  failing  veflcls  ever  built  *. 

Some  little  time  after  meeting  with  the  above  fuccefs, 
fir  George,  having  received  information  of  an  invafion 
proje&ed  by  the  Americans  from  New  England,  againft 
the  province  of  Nova  Scotia,  he  proceeded  with  his  own 
ihip,  the  Blonde,  and  Mermaid  frigates,  together  with  the 
Hope  (loop,  to  Machias,  a  fmall  port  where  fome  of  the 
principal  magazines,  intended  for  the  fupport  of  the  ex- 
pedition, had  been  formed.  He  deftroyed  there  feveral 
norehoufes  filled  with  flour,  rice,  and  other  articles* 
After  which,  proceeding  along  the  coafts  of  New  England 
and  New  Hampfhire,  he  burnt  thirty  fail  of  veflels  of 

•  Though  from  her  fbulncfs,  and  the  mi  f management  of  her  people 
in  ftirtiag  ner  water  injadicioufly,  She  wi»  not  out  of  trim  and  over* 
Ukeiw 
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different  defcriptions,  the  greater  part  of  them  deftined 
for  the  fervicc  juft  defcribed.  He  continued  on  the  fame 
ftation  during  the  enfuing  year,  but  not  for  the  whole  of 
that  time  as  commanding  officer,  captain  Fielding,  of 
the  Diamond,  who  was  fenior  to  him,  having  been  or- 
dered thither  to  refit  his  (hip  during  the  fummer.  The 
Diamond  having  proceeded,  in  company  with  vice-admi- 
ral Byron,  to  join  lord  Howe,  on  the  4th  #f  September 
following,  fir  George  refumed  his  former  command. 
After  the  departure  of  lord  Howe  for  England,  and  vice- 
admiral  Byron  for  the  Weft  Indies,  fir  George  removed 
into  the  Raifonable,  of  fixty-four  guns,  on  board  which 
fhtp  he  hoifted  his  broad  pendant,  as  commander-in-chief 
fro  tempore  on  the  North  American  ftation,  a  confequen- 
tial  rruii  which  he  conti?  ued  to  hold,  and  with  the  higheft 
credit  to  himfelf,  till  fuperccded,  in  the  year  enfuing,  by 
the  arrival  of  vice-admiral  Arbuthnot  with  a  fquadron  from 
Europe.  Previous,  however,  to  this,  he  diftinguiflied  him- 
felf exceedingly  in  expeditions  undertaken  againft  Portf- 
mouth,  Verplanks,  and  afterwards  Newhaven,  Fairfield, 
Norwalk,  Greenfield,  and  other  fmall  ports  on  the 
Conne&icut  fliore,  which  ferved  as  places  of  refuge  to 
the  fmall  American  privateers,  many  of  which  being 
deftroyed,  proved  an  infinite  relief  to  Britifh  commerce. 

Immediately  on  his  return  from  the  laft  exploit  he 
failed  to  the  northward  for  the  purpofe  of  relieving  colo- 
nel Maclean,  who  had  juft  before  taken  poft  and  began  to 
eredt  a  fort  at  Majcbigwaduce,  on  the  river  Penobfcot. 
This  fettlement  exciting  no  inconfiderable  alarm  among 
the  people  of  Bofton,  a  formidable  armament,  con  lifting 
of  nearly  three  thoufand  troops,  efcorted  by  a  large  fri- 
gate, and  fixtten  other  vefTels  of  war,  was  equipped  with 
the  utmoft  expedition  for  the  purpofe  of  attacking  the 
fort  before  its  projected  works  ihould  be  completed.  On 
the  25th  of  July  the  enemy  made  their  appearance,  and 
began  their  operations  immediately :  they  were,  however, 
fuccefsfully  kept  at  bay  till  the  14th  of  Auguft,  the  day 
when  the  arrival  of  fir  George  Collier  completed  their 
difcomfiture.  He  failed  from  Sandy  Hook  on  the  3d 
with  the  Raifonable,  Greyhound,  Virginia,  Camilla, 
Galatea,  and  Otter  floop.  On  his  arrival  in  Penobfcot 
Bay  he  found  the  American  fleet  drawn  up  in  form  of  an 
half- moon,  as  if  with  an  apparent  intention  of  difputing  the 
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paflage.  This  refolution,  however,  foon  failed  them; 
they  endeavoured  in  vain  to  make  their  efcape,  but  wet* 
all  of  them  either  deftroyed  or  taken*. 

He  quitted  the  Raifonable  almoft  immediately  after  this 
fuccefs,  and  returning  to  England  was,  in  1780,  appointed 
to  the  Canada,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips 
then  belonging  to  the  main  or  Channel  fleet*  Having, 
early  in  the  fpring  1781,  accompanied  vice-admiral 
Darby  on  his  expedition  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  the 
fleet  was  on  its  return  from  thence,  when  the  Canada, 
being  ordered  to  look  out  ahead,  gave  chace  to  and  captur- 
ed, alter  a  purfuit  of  feventy  leagues,  a  very  large  Spanifli 
frigate,  pierced  for  forty  guns,  which,  in  confequence  of  a 
very  heavy  fwell  then  running,  was  encouraged  to  bring  to 
and  attempt  an  engagement,  in  the  hope  that  a  chance 
(hot  might  carry  away  one  of  the  Canada's  mails,  and,  in 
confequence,  enable  her  to  efcape.  This  hope  proving 
vain  tne  enemy  furrendered,  after  half  an  hour's  contcft, 
in  which  fte  had  a  conliderable  number  of  men  killed  and 
wounded,  among  the  latter  her  captain  t,  who  loft  his  right 
arm.  The  Canada  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with 
admiral  Rodney  at  the  clofe  of  the  year ;  but  previous,  how- 
ever, to  this,  fir  George  Collier  quitted  her,  and  we  do  not 
know  him  to  have  held  any  fubiequent  command  till  the

t  Don  Francifco  de  Wrnthuifen,  knight  of  the  otder  of  St.  Jag*, 
wno  had  a  fpecial  commiflion  to  command  all  Spanifli  frigates  he 
might  meet  at  fea.  This  unfortunate  and  gallant  man,  afterwards 
railed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral,  was  killed  in  the  a&ton  off  Cape 
St.  Vincents,  February  14,  1797,  having  his  flag  on  board  the  San 
jofef,  of  one  hundred  and  twelve  gum,  one  of  the  (hips  taken  by 
commodore  Nclfon  in  the  Captain* 
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year  1790*,  when,  on  the  expe&ation  of  a  rupture  with 
Spain,  he  was  appointed  to  the  St.  George,  of  ninety-eight 
guns,  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  be  equipped  for  home 
lervice  at  Portfmouth.  The  difpute  being  foon  accom- 
modated, he  of  courfe  refigned  his  command  after  conti- 
nuing in  it  a  fhort  time  only.  On  the  ift  of  February, 
1793,  he  was  advanced  to  t>e  rear-admiral  of  the  white: 
on  the  1 2th  of  April,  1794,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red 
fquadron;  and,  on  the  12th  of  July  following,  to  be 
•  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  held  no  appointment  as  a 
flag-officer  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1795*  when  he 
was  appointed  to  command  at  the  Nore ;  but  this  he  was 
compelled  to  refign  immediately  afterwards  on  account  of 
ill  health,  and  unhappily  furvtved  but  a  very  flioit  time, 
dying  on  the  6th  of  April,  1795. 

Sir  George  was  the  author  of  a  dramatic  romance, 
called  Selima  and  Azor,  brought  out  and  played  with 
good  fuccefs,  at  Drury-lane  theatre,  in  1776. 

JOHNSTONE,  George,— wasthe  third  fon  of  fir  James 
Johnltone,  baronet,  who  is  fuppofed  by  fome  to  have  died 
legally  poflefled  of  the  honours  attached  to  the  matquifate 
of  Annandale,  in  Scotland.  Having  betaken  himfelf  to 
a  naval  life,  he  ferved  as  a  midfhipman  on  board  the  Lark 
with  captain  Crookihanks;  and  quitting  that  lhip,  having 
challenged  his  commander  for  refilling  him  his  certificate, 
wounded  him  in  the  neck.  On  Oft.  9,  1755,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  t  £ ;  as  he  was  on  February 
6th,  1760,  to  that  of  commander,  and  was  appointed, 
we  believe,  to  the  Hornet  floop,  in  which  he  appears  10 
have  continued  as  long  as  he  remained  in  the  rank  juft- 
mentioned.  He  was  employed,  in  1760,  as  a  cruifer  in  the 
North  Sea,  where  he  is  mentioned  to  have  captured  a  pri- 
vateer though  of  very  inconfiderable  force ;  and  in  tbeenfuing

Certain  it 
is,  however,  he  quitted  that  (hip  foon  afterwards.  He  is  affo  reported, 
in  confequence  of  fome  difpute  which  arofe  between  them,  to  nave 
killed  the  captain's  clerk  in  a  duel. 

X  He  ferved  as  a  lieutenant  with  Mr.  For  re  ft  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and 
was  afterwards  fent  in  a  cutter  to  the  Downs  flation,  where  he  got  on 
board  the  Prefton,  commodore  fcoyce ;  and  from  thence  coming  afcore 
to  fick  quarters,  went  no  more  to  fea  till  promoted  to  be  a  commander. 
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jfaar,  being  on  the  Lifoon  ftation,  he  is  ftated  to  have  carried 
into  that  port,  in  the  month  of  January,  a  fmall  privateer 
belonging  to  St.  Maloe's,  called  the  Society,  carrying  fix 
carriage  guns  and  fixty  men.  The  particulars  relative  to 
this  gentleman,  confidered  merely  as  a  naval  officer,  are 
extremely  fcanty ;  but  this  deficiency  is  more  than  made 
up  by  the  profufion  of  materials  his  public  conduft  has 
afforded  us  in  other  refpeds.  Finding,  however,  very 
little  either  worthy  of  imitation,  or  entitled  to  our  praife, 
we  are  not  difpofed  to  enlarge  this  account  to  that  great 
extent  we  might  do,  were  we  either  to  become  his  advo- 
cate, or  claffed  no  higher  among  his  enemies,  than  the 
greateft  part  of  thofe  perfons,  whom  chance  or  curiofity, 
have  rendered  acquainted  with  his  conduct. 

He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain  in  the 
navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Hind,  by  commiiiion  bearing 
date  Auguft  the  nth,  1762 ;  but  removed  before  the  end 
of  the  year  into  the  Wager,  which,  as  well  as  the  former, 
was  a  twenty-gun  ftiip.  Immediately  on  receiving  his 
commiffion  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and,  ac- 
cording to  Beatfon,  whofe  account  we  believe  incorreft, 
was,  in  1763,  appointed  governor  of  Pen facola*.  He 
was  in  confequence  ever  afterwards  through  life  mod  ge- 
nerally diflinguifhed  by  the  addition  of  governor  placed 
before  his  furname.  He  quitted  this  ftation  in  1760 ;  and 
from  this  time  we  do  not  find  him  holding  any  naval  com- 
mand for  feme  yea/s ;  but  after  the  general  e  led  ion  in 
1 768,  having  been  chofen  member  for  Cockermouth,  in 
Cumberland,  he  for  many  years  confined  himfetf  to  his 
favourite  talent  of  haranguing  in  the  houfe  of  commons  t. 
At  the  enfuing  elc&ion  in  1774  this  opportunity  of  in- 
dulging his  darling  propenilty  was  continued  to  him;  but 
having  been  returned  for  the  borough  of  Appleby,  as  well 
as  Cockermouth,  he  made  his  eledipn  for  the  former. 
In  1778  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  commiffioners  for 
treating  with  the  American  colonics,  and  fettling  the  dif- 
pute  then  fubfifting  between  that,  and  the  mother  country,

t  Thii  paflion  was  not,  however,  at  all  times  to  be  gratified  with* 
out  fome  riflfc, ;  the  fpirit  of  his  attacks  having  more  than  once  involved 
kirn  in  difagreeable  difputes,  one  in  particular  with  the  late  lord 
vifcoont  Sackville,  with  whom  he  was  obliged  to  fight  a  duel,  when 
that  nobleman  was  a  member  of  the  houfe  of  com  mom,  and  known  a* 
iord  George  Germainc. 
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Great  Britain.  Having,  however,  foon  after  his  arrival, 
endeavoured,  by  private  negotiation,  to  gain  the  interefts 
of  certain  individuals  who  poflefled  much  weight  in  con* 
jrefe,  that  aflfembly  came,  on  the  21ft  of  July,  to  the  fol- 
lowing refolution,  "  That  it  is  incompatible  with  the 
honour  of  congrefs,  to  hold  any  manner  of  correfpondence 
or  intercourfe  with  the  faid  G.  Johnftone,  efq.  efpecially 
to  negotiate  with  him  upon  affairs  in  which  the  caufe  ot 
liberty  and  virtue  is  interefted ;  and  for  the  propriety  of  fuch 
conduct  we  make  and  publifli  to  the  world  this  our  decla- 
ration," He  was  compelled,  therefore,  to  withdraw itim- 
felf  from  the  diplomatic  firm,  and  be  content  to  live  in  a 
private  Ration  during  his  continuance  in  America.  He 
returned  to  England  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  and,  early  in 
1779,  rendered  him  ft  If  very  confpicuous  by  a  mod  out- 
rageous profeflional  attack,  made  in  parliament,  on  the 
char  after  of  the  prefent  earl  Howe,  relative  to  his  conduA 
with  refpeft  to  the  French  fleet,  under  DEftaing,  off*  the 
coaft  of  America  in  the  preceding  year.   „ 

Thofe  among  his  friends,  who  were  not  feamen,  were 
aflonifhed  at  his  profeflional  knowledge;  and  there  were  not 
wanting  thofe  who  were  even  hardy  enough  to  arraign  the 
condud  of  adminiftration,  becaufe  he  was  not  invefted 
with  the  chief  command  of  the  main  or  Channel  fleet. 
What  influence  or  weight  the  very  conclufmc  arguments  ufed 
by  this  gentleman  on  this  occaflon  had  with  miniftry  we 
will  not  pretend  to  determine;  nor  dp  we  mean  even  to 
infinuate  that  the  force  of  hi^tttetoric,  and  the  confupi- 
mate  theoretical  knowledge! he  difplayed,  were  in  the 
fmalleft  degree  conducive  m  that  appointment  with  which 
he  was  very  foon  afterwards  invefted,  namely,  of  com- 
mander-in-chief, with  the  rank  of  eftabliihcd  commodore 
on  the  Lifbon  ftation.  TheRomney,of  fifty  guns,  being  the 
(hip  chofen  for  the  honour  of  bearing  his  broad  pendant, 
was  fitted  accordingly ;  but,  previous  to  his  proceeding  for 
his  ftation,  in  confequence  of  the  appearance  of  the  com- 
bined fleets  of  France  and  Spain  in  the  Channel  in  very 
great  force,  he  was  ordered  to  join  the  fleet  commanded  by 
fir  Charles  Hardy,  under  whom  he  ferved  as  a  private 
captain,  till  the  difappearance  of  the  enemy  rendered  the 
longer  continuance  of  the  Britifh  admiral  at  fea  totally 
unneceflary.  He  proceeded  to  Lifbon  at  the  clofe  of  the 
year  in  the  Romney,  having  the  Tartar,  of  twenty-eight 
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gon$j  and  the  Rattlefnake  {loop  in  company.  On  the 
paflage  thither  they  fell  in  with  the  Santa  Margaretta,  a 
very  fine  Spanifti  frigate,  which  was  captured  by  the  Tar* 
tar  and  Rattlefnake  almoft  without  reiiftance,  or  the 
fmalleft  afliftance  from  the  Romney,  which,  even  when 
the  enemy  furrendered,  was  a  confiderable  way  afterm 
Neverthelefs,  this  fuccefs  formed  no  inconfiderable  theme 
for  panegyric  among  thofe  who  profeffed  themfelves  ad- 
mirers of  the  governor's  chara&er. 

He  repaired  to  Lifbon,  where  he  continued  during 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  year  1781,  reAding  conftantly, 
we  believe,  in  (bore,  on  the  fame  manner  as  a  port-admi- 
ral in  England  is  ufually  accuftomed  to  do.  The  (hips  under 
his  orders  *  being  employed  on  occafional  cruifes,  cap- 
tured the  Artois  of  forty-four  guns,  efteemed  at  that  time 
the  fineft  frigate  ever  built,  and  the  Perk,  a  corvette  of 
eighteen ;  both  which  fuccefles  were  loudly  praifed  as  in- 
controvertible proofs  of  the  governor's  gallantry,  and 
nautical  abilities.    He  returned  from  Lifbon  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  was  immediately  appointed  to  command 
a  fecret  expedition  of  conliderable  force,  the  original  inten- 
tion and  deftination  of  which,  as  well  as  the  firft  objeft  o£ 
propofed  attack,  has  never,  even  to  the  prefent  day,  been 
lully,  and  fatisfadorily  explained  to  the  public.     He  failed 
from  Spithead  on  the  13th  of  March,  and  arrived  at  Porto 
Praya  Koad,  in  the  Portuguefe  ifland  of  St.  Jago,  after  a 
Ihort  and  fuccefsful  paflage.    But  although  he  was  per- 
fe&ly  well  informed  that  a  French  fauadron  had  either 
failed  before  him,  or  was  intended  to  follow  him  imme* 
diately  for  the  exprefs  purpole  of  attacking  him  wherever 
he  fhould  be  met,  fo  confident  does  the  governor,  or  comr 
modore,  appear  to  have  been  in  his  fuperior  ftrength,  as  to 
have  totally  negle&ed  thofe  firft  precautions  every  prudent  • 
officer  well  knowing  his  profeflion,  ought  to  have  taken 
in  time  of  war,  even  though  he  had  hot  apprehended  any 
enemy  in  a£tual  purfuit  of  him. 

His  force  which,  as  will  be  feen  in  the  note  we  intend 
prefently  to  fubjoin,  confided  of  five  ftout  (hips  of  two 
decks,  betides  a  confiderable  number  of  inferior  rate,  wa** 
inftejd  of  being  moored  according  to  the  molt  obvious  and

*  The  Rdroney  and  others. 
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natural  arrangement  for  defence,  the  larger  (hips  outwardly 
in  compaft  order  with  their  broadfidls  to  the  feaward^ 
were  anchored  very  confufedly,  and  without  the  fmalleft 
attention  to  order.  The  India  fhips,  the  tranfports,  an<f 
others  of  inferior  force,  were  ftrangely  intermixed  with 
*he  larger  fh'rps  of  war,  and  ferved  rathe*  to  impede 
than  aid  their  exertions*.  The  Diana  frigate,  a  Bomb- 
ketch,  and  a  fireftrip  were  fuflered  to  lay  fo  far  en* 
beyond  the  reft  of  the  (hips,  as  to  be  incapable  of  receiving 
any  afTiftance;  fo  that  the  two  latter  were  for  a  ffiort  time,  as 
will  he  feen  in  the  fequcl,  in  the  power,  and  one  of  then»> 
together  with  two  India  (hips,  aftually  in  the  pofleffion  of 
the  enemy. 

Such,  as  we  have  juft  been  defcribing,  was  the  pofitioa- 
of  the  Britifti  fquadron  and  convoy,  when,  on  the  16th  of 
April,,  the  French  armament,,  con  fitting  only  of  two  (hips 
of  feventy-four  guns,  and  three  of  fixty-four,  commanded 
by  monlleur  De  Suffreiny  made  its  appearance.  -  Tht» 
gentleman  had  the  reputation  of  being,  and  we  believe 
was,,  beyond  dtfpute,  one  of  the  abTeit  officers  in.  the 
French  fervice :  his  condu&  on  the  prefent  occafion  fully 
evinced  it*  Obferving  the  little  preparation  neceflary  to 
repel  an  enemy  that  was  made  by  the  governor,  he  thought 
k  worth  attempting  an  attack  on  him  even  at  anchor,  m 
hopes  of  profiting,  forr.e  way  or  other,  by  that  en- 
creafed  confuflon  which  appeared  likely  to  enfue  among 
the  fhips  he  commanded.  The  gallantry  and  fteadinefs  of 
the  different  officers  under  the  governor's  orders,  for- 

*  The  governor  admits  this  charge,  as  well  as  others,  mare  than 
•nee  in  his  own  account  of  the  rencounter.  *'  The  Romncv  (the 
commodore's  own  Ihip)  could  only  fire  in  two  openings,  and  this- 
under  a  precifion  which  was  eautioufly  obferved;  neither  could  fee 
veer  away  cable  to  open  a  larger  fpace,  as  the  Jafon  lay  right  aftcrn  of 
her."  Again%  "  I  directed  the  men  of  war  to  cut  and  flip  as  fall  as  they 
could,  to  get  tofea  and  follow  up  the  victory,  with  orders  to* 
make  any  India  (hips  which  lay  in  their  way  to  cut  their  cables  alfo, 
that  they  might  not  be  impeded.  The  action  bordered  upon  a  fur- 
prize,  and  the  fervice  in  which  we  were  engaged  rendered  us  liable' 
to  much  cmfvfion;  yet,  upon  the  whole,  until  the  enemy  were  beat  off 
I  faw  nothing  on  our  part  but  fteady,  cool,  determined  valour.  Ar 
foon  as  the  Jafon  (a  frigate)  was  out  of  the  way,  the  Romney  was  cafe 
hy  a>  fprim»  en  the  cabte,  and  went  out  to  Tea  under  the  acclamations  of 
thcvMejkti! 
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Innately  rendered  this  bold  and  fpirited  attempt  of  the 
enemy  abortive.  After  a  conteft  ot  nearly  an  hour's  con- 
tinuance, the  French  commodore  was  glad  to  defift,  and 
make  his  retreat  in  the  beft  manner'he  could.  To  havfe 
effecled  his  efcape>  even  with  fuch  part  of  his  fquadron 
as  had  fuftained  lead  damage,  would  have  been  an  under- 
taking of  no  fmall  difficulty,  to  an  officer  of  lefs 
ability  than  himfelf,  or  if  his  opponent  had  fortunately 
poflefled  &  greater  (bare  than  he  did*. 


*  The  following  fenfible  letter  appeared  in  fome  of  tmVperiodicai 
publications  of  the  time,  immediately  after  the  account  of  the  adion 
Arrived  in  England.  As  it  retorts  very  candidly  and  properly  the  in- 
jurious charge  made  by  the  governor  in  parliament,  again  ft  lord  Howe, 
and  fully  explains  the  leading  circumftances  of  the  former  gentleman's 
tonduft  in  the  preceding  a&ion,  we  hope,  long  as  it  is,  we  {hall  (land 
eacufed  for  inferring  it* 

«•  The  principle  on  which  governor  Johnftone  founds  his  neyr 
fyftem  of  naval  ta&ics,  and  on  which  his  advocates  build  all  his  ram£, 
is,  that  the  force  of  adverfe  fleets  is  not  to  be  eftimated  by  the  rate  of 
the  feveral  (hips  as  oppofed  to  each  other  in  the  line,  or  the  compa- 
rative weight  of  metal,  but  from  the  whole  number  of  guns  in  the 
rcfpe&ive  fquadrons  taken  together,  and  dircfted  from  every  point. 
In  applying  this  doctrine  to  the  fituation  of  lord  Howe,  he  pieced  out 
the  Britifh  line  with  fifty-gun  (hips,  and  frigates;  and  the  com  pari  fon 
of  the  force  of  the  two  fquadrons  he  calculated  in  the  following

"-  Let  us  now  adopt  the  fame  mode  of  calculation,  and  apply  it  to 
his  own  fituation* 
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All  the  French  (hips  had  received  considerable  injury, 
and  one  of  them,  the  Annibal,  of  feventy-four  guns,  was

44  So  far  the  two  fqnadrons,  according  to  the  governor's  principles, 
-were  equal :  but  what  will  bis  advocates  fay,  when  we  add  die  iaa* 
roenfc  tuperiority  which  the  remaining  part  of  his  fquadron  mutt  have 
.given  him ;  for  he  had  betides  the  Jafon  of  32  guns,  the  St.  Carlos  of 
§8,  the  Royal  Charlotte  of  94,  the  Porpoife  of  24,  the  Poodicherry  of 
24,  the  Resolution  of  so,  the  Lord  Town  fend  of  20,  the  Terror  bomb 
of  10,  the  Infernal  firefhip  of  8,  thirteen  Eaft  Indtamen  at  26  guns  each, 
and  twelve  tranfports  armed  at  leaft  with  fix  guns  a  t ran f port  ?  Thefc 
Iaft  can  furcly  be  taken  into  the  collected  force  with  much  more  juftke 
than  lord  Howe's  row  gallics  with  a  (ingle  gun  in  their  prow:  and  for 
the  Tender  with  which  his  lordihip  is  charged  on  account,  we  find  one 
on  the  governor's  lift  alfo. 

"  Thus  we  fee,  that  deducing  the  (hips  with  which  he  (bould  have 
matched  the  enemy's  whole  fquadron,  the  governor  had  a  fpare  forot 
of  no  lefs  than  boo  guns,  that  is  244  guns  more  than  the  whole 
ilreneth  he  had  to  contend  with. 

"with  thisTpare  force  alone,  even  if  be  had  no  other,  he  flood 
sledged  to  his  country,  by  his  own  doctrines  and  declarations,  to  de* 
teat  the  whole  French  armament.  In  his  attack  upon  lord  Howe,  be 
declared  it  to  have  been  his  opinion,  that,  even  before  his'lordJhip 
had  been  joined  by  the  Cornwall  of  feventy.four  guns,  the  Raifooable 
of  fixty-tour,  the  Renown  of  fifty,  and  the  Centurion  of  fifty,  he  was 
fully  capable,  with  a  proper  difpoJUi$n  of  hit  force,  of  defending  me 
harbour,  though  not  of  going  out  and  giving  the  enemy  battle.  (Set 
Governor  John/lane's  awnfpeech  in  the  Parliamentary  Regtfiert  vol*  J  a, 
page  246.)  Yet  lord  Howe's  whole  force  at  that  time,  counting  every 
gun  he  could  bring  to  bear,  of  whatever  weight,  or  from  whatever 
point,  did  not  furpafs  the  number  of  the  enemy's  weighty  guns.  Was 
not  the  governor's  fituation  at  St.  Jago  equally  favourable  ?  Should 
.  not  then,  his  fpare  force  alone,  as  it  gave  him  a  fupenoritv  0/244  3no*» 
have  enabled  him,  with  a  proper  difpojuiouyto  have  defended  the  harbour  ? 
and  if  this  be  true,  as,  on  his  own  principle  it  cannot  be  controverted, 
how  will  he  anfwer  to  his  country  for  not  having,  vtith.hu  whole  fata 
combined)  funk,  taken,  or  defiroyed  the  whole  fquadron  that  had  fo 
madly  attacked  him  ? 

44  After  this,  (hall  we  be  told  that  the  gallant  commodore  has  realized 
hi*  fyftem  ?  How  has  he  realised  it  ?  According  to  him  lord  Howe, 
with  fix  fail  of  fixtyfour  gun  mips,  three  of  fifty,  two  of  forty,  with 
fume  frigates  and  (loops,  for  the  moft  part  wretchedly  manned,  was 
fully  capable  of  defending  himfclf,  tuith  a  proper  difpofium>  againft  a 
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completely  difmaftcd :  neverthelefs,  the  Bailli  de  Suffrein 
contrived  to  take  the  diiabled  ihip  in  tow;  and  having, 
according  to  the  governor's  phrafe,  "  raifed  a  flump  for- 
ward and  fixed  a  (ail  upon  it/*  he  wore  the  hulk  and  put 
before  the  wind  with  his  whole  ftpiadron  in  a  line  of  battle 
abreaft.  Though  it  muft  be  evident  to  all,  that  a  consi- 
derable Ipace  of  time  was  unavoidably  confumed  in  car- 
rying this  meafure  into  execution,  a  meafure,  to  the 
prevention  of  which  his  own  fyftem  of  naval  taftics 
was  moft  particularly  applicabfe*;  neverthelefs,  fo  much 
greater,  watte  of  it  was  committed  in  waiting,  accord- 
ing to  the  excufe  he  made,  for  the  Ifist,  and  the 
enemy  had  drawn  him  fo  far  to  the  leeward  of  St.  Tago 
that  he  thought  proper  to  abandon  the  purfuit  %  and  return

90-gun  ftnp,  an  80,  fix  74»i,  three  64'$,  a  $0,  and  three  frigate* 
mounting  36-guns  each.  But  did  the  governor  even  do  fo  much  with 
a  fupenonty  of  600  gum,  and  fo  fmalfa  comparative  difpofition  even 
in  weight  of  metal  ?  Certainly  not :  the  Britiih  flag  was  in  fulled  by 
the  capture  of  a  king's  (hip,  fome  of  his  convoy  were  taken,  and 
earned  out  to  fea.  The  trial  therefore  of  that  part  of  his  fyftem. 
iwhsch  regards  the  defence  of  the  harbour,  condemns  him.  What  other 
part  of  it  he  realized,  the  nation  has  yet  to  learn.  Did  he  engage  the 
eneltoy  in  a  line,  or  in  the  open  fea  ?  Did  he  fuppon  his  fifnea  with 
k*  fn«ft<Vnd  W  lhVT  uo,tcd  ftr«og«b  with  the  heavy  (hips  of  the. 
2*°Tr  He  might,  indeed,  have  done  it.  In  the  fituation  the 
French  fquadron  put  to  fea  he  might,  on  every  fyftem,  have  done  it 
with  a  certainty  of  vidory ;  but  he  fhrunk  from  the  trial,  and  by  that 
means  loft  a  thrum  opportunity  ofdefiroymg  the  feet  of  France."

t  Without  flaying  for  which  (hip,  or  fuppofing  her  even  to  have 
been  *ouHy  deftroyed,  he  was  ftill,  according  to  his  own  fyftem  in 
far  fupenor  force  to  the  enemy  (and  really  was  fo  in  large  mips.  con. 
fidenng  that  enemy's  di  fabled  ftate)  taking  his  frigates,  andothcrveffcls 
armed  for  war  into  the  account. 

t  How  differently,  different  officers  think  on  the  fame  point  •  when 
as  we  have  before  ftated,  capt.  Brifbane,  in  the  Flora,  was  in  purfuit  of  an 
jnemy  on  the  coaft  of  America,  the  chace  was  tedioufly  long,  and  fome  of 
his  officers  took  occafion,  as  is  reported,  to  obferve,  that  if  it  continued 
much  longer  they  would  run  beyond  the  limit*  of  their  ftation  "  No 
matter  for  that,"  replied  Brifbane,  ••  if  fee  runs  to  the  D—  I'll  follow 
her."  By  way  of  ft  rengthening  and  adding  fome  apparent  weight  to 
the  excufe  he  pretended  *o  make  for  his  delay,  on  his  return  to  St, 
Jago  he  put  captain  Sutton  under  an  arreft;  but  initead  of  aHing  to* 
yardi  him  with  that  propriety  he  ought  to  have  praclifed  had  he  been 
in  reality  guilty,  and  bringing  him  to  immediate  trial,  he  feat  him  to, 
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to  Porto  Praya.  The  Chips  which  had  fuftained  damag* 
in  the  encounter,  being  foon  refitted,  the  governor  failed 
to  the  fonthward  with  his  fquadron,  leaving  the  Porta 
floop  behind,  to  propeed  to  England  with  his  difpatches, 
which,  that  every  tranfadion  relative  to  the  expedition 
plight  be  different  from  all  that  had  ever  preceded  it, 
were  fent  to  the  Jecretary  of  ftate,  inftead  of  the  admiralty 
board,  to  which  alone  it  is  cuftomary  for  naval  officers  to 
communicate  all  information  they  find  it  their,  duly  to 
tranfmit. 

Haying  proceeded  onward  towards  the  Eaft  Indies,  be 
received  intelligence,  on  the'  9th  of  July,  from  ode  of  his 
frigates,  which  had  captured  the  Heldwoltemade,  an  out- 
ward-bound Dutch  Eaft  India  (hip,  that  M.  de  Suftcin 
had,  notwithftanding  the  injuries  his  (hips  fuftained 
in  the  Porto  Praya  fight,  fafely  arrived,  with  his  whole 
force,  in  Falfe  Bay,  on  the  21ft  of  June  preceding,  and 
that  there  were  five  Dutch  Eaft  India  fhips  at  anchor  in 
SMdanha  Bay,  at  forae  diftance  from  the  former.  He 
ipftantly  determined  to  attack  the  latter,  as  the  mod  cer- 
tain and  eafy  prize.  He  tells  us,  in  the  official  account 
tranfmitted,  as  well  as  the  former  had  been,  to  the  earl 
of  Hillfbprough,  €*  That  he  took  charge  of  the  pilotage 
Mmfelf,  and  ran  in  lhore  under  cover  of  the  night,  judg? 
rhg  of  his  diftance  by  the  lead.1' "  Not  to  enlarge  more 
than  is  neceflary  in  our  account  of  this  tranfadion,  fnffice 
it  to  fay,  that,  on  the  21ft  of  July,  he  furprized  five  fail 
of  Dutch  India  (hips ;  that  he  very  gallantly  made  himfdf 
tnafter  of,  and  brought  off  four  of  them :  the  fifth,  which 
was  called  the  Middleburgh,  having  been  fet  on  fire  and 
burnt  by  the  Dutch  themfelve?,  to  prevent  her  falling  into 
the  governor's  hands.  After  this  fuccefs,  Having  dif- 
patched  fuch  of  his  (hips-  as  were  under  orders  for  the 
Eaft  Ipdicst,  with  the  tranfports-  and  other  veijels  they 


tic  Eaft  Indies,  whence  be  was  ordered  to  England  by  the  cornmaiw 
filer-in-chief,  fir  £  Hughes,"  who  very  juflly  refufed  taking  any  cogni- 
zance of  a  matter  that  was  extrajudicial.  *  He  was  tried  at  the  latter 
jrad  of  the  year  1783,  on  board  the  Princefs  Royal,  at  Port  (month, 
apd  rooft  honourably  acquitted.

'Were  to  convoy,  he  prepared  to  return  to  Europe  with  the 
remainder:  but  that  misfortune  might  accompany  this 
gentleman's  undertakings  to  the  lad,  two  of  the  prizes, 
the  Dankbaarheyt  and  Hoencoop,  were  loft  in  the  Channel* 
Mr.  Johnfon  drfpatched  theie  (hips  from  St.  Helena 
tinder  cjnvoy  of  the  Romney  and  Jafon ;  arid,  previous  to 
their  Departure,  removed  his  broad  pendant  into  the 
Diana  frigate,  but  inftead  of  returning  by  his  moft  direct 
courfe  to  England  he  repaired  to  Liibon,  where,  having 
married  a  lady  of  diftinction,  to  whom  he  'had  paid  his 
addrefles  while  commanding  officer  on  that  ftation,  he 
«ame  home ;  and  having  then  quitted  his  naval  com- 
mand, never  received  any  fubfequent  appointment  in 
the  fame  line.  The  remainder  of  his  life  was,  through 
necefiity,  confined,  far  as  the  leading  points  of  it  extended, 
to  haranguing,  as  he  had  been  accultomed  to  do  before,  in 
Che  houfe  of  commons*,  and  in  balloting  at  the  India 
houfe* 

On  the  former  fcene  of  aflion  he  renewed,  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1782,  his  attack  on  lord  Howe,  for  his  con- 
dud  in  the  a&ion  with  the  French  and  Spaniih  fleet, 
*>ff  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  Odober  preceding.  He 
conducted  himfelf  with  his  accuftomed  virulence,  but  hit 
attempt  tnet  with  no  better  fuccefs  than  his  preceding  one 
of  the  fame  nature  had  done.  It  was  fmiled  at,  neglected, 
and  forgotten.  In  the  India-houfe  he  was  more  fucceff- 
ful,  having  had  addrefs  enough  to  procure  himfelf  to  be 
chofen  a  director  in  1783.  In  Hilary  Term,  1784,  cap- 
tain Sutton  brought  his  action  in  the  Exchequer,  againft 
hiro,  for  his  conduct,  in  charging  him  malicioufly  with  an 
offence,  of  which  he  was  innocent,  and  aggravating  that 
meafure  by  ordering  him  to  the  Eait  Indies  under  an 
arreft,  inftead  of  bringing  him,  as  he  might  have  done,  to 
a  court-martial  immediately.  Captain  Sutton  obtained 
p.  verdict  again  ft  him,  on  the  19th  of  June,  giving 
him  damages  to  the  amount  of  5000I-J-.     The  governor,

•  In  1781  he  was  chofen  for  Leftwitfciel,  for  which  place  he  fa* 
till  the  diflblution  of  parliament  in  1784,  but  was  not  re-elet~led. 

t  Perfons  who  were  prefent  at  the  trial,  and  well  acquainted  witfc 
the  natural  impttuojity  of  the  governor,  were  aflonifhed  at  his  confunv> 
mate  coolnefs,  hoth  00  this,  and  other  fimilar  occafiom,  when  he  re- 
ceived, as  was  frequently  the  cafe,  the  moft  mortifying  anfwert  from 
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impatient  under  this  decifion,  applied  for  a  new  trial,* 
It  was  granted,  and  on  the  nth  of  December  follow- 
ing he  had  the  ftcond  mortification  of  having  a  *er- 
diet  againft  him  to  the  encreafed  amount  of  6000I. 
Still  wifliing  to  evade  the  judgement  which  the  jurtice  of 
an  Knglifh  jjury  had  twice  paflcd,  he  applied,  in  Hilary 
Term  1785,  for  a  rule  to  arreft  judgement,  which,  after 
folemn  argument- before  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer,  wai 
difcharged,  and  the  decifion  confirmed. 

Not  yet  conquered,  thopgh  difcomfitcd,  in  Trinity 
Term  1785,  the  governor  again  rallied,  and  brought  a 
writ  of  error  in  the  Exchequer  chamber,  whijeh,  on  refer- 
ence from  the  lord  chancellor*  was  argued  00  the  2d  of 
February,  1786,  before  the  earl  of  Mansfield?,  lord  chief 
juftice  of  the  court  of  king's  bench  ;  and  lord  Loughbo- 
rogght,  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  court  of  common  pleas; 
jvhen  after  a  farther  argument,  on  the  4th  of  Noyember 
following,  their  lord  (hip's  were  pleafed  to  declare,  that 
the  judgement  in  the  .court  of  exchequer  ought  to  be  re- 
verfed.  (Captain  Sutton  on  his  part  feeling  hitnfelf  injured 
and  aggrieved,  appealed  to  the  houfe  of  iprds,  by  whom, 
after  a  full  iaveftigation,  in  the  enfuing  year,  of  each 
party's  cafe,  the  vcr.dift  of  jthe  jury  was  fully  confirmed, 
and  the  opinion  of  the  noble  referees  as  fully  reyerfed. 

As  though  it  had  been  determined  by  fate  this  decifion 
(bould  be  final  in  every  refpefi  ,the  goyernor  died  at  Bf  iftol,of 
a  lingering  diforder,  as  near  as,. could  be  calculated,  in 
about  two  hours  after  the  decree  completing  his  overthrow 
had  been  made.  JJut  the  injured  plaintiff  was  obliged  to 
be  content  with  the  honourable  vindication  of  the  juftice 
of  his  caufe,  without  receiving  that  juft  pecuniary  jecom- 
penfe  fo  ftrongly  demanded  by  the  wrongs  his  reputation, 
tor  a  time,  and  his  fortune  had  more  laftingly  fuftained. 

the  different  proftffional  mtn  fobpeeantd  as  witnefles,  to  the  quefboof 
be  propofed ;  a  ftjong  proof  that  bit  fiery  quality,  foinetimes  uiged  by 
bis  friends  in  extenuation  of  his  extravagant  conduit,  was  now  ano* 
and  then  aftumed.

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We  (hall  not  attempt  much  delineation  of  the  governor's 
charafter,  public  and  confpicuous  as  it  was.  We  are  the 
more  disinclined  to  this  undertaking,  becaufe,  were  it  done 
with  that  coolnefs  and  temper  impartiality  demands,  we  fear 
we  fhould  offend  both  his  friends,  and  his  enemies.  We  (hall 
therefore  content  ourfelves  with  briefly  remarking,  that  he 
certainly  confidered  hitnfelt  a  much  abler  man  in  all  the 
multifarious  characters  of  a  naval  officer,  a  fenator,  a 
ftatefman,  and  an  Eaft- India  dire&or,  than  all  the  world, 
except  thofe  very  few  perfons  who  were  his  advocates  and 
admirers,  believed,  or  even  would  admit  him  to  have  been. 
Having  faid  thus  much,  and  adhering,  far  as  is  in  our  power, 
•to  the  old  adage  of  dt  mortuis  nil  niji  bonum  ;  where  we 
cannot  praife,  we  fliaU  in  confequence  endeavour  as  little 
as  poflible  to  cenfure. 

NAPIER,  Honourable  Charles,— who  is  now  living, 
is  the  fecond  fon  of  Francis,  fifth  lord  Napier,  and  the 
lady  Henrietta  Hope,  daughter  to  Charles,  earl  of  Hope*, 
ton.     He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
gift  of  May,  1754;  and  a  commander  on  the  3d  of  May, 
J7S8-     We  are  unacquainted  with  the  name  of  the  veffel, 
or  the  fervices  on  which  he  was  employed,  on  his  firft  pro- 
motion to  the  rank  juft-mentioned,  but  early  in  1761  find 
him  commander  of  the  Cygnet  (Joop  of  war  on  the  Medi- 
terranean (ration.     He  is  mentioned  as  having,  while 
thus  employed,  captured,  off  Cape  de  Gatte,  and  carried 
into  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  June,  1761,   a  large 
French  privateer,  carrying  eighteen  carriage  guns  and  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  men.     He  probably  continued  in 
the  fame  veffel  long  as  he  retained  the  rank  of  commander, 
(but  is  no  otherwife  noticed  than  as  already  dated,  except 
that  having  been  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  as  part  of  the 
armament  fent  againft  the  Havannah,  in  1762,  under  the 
.orders  of  fir  George  Pocock,  he  was  there  advanced  to 
Jthe  rank  of  poft-captain,    by  commiffion  bearing  dite 
Auguft  the  I7th9  appointing  him  to  the  Stirling  Caftle. 
lie  is  faid  to  have  continued  in  the  fame  (hip,  and  alfo 
to  have  remained  on  the  Weft  India  ftation,  for  two  or 
three  years  after  the  ceffation  of  hoftilities.     As  we  do 
not  find  him  holding  any  other  command  after  his  return 
to  England,  we  naturally  conclude  him  to  have  retired 
from  the  fcryice,  and  ajc  in  foipe  meafure  ftrengthened 
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in  this  belief  through  finding  him,  in  1793,  put  on  fhs 
lift  of  fuperannuated  captains.     In  the  month  of  Juo* 

1777,  he  was  married  to  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Hamiltoa, 
of  Weft  Bourn, 

CAMPBELL,  Lord  William,— was  the  third  fon  of 
John  Campbell,  fourth  duke  of  Argyle,  and  the  honour- 
able mils  Bellenden,  daughter  of  John  lord  BeUendeiu 
We  have  no  account  whatever  of  his  lordlhip's  ferviccs 
or  promotions  as  a  naval  officer,  till  his  advancement,  on 
Auguft  20,  1 762,  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appoint* 
ment  to  the  Nightingale,  of  20  guns,  a  veflel  employed  on 
the  North-American  and  Weft-Indian  ftation;  nor  after 
this  time  do  we  know  any  thing  farther  concerning  him  till 
the  end  of  the  year  1764*,  when  he  was  commiffioned  to 
the  Ramillies,  of  74  guns,  one  of  the  Medwav  guardfhips. 
He  is  faid,  by  lome,  to  have  been  appointed,  in  the 
month  of  May  enfuing,  to  a  fhip  of  iixty-four  guns,  but 
of  this  circumftance  we  have  no  account  fufttciently  au- 
thentic to  warrant  our  dependance  on  it.  Before  the 
conclufion  of  this  year,  he  was  appointed  governor  of 
Nova  Scotia,  and  advanced  from  thence,  in  1773,  to  the 
more  confequential  one  of  South  Carolina.  Here  he 
continued,  till  after  the  commencement  of  the  difpute  be- 
tween Great  Britain  and  the  colonies,  and  diftinguiflied 
him  felt  exceedingly,  as  a  volunteer,  on  board  the  fquadron 
commanded  by  fir  Peter  Parker  t,  which,  in  the  month  of 
June  1776,  made  the  unfuccefsful  attack  on  Charles 
Town.  He  returned  to  England  foon  after  this  event, 
and  did  not  live  fo  long  as  to  take  upon  him  any  fubfe- 
<juent  naval  command,  dying  on  the  3d  of  September, 

1778.  His  lordlhip  married,  in  1763,  mifs  Izard,  of 
Charles  Town,  South  Carolina;  and  in  the  month  of 
January  1764,  was  chofen  llhight  of  the  (hire  for  the

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jeonnty  of  Argyll,  a  ftation  which  he  appears  to  have  quitted 
on  his  appointment  10  a  foreign  government. 

OLMIUS,  Hon.  John  Luttrel,— a  gentleman  now  lir- 
ing,  is  the  3d  fon  of  Simon,  firft  earl  of  Carhampton,  and 
Maria,  daughter,  and  at  length  heir  to  fir  Nich.  Lawes,  knt. 
many  years  captain-general,  and  governor  of  the  ifland  of 
Jamaica*.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on 
the  10th  of  October  1758,  and  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
commander  on  the  4th  of  March,  1761.  No  particular 
mention  is  made  of  him  while  holding  either  of  the  above 
ftations;  but  on  the  25th  of  Auguft,  1762,  we  find  him 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Mars,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
on  board  which  (hip  commodore  Spry  hoi  (led  his  broad 
pendant,  and  proceeded  to  North  America  juft  before 
the  conclufion  of  the  war.  We  believe  captain  Luttrel 
to  have  proceeded  with  him  thither,  and  having  returned 
to  England  foon  after  the  cefiation  of  hoftilities,  does  not 
appear  holding  any  fubfequent  command  till  the  begin* 
ping  of  the  year  1765 t,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Achilles,  of  fixty  guns,aguardfhip  Rationed  at  Portfmouth, 
and  in  which  he  continued  during  the  accuftomed  period 
of  three  years.  After  quitting  it,  he  is  not  known  by  us 
to  have  held  any  other  cominiflion  till  the  year  1779  J, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Charon,  of  forty-four  guns, 
a  new  fhip  juft  launched.'  He  was  immediately  afterwards 
ordered  to  Jamaica,,  for  which  place  he  failed  from  Spit- 
head  on  the  27th  of  March,  having  captain  Sutton  in  the 
Proferpine,  and  captain  Lloyd  in  the  Glafgow,  under  his 
orders,  as  well  as  a  fleet  of  merchant-fhips  under  his* 

Erote&ion.  Being  fent  foon  after  his  arrival  into  the 
ay  pf  Honduras,  to  protect  the  Britifh  Baymen 
and  fettlers,  he  diftinguifhed  himfelf  very  much,  in 
the  month  of  Oftober,  in  an  expedition  projected  and 
carried  into  execution  by  himfelf  and  captain  Dalrymple 
of  the  Loyal  Irifti  Volunteers,  againft  the  important  fort 
pf  St.  Fernando  del  Omoa,  on  the  Spanifh  main. 

**  He  ferved  as  midQiipman  on  board  the  Dunkirk  and  Ma^nanime, 
finder  lord  Howe. ;  and  afterwards  as  lieutenant  of  the  Veftal  frigate 
yith  captain  Samuel  Hood. 

+  On  the  13th  of  June  in.  thU  year  he  married  the  honourable 
Mifs  0)mius,  Jfter  tQ  the  right  honourable  lord  Walt  ham,  of  the 
Jungdom  of  Ireland. 

t  At  the  general  clcflion  in  1774  he  was  chofco  rcprcfentative  in 
Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Stockbridge.

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Capt.  Dairy  m pie  having,  under  cover  of  the  Iquadron*, 
put  on  fhore  his  motley  force,  confiding  of  five  hundred 
men,  compofed  of  marines,  Loyal  Irilh,  Baymeo,  and  a 
few  Mufijuito  Indians,  attacked  and  {formed  the  fort- by 
land,  while  Mr.  Luttrel's  little  fquadron  cannonaded  it 
by  fea.  Such  was  the  fpirit  and  fuccefs  of  thefe  bold  af- 
failants,  that  the  fort,  which  was  reprefented  as  very  for* 
midable,.  was  carried  after  a  fliort  refinance,  with  the 
trivial  lofs  of  twelve  men  killed  and  twenty-fix  wounded, 
in  both  fervices.  .  Two  regifter  {hips,  very  richly  laden 
with  indigo  and  other  valuable  commodities,  together  with 
two  hundred  and  fifty  quintals  of  quickfilver,  and  other 
articles  of  lefs  value,  eft i mated  in  the  whole  to  be  worth 
three  millions  of  dollars,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  con* 
querors.  Captain  Luttrel  returned  to  England  in  the 
enfuing  fummer,  and  is  not  known  to  us  ever  to  have 
accepted  of  any  fubfequent  command.  Mrs.  Luttrel  be- 
coming, on  the  death  of  her  brother  lord  Waltham, 
without  ifiue,  on  the  10th  of  December,  1786,  fole  Heir 
to  his  eftate,  this  gentleman,  by  his  majefty's  permiffion, 
took  the  name  and  arms  of  Olmius,  on  April  3,  1787. 

In  1775  he  vacated  his  feat  for  Stockbridge  in 
favour  of  his  next  brother,  James,  of  whom  we  (hall 
hereafter  have  occafion  to  make  fome  mention.  At  the 
general  eie&ion  in  1780  he  was'rechofen  for  the  fame 
place,  and  continued  its  representative  during  the  whole 
of  that  parliament :  but  immediately  after  its  diflbhition, 
in  1784,  was  appointed  one  of  the  commiifioners  for 
managing  the  excife,  in  confluence  of  which  he  became 
no  longer  eligible.  His  name  was  continued  on  the  lift  of 
captains  till  the  promotion  of  flag-officers,  which  took  place 
in  1793,  but  he  derived  no  pecuniary  advantage  from  this 
circumftance  during  the  laft  nine  years,  inconfequenceof 
the  well-known  regulation  which  prevents  officers  from 
receiving  half-pay  whije  they  hold  any  place  of  profit,  or 
emolument  under  government.

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NEWSOM,  William.—The  name  of  this  gentleman 
is  omitted  in  mod  lifts  we  have  feen  of  poft  captains.  He 
was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  April 
4>  I743*  He  afterwards  ferved,  in  1756,  on  board  the 
Naflau,  a  third  rate,  under  captain  Cockburn,  and 
was  advanced  to  be  a  commander  on  the  15th  of  June, 
1757*  We  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the 
Koman  Emperor,  then  an  armed  veflel  of  twenty  guns, 
and  fomethne  afterwards  converted  into  a  firefhip.  In  this 
command  he  proceeded)  under  the  command  of  commo- 
dore Keppel,  on  the  fuccefsful  expedition  againft  Goree. 
After  bis  return  from  thence  he  was  appointed  to  the 
South  Sea  Caftle  ftore-fhip,  ^ctprdered  to  the  Eaft  Indies, 
where  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  on  the 
nth  of  Auguft,  1762,  though  to  what  fhip  we  are  unao 
quainted.  Having  been  foon  afterwards  guilty  of  fome 
breach  of  condud,  he  was  tried  by  a  court-martial,  and 
reduced  to  his  former  ftation  of  commander*  We  have 
no  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he 
died  on  the  17th  of  September,  1787,  after  a  lingering 
illnefs,  in  the  71ft  year  of  his  age. 

ST.  JOHN,  Honourable  Henry,— was  the  fifth  fon  of 
John,  tenth  lord  St.  John,  of  Bletfhoe,  and  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  fir  Ambrofe  Crowley,  of  Greenwich,  in  the 
County  of  Kent,  knight,  and  alderman  of  the  city  of  Lon- 
don. He  was  born  on  the  1  ft  of  June,  1740,  and  having 
entered  into  the  navy  at  a  very  early  age,  was,  on  th* 
15th  of  September,  1760,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant. After  a  very  ihort  continuance  in  the  interme- 
diate one  of  commander,  he  was  advanced  to  that  of  poft- 
captain  in  the  navy  on  the  31ft  of  Auguft,  1762,  by  com- 
mitfion  appointing  him  either  to  the  Tartar  or  the  Torbay, 
though  we  believe  the  former,  both  thofe  (hips  befng 
named  in  different  accounts.  After  the  conclufion  of  the 
war  he  was,  early  in  1763,  appointed  to  the  Garland,  a 
fifth  rate,  employed  as  one  of  the  cruifers  ufually  kept  in 
commiflion  in  time  of  peace.  He  continued  on  the 
home  ftation  till  the  year  1 766,  when  he  was  ordered  to 
North  America,  where  he  remained  till  1768.  Having 
then  returned  to  England,  appears  to  have  held  no  fubfe- 
quent  commiflion  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  was  com* 
mi  (Honed  to  the  Edgar,  of  60  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  equip- 
.  ped  in  confequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain. 
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In  the  enfuing  year  he  removed  into  the  Rarfons&le  erf 
fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  guardfhips  (rationed  at  Ply- 
mouth during  the  three  fucceeding  years.  Not  long  after 
the  difpute  commenced  with  the  American  colonies,  thact 
is  to  fay,  in  1777,  captain  St.  John  was  appointed  to  the 
Torbay,  of  feventy-four  guns.  He  continued  in  this  fhip 
till  1779,  employed  on  the  home  ftation,  bat  not  engaged 
in  any  fervice  memorable  enough  to  demand  our  particular 
notice.  The  Torbay  being  put  out  of  commiffion  for 
repair  in  the  year  laft-mentioned,  captain  St.  John  was 
appointed  to  the  Intrepid,  of  fixtv-four  guns,  and  ordered, 
iri  the  beginning  of  the  year  170*0,  to  the  Weft  Indies  as 
convoy  to  a  fleet  of  merchant-veflels  and  ftorefcips.  He 
arrived  there,  fafe  with  his.  charge,  a  fhort  time  before  the 
engagement  took  place  between  admiral  Rodney,  and  the 
count  de  Guichen,  in  the  month  of  April  following. ,  In 
this  he  was,  after  behaving  with  the  moft  diftinguifhed 
gallantry,  unfortunately  killed  ;  being  at  the  time  of  his 
death  fcarcely  forty  years  old,  during  eighteen  of  which 
he  had  ferved  as  a  poft-captatn  in  the  navy.     He  married 

Mary>  daughter  of Schuyler,  of  New  York,  cfq.  by 

whom  he  left  a  fon,  named-  Henry. 

BROOKS,  John, — was,ini743,amidfhipmanonboard 
the  Namur,  under  Mr.  Mathews,  and  was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant on  July  9,  1747,  in  which  ftation  he  ferved  on  board 
the  Severn.  He  was  advanced  to  be  a  commander  in  the 
navy  on  May  26,  1758 ;  but  we  have  no  farther  particular 
account  of  him  till  the  year  1760,  when  he  commanded 
the  Peregrine  floop  of  war ;  and  early  in  the  enfuing  year 
removed  into  the  Pomona,  a  veflfel  of  the  fame  defcription 
as  the  former.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1762,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Captain,  of  fixty-four  guns  ;  but  appears 
to  have  received  this  commiffion  for  the  fole  purpofc  of 
giving  him  rank,  not  having,  as  we  believe,  ever  proceeded 
to  fea  in  that  fhip.  We  have  no  fubfequent  account  of 
.his  holding  any  commiffion  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1 7 7 1 ,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Minerva 
frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  as  lucceffor  to  captain  Sfott. 
He  continued  in  this  veflel  three  years,  and  after  quitting 
it,  appears  to  have  been  unemployed  till  1777,  when  he  was 
made  captain  of  the  Belleifle,  of  64  guns.  He  was  not 
engaged,  during  the  time  he  continued  in  that  fhip,  in  any 
1  fervice 
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fervice  Aifficiently  memorable  to  attract  our  particular 
notice;  and  having  late  in  1778  quitted  the  Belteille,  on  that 
ftip  being  ordered  to  the  Eait  Indies  with  fir  £.  Hughes, 
does  not  appear  to  have  ever  taken  upon  him  any  later 
command.     He  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1792. 

DRUMMOND,  Patrick,  — the  defcendant  of  a  very 
ancient  and  honourable  family  in  North  Britain,  wa$ 
appointed  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  as-  far  back  as  the  4th 
of  September,  1744:  but  from  this  time  no  mention 
whatever  is  made  of  him  in  the  fervice*till  1762,  when 
being,  we  believe,  employed  on  the  Weft-India  Ration, 
he  was  there  promoted,  after  paflrng  very  rapidly  through 
the  intermediate  rank  of  commandert,  to  be  a  polr-captain 
in  the  navy,  by  com  million  bearing  date'OSober  the  22d, 
appointing  Turn  to  the  Greyhound.  He  was  recomm  iflioned 
to  the  fame  (hip  after  the  ceflat ion  of  hoftilities,  and  ferved 
as  a  Weft-India  cruifer  till  the  end  of  the  year  1765,  or 
the  *en fuing J.  On  his  return  to  England  ht  was  pro- 
snoted  to  the  Pearl,  of  forty  guns,  and  ordered  to  New- 
foundland. He  quitted  this  fhip  alfo  in  the  enfuing  year, 
and  is  not  known  to  have  received  any  farther  appoint- 
ment till  the.year  1773$,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Scahorfe,  of  twenty  guns,  then  under  orders  for  the? 
Eaft  Indies.  We  do  not,  indeed,  know  whether  he 
ever  proceeded  to  fea  in  that  command,  nor  have  we  beer* 
able  to  colleft  any  farther  particulars  concerning  him  either 
with  refpeft  to  his  private  life,  or  the  fervice||,  except 
that  he  died  at  Bandirran,  on  the  31ft  of  Augnft,  1792. 

BOWYER,  Sir  George, — the  defcendant  of  a  very  an- 
cient and  refpedhble  family  in  Berkfhire,  where  they  have 
long  held  extenfive  pofleflions,  was  promoted  to  the  rank

and  to  that  of  commander  on  the  4th  of  May,  1761 ;  bat 
we  know  not  either  the  Rations  or  fervices  on  which  he 
was  employed  while  holding  either  of  the  ranks  juft- 
mentioned.  He  was  promoted  to  be  a  pod-captain  on 
the  28th  of  O&ober,  1762,  by  comroifiion  bearing  that 
date,  appointing  him  to  the  Sheernefs.  He  does  not  appear 
to  have  long  retained  this  command,  nor  have  we  any 
account  of  his  holding  a  fubfequent  one  till  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  difpute  with  the  North  American 
colonies,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Burford,  of  feventy 
guns.  He  quitted  this  (hip  in  1 778,  and  was  commiffioned 
to  the  Albion,  a  feventy-four  gun  (hip,  one  of  the  fqua- 
dron  ordered  to  North  America,  under  vice-admiral  Byron. 
Captain  Bowyer  was  of  courfe  engaged  in  all  the  different 
fervices  that  gentleman  himfelf  was,  during  the  time  he 
held  thp  .North- American  and  Weft-Indian  command: 
the  moft  remarkable  among  thefe  was  the  engagement 
with  the  French  fleet,  off  Grenada,  on  the  6th  of  July, 
1779.  Captain  Bowyer  was  ftationed  in  the  line  as  one 
of  the  feconds  to  the  commander-in-chief;  but  though 
very  materially  engaged,  had  the  fortune  to  efcape  with- 
out farther  injury  than  two  men  wounded.  In  the  month 
of  December  following  he  diftinguifhed  himfelf  by  his  very 
gallant  condudt  in  the  attack  on  the  fmall  French  fquadroa 
in  Port  Royal  bay*:  on  which  occafion,  though  no  ad- 
Vantage,  honour  excepted,  was  derived  from  the  (kirmifh, 
he  is  particularly  marked  by  rear-admiral  Parker,  the 
commander-in-chief,  in  his  official  difpatches,  for  his  great 
eagcrnefsin  getting  up  his  (hip  to  fecond  the  Conqueror, 
Who  led,  and  whofc  captain  was  unfortunately  killed  at  the 
dofe  of  the  encounter. 

In  the  a&idn  which  took  place,  off  Martiniqtie,  with 
de  Guicben,  in  the  month  of  April  following,  captain 
Bowyer,  who  was  ftationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear- 
admiral  Parker,  who  commanded  the  van  fquadron,  and 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  no  lefs  degree  than  on  the  former 
occafion.     With  refpeS  to  his  loft,  however,  in  men,  he

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little  lefs  fortunate  thart  he  had  been  in  the  aftion  off 
Grenada,  having  had  only  five  men  killed  and  wounded. 
In  the  two  remaining  fkirmi  flies  which  took  place  with 
the  fame  enemy,  on  the  15th  and  19th  of  May  following* 
clofmg  the  naval  campaign  in  that  quarter  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  captain  Bowycr  acquired  the  higheft  additional 
honour*,  but  with  refpe&  to  lofs  was  not  fo  lucky, 
as  on  the  former  occafions,  having  had  on  the  firft  of 
thofe  days  twelve  men  killed  and  fixty-two  wounded ;  and 
on  the  fecond  as  many  killed  with  (ixty-one  wounded. 
The  Albion  was  foon  after  this  time  ordered  to  Ja- 
maica, being  one  of  the  (hips  which,  on  the  preceding  occa- 
fions,  had  fuftained  fo  much  injury,  as  to  render  it  necef- 
fary  for  her  to  be  fent  home  with  a  convoy  to  England 
for  repair.  No  confequential  event  took  place  during 
captain  Bowyer's  continuance  on  that  ft  at  ion,  from  whence 
he  returned,  with  a  fleet  of  merchant-flu ps,  towards 
the  clofe  of  the  year  1781 ;  and  the  Albion  being  put  out 
of  commiffionin  the  month  of  December,  in  order  that  (he 
might  undergo  a  thorough  refitment,  he  held  no  appoint- 
ment during  the  ihort  remainder  of  the  war.  Early  in 
1783  he  was  commiflioned  to  the  Irrefiftible,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  fitting  at  Chatham  to  be  ftationect 
in  the  Medway.  He  continued  to  command  there 
as  commodore  during  the  two  fucceeding  years  t;  and

V#**  VI.  K  k  aft«r 
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after  quitting  it,  appears  to  have  held  no  farther  com* 
million  till  the  month  of  July  1790,  when,  inconsequence 
of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Boyne,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  a  ihip  newly  launched 
at  Woolwich.  This  (hip  being  not  long  afterwards  paid 
off  in  confcquence  of  the  appearance  of  hottilities  having 
vanifhed,  captain  Bowyer  held  no  other  command  as  a 
private  captain. 

On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  alrnoft  immediately 
after  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  war  with  France, 
he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear  admiral  of  the  white*; 
and  having  hoiftid  his  flag  on  board  the  Prince,  of  ninety 
guns,  was  appointed  to  command  in  the  main,  or  channel 
fleet  under  earl  Howe.     Nothing  material  took  place,  till 
the  memorable  encounter,  followed  by  the  glorious  victory 
obtained  over  the  French  fleet  on  the  ift  of  June,  1794, 
on  which  occafion  Mr.  Bowyer,  who  behaved,  as  he  had 
ever  done  on  all  former  occafions,  with  the  mod  diflin- 
guiihed  gallantry,  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  a  leg.    In  con- 
fequence  of  this  hurt,  which,  as  muft  be  obvious,  peculi- 
arly incapacitates  a  man  from  ferving  at  fea,  though  his  life 
was  happily  faved,  his  country  has  been  deprived  of  hil 
future  iervices,  in  the  line  of  that  profeflion,  to  which  he 
has  ever  been  an  ornament.    He  was  prevented  by  his 
wound  from  being  introduced  to  his  majefty,  when  he 
vifited  Portfmouth  foon  after  the  arrival  of  the  fleet  and 
prizes;  but  as  foon  as  he  was  fufficiently  recovered,  was 
prefented  to  the  king  at  St.  James's ;  and,  it  is  almoft 
needlefs  to  fay,  was  molt  gracioufly  received.     He  re- 
ceived, as  a  teftimony  of  his  gallantry  on  the  forego- 
ing occafion,  and  as  a  remuneration  for  the  injury  his 
p  rfon  had  fuftained,  a  penfion  of  one  thoufand  pounds 
a  year,  being  moreover  prefented  with  a  gold  chain  and 
medal :  added  to  which,  on  the  1 6th  of  Auguft  following, 
he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  a  baronet  of  Great  Britain, 
honours  and  marks  of  royal  and  public  favour,  which  ne- 
ver perhaps  were  more  juftly,  or  more  properly  bellowed. 
SMITH,  Richard,  -—  a  gentleman  now  living,  uas 
promoted   to   the   rank  of  lieutenant   on  the   12th  of 
June,  1760;  and  to  that  of  commander  on  the  4th  of

May,  1761.  He  was  commiflioned,  we  believe,  to  the 
Hawke  {loop  of  war  on  his  firft  obtaining  the  rank  laft- 
tnentioned ;  and  appears  toliave  continued  in  the  fame  veflel 
till  his  farther  advancement  to  be  a  poft-captain,  and  ap- 
pointment to  the  Torrincton,  by  commiflion  bearing 
date  November  thb  ift,  1762 •.  He  did  not,  we  believe, 
long  continue  in  this  command,  and  is  faid  to  have  been 
captain  of  the  Squirrel,  of  twenty  guns,  early  in  1763: 
but  this  flrip  he  alfo  appears  to  have  foon  quitted,  and  is 
not  again  found  holding  any  command  till  17701*,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Montague,  of  fixtv  guns,  as  captain 
to  rear-admiral  Man,  who  then  commanded  at  Antigua. 
He  returned  to  England  with  that  gentleman  in  177  2,  and  we 
luppofe  him,  after  this  time,  to  have  been  confidered  as 
retired  from  the  fervicej,  as  he  is  not  found  to  have  been 
again  employed,  nor  indeed  have  we  any  farther  particu- 
lars concerning  him,  except  that,  when,  in  1793,  he  be-  - 
came  fenior  on  the  lift  of  captains,  he  was  raifed  to  that 
of  fuperannuated  flag-officers;  a  convincing  and  honour- 
able proof  to  us,  that  our  information  concerning  him  is 
defective,  and  that  he  was  employed  more  frequently  and 
confequentially  than  we  have  been  able  to  procure  infor- 
mation of. 

BERTIE,  Honourable  Peregrine,  —  was  born  on  the 
13th  of  March,  1741-  He  was  the  third  fon  of  Wil- 
loughby,  third  earl  of  Abingdon,  and  Anna-Maria, 
daughter  of  fir  John  Collins,  knight,  a  gentleman  of 
Scottifh  extraction,  which  lady,  his  lordfhip  married  at 
Florence  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1727.  Mr.  Bertie 
having  entered  very  early  in  life  into  the  royal  navy,  and 
ferved  during  the  neceflary  period  as  a  midfhipman, 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  1761 ;  to  that 
of  commander  on  the  ift  of  January,  1762  ;  and,  laftly, 
to  that  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  on  the

flation ;  while  others  Mate  him  to  have  commanded  the  Roebuck,  of 
forty-four  guns,  in  the  fame  quarter,  in  176$. 
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6th  of  November  in  the  fame  year,  appointing  him  ta 
the  Shannon  frigate.  Peace  took  place almoft  immediately 
after  the  promotion  juft-ment ioned,  and  the  habits  in  life, 
■s  well  as  the  particular  purfuits  of  this  gentleman,  did  not 
appear  to  require  of  him  any  folicitation  of  command 
during  a  period,  in  which  it  was  alrf.oft  impoffible  an 
opportunity  could  aiife,  through  which  he  could  particu- 
larly diitinguifh  himfelf. 

This  confideration  will  certainly  appear  of  fufficient 
confequence  to  account  for  his  not  having  held  any  com- 
mand previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  difpute  with 
the  American  colonies*;  and  political  party  reafons,  we 
believe,  prevented  his  acceptance  of  any  during  the  whole 
of  its  continuance.  At  the  general  election  in  1768,  he 
was  chofen  reprefentative  in  parliament  for  the  borough 
of  Weftbury,  in  Wiltlhire,  which  place  he  continued 
member  for  till  1774,  the  enfuing  general  election,  when 
he  was  returned  tor  the  city  of  Oxford,  a  parliamentary 
ftation  he  continued  to  hold  till  the  time  of  his  death. 
At  theend  of  the  year  1782  he  was  appointed  to  the  For-* 
litude,  of  feventy-tour  guns,  a  (hip  then  under  equipment 
for  foreign  fervicc,  but  was  paid  off  early  in  the  enfuing 
fpring,  peace  having  then  taken  place.  In  1787  he  was 
commfllionedto  the  Carnaticguard(hip,of  74guns,in  which 
he  continued  till  the  end  of  the  year  1789.  On  the  7th  of 
Mayj  1 790,  he  married  Mifs  Hutchins,and  died  on  the 20th 
of  Auguft  following,  an  event  which  took  place  when  this 
gentleman  might  be  faid  to  be  in  the  prime  of  life,  a  life 
which,  independent  of  thofe  party  reafons  which  obftru&ed 
its  exertion,  would,  without  doubt,  have  rendered  the 
greateft  fervicc  to  his  country,  and  refleded  the  higheft 
honour  on  himfelf. 

OURRY,  George +, — a  gentleman  now  living,  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenanton  the  9th  of  July,  1755; 
and  .being  afterwards  appointed  to  ferve  on  board  the 
Lenox,  was  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  where  he  was  ad- 
tranced  to  be  captain  of  the  Norfolk,  by  commi  ffion  bearing 
date  Nov.  io,  1762.  Sometime  before  he  received  this 
appoirrtrnent,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  admiralty  board,

He 
returned  to  England,  we  believe  in  the  Panther,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  year  1765,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  farther  command  till.  1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Bel  lei  fie,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  put  into 
com  million  in  confequenceof  the  apprehended  rupture  with 
Spain  at  that  time.  At  the  end  of  the  fame  year,  he  is  faid 
to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Dublin,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  but  we  know  no  farther  particulars  than  the  mere 
report  of  the  appointment,  being  ignorant  where,  or  how 
he  was  employed,  or  how  long  he  continued  in  the  com- 
mand juft  ftated.  In  1775  he  was  commiflioned  to  the  So- 
merfet,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  employed  on  the 
North- American  ftation,  and  particularly  in  the  blockade 
of  Bofton.  He  returned  to  England  in  1776  for  repair 
and  refitment,  and  returned  again  to  America  in  the  month 
p  of  April  1776,  having  a  fleet  of  tranfports  under  his  con- 
voy. He  arrived  fafe  at  New  York  with  his  charge  on 
the  3d  of  June,  and  continued  there  during  the  remainder 
of  the  current,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  enfuing  year, 
without  meeting  with  any  occurrence  fufficiently  memor- 
able to  demand  our  particular  notice.  Qn  the  arrival  of 
the  French  fleet  under  the  count  D'Eftaing,  he  accompa- 
nied lord  Howe  on  his  expedition  to  Rhode  I  (land,  and 
afterwards  to  the  northward,  in  queft  of  the  French  fleet 
which  had  taken  (helter  in  Bofton.  The  latter  part  of 
this  voyage  proved  unfortunate  to  him,  the  Somerfet  being 
wrecked  in  a  violent  gale  of  wind  ofFCape  Cod  :  but  the 
whole  crew  were  fortunately  faved  though  made  prifoners  by 
the  Americans,  except  23  feamen,  who  were  drowned. 

Captain  Ourry,  having  been  exchanged,  returned  to 
England;  and  was,  in  1780,  appointed  to  the  Ocean,  a

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fecond  rate,  one  of  the  (hips  belonging  to  the  main  or 
channel  Beet.  He  quitted  this  command  in  the  month  of 
May  1782,  and  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  held  any 
fubfequent  one.  Jn  1793  ^e  was»  *n  confequence  of 
his  having  become  fen i or  on  the  lift  of  poft-captains,  put 
on  that  of  fuper^nnuated  rear-admirals.

ADMIRALS,   1793. 

HOLBURNE,  Sir  Alexander,  —  nephew  to  admiral 
Francis  Holburne,  of  whom  fome  account  has  been 
already  given  *s  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
on  the  20th  of  July  1757;  and  to  that  of  commander  on 
the  6th  of  April,  1761.  He  appears  to  have  been  cap- 
tain of  the  Lynx  Hoop  of  war;  but  no  farther  particu- 
lars have  come  to  our  knowledge  concerntng  him  till  his 
advancement  to  the  rank  of  port-captain,  by  commiffion 
bearing  date  February  the  ift,  1763,  appointing  him  to  the 
Repulfe  frigate.  Wc  believe  him  to  have  continued  in  this 
ftation  but  a  very  fhort  time;  and  imagine,  from  our 
not  finding  him  ever  to  have  proceeded  to  Tea  in  that  (hip, 
that  the  commiffion  was  given  him,  merely  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  creating  rank.  We  do  not  think  he  ever  held 
any  fubfequent  command,  but  otherwife  have  no  informa- 
tion concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  Feb,  22,  1772. 

LESLIE,  William.— This  gentleman  is  known  to  us* 
only  as  having  been  promoted  to  be  a  poft-captain,  and 
appointed  to  the  Danae  on  the  20th  of  March,  1763. 
He  is  faid  to  have  afterwards  removed  into  fome  other 
veflcl,  the  name  of  which  we  are  unacquainted  with,  and 
to  have  diedin  that  command,  at  Antigua,  Dec.  2, 1766.J 

GREGORY,  Robert,— went  firft  to  fea,  *s  itisfatd, 
with  Mr,  Keppel,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  1 9th  of  January,  1 756.  After  this  time 
we  have  no  account  of  him  till  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Syren,  of 
twenty-four  guns,  by  commiffion  bearing  date  April  the 

27th,  1763.     He  continued  in  this  (hip  till  1765;  and

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afterwards,  in  1767,  was  coram  irtioned  to  the  Scarborough, 
in  which  he  remained  three  years;  but  we  have  no  far- 
ther particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  at 
Norton,  near  Stockton-uppn-Tees,.  in  the  bi  (hop  rick  ot 
Durham,  on  the  18th  of  February,  1774. 

CLARKE,  Peter, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  29th  of  July,  1757;  and  to  that  of  comman- 
der on  the  2d  of  July,  1762,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Ferret  (loop  of  war,  one  of  the  vefiljs  then  under 
orders  forthe  African  (ration :  but  excepting thefe  particu- 
lars, we  have  no  account  concerning  him,  previous  to  his 
advancement  to  the  rank  of  port  captain,  and  appoint- 
ment to  the  Melampe  frigate,  ihen  employed  on  the 
lime  ftation,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  May  the  5th, 
1763.  How  long  he  continued  in  this  command 
we  have  been  unable,  with  any  preciflon,  to  afcertain,  ow- 
ing to  this  gentleman  being,  in  many  accounts,  confounded 
with  fir  John  Gierke*,  of  whom  we  have  already  made 
fome  mention,  and  who  was  captain  of  the  fame  frigate 
feveral  years.  We  do  not  find  captain  Peter  Clarke 
noticed  as  holding  any  commiflion  after  quitting  the 
Melampe,  whenever  that  might  be  the  cafe,  till  the  year 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Kennington,  of 
twenty  guns.  He  remained  in  this  (hip  till  the  rime  of  his 
death,  which  happened  in  the  month  of  January  1773. 

FERGUSON,  James, —was  a  gentleman. of  Scottifh 
extra&ion;  who  having  entered  into  the  royal  navy,  was, 
,pn  the  15th  of  November,  1756,  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant;  and  after  a  remarkably  (hort  continuance  in 
the  intermediate  one  of  commander,  was  advanced,  on 
the  6th  of  June,  1763,  to  that  of  poft-captain,  being  ap- 
pointed, by  commiflion  bearing  the  above  date,  to  the 
Komney  t,  of  fifty  guns,  the  flag- (hip  of  the  lord  Colville, 
on  the  North- American  ftation %.     He  continued  in  the

J  He  went  to  Tea  in  the  firft  inftance  as  a  petty  officer  on  board  the 
Jeopard,  and  was  afterwards  recommended  to  lord  Colville,, who  pro/- 
fnoted  him  to  be  a  lieutenant ;  but  he  was  not  confirmed  for  a  long  time, 
owing,  as  is  faid,  to  his  lordfhip  having  neglected  fome  other  recou}- 
ttcndatioo  given  to  him  from  lord  Anfon. 
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feme  employment  during  the  two  fucceeding  years ;  but 
mfter  that  time  we  do  not  find  him  again  in  com  mi  (lion 
till  after  the  commencement  of  the  difpute  with  the 
North-American  colonies,  when,  in  1776,  he  was  ap- 
pointed t9  the  Brune  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  and 
ordered  out  to  New  York,  we  believe  with  a  convoy,  iri 
the  month  of  June  following.  In  the  feveral  prpgreflive 
attacks  and  debarkations  made,  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
on  the  different  parts  of  York  Ifland,  captain  Fergufoni 
having  been  very  particularly  and  diftinguifhedly  employed 
by  the  commander-in-chief,  lord  vifcount  Howe,  con- 
ducted himfelf,  through  the  whole  of  a  moft  intricate,  and 
difficult,  fcrvice,  fo  as  not  only  to  attract  Iris  admiral's 
higheft  notice,  and  regard,  but  to  procure  the  htgheft  en- 
comiums on  his  behaviour,  and  good  conducl*. 

On  quitting  the  Brune  t,  as  we  believe  him  to  have  done 
in  the  Weft  Indies,  whither  he  was  ordered  in  1779*  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Venus,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  one  of  the 
(hips  then  employed  on  the  fame  ftation,  where  he  alfo 
very  particularly  diftinguiftied  himfelf  at  the  time  of  the 
encounter,  which  took  place  in  the  month  of  April  1780, 
between  the  fleet  commanded  by  fir  George  Rodney  and 
the  count  de  Guichen.  He  acquitted  himfelf  po  lefs 
honourably  thart  he  had  done  under  lord  Howe,  and 
is  moft  diftinguifhedly  mentioned  by  the  commander* 
in-chief  in  his  dilpatches.  "  When  night  came 
on,"  fays  he,  "  I  formed  the  fleet  in  a  line  of  battle 
ahead,  and  ordered  the  Venus  and  Greyhound  frigates  to 
keep  between  his  majefly's,  and  the  enemy's  fleet,  to  watch 
their  motions,  which  was  admirably  well  attended  to- by 
that  good  and  veteran  officer,  captain  Fergufon."  Imme- 
diately after  the  foregoing  event  this  gentleman  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Intrepid,  as  fucceflbr  to  capt.  St.  John,  who 
was  killed  from  that  (hip.      He  afterwards  removed  into

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«Ac  Terrible,  of  74  guns,  one  of  the  line  of  battle  (hips 
employed  on  the  fame  ftation.  He  accompanied  the  ad- 
antral  to  North  America  on  the  approach  of  the  hurricane 
.months ;  but  nothing  fufficiently  memorable  to  demand 
our  notice  took  place  during  the  time  he  was  abfent  there, 
or  indeed  after  his  return  to  the  Weft  Indies,  till  the 
.capture  of  St.  Euftatia.  This  too  being  effefted  without 
any  refiftar.ee  made  on  the  part  of  the  Dutch,  is  to  be 
mentioned  merely  as  an  occurrence.  In  the  month  of 
April  following  he  was  prefent,  under  fir  Samuel  Hood, 
-at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  off  the  ifland  of 
$lartinico:  but  the  aftion,  owing  to  the  extreme  caution 
of  the  count  de  Grafle,  and  his  wiih  of  avoiding  the  con- 
•teft,  having  been  extremely  partial,  the  Terrible  was  one 
/Of  the  (hips  which  was  very  trivially,  if  at  all  engaged. 
'Captain  Fcrgufon  refigned  his  command,  and  returned  to 
•England  very  foon  after  this  time ;  nor  do  we  believe  ever 
•to  have  -taken  upon  him  any  fubfequent  one  till  the 
month  of  June  1782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Eg- 
mont,  of  ieventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  then  under 
equipment  for  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet.  He  accom- 
panied lord  Howe  in  this  (hip  to  Gibraltar  in  the  month 
*>f  September  following;  and  in  the  encounter  with 
.<he  combined  fleets  on  the  20th  of  October,  wax 
Rationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear-admiral  fir  Alex* 
4mder  Hood,  who  commanded  the  fecond  divifion  of  the 
.center  fquadron.  On  that  occafion  he  was  not  materially 
-engaged,  having  had  only  one  of  his  crew  killed.  The 
lEgmont,  on  her  return  to  England,  was  ordered  to  be 
equipped  for  the    Weft-India  ftation :  but  peace  taking 

Slace  immediately  afterwards,  captain  Fergufon  refigned 
is  command. 
In  the  month  of  January  1784,  he  was,  on  the  deceafe  of 
<£aptain  Broderick  Hartwell,  appointed  lieutenant-gover- 
nor of  Green wich-hofpital,  a  ftation  in  which  he  conti* 
nued  till  the  time  of  his  death/ which  happened  on  the 
14th  of  February,  I793-     This  gentleman,  among  fome 
^eccentricities,  poflefled  alfo  many  excellent  qualities,  and 
the  (hades  of  the  former  were  not  in  any  degree  capable  of 
obfeuring  the  brilliancy  of  the  latter.     The  latter  years 
of  his  life  he  unfortunately  patted  almoft  in  a  ftate  of  child* 
hood,  in  confequence  of  a  paralytic  ftroke,  which  befel 
•him  about  the  year  17869  and  encreafing  in  its  effects* 
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reduced  him,  ere  long,  to  the  pitiable  fituation  in  which 
we  have  juft  reprefented  him. 

NORWOOD,  Jofeph, —  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  2i(t  of  January,  1747-8  j  and  being 
raifed  to  the  ra;.k  of  commander  on  the  21ft  of  No- 
vember, 1761,  was  appointed  to  the  Lightning  fire-* 
fliip,  a  veifcl  employed  on  the  home  or  Channel 
flat  ion.  He  continued  in  the  fame  command  till 
1762  ;  when  a  rupture  with  Spain  being  apprehended, 
in  which  difpute  it  became  highly  probable  the  king  of 
Portugal,  would  be  compelled  to  become  a  party, 
captain  Norwood,  together  with  captain  Lee,  of  whom 
yve  have  prefently  to  give  fome  account,  were  .permitted 
to  enter  into  his  fervice.  After  peace  was  concluded  he 
returned  to  England,  and  being,  on  the  7th  of  June,  1763, 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  poit-captain,  was  appointed  to 
.the  Princefs  Louifa,  of  fixty  guns,  the  flag-ihip  of  rear- 
admiral  Tyrrel,  who  was  fent  out  to  command  on  the 
Antigua  ftation*.  He  accordingly  proceeded  thither, 
but  alter  his  return  to  Europe  at  the. expiration  of  the 
time  ufnally  allotted  to  fuch  commands,  is  not  known  to 
have  held  any  commiflion ;  nor  indeed  have  we  any  other 
particulars  tranfmitted  to  us  concerning  him,  except  that 
he  died,  at  Canterbury,  on  the  loth  of  may,  1793,  being 
at  that  time  nearly  fenior  on  the  lift  of  port-captains. 

LLE,  Thomas,—  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieute- 
nant on  the  22d  of  April,-  1755;  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander on  the  2  j  it  of  November,  1761.  He  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Tamar  lloop,  in  which  veflel  he  remained 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1762,.  when  Portugal  having  be- 
come a  party  in  the  war,  he  was,  as  we  have  j\A  now 
remarked  in  our  acccunt  of  captain  Norwood,  permitted 
to  enter  into  the  fervice  of  that  government.  On  peace 
being  concluded  he  returned  to  England,  and  being,  on  the 
14th  of  July,  1763,  mi  fed  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  was 
appointed  to  ti.e  Dreadnought,  of  fixty  guns,  the  flag-ihip 
of  fir  William  Burnut'y,.who  was  then  made  commander- 
in-chief  on  the  Jamaica  rtution.  After  his  return  from 
thence  he  was  appointed,  in  1770,  to  command  the  Aurora 
frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  a  veiiel  then  under  equipment 
for  the  Eaft  Indies,  whither  he  was  ordered  to  carry  go-

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yemor  Vanfittart  and  the  fupervifors.  He  accordingly 
failed  foon  afterwards,  and  proceeded  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  where  he  arrived  in  perfedt.  fafety ;  but  having 
quitted  that  place,  no  tidings  were  ever  heard  of  him,  or  this 
unfortunate  (hip.  The  general  opinion  appears  to  be, 
that  it  was  fet  on  fire,and  burnt  at  fome  confiderable  diftanco 
from  land. 

PARKER,  Sir  Hyde,  —  the  fon  of  vice-admiral  fir 
Hyde  Parker,  of  whom  we  have  before  given  fome  ac- 
count, is  now  living.  He  ferved  firft  as  a  petty  officer  on 
board  the  Squirrel,  from  which  (hip  he  afterwards  removed 
into  the  Brilliant,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  Jan.  25, 1 758.  He  ferved,  as  he  had  before  done, 
tinder  his  father,  in  the  Brilliant,  and  having  removed  with 
him  into  the  Norfolk,  proceeded  to  the  Ealt  Indies,  where 
he  very  rapidly  pafled  through  the  jnter mediate  one of com- 
rnander^  and  was,  on  the  1 8th  of  July,  1763,  advanced  to  that 
of  pod-captain,  being  appointed,  according  to  Mr.  Hardy, 
to  a  (hip  called  the  Bellaine,  but  as  we  cannot  find  any  (hip 
of  this  name  to  have  been  in  the  royal  navy,  it  is  natural 
to  conclude  it  is  either  a  miftake  or  a  mifprint.  We 
have  no  fubfequent  account  of  this  gentleman  after  the 
above  time,  til]  the  year  1775,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Phoenix,  and  not  long  afterwards  ordered  to  North 
America,  in  confequence  of  the  difpute»which  had,  fome 
time  before,  commenced  with  the  colonics.  Here  he 
foon  diftingui  fried  himfelf  very  confpicuoufly  m  the 
different  attacks  which  took  place  on  the  pofts  adjacent 
to  New  York.  His  firft  employment  was  on  an  expedi- 
tion Up  Hudfon's  River  to  Orange  Town,  and  commodore 
Hot  ham,  foon  after  the  return  of  captain  Parker  from  this 
fervice,  having  (hifted  his  broad  pendant  from  the  Prefton 
into  the  Phoenix,  it  is  needlefs  to  add  any  thing  farther 
relative  to  the  particular  occupations  of  captain  Parker 
during  this  period,  they  having  been  already  briefly  related 
in  the  account  of  the  commodore  himfelf*.  On  the  9th 
of  Oftober  following  he  was  detached  up  the  North 
River,  having  the  Roebuck  and  Tartar  under  his  orders, 
to  force  a  callage  above  the  American  works  at  Jeffry'« 
Hook,  on  York  Ifland,  and  the  oppofite  (hore  of  Jcrfey. 
iThe  enemy  had  made  many  attempts  to  block  up  the

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Channel  and  impede  the  progrefs  of  any  naval  force,  firft 
by.  finking  a  number  of  veffels,  and  frames  conftruded  for* 
the  purpofe,  in  the  deep  part  of  the  river,  and  by  Rationing 
a  number  of  gal  lies  which  drew  little  water,  though  fome 
of  them  carried  thirty-two  pounders,  in  fuch  pofitioni 
that  they  could  with  fafety  annoy  any  frigates  which  ap- 
proached them,  without  running  much  rifle  of  injury  on 
their  part. 

Such,  however,  was  the  addrefs,  activity,  and  gallantry 
of  captain  Parker  with  his  colleagues,  that  they  very 
quickly  overcame  all  thefe  difficulties;  and  though  the 
veflels  they  feverally  commanded,  fuffered  confidently  in 
theirmafts,  the  Jofs  of  men  on  board  them  was  extremely 
trivial.  In  confequence  of  his  gallantry  on  this,  and 
the  foregoing  occafion,  he  received  not  long  after- 
wards, as  did  feveral  other  officers*  who  were  engaged  in 
the  fame  line  of  fervice,  the  honour  of  knighthood. 
Nothing  very  material,  confidering  the  active  line  of 
fervice  in  which  this  gentleman  was  engaged,  took  place 
during  either  of  the  two  fuccecding  years.  The  only 
occafion  on  which  we  find  fir  Hyde  particularly  men* 
tioned  is  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1778,  when  he  fenred 
under  the  orders  of  lord  vifcount  Howe,  on  his  expedition 
to  Rhode  Ifland,  in  queft  of  the  French  fleet.  In  the 
month  of  November  he  was  detached,  by  rear-admiral 
Gambier,  then  commander-in-chief  on  the  North- 
American  ftation,  being  appointed  commodore  of 
the  convoy  fent  with  the  fleet  of  tranfports,  having 
troops  on  board,  deftined  for  the  conqueft  of  Georgia. 
He  failed  for  New  York  on  the  27th  of  the  month  juft- 
mentioned ;  but  having  encountered  a  ferics  of  bad 
weather,  and  repetition  of  ftorms,  did  not  reach  Tybee, 
at  the  entrance  of  the  port  of  Savannah,  till  the  23d  of 
December.  The  reduction  of  the  whole  colony,  a  con- 
queft effe&ed  almoft  without  refi fiance,  followed  imme- 
diately afterwards;  but  the  Phoenix,  in  common  with  the 
other  fhtps  of  the  fquadron,  having  fuftained  confidence 
.damage  in  the  paflage,  was  obliged  to  be  refitted  at  the 
captured  port  in  the  beft  manner  circumftances  would 
permit,  and  immediately  afterwards  returned  to  England 
for  a  more  complete  repair.

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Sir  Hyde  ftill  continuing  captain  of  the  fame  (hip,  was 
ordered,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  to  Jamaica,  with  a 
convoy,  and  accordingly  failed  the  latter  end  of  December, 
in  company  with  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  and  the  fleet 
which  then  proceeded  under  his  command  to  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar.     Sir  Hyde   having   parted  company   in   the 

E roper  latitude,  proceeded  with  his  charge  to  the  place  of 
is  deftination,  and  continued,  till  the  month  of  O&ober, 
immaterially  occupied  in  fuch  fervices  as  were  required  on 
a  ftation,  where  little  other  appearance  of  warfare  fubfifted, 
than  the  cafual  capture  of  a  merchant  veflel,  or  fmall  (hip 
of -war.  Being  out  on  a  cruife  at  the  time  juft- mentioned, 
he  had  the  misfortune  to  be  overtaken  by  that  tremendous 
hurricane,  which  nearly  defolated  that  quarter  of  the 
world.  The  Phoenix  was  wrecked  on  the  morning  of  the 
4th  of  that  month  on  the  ifland  of  Cuba,  about  three 
leagues  tojthe  eaftward  of  Cape  Cruz;  and  though  the 
misfortune  in  the  lofs  of  the  ihip  was  undoubtedly  a  great 
oae,  yet,  from  the  circumftances  attending  it,  it  confider- 
ably  alleviated  the  public  concern  at  what  would  have 
happened,  according  to  the  reprefentation  of  fir  Hyde 
himfelf,  had  it  not  taken  place.  The  Phoenix  had  re* 
ceived  fo  much  previous  injury  in  the  gale,  and  had  be- 
come fo  extremely  leaky,  that,  had  fhe  not  been  driven  on 
(hore,.her  fate  would  have  been  rendered  ftill  more  dread- 
ful by  the  definition  of  all  her  crew,  in  ccmfequence  of 
her  foundering  at  fea* 

The  conduct  of  fir  Hyde  on  this  melancholy  occafion 
was  mod  highly  exemplary  and  praife-worthy ;  the 
whole  of  the  (hip's  crew,  twenty  excepted,  the  greater 
part  of  whom  were  wafhed  overboard  with  the  main-mad, 
got  fafe  to  the  (hore.  Their  number  amounted  to  two 
hundred  and  forty  jperfons,  and,  by  great  exertions,  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  provlfions  and  ammunition,  together 
with  four  of  the  (hip's  guns,  were  got  on  fhore.  Sir 
Hyde  immediately  took  poft  on  a  ipot  favourable  to 
defence  in  cafe  of  attack ;  and  having  difpatched  his  firft 
lieutenant,  Mr.  Archer,  in  one  of  the  (hip's  boats  to 
Montego  Bay  for  afliftance,  inftantly  fet  his  people  to 
work  in  the  hafty  conftru&ion  of  fuch  temporary  defences 
as  (hould  enable  him  to  refift  any  fudden  aflault  till  aflift- 
ance and  relief  (hould  arrive.    Thefe  fpirited  and  wife 
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precautions  were  rewarded  withPthe  fbecefs  they  fo  well 
deferved.  The  Porcupine  floop  of  war  and  three  fmaller 
veflfels  reached  them  from  Jamaica  in  feven  days  after  the 
loft  of  the  (hip,  and  fafely  tranfporting  from  the  enemy's 
country  the  whole  of  this  fortunate,  as  they  might  be 
called,  while  unfortunate  crew,  after  they  had  firft  demo- 
JHhed  their  little  fort,  put  a  period  to  their  temporary 
Aifferings  by  landing  them  at  Montego  Bay  on  Oftober  15. 

Sir  Hyde  Parker  returned  to  England  foon  after  the 
foregoing  event ;  and  almoft  immediately  on  his  arrival 
was  appointed  to  the  Goliath,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  fliip 
newly  launched,  and  then  under  orders  of  equipment,  at 
Woolwich,  for  home  or  Channel  fervice.  Nothing  ma- 
terial, as  may  be  flill  remembered,  took  place  on  that 
flat  ion,  till  the  departure  of  lord  Howe  with  the  fleet, 
covering  the  convoy  of  ftorefhips  deftined  for  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  September  1782.  Sir  Hyde 
was  ftationed  to  lead  the  van  divifton  of  the  fleet;  and  in 
the  trivial  encounter  with  the  combined  force  of  France 
and  Spain,  had  four  men  killed,  his  third  lieutenant,  his 
maftcr,  and  fourteen  feamen  or  marines  wounded.  Peace 
taking  place  almoft:  immediately  on  the  return  of  the 
fleet  into  port,  the  Goliath  was  retained  in  commiffion  as 
a  guardfhip,  and  fir  Hyde  continued  to  command  her*. 
He  was  firft  ftationed  at  Sheerncfs,  and  in  the  courfe  of 
the  fummer  was  ordered  to  be  fitted  at  Chatham  as  one 
of  the  Plymouth  diviiion.  In  the  month  of  October  the 
Goliath  was,  together  with  fome  other  Ihips  of  the  fame 
foxce,  ordered  to  Gibraltar  for  the  purpofe  of  fhifting  a 
part  of  the  garrifon.  Sir  Hyde  failed  on  the  14th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1783;  and  after  his  return  from  this  fervice  was 
ordered  to  Portfmouth,  where  the  Goliath  continued  as  a 
guardfhip,  and  fir  Hyde  remained  her  captain  during  the 
time  ufually  allotted  to  fuch  commands. 

On  the  apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  France  relative 
to  the  Dutch,  in  1787,  fir  Hyde  was  appointed  to. the 
Orion,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  new  (hip  fitting  at  Wool- 
wich ;  but  the  point  being  quickly  fettled  by  the  march  of 
the  Pruflian  army  into  Holland,  the  Orion  was  put  out  of 
commiflion,  and  fir  Hyde  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  farther  command  till  the  month  of  May  1790,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Brunfwick,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
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one  of  the  fhips  fitted  for  Channel  fervice,  on  a  fimiiar 
profped  of  a  rupture  with  Spain.  This,  as  well  as  the 
Former  difpute,  being  alfo  accommodated,  fir  Hyde  re- 
figned  his  command,  and  did  not,  we  believe,  accept  of 
any  other  as  a  private  captain.  Hoftilities  having  com- 
menced with  France  in  1783,  a  promotion  of  flag-officers 
took  place;  in  conference  of  which  fir  Hyde  was  ad- 
vanced, on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  rear-admiral 
of  the  white,  and  immediately  afterwards  accepted  of  the 
ftation  of  firft  captain  to  vice-admiral  lord  Hood,  who  was 
appointed  to  the  Mediterranean  command.  He  accord- 
ingly embarked  on  board  the  Vi&ory,  and  proceeded  with 
the  fleet ;  but  it  becomes  fcarcely  neceifary  to  give  any 
detail  of  the  tranfadtions  *  which  took  place  while  he 
continued  in  this  quarter,  either  in  the  ftation  juiUmen- 
tioned  or  afterwards,  when  he  removed  into  the  St. 
George  as  commander  of  a  fquadron.  On  the  12th  of 
April,  1794,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the 
red;  as  he  moreover  was,  on  the  41J1  of  July  following, 
to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue;  and  on  the  ill  of  June, 
1795,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red.  In  1796  he  returned. 
from  the  Mediterranean,  and  was,  very  foon  after  hist 
arrival,  appointed  to  command  on  tru-  Jamaica  ftation, 
whither  he  repaired,  and  has  continued  ever  fince. 
Owing,  however,  to  its  (ituation  being  far  removed  from 
any  probable  fcene  of  great  naval  entcrprize,  in  confe- 
quence  of  neither  the  French  nor  Spaniards  having  any 
confiderable  force  in  thofe  feas,  he  has  not  met  with 
any  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  reputation  he  had  before, 
very  juftly,  acquired. 

DALRYMPLE,  Hugh,  — a  gentleman  of  Scottifti 
extraction,  was,  in  1747,  a  midfhipman  on  board  the  Kent, 
under  the  late  capt.  Wyndham.  His  fubfequent  fervices 
■whilejn  the  fame  ftation  we  are  ignorant  of,  as  we  have 
no  farther  account  of  him  till  he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  Feb.  a8,  1756.  He  was  from  thence  ad* 
vanced  to  be  a  commander-on  the  18th  of  April,  1759,  and 
was  appointed,  we  believe,  to  the  Poftillion:  we  imagine 
him  to  have  continued  in  the  fame  veftel  during  nearly  the

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whole  time  that  he  retained  the  rank  juft-mentionetL  O* 
the  24-th  of  November,  1763,  he  was  promoted  to  be 
a  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Arundel,  of 
twenty  guns ;  but  we  believe  him  to  have  received  this 
commiflion  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him  rank,  a 
very  common  mode  of  rewarding  thole  officers  who  have 
meritorioufly  ferved,  particularly  at  the  end  of  a  long 
war.  We  find  no  farther  mention  made  of  him  till 
the  year  1771,  when  he  commanded  the  Emerald,  of 
thirty-two  guns,  a  cruiflng  frigate.  He,  not  improbably, 
was  appointed  to  this  (hip  in  the  preceding  year,  as  we 
find  him  to  have  quitted  it  in  1772,  and  to  have  been  com- 
miflioned  to  the  Cerberus,  a  (hip  of  the  fame  rate,  but  infe- 
rior force,  carrying  only  twenty-eight  guns,  to  which  we 
think  it  by  no  means  improbable  he  removed,  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  time  limited  to  his  former  command  being 
expired.  He  quitted  the  Cerberus  alfo,  early  in  1775, SUK' 
in  1777  was  appointed  to  the  Juno,  of  thirty-two  guns. 
In  this  ihip  he  was  ordered  to  North  America,  but  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  concerned  in  any  fervice  more  ma- 
terial than  that  of  cruifing,  in  which  he  met  with  but  indif- 
ferent fuccefs.  In  themonth  of  July,  1778,  he  was  Rationed 
at  Rhode  Ifland,  when  that  fettlement  was,  as  may  be  well 
remembered,  attacked  by  the  French  fleet  under  the  count 
P'Eftaing :  the  Juno  was  in  Confequence  ordered,  together 
with  the  reft  of  the  armed  veflels,  to  be  burnt,  or  otherwife 
deftroyed.  Captain  Dairy mple  returned  to  England  not 
lone  afterwards,  and  in  1779  was  appointed  to  the  Canada, 
pf  (eventy-four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued  till  the 
year  enuring.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  vear  1779 
he  was  ordered  on  a  cruife,  off  the  Weftern  I  (lands,  in 
company  with  captain  Jervis,  who  commanded  the  Fou- 
droyant;  but  nothing  material  enough  to  demand  our 
notice  took  place,  nor  have  we  any  farther  particulars 
concerning  him,  except  that  he  appears  to  have  died  id 
the  courfe  of  the  yeat  1780* 
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ADMIRALS  1793. 

COTTON,  Rowland.*— This  gentleman,  who  is  of  a 
Very  ancient  and  refpeftable  family  in  the  county  of 
Salop,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  31ft 
fcf  January,  1760,  and  a  commander  on  the  25th  of 
Auguft,  1762.  After  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities  he  was* 
In  a  floop  of  war,  ordered  to  North  America,  on  which 
ftation  we  find  him,  early  in  the  year  1764,  ferving  as 
a&ing  Captain  of  the  Alarm  frigate.  He  was  confirmed 
in  the  command  of  this  iliip,  by  commiflion  bearing  date 
May  the  7th,  in  the  year  juft-mentioned.  After  his  re- 
turn to  England,  which  was  not  till  fome  confiderable 
time  after  this  appointment,  we  do  not  find  him  menti- 
oned as  holding  any  other  till  1777,  when  he  was  com- 
miflk>ned  to  the  Pallas,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  a  frigate  then 
employed  on  the  African  ftation.  Having  quitted  that 
command  on  his  return  to  England,  we  do  not  find 
him  holding  any  fubfequent  one  till  the  year  1780, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Buffalo,,  of  fixty  guns, 
then  employed  as  a  guardfliip  in  the  Downs.  That  (hip 
being  ordered  to  join  the  grand  fleet  in  the  month  of 
Auguft,  captain  Cotton  was  promoted  to  the  In- 
flexible, of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  equipped 
for  home,  or  channel  fervice.  He  continued  in 
this  fhip  till  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  whdft  the 
Inflexible  was  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  with  commo- 
dore fir  Richard  Bickerton.  In  this  interval  owing  to  the 
extreme  caution  of  the  enemy,  and  their  ftudious  attention 
to  avoiding  any  a£tion  in  the  European  feas,  no  opportu- ' 
nity  offered  rn  which  he  could  diflinguifh  hirnfelf ;  in- 
deed, the  only  occafions  on  which  -we  find  his  name 
mentioned,  are*  that  he  was  ordered,  as  foon  as  appointed 
to  the  Inflexible,  to  attend  captain  Moutray  and  his  fleet 
an  hundred  leagues  to  the  weftward  of  Scilly,  after  which 
he   was   inftrudted   to   ipin   admiral  Geary:     fecondly, 
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that,  in  the  month  of  March  1 781,  he  accompanied  vice- 
admiral  Darby,  when  he  proceeded  to  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar. 

After  quitting  the  Inflexible  we  do  not  find  him  to 
have  held  any  command  till  the  month  of  September 
1783,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Culloden,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  juft  launched,  and  then  equipping  at  Wool- 
wich for  a  guardlhip,  to  be  (rationed  at  Plymouth.  He 
retail  ed  this  command  during  the  cuftomary  period  of 
three  years ;  and  after  quitting  it,  did  not,  we  believe,  hold 
any  commiflion  till  the  armament  which  took  place 
againft  Spain  in  1790,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Robufte,  a  third  rate  of  the  fame  force  with  the  Culloden. 
The  profpefl:  of  hoftilities  vanishing  foon  afterwards/ 
captain  Cotton  quitted  his  command,  and,  we  believe, 
never  held  any  other  in  the  rank  of  captain.  On  the  ift 
of  February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of 
the  white;  and  being  immediately  appointed  to  command 
as  port-admiral  at  Plymouth,  hoifted  his  flag  accordingly 
on  board  the  Cambridge,  of  eighty  guns.  He  continued 
In  this  Ration  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  happened  at 
his  houfe  in  the  Dockyard^  at  Plymouth,  on  the  301b 
•f  November,  1794*.

ADMIRALS  1793. 

CALDWELL,  Benjamin,— a  gentleman,  now  living, 
of  a  very  refpeftable  family  in  Ireland,  but  fomc  years, 
fince  fct^ed  in  the  town  of  Liverpool.  Having  entered 
into  the  naval  fervice,  he  was,  on  the  20th  of  March, 
1760,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant;  and  to  that 
of  commander  on  the  24th  of  May,  1762,  being  ap- 
pointed to  the  Martin  (loop  He  was  ordered  in  this 
vefTel  to  the  coaft  of.  Afr  .,  and  *  from  thence  paflcd, 
we  believe,  to  the  Weft  iiidies,  where,  or  immediately

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.after  his  return  from  thence,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
ftatioh  of  poft- captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Milford  frigate, 
by  commiflion  bearing  date  April  the  ift,  1765.  Our 
iiext  fubfequent  information  concerning  him  is,  that  he 
commanded  the  Rofe,  of  twenty  guns,  an  home  cruifer, 
in  1768.  He  continued  in  this  veflel  three  years,  and, 
.we  believe,  held  no^  farther  commiflion  till  the  yeaf 
1775,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Emerald,  of  thirty- 
.two  guns,  one  of  the  frigates  ordered  immediately  after- 
wards on  the  North-American  ftation.  He  continued 
there  alfo  during  the  three  fucceeding  years,  employed  on  a 
variety  of  thofe  fervices  which  the  nature  of  the  war  in 
that  quarter  particularly  required,  but  which,  though  his 
continued  gallantry,  and  good  conduct  added  much  to  his 
reputation,  it  is  fcarcely  neceffary  to  repeat  here,  not  only 
On  account  of  their  frequency,  but  becaufe  the  reiterated 
account  of  fmall  captures,  anddefultory,  though  fuccefsful 
expeditions,  would  rather  tire  the  mind,  than  awaken  the 
curiolity. 

Captain  Caldwell  having  returned  to  England,  was,  in 
1779,  appointed  to  the  Hannibal,  a  new  ihip  of  fifty  guns, 
and  employed^  we  believe,  in  1780,  in  convoying  a  fleet 
ef  Eaft- India  mips  to  and  from  St.  Helena.  He  was 
advanced,  in  1781,  from  the  ihip  laft-mentioned  to  the 
lAgamemnon,  of  fixty-four  guns,  which,  as  well  as  the 
former,  was,  on  his  firft  appointment  to  her,  newly 
launched.  As  foonas  the  (hip  was  equipped  forfervicecapt. 
Caldwell  was -ordered  to  join  the  main  fleet ;  and  was  one 
of  the  officers  fent  outsat  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  under 
.rear-admiral  Kempcnfelt,  for  the  purpofe  of  intercepting 
a  French  fquadron  and  convoy,  faid  to  be  bound  from 
Breft  to  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies.  The  particulars  of 
the  principal  fuccefs  have  been  already  related  in  our  ac- 
count of  the  rear-admiral  j  but  captain  Caldwell,  with  his 
own  fhip,  and  the  Prudente  frigate,  having  been  detached 
by  him  in  purfuit  of  any  draggling  veffels  that  might  ha*e 
feparated  from  the  main  body,  had  the  good  fortune  to 
fall  in  with,  on  the  25th  of  December,  thirteen  days  after 
the  firft  capture,  four  (hips,  and  a  large  fnow,  laden  with 
valuable  cargoes,  on  the  French  Icing's  account,  all  bound 
from  JBourdcaux  to  the  ifland  of  Martinico.    The  whole 
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being  made-  prizes  of,  were  brought  into  port,  and  Opt* 
Caldwell  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies 
for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  admiral  fir  George  Bridges 
Rodney,  who  had  proceeded  thither  with  a  flout  fquadron 
a  few  days  before. 

The  Agamemnon  bcrngverydiftrnguifhedly  engaged  in 
the aftion  with  the  Count  de  Graffe,on  the  9th  and  1 2th  of 
April  following,  fuffered  extremely  on  thofe  occafions,  hav- 
ing had  fourteen  feamen  kHIed,  befidestwo  Keutenants  and 
twenty- two  feamen  wounded.  Capt.  Caldwell  proceeded  to 
Jamaica  with  the  fleet,  and  from  thence  to  North  America 
with  admiral?  Pigot,  with  whom  he  returned  again  to  the 
Weft  Indies  towards  the  clofe  of  the  year ;  but  no  event  in 
the  fmalleft  degree  worthy  our  notice,  or  relation,  took 
place  during  the  {hort  remainder  of  the  war,  and 
peace  being  concluded  early  in  the  enfuing  year,  he 
returned  with  the  Agamemnon  to  England  in  the 
month  of  May  following.  We  do  not  find  this  gen- 
tleman particularly  mentioned  as  holding  any  command 
after  this  time,  till  the  armament  which  was  equipped,  in 
1790,  under  the  idea  of  a  rupture  being  likely  to  take 
place  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  conduct  of  that  court  in 
the  affair  of  Nootka  Sound.  The  difpute  being,  however, 
amicably  fettled,  the  Berwick,  to  which  he  had  been  ap- 
pointed, was  put  out  of  commiflioh,  and  we  do  not  find  him 
ever  again  in  a&ive  fervice  as  a  private  captain.  On  Feb.  1, 
1793,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
while,  and  being  foon  afterwards  appointed  to  command 
in  the  main  or  channel  fleet,  hoifted  hid  flag  on  board  the 
Cumberland,  of  feventy-four  guns.  He  foon  removed 
into  the  Impregnable,  a  fecond  rate,  in  which  Ihip  he 
continued  to  ferve  in  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet  till  the 
month  of  September  1794* ;  when,  having  been  nominated 
to  command  in  chief  on  the  Leeward  Iftand  ftatron,  he 
fhifted  his  flag  into  the  Majeftic,  of  feventy-four  gtins,  and 
proceeded  thither  on  the  13th  of  October  following.  He 
retained  the  command  juft-  mentioned  only  till  the  month  of 
June  1795,  when  having  returned  to  Europe  he  (truck  his

flag 
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flag  on  his  arrival,  and  has  not  hitherto  held  any  ap- 
pointment fince  that  time*. 

CORNWALLIS,  Honourable  William,  — now  liv- 
ing, is  the  fourth  fon  of  Charles,  fifth  lord,  and  firft  earl 
Cornwallis,  by  his  lady,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Charles; 
lord  vi (count  Townfliend,  by  his  firft  wife,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Pelham,  *nd  After  to  Thomas 
duke  of  Newcaftle.  He  was  born  on  the  20th  of  Febru- 
ary, 1743-4;  and  having  entered  at  a  very  early  age  into 
the  royal  navy,  was  appointed  4  lieutenant  at  the  latter 
end  of  the  year  176*,  On  the  12th  of  July  in  the  enfu- 
ing  year,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and 
appointed  to  the  Swift  floop  of  war,  in  which  we  believe 
him  to  have  continued  till  his  ftill  farther  advancement  to 
the  rank  of  jpoft  captain,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  April 
the  20th,  1765,  appointing  him  to  the  Prince  Edward,  of 
forty  guns.  We  do  not  precifely  know  how  long  he  con- 
tinued captain  of  that  (hip,  but  believe  him  to  have 
been  appointed,  in  1767!,  to  the  Guadaloupe,  of  thirty- 
two  guns,  in  which  he  was  ordered,  not  long  afterwards* 
to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  continued  durmgtheaceuf- 
tomed  period  of  three  years.  After  his  return  to  Eng- 
land we  do  not  find  him  holding  any  fubfequent  com- 
mand till  17749  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Pallas,  of 
thirty-fix  guns,  on  the  African  ftation.  He  continued  in  that 
frigate  till  the  year  1776,  and  having  then  returned  tq  Eu- 
rope, was,  not  long  afterwards,  commtflioncd  to  the  Jfis,  of 
fifty  guns.  He  was  ordered  immediately  to  North  Ame- 
rica, where  he  diftinguilhed  himfeif  exceedingly,  in  the 
month  of  November,  at  the  attack  of  Fort  Ifland  J,  in 
the  river  Delaware;  and  having  returned  to  England 
on  board  fome  other  (hip,  was,  at  the  end  of  177.8,  ap-

"  The  Ifis  being  as  well  placed  in  the  Eaftern  Channel  as  the 
circumftances  of  the  navigation  would  permit,  rendered  very  cflential 
Service  againfi  the  fort  and  rallies,  much  to  the  nerfona)  honour  of 
Obtain  Cornwallis,  and  crew  of  the  difcip  line  of  a."  ibip.." 
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pointed  to  the  Lion,  of  fixty-four  guns.  In.  this  (hip  he 
was  ordered,  at  the  very  commencement  of  the  year  en- 
iuing,  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  commodore  Rowley, 
and  having  joined  the  fleet  on  that  ftation,  commanded  by 
t ice-admiral  Byron,  ferved  under  him  in  the  encounter 
off  Grenada,  on  which  occafion  he  dUtinguifhed  himfelf 
in  the  moft  gallant  manner.  The  Lion,  being  very  con- 
fidently damaged  in  the  a&ion*,  as  well  by  the  lofk 
of  her  main  and  mizen  top-mads,  as  by  the  injury  done 
her  fails,  rigging,  and  yards,  was  obliged  to  bear  away  for 
Jamaica,  where  (he  arrived  indeed  in  iafcty,  but  in  a  moil 
diftrefled  and  (battered  ftatc.  Having  remained  on  th« 
fame  ftation,  during  the  en  filing  year,  he  farther  (ignalifed 
himfelf,  by, his  very  gallant  conduEt,.  in  two  different 
encounters  with  French  fquadrons  of  greatly  fuperior, 
force.  The  firft  of  thefe  took  place  on  the  20th  of 
March,  off  Monte  Chrifti.  The  force  of  the  enemy,  who 
were  commanded  by  oneof  the  ableft  officers  in  their  fervice, 
monfieur  De  la  Motte  Piquet,  confided  of  four  (hips  of 
the  line,  with  the  Amphitrite  frigate;  while  that  under 
captain  JCornwallis  amounted  only  to  the  Lion  of  (ixty- 
four  guns,  the  Briftol  of  fifty,  and  the  Janus  of  forty-four. 
He  immediately  made  the  fignal  for  his  (hips  to  form 
into  a  line  ahead,  and  formed  the  beft  preparations  in  his 
power  for  refifting  fo  unequal  an  attack.  The  event  did 
him  the  higheft  honour,  as  will  be  feen  by  the  fubjoined 
official  account  t,  transmitted  by  fir  Peter  Parker,  the 
commander-in-chief,  to  the  admiralty  board.

+  The  French  came  within  gun -dot  at  five  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
and  a  running  fight  was  maintained  during  the  whole  night,  ib# 
enemy  not  chuiing  to  go  alongfide  of  our  (hips  though  they  find  it  ift 
f  heir  power.  The  mornfng  of  the  «ift  waa  calm,  and  the  Janus,  be- 
ing near  the  French  commodore,  kept  up  aconftant  and  well-direfled 
fire,  which  obliged  him  to  take  the  advantage  of  a  light  air  of  wind  to 
fhecr  of  with  the  lofs  of  his  mizen-top-maff,  and  fore-top-tallant- 
niaft.  The  Lion  and  Briftol  towed  with  thefr  boat*  to  the  aKiflance 
of  the  Janus,  which  brought  on  a  general  firing  for  two  or  tlirec  Hours. 
The  remainder  of  the  day  was  employed' by  the  enemy  in  repairing 
their  damages ;  and  juft  before  fun-fet  they  made  fail  again  after  oor 
fliips,  but  did  not  come  within  gun-fbot  the  whole  night.  Soon  after 
daylight  00  Wednefday  morning,  the  92^,  captain  Cornwallis  faw 
"•■'.•        *  '■•/,'•••         tfuec 
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The  fecond  adion,  though  not  fo  warm  as  the  firft, 
was  far  more  difgraceful  to  the  enemy  from  the  circum- 
fiances  which  attended  it,  and,  confequently,  if  poffible, 
more  honourable  to  the  Englifh  commanders.  Captain 
Cornwallis  had  attended  captain  Inglis,  in  the  Salifbury, 
with  the  homeward-bound  convoy,  through  the  gulph  of 
Florida;  and  having  parted  company  on  the  9th  of  June, 
afterwards  proceeded,  according  to  his  inftrudions,  on  a 
cruife  to  the  northward,  where  he  fell  in,  on  the  aoth  of 
the  fame  month,  with  a  French  fquadron,  commanded  by 
monfiefur  De  Ternay,  bound  to  North  America :  its  force 
being  ten  or  eleven  ihips  of  two  decks,  two  of  them 
carrying  eighty. four  guns  each;  three  or  four  frigates,  a 
cutter,  and  an  armed  brig :  while  on  the  other  hand  that 
under  Mr.  Cornwallis  confifted  only  of  two  (hips  of 
feverity-fbur  guns  each,  the  Sultan  and  He&or;  two  of 
fixty-four,  the  Lion,  his  own  (hip,  and  the  Ruby;  with 
the  Briftol,  of  fifty  guns,  and  the  Niger  frigate.  The 
enemy,  who  were  eroding  the  commodore's  track,  on 
difcovering  the  Britifh  fquadron  hauled  up  towards  him, 
feveral  of  their  large  (hips  ftretching  ahead  of  the  reft, 
particularly  two  of  them,  who,  as  foon  as  the  He&or  and 
Niger  approached  them,  wore  and  edged  down  to  rejoin 
their  companions.  The  two  fquadrons  had  nearly  ap- 
proached each  other  about  half  pad  four  o'clock,  and 
captain  Cornwallis  then  perceiving  fevert  fliips  of  two 
decks  forming  into  a  line,  exclufive  of  others  left  for  the 
proteftion  of  a  fleet  of  tranfports,  which  were  in  corn- 


three  fail  to  leeward,  which  he  imagined,  and  afterwards  found  to  be 
tffe  Ruby,  and  the  Niger  and  Pomona  frigates.     The  French  imme-  t 
d iately  hauled  their  wind  and  captain  Cornwallis  chafed  them  for  five 
hours,  but  they  declined  the  combat  notwithftanding  the  Janus  was 
di  fabled,  and  captain  Cornwallis  had  only  (wo  fixty-four  and  one  fifty  - 
gun  {hip  to  oppofe  to  four  fail  of  the  enemy's  line  of  fevenry-four  - 
guns  each,  under  the  command,  as  I  have  fince  been  informed,  of 
M.  de  la  Mottc  de  Piquet.    The  names  of  the  French  ihips  are  the 
Hannibal,  Hero,  Vanqeur,  Diadem,  and  the  Amphiirite  frigate.  The 
French  fired  fo  injudicioufly  that  t,hcre  were  only  twelve  men  killed  * 
and  wounded  in  the  three  Ihips.    The  marked  conduct  and  intsepidtty-  - 
of  captain  Cornwallis,  and  all  the  officers  and  men  under  his  com* 
mand,  will,  1  flatter  myfclf,  give  entire  fatisfa&iozi  to.  their  lord*  . 
{|>i  ps*  *' 
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pany,  befides  feveral  frigates,  made  the  fignal  for  his 
qwn  (hips  to  form  into  a  Tine  ahead  on  the  (larboard  tack. 

The  enemy  were  at  this  time  on  the  larboard  tack, 
their  convoy  being  two  or  three  miles  diftant  from  diem 
on  their  (larboard  quarter :  fome  of  their  two  decked  (hips 
as  well  as  frigates  being  under  a  prefs  of  fail  to  join  the  (even 
which  were  already  formed  to  oppofe  the  Englifli  fqua-< 
dron.  At  this  tjme  the  Ruby  was  fo  far  to  leeward  that  the 
enemy  woulc}  have  weathered  her,  in  confequence  of  which 
Ihe  was  obliged  to  tack ;  and  capt.  Cornwallis,  with  the  reft 
of  the  (hips  under  his  orders,  immediately  wearing  to 
fupport  their  companion,  became  on  the  fame  tack  with 
the  enemy,  who  were  prevented  by  this  manoeuvre  from 
pufliing  any  of  their  weathermoft  (hips  between  the  Ruby 
and  the  reft  of  the  fquadron.  Mr.  Temay's  intention 
being  thus  fruftrated,  he  edged  away,  forming  his  line,  but 
although  within  diftance,  did  not  fire  a  Angle  (h,ojt, 

At  half  pad  five  o'clock  captain  Cornwallis,  finding  he 
had  pu(hed  the  enemy  fufficiently  far  to  enable  the  Ruby  to 
rejoin  him,  made  her  fignal  to  tack  ;  in  confequence  of 
which  the  enemy  immediately  hoifted  their  colours,  and 
began  to  fire.  When  the  Ruby  had  fetched  into  the  rear  of  the 
fyitifli  line  (he  tacked,  and  the  headmoft  (hip  of  the  enemy 
tacked  alfo,  the  reft  following  her  example  in  fucceffiofl, 
ftill  preferving  their  line-  They  kept  up  a  very  diftant,  and 
confequently  narmlefs  (ire  on  the  pritifh  fquadron  as  they 
pafTed  it  on  the  contrary  tack ;  J>ut  as  foon  as  their  (tern- 
mod  (hip  had  ftretched  beyond  the  Britifh  rear,  they  bore  up 
and  joined  their  convoy.  Such  good  ufe  did  they  make  of 
the  approaching  night  to  prevent  all  farther  conteft,  that, 
on  the  fucceeding  morning,  not  one  of  them  was  to  be 
feen. 

The  injury  fujlained  by  the  Britifh  (hips  yn$  (b  ex- 
tremely trivial  as  fcarccly  to  deferve  remembrance,  on 
any  otner  ground  than  as  a  proof  of  the  caution  and  baek- 
wardnefs  of  the  enemy :  it  amounted  only  to  the  lofs  of 
the  Ruby's  jib-boom,  together  with  a  (hot  through  the 
fling?  of  her  fore-yard*.     fyfr*  <te  Ternay,  in  his  dif»

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patches  to  his  own  court,  is  faitf  to  have  paid,  whether 
with  intention,  or  otherwife  we  cannot  pretend  to  deter- 
mine, the  greateit  poflible  compliment  to  the  condudt  of 
captain  Cornwallis.  Knowing,  faid  he,  the  magnitude 
of  the  expedition  I  was  entrufted  with,  and  finding  from 
his  conduit,  that  the  officer,  who  had  the  honour  of  com- 
manding the  Britifh  fquadron  was  not  to  be  trifled  with,  I 
judged  it  moft  prddent  to  decline  any  adion  as  much  as 
poflible. 

Captain  Cornwallis  concludes  his  own  account  of  this 
tranfa&ion  in  the  following  very  modeft,  though  pointed 
terms. 

"  The  whole  of  this  matter,"  fays  he,  "  is  of  fmall 
importance ;  but  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of 
every  particular,  for  fear  of  mifreprefentations,  as  the 
enemy  are,  fometimes,  not  very  corre&  in  their  accounts. 

"  We  flattered  ourfelves  at  firft  that  it  was. a  convoy 
uhder  the  care  of  the  four  line  of  battle  (hips  we  met  the 
laft  cruize  with  fome  frigates :  I  am  Aire  it  was.  the  fin- 
cere  wifh  of  my  brother  captains,  and  every  one  of  our 
little  fquadron.  But  Jam  to  lament  my  ill  fortune,  that 
after  having  been  entrufted  by  you  with  the  command  of 
five  fuch  ftiips  and  a  frigate,  that  I  fhould  again  meet  the 
enerpy  fo  ftrong  as  to  prevent  our  being  able  to  attempt 
any  thing  againft  them." 

Capt.  Cornwallis  returned  to  England,  at  the  clofe  of  the 
year*  in  the  Lion ;  and  during  the  greater  part  of  the  enfu- 
ing  fpring,  as  well  as  fummer,  ferved  on  the  home  ftation 
under  vice-admiral  Darby :  he  proceeded  with  himf 
in  the  month  of  March,  to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  the 
only.fervice  which  deferves,  in  any  degree,  the  fmalleit  re- 
membrance, as  havingtaken  place  during  the  courfeof  the 
then  eurrent  year.  At  its  conclufion  he  was  promoted  to 
the  Canada,  of  74  gune,  and  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with 
fir  G.  B.  Rodney,  under  whom  he  diftinguiihed  himfelf 
v^ry  confpicuoully  in  the  two  encounters  which  took  place 
with  the  count  de  Guichen  on  the  9th  and  1 2th  of  April, 
1782,  on  which  occaflons  he  had  twelve  feamen  killed  and 
twenty-three  wounded.  He  is  faid  to  have  hailed  the 
commander-in-chief  at  the  clofe  of  the  aftion,  and  to 
nave  folicited,  in  the  ftrongeft  terms,  permiflion  tppurfue 
\\\c  routed  foe,  a  jequcft,  J'pirited  as  it  was,  fir  Geotge,' 
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fearing  the  refponfibilftjr  attached  to  his  ftation,  did  not 
think  it  prudent  to  comply  with.  Capt.  Corn wallis  con- 
tinued in  the  fame  quarter  till  the  month  of  Auguft,  when 
he  was  ordered  to  England  as  part  of  the  convoy  to  the  home- 
ward bound  fleet.  The  (hip  received  fo  much  damage 
in  that  gale  of  wind,  which  proved  deftruftive  to  many 
of  the  ihips  of  war,  as  well  as  merchant-veflels,  off  the 
banks  of  Newfoundland,  that  captain  Corn  wall  is  was 
obliged  to  make  the  beft  of  his  way  to  England,  where  be 
was  fortunate  enough  to  arrive,  in  fafely,  on  the  lft  of 
Odober.  Being,  *  as  a  natural  confequence,  paid  off 
immediately  on  his  arrival,  he  did  not,  we  believe,  hold  any 
farther  appointment  till  the  end  of  the  year  1788*,  when 
he  was  fent  commanding  officer  of  a  fmall  fquadron 
ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  confiding  of  the  Crown,  of 
fixty-four  guns,  his  own  (hip ;  the  Perfeverance  and  Phoe- 
nix, of  thirty-fix  each,  with  the  Atalanta  and  Ariel  (loops. 
After  having  met  with,  and  fur  mounted  many  accidents  of 
inferior  moment,  fuch  as  having  at  one  time  ran  on  fliore, 
and  at  another  fuftaincd  fome  damage  by  running  foul  of  a 
<hip  of  v*  ar,  inj uries  which  however  Were  eafily  repaired,  he 
at  laft  failed  from  Portfmouth,  with  the  force  juft  ftated,  on 
the  9th  of  February,  1789. 

Nothing  material  occurred  in  the  naval  department, 
during  the  time  he  was  abfent  on  this  ftation,  till  the  year 
179a?,  when  a  difpute  took  place  between  a  frigate  under 
his  command,  and  one  belonging  to  the  French.  An 
action  had  nearly  enfued,  but  the  point  J  was  at  laft  ami- 
cably 

*  Except  that,  during  a  part  of  the  intermediate  time,  he  com- 
manded the  king's  yacht. 

i  The  Crown  having  been  ordered  home  to  England,  the  commo- 
dore removed  his  broad  pendant,  firfl  into*  the  .Perfeverance,  and 
afterwards  into  the  Minerva. 

I  We  have  the  following  curious  account  of  this,  as  well  as  a  fub- 
fcqurnt  tianfaflion,  in  a  letter  from  an  officer  on  board,  to  one  of 
high  rank  in  the  ferviee  then  in  England. 

41  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  you  by  the  Thames :.  fince  that  (hip 
failed,  monfieur  St.  Felt*,  the  commodore  of  the  French  fquadron, 
.  arrived,  and  we  were  very  near  having  an  engagement  with  him  00 
his  coming  on  tins  coaft.  We  happened  to  fall  in  with  him  in  the 
evening,  and  not  knowing  what  (hip  it  v:as,  the  commodore  ordered  a 
gun  to  he  fired.  A  litUe  while  after,  coming  nearer  to  him  we  found 
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tably.  fettled  without  any  hoftility.  While  abfent,  he  was, 
on  the  i  ft  of  February,  1793,  rai  fed  to  the  rank  of  rear- 
admiral  of  the  white ;  and  having  hoifted  his  flag  on  board 
the  Minerva  frigate,  continued  on  the  fame  ftation  till  the 
end  of  the  fame  year. 

The  laft  fervice  in  which  he  was  employed  appears  to 
have  been  the  blockade  of  Pondicherry  by  lea,  while  that 
place  was  befieged  on  the  land  fide  by  a  corps  under 
colonel  Braithwaite.  This  duty  was,  confidering  the 
very  fmall  force  under  the  rear-admirals  orders,  certainly 
an  arduous,  and  might  have  proved  a  dangerous  one,  the 
enemy  being  at  that  time  far  fuperior  in  force  in  thofe 
feas,  in  confequence  of  unexpeded  reinforcements  fent  from 
Europe  to  the  Ifle  of  France,  A  numerous  body  of  troops 
were  a&ually  expeded  to  arrive  during  the  fiege,  under 
the  convoy  of  the  Sybille,  a  large  frigate  of  forty. four 
guns,  and  three  of  inferior  fize,  while  the  whole  force 
under  the  rear-admiral  confided  only  of  the  Minerva  fri- 

him  to  be  the  French  commodore :  we  feat  a  boat  on  board  him,  and 
xnonfieur  Felix  feemcd  very  angry  that  we  (bould  fire  to  brine  him  to* 
He  faid,  that  if  we  had  fired  again,  he  would  have  poured  a  broad  fide 
into  us.  When  he  got  to  Mane,  and  found  that  the  Refolue  had  been 
filenced  by  us,  he  wrote  fcveral  letters  to  the  commodore,  threatning 
what  he  would  do,  if  be  pretended  to  fearch  any  veffels  under  his  con- 
voy, and  had  a&ually  prepared  one  at  Mabe  to  try  whether  we  would 
attempt  to  fearch  them,  or  not.  We  all  expe&cd  to  have  an  a&ion 
with  him,  as  our  commodore  was  determined  to  comply  with  his 
orders;  but  we  underftood  afterwards  the  French  commodore  was  not 
able  to  put  his  threats  into  execution,  as  the  national  affembly  on 
board  his  fhip,  and  the  Refolue,  difapproved  of  his  conduct.  They  faid 
tbey  thought  we  had  a  right  to  fearch  every  veflel  coming  upon  this 
coaft,  as  long  as  we  were  at  war  with  Tip  poo,  and  that  they  under- 
flood  he  intended  to  try  us  with  a  convoy ;  but  if  he  had  a  mind  to 
fight,  he  muft  fire  the  guns  himfelf,  for  they  would  not.  They  faid 
they  were  a  free  nation  now,  and  therefore  a&ed,  and  thought  different 
from  what  they  had  done  formerly.  However  he  failed,  though 
without  a  convoy  (Cybelc  and  Refolue).  We,  in  the  Minerva  and 
Phoenix,  got  under  weigh  at  the  fame  time,  and  went  out  with  him. 
We  brought  to  feyeral  veflels  under  French  colours,  but  he  never 
took  notice  of  it,  which  rather  furprized  us  (not  knowing  then  what 
bad  happened  on  board  his  (hips).  We  kept  company  three  or  four 
days  with  them,  till  monGeur  Felix  fent  away  the  Refolue,  and  the 
commodore  then  ordered  away  the  Phoenix.  After  cruizing  together 
a  few  days  longer,  and  not  meeting  with  any  obflru£tion  from  him, 
Ve  returned  to  Tellicberry,  and  have  fince  been  at  Bombay  to  refit.'9 , 
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Site,  of  thirty-eight,  with  three  Indiamen  fitted  as  armed 
ips.  No  interruption,  however,  was  attempted  againft 
the  Britifh  arms.  The  Sybillc,  indeed,  did  nfeke  her 
appearance,  but,  on  being  chaced  by  the  Minerva,  quitted 
the  coaft  with  the  utmoft  precipitation. 

The  place  furrendered  foon  afterwards,  and  Mr.  Corn- 
wallis  having  arrived  in  England  early  in  1794 •,  was  ap- 
pointed to  command  a  fmall  croifing  fquadron,  in  confe- 
rence of  which  he  hoifted  his  flag  firft  on  board  the  Ex- 
cellent, of  74  guns,  from  which  he  afterwards  progreflively 
removed  into  the  Csefar,  of  eighty ;  the  Prince,  of  ninety- 
eight:  and,  laftly,  in  the  enfuing  fpring,  into  the  Royal 
Sovereign,  a  firft  rate.  He  continued  uninterruptedly  em- 
ployed in  the  line  of  fervice  already  ftated,  but  without 
being  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with  any  occurrence  de- 
manding bur  particular  notice  till  the  month  of  June 
1795,  when  being  on  a  cruize  off  Belleifle,  having, 
befides  his   own   (hip,  the  Triumph,  Mars,  BeUero- 

fhon,  and  Branfwick,  of  feventy-four  guns  each;  the 
haoeton,  of  thirty-eight;  the  Pallas,  of  thirty-two ;  and 
Kingsfilher  (loop  of  war,  under  his  orders,  he  fell  in,  on  the 
7th,  with  a  French  fquadron  confiding  of  three  (hips  of  the 
line,  fix  frigates,  a  brig,  a  (loop,  and  a  cutter.  The 
vice-admiral  immediately  gave  chacc,  and  for  a  fhort  time 
entertained  hopes  of  being  able  to  get  up  with  the  enemy; 
but  the  wind  being  unfortunately  fair  tor  Belleifle  Road, 
the  fugitives  were  enabled  to  fecure  themfelves  there, 
before  hp  could  clofe  with  them.  He  afterwards, 
on  the  fame  day,  chafed  two  frigates,  having  a  very 
large  Dutch  (hip  in  tow,  laden  with  cannon,  naval,  and 
ordnance  ftores :  the  frigates  crowded  all  the  fail  they 
could  and  efcaped,  but  the  veflel  they  were  towing  was 
captured.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day  he  met 
a  convoy,  rounding  the  point  of  the  ifland  already 
mentioned;  eight  of  the  merchant  vefleb,  which  were 
laden  with  wine  from  Bourdeaux,  were  captured,  and 
proved  part  of  a  fleet  which  had  failed  from  thence 
under   the    protection    of    the    three    line    of    battle 

*  On  the  lftth  of  April  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral 
of  the  red ;  on  the  4th  of  July  enfuing  to  be  vice  of  blue;  and,  on  tijc 
aft  of  June,  1793,  vice  of  the  red.

(hips,  the  nine  frigates  and  fmaller  veflels  already  men- 
tioned. Nothing  material  took  place  after  this  time  tHl 
the  16th  of  the  fame  month,  when,  being  off  the 
Penmarks  with  the  fame  force,  he  fell  in  with  a 
French  fquadron,  confiding  of  thirteen  (hips  of  the  line, 
fourteen  frigates,  two  brigs,  and  a  cutter.  The  remain- 
der of  the  day  palled  in  manoeuvering,  it  being  as  much 
the  part  of  vice-admiral  Cornwallis  to  avoid,  if  poffible, 
again  ft  fuch  powerful  odds,  as  it  was  the  intereft  of  the 
enemy  on  their  fide,  to  bring  on  an  aAion,  the  event  of 
which,  in  confequence  of  their  great  fuperiority,  they  had 
every  reafonable  hope  to  conclude  would  be,  in  fome  de- 
gree, favourable  to  them. 

Half  the  enemy's  fleet  tacked  in  (hore  in  the  afternoon, 
and  a  change  of  the  wind  brought  thofe  (hips  to  windward 
of  the  Britifli  (hips,  fo  that  on  the  morning  of  the 
17th,  at  day-light,  the  enemy  were  feen  on  both  quarters 
of  the  vice-admiral's  fquadron.  At  nine  o'clock  one  of 
their  headmoft  (hips  began  firing  on  the  Mars,  the  ftern- 
moft  of  the  Britifli  line,  and  the  reft  of  their  fleet,  as  they 
came  up,  in  fucceflion  commenced,  to  ufe  Mr.  Corn- 
wall's own  term,  "  a  teazing  fire,"  which  continued,  at 
intervals,  during  the  whole  day,  but  without  effecting  any 
injury  to  the  Britifli  (hips,  or,  confequently,  affording  any 
advantage  to  the  enemy.  The  Mars  having  fallen  a  little 
to  leeward  towards  the  clofe  of  the  day,  the  enemy,  as 
their  laft  effort,  appeared  to  threaten  rather  a  ferious 
attack  on  that  (hip ;  but  on  the  vice-admiral's  bearing  up 
to  fupport  her,  they  abandoned  their  intention;  and,  not- 
withstanding their  wonderful  fuperiority,  began  to  draw 
off,  infomuch  that,  by  funfet,  the  whole  of  the  enemy's 
fleet  having  tacked,  left  the  Britifli  to  purfue  their  courfo 
unmolefted.  Thus  had  this  gentleman,  for  the  third  time, 
the  Angular  honour  of  having  defended  himfelf  with  fuc- 
cefs,  and  brought  off,  entire,  as  well  as  uninjured,  the 
whole  of  the  (hips  he  commanded  in  the  face  of  an 
enemy*,  at  the  lowed  odds  double,  and  at  the  higheft 

*  This  very  fauadron  wis  defeated,  and  three  of  their  (hips  cap* 
tured,  by  lord  hridport,  off  L'Orient,  on  the  83d  of  the  fame 
Konth. 
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upwards  of  three  times  his  own  force*.  He  continued 
occupied  in  cruifing  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  and 
on  the  10th  of  February  in  the  cnfuing  year,  was  ap- 
pointed to  command  the  fquadron  and  convoy  ordered  to 
the  Weft  Indies.  He  accordingly  put  to  fea  on  the  28th 
of  February,  having  his  flag  on  board  the  Royal  Sovereign ; 
but  having  unfortunately  ran  foul  of  the  Beliifarius,  a 
large  tranfport  belonging  to  the  fleet,  on  the  id  of 
March  t,  received  fo  much  damage  as  to  be  compelled,  a 
few  days  afterwards,  to  put  back,  after  leaving  captain 
Louis,  in  the  Minotaur,  of  feventy-four  guns,  with  inftruo 
.  lions  to  proceed  with  the  fleet  to  its  place  of  deftination. 
He  announced  his  arrival  at  Spithead,  to  the  admiralty- 
board,  on  the  14th,  and  received  immediate  orders  toihitt 
his  flag  into  the  Aftrea  frigate,  and  proceed  according  to 
his  former  deftination.  The  ill  ftate  of  the  vice-admiral's 
health  caufed  him  to  refufe  complying  with  this  order, 
but  at  the  fame  time  he  exprefled  his  willingnefs  to  pro* 
ceed  in  the  Royal  Sovereign  as  foon  as  that  mip  (hould  be 
refitted.  This  being  deemed  a  breach  of  difcipline  by 
the  admiralty,  a  court-martial  was  ordered  to  be  held,  for 
the  purpofe  of  enquiring  into  the  particular  circuinftarxes 
which  caufed  his  return,  as  well  as  his  refufal  to  proceed 
to  fea  in  the  Aftrea.  It  accordingly  was  held  on  board  the 
Orion,  in  Portsmouth  harbour,  on  April  7,  earl  Howe  be- 
ing prefident ;  it  con  Med  of  nine  flag-officers,  befides  his 
lordfhip,  a  greater  number,  perhaps,  than  ever  before  (at  00 
any  court-martial,  and  three  captains,  as  members.  Its  de- 
cifionAvas,  that  in  refpeft  to  the  two  firft  charges  of  his 
returning  without  leave,  after  having  been  ordered  to  pro- 
ceed to  Baf badoes,  and  of  his  difobeying  the  orders  he  hid 
received,  mtfconducl  was  imputable  to  him  for  not  having 
fluffed  his  flag  into  the  Mars,  or  Minotaur,  and.  pro-

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ceeded  in  either  of  fhofe  (hips  to  the  Weft  Indies.  But  ia 
confideration  of  other  circumftances  the  court  acquitted 
him  of  any  difobedience  in  his  conduft  on  that  occafion. 

With  refpeft  to  the  third  charge,  his  having,  after 
his  return,  difobeyed  the  orders  otthe  board  of  admiralty 
in  not  going  out  to  the  Weft  Indies,  in  the  Aftrea  frigate, 
the  court  were  of  opinion,  that  the  charge  was  not  proved, 
-  and  therefore  unanimoufly  acquitted  him.  This  decifioa 
was  certainly  as  honourable  to  the  vice-admiral  as  any 
fhort  of  the  mod  unequivocal  acquittal  pofiibly  could  be : 
the  cenfure,  fuch  as  it  was,  did  not  leave  a  Shadow 
of  imputation  on  his  charade r  either  as  an  officer  or  as  a 
man  :  the  point  critically  turning  on  that  kind  of  mittake 
which  all  men  being  liable  to  make,  it  fhould  rather  ex* 
cite  our  furprize  that  fimilar  inftances  of  the  fame  nature 
do  not  daily  occur,  than  our  wonder  that  in  the  prefent 
occafion  it  fhould  have  ihown  itfelf  in  fo  brave,  experi- 
enced, and  able  an  officer,  as  the  whole  world  will  readily 
admit  this  gentleman  to  be. 

Having  ftruck  his  flag  immediately  afterwards,  he  lias 
not,  hitherto,  taken  upon  him  any  command,  and  we  have 
a  double  reafon  to  lament  the  foregoing  mi fu ndcrf landing 
between  a  gallant  officer  and  a  very  able  marine  minifter; 
grieving  firit,  that  the  flighted  occurrence  ihould  take  place 
which  could  give  a  moment's  uneafinefs  to  fo  good  a  man, 
or  that  his  country  fhould,  for  a  fingle  inftant,be  deprived  of 
the  fervices  of  fo  brave  a  one.  Having  been,  as  we  have 
already  obferved,  chofen,  in  1768,  repre tentative  for  the 
.borough  of  Eye,  in  Suffolk,  he  continued  to  fit  for  that 
place  during  the  whole  of  that  parliament ;  but  after  its 
diflblution,  in  1774,  was  not  again  ele&ed  for  any  place 
till  the  general  eleftion  in  1784,  when  he  was  returned 
for  Portfmouth.  Laftly,  at  the  enfuing  general  election, 
in  1790,  he  was  again  chofen  reprefentative  for  Eye, 
Which  place  he  has  continued  member  for  ever  fince. 

MOUATT,  Patrick,  —  was  a  gentleman  of  Scotch 
extra&ion,  and  was  not  originally  intended  by  his  friends 
for  the  fea  fervice,  having  been  hound  apprentice  to  a 
{hip-builder.  In  this  occupation,  however,  he  acquired 
no  inconfiderable  ftore  of  ufeful  knowledge,  knowledge 
which  afterwards  became  of  great  ufe  to  him  in  his  new 
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profeflion  of  a  feaman,  and  not  only  acquired  him  th£ 
favour  and  patronage  of  many  diftinguimed  characters* 
but  alfo  caufed  his  employment  on  all  fuch  particular 
fervices  as  appeared  peculiarly  to  demand  that  ufeful 
kind  of  information  he  pollened.  Almoft  immediately 
on  his  entering  into  the  navy,  he  became  acquainted 
with  captain,  afterwards  admiral  Byron,  an  intimacy 
which  continued  to  fubfift  during  their  lives*  Mr.  Mouatt 
ferved  under  that  gentleman,  firft  as  a  midfhipman,  and 
afterwards,  for  a  very  conflderable  part  of  that  period  ,during 
■which  he  continued  in  the  more  advanced,  but  (till  fub- 
ordinate  ftation  of  lieutenant.  To  the  rank  lad-mentioned 
he  was  promoted, on  the  20th  of  January,  1745-69  and  after 
feme  time  fpent  as  a  junior  lieutenant,  was  advanced, 
a  fhort  time  before  the  recommencement  of  war  in  1756, 
to  be  firft  of  the  Vanguard,  as  he  afterwards  was  of  the 
America,  both  commanded  by  Mr.  Byron.  He  was,  from 
the  ftation  laft-mentioned,  promoted,  on  the  22d  of  May, 
1758,  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war ;  after  conti- 
nuing in  which,  fome  fhort  time,  he  removed  into  the 
Cormorant  firefhip.  He  remained  in  this  veflel  till  1762, 
after  which  time  we  are  unacquainted  with  any  commif* 
fion  held  by  him  till  1764,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Tamar  floop  of  war,  a  veflel  which  was  then  fitting  for  a 
voyage  of  difcovery  in  the  South  Seas,  as  confort  to  the 
Dolphin,  of  twenty- four  guns,  commanded  by  commo- 
dore Byron.  They  failed  together  the  beginning  of  July, 
and  it  is  needlefs  to  enter  into  any  detail  of  the  particu- 
lars which  took  place  during  that  voyage,  they  having 
been  already  given  in  our  account  of  Mr.  Byron*. 

Captain  Mouatt  was  advanced  by  the  commodore,  he 
being  authorized,  by  particular  infti uflions  for  thaf  pur* 
pole  t,  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  his 
own  fhip,  the  Dolphin,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  April 
the  28th,  1765.  He  returned  to  England  in  the  month 
of  May,  1766,  and  this  command,  with  the  rank  of 
pod-captain,  as  it  was  the  firft,  fo  was  it  the  lad 
we  know  him  to  have  held;  nor  have  we,  exclufive  of

O'H  ARA,  James, — a  gentleman  now  living,  is  faid  by, 
fome,  though  we  believe  errqneoufly,  to  have  been  the  fota, 
of  rear-admiral  OHara,  of  whom  we  have  already  givea 
a  fhort  account*.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  on  the 
12th' of  April,  1748,  and  ferved  in  that  ftation,  in.  1756, 
on  boaVd  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty-four  guns,  capt.  Cars 
Scrope,  one  of  the  Mediterranean  fquadron.  He  was  from 
thence  promoted  to  be  a  commander  on  .the  2d  of  June,. 
175b,  ^nd  was  appointed,  we  believe,  to  a  Polacre  floopt 
of  war.  He  was  from  thence  removed,  about  the  year  1 760* 
into  the  St.  George  armed  fhip.  He  continued  in  the 
fame  command,  we  believe,  during  the  whole. of  the  war, 
without,  however,  being  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with, 
any  occurrence  consequential  enough  to  caufe  any  parti- 
cular mention  being  made  of  him.  After  the  celfation  o£ 
hoftilities  he  was  appointed  to  the  Peggy,  a  (loop  of.  tea 
guns,  from  whence  he  was,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1765^ 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain,  and  commiflionedto. 
the  Nightingale,  After  quilting  this  (hip  we  have  no 
farther  account  of  him  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1771  j 
when,  though  holding  the  rank  of  poft  captain,  he. 
accepted  the  command  of  the  Alderncy  floop.  la 
this  veirel  he  continued  three  years ;  and,  in  1775,  was 
appointed  to  the  Pearl  of  thirty-two  guns,  one  of  the. 
frigates  employed  on  the  North-American  ftation.  He 
quitted  that  fhip,  however,  very  early  in  theenfuing  year, 
and  did  not,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcoyer,  ever 
take  up^n  himfelf  any  fubfequent  command.  In  1793^ 
having,  in  confequence  of  the  promotion  of  flag  officers 
then  made,  become  fenior  to  many  of  them,  he  was,  ac- 
cording to  the  regulation  eftabljQied  in  17^8,  put  on  the 
lift  of  luperannuatcd  captains. 

PASCALL,  Michael- Hen rv,— was  appointed  a  lieute- 
nant in  the  navy  on  the  9th  of  December,  1745+;  and  pro- 
moted to  be  commander  of  a  Hoop  of  war  on  the  21ft  ot 

Aiiguft,  1759.     We  have  not  been  able  to  difcover  the

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name  of  the  veflel  to  which  he  was  appointed,  or -the  fer- 
tices  on  which  he  was  employed,  previous  to  the  end  of 
the  year  1761,  when  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  which 
Portugal  would  be  of  coorfe  involved,  appearing  inevit- 
able, he  was,  with  other  Brttifli  officers,  permitted  to  en- 
ter into  the  fervice  of  that  government,  for  the  purpofeof 
bringing  its  navy  into  a  fomewhat  more  refpe&able  tooting 
than  the  long  continuance  of  peace,  and  an  habitual  indo- 
lence, or  want  of  energy,  had  differed  it  to  dwindle  down 
to.  In  corifequence  of  the  general  approbation  his 
fervices  met  with,  while  thus  employed,  he  was,  alter  his 
return  to  England  #,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain, 
and  appointed  to  the  Scarborough,  of*  twenty  guns,  by 
commiflion  bearing  date  the  20th  of  June,  1765.  We  do 
not  know  him  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command  in 
the  Britiib  fervice,  and  otherwife  indeed  have  no  parti- 
culars concerning  him,  except  that  we  believe  htm  to  have 
died  about  the  year  1787. 

.  ALMS,  James. — This  brave  and  able  officer,  as  he  is 
a  proof,  that  obfcurity  of  birth  is  ndt  the  fmalleft  impedi- 
ment in  the  Bririfh  fervice,  to  the  attainment  of  the  hfeheft 
rank  and  honours  in  it,  by  a  man  poffeffing  the  ability, 
and  other  requifites  neceflafy  to  foam  a  good  commando* 
fo  ought  he,  with  others  equally  weH-deferving,  indeed, 
with  himfelf,  prove  the  moft  honourable  incentive  to  all 
perfons  who  enter  into  it,  not  to  fuffer  their  natural  fpirit 
fo  be  abafhed,  ortheir  exertions  deprefled,  by  a  circum- 
ftance,  which  far  fromdifcrediting  them  in  the  opinion  of  all 
well-thinking  and  judicious  men,  mult  raife  them  (till 
higher*  In  their  efteem,  and  the  general  favour  of  their 
fellow-countrymen. 

Mr.  James  Alms  was  a  native  of  GoTport,  in  the 
County  of  Southampton,  being  the  fon  of  a  verjlhoncft, 
and  induftrious  man,  who,  we  have  been  informed, 
boafted  ho  higher  appointment  than  that  of  an  inferior 
domeftic  belonging  to  the  houfehold  of  the  late  duke  of 
Richmond.  By  afliduity,  and  a  perfe&ly  uninterrupted 
propriety  of  condufl,  he  raifed  himfelf  to  the  ftation,  we 
believe  of  fteward,  in  which  he  died  as  much  lamented, 
as  he  had  beeri  in  his  lifetime  truly  valued  by  his  grace. 
Mr.  James  Alms  having  entered  into  the  navy  at  a  very

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early  age,  was,  after  the  neoeffary  probation  *  in  an  inferior 
ftation,  pafled  through  with  the  utmoft  propriety,  raifed 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  appointed  to  the  Syren  fri- 
gate on  the  1  ft  of  May,  1 749*  He  returned  not  long  after- 
wards to  Europe  ;  whfere  having,  in  1754,  been  appointed, 
as  we  have  been  informed,  commander  of  the  Harwich 
Eafl  Indiaman,he  repaired  again  to  the  Eaft  Indies, and  was 
prefent  in  the  ertfuing  year,  under  his  former  commander 
rear-admiral  Watfon,  at  the  attack  and  reduction  of 
Geriah,  the  principal  of  Angria's  fortrefles.  War  having 
commenced  foon  after  this  time  between  Great  Britain 
and  France*  Mr.  Alms  returned  to  Europe*  in  1758,  over-* 
land,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Ives  the  furgeon,  who  publith* 
cd  the  celebrated  account  of  the  occurrences  which  toob 
place  on  their  route,  Mr.  Alms  having  immediately  on  his 
arrival  tendered  his  fervice,  he  was,  foon  afterwards,  ap- 
pointed 6rft  lieutenant  of  the  Mars,  of  74  guns.  He  Cbrved 
in  this  ftation  at  the  time  of  the  memorable  engagement 
with  the  marquis  de  Conflans,  in  the  month  of  November 
1759 ;  and  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  rank  of  com* 
mander  on  the  10th  of  July,  1761.  In  the.mbath  of 
February  1762,  he  was  fent  out  to  the  Weft  Indies  as 
ading  captain  of  the  Alarm,  a  frigate  of  thirty- two  guns, 
and  was  prefent  in  Aat  (hip  at  the  attack*)  and  conqueft  of 
the  iiland  of  Martinico,  Soon  after  this  time  he  captured 
two  French  corvettes,  or  armed  veffitts,  one  carrying 
eighteen,  the  other  twelve  guns;  stnd  having  proceeded,  in 
the  month  of  May,  under  the  command  of  fir  George 
Pocock,  on  the  expedition  againft  the  Havannah  ;  was

Mr.  Alms  was  prefent  at  the  defeat  and 
capture  of  Mr.  de  Jonquiere's  fquadron,  on  the  3d  of  May,  1747 ;  and 
having  afterwards  accompanied  his  admiral  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  was  one 
of  the  few  fortunate  perfoni  faved  out  of  the  Namure,  when  that  (hip 
was  unhappily  wrecked  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandcl,  in  xhe  month  of 
April  1749. 

Mm*  ordered 
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ordered  by  the  admiral  ahead  of  the  fleet,  together  with 
the  Echo,  of  34  guns,  to  lye  on  the  Cayo  Sal  Bank.  Thefe 
ihips  had  the  good  fortune  to  defcry  five  veflels,  to  which 
they  gave  chace ;  the  Alarm  being  much  the  fafter  failer  of 
the  two,  came  up  with  the  two  largeft,  one  of  which 
proved  to  be  the  Phoenix,  of  twenty-two  guns*  and  one 
hundred  and  feventy-five  men ;  the  other,  the  Thetis,  of 
eighteen  guns,  and  feventy  men ;  both  Spanifh  frigates, 
having  under  their  convoy  two  fchooners  and  a  brigantine, 
bound  to  Suga,  in  the  Streights,  for  timber.  Captain 
Alms  immediately  began  to  engage  the  veflels  of  war, 
and,  after  an«obftinate  difpute  qf  three  quarters  of 
an  hour,  compelled  them  both  to  fur  render.  On  this 
occafion  Mr.  Alms  is  faid  to  have  had  feveral  very  nar- 
row efcapes,  many  mufket  balls  having  pafled  through  his 
hat,  and  one  having  wounded  him,  though  not  danger- 
ouflyv  in  the  knee*.  He  was  afterwards  employed  on 
many  important  points  of  fervice  during  the  liege  of  the 
Havannah,  which  took  place  immediately  after  this  time. 
Notwithstanding,  however,  thefe  repeated  opportunities 
which  he  fo  well  employed  of  difHnguifhing  himfdft,  he 
was  not  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft-captatn  till  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Levant,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  by  com- 
million  bearing  date.  June  the  20th,  1^65. 
i  We  do  hot  believe  him  to  have  long  retained  this  com- 
mand, no  mention  being  made  of  him  except  merely  that 
of  his  appointment ;  nor  have  we  any  farther  account  till 
that  of  his  being  commifiioned  to  the  Montreal,  ot  32  guns, 
a  frigate  employed  as  a  cruifer,  to  which  he  was  appoint- 
ed in  1770,  and  in  the  command  of  which  he  coutinned, 
as  is  cuftomary*  during  the  three  fucceeding  years.  After 
quitting  the  Montreal  he  appears  to  have  remained  un- 
employed till  the  month  of  September  1780,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Monmouth,  of  fixty-four  guns.  -During 
this,  as  well  as  the  interval  preceding  his  appointment  to  the 
Mbntreal,  he  refided  principally  at  Chichefter  with  his  fa- 
.   inily,  where  he  endeared  himfelf  to  all  perfons,  with  whom

he  was  acquainted,  by  his  private  conduft,  in  as  great  a 
degree,  as  his  more  public  behaviour  mud  Have  excited 
their  admiration. 

.  The  Monmouth  was,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
I78r,  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  with  commodore  John* 
ftone,  under  whom  capt.  Alms  condu&ed  himfelf  with  fo 
much  ability  and  fpirit,  in  the  encounter  with  Suffrein  in 
Porto  Praya  Road,  that  prone  as  his  commander  was  to 
cenfure  on  grounds  which  none  but  himfelf  would  pro* 
bably  have  taken,  and  little  inclined  as  he  was  to  praife 
thofe  points  of  conduft  which  all  the  reft  of  the  world 
applauded,  yet  he  difdained  not,  011  the  occafion  to  which 
we  now  allude,  to  beftowa  tribute  to  merit  which  never, 
perhaps,  was  more  juftly  earned,  or  more  truly  deferved. 
The  Monmouth  proceeded  afterwards  to  India,  in 
company  with  the  Hero  and  Ifis,  having  under  their  pro- 
teftion  the  ftorefhips,  and  transports  with  troops,  com- 
manded by  general  Meadows.  After  encountering  many 
difficulties,  and  much  delby  on  the  paflage,  captain  Alms 
with  his  little  fleet  arrived  Tafe  at  Fort  St.  George  on  the  9th 
of  February,  1782,  and  effected  his  jun£tion  with  fir  Ed- 
ward Hughes.  His  arrival  with  fuch  a  reinforcement 
was  highly  critical,  and  probably  proved  the  means  of 
preferring  the  admiral,  from  at  lead  a  partial  difcomfi- 
ture,  fince,  even  with  the  accumulation  oi  force  ju ft  dated, 
his  fquadron  was  one-fourth  inferior  to  that  of  the' 
French,  commanded  by  Mr.  De  Suffrein,  who  anchored 
within  three  leagues  of  Fort  St.  George,  in  fix  Qr  fevea 
days  after  captain  Alms  joined  him.  On  the  morning 
of  the  1 5th  "the  enemy  got  under  weigh,  and  advanced 
towards  the  Britifh  fquadron  with  an  eafy  fail.  At  t\yo 
o'clock  they  bore  away,  and  fir  Edward  hoping  to  meet 
with  fome  opportunity  of  attacking  them  with  advantage, 
weighed,  and  ftood  out  to  fea  in  purfuit  of  them.  On  the 
following  day  an  opportunity  appeared  to  oiFer  itfelf  of 
cutting  off*  fome  of  the  ftorefhips,  and  fmaller  veffels  which 
ivere  in  company  with  the  French  fleet.  Captain  Alms 
was  accordingly  difpatched  with  his  own  (hip,  the  Ifis, 
and  Seahorfe  frigate,  in  purfuit  of  them.  The  fpirited 
attempt  was  in  part  fuccefsful,  the  Ifis  having  captured 
the  Laurifton,  of  1300  tDns  burthen,  one  of  the  largeft. 
juod  inoft  valuable  veffels  belonging  to  the  enemy,  having: 

M  m  3  0^ 
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on  board  many  officers  of  rank,  a  coftfiderable  number  of 
foldiers,  with  .a  complete  train  of  artillery,  a  large 
quantity  of  military  (tores  of  different  fpeciet,  and  1500 
quintals  of  powder.  Five  other  veflels  of  inferior  confe- 
rence, the  greater  part  of  them  recaptures,  being  prizes 
taken  before  from  theEnglifli,  fell  alfo  into  the  hards  of  the 
pur fucrs,  and  the  fuccefs  would  have  been  ftill  greater,  had 
pot  jthe  near  approach  of  the  enemy  prevented  it,  for  two  or 
snore  of  the  ftorefhips  had  ftruck  their  colours ;  but,  owing 
to  their  immediate  neceffity  of  calling  in  the  chacers,  Were 
pot  taken  pofleflion  of. 

In  the  a<3ion  which  took  place  on  the  following  day, 
faptain  Alms  was  not  perfonally  concerned,  he  having 
been  Rationed  in  the  van  of  the  fleet,  and  the  enemy, 
whofe  manoeuvres  were  confidently  affifted  by  the  wind, 
which  flattened  to  a  complete  -calm  immediately  on  the 
Commencement  of  the  a&ion,  having  confined  their  attack 
entirely  to  the  rear,  which  they  affaulted  with  their  whole 
force.  It  fell  not,  however,  to  his  lot  to  be  equaHt  in* 
H&i  ve  in  the  more  ferious  adion  which  took  place  oflFT rin* 
comale  on  April  the  lath,  following*.  According  to  the 
account  given  by  fir  Edward  himfelf,  Mr.  Suffrein,  in  the 
Hero,  with  his  fcpond  after  having  engaged  the  Superbefor 
feme  time,  ttood  on  to  attack  the  Monmouth,  which  (hip  vras 

then

w  Suffrein  bore  down  with  an  intention,  it  was  thought,  to  board 
the  Britrth  admiral.  Captain  Alms  perceiving  this,  luffed  op  the 
Monmouth,  raked  his  enemy,  and  fruftrated  his  manccuvre.  Csfttia 
Alma  had  now  to  (attain  a  terrible  fire  from  Suffrein  and  hts  two  fe- 
conds,  which  continued  until  the  Monmouth's  main,  and  miaeo-jnafti 
fell  overboard.  Suffrein,  whofe  (hip  had  fuftained  prodigious  da- 
mage, perceiving  the  fituation  of  his  antagoiiift,  took  French  leave, 
while  the  mattered  Monmouth  continued  her  fire  as  long  at  her  fiiet 
could  reach  him.  On  the  fmoke  dealing  away  as  the  firing  cea&4, 
captain  Alms,  finding  himfelf  Car  to  windward*  tot  his  fore-fail,  which 
was  all  he  had,  and  boldly  fired  at  the  French  line  as  he  paflcd  to  join 
the  Britifh  fleer.  In  this  dreadful  conflict  with  the  enemys  the  Mon- 
mouth's colours  being  twice  (hot  away,  were  nailed  to  toe  Damp  of 
the  maciwuaft  never  to  be  ftruck.    Seven  gtratveie-difaciumed, 

forty- 
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then  alfo  warmly  engaged  with  another  of  the  enemy's 
line.  At  three  o'clock,  the  Monmouth  after  having  been 
engaged  nearly  an  hour  and  an  half  agamft  the  odds  juft 
flateo,  had  her  mizen-raaft  (hot  away,  and  in  a  few  mi- 
nutes afterwards  her  main-mad.  Thefe  repeated  acci- 
dents compelled  captain  Alms  to  bea*  out  of  the  line  to 
leeward :  the  a&ion  ended  with  the  day,  and  fir  Edward 
anchored  with  his  whole  fquadroti  to  rc6t. 

Such  was  the  attention  ufed  in  prote&ing,  and  diligence 

in  refitting  the  difabled  veflels,  particularly  the  Monmouth, 

that,  fuperior  as  the  French  were  in  force,  they  did  not 

make  the  fmalleft  attempt  to  pofTefs  themfelves  of  that 

fhip,     which,    from     her     then    difabled    ftate,    was 

rendered  almoft  incapable  of  making  the  Icaft  refinance. 

The  (hips  being  refitted  by  the  a  2d,  as  well  as  circum- 

ftances  would  permit,  failed  for  Trincomale,  off  which 

place  they  anchored  on  the  fame  evening  without  feeing 

any  thing  of  the  French  fquadron,  which  had  quitted 

them  in  a  kind  of  defpair  three  days  before.     Nothing 

memorable  took  place  after  this  ttme  till  the  flight  adion, 

off  Cuddalofe,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1783.     On  this  oc- 

cafion,  which  indeed  was  trivial  in  the  extreme  when 

compared  with  the  former,  captain  Alms  had  21  men  killed 

.and  wounded,  but  his  (hip,  excepting  in  thofe  refpeds, 

f attained  but  little  injury.     The  news  that  peace  had 

taken  place,  arriving  in  India  in  a  very  few  days  after  the 

foregoing  event,  all  farther  hoftilities  ceafed,  and  with 

them  the  neceffity  alfo  of  keeping  fo  large  a  naval  force  on 

foot  in  the  Indian  feas;    Capt.  Alms  returning  to  Europe,

•  forty-five  men  killed,  and  one. hundred  end  two  wounded.  The 
captain  bimfelf  had  two  wounds  in  hu  face  from  fplinters,  two  moflttt 
balls  went  "through  his  *at,  his  hair  was  on  fire,  his  coat  torn  between 
the  (boulders,  and  one  of  the  Hurts  ihot  away ;  the  wheel  was  twice 
cleared,  and  only  two  perfons  with  himfelf  remained  on  the  quarter- 
deck. Happy  was  it  for  the  country  that  fuch  an  hero  had  to  oppofe'tbe 
daring,  and  intrepid  courage  of  Suffrein,  a  naval  officer  fuperior  to 
any  that  France  ever  produced.  But  while  we  contemplate  with 
wonder  ibis  heroic  action,  and  while  the  page  of  hi  (lory  wall  record 
it  to  pofterity,  as  never  furpafled  in  naval  warfare,  the  finer  feelings 
of  the  heart  will  throb  to  find,  that,  amidft  thefe  well-earned  laurels, 
this  worthy  officer  had  a  fon,  a  lieutenant,  an  honour  to  the  profefljoa 
of  arms,  brave,  accompli  filed,  all  that  friends,  or  country  could  with, 
and  in  the  bloom  of  youth,  killed  on  board  the  Superbe.*

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was  paid  off  on  his  arrival,  and  furvived  not  long  enough 
to  take  upon  him  any  fubfequent  command.  Hedietiai 
Chichefter  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age,  on  the  8th  of  June; 
^791 ;  the  account,*  from  which  we  have  already  fub- 
joined  a  longextra£l,  concludes-in  the  following  terms— 
."  He  bore  a  long  and  painful  illnefs  with  theutmoft 
patience  and  refignation  to  the  divine  will,  and  met  his 
death  with  all  the  fortitude  of  a  mind  familiarized  to  dan* 
ger  in  various  forms."  .     .         , 

ALLEN,  William. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now  liv- 
ing, was-originally  intended,  we  believe, for  the  civil  depart- 
jnent  of  naval  fervice,  and,  if  wejiave"  not  been  nVifinform- 
ed,  held,  in  the  early  part  of  his  life,  a  purfer'S  warrant  for 
a  frigate.  Being,  however,  tired  of  an  employment  which 
promifed  little,  or  no  opportunity, by  which  he  could  diftin- 
guifh  hirafelf,  he  determined  to  proceed  in  the  other  line; 
and  after,  a  proper  time  of  probation,  as  it  may  be  called; 
during  which  he  acquired  the  friendship,  aud  efteent  of  all 
with  whom,  as  well  as  under  whom,  he  ferved,  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  01  May  17, 
I756;as  he  alfowasto  that  of  commander  oh  Nov.  21,1761: 
but  we  know  not  any  particulars,  dither  of  the  fervicesor 
ihips  in  which  he  was  employed,  during  the  time  he  held 
cither  of  the  ranks  juft-mentioned.  On  the  20th  of  June", 
3765,  he  was'advanced  to  be  a  poft-captain,  arid  commit 
fioned  to  the  Juno  frigate  ;  but  we  believe  his  appoint- 
ment to  have  been  made  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  giving 
rhim  rank,  as  no  other  mention,  whatever*  is,  to  our  know- 
ledge-, made  of  him>  than  as  merely  having  been  appointed 
to  the  (hip  according  to  the  date  already  giv<to>  —In  1768, 
however,,  he  was  appointcd.ta  the  Gj^fgow,  of  twenty 
.guns,  one  of  the  cruifers  employed  on  the  North** Ame- 
rican- ftation.  '  He  remained  there  in  the  fame  flfrp  during 
the'Cuftomary  period  of  three  years,  and  after  Jbis1  return 
to  England  being* paid  off,  did  not,  we  believe,  pjqld  any 
farther  commiilioa  till  tie  end  of  the  year,  1778,  when 
he  was  ar/pointedto  the  Chatham,  of  fifty  guns.  He 
failed  from  Portfmouth  on.  the1  27th  of  March  in  the 
fcnfuing  "year,  having*  the  Thetis  frigate,  commanded  by 
captain  Gelt;  ani  the  Childers  floop,  under  his. orders, as

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convoy  to  the  outward-bound  Strrights  fleet.  He  re- 
mained on  the  Lifbon  ftation  during  the  enfuing  fummer, 
and  towards  its  conclufion  captured  a  very  valuable  prize, 
"which  he  carried  into  that  port.  This  fuccefs,  though  a 
public  advantage,  proved  unfortunately,  as  we  have  been 
informed,  a  private  misfortune  to  this  brave,  and  good  man, 
the  agents,  appointed  by  him  for  the  receipt,  and  manage^ 
ment  of  the  proceeds  having  failed  foon  afterwards, 
and  fubjefted  him  to  the  importunate,  and/  unceafing 
demands  of  thofe  under  his  command,  who  were  pre- 
sent at  the  capture, 

Captain  Allen  returned  to  England,  at  the  clofe  of  the 
year,  in  the  Chatham,  and  was  paid  off  in  confequence  of* 
that  fhtp  needing  con (iderable  repairs.  In  1781  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Sceptre,  of  fixty-four  guns,  a  new  (hip 
ju(t- launched ;  and  at  the  end  of  the  fame  year  removed 
into  the  Cumberland,  of  feventy-four  guns,  as  fucceflbr  to 
fir  Digby  Dent.  He  proceeded  to  the  Eaft  Indies  early  in 
the  enfuing  fpring  under  the  orders  of  commodore  fir 
Richard  Bicjcerton :  but,  owing  to  much  unavoidable 
delay  experienced  on  the  paffage,  did  not  form  a  junction 
with  fir  Edward  Hughes,  who  commanded  the  fleet  then 
employed  in  that  quarter,  till,  a  very  fliort  time  before 
the  news  of  peace  having  taken  place,  arrived  in  India.  A 
flight  fkirmifti,  as  the  laft  gafp  of  expiring  war,  took 
place  with  the  French  fquadron,  under  6uffrein,  on  the 
aoth  of  June,  1783,  ofFCuddalore*,  and  capt.  Allen  being 
on  this  occafion  itationed  to  lead  the  van  divifion  of  the 
fleet,  had  thirteen  men  killed  or  wounded.  He  re- 
turned.to  Europe  with  commodore  King  in  the  enfuing 
Jeatj  ftnd  never,  to  our  knowledge,  took  upon  him  any; 
(ubfequent  command. 

'  On-  thrift  of  February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  the  • 
rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  on  the  12th  of  April, 
1794,  to  that  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red;  on  the  4th  of 
July  following  to  be  vice  of  the  blue;  and  to  the  fame 
rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795.  He 
has  not  however,  hitherto,  taken  upon  him  any  command 
as  a  flag-officer. 
~  .LESLIE,  Charles,  —  the  fon  of  commodore  Lachttn 

*  As  we  have  already  obferved  in  our  accounts  of  fir  Edw.  Hughes, 
fir  Richard  King,  and  fir  Kicharc}  Bicker  ton. 
x  Leflie, 
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Leflie,  whom  we  hive  already  noticed*,  wa%  on  the 
twenty-fourth  of  May,  1757,  promoted  to  the  tank  .of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy;  and,  among  many  other  appoint* 
ments  held  by  him,  at  different  periods,  ferved  in  the  year 
1761,  in  the  rank  juft-mentioned,  on  board  the  Thun- 
derer, commanded  by  captain  Proby,  at  the  time  he  at- 
tacked, and  captured  the  Achilles,  a  French  fliip  of  war 
mounting  fixty-four  gnnst.  His  gallantry  dif played  on 
this  occaiien  procured  his  promotion,  on  the  7th  of  April 
in  the  enfuing  year,  to  the  rank  of  commander.  He  was 
appointed  in  the  firft  inftance  to  the  Wafp  fnow,  carrying 
eight  guns  only ;  but  foon  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Cygnet,  a  large  floop  of  war  mounting  eighteen  guns, 
taken  from  the  French  a  fhort  time  before.  He  was  or- 
dered, in  1763,  ta  North  America,  where  he  continued 
in  the  veifel  laft  mentioned,  which  was  employed  as  3 
Rationed  cruifer  oir  the  peace  eftablifliment ;  and  while 
there,  was,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1765,  advanced,  to  the 
rank  of  poft-captain,  by  commiifion  to  the  Seahorfe,  of 
twenty  guns,  iflued  from  the  admiralty  board.  Information 
of  this  promotion  being  fent  out  to  him,  he  of  courfe  quit- 
ted the  Cygnet,  and  returned  to  England,  we  believe  in  a 
packet. 

We  imagine  the  appointment  jnft~menttoned  to  have 
been  made,  as  is  cuftomary,  merely  for  the  purpofc  of 
creating  rank,  as  we  find  no  other  mention  made  of  him, 
in  that  fliip.  According  to  fome  accounts,  he  is  faid  to 
have  accepted,  in  1767,  the  command  of  the  Rar.ger  floop 
of  war,  in  which  he  continued,  by  report,  thW  years. 
In  1771,  however,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Warwick,!* 
•  fifty  guns ;  and  the  enfuing  year,  being  promote*  tcrtfcc 
Orford,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  then  under  orders 
for  the  Eaft  Indies,  commanded  by  rear-admiral  Harland, 
he  accordingly  proceeded  thither,  and  returned  to  Eng- 
land without  having  met  with  any  extraordinary  occur- 
rence during  his  abfence,  in  1775.  He  unfortunately  did 
not  long  fumve  his  return,  dying  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  at  Lewifham,  in  Kent,  whither  he  went  for  the 
benefit  of  the  air.

'A  plain  (tone  tomb  if  cit£Ud  over  his  remains  in  the 
church -yard  of  Lee,  in  the  county  of  Kent;  it  bears 
the  arras  of  Leilte,  namely,  quarterly  id  and  4th  pearl  on 
a  bend  fapphire,  three  buckles  topaz  for  Leflie ;  ad  and  3d 
tofraz  a  lion  rampant  ruby,  debruifcd,  with  a  ribband 
diamond,  for  Abernetty  —  creft  a  demi-gryphon  pearl 
beaked,  winged,  and  armed  proper.  Underneath  is  the 
following  very  fhort  and  modeft  infeription.

Late  captain  in  his  majefty's  navy, 

Who  died  the  28th  of  December,  1775,  aged  37  years.

MAC  BRIDE,  John,— a  gentleman  of  a  very  refpec* 
table  family  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  now  living, 
\vas  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  27th  of 
O&oher,  .1758.  With  the  earlier  part  of  his  fervices, 
while  holding  this  rank,  we  are  unacquainted,  but  find 
him  to  have  very  eminently  diftinguilhed  himfelf,  in  the( 

Sonth  of  Augulfc  I76r,  being  then  commander  of  the' 
race  armed  cutter.  We  fhall  relate  the  circumftances  of 
this  very  brilliant  a&ion  in  the  plain  terms  ufed  in  the 
official  account.  ' 

,  "  Mr*  Macbride  being  off  Dunkirk,  and  obferving  a 
dogger  privateer  in  the  road,  immediately  left  his  flat  ion  to 
join  the  Maidftone,  and  propbfed  cutting  out  the  privateer 
that  night,  if  captain  Digges  would  let  him  have  four  boats 
manned  and  armed,  which  he  very  readily  complied  with, 
knowing;  his  abilities  and  refolution.  The  boats  left  the 
(hips  at  ten  o'clock  at  night,  and  when  they  came  near 
the  road,  laid  all  their  oars  acrofs,  except  two  in  each 
boat,  which  they  muffled  with  baize  to  prevent  their  being 
heard  at  a  diftance.  They  rowed  in  that  manner  till  they 
were  within  mu  fleet- (hot  ot  the  privateer  \  when  being  hailed 
they  made  no  anfwer,  but  in  a  few  minutes  boarded  on 
both  fides,  and  took  poffeiiion  of  the  veifel  without  the  lofs 
of  a  man  killed,  two  only  being  wounded.  Mr.  Macbride 
lhot  the  lieutenant  of  the  privateer  through  the  head  with 
a  mulker,  as  be  was  pointing  a  gun  into  the  boat: 
befides  this  perfon,  one  common  man  was  killed,  and 
five  wounded    belonging    to    the   enemy.      This  was 

done 
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done  within  half  gun-fhot  of  a  fort  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the 
harbour,  but  it  did  not  fire  at  them;  and  when  the 
prifoners  werfc  fecured  the  captors  cut  the  cables  and  (ailed 
out  of  the  road." 

On  April  7, 1 762,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  com- 
mander of  the  Grampus  firefhip,  and  from  thence  removed 
into  the  Cruifer  floop ;  but  no  other  mention  in  any  degree 
interefting  is  made  concerning  him  previous  to  his  promo* 
tion,  J  line  20, 1 765,  to  be  captain  of  the  Renown,  a  30  gun 
frigate.  In  the  enfuing  year  he  commanded  the  Jafon,  of  32 

tuns,  in  which  he  was  ordered  to  the  Falkland  I  Hands  or 
outh  Sea;  and  after  his  return  from  thence  was,  in  1768, 
appointed  to  the  Seaford,  a  twenty  guri  fliip,  employed  as 
a  cruifer  on  the  home  ftation.  In  this  (hip  we  believe 
him  to  have  continued  three  years;  and,  on  quitting  it, 
to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Southampton,  of  thirty-two 
guns.  In  the  month  of  May  1772,  he  was  ordered,  with 
another  frigate,  to  Copenhagen,  for  the  purpofe  of  bring- 
ing from  thence  the  queen  of  Denmark,  and  'conveying 
her  to  Stade.  This  is  the  only  material  mention  we  find 
made  of  captain  Macbride  during  the  time  he  continued 
in  the  Southampton;  which  (hip  he  quitted  either 
in  the  year  1773,  or  the  fucceeding;  and,  in  1775,  was 
captain  of  the  Orpheus,  a  Ifrigate  of  the  fame  force 
with  the  former,  .  A  fhort  time  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  difpute  with  the  North- American 
colonies,  that  is  to  fay  in  1777,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Bienfaifant,  of  fixty-four  guns,  in  which  he  continued  till 
the  commencement  of  the  year  1781,  employed  conftantly 
either  on  the  home  ftation,  or  on  fuch  fervices  as  the  main 
fleet,  or  detachments  from  it,  were  occasionally  engaged  in. 
To  particularize  thofe  which  more  immediately  demand 
our  notice ;  in  1778  he  fcrved,  under  the  orders  of  admiral 
Keppel,  in  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  off  Uflianr, 
but  docs  not  appear  to  have  been  materially  engaged.  He 
continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  current,  and  the 
whole  of  the  enfuing  year,  in  the  fame  kind  of  occupation; 
but,  as  we  have  already  had  occafion  to  obferve  in  many 
inftances,  no  occurrence  memorable  enough  to  demand 
our  notice,  took  place. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1 779  he  was  ordered  to  Gibraltar; 

with  admiral  Rodney,  to  re'ieve  that  fortrefs.    The  fleet,

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while  on  ks  paffage  thither,  having  had  the  good  fortune 
to  fall  in  with  a  Spanifh  fquadron  and  convoy,  near  Cape 
Finifterre,  on  the  8th  of  January,  captain  Macbride  had 
the  happinefs  of  capturing  the  Guipufcoana,  of  fixty-four 
guns,  the  commanding  (hip  which  convoyed  them ;  the 
whole  of  the  remainder,  as  well  (hips  of  war,  as' merchant 
veflets,  falling  at  the  fame  time,  prizes  to  different  (hips  of 
the  fleet.  In  the  adion>which  took  place  with  Don  Juan 
de  Langara,  almoft  immediately  fubfequent  to  the  fuccefs 
lad-mentioned, captain  Macbride  was  no  lefsdrftinguifhed, 
not  only  on  account  of  his  conduft  in  the  adlion  itfelf,  in 
which  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  fuflain  but  trivial  lofs, 
but  by  the  great  adroitnefs  and  (kill  with  which  he  con- 
trived to  fecure  pofleffion  of  the  Phoenix,  of  eighty  guns, 
the  flagftiip  of  the  Spanifli  admiral.  The  engagement 
took  place,  as  may  be,  even  to  this  day,  well  remembered, 
in  the  midft  of  a  tremendous  ftorm,  in  which  the  Phoenix 
and  the  Bienfaifant  were  completely  feparated  from  their 
companions;  but  fuch  was  the  addrefs  this  gentleman 
ufed,  that  he  contrived  to  fecure  his  prize  and  carry  it 
fafe  into  Gibraltar*,  notwithstanding  the  particular  in- 
convenience

*  Account  of  the  tranfaclion  on  board  the  Bienfaifant,  &c. 

"  In  confcqucnce  of  the  fignal  for  the  general  chare,  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  16th,  about  four  o'clock  we  got  within  reach  of  the  flern-chace 
mns  of  the  enemy,  which  theyplyedas  we  advanced,  but  to  little  ef- 
Fecl.  At  a  quarter  before  five,  being  then  about  half  a  cable  diftant 
from  one  of  them,  flic  began  to  fire  her  quarter  guns  upon  our  bow. 
By  fome.  accident  {be  took  fire  and  blew  up.  Had  this  awful  event 
talcen  place  a  few  minutes  later  we  mud  have  fhared  her  fate  :  it  was 
impoflible  to  avoid  the  wreck',  great  part  falling  athwart  us ;  but  we 
paued  through  it  withoat  aay  damage.  Many  fmall  pieces  fell  on 
board,  which  wounded  three  men.  The  fails  and  rigging  being  wet  with 
the  rain,  and  at  the  inflant  a  (hower  coming  on,  it  prevented  the  fiery 
matter  that  hung  upon  them  taking  effect :  the  fca  was  fo  agitated  that  it 
filled  the  decks  with  water.  As  the  (hip  failed  into  the  Chaos  at  the  rate 
of  nine  knots  an  hour,  it  was  impoflible  to  dittinguifh  if  any  of  the  unfor-  , 
tunate  people  were  upon  the  wreck.  The  aforementioned  fhip  was  the 
St.  Domingo,  of  feventy  guns  and  fix  hundred  men.  We  continued  the 
purfuit,  and  between  eight  and  nine  came  up  with  one  of  the  encAiy's 
(hips  that  had  been  engaged  with  the  Defence.  Found  her  mizeq- 
maflgone,  and  fire  flack.  Upon  receiving  two  or  thrc^e  fires  from  us, 
the  main-top-maft  went  over  the  fide.  Our  mizen-topmaft  being  (hoc 
away,  and  rigging  out,  the  fhip  fell  off  and  paflcd  her :  we  got  round 
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convenience  ufader  which  his  (hip,  as  is  explained  in  the 
fubjoined  narrative,  then  laboured. 

again,  and  clofed  her  as  foon  as  pofible.    At  we  advanced  to  her  in 

a  poGiion  ia  which  wc  might  have  been  much  annoyed,  wc  were  farpized 
at  receiving  no  fire.  We  kept  ours,  and  hailed  her.  Our  heads  being 
different  ways,  patted  each  other  before  we  could  get  any  reply. 
W  hen  we  got  round  to  her  again,  and  hailed  her,  we  were  answered,  that 
the  admiral  did  not  intend  to  fight  any  more.  We  ordered  them  to  heal 
down  their  enfign,  and  chat  we  (bould  fend  a  boat  on  hoard,  which  was 
done:  it  returned  with  Don  Franc ifco  Mclgarys,  her  captain,  from 
whom  we  found  it  was  the  Phoenix,  of  eighty  guns,  and  feven  hundred 
men.  Don  Juan  de  Langara,  the  commander-in-chief,  having  hit 
flag  on  board,  was  wounded .  What  has  been  their  real  lob  we  how  aot 
yet  been  able  to  learn.  During  the  night  the  weather  grew  worses 
when  day  broke,  the  condition  otto  large  a  (hip  a  perfect  wreck,  no  other 
fhip  in  light,  and  a  gale  of  wind,  capt.  Macbride  felc  hisnfelf  in  a  very 
.  interefting  fituation :  with  great  rifk  he  cot  about  one  hundred  men  on 
board.  The  gale  enereafing,  he  was  obliged  to  lay- to  for  the  ensuing 
day  and  night,  in  the  morning  it  moderated  fo  that  boats  could  nafs  | 
but  having  the  fmall  pox  ou  board  of  the  Bienfatfant,  and  near  ieven 
hundred  pri (oners  on  hoard  the  Phoenix,  he  was  unwilling  to  introduce 
an  infeclion  among  them,  which  induced  him  to  make  the  proposal 
which  is  cnclofed,  to  admiral  Langara :  it  was  accepted  with  thanks, 
and  executed  with  the  urmofr delicacy.  Their  conduct  convinced  fclr» 
Macbride  that  his  idea1*  of  the  honour  of  the  Spanifh  officers  were  well- 
founded,  for,  after  the  matter  was  fettled,  they  abided  in  refitting  and 
navigating  the  {hip  to  Gibraltar  Bay." 

"  Bienfaifant,  at  Sea,  Jan.  18,  1760. 
"  The  fmall  pox  being* on  board  his  majefly's  (hip  Bienfaifant,  of 
a  malignant  kind,  the  feelings  of  a  Britifh  officer  cannot  allow  him  to 
introduce  an  infection  even  amongft  hi*  enemies.  From  this  confi- 
deration,  and  the  very  gallant  defence  made. by  admiral  Langara,  and 
his  officers,  captain  Macbride  confents,  that  neither  officers  nor  men 
fhaii  be  removed  from  the  Phccnix, taken  by  his  Britannic  majefly's  mint, 
Defence  and  Bienfaifant,  admiral  Langara  being  refponuole  for  the 
conduft  of  his  officers  and  men  :  and,  in  cafe  that  we  fall  in  with  any 
Spanifh  or  French  (hips  of  war,  he  will  not  fuffer  lieutenant  Thorns 
J.ouJst  his  officer,  to  be  interrupted  in  conducting  and  defending  the 
fhip  to  the  laft  extremity,  agreeable  to  his  orders:  and  if  meeting 
with  fu  peri  or  force  the  fhip  mould  be  retaken,  and  the  Bienfaifant 
fight  her  way  clear,  admiral  Don  Juan  de  Langara,  his  officers  and 
men,  are  to  hold  themfclves  prifoners  of  war  to  captain  Macbride, 
upon  their  parole  of  honour  (which  he  is  confident  with  Spanifh  officers 
is  ever  facred).  Likewife,  if  the  Bienfaifant  fhonld  be  taken,  and  the 
Pbctnix  efcape,  the  admiral  Don  Juan  de  Langara,  his  officers,  &c. 
will  no  longer  be  prifoners,  but  freed  immediately.  In  fhort,  they 
arc  to  follow  the  fate  of  the  Bienfaifant.

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•  Captain  Macbride  was  fent'home  exprefs  with  the 
intelhgencei  but,  owing  to  the  unfavourable  winds  he  met 
with  on  his  paflage,  was  unfortunate  enough  not  to  reach 
England  with  the  intelligence,  till  fome  days  after  the 
arrival  of  captain  Edward  Thomfon,  who  had  been  dif- 
patched  with  a  duplicate  of  the  account  later  than  he 
himfelf  had  been.  On  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  England, 
captain  Macbride,  in  the  month  of  March,  again  took 
upon  him  the  command  of  the  Bienfaifant,  and,  after  a 
few  weeks,  was  ordered  into  the  St,  George?s  Channel 
in  queft  of  a  large  private  French  fhip  of  war,  mounting 
fixty-four  guns,  which  was  known  to  have  failed  from 
Breft,  on  a  cruife  in  that  quarter.  On  the  1 3th  of  Auguft, 
at  daylight,  he  fell  in  with  the  objeft  he  was  in  queft  of, 
off  the  Old  Head  of  Kinfale,  and  brought  the  enemy  to 
a&ion  about  half  pad  fcveh  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It 
is  fomewhat  lingular,  as  captain  Macbride  himfcif  obferves 
in  his  official  difpatches,  that  the  aftion  commenced  on 
both  fides  with  mufquetry,  for  the  chevalier  de  Clonard, 
who  commanded  the  count  D'Artois,  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  aftion,  hoifted  £ngli(h  colours, 
and  appeared  determined  to  referve  his  fire.  Captain 
Macbride  followed  his  example,  and  ranging  up  within 
piftol-fhot,  entered  into  fome  converfation  with  the  enemy. 
The  Bienfaifant,  while  this  Was  taking  place,  got  fo  far 
on  the  chevalier  de  Clonard's  bow,  that  neither  his  guns 
forward,  nor  thofe  of  the  Bienfaifant  which  were  aft, 
would  bear.  In  this  relative  fituation  were  the  two  (hips 
when  captain  Macbride,  being  no  longer  under  any  doubt 
as  to  the  reality  of  the  fhip,  he  was  along-fide  of,  being  an 
enemy,  though  Englifh  colours  ftill  continued  flying  on 
board  him,  ordered  the  marines  on  his  poop  to  fire.  The 
enemy  having  hoifted  their  proper  colours,  immediately 
returned  theirs  with  great  bnflcnefs. 

A  fliort  time  elapfed,  before  captain  Macbride  could 
regulate  his  fails,  and  place  his  (hip  in  the  pofition  he 
toilbed.  During  this  interval  the  enemy  made  a  daring, 
but  unfuccefsfol  attempt  to  board  him :  being  foiled,  the 
aftion  commenced,  and  was  clofed,  by  the  furrender  of 
the  Count  D'Artois,  without  any  incident  intervening, 
that  is  uncommon  in  fuch  cafes,  after  a  conteft  of  an 
hour,  and  ten  minutes.     The  rigging,  the  malts,  and  the 
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Irards  of  the  enemy  were  vfcry  much  lDJufled:  Ac 
ofs  (he  Curtained,  in  killed  and  wounded  amounted 
to  twenty-one  of  the  former  and  thirty-five  of  the  Jatter, 
while  that  on  board  the  Bienfaifant  exceeded  not  three 
men  killed  and  twenty-two  wounded,  the  greateft  part  of 
them  in  a  very  flight  degree*.  At  tlfe  clofe  of  'this' 
year  captain  Mac  bride  quitted  the  fi'enfaifant,  and  was 
appointed  to  the  Artois,  of  forty-four  guns,  a  frigate  taken 
a  few  months  before  from  the  enemy,  and  at  that  time 
efteemed  the  fineft  velfef  of  her  clafs  in  the  world.     * 

During  the  year  1781  he  ferved  in  the  North  Seas,  at- 
tached to  the  fquarlron  employed  there  in  watching  the 
motions,  and  oppollng  any  attempt  that  might  be  made 
by  the  Dutch  fquadron,  then  ready  for  immediate  fervice 
in  the  Texel.  He  was,  confequently ,  prefentLtn  the  month 
of  Auguft,  at  the  engagement  off  the  Dogger  Bank, 
between  vice-admiral  Parker  and  admiral  Zoutman; 
after  the  clofe  of  which,  he  removed  into  the  Princcfs 
Amelia,  of  eighty  guns,  at  the  requeft  of  the  commander- 
in-chief,  as  iucceifor  to  captain  Macartney,  who  had 
fallen  in  the  aclion.  This  removal  took  place  in 
confequence  of  Mr.  Parker  having  conceived  it  probable 
the  conteft  might  be  recommenced,  when  the  fervices 
of  ft)  experienced  an  officer  would  have  been  particularly 
ufeful  at  fo  critical  a  time,  and  in  fo  capital  a  fliip. 
Captain  Macbride  refumed  his  former  command  on  the 
return  of  the  fquadron  into  port,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year  .continued  to  be  employed  as  a  cruifer  off  the 
fame  (ration,  where,  in  the  month  of  December,  he  fell  ia 
with,  and  captured  two  very  (tout  Dutch  privateers,  mount- 
ing twenty-four  guns  each  t.     He  was  ordered  into  the

'  *  Ii  is  but  juflicc  to  the  enemy  to  obferve,  that  the  Cham,  cf 
forty- four  guns,  came  up  towards  the  end  of  the  aQioa,  but  was  io 
very  trivially  concerned  in  it,  as  only  to  have  had  one  man  fljgbUj 
wounded. 

+  The  official  account  given  by.  Mr.  Macbride  of  has  fucccfc  on 
this  occafion  occafioncd  much  mirth  at  the  time,  on  account  of  die 
(ingular  manner  in  which  it  was  worded  ;  it  therefore  will,  probably, 
not  be  thought  improper,  to  fubjoin  the  following  extract  from  k. 

«*  At  ten  o'clock  ycfterday  morning  faw  them:  they  {food  for  us 
with  much  confidence.  About  two  o'clock  I  brought  them  both  to 
a&ion,  bat  paid  attention  only  to  the  one -on  qui  quartet  till  we  had 
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Channel  early,  in  the.  enfuing  year,  and  in  the  mopth  of 
April  attended  the  fquadron  ordered  put,  under  admiral 
Harrington,  for  the  .purpofc  of  intercepting  a  fmall 
French  fquadron,  ?nd  which  was  ready  to  proceed  from 
Bred  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  Captain  Macbride,  who  was 
ahead  of  the  fleet,  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  the  firft 
difebverer  of  the  enemy,,  and  in  the  courfe  of  that,  or  the 
following  day  nearly  half  the  veffels,  as  well  ibips  of  war 
as  tradfports,  of  which  the  armament  was  cpmpofed,  fell 
into  the  pofleffion  of  different  (hips  of  the  Britifli  fquadron. 
Immediately  on  his  return  into  port,  captain  Macbride 
was^  ordered  on  the  lrifli  ftation,  and,  in  confequence  of 
his  particular  influence  in  that  kingdom,  was  ap* 
pointed  regulating  officer  on  (bore  to  fuperintend  the 
colle&ion  of  a  large  body  of  men  yoted  for  the  fea  fervice, 
by  the  lrifli  parliament,  in  aid  of  Great  Britain.  Captain 
Macbride  continued  thus  occupied  nearly  during  the 
whole  remainder  of  the  war*  and  confidently  advanced  the 
fervice,  as  well  by  the  great  efteem  in  which  he  was* held, 
as  by  the  exertions  which  he  caufed  to  be  made.  The  Artois 
remained  during  the  fame  period  on  that  ftation,  as  a 
cruifer,  under  the  temporary  command  of  his  firft  lieute- 
nant. After  the  ceflation  ot  hoftilities  he  of  courfe  quitted 
the  Artois,  and,  in  the  month  of  July,  1783,  was  appointed 
to  the  Druid  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  a  (hip  employed 
as  a  cruifer  in  the  Irifh  Channel.  After  quitting  this  com-

effectually  winged  her^  then  pufhed  forward,  and  doled  the  other, 
which  was  engaged  00  oar  bow,  Io  about  thirty  minutes  fhe  ft  ruck; 
we  feat  a  boat  on  board  to*take  poffeflion,  and  wore  round  after  the 
other,  who  was"  making  off,  but  who  alfo  ft  ruck  on  our  coining  up.  They 
proved  to  be  the  Hercules  and  Man,  two  privateers  belonging  to 
Amfterdam,  mounting  twenty-four  nine-pounders  and  ten  cohorns 
each :  are  perfedly  new,  and  alike :  fail  as  faft  as  the  Artois,  and  are 
the  compleateft  privateers  1  ever  faw :  they  coft  upwards  of  20,000 1 .  com- 
manded by  twoHogenboomes,  father  and  fon,  inhabitants  of  Flufbing. 
.  «•  The  father  was  well  known  lafl  war  by  the  nicK-name  of  Joha 
Hardapple:  he  had  a  fchoote  fJrivaieer,  with  a  French  com  million,  out 
of  Fluthing,  and  did  much  mifchief  to  our  trade :  he  was  fent  for  on 
purpofe  to  command  thefe  privateers.  They .  failed*  from  the  Texel 
on  the  30th  of  November,  and  had  only  taken  one  of  our  Swing 
fmacks.  * 

"  The  Hercules  had  one  hundred  and  lixty-four  men  on  board  r 
thirteen  were  kilted  and  twenty  wounded.    The  Mars  one  hundred 
and  forty-fix  men :  nine  were  killed  and  fifteen,  wctoidcd.    We  had 
toe  man  killed  and  uY  wttfcded." 
Vo*.  VI.  N  n  Giand, 
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mand,  as  Wfe'think  him  to  have  done  Ware  the  cnS  rf 
the  year  1784,  he  did  not,  we  belieVe,  hold  any  farther 
naval  comttiiffion  for  fome  years.     In  1784  tie  was  eleAeff 
representative  in  parliament  for  the  town  of  Plymouth, 
tftd  diftinguiflttd  himfelf  vefy  much,  during  the  time  he 
detained  that  ft^tionf^hich  was  till 'i  790,  particularly  by  the 
©ppofition  made  by  him  to  the  expennve  plan,  then  in 
agitation,  for  fortifying  thfe  dock  yards*;  the  firm  fupport 
he  gave  every  meahife  that  could  advance  the  good  of  the 
fervice,  or  the  welfare   of  his   brother  officers;    ancf, 
laftly,  by  his  uniform  conduft  in  driving  to  remedy  fome 
abufes  which  had  made  their  way  into  the  civil  depart- 
ments of  the  fervice.     In  1 788  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Cumberland,  of  74  guns,  a  guardlhip  Rationed  at  Ply- 
mouth.    He  retained  this  command  during  the  cuftomary 
period  of  three  years,  and  in  that  time  met  with  no 
occurrence    worthy    our    particular    remark,    except 
having,  in  the  month  of  July  1790,  ^paired  toToAay 
with  his  (hip,  as  one  of  the  fleet  affembkd  there,  under 
the  orders  of  lord  Howe,  in  confequence  of  theapprehen- 
fion  of  a  rupture  with  Spam  relative  to  Nootka  Sound. 

On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  immediately  after  the 
commencement  of  the  prefent  rupture  with  the  French 
republic,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
blue ;  and  having  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Quebec 
frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  repaired  to  the  Downs  as 
commander-in-chief  on  that  Ration.  He  retained  that 
appointment  during  the  whole  of  the  then  current  year, 
but  was  not  engaged  in  any  material  fervice,  except 
that  of  taking  poflfetfion  of  Oftend,  on  the  retreat  of  the 
French  early  in  the  fpring ;  and  having  checked  their 
progrefs  in  the  month  of  O&ober  following,  after  the 
failure  of  the  attempt  on  Dunkirk,  by  convoying  thither  a 
reinforcement  of  troops,  comtaahded  by  general  Gr 
Charles  Grey. 

In  1794.  he  was  appointed  to  command  a  flying  (qua* 
dron  Rationed  to  the  weft  want,  and,  as  is  not  unfrequcfrirly 
the  cafe  with  fuch  appointments  in  time  of  war,  had  his  flag, 
at  different  periods  of  refitment  or  other  wife,  on  board  a 
variety  of  veflels,  among  which  .are,  the  Echo  (loop,  the

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Minotaur  of  74  guns,  together  with  the  Sceptre  of  64.  ex- 
clufi  ve  of  others  whofe  names  we  have  not  been  able  to  col- 
left.  He  was  more  than  once  occupied  in  cruifing  in  thj 
Channel,  but  unfortunately  did  not  meet  with  any  op- 
portunity of  adding  to  that  reputation,  he  had  long  before, 
fo  defervedly  acquired.  Indeed  it  was  his  misfortune  to 
be,  for  a  conflderable  fpace  of  time,  incapacitated  from 
from  a&ing  in  the  line  of  his  profeflion,  having  unhappily 
broken  his  leg  while  mounting  his  horfe.  On  the  I2tp 
of  April  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
red ;  as  he  afterwards  was,  on  the  4th  of  July  following, 
to  be  vice-acjmiral  of  the  blue.  He  after  this  timeKcomr 
manded  the  fquadron  employed  in  the  North  Seas  to  watch 
the  motions  of  the  Dutch  fleet,  which,  under  the  influence  of 
French  politics,  lay  equipped  in  the  Texel  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  fbould  be  afforded  ijt 
of  injuring  the  trade,  and  interefts  of  Great  Britain,  but 
Toon  quitted  that  flat  ion,  onwhich  he  unfortunately  did  not 
meet  with  any  opportunity  of  diftinguifhing  himfelf.  On 
the  1  (I  of  June,  1795,  be  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  vicar- 
admiral  of  the  white,  but  has  not  held  any  naval  appoint- 
ment fince  he  quitted  the  command  in  the  North  Sea,  as 
already  dated. 

BREMER,  James, — was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  29th  of  O&ober,  1755*;  and  from  thenCe  tp 
that  of  commander  on  the  4th  of  Tune,  17621.  We  be- 
lieve him  to  have  been,  in  the  firft  inftance,  appointed  to 
the  Savage  (loop,  of  eight  guns,  a  veflel  employed  9$  a 
cruifer  on  the  home  ftation.  He  was  afterwards,  pro,- 
moted  to  the  Ferret,  a  veflel  of  the  fame  clafs,  though 
of  much  fuperior  force,  and  was  ordered  to  North  Ame- 
rica. On  the  20th  of  June,  1765,  he  was  raifed  to  the 
rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Seaford,  of 
twenty  guns;  but  was  not  long  afterwards  remove^ 
into  the  Solebay,  of  twenty-eight,  a  (hip  employed  as  a 
peace  cruifer;  We  have  not  been  able  to  colleft  any 
farther  particulars  relative  to  this  gentleman,  except  that, 
about  the  year  1773,  he  was  appointed  to  the.  Pearl  fri-

GLOVER,  Bonovicr,— *  was  promoted  to  be  a  lieute- 
nant, we  believe  of  the  Hind,  Dec.  $f  1760,  and  a  com- 
mander Aug.  6, 1762.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Favourite 
floop,  but  remained  in  that  veflel  for  a  very  ftiort  time: 
per  have  we  any  farther  information  concerning  him  pre- 
vious to  his  advancement,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1765,  to 
be  captain  of  the  Unicorn,  a  twenty-gun  (hip.  This  ap- 
pointment appears  to  have  been  made  merely  for  the 
'Cuitouiarypurpofe  of  giving  him  rank,aswehave  no  reafbn 
to  believe  he  long  retained  the  command  laft-ftated ;  nor 
indeed  have  we  any  account  of  him,  as  holding  any  fubfe- 
dudnt  one,  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
fte  Tartar  frigate,  of  twenty-eight  guns.  He  very  foon 
quitted  this  velfel  alfo,  we  believe  without  ever  proceeding 
to  fea  in  her;  nor  do  we  think  he  held  any  other  com- 
miflion  till  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  made  captain  of 
the  Janus,  of  forty-four  guns,  and  ordered  to  Jamaica. 

Nothing  material  took  place  with  refped  to  captain 
Glover  till  the  month  of  March  1 780 1,  when,  having  been 
ordered  out  on  a  cruife  off  Monte  Chriftt,  under  the  orders 
of  captain  Comwallis,  in  the  Lion,  of  fixty-four  guns,  in 
company  with  the  Briftol,  of  fifty,  they  fell  in  with  a 
French  fquadron,  confiding  of  four  (hips  of  the  line  and  a 
frigate,  commanded  by  monfieur  de  la  Motte  Piquet. 
Notwithstanding  this  great  fuperiority  of  force,  the  Bntift 
fhips  defended  them  ft  Ives  with  the  utmoft  gallantry,  and 
with  the  fuccefs  it  well  deferved.  The  Janus  in  parti- 
cular diftinguiihed  herfelf  very  highly,  having,  by  her 
conttant  and  well-dire&ed  fire,  compelled  the  French 
chef  D'Efcadre  to  take  the  advantage  of  a  light  breeze  of 
.  windy  and  fheer  off,  with  the  lofs  of  his  mizen-top-raaft  and 
fore-top-gallant-matf.  This  gallant  adion  tow  place  on 
'March  21,  1780;  and  capt.  Glover,  who  had  long  been  in 
>  declining  (late,  had  not  the  happinefs  be  well  deferved,  of 
furv'rving  it.  He  died,  as  might  be  faid,  m  the  arms  of 
ti&ory,  pending  the  encounter,  and,  as  captain  Comwallis

HUDSON,  Charles,  — was  promoted  to  be  a  lieute- 
nant in  the  navy  on  June  27,  1757*,  and  from  thence  to 
Jjie  rank  of  commander,  of  the  fame  veflel,  Aug.  24, 1 762. 
He  removed,  early  in  1763,  into  the  Vulture,  of  fourteen 
guns,  in  Which  lie  was  fome  time  afterwards  employed  on 
the  Mediterranean  ftation.  On  the  20th  of  June,  1765, 
lie  was  promoted  to  be  a  poft-captain,  and  appointed 
to  the  Deal  Caftle,  of  twenty  guns;  but  no  other 
mention  is  made  of  him  farther  than  his  having  been  thus 
commiflioned,  till  17759  when  he  was  commiifioned 
to  the  Orpheus  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  and  ordered  to 
North  America,  nere  he  continued,  employed  on  a  va- 
riety or  fuch  fervices  as  the  (hip  he  commanded  was  ade- 
quate to  perform;  and  on  all  thofe  occafions  behaved 
with  the  propriety  and  fpirit  fuited  jto  the  charader  of 
a  brave  and  intelligent  officer.  In  the  month  of  Auguft 
^778,  the  Orpheus,  was  one  of  the  fquadron  of 
frigates  ftationed  at  Rhode  lfland,  when  that  poft  was 
attacked  by  an  American  army.  The  French  admiral, 
the  count  D'Eftaing,  had  arrived  off  the  port  in  great  force 
a  few  days  before ;  and  having  forced  his  way  into  the 
Jharbour  by  dint  of  very  fuperior  forge,  it  became  in* 
.difpenfibly  neceflary  to  deftroy  the  Orpheus,  and  all  the 
reft  of  the  fhipping,  to  prevent  their  falling  into  his  hands* 

Captain  Hudfon  having  returned  to  England,  was,  foon 
after  |*is  arrival,  appointed  to  the  Foudroyant,  as  captain 
to  the  late  lo/d  Shuldham ;  and  after  a  very  fliort  voyage, 
in  which  he  attended  the  outward-bound  fleets  into  a 
fafe  latitude,  removed  into  the  Richmond,  a  fliip  of 
the  fame  force  the  Orpheus  had  been.  At  the  dole  of 
the  year  1779,  he  was  ordered  again  to  North  America : 
.and  proceeded  thither  in  the  month  of  December,  having 
the  Raleigh  frigate  in  company,  as  convoy  to  a  fleet  of 
victuallers  and  .transports  from  Cork.  He  continued  oft 
the  fame  ftatiaa,  occupied  as  he  had  been,  during  his 
former  commaitft,  till  the  month  tf  September  1781, 

.  when, 

*  After  (bmc  time  of  fervice  in  dut  rank  on  board  the  Porcupine 
4oop,  under  cant.  J.  Fcrgufon,  he  was  appointed  lieatenant  and  conj- 
nander  of  the  rc$gy,  a  Boon  tender. 

.    *r  He  diftinguiihcd  himfelf  very  confpicuouuy  at  the  fiegc  of 
tCtolcfigwa  in  South  Carolina,  being  appointed  commandant  of  a 
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when,  being  attached  to  the  fleet  then  under  the  company 
of  rear-admiral  Graves,  he  was  ordered,  at  the  time  of  tfiip 
encounter  with  the  count  de  Graffe,  to  ftand  into  the 
Chefapeak,  accompanied  by  the  Iris  of  the  fame  force,, 
for  the  purpofe  of  cutting  away  the  buoys  from  the  French. 
anchors ;  the  enemy  having  flipped  their  cables,  antf 
left  them  behind.  This  (ervice  captain  Hudfon,  and 
his  colleague,  very  diligently  and  completely  performed* 
though  in  the  end  their  fuccefs  coft  them  dear,  for  the 
count  de  Grade  returning  back  to  his  anchorage  before 
they  could  clear  the  land,  were  JWth  of  them,  unfortu- 
.  irately  hemmed  in,  and  captured. 

Captain  Hudfon  returned  to  England  as  foon  as  ex* 
changed,  but  too  late  to  receive  any  fubiequent  appoint- 
ment'during  the  continuance  of  the  war.  Immediately, 
Jiowever,  after  its  conclufion,  he  was  commiftioned  to  the 
Venus  frigate,  of  thirty- fi*  guns,  a  (hip  fitted  as  p,  peace 
cruifcr  in  the.  Irifli  Channel.'  He  retained  this  command 
during  the  cuftomary  period'of  three  years,  but  after  quit. 
ting  it,  is  not  known  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  one* 
In  1793,  in  cohfequence  of  the  promotion  of  flag-officers 
which  then  took  place,  he  was  put  on  the  fuperannuated 
\\i\  with  the  rank,  arid  half- pay  of  a  rear-admiral. 

jMULGRA VE,  Conftantine  John  Phipps,  Lord, — was 
Ihe  eldeft  fon  of  Conftantine,  created  baron  Mulgrave,  of 
ttfew  Rbfs,  in  the  county  of  Wexford  and  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  jby  writ  of  privy  feal,  dated  at  St.  James's  Auguft 
ihe  8th,  1767,  and  by  patent,  at  Dublin,  on  the  3d 
of  September' following.  The  mother  of  the  noWe  lord, 
whofe  memoirs  we  are  about  to  give,  was  Lepell,  eldeft 
daughter  to  John,  lord  Hervey,  of  Ick worth,  fon  of  John, 
fi'rft  carl  of  Briftol.  His  lordlbip  was  born  on  the  30th 
of  May,  I744>  and,  having  made  choice  pf  a  maritime 
jifc,  entered  into  the  fea  fervice  at  a  very  early  age*.  He 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  17th  of 


ftrigade  of  509  Volunteer  feamen  puc  on  (bore  to '.attack  the 
g&inojican  pof)  at  Mo&nt  Pleafam,  and  afterward*  the  Fort  on  Sai£ 
jjaa'^flaiid,  both  whidy  entcrprixes  (juqeeede^  in.  the  foUcft  extent, 
yaptain  Hudfon,*  together  with  the  officers  who  fcrved  under  bis 
•orders,  received  on  this  pecafion  the  hi^heft  encomium*  from  the 
^co  m  m  andej  ^^chief .' 

*  He  fervecf  as  a  tuidfhipman  on  board  t;he  Dragon,  under  the  boo. 
fapt.  Hervey,  his  relative,  at  the  attacjt  o?  Wartime** 
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March,  17^2^  but  no  particular  information  relative  to 
htm  has-  come  id  our  knowledge  (luring  the  time  he  conti- 
nued jn  this  rank,,  or  the  fuperior  one  of  commander,  to* 
\frKich  he  was  advanced  on  the  24th  of  November,  1763. 
On  the  idth.of  June,  1765,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
poft-qaptain,  and  appointed  to  the  Terpficbore  frigate ; 
but,  excepting  the  mere  date  -of  the  commiflion  juft 
given,  we  knowno  particulars  whatever  relative  to  him.  In 
X7.67  he  was  captain  of  the  Boreas,  of  28  guns,  then 
employed  as  a  cruifing  frigate,  but  did  not  long  continue 
to  retain  this  command.     At  the  general  eleftion  in  1^68, 
he  was,  after  a  very  ftrongconteft  with  Mr.  Vyner,  ohofen 
one  of  the  representatives  for  the  city  of  Lincoln,  and 
Very  foon  became  diftinguifhed  as  a.fpeafcer,  but  does 
not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  naval  commiflion 
till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1773,  when  an  expedition 
to  the  North  Pole  having  been  undertaken,  by  the  advice 
of  the  royal  foclety,  as  well  for  the  purpofe  of  afcer- 
raining  to  what  degree  of   latitude  it  was  poffible  to 
penetrate,  as  of  making*  fome  aftronomical  obfervations 
ivhich  might  be,  ferviceable  to  navigation,  and  advance 
the  difcovery  of  a  north-eaft  paflage  into  tfie  South  Seas, 
captain  Phipps  was  propofed  as. an  officer  in  every  way 

Qualified  to  command  fo  difficult,  and  dangerous  an  expe- 
ition. 
TheRacehorfe  and  Carcafs  bomb-ketches  were  pitched 
upon  for  this  fcrvrce,;as  the  belt  calculated,  on  acceunt  of 
the;.folidity  of  their  cdnftrudlibn,  to  refill  the  affaults  of 
the, ice,  and  the  tempeffuons  feas  they  were,  in  aH  likely- 
hood,  deftined  to  encounter.  They  were  ftored  with 
every  poffible  attention  to  the  inclemency  of  the  climate 
they  were  to  enter  into:  nor  was  the  fmallelt  point  omitted 
that  could  in  anr  degree  contribute  to  *he  fuccefs  of  the 
Bropofed  undertaking,  pa^rain  Phipps  was  commiflioned 
tb  rhe*Jtacehorfefon  the;22cj'of  April;  and  that  (hip,  as 
^feH  as*  her  confort,'  were  taken  into  dock  immediately 
afterwards  for  the  purpofe  of  fitting  them  ftill  more  fub- 
Ilantially,  if  poffible,  For  their  intended  fervice.  On 
-the  aad  of  May,  the  RacehoWe  being  completely  fitted 
W^  ..viftted  >y  tlie  earl  pf^q^wioh,  at  that  time  firft 
C/Qin^ifCoqej  of ,  the  ad»jwfcji-Jboard,  wd  every  poffible 
&r»tiajt  made,  as  is  *eiy  hkmoiirably  ftaled  in  the  narrative 
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of  the  voyage,  as  to  .whether  due  attention  had  been  paid 
to  the  different  points  of  equipment. 

Captain  Phipps  proceeded  immediately  afterwards  tq 
the  Nore,  where  he  w^s  joined,  on  the  30th  of  the  fame 
month  (May)  by  the  Carcafs,  captain  Lutwidge.  They 
proceeded  together  qn  their  voyage  on  the  4th  of  June, 
3nd  on  the  28th  made  the  land  of  Spitsbergen.  The 
JRacehorfe  and  Carcafs  continued  in  thofe  frozen  feas, 
till  the  1 6th  of  Auguft,  pccafionally  occupied  either  in 
coafting  along  the  (hore  of  Spitsbergen  or  the  land  adja- 
cent*, with  the  immenfe  fields  of  ice  which  might  be 
faid  to  enclofe  them,  or  in  endeavouring  to  fulfill,  more 
completely,  the  object  of  their  expedition,  by  forcing  a 
paflage  through  eyery  channel,  that  appeared  in  any  degree 
open.  On  the  31ft  of  July  the  (hips  were  clolely  fur* 
rounded  by  the  ice,  which  became  fo  thick  and  unpene- 
trable, that  the  greateft  fears  were  entertained  they 
would  be  prevented  from  returning,  f  veryatteptipn  was, of 
courfe,  immediately  paid  to  the  iafety  of  the  people :  the 
launches  were  hauled  over  the  ice;  and,  in  fhort,  no 
meafure  that  bore  any  appearance  of  tending  to  ttiejr  deli- 
verance, omitted.  At  lengthy  when  leaftexpe&ed,andmuch 
labour  had  been  fruitlefsly,  though  prudently,  thrown  away 
in  the  attempt,  the  (hips  drifted  to  the  weftward  with  the 
ice,  paSTed  the  boats,  which  were  immediately  ordered  on 
board ;  and,  on  the  10th  of  Auguft,  about  noon,  having 
got  clear  of  their  Surrounding  difficulties,  flood  out  to  fca. 

On  the  following  day  they  anchored  in  §meerenburgh 
harbour,  where  the  Dutch  were  formerly  accuftomed  to 
boil  their  whale  oil,  and  where),  they  then  found  fa** 
Dutch  fbtps  at  anchor.  A  few  fubiequent  attempts  to 
pufti  to  the  northward  were  made  between  this  time  and  the 
aid:  they  all  of  them,  however,  proved  iinconfequential ; 
and  the  wind  then  coming  round  briflcly  to  the  northward, 
this  circumftance,  together  with  the  very  advanced  Seafon 
of  the  year,  united  to  confirm  the  determination  of  captain 
Phipps  to  make  no  farther  exertions,  which  experience 

*  Several  afltonomical  and  other  observations  were  made,  the  re- 
fnlts  from  which  were,  in  many  mftances,  extremely  curious,  particu- 
larly as  to  the  variation  of  the  needle,  and  the  temperature  of  the 
water  at  Great  Pcfottcj. 
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£ud  taught  him  could  not  be  expe&ed  fuccefsful,  ■  but 
Mo  jprwted  immediately  to  the  fouthward*.  On  the  7th 
.?f  September  the  ihips  arrived  off  Shetland:  and  from 
*hat  time  till  the  24th*  when  they  reached  Orfordnefs, 
/cncounjnqd  content,  and  moft  violent  gales  of  wind, 
inch  as  proved  the  judgment  with  which  the  time  wa$ 
chofen  tor  the  commencement  of  the  voyage,  as  well 
as  for  the  abandoning  any  farther  attempt,  which,  if 
perfifted  in,  mud  inevitably  have  proved  fatal* 

Captain  Phipps,  in  confcquence  of  the  death  of  hi? 
father,  which  happened  on  the  13th  of  September,  I775? 
Succeeded  to  the  title  of  lord  Mtilgrave,  and  in  the  year 
?777t,  he  was  chofen  reprefentative  in  parliament,  in 
consequence  of  bis  friendlhip  and  connexion  with  the 
carl  of  Sandwich,  for  the  town  of  Huntingdon.  At 
the  clofe  of  the  feme  year,  that  jjs  to  fay,  on  the  4th  of 
December,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  commiffioners  for 
executing  the  office  pf  lord  high  admira),  a  ftation  he 
uninterruptedly  he^J,  through  four  comraifEons,  till  the 
general  political  convulfion,  which  QUifed  him  to  quit  jt 
on  the  30th  of  March,  1782.  Soon  after  the  commence- 
ment .01  the  difpute  with  the  American  colonies,  his  lordT 
flrip  was  appointed  to  the  Ardent,  of  fixty  guns,  one  of 
the  ihips  employed  tp  cruife  in  th^  Pay  of  Bifcay,  as 
well  as  off  other  parts  of  the  coaft  of  France,  for  the 
double  purpofe  pf  watching  the  naval  armaments  of  that 
country,  and  of  retraining  the  commerce  of  the  colonies; 
but  a  fliort  timp  before  the  a&ual  commencement  of  hofti- 
lities  willi  the  former  power,  his  lordfljip  was  promoted 
to  the  Coifragejix,  of  feyenty-four  guns. 

In"  tiiif  fliip  he  JTerved  during  the  whole  of  the  war, 
except  at  intervals,  where  his  attendance  in  parliament, 
or  the  indiipen£bl£  attention  to  the  ftation  he  held,  of 

•  A  wall  of  impenetrable  ice  (as  it  u  called,  and  Hated  in  the  nar- 
rative to  have  been)  wa«  found  19  extend  more  than  twenty  degrees 
between  the  latitude*  80  and  81 ,  through  which  there  did  not  appear  to 
be  the  fmalleft  opening  to  the  northward.  The  afironomert  landed  on 
feteral  iflands,  and  made  a  number  of  curious  ohfcrvaaooa,  a  circuav 
JUaJe which  flandt  as  an  incontrovertible  proof,  that  the  expedition 
was  not  undertaken  in  vain. . 

'  +  From  the  general  elcaion  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 774  till  thjs 
pmc  be  was  out  of  parliamcy. 
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coramiffianer  at  the^idmiralty-board,  rendered  his  abfegco^ 
from  comtpand  necetfary,  and  caurcd,  as  was  fbmetimer 
the  cafe,  the,  Cqjnrrageux  to  be  fent  to  fea  tinder  an  afifing 
captairt.  To  enumerate  the  moft  material  occafionf  oti 
which  his  name  is  mentioned,  as  concerned— fte  was  pre- 
Ifent  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet,  off  Ulbant, 
hn  the  27th  of  July,  t.778,  and  very  materially  tngaged, 
having  had  nineteeri  men  killed  or  woiirjdeS. '  Being' 
Ohe  of  the  witnc.fles  examined  on  the  trial  of  admiral 
Keppel,.  which  took  place  in  the  enfuing  fprihg,  a  long 
and  difagreeable  altercation,  carried  on  with  confiderable. 
Warmth  on  both  fides,  arofe.  between  his  Iordfhip,  and  act 
miral  MontagUej  one  of  the  members  of  the  court:  the 
Aifpute  terminated,  however,  without  being  productive  of 
any  fcrious  conferences. 

During  the  year  1779,  as  well  *as  the  fiicceeding,  no 
extraordinary  occurrence  appears  to  have  falleri  within  die 
fphere  of  fris lordlhin*s  command.  He-continued  conftantly 
on  the  home 'or  channel  ftation,  bejonging  to  the  fleet 
tinder  the  orders  of  admiral  fir  C.  Hardy ;  and  after  the 
death  of  the  gentleman  laft-mertioned,  of  admiral  Geary 
and  Mr.  Darby,  progreflivel}-,  a  period  which,  we  have  al- 
ready had  occanon  to  obferve  tr}  our  account  of  thofegentje- 
tnen,  otfitlg  to  the  cautious  conduct,  or  very  fuperior'force 
of  the  enemy,  patted  on  without  conteft.  At  the  conclufion 
of  the  yea*r  fifft-meritioned,  his  lord/hip  was  ordered  out  on  a 
winterrcruife  In  the  Channel,  in  company  with  the  Valiant, 
k  ftiip  of  the  fame  force  with  his  own.  On  the  4th  of 
January,  1 781,  they  fell  in  with  two*  French. frigates,  one 
of  which  being' chaced  by  the  Valiant,*  his  lortfihip  pur- 
fued  th£.  other,  which  .proved  to  be  .the  Minerva^  of  %  yi 
jns  and  three  hundred  and  fixtecn  men,  taken  from  the 
nglifh,;'in  the  Weft  Indies,  at  the  commencement  of 
the' war.  The  fea  ran  extremely  high  at  the  time  the 
"Courageux  got  up  _  with  the  chace,  a  -circumftance  which 
"encouraged  the  chevalier  de  Grimodardi1  whocomm&infled 
*tlic  energy's  ihip,  and  in  this,  irrftafloe,  rinfofonatety 
dot  tunwj^efifid  *  bravery*  bordering. on ;.fVj?ti?y«ffy 
<0ttefhpt  atacfiflanBe*  wiilch  the&wileil  refleiUo^mufth^Vf 
^eonvlttted'hi^  was  not  only  iritempcirate*i>fat  nujato#y,ajod 
tWiie,  Jke  Minerva  didfnot  further-  tiU  -after  a  moft 
,§  ■■-»•'■"'  -  ■ '«'•  bbflfiiiate 
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•bftinafc  conteft  of  an  hqur's  continuance ;  by  which  time 
ail  her  mails  were  rendered  unserviceable;  her  hull  very 
confitierably  damaged ;  one  of  her  lieutenants,  with  forty-, 
nine  of  the  crew,  killed;  the  captain  himfelf,  with k his 
i^pphew  and  twenty-one  other  perfons  wounded,  the  greater 
part  of  them  very  dangjeroufly.  The  Courageux,  though 
far  lefs  injured  in  this  very  unequal,  and  frantic  conteit,^ 
ponteft  prolonged  in  confequence  of  not  one-twentieth 
part  of  her  fhot  having  taken  place  owing  to  the  great 
Swell,  had,  neverthelefs,  ten  men  killed  and  feven  wound- 
ed ;  WitK  her  foi^-mart,  mizen-maft,and  bolt-fprit,alfo  very 
materially  injured*  Soon  after  his  return  into,  port,*,  and 
fusconfequent  refitment,  he  was  fent,  with  another  4hip 
qf  the  fame  force,  and  fqme  others  of  inferior  rate,  to 
make  an  attempt  on  the  Dutch  port  of  Flufhing ;  but, 
owing  to  information  received  by  the  enemy,  previous  tq 
%ny  attack,  or  even  the  preparations  for  oik,  the  whob 
jefign  was  obliged  to  be  abandoned*  '    ; 

,  karly  in  the  eniuing  fpring  his  lordfliip  accompanied 
vice-admiral  Darby  with  the  fleet  to  Gibraltar;  but 
neither  on  this,  nor  any  fubfequent  occafion,  is  he 
particularly  noticed  during  the  remainder  of  the  war, 
except  as  having  accompanied  lord  Howe,  and.  the 
inain  fleet,  to  Gibraltar  in:  ij$2.  In  the  flight 
encounter  which  took  place  off  the  Streights  with  the 
fombined  fleet,  on  the  20th  of  Oftober,  he  led 
the  diviflon  of  the  commander-in-chief,  and  had  one 
mjUfliipman  Killed,  together  with  four  feamen  wounded. 
jPeace  took  place  in  a  few  weeks  after  the  return  of  the 
fleet  into  port,  and  the  Courageux  being,  confequently^ 

{>aid  off,  was  put  out  of  commiflion  eafly  in  the  enfuing 
jpring:  after  which  we  do  not  believe  his  lordfliip  ever  to 
have  accepted  of  any  naval  command. 
'  He  continued  to  reprefent  the  town  of  Huntingdon 
IfoEd  the  time  he  was  nrft  chofen,  till  the  general  ele&ion 
in  1784,  when  he  was  Returned  for  the  town  of  Newark* 
upon-Trent.  Iri  the  month  of  Aprak  iffyy  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  high  Ration  of  joint  paymtffter-generaf  of 
the  forces;  antf,  on  the  18th  of  the  erifiiing  month,  one 
of  the  commifljoners  for  managing,  the  affairs  of  theEaft- 
..Jndia  company;  both  which  offices,  ^together  with  that  of 
.» lord  of  the  committee  of  council,  appointed  by  his  ma-

jeftyfor  the  confideration  of  all  matters  relative  to  trad* 
and  foreign  plantation^,  he  continued  to  hold  till  1791. 
On  the  1 6th  of  June,  1790,  he  was  raifed  to  the  dignity 
of  a  peer  of  Great  .Britain  1>y  the  fame  tide  he  had  before 
held  in  Ireland,  but  did  not  long  continue  to  enjoy  this 
accumulation  of  honours*  dying  on  the  10th  of  O&ober, 
1792*.  in  confequence  of  his  having  jcft  .110  iflTue  the 
Engltfh  title  became  extinA ;  ibut,  in  1794-9  **  was  revived 
in  the  perfon  of  his  brother,  the  aright  honourable  Henry 
Fhipps,  now  lord  Mulgrave  of  flhe  kingdom  of  Great 
Britain,  as  wefl  as  of  Ireland.  " 

OHARA,  Francis,  — -brqther  to  captain  James 
OHara,  already  mentioned,  was  promoted  to  the  jrank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  ,navy  on  the  29th  of  May,  1756,  and  to 
that  of  commander  on  the  a8th.of  Decemoer,  ^763.  We 
have  not,  however,  beeh  able  to  colleft  any  farther  par- 
1  ticulars  relative  to  the  commands  in  which  ne  was,  while 
holding  either  (taction,  enraged.  He  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  poft-captain  on  June  OOj  1765,  by  commiflion 
appointing  him  to  the  Sheernefs.  We  are  lorry  to  lay  we 
have  no  farther  account  of  him  except  that  having  after- 
wards removed  into  fome  other  fhijp,  the  name  of  which 
we  are  unacquainted  with,  ,and,  •being  ordered  to  the  coaft 
of  Africa,  he  was  killed  there,  in  the  conrfe  of  the  year 
J  769,  in  a  tumult,  occasioned  either  by  Ian  infurreaion 
among  the  free  natives,  or  thofe  which  had  J>ecn  purchased 
for  the  purpofe  of  fupplying  the  Weft  Indian  colonies. 

VANDEPUT,  George,-— ferved  as  a  midfhipman  on 
boaxri  the  Neptune,  at  the  fiege  of  Quebec,  under  the  late 
fir  C.  Saunders ;  and  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  24th  of  September,  1759.  After  the  peace 
he  was  fent  out  to  Senegal  as  commander  of  ^  guard- veflel 
ilationed  there ;  from  whence,  having  returned  to  England* 
he  was  promoted  to  be  a  commander  on  April  17, 1764; 
as  he  farther  was  on  the  20th  of  June,  1765*  to  the  rank 

+  Of  all  thofe  who  have  borne  die  rank  of  .captain  in  Jthe  nary 
without  living  to  attain  a  more  conCequential  .and  aftive  epmmana, 
very  few  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  attract  fo  much  of  the  public 
notice  as  his  lordlhip.  Independent  of  his profeffion,  he  poflefled  con- 
lidctaMe  ability  both  as  a  ftatefman  and  a  philofophcr.  His  natural  qua- 
Jifkarioos  he  had  improved  by  confidence  application ;  and  the  only 
Mint  that  his  grcateft  enemy,  could  ever  object  to  him  was,  that,  on 
tome  particular  occafions,  he  appeared  rather  too  confident  of  his 
**a  fupcriority. 
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of  pofccajtfain,  and  appointed  to  the  Surprize,  of  twenty 
guns*     How  Ions  he  remained  in  this  veflel  does  not  ap- 

}>ear;  but,  in  170^  we  find  him  appointed  to  the  Caryf- 
brt,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  a  new'  frigate  then  juft 
launched*  He  was  not  long  afterwards  ordered  to  the 
Mediterranean,  where  he  continued  during  the  ufuaily 
allotted  period  of  three  years. 

In  the' month  of  April  1769,  being  at  Leghorn,  he 
had  the  honour  of  being  prefented  to,  and  very  much 
noticed  by  the  emperor  of  Germany,  who  then  vifited 
that  port.  This  circumftance,  uninterefting  as  it  may 
appear  to  fome,  we  have  been  induced  to  record  as  being 
the  only  one  which  offers  itfelf  to  our  notice  during  the 
time  this  gentleman  held  the  command  laft-mentioned. 
After  his  return  to  England  he  was  appointed,  in  1770, 
to  the  Solebay,  of  thirty-two  guns,  a  frigate  employed, 
during  the  three  enfuing  years,  as  a  cruifef  on  the  home 
ftation.  Quitting  the  {hip  juft- mentioned  in  1773*  ^ 
was  in  the  enfuing  year  appointed  to  the  Alia,  of  lixty- 
four  guns,  in  which  fliip  ne  was  afterwards  ordered  to 
North  America.  He  continued  there  during  the  cufto- 
mary  period  of  three  years*;  and  the  Afia  having  returned 
to  Europe  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  1777,  was 
ordered  into  dock  for  refitment,  and  neceffary  repair. 
During  this  period,  however,  captain  Vandeput  does  not 
appear  to  have  quitted  his  command;  but  as  foon  as  the 

*  It  has  been  reported,  we  know  not  with  what  truth,  that  during 
the  time  this  Grip  was  ftattoned  off  New  York,  it  very  narrowly  es- 
caped, through  the  (aoacity  of  captain  Vandeput  himself,  being  blown 
up,  in  confcquence  of  an  infidious,  though  it  mud  be  owned,  veiy  in- 
genious American  contrivance. 

A  quantity  of  gunpowder  was  put  on  board  a  fmall  veflel,  which  is 
faid  to  have  purpolery  thrown  herfelf  in  the  way  of  one  of  the 
AGa's  tenders.  #  In  one  of  the  barrels  was  an  alarum,  or  piece  of  clock- 
work, which  being  wound  up,  previous  to  its  being  put  into  the  barrel, 
would  go  off  at  a  diflant  period,  and  by  means  of  a  muikct-lock  attached 
to  it,  firing  the  powder  which  furrounded  it,  would,  on  being  taken 
into  the  magazine  of  the  Alia,  have  let  fire  to  the  whole  (lore,  and 
thereby  blown  up  the  veflel.  The  whole  fcheme  was,  however,  hap- 
pily fruftrated  by  the  prudence  of  captain  Vandepot,  and  the  terrors  of 
one  of  the  American  prifoners  who  was  on  board,  and  in  the  fecret.  In 
,1773  a  fcrious  difpute  arofe  between  him  and  the  mayor  of  New  York, 
relative  to  the  removal  of  the  cannon  from  the  batteries  of  the  town. 
It  had  been  preceded  by  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants, 
which  produced  a  cannonade  from  the  Afia,  and  caufed  a  return,  in 
•oofequence  of  which  the  Afia  had  one  man  killed.  4 
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Ihip  came  out  of  dock  w,as  ordered  to  the  fiaft  Indies, 
whither  he  proceeded,  and  continued  fame  years  without 
encountering  or  meeting  with  any  occurrence,  worthy  our 
notice. 

He  returned  to  England  with  a  fleet  of  Eaft  f  ndia  Ihips 
tinder  hrs  convoy  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  1781 ; 
apd  after  continuing  for  a  ihort  time  unemployed,  waS, 
at  the  beginning  o?  the  enruing  year,  appointed  to  the 
Atlas,  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety-eight  guns,  then  newly 
'launched.  As  foon  as  his  ihjp  was  fit  for  fea,  he  was 
ordered  to  join  the  main  or  channel  fleet,  which,  in  the 
month  of  September,  proceeded  to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar. 
In  the  fleirmifh  which  took  place  with  the  combined  fleets 
of  France  and  Spain  on  the  2orh  of  October,  and  at 
•which  captain  Vandeput  was,  of  courfe,  prefent,  the 
Atlas  had  two  men  killed  and  three  wounded.  He 
quitted  this  command  immediately  on  the  return  of  the 
fleet  into  port,  and  peace  following  almoft  inftanta- 
neoufly,  was  appointed  to  the  'William  and  Mary  yacht. 
He  removed  from  this  veflel  at  the  commencement  of  the 
enfning  fummer,  into  the  Princefs  Augufta,  a  veffel  of  the 
fame  defcription,  and  proceeded  not  long  afterwards  to 
the  Elbe  for  the  purpofe  of  conveying  thither  his  royal 
highnefs  prince  Edward,  fourth  fon  to  his  prefent 
majefty. 

Captain  Vandeput  continued  to  retain  the  command 
lad-mentioned,  till  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  flag- 
officer,  a  promotion  which  took  place  on  the  ift  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1793;  in  confequence  of  which  he  became  rear- 
admiral  of  the  blue.  Some  time  after  this,  he  hoifted  his 
flag  on  board  the  Saturn,  of  feventy-four  guns,  but  had 
„»ot  the  good  fortune  to  meet  with  any  remarkable  oppor- 
tunity of  diftinguifliing  himfelf,  or  caufing  us  to  notice 
him,  otherwife  than  as  a  very  good  and  able  officer,  holding 
«n  inactive  command.  On  the  12th  of  April,  17949  fie 
was  farther  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red ;  as  he 
.was,  moreover,  on  the  4th  of  July  following,  to  be  vice 
jrf  the  blue.  In  the  month  of  May,  1795,  he  hoifted  his 
Bag  on  board  the  Jupiter,  of  fifty  guns,  being  appointed 
to  command  a  fquadron,  or  diviuon  in  the  armament, 
which  the  irruption  of  the  French  into  Holland,  rendered 
it  indifpenfibly  neceflkry  to  keep  (tabooed  in  the  North 
Sea.  On  the  ift  of  June  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-sd- 
v.   ~  5«  mini 
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ftriral  of  tKe  white;  and  having  in  the  interim  removed 
his  flag  into  the  Leopard,  a  (hip  of  the  fame  force  with 
the  Jupiter,  continued  on  the  northern  ftation  during  thk 
remainder1  of  the  yean  Some  time  after  this  he  hoifted 
His  flag  oh  boatd  the  Refolution,  of  feventy-four  gun*, 
and  proceeded  to  Halifax-  in  Nova  Scotia,  being  inverted 
Vmh  the  North- American  command,  which  he  has  filled 
with  diligence,  as  well  as  ability,  and  which  he  (till  eont 
tfnues  to  retain. 

CORNER,  John, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
itevy  on  the  6th  of  Oftober,  1 758 ;  but  we  have  no  infor- 
mation of  the  precife  time,  when  he  was  promoted  to  be  a 
fcommander,  nor  account  either,  of  the  appointments,  ofr 
fervrces  on  wMch  he  was  employed  while  holding  thfe 
•tank.  On  the  2&th  of  June,  1705,  he  was  advanced  t6 
that  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Liverpool,  k 
fifth  rate;  but,  except  the  mere  date  of  the  commiffion 
juft-mentioned,  we  have  no  account  of  him  till  1768, 
when,  being  appointed  to  the  Romney,  of  fifty  gun*, 
as  captain  to  commodore  Hood,  now  lord  Bridjport, 
he  was  Ordered  to  North  America.  In  the  tnluing 
.year  he  underwent  the  difagreeable  talk  of  witneflihg 
a  revival  of  thofe  feuds,  which  a  fhort  time  before,  had 
•fcxifted  between  the  American  Colonies  and  Great  Britain, 
on  account  of  the  ftamp  a£t  j  and,  till  the  event  we  arte 
now  going  to  mention  took  place,  appeared  to  have  been 
in  great  meafure  allayed  by  its  repeal. 

The  Romney  being,  as  was  cuuomary  in  time  of  peace, 
on  the  Bofton  ftation,  was  moored  in  the  harbour;  ami 
the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  having  feized  a  veflel,  as  con- 
cerned in  a  contraband  trade,  after  fun-fet,  carried  her 
"down  to  the  Romney  for  the  purpofe  of  profedion  frofti 
any  attempt,  that  might  be  made  by  the  owners,  or  their 
'adherents,  to  repoflfefs  themfelves  of  her.     There  appears 
%to  have  been  fdme  irregularity  in  the  feizure,  which,  it  is 
faid,  the  law  prefcribed  fliould  have  been  made,  between 
"what  is  commonly,  though  improperly,  called  fun,  and 
fun.    The  people,  exafperated  at  a  procedure  deemed  fo 
.violent  and  illegal,  were  immediately  thrown  into  a  great 
ferment ;  and  the  weight  of  their  refentment  falling  on 
the  officers  of  the  revenue,  they  were  all  obliged,  thinking 
their  lives  in  danger,  to  take  fhelter  on  board  the  Romney. 
As  an  unfortunate  coincidence  of  difagreeable  events 

tending 
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tending  to  promote  animopty,  feyeral  feamen  had  been 
impreued,  from  different  American  veffels,  by  captain 
Corner's  boats ;  and,  what  was  ftill  more  unfortunate,  among 
thefe  perfons,was  a  young  man,  who,  though  in  a  Seafar- 
ing way.  of  life,  had  very  powerful  and  extenfive  con- 
nexions in  the  town  of  tfoftpn,  where  Jlis  family  livedL 
A  deputation  was  accordingly  appointed  to  w^tqn  cap- 
tain Corner  for  the  purpofe  of  ftattng  trie  alledged  griev- 
ances ;  and  it  is  but  juftice  to  his  memory  to  declare,  thai 
it  appears  no  perfon  could  have  conduced  himfelf,  on  fo 
delicate  an  occafion,  with  more  milcfnefs  ahcf  moderation* 
having  a  proper  regard  for.  the  honour  of  the  ftation.  he 
then  held.  In  (hort,  no  facrifice  whatever  was  made  to 
the  honour  either  of  government,  or  the  fervice ;  and  the 
deputies  retired  perfe&ly  fatisfied  with  t|ie  general  con* 
dud  captain  Corner  obfcrved  towards  them. 

He  returned  to  England,  not  long  afterwards,  having 
exchanged  into  the  Huflar  frigate;  and  is  (aid  to  have 
married,  on  the  6th  of  September,  1776,  a  lady  of  tht 
name  of  Berry.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Crefcent  frigate,  and  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies;  but 
unfortunately  furvived  his  arrival  on  hi£  ftation  but  a  ver/ 
fhort  time,  dying  at  St.  Vincent's  either  in  the  month  of 
December  1772,  or  the  very  commefJcemtnt  of  the 
enfuing,  year. 

GORDON,  Francis  Grant,— a  gentleman  of  Scoru'fli 
extra&ion,  now  living,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  *on  the  29th  of  June,  1753 ;  and  to 
that  of  commander  on  the  24th  of  September,  1762:  but 
we  have  no  information  concerning  him  during  the  time 
he  continued  in  either  ftation,  except  that  he  was  appoint- 
ed, though,  we  believe  not  immediately  on  his  firft  pro* 
motion  to  the  rank  laft-mentioned,  to  the  Merlin  floop  of 
war.  Me  was  advanced,  on  the  1 1  th  of  July,  1765,  to  bt 
captain  of  the  Greyhound,  a  twenty-gun  fliip,  but  we 
have  no  account  whatever  of  the  fervices  on  which  he  was 
employed,  or  whether  he  ever  held  any  fubfequent  corn- 
mi  fli  on.  Some  time  after  his  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
poft-captain  he  aflumed  the  name  of  Gordon,  in  addition 
to  his -former  one  of  Grant ;  and  married,  on  the  18th  of 
September,  1770,  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Afhton.    In 

*  He  ferved  in  that  ftation,  on  board  the  Bedford,  in  1755. 
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ttonfequence  of  his  having  held  no  commiflion  during  fo 
taany  years,  he  was  not  advanced,  when  he  became,  in 
point  of  feniority,  entitled  to  a  flag,  to  be  a  rear-admiral 
on  the  fupetehnuated  lift,  but  put  oh  that  of  retired 
Captains. 

LEARV,  Johfa,-^ls  khowri  td  us  only  as  having  been 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
30th  of  September,  1758;  and  as  having  been  advanced 
afterwards  to  that  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion  bearing 
date  July  the  13th*  1765.  We  have  no  reafon  to  think 
he  ever  held  ahy  fubfequeftt  command;  nor,  indeed,  have 
we  been  able  to  colleft  any  farther  particulars  concerning 
hi,m,  except  that  we  believe  him  to  have  died  in,  or  about 
the  year  1789. 

PATTISON,  Mark,-*was,  in  1758,  mafter  of  the 
Neptune,  under  fir  C.  Saunders,  and  was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant in  the  navy  on  January  15,  1759;  as  he  moreover 
was  a  commander  on  the  14th  of  O&ober,  1762*.  He  was 
advanced,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  Auguft  the  21  ft, 
I765,  to  be  captain  of  the  Juno  frigate.  Thefe  very 
{lender  particulars,  however,  form  the  whole  of  the 
information  which  we  have  been  able  to  procure  relative 
to  this  gentleman.  When  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift 
of  poft-captains,  he  was  put  on  that  of  retired,  or  fuper- 
annuated  officers  in  the  rank  laft-mentioned ;  and  died,  we 
believe,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1796.

ADMIRALS  1793. 

BUCKNER,  Charles.  —  This  gentleman,  who  is 
now  living,  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
on  the  6th  of  June,  1756 ;  and  to  that  of  commander  of 
the  Virgin  brig,  floop  of  war,  on  the  26th  of 
September,  1761,  At  the  end  of  the  erifuing  year  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Savage;  excepting  which  cir- 
cumftance,    we  have  no  account  of  him  till  the   17th 

*  After  the  peace  he  was  feat  to  the  Falkland  Iflaoda  in  a  bomb-ketch. 
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of  February,  1766,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rant 
of  poft-captain,  and  being  appointed  to  the  Lark,  was 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  After  continuing  on  that 
ftation  for  Tome  time,  he  removed  into  the  Chatham,  of 
fifty  guns,  in  which  wg  believe  him  to  have  afterwards 
returned  to  England.  We  have  no  fubfetjucnt  account 
of  any  command  held  oy  him,  till  the  end  of  the  year 
1780,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Prothee,  of  fixty-foor 
uns,  a  fhip  taken  from  the  French  in  the  preceding 
pring.  He  remained  on  the  home  ffation  till  the  end  of 
the  year  1781,  without  meeting  with  any  occurrence  worthy 
our  particular  notice;  and  Being  ordered  /with  fir  G.ftod- 
ney,  to  the  Weft  Indies,  ferved  under  him  in  the  two  me- 
morable encounters  which  took  place,  on  the  9th  and  i2thof 
April,  1782,  between  the  Britiih  fleet,  and  that  of  France 
commanded  by  the  count  de  Grafle.  On  thofe  occafions, 
though  very  materially,  and  dlftingtiifhedly  engaged, 
captain  Buckner  had  tne  good  fortune  to  have  no  more 
I  than  five  feamen  killed,  together  with  his  uiafter,  and 
twenty- four  feamen  wounded. 

In  a  very  fhort  time  after  the  a£tfon,  he  removed  into 
the  Royal  Oak,  of  feventy-four  guns,  and  continued  to 
ferve  in  that  (hip,  on  the  Weft-Indian  and  North- Ame- 
rican ftation,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war.     Return- 
ing to  England  about  the  middle  of  ihc  year  1783,  he' was 
paid  off,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  Tield  any  other  cbm- 
miflion  till  after  the  year  1787,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  William  and  Mary  yacht.     He  continued  cap- 
tain of  that  veflel,  till   his  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793. 
On  the  1 2th  of  April,  1794,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  pf  tjie  white;  as  he  was,  moreover,  on  the 
4th  of  July  following,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue. 
In  tHe  month  of  March,    1/95,   he  Was  appointed  to 
command  at  the  Nore,  as  fuccellbr  to'  vice-admiral  Dal- 
.rymplc,  and  accordingly  hbrftcd  his  flag  on  board  tfic 
Sandwich,   at  the  Nore.     On  the  iftof  June  fbllowiifg 
he  was  raifed  to  the4  rank'of  vice-admiral'  of  the  white, 
and  continued  employed,  as  juft  now  ftited,  tilt  thc'nfonth 
of  June  1.797  ; .  but,  having  ft  ruck  his  flag  as*  foon  as  the 
taiutiny,  which  then  broke  out  on  board  the  flups  \y\ig 
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there,  was  crufhed,  has  not  accepted  of  any  naval  ap- 
pointment fince  that  time* 

GELL,  John.  — This  gentleman,  who  is  now  living, 
is  the  defcendant  of  a  very  ancient  and  refpedable  Der- 
byfhire  family.  He  was  promoted  to  be  a  lieutenant  in 
the  navy  on  the  6th  of  January,  1760 ;  and  a  commander 
on  the  14th  of  Oftober,  1762.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
Grampus  firelhip,  hut  continued  in  that  veflel  only  a  fhort 
time ;  nor  are  we  acquainted  with  the  name  of  any  other 
in  which  he  afterwards  ferved,  previous  to  his  quitting 
the  rank  juft  mentioned.  On  the  4th  of  March,  1766, 
he  was  promoted  to  be  a  pod-captain ,  and  commif- 
fioned  to  the  Launcefton,  of  44  guns,  as  captain  to  vice- 
admiral  Durell,  who  then  held  the  North-American  com- 
mand, and  had  his  flag  flying  on  board  that  (hip.  Capt.  Gel  I 
remained  three  years  on  the  fame  ftation,  and  a] To  in  the 
fame  (hip,  after  the  death  of  his  admiral,  which 
happened  in  a  few  months  after  his  promotion ; 
but  we  do  not  find  him  to  have  received  any  fubfequent 
appointment  till  the  year  1776,  when  he  was  commif- 

•  fioned  to  the  Thetis  frigate.  He  was  employed  during 
the  firft  two  years  of  his  continuance  in  this  fhip  on  the 
•North- American  ftation ;  and  having  then  returned  to 

England,  was  refitted  and  fent,  in  the  month  of  March 
1779,  to  the  Mediterranean.  He  failed  from  Portfmouth 
on  the  28th  of  March,  under  the  orders  of  captain  Allen, 
in  the  Chatham,  having  a  fleet  of  merchant-veflels  under 

•  their  convoy  ;  but,  foon  after  his  arrival  in  the  Mediter- 
.  ranean,  very  narrowly  faved  himfelf  from  being  captured 

by  two  French  (hips  of  the  line,  which  the  Thetis  and 
Montreal  frigate,  who  were  in  company  together,  acci- 
dentally fell  in  with, and  to  which  the  latter  became  a  prey. 
Captain  Gell  returned  to  England  after  this  fortu- 
nate efcape,  and  continued  in  the  fame  fhip,  on  the 
:  home  or  channel  ftation,  for  feveral  months,  without 

•  meeting  with  any  occurrence  demanding  our  particular 
mention.  In  1780,  having  a  fhort  time  before  quitted 
the  frigate,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Monarca,  of  feventy 
guns,  one  of  the  (hips  taken  from  the  Spaniards,  by  the 

'  fleet  under  fir  George  Rodney,  off  Cape  St.  Vincent's,  In 
the  month  of  January  preceding.  At  the  clofe  of  the  year 
the  Monarca  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  as  one  of  the 
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fquadron  fent  thither  under  fir  Samuel  Hood  for  the  purr 
pofe  of  reinforcing  admiral  fir  G.  Bridges  Rodney ;  but 
being  overtaken  at  fea,  when  nearly  thirty  degrees  to  the 
weftward,  by  a  violent  gale  of  wind,  was,  after  having 
loft  her  main  and  mizen-mafts,  together  with  her  fore- 
top-maft,  reduced  to  the  neceflity  of  putting  back  to 
England  under  jury  marts.  The  deftination  of  the  (hip 
was  in  confequence  changed,  and  captain  Gell  proceeded 
in  her  fingly,  as  foon  as  refitted,  to  the  Eaft  Indies. 

He  continued  to  ferve  in  the  fame  quarter  during  the 
whole  remainder  of  the  war,  and  was  engaged  in  the  nu- 
merous anions  which  took  place  with  the  French  fqua- 
dron under  monfieur  de  Suffreio  ;  on  all  which  occafions 
he  behaved  with  the  moft  diftinguifhed  gallantry,  and  had 
the  happinefs  in  one  of  them,  moft  probably,  to  prevent 
the  Monmouth,  of  fixty-four  guns,  commanded  by  cap- 
tain  Alms,  which  was  completely  dismantled  and  dif- 
abled,  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  The 
Monarca  was  conftantly  ftationed  in  the  line  as  one  of 
the  feconds  to  fir  Edward  Hughes,  the  commander-in- 
chief;  and  though,  from  the  peculiar  circumftances 
attending  the  greater  part  of  them,  that  (hip,  with  two  or 
three  others,  fuftained  the  principal  weight  or  ftrefe  of 
the  aft  ion,  yet,  as  is  not  unfrequently  the  cafe,  it  re- 
ceived, perhaps,  lefs  injury,  and  had  fewer  calamities 
among  the  people  than  have  frequently  befallen 
.other  veffels  engaged  only  in  a  trivial,  or  inconfiderable 
flcirmilh.  Captain  Gell  returned  to  England,  in  1784, 
with  the  diviiion  ordered  home  under  commodore  King; 
and  being  paid  off  on  his  arrival,  does  not  appear  holding 
any  fubtequent  commiftion  till  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  1790,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Excellent,  of 
ieventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  put  into  commiflion, 
in  confequence  of  the  then  apprehended  rupture  with 
Spain,  relative  to  Nootka  Sound.  The  point  in  difpute 
being  amicably  fettled,  the  Excellent  was  paid  off,  and 
Mr.  Gell  appears  to  have  held  no  farther  command  as 
a  private  captain. 

On  the  i  ft  of  February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  the 

rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  .blue,  and  was  immediately 

appointed  to  command  one  of  the  divifions  in  the  fleet 

ordered  out  to  the   Mediterranean*     Having,   in  con- 
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fequcnce,  hotfted  his  flag  on  hoard  the  St.  George, 
of  ninety-eight  guns,  he  proceeded  thither,  in  the 
month  of  April,  and  on  his  paflage  had  the  good 
fortune  to  fall  in  with,  and  capture,  the  General  Du~ 
mourier,  a  French  privateer,  together  with  her  prize,  the 
St.  Jago,  a  Spanifli  regifter  (hip.  The  former  had  taken 
all  the  fpecie  out  of  the  prize,  and,  both  together,  formed 
the  mbft  valuable  capture  ever  brought  to  England  at  one 
lime.  Lord  Hood  with  his  divifion  followed  in  the 
month  of  May,  and  the  rear-admiral  continued  to  ferve 
tinder  his  lordfhip,  till  unfortunately  compelled  to  return 
to  England,  over  land,  in  the  enfuing  year,  in  confequence 
of  his  health  being  in  a  very  precarious  (late.  On  fuch 
©ccafions  as  the  fituation  of  naval  affairs,  and  condition  of 
the  enemy  permitted,  he  diftinguiftied  himfelf  with  his 
ufual  ability  and  gallantry ;  but, .  owing  to  catifes  already 
given  by  our  itatement  of  public  events,  in  the  memoirs 
of  lord  Hood,  and  others,  the  moft  material  mention  we 
find  made  of  this  gentleman  is,  his  fpirited  condud,  at 
Genoa,  in  the  month  of  O&ober. 

The  rear-admiral  had  been  ordered  thither,  with  his 
own  (hip  (the  St.  George),  three  (hips  of  feventy-four 
guns,  two  frigates,  as-  many  firefhips,  and  three  (loops  of 
-war.  La  Modefte,  a  French  frigate  of  thirty-fix  guns, 
was  then  lying  in  the  harbour,  and  had  broken  the  neu- 
trality of  the  port  on  a  variety  of  occafions,  particularly 
by  arming  two  gunboats  for  the  purpofe  of  acting  ofFen* 
fively  again  ft  England,  in  direft  oppofitibn  to  the  re- 
monftrances  of  the  fenate,  and  government.  Mr.  Gell, 
as  foon  as  informed  of  thefe  circumftances,  as  he  was  by 
an  advice-boat,  ordered  on  his  arrival,  the  Bedford, 
of  feventy-four  guns,  to  anchor  alongfide  the  Modefte, 
and  demand  her  furrender.  The  order  was  at  fir  ft  re* 
fufed  to  be  complied  with ;  but  on  receiving  a  few  mufket- 
ihot,  reflc&ion  produced  an  immediate  acquiefcence. 
The  government  of  Genoa  very  properly  considered  the 
conduct  of  the  Britifh  admiral  as  perfe&ly  regular,  as 
well  gs  ftriftly  confonant  to  the  laws  of  nations,  and  the 
•captured  (hip  was  incorporated  with  the  BritHh  navy. 

Mr.  Gell  fince  his  return  to  England  has  not  held  any 
naval  appointment.  On  the  12th  of  April,  1794,  he 
was  promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white ;  and,  on 
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the  4th  of  July  following,  to  be  vice  of  the  blue.  On  June* 
1, 1795*,  he  was  farther  advanced  to  be  vice  of  the  white. 

CHAOS,  James,  —  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
and  navy  on  the  17th  of  May,  1746 ;  after  the  commence- 
ment ot  the  war  with  France,  in  1756,  ferved  under  lord 
Howe  in  that  rank,  firft  on  board  the  Dunkirk,  and 
afterwards  in  the  Magnanime.  He  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  commander  on  the  18th  of  October,  1758,  and 
continued  in  that  ftation  during  the  whole  of  the  war; 
but  we  find  no  mention  made  of  the  particular  commands 
he  held,except  that  of  the  Vefuvius  firelhip  in  the  yea*  1 76a/ 
and  during  the  greater  part  of  the  enfuing.  On  the  id  of 
April  1766  he  wa?  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft-captainj 
and  appointed  to  the  Guernfey,  of  fifty  guns,  which  (hip 
he  commanded  under  the  late  fir  Hugh  Pallifer,  who  had 
his  broad  pendant  on  board  as  commodore  on  the  New- 
foundland ftation.  We  do  not  find  him,  after  quitting 
the  Guernfey,  holding  any  command  till  the  year  1775* 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Conqueftadore,  of  fixty 
guns,  the  guardfhip  Rationed  at  the  Nore;  but  quitted 
this  fliip,  and  retired  from  the  fervice  in  the  enfuingyear, 
being  appointed  one  of  the  captains  On  the  eftablifhment 
of  Greenwich-hofpital.  He  retained  this  {ration  till  the 
time  of  his  death,  an  event  which  happened  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1781. 

DICKSON,  William, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
the  navy  on  the  31ft  of  December,  1755,  and  ferved  in 
that  ftation,  under  fir  George  Pocock,  during  a  confider- 
able  part  of  the  war  ;  but  we  have  no  precife  account  when 
lie  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  commander.  It  is  known, 
however,  that  his  continuance  in  ir,  could  have  been  but 
of  very  fhort  duration :  indeed,  it  is  far  from  being  impro- 
bable, that  he  was  promoted  to  be  a  port  captain  at 
once,  from  being  a  lieutenant.  He  was  raifed  to  the 
ftation  juft  mentioned  on  the  ad  of  May,  1766,  by  com- 
miflion  appointing  him  to  the  Jerfey,  of  fixty  guns,  as 
captain  to  commodore  Spry,  who  was  then  inverted  with 
the  chief  command  on  the  Gibraltar,  or  Mediterranean 
ftation.  He  continued  in  the  fame  (hip  during  the  cufto- 
mary  period  of  three  years ;  and,  after  his  return  to  Eng- 

.  *  On  the  7th  of  Auguft  following  died  hit  elder  brother,  Philip 
Gell,  cfq.  of  Hopton,  in  the  coMnty  of  Derby. 
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land,  is  not  k  no  wit  by  us  to  have  held,  any  fcbfequent 
commiffioo  till  17779  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Greyhound  frigate*  He  ferved  on  the  American 
Ration  during  the  two  Succeeding  feafon;.;  and  having 
then  repaired  to  England  for  refitment,  proceeded  to  the 
Weft  Indies  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year  177^  in  com- 
pany with  fix:  George  Rodney  and  the  fleet,  which  was 
firft  deftined  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  under  his  orders. 
Having  parted  company  with  his  loxdlhjp  off  Cape  Fini- 
fierce,  he  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  returned  from 
thence  back  to  England  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  178  r , 
sear-admiral  ftr  Chaloner  Ogle  being  with  him  as  a*  paf- 
fenger.  Nothing  material,  or  beyond  the  common  routine, 
of  a&ive  fervice,  appears  to  have  fallen  within  the"  reach  of 
this  gentleman,  either  during  the  time  he  was  employed 
on  the  Weft-Indian  flat^on,  or  the  North-American, 
which  preceded  it.  Soon  after  his  return  to  England  he 
was  promoted  to  the  Sampfbn,  of  fixty-four  guns,  a  {hip 
newly  launched  at  Woolwich,  but  continued  in  that 
command  only  till  the  commencement  of  the  year  1782; 
when,  after  remaining  for  a  fhort  time  out  of  commiffion, 
be  was,  about  the  month  of  September,  appointed 
to  the  Standard,  of  the  fame  force.  Peace  taking  place 
at  the  commencement  of  the  enfuing  year,  the  Standard, 
which  was  not  equipped  foon  enough  to  be  employed 
on  amr  war  fervice,  was  retained  in  commiflion  as  a 
guardmip  at  Plymouth,  where  captain  Dickfon  conti- 
nued to  command  her  during  the  cuftomary  period  of 
three  years. 

Subfequeut  to  his  quitting  the  Standard  we  do  not  be* 
lieve  this  gentleman  to  have  held  any  commiflion. 
On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  he  was  promoted 
to  he  rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  on  the  12th  of  April, 
1794,  to  be  rear  of  the  white;  on  the  12th  of  July  fol- 
lowing to  be  vice  of  the  blue;  and,  laftly,  to  the  fame 
rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795; 
but  has  not  hitherto,  we  believe,  taken  upon  himfelf  any 
Command  as  a  flag  officer. 

GARDNER,  Sir  Alan. — This  gentleman,  who,  it  is 
almoft  needlefs  to  fay,  is  alfo  now  living,  was  appointed  a 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  7th  of  March,  1766;  and  a 
commander  on  the  12th  of  April,  1762.    We  have  not, 
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however,  any  account  of  his  fervkes  while  hoMing  either 
of  thofe  ftations.     On  the  19th  of  May,  1766,  he  was 

fromoted  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the 
reitan,  of  fifty  guns,  the  flag-ihip  of  rear-admiral  Parry, 
who  was  then  fent  out  to  Jamaica,  and  the  Windward 
Iflands,  as  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation*     Captain 
Gardner  continued  to  ferve  under  the  admiral  for  two  years, 
and,  we  believe,  towards  the  end  of  the  fummer  1768, 
removed  into  the  Levant  frigate,  of  28  guns*.  He  returned 
to  England  in  the  year  1771 ;  and  being  paid  off,  does 
not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commiffion  till 
1775,   when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Maidftone  fri- 
gate, of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  ordered  out  to  his  former 
nation,  Jamaica.     He  was  not  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  any  particular  opportunity  of  diftingui (hing  himfelf 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1778 ;  when,  having  been  fent 
on  a  cruife  off  the  coaft  of  America ;  on  the  3d  of  No- 
vember, about  one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  he  fell  in  with 
a  very  large  {hip,  about  fixty  leagues  from  Cape  Henry. 
Captain  Gardner  immediately  gave  chace,  and  at  half 
paft  three  brought  his  antagonist,  who  hoitied  French 
colours,  to  clofe  adion.     After  it  had  been  fuftained  for 
an  hour  with  great  fpirit  and  warmth  on  both  fides,  cap- 
tain Gardner  found  it  neceflary  to  haul  off  for  a  fhort 
time,  in  order  to  knott  and  fplice  his  rigging,  which  was 
entirely  cut  to  pieces  by  the  enemy's  (hot. 

At  day-break  a  fecond  (hip  was  difcovered  to  wind- 
ward bearing  down,  and  was  fuppofed  to  be  the  confort 
of  the  ftiip  engaged.  About  nine  o'clock  the  ftranger 
brought  to,  and  made  a  private  fignal,  which  not  being 
anfwered  by  the  Maidftone,  he  foon  afterwards  made  fail, 
and  flood  by  jhc  wind  to  the  fouthward. .  The  (hip  en- 
gaged, was  at  this  time,  nearly  a  league  to  windward  under 
her  top-fails;  and  the  damages  fuftained  by  the  Maidftone, 
being  repaired  as  well  as  time  and  circumftances  would 
permit,  captain  Gardner  wore  (hip,  and  brought  the  enemy 
again  to  a&ion,  about  twelve  o'clock.  After  a  fecond 
conteft  of  nearly  an  hour's  continuance  the  (hip  (truck, 


*  In  the  year  1769  he  wa$  married  at  KiogfloD^  in  the  tfjaiid  of 
Jamaica,  to  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Turner. ' 
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*nd  proved  to  be  the  Lyon,  a  French  (hip  belonging  to 
the  merchants,  mounting  forty  guns,  twelve,  fix,  and  four-  ' 
pounders,  with  a  crew  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  men*. 
Thus  was  ihe  equipped,  as  well  for  war,  as  fitted,  in  con- 
ference of  her  fize,  for  the  conveyance  of  merchandize. 
Jier  cargo  confiftcd  of  upwards  1 300  hogiheads  of  tobacco, 
which  would  have  rendered  her  a  prize  of  very  confides 
able  value  to  the  captors,  had  not  the  great  attention  capt. 
Gardner  paid  to  the  regulations,  and  what  he  very  properly 
thought  the  good  of  the  fervice,  very  much  lellened  it. 
His  conduit  on  this  occafion  does  him  fo  much  credit,  as 
an  officer,  that  we  think  it  would  be  the  higheflinjuftice  to 
fupprefs  the  account  we  have  heard  of  it. 

At  the  clofe  of  the  a&ion  both  the  (hips  were  very 
much  difabled,  particularly  in  their  marts,  fails,  and 
rigging,  injuries  which  rendered  it  extremely  difficult 
for  them  to  bear  up  agin  ft  a  contrary  wind.  It  then 
blew  fair  for  England  with  a  {ready  conftant  breeze, 
which  continued,  without  variation,  long  enough  to  have 
wafted  thither,  both  the  prize,  and  her  brave  captor,  in 
half  the  time  that  was  unavoidably  confumed  by  the  two 
fhips,  crippled  as  they  uere,  in  working  up  to  Antigua. 
Flattering,  however,  as  the  profpe&s  of  private  pecuniary 
advantage  appeared  f,  andexciifable,  nay  juftified  as,  con- 
iidering  the  inconveniences  under  which  he  laboured,  cap- 
fain  Gardner  certainly  would  have  been,  in  putting  before 
the  wind,  and  running  home,  he  forewent  the  profped  of 
profit,  and  endured  all  the  difficulties  naturally  attendant 
on  fp  difficult  a  navigation,  rather  than  appear  to  ad,  in 
the  fmalleft  particle,  contrary  to  his  orders,  by  breaking 
his  ftation,  while  there  exifted  a  poflibility  of  his  being  able 
to  keep  it.  The  Maidftone  did  not  reach  Englifh  Harbour, 
in  Antigua,  till  the  22d  of  December,  nearly  feven  weeks 
after  the  adtion  ;  and,  being  obliged  to  go  in  for  repair  and 

*  The  Maidftone  carried  twenty-eight  gum,  nine  and  fix-pounders, 
with  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  men.  She  had  tour  men 
filled  and  nine  wounded,  one  of  them  mortally.  The  enemy  had 
eight  killed,  and  eighteen  wounded.  Both  {hips  were  very  con fider- 
ably  damaged  in  their  mails,  fails,  and  rigging  j  and  when  the  Lyon 
flrock  Ihe  nad  four  feet  water  in  her  hold. 

f  The  proceeds  of  the  cargo  were  not,  by  many  thoufand  pounds, 
fp  great  as  they  would  have  been,  bad  the  Lyon  repaired  to  England.

refitment,  captain  Gardner  wss,  foon  afterwards*  pror 
moted,  by  vice-admiral  Byron,  the  commander-in-chief, 
to  the  Sudan,  of  feventy-four  guns,  as  fucceflbr  tocaptaia 
Wheelock,  who  died  juft  before. 

In  the  encounter  off  Grenada,  on  the  6th  of  July  fol- 
lowing, with  the  French  fleet,  commanded  by  the  count 
D'Eftaing,  the  Sultan  was  ftationed  in  the  line  as 
one  of  the  feconds  to  the  commander-in-chief,  and  was 
very  warmly  engaged,  having  been  one  of  the  (hips  which 
began  the  a&ion  under  a  prefs  of  fail,  and  of  courfe  fuf- 
fered  very  feverely,  having  had  fixteen  men  killed,  and 
thirty-nine  wounded.  The  Sultan  was,  foon  after  this 
time,  ordered  to  Jamaica,  from  whence  captain  Gardner 
returned  to  England  with  a  convoy  in  the  enfuing  year, 
without  having,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  met 
with  any  farther  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  reputation 
he  had  already  fo  juftly  acquired. 

This  (hip,  foon  after  her  arrival,  was  paid  off; 
and  captain  Gardner,  after  continuing  for  a  ihort  time 
unemployed,  was,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1781, 
appointed  to  the  Duke,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  one  of  the 
fhips  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  admiral  fir  G. 
Rodney.  He  bore  a  moft  diftinguiflied  (hare* in  the 
memorable  adions  of  the  9th  and  12th  of  April  follow- 
ing ;  and  on  the  latter  day  contributed  moft  eflentiaily  to 
the  vi&ory,  having  been  one  of  the  commanders  who 
broke  through  the  French  line.  He  proceeded  with  ad- 
miral Pigot,  and  the  fleet,  in  the  enfuing  autumn  to  North 
America ;  and  having  returned  with  him  back  to  the  Weft 
Indies  when  the  hurricane  feafon  was  part,  repaired  to 
England  in  the  enfuing  fpring,  a  general  peace  having 
taken  place.  The  Duke  being  paid  off  on  her  arrival, 
captain  Gardner  did  not,  we  believe,  hold  any  fubfequent 
commiflion  till  the  year  1786,  when  he  was  appointed 
commander-in-chief  on  the  Jamaica  ft  at  ion,  with  the 
temporary  rank  of  commodore:  he  accordingly  hoifted 
his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Europa,  of  fifty  guns, 
and  continued  there  nearly  three  years;  when  having 
returned  to  England,  he  was,  in  1790,  appointed  to 

*  The  Duke  had  thirteen  men  killed  and  fixieen  wounded;  among 
the  latter  were  one  of  the  lieutenants,  the  matter,  and  the  boatfwaia.

the  Courageux,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  mips 
put  into  commiflion  in  confeqocnce  of  the  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  Nootka  Sound ;  but  that 
difference  being  accommodated  without  a  rupture,  he. 
was,  in  confequence,  paid  offfoon  afterwards. 

On  the  19th  of  January,  1790,  preceding  his  laft  com- 
mand, he  was  appointed  one  of  the  commiflioners  for 
exercifing  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral ;  and  about  the 
fame  time  was  chofen  representative  in  parliament  for 
the  borough  of  Ply  mourn.  He  continued,  a  member  of 
the  admiralty-board,  during  four  commiflions,  till  the 
month  of  March  1795 ;  and,  at  the  general  election  in 
1796,  was  returned,  after  a  feeble  oppofition,  member  for 
the  city  of  Weftminfter.— To  return,  however,  to  the 
naval  fervices  in  which  he  has  been  engaged,  and  the  pro* 
motions  he  has  received.  On  the  lft  of  February,  1793, 
immediately  on  the  commencement  of  the  rupture  with 
France,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of 
the  blue;  and  having  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Queen, 
of  ninety-eight  guns,  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies 
with  a  fquadron,  confiding  of  feven  (hips  of  the  line,  two 
frigates,  and  a  (loop  of  war ;  but,  owing  to  the  want  of  a  fuffi- 
cient  land  force  to  co-operate,  little  was  effected,  during 
that  feafon,  againft  the  Weft-India  colonies  in  the  po£ 
feflion  of  the  French.  The  rear-admiral  returned  to 
England,  and  hath,  ever  fince  that  time,  been  employed 
on  the  home  or  channel  fervice.  On  the  12th  of  April*, 
1794,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
white,  and  commanded  during  the  fummer,  having  his 
flag  ftill  on  board  the  Queen,  in  the  main  fleet  under,  earl 
Howe.  Me  fignalized  himfelf  very  remarkably  in  the 
memorable  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  on  the  lft  of 
June  j  and  though  it  might  bethought  invidious,  as  it  cer- 
tainly would  be  illiberal,  to  attempt  attributing  pre-emi- 
nence among  fuch  an  hoft  of  brave  men,  equally  eager 
with  himfelf,  to  diftinguifti  themfelves  in  the  fervice  of 
their  country,  yet  we  think,  if  there  ever  was  one  man 
more  avaricious  of  glory  than  all  the  reft  of  his  colleagues, 

*  On  the  7th  of  January  his  daughter  wa*  married,  by  fpecial 
licence,  to  R.  Caldwell,  cfq.  of  Clapham. 
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that  man  could  not  be  be  offended  at  the  aflertion,  that  no 
one  could  have  diftinguifhed  himfelf  more,  than  the  gen- 
tleman of  whom  we  are  now  fpeaking.  On  the  12th  of 
July  following  the  adion,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
vice-admiral  of  the  blue,  and,  together  with  other  flag- 
officers  not  commanding  fquadrons,  was,  on  the  16th  of 
the  enfuing  month,  raifed  to  the  rank  of  baronet  of  Great 
Britain*. 

In  the  month  of  June  1795,  he  was  prefent,  under  the 
orders  of  lord  Bridport,  at  the  attack  of  the  French  fleet 
off  Port  L 'Orient ;  but,  owing  to  the  fpeedy  flight  of  the 
enemy,  and  the  fmall  diftance  they  were,  when  difcovered, 
from  their  own  harbour,  fir  Alan  was  not  able  to  get  up 
in  time  to  (hare  in  the  flying  conteft.  On  the  ift  of  the 
fame  month  he  had  been  previoufly  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
vice-admiral  of  the  white ;  and  having,  in  1 797,  removed  his 
flag  from  the  Queen  to  the  Royal  Sovereign,  of  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  guns,  has,  ever  fince  that  time,  continued 
to  command  a  divifion  of  the  naval  force  employed  on 
the  home,  or  channel  fervice.  This  has  been  occupied  in 
alternate  cruifes,  for  the  purpofe  of  watching,  and  con- 
fining in  port,  the  miferable  remnant  of  a  fleet,  ftill  re- 
maining to  the  French,  after  their  repeated  dtfeomfitores, 
but  whofe  prudence,  hitherto,  has  not  afforded  fir  Alan  any 
opportunity  of  adding  to  thofe  laurels,  his  former  fei vices 
againft  them,  have  juftly  acquired  him. 


*  It  is  almoft  needlefs  to  add,  fir  Alan  was  included  in  all  the 
votci  of  thanks  and  congratulations  from  public  bodies;  and  alfo  re- 
ceived, in  common  with  other  flag  officers,  his  colleagues,  a  golfl  chain 
and  medal  from  his  majefly.
